Mat.-Michu.i«it3 Kegimcnt w:is .i pai>er read by General Edwards ai 
the reunion in SpringlicM, September 19, 1871. While the docu- 
ment thus presented was necessarily little more than an epitome 
of the scn-icc of the organi/alion, il excited j,Tcat inlcrcst and woke 
the demand for a more complete and detailed production. The 
following }-e a r, ut the reunion at Pilttifield, September 34, the lirst 
appointment of a Iii.itorianwa.H made, F. P. Bridgman being selected. 
Two )-ear» later, .it tlie Bcmardston gathering of 1S74, Colonel 
Montague was appointed historian, and the following year the 
office passed 10 Lieutenant S. E. Nichols, the following vote being 
taken : "That Lieutenant Nichols be urgently requested to fill the 
office of historian of the icKiment. In case of his refusal so to do 
the matter to be left in the haiiits of the Executive Committee." 

At the Northampton reunion of Stplember 8 and g, 1876, " It 
wn» voted that Comrade W. E. l.cwi;t be appointed historian of the 
Aftsociation, that he be auihoriM<I to employ any assistance be 
deems neccss-tr)'. and that this organixation pledge itself to give 
him all det.tib in Iheir (xisscssion of interest to the companies or 
regiment, and rhai he sliall have amhority to draw upon the trcas- 
urcf ihrougfi the secretary for such disburscmcnu for ibis purpose 
!e> in his judgment shall be deemed proper. Upon Comrade 
Lewis's acceptance of this office a tote of thanks was tendered him 
1^ I he association." 

Al the Northampton reunion of 1S77 Lieutenant Ijjwis was re- 
elected hi--(tririnn, though no rtrport wa> furnished regarfling his 
Kurk. At the meeting of 187S at Westtield a communication was 
read from htm stating that "the lustoi>' would probably be ready 
for publication by the next annual reunion," and he was again 
elected to die position. The folloning year no definite action was 
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taken regarding iltt historj'. but the records show lha( it kdcr was 
read from Comrade Lewis containing, it would seem, no specific 
infonnation. At the gathering of iftSo a letter was read fiom the 
hiiitoriiin "expressing exjwctaiion ihai the htstor)- of the rcgimcnl 
would be completed during the coming year." At (he same lime 
" the coininitlvc on tliv hislor)* was newly constituted to consist of 
ihe following raemlx-rs: W. K. Lewis, S. li. Nichgls and William 
BlisK." The n.-cufd of the meeting of iSKi says: " It was voted 
that Cenera! OU\x'i Edwards, Colonel Gcot^c L. Munugiie, Ca[h 
tnin William Bliss, Colonel Thomas C Coll. Lieutenant S. K. 
Nichols and Lieutenant William F. I^wis be a committee to have 
full charge of the rev-iiion and publication of the completed historj' 
of the Tliiriy-M:vcnlh Regiment." 

At the meeting of the auociation at Wcstficld. September 19. 
i48i, a report of prepress was made by the committee, of which 
Comnid<; James L. Bowen was elected a member. At a meeting 
of ibe committee held xome three montlu later Comrade Bowcn 
presented brieHy hin idea of the form wliich a regimental histor>- 
^should lake and it was voted to instruct him to prepare a histor)- 

tlie ri^imcnl on such a plan. At the 1SS3 reunion Mr. Bowen 
made a rcpon o( progress, saying that it was hoped to have the 
\xM}k ready for delivery during the early part of the coming year. 
Totill the vacancy in the committee caused by the death of Colonel 
T. G. Colt, Captain Walter fi. Smith wa-s appointed, and Captain 
U. M. Abbott was added lu the number. 

Sontcwhat longer time than was anticipated has neces&aiily been 
consumed in the preparation of the book, but it is ho[>ed that ihc 
work may be found sufiicicnlly satisfactorj' in character to compen- 
sate for the delay.

PREFACE. 



In [l)i» agi; of l)Ook-tn3king no apology » n<!<;<l<;<l for pr«seiitln); 
Ml pcimaitcDt form the present narrative. As will be seen by the 
siateineiil of the HisiOT}- Committee, the matter of preparing a 
hiaior^' of (Im Thirty-seventh MnKsadiuseits Regiment had been 
long discussed, and iiumeroiiK »t-\>f. taken lotikiiig to that end. 
when at a meeting of the Committee held nt PittsAeld. December 
15, 18S3, 1 was a5ke<l to undcrtalcc the taslc. The invitation was 
accepted, not without serious misgivings. Arduous dtilicK in con- 
nection with daily journalism promised very little leisure for the new 
undertaking; ray relirement from wounds previous to the later 
campaigns of the regiment prevented that full personal knowledge 
of its movements so desirable : my position as a private soldier 
was not one to especially qualify for the hbturian's office ; the rec- 
ords of the regiment were fwtind to be missing or incomplete ; its 
members were widely scattered, many of tht-m with dctaiU of soldier 
life ciuitc driven from mind by the sirei>s of 10 years of active civ*!! 
pursuits. For these reasons leniency is craved for any shoncom- 
lng» which may a))pear in the following pages. 

Tl>c hook has been written with a sincere desire 10 do justice to 
a deserving organization ; hanng no prejudice and no individual 
vnds to ser\-e, I have sought to record the work of the regiment 
lailhfully aruJ inipariially. The scope of the volume has been 
broadened to Include features which, while not directly connected 
with the Morj' of tlie Thirty-seventh regiment, il seemed after thi.s 
lapse of lime desirable to present, ih.it the doings of the regiment 
might be traced with an understanding of contemporaneous and 
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icUiivc events. The details of personal history iavt not been 
doaely followed, and in OKist cases no ancnpt is made to tnoe 
ibc fonuoea of individual sutMcqucnc lo the disbanding of the 
ofginiiatiMi. It did not >«em to m« either deMrabIc to undertake 
to do to in connection with the extended »cope of the work or 
poMJblc to nake suck a record if attempted in any way satisfac- 
lory err complete. At tbc same time I have striven to follow tbe 
rcj^nienl clo«ely In its varj-ing (onunes, and to reproduce its ex- 
periences on the march, in camp or on the Helil of action, with tbe 
unfolding of military life as it presented itself to tbc citizen- 
aoldtcr. 

J desire to express my ^ncere thanks to all comrades and others 
who have kindly a»i«lcd me in colleaing material for tbe volume. 
Necessarily J have been obliged to make many demands on the 
time and patience of others. In this direction 1 liave met only 
kindne^u ami encour.-igemenl. I feel under especial obligation to 
General Charles Dcvens, General H. S. Bri^s, Mrs. K J. Morse 
and Rev. J. W. Lane; and among members of the regiment to 
Lieutenant Colonel Hopkins, Sergeant A. G. Taylor and George 
C. Glapp, in addition to tlte History- Committee, all of whom have 
respon<led promptly (o all deman<ts ma<t« upon ihem. I must 
espedally mention the tireless and invaluable sen'iccs of the 
Socrclary, Lieutenant S. E. Nichols.

FROM SECESSION TO ANTIETAM. 



THE ELEcriOM OP UNCOLS. — BEVOLT OP THE SOUTHERN

TfiB election of AbruliHin Lincoln of Jlluioiti itjid lluniiibul 
^Hamlin uf Jlaioo, the RopublicoD cundiduU'S For Preaideni aiul 
Vice-President of the ITijiled States, November a, IS'l", fur- 
nished tiie pretext fur an attempt on the pitrt uf the ^^oiithorn 
itdtH for n dh'JHion uf the Union. In this moTcmcnt South 
CiirulinA hud ho^tn n leadtr. nnd it« Li-^isluturo wiu thv first to 
uilupt on onlinnnce uf seconton, which was done on th* 'iOih of 
DecemUr. HiseiBaippi. Florida and AInbnma followed her es- 
iiinple on the 9th, lOtb and llth of January, 18<U, Georgia on 
tho lUlh, Louisiana on the SiUh aud Texas the Ut of February, 
Tlio action of these seven states, in declaring themselves no 
longer a pitrt of the Fodtnd Union, was thus taken long before 
tho inauguration of Mr. Lincoln, and whilo the tuitionnl gov- 
ernment remained in the hiiuds of their )iolitienl frionds. Pres- 
ident Buchanan, andoubledij loyal at heart, eat in hie high 
oIHc«, dazed aud hel]>les8 before the sweep of the temjiest. 
Uncortain as t<i his duty, he met the most contlioting opinions 
fnrm those to whom he tunicd for advice. Questions hud 
arisen on which the Constitution shed no light — the sitiiatioD 
Liraa one which hud not botin provided for in tho formation of 
'the nation. But had his duty been never eo clear, the President 
hud no power with which to o)ipase the revolution. He sat in 
iho midst of disloyally. The caliinet. Congress, the de|Kirt- 
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mi-'iiU, the iirmy and nuvy were Bwanning with sowBsionieta, 
and it was impassible to doterniiiie who was inie and who false 
to the cntiDtry he profi^sfled to acrvo. Mon wero daily n-»ig[iing 
high )i08iti(iii8 uf trust and hMtuiiing to join liiu couiiciU of the 
cunBiiirittors. Tii thv mean time tho govoriiinont projiurty 
thruti;;hotit ttii' scinthi'm ettiles :iiid ulotig the eoii«l was Ijoiiig 
tiikeii possesHion of in the name of the vjirious states, and so 
welt had affairs beeu manipulated in thp intereals of trcuaoa that 
At Tcry few points was it possible for any resIstAnce to ho made. 
Fort«, nrsenalg, naval vessels, nnvy.yards, (riistoni-howwis ami the 
branch mint at New Orleanii Hharcd a (.^ommmi fate. Three 
forU oil the Florida const held out, — Pickeng, Jefferson and 
Taylor, — and Fortrcas Monroe at Old Point Comfort, Vs., was 
also saved to the Union: with these exceptions theentirc gov- 
oniinental poiwcsitions wore seized throughout the sea-board 
states eunlh of the Potomnc. 

A convention of dek-gates from the aeeeded i^tstes met ul 
Montgomery, Ala., on the 4th of FebruiLry, and live days later 
tbo " Confederate ijtaU»of America" were prochiimeda nation, 
Ji'ffvrniHi Davis of Minsissippi Ijeing eleeted president, and 
A. II, Slcpliens uf Georgia vi to- president, On the 18th they 
vrora iiiangti rated, amid the must i-nthiisiastie demoustratinnii 
thronghotit the Oonfedcrucy, Sliudcd and deluded, the Southern 
people indulged the wildest visions of a speedy and bloodless 
fluccess, and the demagogues who were luring them to ruin were 
hitiU'd us the heroes of a glorious cause. 

A very different feeling prevailed at Washington and through 
tho loyal slates. The magnitude of the conspiracy and the 
threatening attitude of the insurgents, who were orgauixing in 
«very port of the South, excited fears of some despenito at- 
tempt to prevent the inan^^iriition of iSr. Lincoln ; but the 
prompt measures of General Winfield Scott, in command of ihe 
jivuilnblo fragments of the United States army, i)revented any 
liostile demonstration, and tho ceremony transpired March 4 in 
the presence of an immense guthering of jieopio without dis- 
turbing incident. The inaugural address of President Lincoln 
tras conciliatory, almost to weakness, and its tenor viae revoiced

I near. Tlic initiid eliish was to eomo at Oharlestou, S. C. whei-e 
^^LUaJor Anderfion, whom the opening of the troubles found in 
^Voonnnand of the fortilieutious of the linrbor, hud with a few 
men been for months practically besieged in Fort Sumter. As 
early as Jannary an attempt hail been mitde by President 
Buchanan to send provisions to the gHrrisoi), but the unurmed 
sbenmer carrying the snpplies hitd been fired upon «t tbo cntntuoo 
to the harbor and returned to New York, On the Ith of Feh- 
ruani' Prvsidcnt Buchanan refused a demnnd made by Inaae W. 
Haync for the snrrcuder of the fort to Soulli Cai-olinn, nnd 
rapid pix-pant4o»8 were mudo for its reduction. General P. T. 
6. Beauregard wius assigned to the command of the rebel forces 
early in Uarch, aud as Major Anderson refused to surrendei' his 
tmst without explicit orders from his government, fire wn» 
opened on the fort April 12, and the following day terms of 
Qvaonation were agreed on. 

Tlie fall of Sumter marked the end of Iiesitiition and ban- 
ished all hopes of conciliation. The most iinportiuit events foU 
lowed rspidly. On the 15tb President Lincoln tidied for 75.000 
tnilitia to serve for tbtvc months and ordered Congrestt to assem- 
ble in special session Jnly 4. On the 17th President Davis of 
the Confederacy authorized privateering, and on the same day 
Virginni, which had been dallying over the i|ueiiti(>n, linally de- 
cided upon seetuision. This ])rei-ipitatod like action in \orth 
Carolina, which was taken May SO, while Arkansas had al«»sc* 
Ceded on the Kth. The situation now became intensely critical. 
On the Ifllh of April the President proc1aime<l » blockade of the 
tjouthern |K>rta, bat it was at lUst only a paper blockade, for the

the nipport of the Union ; — bat on the uther band man; of the 
■bleil oflken of the army, iticluding Huod, Ix« and the Jolin- 
•iMii, had ruigned their ootmniasions to Qixtcr the Confederate 
HTTioe ; the fragnente ot th« Cnited Stat«e army in Texas were 
csptared in detail ; the atordy eSorte of OoTernor Houston to 
h'fid that Mtate loyal to the Union were overcome and himself 
llnaliy iwejit from his loyalty by tlte current ; the border states 
of Kentucky, Tennessee ami MiMouri were strongly urged to 
■seession, and it wna a cjuGstion whether or not they eould be 
HTod for the Union. Tennessee, in fact, votod secession in 
Jniw, thoDgh the people of East Tennessee, like those of West 
Virxiriiit, renuiined loyal and fought bitterly and brarely for 
their ]>riiici|il«s. 

No auonor liad Uie ordinance of sooession iNwed in Virginia 
tbui iwrtivo iiiititiiry ii]iirriiti«iii( w«'ro bugiin hyu night exiH'dition 
for lh<i niplurc ot thu guviTnuicnt iirmory and ursi-iiiil iit Har- 
IHir's Ferry. The loyal soldiers iu charge of the poet amounted 
to some 40 mi>» under Lientenant K<>gvr .loncs. and whilo the 
insurgents wert' prei)aring to march upon tlie place three cora- 
pnnii-R of Virginia militia ilationeil there vute^l In diBband. On 
the uigiit of the lljtii of A)>nl, K-Jirning that a Inige force waa 
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within u mile of the plnco, Lk-iitciinnt Jones fired iLe shops an<l 
areoniU und retreated with his littlo commaad iDt» Peunsylriuim. 
Thwarted in their uttempt tu cuptiini tho iirou ond ItuiliHDgs, 
the Coufederates held and fortiiled the iidjiici'nt hi^hts iind 
guthered there a consideruble force, tlireiitening Waahington and 
cutting off communication in that direction. 

The sitnfttioa liad hcconie moat perplexing. Scores of rcgi- 
mcntA Were ready to set out for WiiDhingtuii, but tim wuy was 
liloi.'ikeil luid t)iey hud no wcapuus. The ui'sunals in tho loyal 
Btjitt-ii liiui )>c-vn depleted tu put their contents within reach of the 
plotters, iind the President, Secretary of War, and General Scott 
were hennned in at the Capital. Fortunateiy Oeneral John E. 
Wool, iu command of the Eastern Military District, oomprising 
;the region cost of the Mis«ij«ippi, wn« at New York, mid fooling 
that tho ocf-iuiion denntmlcd prompt action, ho at onco ordered 
tho troops supplied with wliutorcr arnm cotild be obtained, and 
in secaring transportation and forwarding soldiers he renderud 
I A Bon'ice that won iho admiration of the people. Invaltiablu m 
, wu this service, it provoked to much oflicinl jealousy I hat Qou- 
cnil Wool was rGbiikcd for taking such re-apousiblo steps without 
orders and sent to liia home at Troy ; but the popular indigna- 
tion at the injustice Wiis so strong and so vigorously exjiressed 
that he Was in a short time given command of the district of 
tjouthvast«rn Virginia, with head-ipiartcrs at Fortr««s Monroo. 

But tJic suverest blow to the govcrumcut was tho loss of the 
Oosport or Norfolk navy-yard, which was evacuated and burned 
on the night of April 31, it being deemed impracticable to hold 
itlonger. Uere was a vast amonnt of naval property, heavy can* 
Don lo the number of 3,00u, and 11 of the most valuable war 
Tecwtsof the United Stat«s mivy, though none of the Inttvr woro 
inaHea-going condition. A fow were got away, and then>st with 
the buildings and stores were set on tire and abandoijvd; but the 
work of destrnction was by no means thoroughly done, and the 
Confederates under General Taliaferro rescued millions of dol- 
lars worth of property, including the jkartislly burned Herrimae. 
whiih WHS nft«rward to Iwcome so famous. 
Thu« for the govorumcnt had struck no offensive blowj^ iitd 
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tliOBO which it hiuldoaltiadcfcnsoofitApoueinoiishadheenpiti- 
Abl7we»k. WiththoDunagciiientof itHnirs 80 largely in ihohaiida 
of Southern men and sjrmpatbixcre with rolwllion. ihc wuy hiwl 
been flkitl/uUy paved for the humiliation of the mition during 
the ittsl months of Bu<^hanan'8 ndminiatration. The arsenals itt 
th« North htui on Hotne {irctcxt lit^t^u nearly atrijipcd of arms and 
munitiotu of war to supply those in the disaffected states, and 
tbtt first cur« uf the couspimtors hnd b«cn to accurc these sinewa < 
of war for their own aso. This work WirigcompU'ti-d, thu Con* 
federate Congress on the Cth of May formally do(.-liirud wiu:^ 
againat the United States. 

lu tho mean time the situation »t Baltimore was hecomingi 
tiiibuirable. Following the assault upon the Sixth Massachusetts 
mgiment luid the dcttruotlou of the railroad bridges near the 
city, cutting off rail coinmuuicatJon with N«w York unil the 
East, the spirit of secession for a time ran wild and the city be- | 
came an active rebel stronghold. Armed men poured in from 
all points, troops were organized and cannon manenvcred in the 
streets, wliile the display of the Stars and Strijies for 30 days 
wtu forbidden, on the ground that it would be dnngei-ous to the 
IMJiuio. On the 5th of May Gotu-rul Hutk-r, who hml remainM 
at Annapolis and gathered a considorablo force there, finding ' 
that there was much latent Unionism in Baltimore and llircingb" 
the state, resolved to give it such encouragement ae would if 
poBiiblc make it the controlling power and save the shedding of 
blood. For thi« purpose ho moved a purt of his forces to tliQ 
Itelay House, nine miles from the city, and (.-slnblixhed head--' 
quarters there. The cfToct was ut once noticeable in the 
encouragement o( loyalty, and plans wore matured for the occu- 
pation of the city itself. 

Before Butler's iihina were perfected. General Patterson, com- 
manding tlie dciiart.meni of PenniiylTania, decided to attempt a 
paseugu of loyal troops tlirough Baltimore, and on the 9th uf. 
May Eome 1,SU0 infantry and artillery under Colonel F. £. Pnt-i 
t«rson, a son of the general, landed near Fort McIIenry and' 
marrhed through the city, not only unopposed but receiving 
maDj wordsof enoouragement as they went. During the even- 
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ing of the ISth Gononil Butler with iiljout 1,000 moa and tvo 
fii^kl'piecea entered the city by tniiu, the Sixth Maeaachasetts 
fi)rn)ing it jiart of the ooluiiin. A heiivy thunder storm wits 
jii-c-vuiiiiig iin<l tvw ill the city knew of tlie preswnw I'f Fudeittl 
flolilicnt till the morning papers |>rinted ti proehimntion froin Uio 
com mil lid er, dated iit his hc<»d-(|iinrter» on Fedvml Hill, where 
tho troopB were ontampoil. The effect of the movement was 
all that had heen counted npoD. Considerable ({naiitities of 
sniis iutcndnd for the rebels were SL'i/ccI, the itale widely ga.\e 
iU n>ii.>! for tli<t l'iii<iii, ami (iencnd Biilier, itppointi>d by thu 
Frwidenl n mnjor-gcnenil, was given eoinmitnd of n distriet om- 
britcing Eaatvrn Virginia and tho Ctiroliniis, with hciul-tiiiurtere 
8t Fortress Monroe. 

It wae early apjmroQt that the Federal ^rovcromcnt was now 
in the hands of those who would protect the interests which had 
Iwun confided to tliem. A week after tho fall of Suuiter the 
original t«I»gruin« for a yvur previous, on Rle in the principal 
telugnph offices, were seized by tho United Blutes muriihals, and 
evidence damaging to many prominent syinputhizerx with trea- 
son WHfi obtained. A tew of the more active were arreatod and 
committed to military prisoiiii, the keO|>ers of whieh refused to 
recognize the writ* of habeus corpus which wero obtnined by 
their frieiidN. This measiirf, like many another which the exi- 
gencies of tho struggle nocessitatod, evoked sliarp discussion in 
the papers and clsewliore, but its lesson was not lost upon the 
disloyal, while encouraging the loyal. 

Already it had become evident that the 7^,000 militia which 
had bo«n called into iwrvice tor three months would not prove 
sufficient for the purpose of restoring pc«ce, nud on the 3d of May 
President Lincoln cjillvd for 43,000 Toluiit^-ers for three years, 16,- 
000 sailors for tho manning of the fast increasing navy, and some 
88,000 recruits for the icgukr army. This cull was responded 
to witlt alacrity, for the loyal states were full of volunteer 
organiuitiouR anxious to be taken into the service of the nation. 

Tho Ciipit4il was Bwarming with iniliUu-y life; the public build- 
ings ha<l bcc'omc vast, barracks, and the work of training and dis- 
ciplining a large anuy went slcAdily furwiird. On the 23d of May, 
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Uar^aff thil Um Coa t t Aert tet cootenipUteii the occnpatioD and 
fortificBtioD of the bighU on Uie Virginia side of the Potonuio 
vkieb oomnuuMltd the atj,Bi>me Coion troops were ordered 
MTOM the river to take pownMOB of Alexandria and gnard the 
approachee to the city. The inoTcment wai unoppoaod by the 
imari^ta, who were gathering in force at Uananas Jnnction. 
30 milafl from Wuhingtoo. a |)oint giving them direct rail- 
road coDiraunicution with thi> SbenandcNU) vallej, Biohmond 
and the entire Confedvrale states. Bat a sad loss vaa sualaincd 
i/y the Union army in the nwnmrinitinn of Colonel £. E. ElU- 
Worth of Uic Ni?w York Fire Zouavcn at Alvuindria on the 
morning of the lUth, hy which the country was dcprirvd of the 
wrvicea of one of ite most promising young ofticers. 

This low waa fpeedily followed by another of like nature and 
even more mortifying in oharaoter. General Butler, in oom- 
roaud at Fortress Monroe, learning that tlie rebel Colonel Ma- 
grotler waa in a threatening attitude at the Bethel charcbee, sent 
a tiigbt expedition of two columns, June 9, to surprise aiitl de- 
stroy the force. The result was a wries of disnatcri. The two 
colnmos tired into each otbrr iu the diirknoss, ahiruiing the 
enemy, who bad conoentnited in a flrong positiou at Big Bethel, 
where they were attacked without plan or concert, the result 
being ii defeat of the Union troopa with a loss of KO killed and 
wounded. Among the foniiOT wore Major Wintbrop, of Gi-nund 
ButUT*B stuff and his niilitnrv socrittjiry, nud Licutt^nunt Gruble 
of the artillcrr, — both rery gallant and jiromisiug young officers. 

A montli passed without serious demonstrations on either side, 
vhen tlie loyal heart was gliiddcned by the sharp and very sue- 
cesifu] campaign of (lenind McCli-ltnu in UVv^cru Virgiuiit. 
Thirty-nino of the Northwestern counties of Virginin had refused 
to follow Iho rest of tho state in seceding from the Union, iind 
a couKidentble force of Confodornte aoldiors was scattered ibrough 
the re;fion to manufncturc public Mutimcnt favorable to the 
Southern ciiuse. Under McClellitirs vigtiroiis attiipk Ihc rebel 
commander, (iencnil Guruetl, him killed ut Curriek's Ford, hie 
forces captured ur dispersed, unil thu people temporarily freed 
from tlio presence of the foe. 
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Mean ttmo the terms of enlistmont of thv throc-montlis' aiililia 

^were ubont expiring, and it becikmo nvcvasury, not only from thitt 
iust bat to npiwoae the olamoi' of the impatient people of thi< 
105«1 BUt<«, llmt II lilow should be struck against the Confod- 
eraUi farcv thrviitoning Wniihiiigtoii. On the 1st of June Gen- 
iTiil t)Miun-(pird, Riisht-d with his confiiiosl of Slimier, urriTed at 
RJL'hmond and took commitnd of whiit wiu iil ykrd thi; Ueiuirt- 
ment of Alexandria. Hib main force was gutherod nwir Mau- 
axsas . I unction, with fortified outpoata advanced to CciitrOTiUo 
and Fiiirfax Oourt Houso. 

Gvnoral McDowell, in command of the Union army, udviincod 
slowly, Uic enemy rctulily ubaiidoniiig thvir ontpoM^ till on the 
18tli of July Gi'^norid Tylor's cominiiud enconnlorod a force 

I nnder <!t<.-ia-ml Lon^trect strongly posted at Bluckbiini's Ford, 
and a sharp skirmish conrinced the Federal commander that 
a direct assault was impracticnhle. It was decided, therefore, 
to throw the main body of the iinny well to the right, so as to 
strike the Oonfi'demtos on the Mt Bank and gain t1u-ir rear; 
but beiof; obliged to wait for sujtplieB it was not till the night of 
the !!Otb that UoDowell was ready to move. By a strange coin- 
cidence Bcaaregard also issued orders on the same day for the 
adTaiioe of hit army ou the following morning, and be in turu 
pl«nne<l to strike his enemy on the loft Hank. After the issa- 

lanco of tilts onk'r GvtiL'ral J. £. Johnston arrived on thogronnd 
from Winchester, wliero he had Iteen facing the Union force 
tmtlur General Patteison, bringing a portion of hia army with 

Imore following. Being the senior officer he took command, 
approved the plans of Beannegard, and prepared to advance 
next day. 
Tlio attack by McDowoll, intondod to bo delivered at daylight, 
iH'vitnil houre luti-, but it anticipated the Oonfcdorat^- move- 
it and Served to put Johueton on the defensive. With vary- 
ing fortunes, bnt generally favorable Co the Union arms, the 
couHict raged till near 4 o'clock, when the coming of their fresh 
troops fnnn th" Shenandoah valley, with n-inforcements from 
other points, enabled the ConfodtTut^^is tt throw a heavy force on 
lilt* Fv<Ieml right flank, which broke in some disorder — the 
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punic flpreuU nipiiUy, nnd soon tlieduj wftAirrei>arabl]^lo8L Tbo 
ntrmt waa well coverctl by Ihe tronjiit tfaut iUmd firm, Miil thit 
wreck of tb« army gHtlii'rvd unmuKviUH] u-iUtiii tho «trong d«- 
foDarti in frctiit of thu Ciipitid. 

Oil the Mlowiiig diiy <ii-iicrul Mi-ClolUu vma eumiDoiied to 
U'flHhington and given tho coiumiind of the Armv of tho Poto- 
mnc, his recent snc<;ei>3 in Wr^lern Virginia having hmughl liim 
into dod^rvod prominrncc. H« luennii-d eiimmaud on tlic 27th, 
nnd nt tht^ auRic time niuuy olhi-r chiingi'9 took pluoc. Gcnurul 
B<«lt, who np U> tbit timo bnd t><.-cn gene nd- in -chief, vag on ac- 
count of iigi- und iuHrmitj I'ulivvcil from acliro dutj: General 
Patterson, whose terra of sprricc had expired, wo« snccooded by 
OeniTul Iliinki in tlic di^purtment of the Shenandoah: Genera) 
John A. Dix took oornnumd at Baltimore in ptaco of Il^ink^ nnd 
Oenund RoMXinuis Hucooed«<] to McClellan'ti former conmiiind. 

Thu DOW commnuder dovotvd bis wunderFul power* m un ur- 
guniKor Ui Ibe conKlmcting of a new army, tho perfecting of 
thu tMvuu'» abunt the icat of government, and bringing 
order oal of ebaoa gonerulty. Tlio mngnitndo of the under- 
taking wan now mora Jtutly rcnlixed, nnd to tbo work of prepar* 
atiuri the rvimiinder of Uid «nnimer, the ikiiccceding untiimn nnd 
wilit«r wvru girun. Urikdnally an inipre;;nablu line of works 
oonl«inliig niuni tlum M> f»rta grew up aruiind tho Capital, and 
williin tb'ini gutberml an army line in nmt«rial, admirable in dis- 
Oi|>lin(', (H'rfiTt in ixpilpmcnt Mini formirlulilo in niimhcrti. 

Ab'iot tho midilhi of (Moher a jiurtiuti of the Fedcriil Jiimy 
nilvamioit Into VirglfiU aa far an Fairfax Conrt Ilouie, the enemy

With tlic oxcojitiori of some 
iiiiiijiDificunt HkirmUhcs, — in one cf whiih uiur Dniirisville Gitn- 
mil Oril's lirigmle ijiiito severely punished the fommaud of the 
Suiithern ctivulry Iou<lcr Stuart,— nolliing more wus done bv the 
Army n{ the Poloiiiw till the following !i[)ring, and in n ahort 
timv tht' main force wtuf drawn Kiitigly within Hi iiitronchinents 
about Wasliington. 

The close of 1861 broiigbt mingled hope und foar to the 
Union heart. Along thi* t-nlire frontier from Virj^iniu to 
Mitii«<>uri rival furccM were alinoet daily coining into conflict, and 
the Fixleriil arms M'cmcd, on the whole, to be making progress. 
Oil tho Tib of Novi>»iU-r was acliievcd tho first great niual suc- 
oeu — tho cuptitru of Forlo Widkor and Bean regard, nt lUhoti 
Heiu), on the ^onth Carolina coiiet, and on the eame day General 
(Irunt, by hh attnck upon the intrenched camp of the Confeder- 
ntCM at Ikdmuni, witieh he occu]>icd and destroyed, sncoessfully 
culling his way tliixiugh an overwhelming force which closed in 
sbont his small command, laid tho foundation for those great 
military successes that followed at Forls Uenry and Doiielaon, to 
be crowned at the decisive, though critical, battle of Shiloh the 
following April. Of the operations in the grettt western field it 
is sulBcicnt for (he purposes of this sketch to say that the Union 
OAUSA stmdily ndvaiiocd, witli few defeats and no diswiterE. 

When winter came it found the nation greatly di^sturbed over 
the " Trvnt aQair." The Southern com niissiooers to England 
and Fmncc, Mason and Slidell, had been taken from the British 
mail steamer Trent, by Captain Wilkes of the United States 
nuvy: an act which at once aroused the ire of tho olTondod Brit- 
ons, aud the deiiuind for the return of the ouptivos ta Iho pro- 
tection of the Engliah flag was accompanied by the most rigorous 
prvpAimtioiiH for war on the part of her niiijeaty's government. 
As this WB4 a distinct uvowal of tlie '* American principle " on 
which the war of ISl? had been fought, and a complete change 
of the British base, the moral victory was considered aaUsfactory 
oomiH^nsation for the lo» of the ]in#oners, and they were at ouco 
siirreuddTod. 
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Edwin M. Stanton succeeded Simon Cameron as SeereUr; of 
Wur, JuauMij 13, 1S62, and early in the following month, whi]« 
GtDcnl Gnuit wm iu the mid«t «r his snuecssfnl campdign, 
Genetml Bumaido'i i-xpcdilJun. which huiI mM noarly u month 
prerious, rolioTMl the: {topular aniietj by tbe cuptare of Roanoke 
lalaod, wb«nc« a month later his forces moved to rictorjr at 
Newlwru. The cloee of Febniarj aim saw (ieneral Dutler's ei> 
]M.-dttion H^inst New Orleans well on its wny to one of the mo«t 
aulntuDtial victories of the war. Thus far the navy, in )t« opcm- 
tioDfl both at aca and on the rivvrs, had been ramarkably siiccese- 
fnl; bnt a buI difantor wns now in store for it. Ou the 8th of 
March tbe rvhvl iron-clad Merriniac, constructed from the 
Federal steatn-frigate of that name, which had been captured 
with the Oosjiort uavy-ynnl and repuired, c^me down upon the 
Union fleet in Hanijiton Iloadx, destroying tho frigMte<> Ctimhor- 
land nnd Congress, and retiring to her Uiir at night intending to 
Hnish the flctvt next day. But when in the early morning she 
camo sti'iiming down to tbe encounter a new antiigotii^t met her 
— the original Monitor, tlien on iu trial trip. A dcsjMinito cn- 
conolcr followed, in which the Morriumc, though not disabled, 
was BO much damaged that she steamed away toward Norfolk, 
nnd n^^ver again ronturtnl forth. 

With thu o[)«ning of spring came tlu' luiig-looki-d-for move- 
ment of Oonoral McOlclliin's Army of th-.- Potomac. It bwl licon 
ilcridpd to adopt tht- plnii favored by the coniintmdiT of moving 
itguinst Itlcbmond by way of Fortress Monroe and tbe Yorktown 
peninsula with the main force, leaving in thn defenses about the 
Capital a sutllctent force to defend the place from any assault by 
tho Oonfedentcs, whose ntain body still held Manassas and 
Centrcvillo. On the Rth of Bifurch, however. General Johnston 
evacuated thftw points and retired toward lUchmoud. Tho Union 
army croMed the Potomac next day, and the cavalry followed 
the enemy as far as tbe Hnpjmhiinnock, but there was no other 
pursuit, ami on the 17th tbe omlnirkation of the iirmy at Alex* 
imdriu begun. l1io force under McCldlitn's immvdinte comnittiid 
consisted of something aver SOO.DOti men, anil hnd been divided 
by the President into live army corps, cotuDumded respectively

Tlio lit of April fuiiitd Sumiior's 
two rumitiniog divisions uni) the Third hd(1 Fourth Corpa Mkfoly 
Itincled, though the troops on the tranaporta hud nervously 
Itioked for the re-uppcarance of tlie dreaded Merrimac. McOlellan 
ciiioe the next day, and on tlic 3d the army moved toward York- 
kiwri, 'i'i milo* di»t.iiit, Mngnidor sUlt held thu rebel oominand 
oil t)iu jifiiiiiiiuhi, iiiid hi! hud niiidi< his position lUi strong tt» pos> 
ftihio iritti thi> small force avuiluble. At Yorktowo bis principiil 
lino of works was encountered, running entirely across the pen- 
inAiiU along the line of Warwick Creek. The advance thus far 
had l<ccii through swrimim and mud over corduroy ronde, and 
lioforo the apiMUxmtly rnniiidubk- intrench monts the 100.0UO men 
hatted. A siego of Yorktown, which lasted a month, ensued. In 
tho mtian time Fninklin'a diviaion of McDowell's First Corps 
arrived on transports, hut tlie rimiiiinder of th« corpit, which 
MuCleUiin expecU'd, was retiiiiied for the defense of the Oapital' 
This retention diseonoertud the commander's plane for a flank 
muTcment on the enemy's |)osition by water, and the siege went 
un. On tJie Hitb of April an atli^mpt was iiinde to pierce tho 
line of defense, and a part of th» Vermont Itrigiide wad thrown 
auross the creek at [itVs Mills, making a lodgment in the works, 
but tlio hrarv follows woro not supported and were obliged to 
retire with serions loss. 

The preparations for ojiening fire were all completed, when on 
the 4th of May it waa discovered that the works were deserted, 

^»Di the ConfcKlemtM in full retn-at np the jicninsuU. Pursuit 
fua at onco or<lered, and 8toneman's cavalry, in the lulvanco, 
Bune upon tho enemy toward night, in strong force behind 
intrencbmenls near Williamsburg. Kext day the battle of Will* 
uimsburg was fought, principally by Hooker's division, whieh 
aaintaiued n dra|iorate struggle all through the day, being h.ird 

'prfwed till Elant^oek'* brigade brought thorn relief by a skillful 
niOTemeut ucroes n narrow dam and a vigorous attack upon the 
Coofedernte Sank. Late in the afternoon UcClelloo came up, 
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and preparations were at once made for a decinre bwUla on Uie 
Biorruw, liut wlieii the moruing of the 6th duvned it rerealod 
only atmndoiuxl oarlhworkB in firont of tiie Union army. 

The Hkillful tactic* of tbe Sontbcru chii-ftaiti, GenciiU Joae]>li 
E. Johnston, bad that delajrcd tho Fcdi-ial advance till his own 
annjr oould be concontrated at ita cboeen positton in front of 
Riohmond, to which all tbe troops arailable were snoimoned. 
Hit^r was withdrawn from Norfolk and the dreaded Mi-irinuM: 
blown u]i, allowing that ])0«t to fall into tho hands of Oeneral 
Wool's troope. advancing from Fortrvss Uoaroc, and tbe Union 
gnnboata aaccnJed tLc Jnmi-s rirer till checked by Fort Darling 
at Drewry'a Bluff, 12 roilcs below Richmond: tbe force in trout 
of Burnsidc in North Carolina was mostly recalled to tlie threat- 
ened Capital, and cvc>ry pr«|)aniti»n made for a dcepente defense. 
McOlellan'B advance over the miserable roads waa slow, so tluit 
two weeks were occupied in traversing the AO milei from WtU- 
iamsbiirg to the front of Johnston's liitea on the Chickahominy. 

Something of a roorganixatioD of tho Fedaral army had mean- 
time been made. General Porter was made commander of a new 
corj>9, called tbe Fifth, compoeed of his own division of the 
Third Coqis with those of HcCall and Sykes; while tbe Sixth 
Corps, oomposed of the divisions of Smith of the Third Corps 
and Fnmktiii of the First, was commanded by the latter. I'he 
army oo the peninsula thus eonsistvd of tivc corj^a, generally of 
two divisions each, and the men present for duty at the time of 
oncoanteriog the enemy seem to have been something over 
llSiCiOO, The base of supplies was at ffhite House, the head of 
nnvigiitiou of the York rirer, np the right luink of which the 
army had tlius far moved. Between ^IcClcllon and Kichmond 
flowed the Chickahominy river, a sJnggisfa, swampy stream, and 
u tbe army swung into position, Heintselniati and K^'yei with 
their oorpa were thrown aoroa* that water course at Bottom's 
llridge, alKiut the 20th of Hay, the other corps remaining on the 
tuft or northern bunk. 

General McDowell with some 30,000 men had meantime bocD 
sent forward insu]i])urtof the peninsular movement na for as Fired- 
i,<nokebnrg on the Itit|)pa]iannock, his loft being then at Bowling 
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I'll. To ostiibliali connote! ifiti with him, Ooiicru) Porter was 
instructed Lo tiirpmu tlio Coiiri'donilEis ut Ilitnuver Court tiouse 
undor General Brunch, which he did on the 2Jth, aft«r a night's 
niaruh in a heavy mia, thoroughly dispcraing the Soutlicrn 
Lit>o|>s. Bnt the defeat of Qenernl Banks by " Stoncwull " 
Jackaon in tlie Shennndonh vitlloy rocikllud McDowoll toward 
Wiishington, and McChtUim wiu, for the Kocoud time, depriTed 
of the iiMistAace espi-ctud from him. 

Oenenil Johnston, iintici{]utlng the junction of McDowell with 
HoClelUn, prepared to atrilie the latter with all his force before 
the oonjuuotiou occurred, and the result whh the buttlo of Fxir 
0«k«, which opened on the ;jlst of May. Changing tbo origioal 
progrunmo somowhut, Jnhiiatun thri;w the bulk of hia army 
o[K)n Um) two Federal corps south of the Ohickabominy; Oaaefa 
division, which received the tint blow, was scattered, and althongh 
the tJnioo soldiers fought dcHpcnili'ly, the iuieiulnut« stuadily 
gainuil grcMind till late in tho afternoon. At tliat time General 
SnniTipr, who had succeeded in getting a bridge across the river, 
bronghi forniird Sedgwiclc's division of hia corpa, which met a 
Hanking movement of the Confederates with a Hharp uttnok, 
when the struggle ceased for ihe night. Beyond n terrible artil- 
lery lire, it was uot scrioualy renewed the following day. Both 
sidee had lost hi'avity. General Johnston being among the severe- 
ly wonnded, bis command being taken by General Bobert E. 
lico, who was thenceforward to lead the Confederate Army of 
\orthern Virginia to the close of its career at Appomattox, 
almost three jearn later. Each iinny re-po8seesc{l tl» former 
linca, tuid almost a month of inaction sncccedod. 

Finally McGlellan seemed n.<«dy for the forward movement, 
and on the 25th of .Jane Uooker'a division, supported by other 
troops, was advanced a milo on the Richmond road, meeting 
flight resistance and holding the ground covered. Simul- 
tMneonsly wiih this miiwcss, the Union commander leunied that 
JooluoD had left tJie Shcuandouh valley and was rujudly moving 
to (trike his exposed right flank and cut him off from his base of 
supplies at White Uouse. Immediate preparations were made 
for a change of bom; to tho Jamei river, hastened by the prompt 
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nrid {mndnrous Mows whit^li attested tlio eaevf^ nitli which tlic 
(.'iiiifi'iliiratu |i1iiii vfna to Iki cjtrmd out. Purler's ctir[nt iiluiiu 
now hvM thu nortJi Ijunk nt t\ic Ohiokiilioiitiny, mid ihn hnint of 
UiB IwUio of Moc-hiinic«vi11o, on thr 36lli, fell iiiioit MoOiiUV 
dfviijoi). ThcBu truops, the Pi'TinsjIvtinia lltaorvL-s, which did 
good servioe on many a hard-foiight liold, received a reaolnte 
attjick bj D. IT. Ilill'a aud Loagetreet's forces, which wiu 
rujiulnet) with hmvy Iurs to the assailants. Rut no sooner hiul 
ritght fallen than llie victors (Higiia to nttruiit from tho field, and 
tlio next niurning found the corps in a now position at Gaines's 
Mills, near the fro8§ing of tho rirtT. There, on the following 
(hij, wus fought one of the most stubborn contests of the cain- 
paign. The Soutliern troops under Hill, Longfttrciet and Jackson, 
iinpftuousl)' and repeatedly nttanked lets than Imlf their num- 
ber, and the lone Fifth Oor[is lu often held its ground in 
triumph. Near night tho left gave way before the jieraiatent 
hainincriDg, and had been pressed back for some distance, whou 
thu arrival of reinforcements saved the corps from utter rout, 

Daylight of the 28th found Porter's oommand acrose tho river 
ami tho bridges destroyed behind it, when tho enemy turned 
their attention to tho supplies at White Houee. To their anuuy- 
anco, most of the stores hnil been removed and tlie rest were tired 
at their npproaeh. Divining now the real purjiose of the Pcdonil 
commander, thoy bent every energy toward cutting off or over- 
whelming his retreating columns. A succession of deaiwintto 
Ctrnggles ensued. Magmder in direct parsuitaimc upon Sumner, 
who WHS protecting the rear ut Sange's Station, on the 39th. 
Ifogruder attacked, only to be repulsed, and during tho night 
Sumner followed tho retreating army, though obliged to abandon 
his sick and wounded in hospitals. Desperate conflicts marked 
the SOth at Whit«> Oak Swamp and at Qlendnle. On the former 
Hold Franklin held Jackson at bay through the afternoon; at 
the hill*r, MuOall's division contested manfully the dcsporate 
onsets of Longstreit. McOitll himself being made prisoner, and 
his Pennsylvania Reserves suffering sadly, but giiiniug the neoc«- 
sary time. During the night the entire Union army went into 
jiorition at Malvern Hills, where, in a position of immense uutuial 
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itrcnf^lh, tbo ineTitublc iiflcrnoun iittack vtui recoivcd next day. 
Witb comparative!; slight loss to the defondera, tlie assaulting 
ooluiuns were bloodily repulsed aa often an they adranced, an 
when the liopelcss natart' of the struggle wm realised, Qoncrnl 
iice willidrvw his aliattcretl legions toward Richnioud, while 
McClclUin retired liis army to Harrison's Landing, and the 
)K>iiinstitnr campnigu wiia at im ead. The incubus of defeat 
rested upon the Union anna, and the President called for 300,000 
tfJditionnl men to serve for three year& 

Scarcely hud the thunders of battle ceoacd on the poiiinoiilu 
wh«n tliey broke forth butwton the two eaplluls. The need of 
unity in the direction of the minor Fcdorid forces scattered 
through the nortliern portiuo of Virginia induced the Washing- 
ton aathorities to aummon (General John Pope frum the Wost, 
to ooiuniiind the forc-oi^ of Fremont, Banks und McDowell. 
The former, displcjiscd at the promotion of a junior in rank, 
re«ignod his command, and was succeeded by General Bigel. 
Pu]>e had won signal success iu his former field, especially at New 
Miulrid and Island N'nmber Ten, and much was hoped from him 
ht tb« ocw position, bat it seems un<]tic8tJ0Hab1u that his transfer 
creat4yl gr^'ut jualoaay in many of the ofGcere with whom he now 
came in contact. He toolc command of the Army of Virginia on 
the 28th of June, and two weeks later General llallock was siim- 
muued to Washington to assume direction of all the National 
vinw»— A position which he retained till i-orly in 1864. when 
General Onml was matle licutc-nant-gonerol, thtiM superseding him. 

GeDflral Pope was directed to pivut his left tipou the Itapita- 
hannock Dear Frexlericksburg, withdraw hie fore« to the eaat of 
tJio Blue .Kidge and swing his right forward, sweeping thc 
ooantry in the direetion of GordonsTilla Jackson, liaving accom- 
pltshcal bis pnriMW against the Army of the Potuinao, wa« again 
sent northward to operate against him. Thv two forces oon- 
fronled each other on the ISth of July, at which time Pope's 
advance had piuaod Orange Court House and was moving toward 
GorJnnsvillo, when Jackson reached the latter place K^forc 
bini, Preiiaratious for a struggle at once liegan, Po|ie con- 
ooutrating hiaaruiy near (>Hl]>vper, midway bctwi-cn the Hapim- 
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hsnnockaod the Rapidan, while Juckson, feeling thut his strongtli 
Wftfl iiiRufficient, waited at Oordonaville for rctDforcemcnU. 

JiurkMon was m;rosfl the Rapidau with his whole streDf!;th on 
the 8th of August and Uanks'ti eor|i8 was thrown forward to meet 
him. In the afternoon of the following day the Ooiifcderatea 
were found strongly jiojttod im tho #l<>pi-it of Cedar Mountain, and 
Bsiike at once delivered a skillful and vigorous attiiek whieh 
broke the enemy's lines, and for a time it almost tteomed that a 
oomplots rout would follow. But Jackson had heavy reBorvcn at 
hand, whioh wer<^ promptly brought into action, checking' ths 
Fodcral pursuit of the broken hattalious, and though Gordon's 
brigadu, tJio only Union i-oiterve, vm thrown in and Bii(Tere<l 
severely, it wiu! unable to withstand the overwhelming nuL-'sea 
which bore down upon it, and Bimkii'ti whole force retired behind 
Cedar Hun. Thori' thoy were reinforeed by Sigol and Uickutt*, 
and when tho Confederate troops nttt'mpted a pursuit, the recep- 
tion they rcooivcd wiia so warm Uiat the purjiose was itDniedintely 
rolinquishod. 

Two days later Jiu:]<son withdrew to the south bank of tho 
Rapidan, ncross which slream the pickets of the two armies 
watched wich other for a week, when Pope, finding that lice's 
entire army, set free by the withdrawn! of McCIellan's forces 
from tho peninsula, was in hiii front, fell hack i>ehind Ihu Rappi^ 
bannook. Skirmishing continued till the 25th, when Jitokson's 
corpse storting from JelTeraon and marching by way of VVhito 
Plains and Thoroughfare Gap, descended upon the railroad at 
Bnstoe Station, in the rear of ?ope, which jioint was reached on 
the evening of the 36th. From the Station to MnnaNsiiit Junc- 
tion large captures of stores and prisoners were made, after which 
the daring corps drew back toward Groveton t« await the inevit' 
able attack. Pope, thus udsuilod in the rear, faced his army 
about and strove to crush Jdclcson before the other Confodorati 
corps under Longetreet conld join foroea with him. On the 29th 
began the battle of Manassas, or the Second Bull Run, and tho 
result of the first day's lighting, while indfcisivn, w«« at least 
equally favorable to the Union arms. The main engagement ha<I 
been prefaced by two sharp passuges at arms, each of whioh may 
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ropcrly enough claim tlio iligiiity of an in<lppeii<Ieijt ImttJe. Ne*p 
eveniDg of tbo 87Ui Gonoral Hnokcr't divUiou oume upon the 
Confederate rear gnari) at Bristoo StiiLion, under General Kwcll, 
and <lrrive them speedily in Ihe direction of Maiitiastui Junotiun 
in M-arch of tliv main body. McDowoU'ii oorpfi hcid been thrown 
aeroKH tlic lino i>f Jiick#un'it rctrcut nt (!tiiDC(ivi)le, and on the 
aftiornuon of tho S8tb, iw Kinfr't divittiun moved toward Contr©- 
rille. two of it« brigades were savagely Htnick in the flunk by 
the divisio)is of Ewell and Taliaferro, In the plncisy Gght which 

iiftned, kiinwii as tho biitlle of tiaineaville, both the Southern 
diviKinn commander:* wi^rc woundi'd, Kwcll lotiiug a leg, and 
their repeated assaulU wore rqii'llitd with heavy luasion bothflidca. 
Daring the battle of the two euccccdingdaye, Genond Pope 
had under his oomnianil, in addition to his original force, Bix 
dirisionH from the Army of the Potomac — two each under 

eitititclman, Porlcr nnd Rono. The fight of the 29th i» gener- 
ally spoken of as the battle of Grovuton, enpeeiulty by Sonthcrn 
writers, and waa openo-l by Ihe troops of Sigtd and Reynolds, 
who had succeeded in locating the wily Jackson, and when sharp 
aocmiitrrii had shown tliut the lHtt«r wua not, as Pope had sup- 
pcwod, anxiously seeking a way of ejfcaiK-, there wait u pause while 

ic iicccewiry tioops fur a docieivv engagt'inuiit wuri; thrown into 

isitinn. Reforo noon lleintnelman and licno came up, but 

Porter was some hours later. Near the close of the afternoon, 

rilliniit attacks upon the Confederate jiosition wore made by 
thtt divisions of Hooker and Kearney, that of tiio former, led by 
OroTOr'n brigadv, cutting through the opposing linos like a knife, 
while KeuniL'v's Mow was at lonat equally powerful and effoctjve. 
But the attarks were not supported as they slioulil have been, an 
axprct«d advance by Porler against the enomy'H right jrna nol 
made, for Ijongstroot was already on the field and bad joinc<l 
forcM with Jackeon, so tluit night fvll with tln> two armies in 
substantially Iho positions of tJie early afternoon. The morn- 
ing of the 30th brought a renewal of the battle, but it was hope- 
less on the Union side from the outseL The men were exhanst«d 
and diiipirited, out of food, mid many of the best divisions with- 

iit All aileiiuato supply of imimuuition. But the men fought 
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bnTel;— «T«ii dflsperstdj — aademUtlKardiaflTuitagw. Porter's 
oorpi^ Mpecially, ctivre teoacioatij to dutodge Lon^tnet from 
bit itroiig potitioD, and from eretj aawnlt it recoiled in torn 
tngmtaUt. Night found tin; FedenU war in full retreat upon 
OntrarlllA, the law AtaWaiAe liHgndta Kuael; Mjoal to tbv cor* 
oring of th<7 retreating columns. 

Tlwcorpjiof Kmnklio and Samncr had bc<eti poshed (orvard 
from Aleiundris, bv direction of General McCIellan, as far u 
Citiitrt'nile, and Dodcr the protection of their firm batuliona tlie 
broktm urmy roilod Lho following djty, Ihonce falling back lu tlie 
vicinity of Fnirfu Court Hnuiwitnd Gtirmnntoirn. A drenching 
storm had ant in. hut ereo this did not dampvn tlic ardor of tlw 
Oonfoderutc ric-toni. Aguio Jackson roaorted to his hvorite 
itnlAgy of a loiif; detour by his loft flunk to fall suddenly npon 
the IMeral right, and on the evening of Scptemlter 1 he joined 
battle al Ox Hill, near (iermantoirn, fighting wliat iB known 
M thn hnttle of Oliuiitilly. The action was hnof. the use of 
ammunition next Lo tin[Kwsibler owing to the Etorm, and the 
rvpiilsu was made oomptuto tiy a flne bayonet charge of Birney'c 
brigudu of lioiio's eorps ; hot the Union army connted among its 
Inal two iiuhle otliucrs in Generals Stevens and Kearney. The 
former wiu shot dead while leading a clinrgv of his divigioDi 
ttiid the latter met a similar falo by riding into tho enemy's 
linos in the storm nnd darkness. 

On Ihc fiillowiiig day tho army, by direction of General Hal- 
leok, nttirml within tho Washington defenses, where it wiis 
secure from further att^iek in its exhausted condition. General 
Pope on the same day resigned his comnmnd, the Army of 
VIrginin was nicrgml with tliat of the Potnmac, nud General 
MoClellan was given oommiind of the nnited forces. In tlie 
rvor)i;rinli[nlion anil ruiiiHiiiritiiig of thi: remains of tho two armies 
the u'oinlerriil goniiiH «t M<.-('le11iiii found ample field, anil the 
hiuid of tint iiiiuiler wfis nl om-e apparent. In u remarkably short 
time Uii< shaMor(«l i'[ir|is emerged ujion the doil of Maryland, 
mart^hing with oonlldenl »U'\' in |iursiiif, of lii-o's invading army. 

The C'ui)f«ilentU< gi-neial hud good eiiiise fur congratulation, 
Iti Ihioo uionllis from the timo of taking comnumd, ho had 
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drivuQ McClellan's miifpiifieent army of investment from in 
front of the Confeilornle capital into tbe shelter of the Federal 
piin-hoatfl, wiiente it had withdrawn to the strong defi^nnes nt 
Alcxiindriii, from which it orlginnlly onnio forth full of hnght 
anticipations of victory; then turning upon aaocond nrmy, equal 
to bis own in niimliors, he hoil sent thiit in tnm broken and dis- 
orgiiniacd l>eforo his trinmplmnt lotions. It w:ia nalnral for him 
to feel that tticre wa£ little to f«ar for the prfseiit from Uiia 
8u))poscd fiigiUvc crowd, though the strength of the Wmhington 
fortillnilioiig iinil the cxtenl of his own I088OJ proclitdud tliu idea 
of 11 direct iitt;ttk uikih thf Fudond cnjiiud. 

General Lee, therefore, reisolvcd npon the inriteton of Haiyland. 
He movi'd promptly, the *th of Heplember finding the South- 
ern nrmy all on Maryland soil, and the following day, from his 
heiidi|Uiu-t«r8 at Frederick, General fjee issncd a proclamation to 
the people of tho stat«, in which he iijHuinod the tone of a libcr- 
ntor, wtd inrited them t« espouse the cause of the Sutith. The 
miWDiO WM not encouraging. The bulk of the ligbting Mary- 
litnd M)OCH8ioni«ts hud already joined the army iu Virginia, while 
the pi'oplo of tho state at hirgo, even Iiiid tbuir sympathy l>cen 
grrntei, had no ambition to see their fair Rclds derattati'^l by tlie 
tramp of opitosiug armies. Nor was there much time for the 
dovi'lopment of results. No sooner was the purpose of Lee 
nianifrjited thui AliChdInn put the Anny of the Votomao in 
motion to meet the iuvailers. Crogning to the Maryland aide 
&nd proceeding with tin- ruorgn nidation of tho army on Uie 
nuirnh, lie piiebod Etnrdily forward toward Fre^leriek, covering 
all the available ronds. 

The Oonfedei-atea meantime were not idle. On crossing tho 
riTer they had Keijscd the rnilrnad ut Point of Itoeks, cutting off 
the fpirrifton of some 12,000 men at and about Harper's Ferry 
fmm iximmimieation with W:udiingti>n. Finding that thv posi- 
tion was not altcindoned, I*e stmt Jackson with u large force to 
oro« the Potomac in front of Sbarjiebnrg and invest the pluee 
from tlic Virginia side, whili* Mcl*uwa co-operatL'd from tho 
MiirylAnd side. Thi> move was a com]ili>tc success, and resulted 
in the surrender of the entire f»re(> with liltln show of riwsianoe, 
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aa their poiitjon wim cuptililu of no eSec-tive defonee against the 
batteries on tfao Kurroumling liighte, which opened fire on the 
morningof the loth. Colonel Miles, in cummund of the gamson, 
vae mortttlljr wounded, and his secou<l in nointnaiid. General 
White, spcedil; gave up the contest. 

Lre, meantime, Dnding timt MoOIclInn wiu mtvisci] ns to liji 
jilaii*. withdrew the hulk of hi*«niiy t^i llie vicinity of Shiirfislinrg, 
in order not only tJiiit hiiforccs might be rciinitt'il ax soon as pos- 
sibli' ufter the accomplnthmenl of Jaeksuo's ciiterftriBc, hut that 
he might be able to retreat hy way of tJie Shouaiidoiih vidhy into 
Virginia, in case retreat became nocM^ssary. To chock McClcUnn's 
advance aa inuoh aa pDRaihle, <iencrul D. H. Hill wiu posted at 
Turner's Qap of tlic South Mountain, with his own division re- 
inforced liy two of Longst reel's divieions, while tit Orampton's 
tiup, near Burkitt.Eville, was statiunod :> portion of MeLawa'a 
force, (icneral Kriinklin moved ugaiiiHt the Utter force with the 
Sixth Oorjis on the uftemoon of the 14th, and after some three 
bonm of sharp, though not heavy lighting, the pasE waa carried. 
At Turner's Gap, six miloe to the northward, where the principal 
struggle iu the battle of South Mountain occurred, the task waa 
much more serious and the force on each side much grentor. 
The aasanlt was made by tht! right wing of the army, under 
Qcnend Buruside, composed of lleno's corpti, the Nintli, and 
nookor's, the First. From enrly morning, till darkness put an 
end to further operations, there wua a sharp struggle on the part 
of the Federal forces to gain possession of the rocky faBtncsses, 
and a stubborn resiatanoe on the part of the defenderii. The 
Confederate tieneral Garland, whose brigade received Reno's first 
tttttok, was killed, and iJic crest held by his forces was wrested 
from them, but hero the Union advance was checked till Uook- 
er's corps, which came upon the field in the afternoon, olimlFcd 
the mountain sides in tho face of strong opposition and secured 
n position to the nortli of the Confederates which commanded 
the pnaa projicr. At that time, when the Union forees were in a 
position to Hccure the fruits of their persistent efforts, night 
came on, and in the morning their antagonists had withdrawn. 
Hill hud gained for his cliief a day's time, Uiongh at n Iieuvy 
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Cost in cnsualties and priBonem ; while thu Pcdvruls, in iiddition 
to the delay, bad to mouru tbe doath of Gouural Roiio, ii bruve 
aiid va3iiali!p officer, who fell about Hunset, almost in the moment 
of triuiii}>li, as the Starit uiid HtrijxiA waved from the coni|UGred 
bight*. 

Pnrtiiiit wiw Budo noxt morning, aa soon u» it was found Umt 
lh« di-tpiidcrs were in retreat, and tiusro van okinnishing daring 
the diiy as the Federals pressed the Confedoruto roar guard, hut 
there was no scrinua engagement, and the close of the afternoon 
diBjilayed tbo hulk uf Lt.>o's iirmy drawn u)> iu a strong poiiilion 
on thu right or Sliarpithiirg hank of Antictam Creek. In t\w 
mean limit. MoLjiws. driven from Cramjiton's Gup hy the Siith 
CorpD, w:is cnt oil from I>3e'a main body, and his safety et<riously 
complicated. He, however, formed a strong line of battle aoroas 
Pleaant Valley, rovvring HHr|jer's Ferry, where the beleaguered 
Union troops were on the point of siirrendoring, mid when that 
«Tfnt occurred McLaws haslily rclreatcd across the Potomac, by 
way of the Ferry, into Virginia, whence recroasiug at Sheparda- 
tovii, he rejoined his «ii]>erior at Sharpaburg. Jaekiion, hitving 
r«oi'ived flviieral Wbitc'i! ciipitnlalion, very haBlHy paroled his 
a>pliv«'H and llcw to the support of the imperili'il Southern 
chieftain, on the Iwrnks of the Aniictam, with whom he formed 
a junction during the night of the ICth. 

As the two armies fuceil each other on tlie morning of the 
Kith of Scpteml>er, Lee hiul in hia front the Aiitietain Creek, 
wbilo the Ptitomac proteeted eiioh Ibmit, rendering a diruct attack 
neircssary. The en-ek wiut spanned by foiirstiino bridges, throe of 
which worv strongly defended by the Oonfederat«s, but to the 
loft of their position there was another which was unprotected, 
and across this, when the preparationa were completed, which 
WU8 not till late in the afternoon, the right wing of Ihv Fudurul 
army wiui ordered lo paM to ajiMaiilt the Confederate left flank, 
nookcr with his own corps led the way, as so often before ho 
had dune, bis erossin;; being unopposed, and bis lines were estab- 
liftlied, ])nEhing bitck liia opponents for a considerable diataticc. 
With a plan of battle developed and lliita miieh id inititil action 
taken, the opornlious of the day oca^icd. UcClelliui's programme 
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WM to cross Sumticr with his own Senond Corps and the Twelfth 
nnder Ooncrnl Munafield, to the support of Hooker, dt^Iivering u 
Iiravy altaek agaiiiet the Confcdemtc left, and when the twtion 
wot w«ll under ituj to throw Goncml Buniiiidv with the Ninth 
Corpi ocrow n bridge in )iiH front to engage the forces of Long- 
BtrtMit, on tJiu opposite Hunk. Porter's Fifth Corps formed the 
Union center, while the Siitb, nnder l-Vsnklin, were still in 
Pleasant VbIIcv, with one division posted ni Maryhuid Hightti, 
opposite Harjjer's Ferry. 

It cannot be siiid that MeCIellMi's progrjuntne was otTic-icntly 
carried out. With the uiirly morning Hooker advnnced vigor- 
onsly, and was as vigorously met. The enemy was pushed Imek, 
with heavy loss on each side. Finally the attack lost its motnen- 
tnm. Hooker was seTerely wonnded, hii« corps hroken, and thu 
fight lit ft stnnd-still till reiufonvmcnt* camo up on both sides. 
Sumner and Manelield came upon the scene, but the latter was 
killed, General Kichardson. commanding one of i^umner'a 
dimions, mortally wounded, and both corpa were sadly Khntt«rod. 
Sedgwick's diTision had reached an advanced position, whenoa 
with adu'pi.-ite tinppnrt it wotihl sottni that it might have attiiined 
decisive results. Ifut the support was not at hand, the division 
was forced back, and Sedgwick, twice wounded, was carried 
from the tleld. In this piecenieml nttaek of single ivgimcnts, 
brigades and divisions, a murderouH loss hiul Iwcn inllictedon 
both side*, but no ndvanlngc gniniid. Meanwhile it was not till 
afternoon, when the action on Uiu Federal right had eeosed, that 
Uumside succeeded in getting across the creek. The crossing 
was diflicult, and a small force had snfRred to hold hii corps at 
bay till it was too late for them to cnrry out their part of the 
programme. Tbey did, indeed, drive buck the troops in their 
front for some distance when once m^ross the sti-eam, but wore 
themselves in turn pushed down to the shelter of the hliltT, near 
Uic crossing. 

Here the battle ended. Franklin's two available divisions had 
come np, and had been put in position «n the right, where the 
struggle bad been so terrible, and Porter's corps had not yet 
been engaged; bat McOkllau shrank from a renewal of the tight 
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on the murning of Uiu IStb, mid the diij wwt dorotod to Imrying 
Uie drud and raring for Uio woundud, thv Union loss Imving 
IxWn tipwunl of 13,000, imd thitt of tlie Cunfodci-utcs iiciuly as 
grcttt. If it vrus McOldlan's intention to ix-aiinie tlio liatDo on 
tlic l9tli, he wiu doomed to diEui]i{iointniGnt, fnr the coming of 
that day found (Up Army of Nortliuni Virginia onco more on 
tiia"Ss«.iivd Soil." and no [mrHuib wm utti'nij>lod. For u fi;w 
dftjrs, more or less skirmislunf; acrosa the I'otomac occitrrod, »nd 
•mull forces from o:K'h army crossed the river to annoy their 
aiitji^nisU, otdy t» return iii)eedily to their own aide. I^e, with 
tbtt rcmnantii of l)iii army, moved u]) the Shenandoah valley to 
tlie vicinity of WinclieskT, wliile tho Union troo|iii remained in 
Haryland) so distriliutod H8 to guard iigiuuet [luxsiblc incursions 
from nwmiiding jmrtiea of the enemy. 

Both armies were Siidly in need of real and supplies of various 
kinds. Acoording to tlit^ir own n?p»rlj«, the invftdera had been 
in A t-.'rrildy ro^ri;*-''' "ii'l destitute condition for a long time, 

^ white the Army of the Potomac was far from being well supplied 
fter its snmmer's camjiaign. Itecruits were sent forward from 
iVaiiliitigton to fltreiigtiien the various eoniRiflnds, among tho 
new regimi;n(a of threu-yi.'urA' tioops |>erumneiitly attiu'hed to 
Uie army being tho Thirty-Hcventh M:i«4i((0iiiM>tU. The history 

lot tJiis or;giu)ization becomes from that time ideutiOed with thnt 
'th« larger body. Let tis now sketch the work of Mii«suchu- 
etts a* a loyal ineini>er of the national Union, before taking np 
I especial story of her Thirty-ecveath Itegiment.

Tlio record of M:iasiichiisetts in the war for the Union was 
niic <jf which nil who love its good name mny jnitlly be pruiiJ. 
[i) the fii'hl und in Ihc h-^islntive hulls, in nonllict on Innd iind 
tvti n» in tho council chnDibers, the sons of the Old Uay Stnte 
led tho iidvancG ; while in tho hleHSod oflices of mercy whidi 
sought to alleviate the enffcrings of Lhojw dreadful ymrii inu) hk 
fitr na poRfiihle to roh war of its hiirnjr«, in whatovcr wiiy the 
Iiiir|ii>ai' might bo iidviinc'od, thi- whole peojile, irro*|Hwtivo of 
ii^e, aox er seoiiil condition, jnincd with nn oxemplurj onor^. 
Yet in tho gronp of nil who did snch vidiant, fnithful RiTviee 
ono fi^re must over stand gloriously above all Iho rcat — ibc 
control figure of the stout-hoArted, nicar-hciided war govtrnor, 
John A. Andrew. Bom in Muine in 1818, ngnidunle of How- 
doin Oollogc in 1837 iind iidmitlnl to the Suffolk bur in ]H40. 
Mr. Andrew in 18(10 iindoiibfoilly stood iit the hood of tho logtd 
profession in the stute. Never in the narrow senao a (lolitician, 
his eipcrienee in public pliice had been eonlined to a single term 
in 1\h\ state IjegishLiuro and the ehairnianiihiji of the MmkiuIiu* 
sotts delogution m tho Kutionul llejmblicim Convention nt Chi- 
cago which noniinnted Lincoln for the ]ireitidcney. Tot to the 
mighty l«»k to which ho was c-alled. Oovonior Andrew bi-ought 
B statesmanship, a power of resource and an unwavering pur- 
poBo which won the admiration of the country. 

Mr, Andrew wna elected to his first term on UiD day of Mr. 
Liitcoln's olection to the prcsidcnoj — Novoinbcr 6, 1860, — by a, 
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vote of VH,b'i7 uid ii cloiu- innjority oror hu tlirou oompctitora, 
rvprosvuting the tbreu fiu:liuuH of the Domocnitiu puHy, of 89,44S 
— tbc largest vote np to that tiinu ovpf cast iti the Commoii- 
wculUi. Tlio stfttu ileU'gulioD in Congress, the Kx('clltivl^ Ci'im- 
cil aui lUHirly the- eotiru LogiaUittiro were Itcjnililicaii in politiva 
mill Ihori'forc in gutioral iM.<cor(l with the iirw iMlmiiiiiitrution. 
Nor w:(B the Hnp])i)rt of Quvcruor Andn-'w Uy imy nieuns oon* 
lined to the party which elected him to office. Tlie raaf niiijor- 
ity of the democratic party of the state were faithful to the 
cniiMof nnion, itnil tht-^Kuldiera in the field roprct(enti,'d lUl shades 
of politii-jd Wicf Huliordiniited to nulioiud loyiiUy. 

Before the iniiugiinttion of Qoveruor Andrew, January 5, 
18SI, the war cloud grew threatening, and thoughlfnl men l>rgnii 
t4> deKiutir of averting iiii itppeal to armti. Yet so dreadful 
•eenutt tiutt alternativi^ that, while nerving thoin«elvo« for the 
struggle ahonld it come, the people of the state ncglrclod 
no opportunity to urge conciliiition and concession, and late in 
the month a petition hearing 15,000 ])rominent nonivs was sent 
to tlu) MaasttchugclU delegation in CengreM, urging conciliatnt; 
moasnres. The (Xiople ircrc ready to sanction any reasonahlu 
■acrifloe for the sake of peace, hut they wore not ready to »C0 
the nation, in the building of which their fatlierR had huniu so 
honorable a )Hirt, fall in ruins about them. If that were to bo 
the idU^riuttire, Uiey would jHuve that tliv Hons wore ready to 
HCrifioo for the preservation iw much as their .iTicestors for tlie 
creation. In his inaugural the ncn- governor spoko for tlio whole 
state when he said: "Tho iwople nil] forever stuud by the conn- 
try." There was no mure einiiprehenBirc o^ipR'ssion of the pop- 
ular filing than that givon by Adjnljint-Oenund Williuiti 
Schoulcr when, responding to a toast in honor ttr Major Ander- 
Biin, then besiegeil in Furt J"uniUr. he (wiil: "We biive iin luuiHts 
to intike. Hislnry tells what Hit- men of MaeairlitiscttM have 
done, and they will never di^raeo tliat history." Thciw were 
llie Ka]ai utteruncca of L'nrtiest men, lypicid of the invineihlt! 
purpoaos of loyal men everywhere; they piil into wodIk that 
eanirst dvt4.>rtui nation whJeh led the i^iiMrers of the old Coinmon- 
wculth, hojK-ful and HUsJirinkiug, through overy disaster ami 
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"isconnigoment to IliuU conaiiiHtimti.in. Quito Uiu n-^urekrof' 
"„_'*' '" *1*™*-''' '""' action, fHiiiuI fii*or nmotis tin? ili-iim- 
who wow (ilotling tliL- doelruction of tlie nation. C»lm

svixr the hirlm. To the civil iiuad of tlio oatlonal ntale, tu the miliury 
bccut of tho nMlonnl army, our fidelity, our ooofldenM, our cuiiit.int, itc- 
vot«<J, unitaverInK rapport, ivnd«tvd in Iboiipirit of IntvUittcnt firemen, 
of large-minded oitlsoDs, codsoIoiin of tli« difliciiltint of j^Temmont. the 
reapunKibilitieti at power, the peilU of dlatruKt and divlidon, are due 
without mwwuie and wUhotit raserratlon. 

To thi« mngnilloent uxpre§sion of loyal dL'Votion (iovernor 
Andrew rumwinud intensely faithful to the end. At the oonfer- 
enoo of loyal governors at Altoono, l*a., in Sejitcinlicr of the 
Ranie year, when tho jionintiiihu- Rusoo, the dufrat of Popo and 
the doulitful result at Antietnin might wdl have out a gloom 
OTCT tho most ardent, his was th<; roicu of uDf:L]terinj; courage, 
and his tb« hand which wrote the petiliou to the President ask-

pose Governor Androir minglod no vindictive feeling, iiikI when

Union iriw to live, gtrongcr, grander, purified mid redeemed by 
il« awful baptism of blood, be could sav, after pronouncing a 
tunckiug eulogy on the martyred freaidoi^ Lincoln: —

I'ho blond of all 
UiIr noble array of martyni, from ttic itoldicni at MaHiicbuBRtta wbo fell 
In Ilaltimoro to Abraham Lincoln, tbo Pre*ldent. who haw mlnxlsd hl» 
own w-ltb theirs,— tho blood of thla aob1» army of m.irtyre ^laU be, u 
of old. tli« seed of tb« Clnirch. 

In the nutionnl connoils the state was well rcpreaentcd. In 
Uie Semite it )iad Ohurlett Sumner und Henry Wiliion, tho former 
holding tho ehnirmiiiiship of tlic Committee on Foreign Affairs. 
When the delinttc condition of our foreign relaliuni' during tho 
whole time of the war is borne in mind, it scarcely needs to bo 
mid that in this ticld the magnificent intellect of Mr. Sumner 
found an nm]>le liuk. Tlita position naturally bi'ougtit him in 
very close relations to the Prei^ident, and on the l»«t week of 
Mr. Lincoln's life hu said to Mr. Sumner, during n very cordial 
inlerriew: "There ia no person with whom 1 have oftener ad- 
vikk) tliriuighnut my administrution than with yourBelf." 

If it bp juHt to give to Senator Sumner the j>roudi.!r place iis 
a national slati^'smiui, it will be i"|ually jnst to give 8enaU>r Wil- 
aon a place cloaer bo the warm liL-art of tho loyal peopte, 
Mpooially (hose of liia own dtate. During the war lie was chair- 
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nuin of the OommiUcie on Military AfTuirsand of tlie Cuminiti 
un tlio Militia — no man did more faithful semoc thxii ho, tioi 
liixt II keener cotniirchoneioQ of tlio nutioniil cituntitfii. 
8ki>t«h, liowoTer briof, of tho [wrt lukcii by MMwichiiiiotle in tli 
oontlict would bo comploto without nit approciiitiTo rotvrenoo to 
tho gteat work of Mr. WiUon. He lind ulreodj eerrixl npon thad 
Military Ootnmittfc for fonr ycAis, under the ohairmanship ofl 
Jv(Tcrst>n Davis, and with no i>ower to proTont liiid »cen tJio nat- 
nrnlly fwhlv mililiuy poworof iiw govcinniK-nt ni»nipiiliit«d in 
accoixtanco with tlio ptirposus of tho onRpirutors and mudv etitl 
more ficble for tho gorcrnnKntV proUwtion. When Fort Snrot«r 
fell Ur. WiUon urged tlio ProsidoDt to call for 300,000 men in- 
ttoAil of tho 75,000 actually asked for, but llic niagtiitiido of tht> 
numbers wns stAggoring, wid the ailvi()e vm nut hcodoil. Whi'd 
tho emM WM isetiod ho preriiilcd upon tho Secretary of Wnr to^ 
double tho'quutn of Massachusotts, and then hastened home to 
conRult wilb Ibe stxito authoritipa. From that hour his diitit 
were midtiludinoii.t and uncciuing. Roturning U> Wtuhiiigtoo 
bo derotoi) much of his time to oaring for the eoldicrs, capoouiltj 
those in thv hottpitnlt; yot on tho asBcmbliag uf Oon^^ea ti 
extra session, July i, 1S61, In- was rcMidy with the iniporlmii 
military bills (lemunded by the condition of tdlairs. At the 
journmcnt of tho spccinl session he returned to M»H#;iGhn8Cll 
to give hi.i personal inlliienee to tho promotion of oniii^tment 
anil raiKud by his own «tT<irl.i, uinong othor troops, ibo Tweiitj 
Bocoriil rogimont, of which ho was commissi onod coIoneL Tlii 
commission, however, was mhjh roaignod, and Mr, Wilaon, 
better to fumiliiirinu hiniself wilb the service in all its bninctK 
and it^ needs, lictikme a volunteer aide on Oenoiul MeOIcUan'i 
Vtaff, which pn-iition he held tiU Junmiry, 1863, when dnlj ; 
calk'^I him to active work in the Senate. 

His ]>o)iitioii hiul now become mio of immense res]>onsibilit]l 
All the importiutt legislation retguired in conneotion with tb 
euormotie mihtarj- service of the ensning four years wiia eitha 
originated ur paa-ned upon by the i-ommitte« of whieli Mr. Wi 
itoii vim the head and the heart. In the single matter of con 
uissiuuvtl officers, 11,000 uomiuntions of all grades from sc 
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]ieQt«iiant to Itoutonant-gciierat w«re referred to tfiam fnr in- 
restigation and report; iutercated parties naturally Huckcl to 
Uie ty>nimitt«e with ro'jiK-atd iintj coinjiluintH, mid even tho oi>m- 
mon soldiers felt at libt-rU to «iu^k out Sonalor Wili>o», "Tlio 
SoMier'a l-Viend," — tho man in wIioho grwit heart there was a 
warm corner for tho humlilost liiiman being. Among the niitl- 
lilnde of bills pro)»ri.-d by Mr. Wilsan in person were those for 
iMttoring the pay and condition of the soldiers, and all of those 
relating to the military service of the )il»(-ks, freeing the faiui- 
licflof colored Koldierif, iu< well m the men thomselvo*, and ahuU 
isbing slavery in the District of Coltiinhiii; for Mr. Wilson never 
forgot that the rt-bclJion was biiiti upon slavery us a corner-stone; 
wid he wrought nncensingly for it« deatniction and for the con- 
stihilionitl e'niality of the nej;ru rane — a work in which he was 
tln^ elliuiciit co-laliorer of Mr. Siniiner, hiiving from his position 
an iuflitenof and an opportunity socoiid to none in the uonntry. 
In tlie Thirty-seventh (Jongrees, which he^n its labors with 
the special session of 18t'>|, Mnsaiu-husctts was represented in the 
Uuuse by Thoinas 1). Kllot, -fameM BntVmton, Itenjojnin R 
Thomas, Alexander H. Itiio. Sfimnel Huoper, Jolin It. Alloy, 
lUiivl W. Gooeh, Uliarle* K. Tniin, Goldsmith F. Biiiley, 
Oliartca DoLtno and Henry L. I^uwes. Two years later Mr. 
RiiffinloQ was succeeded by Oakes Aniea, Mr. 'I'rain by Geoi-ge 
S. Doiilwell, Mr. Bailey by Junies I). Baldwin, and Ur. Di-lano 
by William B. Wnshburn. The faithful survioe of tln-si- men 
<»n only be hinted at in tliis brief sketch. Mr. Rieo wiu chair- 
man of the Committee on Naval AfTairs, Mr. Hooper on that of 
Ways and Means, Mr. Dawes served on the Committee on Blec- 
ti'iiis, Mr. .\lley on Poal-ollivt'S and Post UoqiIh, Mr. (ioooh on 
the Oondact of the War, and Mr. Kliot on the Committoo on 
jpoullttcaliou and that on Knianeipation. 

Among tho rvpri-.senUitiv('s of the United States at foreign 
urta, tho Commonwealth furnished Chiulos Francis Adams, 
ho at London had the most delicate, diflicult and important 
IMwition in the entire foreign service, J. Lothrop Motley, minis- 
ter to Analria, and Annoti Itnrlingame to China, the latter doing 
A work of world-wide importnnce, though nimotely reUt4>d to 
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the ^iit Htrugglo At lioiiii), inopoaing tlint country to tlm (.'oiii- 
merce of th<! world. 

The first "ftioial act of Governor AiiOrow after liis imtngnm- 
tioQ wan to <liiipatoh trusty mrast'Ogvnt to eitch of the guvcriiora 
ot the New England Rtjiten urginR preparation for tlu^ womt and 
a hearty support of tho ffuvorimicnt at Washington. Thfl iw 
suits of thia movement were of the most natisfiietoi')' nature. 
The next moiMuro. and indeuil the only one which was in order 
in the ahxc-nco of acCaal hoetiIitici<. wiut thorough preparation 
for the expected event. In this, ac in all the milititry meutnreii 
whioh cnaned. the strong right ami of the Govornor wiw Adjii- 
tant<GeneraI WiUinm Schouler, who hod heen appointed tn 
ofllce by Governor Itnnkii, and whottc indefatigable and wc-ll- 
judg<i<l Inhort did so innch for the nicoeaa at the plans of hia 
chief. Thoorganixed militJu of the slntciit this time mnitisted 
af about V!00 men, divided into nine regiments, seven b«ttutiona 
and thirt»'*^ri niiattafrlied eonipmiiea. .lanuary Ifi, a genonil 
order wns iNntiud requiring every eompany lo he put in ofllcJont 
condition foruettvotuTviucif called ujwn. Tluiiie who from age, 
phyeii'u] defect or other cause wore nmiblo or unwilliug to iwr^o 
were to be honorably mustered out, the cumpunieB recruitod to 
tbcir maximum and held subject to the orders of the Qovenior. 
To show the flpirit of the offlcers and men it may he elated that 
within a week from the iuiuance of the order Colcmel Jones of 
the Sixth regiment tendered his i.tinimuiid fur immediate surviee 
if re'iuired. In the mean time the Lcgi^laturti had [iiiB§ed a 
resolution pledging to the poncral government " her entire 
moans, civil and mililiiry." that the President might "exeeiite 
the Imwm of the Unitt-d Stiites, defi^nd the Vhiiou and proliet 
national pmiiorty," which it was doiditri'd the univerwil MOnli- 
ment of the people of the stittv that we should do, LoglHlation 
and preparation for the dem.ind8 likely to be made upon the 
military forces of the Commonwealth went on with ze^, but it 
was not till the Stars and Stripes were humiliated at 8umler that 
tlio cidl eume. 

The 15th of A])ril brought the expoclod message, the first 
dispatch being from Semitor Wilson asking for twenty oompo- 




uics, bnt Iat«r in tho A&y tlx' Sccrctjiry of Wur eonl ii forinftl 
reiinisition for two full regiment*. Onters wore st once issued 
tn Colonol Wiirdrop of the 'i'hini, ('olonel Packard of tho 
Konrth, Colonol JoniMof thoSixlh ami (loloiiol Moiiroo of tho 
Kighth to rc[>orl at l)o»loii with their comTiiuiidti, nud on tho 
niornin); of Ibe folIowiD^ dny lliu comjiunioH lK>g»n to iirrivu, tho 
first to reiud) the city Iwing thu throe Marhlehoawl companioR of 
thfi Kighth rogiment. The eiithiisiufim was sonielhing woiidi-r- 
ful for Mtiiuly -going Miis»achuiiottti. Money nnil Eunice veru 
ofTorcHl froDi ovury huml in tin^tintci) nicnituro; ovurywhorD tho 
eye reetwi on the nntioTiid ('.(jlnrti in nimiy u pitriotic devioe. 

While the hum of preparation was at its hight on tho ICth 
word came from Senator ^Vilson that the Htate vm to fiirniiili 
four ri.-^inK-ntH under the command of a hrigiul ier-general. 
(ieneral \^. F. Biiller ins atwigned to the latter position, aD<l 
onlors Mferc forwiiniod to Cohmel Lawrciu'o of the Fifth to re- 
)N>rt at KoHton with his eomnmnd, the Masstachusott^ regimcnti! 
not having the number of oompiinies re(|uire<] for the United 
Stutes £jL'rvice. On the aftcniooii of the 17th the Third iind 
Fourth regiments set out for Fortri«s ilonruo, the former by 
•toontor direct, the latter from Fall llivor by way of New York. 
The Sixth regiment also left Hoston on the evening of the 1 Tlh, 
going by mil to Washington direct. The story of the hrulul 
attack of a Ititltimoro mob on tho 19th, in which Miusochusetts 
giive the firet blood luiil the firiit liv<« in the gn<nt iiaerilice, hiu 
given this regiment a fame that will never die. That slory 
aood» no reltearsal here. 

Tho Eiglilh i-egiment, accompanied by General Bntler, left 
Untttoii OH the afternoon of the ISth, intending to follow the 
8ixtb. At Springfield they were joined by Captain Ilcnry S. 
Uriggs of I'ittsdcld with tho Allen (liiardii, completing the 
orgRUiEation. I'hilodolphia was retiehe<l on tlie afternoon of the 
Iflth when news came to them of the ni!»ault upon the Sixth in 
Baltimore, A night of intense un.xiety folloued. during which 
(ienerul Bntler decided upon a plan for reaching Washington, 
by " flunking " the hostile city ; but Colonel LetTerta of the 
tjevuntb N'vw York, who»e coniinand bod reached Philadelphia. 
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doolinoil to acoomp»n,v the Moesachusotu wldiors, though fol- 
lowing a few hoMM Ulnr. The ensuing ufternoon oars were 
lakvn for Perryvilk-, where the regiment wii* tninieferrcd to thaj 
Inrge forry-lnmt Maryland, whicli was planed at lioiieral Butlcr'i 
Mirioe by PrCBident Samuel M. Feltoii of the Philadelphia »oi{ 
Baltimore ndtroiK), who iweinA to liuro auggestcd the counM 
whtid) wa8 adopU-d. Ah soon lu the rogiment and its propertj 
w«rp aboard the Muryliind etoamcd iiwuy for AnnapolisL, whoro it 
anchored the fidlowing morning near the fumotiti frigate Oonati- 
tution, thon used as a Hchont -ihip. and for the safety of whiol 
fear« w«rc felt. Two twtiiiiuninfl of the Eighth were at one© piit 
on hnord, and the histwric eraft vita in due time token to No»'1 
York for safety. From Annapolis to the Junction, i'i miles, 
the regiment rojRiirfd tlio AnnnpolU and Elk Ilidge railroad,] 
which hjid Iwcn deatroyeil. put tlie engines and atrx. in running 
order, huilt hridgos and opened railway oonimunication Iwtwe 
the Capital and iho North. On the 26th they tentihed Wiwhinj 
t«n, mnrh worn hy their arduouA dutioR, hut having porfurmtii] 
a service winning for thorn imperiMhahlo renown. 

In the mean time the news of the situation reached Bostc 
and produced the most thrilling excttcmout, not only in officii 
circlet! but among the jjeople of every elasji. The Fifth regi- 
ment was rai>idly pnt in readiness and sent forward on the 20tl 
to the supiKirt of the Eighth, and on the same day Major Ai 
F. Cook's battery of light artillery Mid the Third battalion of 
riflemon, three componieti under Major CharlcH Dovcns, Jr.j 
t(tArt4;d for the front, joining the Fifth at \ow York, whenc 
the entire force went by water to Annapolia. Jtajor Oovo 
with hiit command was soon sent to Fort iMoUcnry, while it 
Fifth and the battery accompanied the Eighth to Washingtoi 

Thus was met the ftrat call upon the {mtrlotism of Massacbt 
setts. It came to a people who know not war, whose Uvea ha 
been livea of peace and lu.tury. Within five d«y« after the call 
was roceired the state had sent forward live Full rt^gimentit < 
infantry a battery of artillery and three eompitnieg of rillcmoi 
— a fourth following a few days hitor and proceeding up the 
I't'toniitc to Washington. Wherever they went these troops wore 
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tho pionoors: th« sirirol of thu Third und Fourth rogimouts nt 
Fortress Monroe eocnrctl to Ih© governinont the poaaoesion of 
that important Blrungliolil, on which the conRpimtora were look- 
ing with CNgvr cvm, while the Sixth, ipiartororl hi Iho Semite 
ohMnber on ilioir Tirriviil iiftt-r thi' ili-inll,v fllnigghi through the 
tttrocts of IliiUiinurv. f^vu the firel poKitivit nKKiininco of tho 
Mfwty of thi.' nationul Cnpital. 

On tho 3(1 of May. fouriii;; ibnt the return home of the 75,- 
f)()0 Mfho haii Ijcen sunimnnM for ibreo months wonUi leave the 
govfiruntriit with »n iniult!qtiat« military force, Pre^tcleut Lin- 
flolit fliillpil forgoRi« 40,(iOi< voliiiitenrs for thrcii yearn' eervioo, 
mil] Miutsnuhiieotts wiw iti(!tru<;tc(I to fnrni«h nix nigimont*. "It 
It imporliiut to rediiCL< ratlior than enlarge tlii»i number, itiiil in 
ii<i uvuni to oxooetl it . . . ami if morv nrc ulromiy callcid 
for, to reduce the numbur by dischurge." was tho language of 
Hoerctary of War Simon ("ameron in transmitting the requisi- 
tion. ThtiH mittouH and groping wure ihc otcjie taken by tho 
iiatiniLal government in the csarly dftVKof thu Btrugglo, £veD 
UiiH pi<rniii«ion to f.'nd Iroupo to tho dofeuHo of thu cuuntry was 
not roix-ived at Boston (ill tho 'Wit, 19 days after the call. 

Oo the 3rith the Second regiment. Colonel Oeorge U. Oordon, 
wiut miist«red into the United States service, ticing the fiwt Ni>w 
Kngluiid regiment acccpti-il for three years. Tho other regiments 
nf theiiHOta were muslttrt^iil during the month of June in this 
order: Xlnth. ('i>louel Thomas Ca«s, June 11; Elvrenth, Ool- 
ond (ftiorgu Clark, Jr., June 1-1: First, Ouloncl Robert Cowdiu, 
and Seventh, Colonel I), N. Couch, the Ifith; and the Tenth, 
C'>loniil Henry H. Hriggs, the 3lsl. Tho First h>ft the state Jnne 
lA, marcbt<<) thnmgh Itidtimorc on the t?tb, and ww) tho first 
thrtv-voarn* n-j;inii-iit to n'wih Wiuthington. 

Kxlremely ditwittiilicd at the mtniger fori'O cnlled for. Governor 
Andmw, in common with nutny prominent men through tho 
country, urged the ac<;eptunce of more troops, and a vigorone 
prcMHicntion of the war — for that there whs to be a bitter and 
crutf] war, eotild no longer In; doubted. It was with innch satis- 
foctiun, thvrefon>, that on the 17th of June pormission was 
rrc'uivod to forward ten lulditional regimont«. Culondl FUitoher 
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Wolmior, the heroic: son of the great orator, had his TwelTth 
regiment nirrail}' orgitniitcd, and it was mnstered June SI. Then 
dnring the mutitha of July and Augnst, folloirnt, in onlor of 
thtir Bccoptance, the 1-'iflocnlli, Colonel Charltut Devoiw, Jr.; 
Thirlocjith. Colonel Snnnii-l H. Lcoiiunli Sovcnict'tli. Colonel 
T. J. C. Amory: Nineteenth, Colonul Kdwdrd W. llinks: Six- 
teenth, (.'olonei P. F. Wyman. Twonty-firat, Colonel Angustua 
Uorao; Kigliteenth. Colonel .lames Itarnce: Twentieth, (^lonol 
W. II. fieo, ttiid l-'oiirleenth or Firat Ileavy ArLill«rjr, Cnloiuil 
W. B. Greene. 

The itot*) Lcf^islnturo, meantime, iioA l>ocn called to meet Iq 
extra sccsioii. May H, mid no more Imjiurtunt sewion of tliat 
t)ody was evvr hold. The niiiltitiido of new and prcseing qiie«- 
tiona which had to be met. the mjtidiy increatiing magnitude of 
the struggle, thu raising, equipping and sending forward of vast 
leviea of men, the provisionn for their comfort ami for tlio euro 
of thoH0 (lependentH whom they left behind, — all joined in 
demimding the hctit intclligenoe and the moKt iiuHwerving patriot- 
ism on the part of die li^islatora. TTow faithfully those duties 
were performud history records, but the details cannot be given 
in a single genvral chapter. In addition to other jiouroes of 
anxiety, it was necessary to send iin agent abroad to procure 
arms; a misaiou which Wiis promptly directed hy the Governor as 
soon aA it bncame nfiparcnt that the national government oould 
not urins its defenders. 

BoKtou, too, was open to the mcrey of any nautical foe, the 
forts erecti^d for its ])rotvction being garrisonloas and in » siul 
condition of neglect. Pressing representationd to the general 
government of this fact brought no response, and finally, as a 
muttor of solf-defiinrie, t!io state was obliged to take the respon- 
Bibility of ordering details of itjf soldiery to occupy the works 
and put them in as defensible a condition as possible — a work for 
which the Washington authorities have yet made but partial 
acknowledgment and componsalion. 

Thus in oeaselew activity the Srst year of the war rolled away. 
Bofori! the close of I86i, the Twenty-ninth regiment liiuj been 
muslkired into sorvicc, and the new yuar saw the Thirtieth, 
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Thirty-firi't and Thirty-aeoond nearly ready to follow. The 
iinnivi>r«ary of thi* flrat rail found 27 infuiitry rcgitiioiitit fmiii 
\tui<8iK?liui;i>tUi in thv fivld, for lliritv yiiini, in lultHtitiii \o tlic 
cHvalry iind urtilli^ry wfaicli hnil gono furwiird in pro]K>rtionato 
niimhi-rs. Tho apriii« and ofirly siininR-r of \M2 brought a short 
roBpito from tho work of ciiUftlmt'iit and or^^iiizalion, Theeyos 
of tho jHKipIfi vera upon (ionoml McClollan'sarmyon thcjifnin- 
Ktila, hoping to woe u fulal hlow glvi-n la tlio r\<hi-llion. Tlint 
liopD vsnitihcd. iw tho KliiilttTL-d iirniy nwoilt^d Imforc thu licrco 
oneeU of .lohnstou and Lee. 

An order was received from the President, May 28, 1802, 
calling for two new regiments — the Thirly-third and Thirty- 
fourth — Mid the four coMiimuios required to c:omi>h-le the Thtrty- 
Htti^oml, olrciwly Sn wrvire, lui well lui mx (ioiiipiinii'« to garrieon 
Fort Warren, in ItoMton harbor. Thcw; were bt'iiijj tilled when 
tho I'rceident called a levy of 300,(HXi men. to servo for ttiroo 
yearn, And on the 7th of .iuly tJovoriior Andrew olVicially asked 
for tho quota from Mii»MichH8ott8. Kvory effort wuh put forth 
hy the stAtc, city and town ntithoritiex, imd in two mouths the 
liwt man eallod for had been musloied into service. In addition 
to the 4,000 men sent to the old regiments, in tho field, 8cvcn 
new regiments, in nnmerieal order, from tho Thirty-lifth to the 
Forty-llntt, inehiRtve, wont in response to ihii* demand. 

Following the adi for tho throo-yearx' men, and only a mnnth 
Inter, a draft wae ordered for 300,000 more to svrve for nine 
niontliB, and the quota of Mossacbusotte under this demand was 
Hxed at 10,080. There was no heeitatiou. no delay. The fivo 
militia regiments which had responded so promptly to tho first 
call for three montha' servioo the provioUByear were about going 
into rsurip for the annual (rlatc muster. Their ranks wore filled, 
and liicy again wt-nt forward to ecr^'« their country. In addition, 
13 now legimontB, from the Forty-second to the Fifty-third, 
inoluaive. were organizod and aunt. This ended the work of 
IHii'i. f-t fitr aa the tit-nding out of regiments was concerned. 

With tho opening of 18(!3, ttic £:inunci{>»tion Proclamation 
took effect, and towiml the close of Jniinorjr tlie long-desirod 
iwrmissiou wuk given for Maswcbuiwttc to roJn u colored regi- 
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ni«nt. Ik^foro tho middle of Hny tho regiment wna fllM, and 
on tlio '2Hlh it Ml Itoitton hy ttUuinior, Tor Koiitti C'lirolinii. It 
dWy iwrniriHiidi'd hy Cokuicl Uolwii; G. Shaw, wlio foil nt Jta 
ill l)ii< IitHIiIk ni);ht. itttui?k ou l-'orL Wiijpii'r, July 18 fol* 
lowing. This wan ttic Fifty- foil rlh. und od tbo H&t of July tho 
Fifty-fifth, also i-omposod of colored nipn, nnder Colouel N. P. 
Ilallowoll, Ii>ft for tlii> itimo dnsti nation. Tho Fifth Cav&lry 
wiw nlito II tijlorcd regiment. I{c);nriltng tlio ]>nrt lnk«n by thdW 
soldiers, it in HimpW jnslif^i; to siy. in ii word, tliiil whvnvw 
they were placv^l, thoy pL-rfurmud faithfully evory duty wliich 
camo to them. 

With the appoiiilinent of (ienoral llookor to the commninl of 
tho Army of the Potomac, eiimc hi* rcconimondalinn that ro- 
vniitii Hhuiihl ))(! m-nl to fill tin- mgimt'iite atrwwly in tlur field, 
rather than tlnit riuw orj,'uui»4t ions should bo formi-d. und thiit, 
with few exoDpttons, vraa t)iu course thenceforward pursued in 
Miii»iichii8ctt8. In tho wint»>r nnd wtrly xpriiig of 186i, four 
regiments of " vetcriviu " wore orgimixud, and went nt once into 
the Wildomcw i-«nipaign. whore they suJTerod frif^hltiil lossi^e. 
Thcae were the Fifty-sixth. F'ifty-seventh, Fifty-eighth aud 
Fifty-ninth. lu July of that year five regiments were sent out 
for 100 ilays' garrison dnty, to allow veteran troops to go t« the 
front — the Fifth, -Sixth, F.ighth, Fdrty-seoond and Sixtieth. 
iNiiio iinftttachi'd conijmnieii were aIho foriiiiHl for gxrrition duty 
on thy Mwwiiohiisottx cout. For tlu'so forcra the stale rcsMiivod 
no credit from the general government. The Sixty-first, for one 
year, waa raised and sent forward by dctachmouts the eiisning 
fall and winter, and the 9ixty>itccond was being recruited whoo 
tbo collapw) of the rithellion ended the long sacrifice. 

In addition to the infantry regiments, the elate had in the sor- 
Tico 10 batteries of light artillery, throe regiments of heavy 
artillery, numerous unattached coinpiuiieii of the latter and of 
shiirpi^hoot^Ti^, and two r\^!gtment« of cavalry, luwidoi the infantry 
afterward roorganiKud as sneli. 

The total of men furnished by Massachusetts for all terms of 
acrviee rea<^lied 15i).'i54 — a surplus over all calls of 13.4'J2, Of 
this number 31,ltid served in the nary, 6,039 were colored, and 
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only 907 were non-roeiilbiit "foreigner*." Tlio lasUgiven flgwres 
KTC niiswer )iiifltcii<nt l« thf inipiiifttinn iwiiiu'liincs lu-iinl tlml lhi> 
runks of our volimtoer rcpmonts vltc lillod with (uriiign hiru- 
lingB. To olTaot the fnw alionn thns omplojed, it inny he etntud 
tliat, in the nnrly pprtiKl uf thi' w«r, niorfl than 3,000 men from 
till! al»t« cnliidod in oth>-r Htitlc-ti, for wlii(;li no (ircilit ooiilil \h> 
rccoivoil by Mw^sachua'tts, Of the of1i<wr« ntid mtm, 3,543 w<!ro 
killot) in ttction, 1,980 dioti of wounde, 5,(i7'i of dittoLstv 1,84U iu 
rL'bcil jirisons, and i.03fl wore miH«ing and ni>vor accounted for. 

In this connection it ia worthy of note that the men of Mas- 
sachiiaetts receiTcd from «ll qiiiirterit the hlghcat commendation 
for the maiilino**, conriigv and intelligence, with which ihoy 

ro the imtTi'ringM ini'idcnlal to i«oldicr life, CBpei'iHlly in lii*- 
I>ital: thocheorfuIncBis and Ktrung rallying {Hiwor manifested, their 
l>ram]>t return to duty on recovery, and Christian heroiBm in 
meeting death when that became the wid alternative. Of tlioeo 

lio reliinii'«i to their homiti, it is equally gratifying to know 
tfaiit their after litwt g>vo no indii-Mtion of general demoralization 
from the iiseodattons mot during their soldier days. Where the 
early life gave good promise, it waa generally broadened and 
stn.'ngthened by the ex])erieuce, and if tliere were vxocpttont to 
thfl rule, 90 there were uaqiic«tioiiiibly genuine roformutione of 
ehnracter. 

The loud expense incurred by the slate in raiatng and miuip- 
ping troops reached *2r,~0ft.lO!), and that of the eitie« and 
towns as such was nearly as much more, making t5U,00U,()(io in 
roun<l nnmhoni as tliv money co#t tn the 8tat«. 

Properly ii jiart of the rooord of Massacbusfttts, as the work 
iwrformod by her mechanics under the direction of the 

meral government, may be counted the production at the 
Ipringfield armory, in the livit yean «nooeeding July 1, IHiiO, of 
tiOA,(>3fi muskets, with extra partx and rupaim equal to i:iQ.845 
more. The rttlc^l miixkct, hh tbtre produced, vos the Btandard 
¥nn)mn of the Rcrricf, and undoubtedly the he«l mntxle-loador 
ever manufactured. 

The draft riots of the summer of 18(13, which in New York 

wore ao diagraoeful, found a ulight echo iti Boston, and for u 
t 
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time thvro wtu ground tor fttitrm. Rut the nrtion of the Oovor- 
mtr woa prompt and cflicionl. Troops wcru hustily asscmblMl. 
and every iniiM)rt4iiit (xiint protected. In but h single iiiatnncc 
did tlid mul), wliich gfttlioi'cd in coi]stdoral>le nninbore, vetituT 
on violonw. The nrnior^ of tlio Kli'veulli Itntlcry nil Cooper 
xtrctfl., whinh votiuinml llic only tivniluMir urtillory in the city, 
with n qiuintity of aiuniiiuitton, vnui OMuuilted od tlio Kri'niiig uf 
July 14 by a mob of tu'vend tlioiiHind. Major Stpplien Cabot 
vaa iu command iuside tbc armory, and when tbe mob ventured 
upon ftu lutoaiilt on the doorit, the order to lire vftiit givon. One 
volloy. wliioh killed Hcvorid of llio riol(^rt> and wounded many. 
oudod lliu LmiiUe In Minwiclius'i't tit, though Lht-jin-cjinlionit wt<ro_ 
coatintiod in Bosloii and other citicd till all ihditMitioDS of 
riiitrius puqwec bad dlHippourvd, 

Wliild tliQ outlino tbiio given oshibits a devotion, patriotixu 
find horoiiini, of which any common wealth might well be proudd 
no record of thiMe troublous times would be ooiitplele that failed 
to acknowledge the uquul coniwcration of the daiighters of the 
Old Hay State. No women bore a more faithful part, whether 
wi^ conHidcr the devotion of those who, as numcs, went into the 
hospit^U, the labors in the great lleld.'i of the Sanitary Commiti- 
slon and the ChriittiKU Commission, or tho Soldiers' Aid Rocte 
tics, which, iu all th« towns and oitice, labored Indofatigably for 
the comfort of tbc sick and wounded soldiers, and the welfare, 
Bpirituid and physical, of those in the Held. No less patriotic in 
purpose And commendable in spirit was the action of those who, 
like the tnuohers in tho schools of Boston and elsewhere, volun- 
tarily sacrificed a large perccntngt^ of their salaries, in order tc 
lighten the burdens of llio stale and city. Even the inmates of 
the state prisrin volunteered to perform extra lab<ir in the cause. 
Tho first iict in aid of the families of voluuteerK was that pussod 
by the Mussitchuisott« I^giithituro, May 'i3, 18G1. The flrst 
president of the United Htates Chnsliun Commission was Bev. 
A. Rolin Neale. D, I)., of Boston; Massachusetts had more 
delegates in the service than any other stale, and furnished the 
four field agents. In providing (or the navy, in thin directlou, 
the first and jiriuuipul work was doiie by Mat«uchuselt«. 
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Fallowing tho gnat biittlvt, eootributionB of mouey were 
itiodt' St RijHtoQ for the relief of the woun<Ie<] — kftvr Gottyittmrg, 
(35,00(» waa received in amail ainoanta; for the Wildomoiut, over 
•00,000; at the taking of Itichmoud, (30,000;. The 1864 Thankfl- 
giriug dinner for 17,00(1 itolilivnt, in tho Wiuihington hospitalH, 
WW furnitfhod bv Miustu-hufiettH friuiidfl. 

la labor for the weirure of the soliliera all olotwos and ag«8 
joinud. AmniiK the contriliutiona of socks, were 191 puira itiiuie 
lij- Mr*. Ahnrr Hiirllctt nf Mijdford, iigcA ft5; several ['iiirit by 
Mrs. S, A. FruMYot Dii^biiry, who wwt IW at the opening of tho 
w»r, and * [mir knit by n t'onwny woman of 97. 

Ho«pitnls wore opened on Pemberton ^'lunro, Boxton, at Head' 
»ill« aad Wore«8t«r; the first home for diHchargcd soldii'^r^in the 
counter was at Boston, followed Noon after by another at Wiwton. 
In Kovembor, 1814, the Notional i^ailors' Fair, to soctiro n 
sailoni' home, trnif hold in BobIud, netting ♦■iS2,3"0. t'W the 
rolief of Savannah in IK63, Boston joined with New York anil 
l'hila<lelphia. and tlltO.dno wili ruineil, and so the liat might, be 
nnntiniieil. 

(lovenior Andrew hicl nerved fftithfiilly throughout the eiitiro 
war, ami when pvaca none, he dct^Iined ftirtlu-r lerviiM; in the 
po«ilioii)ii<hui) filli'd with such honor. Alexander 11. Bullock was 
ohowu bis eucecasor, and entered upon the ofliot-, January 6, 
IHOn. In his inaugural address referring to the sotiliont, ami 
the deposit of the regimental colors at the State House, he snid :

Tim OATHRBtXn AT CXHP RRKKIfi. — CHARA^TBIt OF TH« OOK- 
MANB. — TIIK ORtDINAI. KOSTKR OP OPPICKBli. — I'EKSONAL 
NOTKS AND tKrlUKKTa. 

Tho proj^roBa of GcDeral McUlellan's campaign on the peiiin- 
sulii early demonstr»t«d to careful oliservcra that the V'nion 
fonx-B, thus far niu^tonul inluthciwrvicc, wort- fur from mleqiiiile 
Iti ilui task of supjirtrssiiig th« armed rebellion, ami on tho 'iHth 
of Jiiiiu, while llio two aiuiics were itJU in their despenite 
gnipjtiu in front of Ridmiond, tlm gnvomora of 10 of the loyal 
statea, with n-pn-wntiUivnB of Tonnoami' ami Kontiioky, strongly 
mlvi^od rrr-iii(l«nt Lincoln to call for 300,000 mora volnntevi-K. 
Siirli itdviov, al a time when tho need of more men waa b(.-c<im- 
\ng Hi'vcroly fell was not to be ditiregarded, and on the Ist of 
July, iSG'i, the full was made. The energies of Massachiieotts . | 
were at once directed to furnishing theiiuotu of tho Hay State. 
In his proclamation announojng the call, after tilling the people 
of the Htate to ovory exertion in behalf of the nntionul oiiiih;, 
(iovcrnor Andruw Kiid: " Miuwachtisctto. which has never islam- 
IktciI or slept, must now arise to still higher efforts, and pledge 
to all the dnties of patriotiam, with renewed devotioD, the indi- 
Tiduftl efforts, the united hearU, Uuula and hiiuds, of all her 
people." 

Throughout the Oommonwcultb the echo of tlii« acntiineni was 
everynhiTc hoard. Public meetings were held, the prun oamv 
nobly to tho support of the government, municipalities and 
tdwns l>ent their heat energies to the fllling of the ijuotas sever- 
ally rc<|iiiri<d of thorn, llie most completv nrrangenient« worn 
miulo fur tho <Miru uf iho volunteer's family during; his 
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nnd considerable bouiitivH vivtv ofTervil, iwyublu on tliu mnutor in 
of llic rt'cniit. 

Al thiti time MnaesctiuiiotU bwl tUroc incom[tIfltc ro^iroentH in 
jiroccea of being filleJ — tbe Thirtj-aooonc). aorao oonipnaiee of 
which were already in the eervit*, tho Thirty-lhird miii llio 
Thirty-fourlh in r»iiip, the 1»ttor at ('uriip John K. Wool, at 
WorcesUir. A ooni<i(lcnible parlion of the rucruito nmlcr the call 
wen: miiflurfcl for thi; rvgimciitfiiilrciuly in tlin (ictd, utk) {iiikIimI 
fi>nmird to ihc-ir df»'tinjitiouii lu eijiiudti. in oonuuctiuii with 
wliich the work t>f lilliii^ up tho new r%'imontH, just mentioned. 
wuB mrriud on. In puramnce of this purpoflci, Iho delef^HlioiiD 
from tbe western portion of the state all ^thernd at Worciwter, 
ami after the selection of the companies oonstitutiiij; Ihi- Thirty- 
fonrth regiment, therw rcmitined a large numhi-r of i<k(di'lon 
conipaiti<^« or ixpiadx, nioKlly nnder the tenipontry comtnuid of 
men who expected or bopwl for eominiHsions. The orfpinizalioii 
of the Thirty-fonrth being reiyionably complete, a divixion was 
insdn of Uio remaining fraginentji of companies; tlioec from 
Worcwter county peinained on the ground to occupy t)ie ounj) 
wlwjn viK?*ted rtiid bcewme tlio Thirty-cinth n.>giineut, while tho 
TCprveeututivesof the four western eoiiutiei! — Berkshire, lliini[>- 
den. Hampshtro and Franklin— repaired to tho rcndcsvoiis at 
I'ittsiiehl, where a new camp hafl been formed. 

Camp Briggs WW 80 named from lleneral Henry S. liriggs of 
PitttillcUl, the original oolont!'! iif the Tenth regiment, who had 
jnst nucfivcd it promotion well earned by bravery on the Held, 
and who was at tbjit lime nt h'm home rwrovering from n ^tiveiu 
wound received at the battle of l-'iiir Oaks. It wtut located on 
wliat is now (1884) the I'lcMsure I'ark, on the Washington road, 
luimethirig over a mile eastward from the village, and was in 
overy way a desimble site. The loeation in itself was favorable, 
thv ground having a very flight southerly slope, dry and airy, 
well snppliwi with good water, surrounded by the beautiful 
mountain seenory which makcK thv couuty a fav«riti> resort (or 
th<' lovers of nature from all portiom of tbo nouutry. 

Til this delightful spot, in the eurly dayo of AnguM, camo tho 
ndvKUcu guard of what was to be the Tbirly -seventh rogiinont of 
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MamohuMittti Volnotmr Infuitrj. It iraa » peculuirlv Qttlag 
m:vno itrukUl which to teucli tlio first lessoDa of a noble soltlior life. 
Iliu breath of the et«mal hilU w)iiji[)ered U> th« calhiuuBtio 
nuniwrii of Btroii^th, of imti-tutiKni, of ffi<(^om. Th« otU7M«t, 
manly life of tlio sturdy mn\» of N't^w Kiiglimd lijul no better 
TvproMntative* thtui thoM who hitd ^rowii to narly manhood 
uniid siich vnvininmvutt, und who nov loft the Bhop and the 
furni to conswTiiki thomrwires lo the demundfl of their oonimon 
(■(itmtry. To bn^tathe such air, and to gaie iijwn bupIi Ki>nt!S of 
niitund bcanty. was to grow yet stronger in jnttriotio d(;v<iti<in. 

Tho mirap wiia for n time in cliarge of Liuuteniuit Ahnuo R, 
Oomlricb of the Allen Guard, Pill»ricld, who, in providing for 
the arriving rt-oruit^ wm uustod by Qimrtcrina«tor Iteoiel J. 
Dotlge of thi; mimi town, both of whom were identified with the 
wrly history of tho rt'Kimoat. As the nnmber in oamp inoreauHl, 
lioweyer, Colont-I William Itaymond L«e, of the Tweiilictli n'gi- 
nivnt, wiu jiliuH'd in nominand of tliu [icittt, iind coutiiii)i.'d iti that 
dnty for a few days, till the arrival of Major Oliver Kdwards, 
aboat tht- l^th of Angiii<t. At that time there were the skeletons 
of II companios on the ground, and the different commands 
grow daily in numbers and in military e<luoatioii. 

With chamoterifltio energy. Major Kdwunlx brought hi«Bo1dierly 
ijuulitie* lo the work of organ iicution. Oom]»iny and battitlion 
drills at onco began and were continued with vigor, while great 
can.' wan nianifo«te<) to preKOrve a boalthful and an orderly camp. 
If somL' of the regulations and niqiiirenients at tho time si'unmd 
unduly stringent and exacting to men coming from tho utter 
fn,>edom of rural life ami without military oxiiericnce, or any 
atleipiiilo coueeptinu of the re'iuircmontd^ of the w^rvioe, tho 
imuU ihowod their wiiidoni, and with moMt of the rocniile 
they wen.' oheerrnlly aweplwl from the llrsl. Tho eommander 
and hi« eunimand were well mhiplod to each other. While tho 
former was vspecially qualified to crviite an ellleiciit and woll* 
diiM-iplined regiment, the material which came to hia hwid 
wii« admirably adapted to the puiposas of auoh n crcuition. 
Almott wilhout exception the men had enliMt-d from the most 
putrlotlti moUvoK, and woh wm anxious that his surviov should 
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Iw of lionnr to himself, ns well na of benefit to hU country. 
While the gnat majority had never seen military eijterienoe, 
even of the gintptoRt mii, not to speak of the batlle-flelil, there 
wuro n twir who hiul g»iic out in thu onrlier roginwntit, from 
which thoy hud been diKchurgL-d for wounds or otliiT cuiioo. 
Tlirae nuin, whorevi^r thoy might bo during the iibiindant loitiuro 
of thfl camp, formed centers of interested groupa. Their words 
had aoharm which no civilian voice could eqnal, for the speakera 
had personal knowledge of the sphere of life for which the 
lifit^tnera ir«r« training, nnd he who bore the innrks of recent 
woundH wiut, torn most gmtifying extent, thu hero of hi» mcut. 
fji't it not bo KUpposod thiit the lifo upon which the men hud 
vuUirod wM an idle or s wearisome one. Every day brought fresh 
Hooossjons to tlie companies, there were many acquaintances to 
develop, the closeness and importanoe of which none oould osti- 
m«t« in adruDCe; the duties of the camp, the rapid aucoemon of 
new dovulopmont«, the prciiarutions for it long, nnd perhaps a 
fiiml luticti to home and friends; — all these combined to fill the 
waking hours of the citixen-soldier with thought and labor. Nor 
was amusement of a healthful nature wanting. In the intervals 
of the busy day, groups would bo visible here and there, keenly 
enjoying jnune ulhlelic uport, or laughing lieiirlily nl the whim- 
Bicid oddities of thim' whose bcttt work in the cump, it muy be, 
W8« to lighten the epirits of their comrades. Kspecially was the 
early cvtiiing given to this siiecies of enjoyment. Who that 
rcniemlfere his experience in those stimng scenes docs not recall 
with vS|)ocial interest the unoouth elephants oomposed of voldicrt 
covered by Uieir army blankct«, tlmt in the dimming twilight 

■Toaiiii'd about thu grounds indulging in such hiiigh tor-moving 
pranks as no bomi fide eluphant could cvor hare perpetnttod; the 
vigorous tossing in a blanket by a half-doxco stalwarts of some 
witling or unwilling victim, whoso oTolutiona were more rapid 
und vtiricd thim gnu^efiil; the boumling fuut-ball, propelled hy 
hundreds of vigorous feet; the Uiuu«and and one kindred means 
of diversion and companionship? 

The l.'ith of August found Coni|>:ini(*s C, F and U Gllod, and 

,jriLluu u week, Companies I), U and U were aleo completed. 
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ThcM six wmpMiiM were mustered into the United Stated aor~ 
vtoa on the 30th, md the remaining fmir urcru n^iuiy fi>r tliu 
BOTTiceB of the mattering officer, Cuptain Tliomru of the United 
Klutcti Arm_v, on tUc 3(1 of September, with the exception of 
CoiiipMiiy K, which wiis not tilled till the 4th, the term of the 
rc-giniont conscfjiiontly counting from the latter date. This 
oompany w:is tlic rvanlt of a cotiaolidution, Attempts having t>een 
made tu riuit<- two occhisively Irish com]uii)tc4 for the regiment, — 
oni! hy Petirr Donley of CliuBhirc, and the other by John B. 
Mulloy of Spriugliclil. As neither eotild Ijo fillod in time, it was 
decided to noite th«m. At the linal examinations a few men 
were rojeclod. much to their mortilication and disappuintmont, 
but, us a wlirile, the command was highly ooniplimenttH] by ooin- 
jHitent judges, sinong others by (icneral HrJggs, who was often 
on the gi-oiinds ami watchod the formation of the rcgimunt nitli 
much interest. 

Meantime proparationa were actively pnshed for the depart- 
ure of the Thirty-sftvtmlh for active service, tho anxiety t)t tlm 
giivcrnnienl for ailciitional troojw incruiwing with the iinforln- 
nalit dovi>lu]imeiit« that crowded Fii«t ujioii each other from tho 
Virginia lieldtf. The men, having been uniformed, were given 
furloughs of three or four (Uye each, going out in s<)uail3, and 
almost without exception rotuniiiig pmmptly on time. Th« 
olHeers' oomraissions were iwuud .\iigiii(t 27, and were ai> fullowg;

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A fiiir prr I portion liuil iilrcii'ly seen iiolivc ecrvit*. Colo 
KdniinlH, g<jing to the front a, year prt'Tiona aa tho ii<ljiitiint of 
the Tenth ivgimont, was aerring »s senior niilo on ch« stafT of 
Oenornl I). \. Oonoli when ho wan t1iroct«d hj tiorcrnor An- 
drfw to |iroofe<t to Pittefit-hl tn urgniiizo a regiment noitr tho 
new onll. Lknlenant-Colonel Gootlrieh had scrrcd with tho 
KighUi rcfiiment the previoue year aa first sergeant »nd second 
lii-iitunant. (jtinrtcrniiuter Dodge having been it eiergeaiit in the 
same compHny — the Allen Oniirda of ritt-Hflold. Major Mon- 
tage had iihandoned hiii u-jieher'g tleek nt the firing on Sumter, 
nnd entered tho scrrim as a first liciitcnnnt in thu .Sixth WiHeon- 
tin, serving till autumn of ISfil, when he took a position on tho 
tilitiiry stafi of the governor of that atute, engaged in recruit- 
ing service till that oflleial lost his life by un nnfortnnatc aocj- 
dcnt at Pittohiirg Landing in tiie spring of 18B2, when Mr. 
Montague earao east to ofler bis aenices to his native state. 
Adjutant Colt waa also a graduate of the Tenth, aa wore Cap- 
tain Moody and Lieutenants Ijoomtsiini] Smith. Captain Allen, 
in iiiidition to ierviee in tho same icliool, had long Iwen eon- 
nectod with the Springfield militia, while the sturdy Drnm- 
mujor (iafl'ney, also formerly tdentified with tho Tenth, had 
taken his yonihful lessons in the Itritisli sernee. Lieutenant 
Ii!dwnnU had found his early niilitary cxoitemcnt in tho diiys of 
tho "ItonUr RiiDian" troiihlca in Kun«iii<, and others had re- 
ceived knowledge from the state militia and other sources. 

One of the number, at least. Lieutenant Smith of Company 
K, had ^ood jiersonal i-oni>ons for lifting the sword Bgainst UiO 
fanatic horde who were hent on the destruction of tlic Union. 
The fall of Fort Sumter found Mr. Smith ougnged in mining 
on the Vuhula river, near Didiloni'ga, Ga., whoro be was super- 
intending works in which behadaconsiderahle Hnaneial iutcrcBt. 
Obligod to abandon everything and eseape as best he oouUI. he 
made his way with uuieii dilliciilty to Rielimond, whcru ho snv- 
cvedcd in obtaining a )ia88 through the rebel lines aud finally 
reached Wiishingtun and tlio slK-ller of the Stars and Stripes, 
having had many narrow e«eap<.-6. Passing through Philadvl- 
jihiu ou hia way to join the Tenth regiment in camp at Wathing- 
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n, Iio vaa HOTcrely wounded in the leg by a shot fired from ft 
window, l>ut oil rocovery vtts nuisUinA into tiio ai^rvico in time 
tn roceivo u wound in the itltniiMuiitt Fitir OiikH. Livuti'niiut 
Smith *as not with tlic rL't^nicnt ut I'ittKlioId, however, joining 
it snlise<jtient to the nmval at Washington. 

Soon uftvr Uking oonimnnd Major Kdwnrds had nnnouiiRed, 
im an iiireiitive for inon and ollicer* to «lriv« for cxccllenw, that 
thu companv standing h(«t in drill and di«ci]ilino should ho made 
I the color com|iany, while Iho sooond beet slionid bo given tli« 
ri^'ht of the line.

The closing days of thu rogimonl iu Ciimp Iti'igga wer« full of 
toncbing interest. Dutly the streets nud groimdH wer« thronged 
by visitors, a few from motives of mere curiosity, no doubt, bat 
tlie great majority bearing thoughtful offerings for the comfort 
of the stddiers in th«t strange life to which they were going 
forth, or seeking font few brief hours timt communion with 
doar friendit which they might never more enjoy. They inimj- 
fested the )ivelii»t interest in all tbe military movomeota of tJio 
command, but es]>ecially in the dress parade of the afternoon, 
when the rc«r of the parade ground was invariably lined by a 
sea of proud and interostod (aces. 

The usnul gifts were bestowed iigion the depaiiing soldiers by 
the citizens, including Bibles or Test:iment«, with which each 
was [irovided, tind many of the ofTicers had special tokens of re- 
gard cither from their commandsor from friends. A line sword 
was presented to Captain Moody by his company, their Spring- 
field friends remembered Captain Donnelly with a complete 
nniform and Lieutenant Mulloy with a full sword equipment, 
and tlto day before camp was broken a splendid sword was givps 
to Colonel Kdwards. Chaplain Morttc, who liad left hia piuto* 
rate of the Methodist Episcopal church at Itlaiidford and en- 
listed as a private in Company A from a pure and conscientious 
desire to serve his country, was presented with a horse by big 
friends in tlie regiment, and there were other pleasant, tokens of 
like character t>e8towed. 

The Springfield muskets with which the regiment was 
oquippcd were issued on the 'M of September, and were received 
by tbfl men with delight. Not only were they without doubt 
the most efficient muzKle-loiuling military rifles ever made, and 
the most satisfactory in form and conAtruction, but there was a 
patriotic aversion to tbe foreign-made weapons with which some 
of the troops were armed. At drvnt jiarado on the (Stb a Gno silk 
Bag was presented to Colonel Edwards by Mrs. J. H. Morcwood 
of I'ittatield, and vra^ accepted with an appropriate i-esponso. 
Tiie body of the ^ag had been made by tlio young ladies of 
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PittflliHd tiDder the direction of Urn. Morcwood, unit it wns 
afliiod to a BtaS made from wood cut on Mount Gro>'1ock. Od 
the stAff iraa a silver plate Duih engraved : " Presented to 
Colonel EdwaniB, 37tli Mjisr. Vols., by his friend, Mre. M." 
This fliig wiui ncTiT burno in liiitllo hy the rcgimcDt, but w&s 
iwd to mark tliu heud-quurtcrs of Colonel Kdward^, wus soinc- 
timcc under tire and received some bullet hok-t;, wuit iiii<cribud 
with thcnnmes of the buttles in which the regiment participated, 

d still Tciimins in the po«Hession of Oencral Edwards, a 
trciimircd inommto of the liidiot of I'ittsHcld who in all stages 
of the grcnt oonlliot did (to noble a part in caring for tb» needy, 
wounded or suffering soldiers and in helping to muintaiu the 
honor and nnity of the nation. 

At the mine dr«iiB parmlc: the first marching orders of the reg- 
iment wero rem), annuuneing departur* on tlio morrow for 
Wuhington.

FROM PITTSFIELD TO DOWNSVILLE. 



THF JOrUSKY TO WAeniNOTOK. — I.JPE AT CAMP OIIABS. — TI*

TOTOMAO. 

A busy sccno vrot witni-ssorl nt Camp Brigg* on Sunduj, Sep- 
tember 7, 1862, Greiit numbers of visitora were prosent — friendfl 
who canie from distant towns, it might 1>c, to ajiciLk a parting 
word with dear ones on the day of dcjinrture; patriotirr citixciis, 
with II jiiitt prido in the FL-giint-nt cumpoaod of their frieuda UD<t 
aniuaintiinccfl; the curioos and the indifforent who came to view 
Ihu BTcnc and to indulge in gossip and speculation, llicre wore 
Snnl giftji of trinkets and keepsakes to swell the already plethoric 
kuapmieka, and u.* the fon^noon waned tlto iMt articica woro 
[mokoi), and with impativnt weariness the aoldien waited the 
word of command ibat was to he their farewell to the sjwt. 
The tents only were left, for a draft had been ordered early in 
August for 300,000 militia for nine months' service, and tlw 
fierkahiie regiment under that <:al) was to occupy the camp, 
and the advance iquiids were already on the ground — the nucleus 
of the Forty-ninth regiment. 

At noon the line was formed, with every man for the Brat 
time in his place, and a prond line it was that stretched ontircly 
Across the camp and bent to the front on each flank. Noror 
again waa that lino to bo io long and strong and handsome m on 
that cidm Sabbath day! They thought not of that, be sure, nor 
did they imagine that almost three long years would pass before 
their work should be done, and through the KocriUcc of so many 
of their noblest and bravest the integrity of their country at lust 
Im ii«urcd. 




THB JOl'RKBY TO MKW YORK. 



The maroh to U>e Pituiield depot, where care wero to bo taken 
fur Hudson, N. Y., though very weurisome to the men from the 
weight of thoir heflrily-Indon knii])anck^ and the Itoat of the day, 
WM itoontinnous ovAtiori. Not the vilhigu only, but Lhe entire 
neighboriDg conntry, soemcil to )i»vo gitthurcd to witness the 
departure of the "hoye." Tho streets wow piickod with mon, 
women and children, the national colors freely displayed, not 
only from buildings and flag-ataffs, i»ut worn, especially by tho 
yoQDg of both scxos, in ro^ttoA luid ribbons, knot* and bows of 
every description. It wnB a giihi dny, yi-t over all there sproiul n 
tonch of saduesB, and painful to ull wilm-ssos were tho piirtingB 
of many dear friends, as the Wt farewells wore spoken. 

At the public square, in the center of the village, the regiment 
baited and formed, and brief eorvice* were hold, pmyer fervent 
and doqnent Iwiiig otTorod by the venertvbio Rev. Joliw Todd, 
II. L>. The ride to ilndson was iineTentful, niid thttt city van 
reached just as the shades of evening were falling. The popnhir 
gr'tfting there soemot] every whit aa canicat, though tho pasfling 
regimt-nt come from another 8t»t<% The stroeU wore filled to 
orerflowing with a cheering throng, and amid gmut enthiistiiiim 
tho Thirty-seventh marched through the plaw to thu stciuntir 
Oregon, the proeeasion headed by tho Uudson firemen, iiofom- 
|ttnied by ihi^ir mayor and a dcputution of prominent citiiEons. 
A coUiition wa* served by the people of the city, and everywhere 
Uie mo«t earnest wcll-wlslics were mimjfestod. 

After the boat was well nnder way down the river it was 
made known that considerable qnantities of bail li(|uor hud been 
■mtiggled aboard by some who had not the best good of the com- 
mand at heart, and niueh to the grief, and possibly the anger, of 
the possORBors it whs rulontlessly poured into Die Hudson. With 
that exception the trip down the river was markvdly delightful. 
The night was pleasant and many of the men. Iinding sleep out 
of the qnestion amid their novel surroundings, gaxod in silence 
on the matchless beanty of the nighlunds and the Palisades 
00 tho stnnly boat steamed stoadily pust them. Quite a party of 
friends from Pittsfiold ucoompuniod the roginient aa fivr as Xvw 
York, as did Superintendent Henry Qray of the Westftru rail* 
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roa<l from S]>ringfiel<i, two of whogc sons were members of tha 
rogimoiit. 

Kitrly iiiorniDg of the 8Lh found the Thirty-Bevoath landing at 
tho whiirf ill Juraey City, and stAcking ikrius on n elrvot in tlu, 
immediate vicinity they waited till no»u Tor fiirthor tmt)8i>ortit' 
tion. Still tlif frimc lively interest in tho wolfnrc of tho eotilicrs 
VM manifested. A very act-eplablo luncheon was furnished by 
the citixens, and those not already snpplied with Uildos or 
TcMUkmenta were sought unt and given a copy; one littUt girl 
"Ogaged in ihij< work fc»|iuci»lly winning kindly rtnifmlirancir for 
her clim-ming, cariiL-st nninntT. Ciini were finally taken for 
Pliiladclphiii, and that plai-e was reached about dusk. 

The bleasingfl of all the Riildicrs who piiMcd through the City 
of lirotbvrly I^ve rnti upon the hcaiie of it<i devoted and patrioiiu 
inhahitiiutii. White all the loyal citio!, and all the towns as well, 
did noble SL-rviw in tho way of care for the votunteer soldiers. 
by oonimon consent the pidin of excellence mnst be awunled tc 
the Penncylvania metropolis. In heidth, in discoKC, or KiifForing 
from wounds, the Union soMicr who cumo within its confines 
was sure of the mo»t tboiightfiil provision for his comfort, tho 
most kindly minislmtions for his welfare. The greeting ntciuved 
by tho Thirty -seventh was no exception to the rule. On Iwiving 
the carx the comiuaiid inan^hed to the Coo]ier 8hop refresh- 
ment sidooii, whrn- ahouiitifiit n>pnj<t was in wailing, seasoned 
with many n kind word from those in attt<ndance. Afterword 
the regiment nated on one of tb© public sijnares in the vicinity 
till noar midnight, when it marched toward the depoL Late aa 
was the hour, the atroels were packed the entire distjmce with 
men and women, who pressed close to thu marching column to 
utter words of encouragement and to clasp the soldiers' hands. 

A train, principally oomposed of freight cars, wiiii found in 
waiting, into which the men stowed themselves as well as they 
could in the darknoKM, and moxt of Ihem were soon asleep, while 
the train rushi'd away toward Baltimore. A few miles only had 
been passed, when there came a crash, a sharp shock, and the 
train stopped so suddenly ttiat tho occupants wei% piled in heaps 
in tho front ends of the can.

The baggage mm of the regiineut 
in the rear, and had saved the livos of tho men, though 

ily a single car iu the center of the tnuii had esoii|>ed more or 
ham breakage. 

11 wiis nearly noon before nnothor engine and oirs were in 
adinesB to take Die inipatietit command from tho scene of the 

double disaater, and when they were once more ready to proceed 
Colonel Edwards placed Captain llayden, an experienced cngi- 
iwr, in cliargo of the locomotive, Wjlmingltm wai «m>ii 
-ht<l, luid there miicli unUiusiium wiui sliown by the populace, 
who ]>rovidcd generous refreshment, though the soldiers did not 
,vo the cars. Not till cTeniug did they arrive at {{altimorc, 
d the stroeta were nearly deserted and almost ominoualy (juiet. 
nt a bountiful supper had been provided near by, mid after 
that was disfxisi'd of the line of mitreh ti; the W»»hington depot 
viia taken up. To the men this was a most imprcaaiTe event. They 
did not forget that lint a litUe more than a year previous their 
brother soldiers of the Old Bay State had been murdered in 
Bidtimore streets by a fnonitied mob, and there hiu! been tntuiy 
mriu-st speculations a* to the spirit Unit would be awakened in 
Uio city by the vieloric* of General Loo and the presence of his 
boets in Maryland. Tliat speculation was in no way answered, 
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for the etrocte wore utterly deserted, and darkness and gloom 
coTcred thv city like a pall. On the cTeiiin^ before losviug 
PittsHeld ton rotinda of ball cartridgofl Iind lx<cu drawn and 
afterward carefully IriMiaurod, " for llic llaltiniorv mob" if wunl«d, 
but there vm iiu occusinn fur thoir use 

The remaiiidur of the night nod the early part of the follow- 
ing day, Septcmbor 10, were piisBed in the viciuity «f tJio depot, 
waiting for tmnB|iortatinQ, whitli rame at length in the sbajto of 
still \vKt inviting friaght cars, and nbout h o'clock that uftomooti 
the national Cujiital wn« rcnched. High antieipulions had been 
raised in rcgurd to the recopljun which might be expected at 
Washington. Since all the othiT cities had been ao enlhusiiutic 
in applauding and rirovidinR for the voIunt«ur soldier* on their 
piusngo, it wua, perhaps, natural to expect that on rcanhing 
their dv»tinatiiin tlioy should meet especial nniDifestatious of 
welcome. All euHi anticipations failud rapidly. The first 
moTomont waa to the "Soldiers' Itelief" for supper, and this 
proved to be inaulHcient in quantity and abominable in qoality. | 
CitizcuB there seemed to be none, though wounded and conva- 
lescent soldiers were iibundnnt, their sallow fontnreB and doleful 
words by no means colcuhited to crioite enthusiasm in the bronct« 
of the Maseachusctta listeners. The sanitary condition of the 
region, which was on the outskirts of the city, was anything but 
oroditahle. Gouts and hogs were running nt large, and the air 
was heavily laden with poisonous odurs. The approach of dark- 
ni'ss and a storm caused the command to seek shelter in huge 
barracks near by, and the men were soon well settled, in antici- 
pation lit an unbroken night's sleep, of which they fcH the need. 
Scarcely were they comfortid)ly disposed, when other regiment* 
ctiniv pouring in, and narrower quarters were assigned, till the 
entire great building wag wedged to its utmost capacity with 
troops. Through tlie uncomfortable night there may have hoea 
memories of Uje time, early in the struggle, when Massachnaett* 
soldiers were lu.\urioaaly quartvrud in thi' Senate chamlier, bnt' 
there was little restful sleep, and the impreseions of Wtisliington 
in tJio autumn of IM'l wore anything but agreeable 

M«xt morning another visit wua made to Uic "Soldiers 
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Rvlief," and tlio bmikfiut proTvd a niDoeiinilile iniprovcniimt on 
thi' BupiMT. A long wait followed iipoa the atroot-sidp. during 
wliich rendprs of all ra«Dner of ti'iHfs, uacfiil mid iilhcrwifie, 
diligciilly imprOTod th«if ojiporliinitics, mid then thr polutnu 
mwvud HWiiy. Bnivti, itidci^I, vemt i\\o- hciirt that did not Hhrink 
boforu llio doleful Htirroiindingg. Everywhere were wouudcd 
soldiers wcnriog siiDgs and bandiigos, armless, legless, cr the 
more «Tetched fcvor patients, crecj>ing about like misenible 
gliosis of once robust men. Along tlio business Btr<'ets, phriii* 
cisn*, snrgiwns, iindeftiii:«n, cRilmltners n»d kindred profeutoos, 
SMmed to have n inonopoty.Hnd tu ric with each othiT in ndror- 
tising their horrible spocinltieft. llcaivPB und miihn1iincE>8 were 
ahoDdiint, with here und there sn army wagon rearing its soiled 
oanras to]) to break the ghaetly monopoly. A puj»iiig glonoc 
ilTordod ample food for rellection, and the coIumD moved on, 
]iiut lIic iiuritiished WHKhinglon monument and across Long 
Kridge. guarded by eunnon, und then their feet, in most chjcb 
the llrsl time, pressed the "sacred soil of Virginia." 
The march of some live miles to the designated ciimp was 
f|uito trying to the participant::. The ruin of the prcvioiitt even- 
ing vriw snpplementr<! by «howcrs dining the march, giving iho 
weary men their first eximrtence with Virginia mud, and, like 
J all new soldiers, ihcy had undertaken to carrj- so many appor- 
^Hntly needfal articles us to make A distresaingly heavy load. 
^Dhey were qoite ready m hco camp was rc)u:he<l to throw thvm- 
^BllTce upon tho bun^ (artb and defer the work of putting up 
^tentatill the morrow. The ground occupied had last seen service 
as a corn-field, and many of tlio men, wrupjwd in their hianketa, 
went to sleep in the furrows. A sudden and furious shower lO 
the tiight, which converted each hollow into a mininture canal, 
gHTe thtuii a forcible Ii-SHOU in the neUvtion of h biruuac. 

The Thiriy-scvonth had Iwen assigned to (ienenil Henry S. 
riggs's Itrigiule of Cuwy's Division of Uescrvea, forming ii piirt 
the defenders of Wiishington, while McClcllun, with must of 
lO votenin troops, was moving through Mur^hitid in jiurstiit of 
« invading army under Oeneral I»e. (ieneml Itriggs had 
takun coinmiind oti the day befoi-e tho arrivid of the Thirty- 
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SttVonth — Septembi>r 10 — othor ro^imenU in th« lirigado lietl 
the Thirty-ninth MiuiKu-hitiii-tU, Tuntli Vcriii'Hit, Klovcuth Ni 
IIutii{Hi)uri> anil Twt^nty-Hnt CQiinvcticaU Thi«c wore all fresh 
troD|i8, contjtiiiing the gLTtnii uf tiict.-U<jnt wrv-ic^ but roqairing 
biu*dt.'iiing and dorplopmont. For thie im]>ortaDt work, they 
coiUd have been in do hotter liaada than those of Goneral Brig^rR. 
" ("amp Chaae," the new home, vraa delightfully located oti 
the (oistern 8lo]>e of Arlin^'lou [fights, a little beyond Fort 
Albnii}', overlooking Wiuhiugton, tlic Ciipito) and muist of the 
public buildings clearly defined abuve tbe surrounding maaa of 
the eity, the whole forming a delightful ]>anorama u]>on which 
tlic dotondem never tired of gazing. There vaa much of the 
charm of soldier lifo in the few wcek« »]H-nt iherc-. The inollow 
wurnith of oiirly autumn wai ilclicious, thu duties liglitand iater- 
osting. ou acuuunt of their novelty, while mail communiciitiou 
with liiinie wall prompt and unititermpLed. Bedidefl, nuiiiy of the 
men biul acijuaintunees in noighboHug regiments, and frequent 
vislta were excliangud, not always strietlr iu;c'OrdiDg to camp 
rulee; on the part of the enliiited incu. Not that there wm at any 
time a wanton diajiosition to violate the restrictions im]ioaed. 
Most of tbe men intuitively oomprohendcd the need of thorough 
discipline, and were preimred to obey all regulations thut might 
he neceBBiiry for their welfaru and i-niiieni-y. Rut it was undoubt- 
edly a weakness of the vuluiituer (tystini thai the man who worn 
the tfhoulder-strupB nnd bo who carriud the musket came from 
the Bamo walkR of life, hml perhiips aasoeiatod together from 
Iioyhood, imd hence did not at onoc droji into tbe jicrfect rda- 
tions of military commander and subordinate. This feeling wue 
nnlurally intentitlieil in those eases whore the oHicer failed to 
grasp the pR-alige of his now rolutiou, and to win tbo confidence 
of bis oomnmud. To feel that in the hour of supreme trial on 
the hattle-IK'ld tbe oFllcer eould not "handle bis men," was to 
Bunder the one tie which made nmjucstioning obedience a 
pK'xanre as well a doty. Dut thiii digression is not intended as 
an »]iology for want of discipline. No such aptdogy is needed, 
tor tbe Thirty'^L'venth, from it« urgauination to the uloeo uf the 
oontoet, bore tho proud honor of being one uf the very lest die* 
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ciplinvsl Tohinleur n^giinuiits in the »<;rvicc, nm) tlic ruiiii*)ntion 
of its euliacqiient eflirioticj in tlio most trying )ilnc-L-0 was luiil in 
tli«M «ar)y daya of ita history, tiniler the thorough yot BiJutury 
diwi))tin« etitorccd by Colonel Kdwivrda nml his ossociutea. 

l*hc ]iriiicipiil (Ititici, njiart from those of the crimji iiml drill, 
consisted of work upon thu inner linos of ddfciisc in thu iioigh* 
borhood of " C«n|) Chnse," with un occiwionid brigudi' drill ur 
division »Ti«w, which wore found estremely tedious at this 
tUtgfi of the BoMicrs'ox))«rieiico. Ittit it wiu Eotncthiiig of n-cuin- 
jionse to sec the long Vuiv» of hrighlly tiniformcd troops, to note 
tht' grtuit strength of tho ondlcss foiti Mentions, and thru in ciimp 
when the dny's toil wus orvr to liutun to tho niUEic of uiimy a, 
band, softened and sircotened hy the distance, playing one aftur 
unothor the fumiliar tunes vhioh nnnihiluted distance and carriud 
Uie listcni-r buck to childhniid, friends and home. 

'Ilicsc pltusant eccm's wcro not long to cgutiuuo. Tho unnics 
of the Uiiinu and of the Confederacy had nifit near Sharjwbiirg 
and tlie )>lo<idy battle of Antietatn had been fought. To niuko 
Ihd rwiiU snbgtjuitiuUy a vi<^tory, Oununil McClullan nwdt'd 
imruc'diHtu reiuforcemunt, and on tho 20th of Suptumbcr Uenerul 
Itrigp) iras directed to report iu command of the division and 
tire additional reginumts, with tho Ninth Mossachusetls battery, 
at tho >nny hoiul-(ptart«rs. Tho following day catnp wus broken, 
uad tJio Thirty-suvonLb, with thr remainder of the division, 
marched once more over the Long Uridgu into Wushingtoii. 
Tboy were to go by rail to Frederick, Md., but there were not 
cam onoiigli to moYo so large bodios immediately, and tliat niglit 
was [tossed in thu Cu]tiUil groundM, the Kh'e|> of the men watched 
over by the stMliies of Wimhington and tho Goddess of Liberty 
beneath which they ropoaed. Itefore IcuTtng " Camp Chase" the 
kmtpwicks belongiug to tho regiment hud been sent to Washing- 
ton, lx> be forwtinied to the army at m>uie future time, and the 
mull weri> restriot^id to i^neh posM-^uions aa cuubt be u-miipod in 
their blunkvt« or provided for in haversaeks or pockets. Itnl 
will) even theso liiuit«d acuommodalious. nearly every man had 
maniiged to stow away somewlnTe a portfolio with writing 
matvriiilt^ and during tliis tedious wait for transportation iniLDy 
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won to l»e »ecn aittiDg ulong tliv ftroot carbiiig ponnitig or peo- 
ci]ing letters to iho frieiida nt homo to apprise them of each 
cluing- of forltinp or Bitiintion. The masaJTe buililiiig^ of the 
giixTtimcnt weiv near, anO not ii fewTiditetl them, iintling in thu 
Capitol, aow doiog duty «b a hospital, not lou tliiui a thotisiind 
wounded from the reocnt Imttles. 

Iti th<' enrly jvirl of tlui uftcrnoon of October 1 care wen 
taken for Frederick, auiJ thu tniiu crept slowly away — ao slowly, 
iniloud. thiit ocit moming found it not more than a doKen miliM 
lieyond Itelay House. The remainder of the ridi- was cliiirming, 
for it wns tlinmgli one of the moat lovdy of coiintned, the neat 
dwellings mid miusivcburni, ■urronndod bynchHudfar-reacbiDi 
fieldii, Dvcrytvhero HpoiikiDg of prospiirity and competence. 

The afternoon whs well iidviincod when Frederick was roaohcd, 
and e.xciling as bad been tl;e recent scenes in that quiet city, 
with the iiai»t<gc of Leo's army, oloHoly followed by thut of 
McClellan, and all the unnoyiincoi iniiepiirablo from the pres- 
ence of largo bodies of armed men, the majority of the inhabit*, 
itntfl manifested great ])leusurc nt the sight of the fresh regiment 
whieh, after a brief stop in the city, went into bivouHC in 
ni'iglil-oring meadow. There the troops rested after their onunping 
rido in the curs till lute the following afternoon, when the] 
murchod in the direction of SharpHhiirg;. In thu mean time 
General Briggc's command had been disMotvi'd and the individui 
regiments were mwignwl to the weiil«eued brig!idi-8 already in tli 
field, losing sight of each other from ihikt time forward, save 
the fortunes of war might chance to throw them temiiiirarilyl 
togither.* 

From Frederick the lino of miirch led over tlio ('atoctin , 
Mountains, and on their pleasant alopes tho regimvnt hiiltud the 
first night, having made a fnw mili-« quite romfortably during 
the early evening. TIrbc eit»y stagiii wi^rn very pleasing to tho^ 
nien, many of whom were suffering from tho ctfects of a chuiigcd

aooe from their moro robnst comrades. It wtit, the beginning of 
that long «ra i>f mutual hvlpfiilin'jig, by d^-cd and word, whioh 
marked Uic ontirc exporionce of this organization, aa of moat in 
till' amy, which still surrivea in fraternal aMociatioiio, and 
forinn one of tlic brightest elemenU tn I he chuntetcr of t]ie 
j^uerican aoldior. No sight was more common at tlio «nd of a 
long and fatiguing march than to »ev some stalwart private 
bt'uding under the weight of two or thi*e gan^ another flle 
jointly supporting an extra knapsack or litankot roll, that ooinc 
exha»it«d comrade might be spared the discrvdil, or the danger. 
of falling from the rank^ All honor to the brave men whose 
h«art- prompted kindneMen titiil live in many a grateful memory, 
or aofttfnod the rigorE of many a patriot who Anally yielded hiH 
life on tile common allar. 

The liivonai: of the night wiw on the ground occupied by 
"Stfiuewall" .IavkHon'8 corpM a few weeks before, from which 
itwy hod act out on the expedition against Uarjtcr's Ferry, and 
this fact WAS an interesting one to the MassachosettH oconpants. 
At 7 o'clock next morning the march waa resumed, aoroai the 
beautiful valley watered by the Catodin creek and its tributa- 
rieti, in the mid«t of which nestled the neat village of Middle- 
town, tiurronnded by r»«t eorn-lieldB in nhich the ripened grain 
bad been gBtbcrod in shocks. NotwitliHtanding the jiasaage of 
fO many armed men, there were fen- evidenixiB of wauton depn^ 
dation, General Lee hoping by a politic course in this r«8|>ect tu 
win the inhabitants to hiacauw, and the Union tronjte, fe«ling 
that they were Itt tb« prosenco of friends, reapocting Uiecittzuus 
as auob. 

Soon after tearing tlie CatocUn tlie towering aidea of South 
Uountnin were approached, and before noon tlie regiment waa 
etlnbiDg the sharj) ascent which h:i(I wit.nocse<] on the 14th of 
tlw previous mrmth to dcs|tcrate a struf^le and the loon of (ho 
gallant Reno's life. As tlie munutwn side was scaled the cvi- 
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deooea of tho buttle were urerywfaere ajiparent, and tu othur 
•onscs lluiu tiiofli! i)f fligliL The forest treen irera torn and 
BOHrrvil by (irtilli-ry ftix-, liir^^^ liniiK'lioa wi-ru out away, ami vc- 
oonuuiilly II trw trunk, broki-n nnd H[>link'ri'il, )iftc«l hi){h in 
tho uir ito tettimuDy to thv sorority uf tho vunuoiiiulc. Through 
tbo forest and over tho fields bullet miirks were visible ou ovury 
side, and the aiidly aug^^atire debris of tho battle-&Gld freely 
duiittered aboul. The slain horaeR ha<l bciin gathered in {lilee 
and partially buruuO, the fuel still smoldei-ing in aotae places: 
but tbie prueoM hu<l been ft» iniporfoctly carried out that a terrible 
BteoL-h filled tliv air for a great distance. 

At noon tho summit was reached, and there the ngimont 
halted till & o'clock. Both oQioera and men occupied mucli of 
the time in slrolling over iJie historic ground in the ricini^, 
folli'ctiiig fluoh relic* ok came to hand, many of uliich wore for* 
warded to friends at home as the first kcepwiki-s from a recent 
biittk-lk'ld. Hero, too, tit-nerul Brigga finally parted company 
with l1ii> Thirty-aevenlh, riding ahead with his staff to join bis 
nuw oonunnnd. 

lU'sumiiig it« mim'h iixv ri.^|^inic)it passed through the little 
villa^fe uf Ik>utiHbor<t, where much uurnMt Union sentiment was 
manifest, but where. :i8 in most Maryland communities at tluit 
time, there was likeiriac a strong minority with exactly the op- 
posite principles, which found so bitter expression between the 
fiictioii^ t.hnt the childrvn of tender years took up tbo exultant 
refrain ii« the ]>resoDCO of Uie Gray or the Blue gnvv pn-text. 
" Thoro now, Suoesh. what do you think of Old Jackson coming 
btKk here again?" piped one youthful voice, animalird bj the 
steady sweep of the passing cohtma; and immedialt'ly a ln-isk 
war of words rose on the dust-laden air, for "Seoesli," like bis 
cor|>orate naincBake, had no idea of acknowledging defeat short 
of "the last ditch." 

A mile beyond (he villago the bivouac fur the nigbl was made 
i.nd namtid "Oamp Crchorc," in uumplimcut to th« eur^'oon, 
It was 111 a line forist groTc, uutoncbod by the bund of man, 
witii great rocks distribnted here and there at some time away 
hnck in tho unknown, among which the uow ancient trees had 
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gruwn, Honrished nnd fuded. Hero oni> hud fuUen and wua 
altiwly oranihliag baok to dust, wliilo there tho smoother trunk 
tuid [diwit linili* showed huw us in Imman lifu one gi^Derutiun 
gnro vny to tuiothcT. A hundred ciLinp-liros were soon blazing 
ohcvrily, thv ruddy light bringing out in majeetic relief the ntit- 
urul hcduti«a of the sceac. "This is grand!" reinnrkod more 
than one woarj soldier tu lie liij bexidc his onmp-firo imd giued 
ti|t into tlm ienty expanse till the visions of the jiresent mingled 
with thoso of Hcunvti fur away, :ind sleep wiiipiwd officer and 

I private alike in its mantle. Later in tho night a gentle ruin fell, 
but Ihiisc who awoke ti) find it beitting in their faces merely drew 
bhuir rublicr blankets a little closer and slept on. 
The tnoriiing of Sunday, the 5tli of October, dawned clear and 
be«utifiil. The rain i^f t1ie previous night had ceased, only that 
tww and then a passi ng breene throw down a few drops from the 
trees upon the busy host below. The fires were quickly craek- 
ling in every direiaion, the i^offeo eupn nestled abont each eheery 
^^bhtxe in wonderful ntim>ier. :ind the simple breakfasts were soon 
^Ktrepared and disposed of. Battalion line was then formed and 
^^Bbo men with unoorered heads listened reverently while Chup- 
^Bain Horse offered prayer, and ut the close nil were invited to 
' join In singing " Pnttse Oo»i from whom all blessings How." 
The spirit of tho occasion seemed to impress each ono — tho Sftb- 
bath day, the scene, the approach to tho jVrmy of tho Potomac, 
with whose fortunes from that time the destinies of the regi- 
ment were to be blended; the nearness of the great battle- 
gronnd, on which so roccutly tliotisands of brave men had laid 
down their Htm; all these thoughts with others combined to 
mAko tho moment onu nevor to bo forgotten. Men who seldom 
sang joined their voices, and as the rich chorals of "Old Hun- 
dred ** rose from handrcdsof earnest roicesMid thrilled through 
the Htigbty forest nrrtlies the spot socuied indeed a temple of 
praifio. Tho rich stinliglit poured a Rood of gold upon the tree- 
tops, while occasionally a yellow ray glinted through between 
le*f and branch and trunk to lighten u mossy rock or warm 
some youthful Eohiit^r. 
These appropriate Sabbath morning oicroisos oror, tho march 
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VM resiimM. passing presently through K«o<iyBviUe, where 
urery avai);t)il(> building traa still Dllod with the wounded front 
the luittlo of tlm Antiotam »nd with the itiok who hiul been 
tomiictrarily jilai-Hl lliert,*. Al this point thfl regiment turnod lo 
thv right, crossing Antiotnm crook on the bridge U8od by Gen- 
oral Hooker in reaching hi« position on tlic Confoderato loft, 
and pasfling near iho battlo-field proper. Chaplain Morse who, 
riding in ndvanne of the rogiinont, mistook the ronto and went 
hy w»y of Sharpabnrg and the liagornlown pike, wrote thus of 
hit ponago tbrotigh the scene of c-onlliot :

Marching loi«iiroly » iliittanoe of «iin« ten milc«, the com- 
nmud iibwncd inilit-Jitioni* uf thy presence of large botlios of 
troops. Throngh the trot-a glimpses of tents could hu soon, and 
ouriotift-eyiil knots of soldient wore aeaembled at intervala bosidc 
ihv roail. I'mxeiitly from tho head of the colnnin a itlrong, 
hearty chcur rang out, and lravel<:<i) <|uiokly from company to 
company, Ukon up by many who only guesM'd the oauso. "It's* 
the Tenth regiment!" ran from file to tile, and tho choon wars . 
roiliiiihliHd. The marohing column halted nod the two commancU 
mingled. They were brothers, schoolmates, friends. The bilU 
vf Bork«birc nnd the valley of the CoDiieotiout wen; the homes 
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of emeb, Tlio older regiment hwl given naine of ita bent material 
tovnir'l tlio formutioii of th« nt-w. Tlioir fortune* wuro licnw- 
forth to bo idoDlilicul; lh<.-ir liaituore to j;^ sittu bj Hide into the 
supreme t«8t of battle. Yet tJiorc was s marked ooutritst in the 
two bmliwM they Dm* i-nrnt- into awociation. Kxposiirc, diH- 
CMO, tlic march and Imttk- bml wnatud tbo Tetitli to it remnntit 
of itsorigiunl solf: itd biuiiier« itiid uloLhinggiive iiiimi«takablu 
tostimony to (ho urduous i-orvico through vrhicb it hud pacHod. 
The Thirty-seveath. ou the other hand, bitd full ranks, bright 
Uaiiiiorti, frcah unifomiii; but tht- bi-artii wliieh beat along the 
dtlTcrciit liotw vrero Tdlcd with ibv naiiii; love of country, the 
sumo coiuocrtttioii to princiiilo, the xainc di'votion t^i "thcoM 
flag " u tho I'mbk'in of iintionAl unity. 

Turning to the loft from the road on which thoy had c-ume, 
the Tliirty-seventb Bled into a magnifioent open grove of oak 
and walnut, in the midst of which their camp waa mmh- and 
uhni4t(.-iiud " Ciiuip IVidgc," in bcdiulf of thu <|Uitni^^imii«tur. 
The Epot was one of the iuo«t charming that could be imagined. 
The trees had many of them grown to ^iaiii. ]ir»{iort ions, but 
the ground beneath them was oovored wilhsnoft carpet of graas. 
qait« unknown to Kew England foresta, and orerlooking this 
•oene of boauty the tents of the " field and HtaS " were pitched 
upon » (unootb, round eminence near by. The men were with- 
out tvntti, but the weather wiw warm and delightful, and very 
aatisfa4:tory sbeltera were speedily constructed from their rubber 
blankets. Thui< pleaaantly liegau the life of the regiment oa a 
factor of the Army of the Potomac.

Tko Annj of the I'ototnBC. »t tbu tinu^ it wm Joined by tho 
Thirtj-soYonth regiment, waa undergoing aomutlimg of s rucon- 
Btntction; or, it might be more at^cumto to say that tlic roorgan- 
isatjon atlnmpto'1 hv (k-iioml McClellan, and ivhich had been 
partiiUl; accomi'liiilii'il with liis arm; on Ihc inan-li in piiremit at 
hoe, wiu not yol compk-tud. Chungt-ii were continually occurring 
in tho maki-nii of brigadoBttnil clivi$tunii, c»|)vL-iall}' in tlioae corps 
which hail biiITcixhI most severely ul AntiE^tiLm. Id i^ome in- 
stances the reinforcements of new regimentfl were organized into 
brigades by themselves, bnt more generally they were incorpor- 
ated in those alrettdy formed and decimated in the field. The 
army vm now compoi«cil of throe principal diviiiionK, designated 
HM the right Mid left wingH and the center, «aob under a com- 
niaodor. Tho right wing under Major-General Hurnfiido con- 
sialod of the Firat Corpa, Major-fleneral Hooker, and the Ninth, 
Urigadier-Oencral O. B. Willcox. Each of these oorpa com* 
prised three divisions, thoHO of tho First comnnuided by 
Bngndier-Oonerals A. Doublcday, Jamt^ii B. Itickotle and Goorgo 
0. Moado; tho«o of the Ninth by Brigadiors W. W. Bums, S. 
D. Sturgis and George \V. Getty. The center, nndor Major- 
General K. V. Sumner, consisted of hia own Second Corps, its 
divisions commanded by Brigadier W. S. lluncock. Major* 
General John Sedgwick and Brigadier W. II, French, and the 
TirelfUi Coriis, llrigndier-GeniTHl A. 8. Willianu, with its two 
divisions (five brigndcii) under Brigadiers 8. W. Crawford and 
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Ororgp S. flrwnp, Tlie !cft wing, mulcr Mnjor-Gcucml Williun 
B. Pratiklin, ounstglcKl of hU own Sixth Corps anil General Fitz 
.loliii Port«r*a Fifth C'orjw. tho iwo divisions ot the latter led by 
llripa'Iipra Uoorge W. MorHI iind (ieorgi> SvJtca. Tlie Sixth 
Coqi* proiwr ill tfint timo wHiiiiiiti^il of two diviAions (■otnnmnilod 
n-qKNitivcljr by Major^lJenorals TI. W. Sloctim ami Willixm F. 
Smith, each of tbroc brigndw. Altucheil to the corpt;. and 
afterward oonaolidated with it, wa^ Major-tienoral Uarins N.

The Second, iIk- Kouior ri^iment, 
bi^gnn its Bervice on thu bloody field of Bull Run. where it lost 
more than a hnndrcd men, among thu kjlli-<i botng Colonel 
Slocum and Major Ballou, and faithfully from that time onward 
it hud r^wponded to «very mil for aer^noc. The Seventh hA<l 
wirly given it? first eolonol, Unriiis N, Coui-li, to a hrmidor fn-ld, 
and the Tvnth had yielded to higher clainiH itti lovvd and gallant 
Colonel Briggs. who so bravely led it in its first baptism of lire 
at Fair Oaks. Those oflleers in arcpting promotions had left

This raid by StHurl, though not of gmiil ini|Kin«no« from a 
national stand-))oinl, proved of c^pt'i-ial intordsl to tho Tbirty- 
K'vunlh, IK one result thereof was tlieir first uxporience in active 
eanipai){iiing. Ah early a^ tbo 10th of October, niarclting ordora 
were pronuilgaU'd. aiid it wiut known that there wa« inl«nso 
anxiety at Wafihiiigloiiiuui through the country that thcurmy 
fhoiiM more against thvoneiny while tbo wejither and roads were 
fuvonible. Uul nothing ranie of thew'^ orderit, and on the IMlt 
tlwy were rejieated, followed the next day by conaidorable can- 
noiuidiug in the direction of Harper's Ferry, to which the newer 
troops listened with much interest. These orders having boon 
oouutermundoil almost as soon as promulgated, the enlioti'd men, 
especially, had come to look upon them as it part of the school 
of tbo soldier, and were quiU; surpriftvd when Utu in the after- 
noon of the I8tb the call camv for un immediate departure. It 
ufterwiird a))peared that at the Rrst enmmons, on the l(Hh. 
Uowfi's brigiidv bad luurched up the Potomac in the hojw of in- 
tercepting Stuart on his return, but lliat wily commander, as 
already noted, had inovwl in tjuitv u different direction. Now 
a fresh alarm camo from the «tune direction and the holanoc of 
Couch's division was hurried that way with all poaaible celerity. 
With whatever they chanced to have in the way of ralious 
und liluukcts the command hastily formed, and at 5 o'clock thv 
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miirch Iwgan. It was soon <liirk, Imt thu coltmin [truwd rtseo- 
luU'lyfoririiri), (li roll t^hWilliittnspurt.acroaBConococbeagDe Crock 
to Clmr Hpriufi, wliii-h wa* reached after niifliiiglit,aome 13 ruiira 
from ttiD stiirling point. Tlic men, uiuixrd to iucli " forced 
iimrr-hfji," wcrp sadly ftxhitiiiitutl Uvfura Uio liivounc wii« rvochml. 
but thv novullY of tlio cvunl ptvc Ibcm inttpirutiuu, uiid tho 
n-^iiiifntal pride, whicli wits in muiiy ii trying place to bring 
them credit and ronown, was ulreafly ploii^autly niauifcst. Soareoly 
a straggler fell from the ranks, in ]ileii«ing contniiiL to tlio experi- 
ence of •ome. if not iiicsl, of llio olilnr rt'tinu'iiU in tliu uoltitnn. 

A Initghiililc incident occurritd ui-nr Ihc clumt of the night's 
jaunt. The Kgiim-ut was plodding wearily along ite way, unahio 
u) uec through the dnrkneaa what was befon; it, when aiiddnidy 
Ihuru camo a swashing, nifltliiig, imletiuahle sound from a pi li lit 
just in advance, and oxti'tiding Rome dintitnre nway. At once 
the suggestion was yilorud that the Itiadiiig rcgimuiits n-i<rc ford- 
ing tlic Potomac, and apparently the sound was recogniKrd aH 
oumiog f^m the splashing of ahallon- water through which men 
and horses wore passing. There wero no sigiiit of n halt to pro- 
IMFD for the crossing, and immwliatoly the roiulsidu was lined 
with Holdiont stripping iifT thi-ir i^oi-i; and stockings and rolling 
np their pimlH. Mcautimo the rustling becumt^ each momont 
noar^ and louder as the column advanced, what npiieiirud to bo 
thi- smooth, shining surface of the streum could hi- dimly iwcu. 
and the oflioers were already ri<ling into — not the I'otoniiic, but 
au immense corn-field, in which the birouac was to bo made! 
Th« troops in advance, on halting, had bej;un to pull doa-n tbo 
great shocks of barTestcd cum to Herro thorn for boddiug. oaim- 
ing the sound which hnd been so ludicrously miaintorprvtcd. 
As the bare-footed stragglers came tenderly picking their way 
and lookiiij for tlie" ford," they leanied the truth at thucost 
of many a In iity j«t. 

Morniii!; found the oommnud lame and weary, and uot in thn 
beet of humor, for Iho night bad booa quite too chilly for tioin- 
fort, A hitsly broakfatt of bard hraad vm swallowed, and at an 
early hour Ibt- march was rccumed. Some two milea beyond 
Clear Spring was h'nir View Inn, a bumble hostelry beside tbo 
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Iiighwuy, mid "fair" indeed wna the view wliicti oiH-iictl licforo 
the giuo of thi! dpli£}it«d soldicrH, ns they ]HtiiHi'il for a moTneot 
U> tm»l Ufxm itn b(r»iitio8. Tliu iitHnd-{Kiiiit wao the snmmit of 
Kortli Moiiiitiiiti nirigu, which tlicif breaks und slojies on eitlier 
iihore Inward l!ie I'otoinac. The river waa !nu a few miltti awuy, 
aD<l it seemed eviin nearer in coDslraat wilh the iiiH^nifinciit «• 
pitiiM of the Shenandoah valley, whteh Mtrelcht-d far to Uw 
•oittliwaH. inoitMtitlD-lKtniid on every Midi'. A rantinniiiion of 
thu range upon which ho st^tod, hut seoming tu tho beholder an 
indep«ndent conformation, Little North Monnlain swept awiiy 
Ltoward the southwest, boldest and clearest doflnMl of all the 
^wido pinoraina, becaii»c the oearcAt. Far in thi> dim blue to tJie 
aoiitliward MiwMumutt«n Monntain bounded thv view, while to 
the loft tbofar-re^iehirig Blue Kidgc, Moftcnud by ihi' distanne, 
8lr«id in everlasting grandyiir. What a magailioeiit prospect! 
what hiiitoric groimd was embraced in that outlook! With many 
an oxelumjitJon of apprcination, the siturdj \ew Kngtanders 
feasted tbeJr eyoe upon the eoono, and forgot for a time their 
wi'mrincBs, 

Some 20 miles etill romainoi) between the division and its 
dcKtinAtion. and it n-as not till almut sunset that the weary force 
halted nvnr Haneoek villn^'i-. A picket tini; wii« ct-tabb'shcd 
along the river, between it and the canal, to which unpleasant 
position Conijiany F was nMigncii. An iinoomfortsble night 
followed, as a cold wind swL-pt down the Hver, chilling the men 
the hone, whether on outpost, crowded around the inxulVicient 
fires, or wmp[)ed in their blankets to sleep. The day following, 
October 21, WHS ovciitleiw till midnight, when orders were re- 
oeivcd to change the locatiim of the bri^^de to Cherry Run 
Pord, some ten miles down the Potomac. Colonel KdwardM at 
onw isiued the Qeceasary directions for the moving of his com- 
m&nil, and by the time Company K, which hud relieved F on 
the [licket lino, tronld hurry into camp the column w:is formed 
and at once moved a way. 

Steadily through the night the brigiule plodded along, and at 
daybreak met its supply tmins — a very welcome meeting, wince 
the ralionH liiken from Dowu«ville were wholly cxhauxti^d, and 
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not a few had ffono Bui>jiorIo8» to slcoi' tlio jireviotw *v«iiing. 
With llip inigona had also come a mail, and in thu shollor of u 
nolilo fun-Bt the moii gathered about tlio chfcrfiil camp-firos to 
enjoy tlitJ nrnrmth, iirojMin! a In-iirty iiienl iind road over and 
over the m'ws and words of chcor frum frit-iidK mid homo. 

From thiH poiut it wiu onlv somv half u mik- to the river, in 
the vidnity of which the brigade went into tcmjiorary oaiii]'. 
AcroNM the Potomac were commanding hights from whicli iiti 
uggr<.-Hiiirv enemy might have ma<li> the poHition very uncomfort- 
ahlo, ami then: w«rit niii|iu-Htional>ly four* among both oHicera 
and men tliat the first night would he hrokvii hy th<: rude howl- 
ing of sfAid shot or shell; but nothing of the kind ooeiirTcd, 
and a cavalry force, supported by the Second Rhode Island, mm 
[iimhed iicroati to look for ctigiia of the foe. 

Ewly OH the morning of the 'iSd the regiment was roused 
with tho announcement of man'hiiig urdcnt, and at aunriHe the 
roatl was taken. Lesa than a mile had bcun nuulo when thu 
brigt^lo hiiUi-d in the fortmt, and after waiting there till well 
into the afternoon returned to iho camp ju&t vacated. One or 
two sad incidents which occnrred about thi« time deeply tonchod 
the riicmhera of the Thirty-seTcnth, for tht-y had not yet bowmio 
ftiniiliar with death in ila more appalling forms. On iho way lo 
Churry Run, nt the foot of a idmrp hill they paaarnl tho romaine 
of a broken wag<in, with a drnd niun lying htwide the ruins. In 
the darknituf llic wagon hiul U'ft the rmul and rolled down the 
steep bank, carrying down and killing a sick Holdtur who vraa 
riding in it, and it was no discredit to the soldiurly qiialitie* of 
the men that in looking upon the Kpeetacle they guve titUiranno 
to many a wonl of Horrow for hiM «wl fate. Ittit the interest in 
this event was not so close as in thu di^itli of n member of the 
Tenth regiment durin;; tho halt beside the highway on that 23d 
of October. He lia<i but jnat returned to duty after aii illniw, 
oufuplainiHl of exhanntion when the halt was made, and diud in 
a few mtiiiitcs, to be buried in tliat lone spot with the last 
honors of his comradiNi in armii. 

I'Vur days more were pusseil at Cherry Rnn, and they were 
days of discomfort, a cold rain-storm setting in and continuing 
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moet of the time. Th& ctllcera were far fmm oomfurtAbly pto- 
vided for, wliilo Hw men wore wilhout tents, and not a few 
wittiout wouk-ii bliinkcu, tltotigli nearly ti] tuu) nibber blankets, 
and time wero forced to do duty m Irntm for oiiUide |)rotoution 
for tho»i>oiigiiiird, and in niMiy another wjiy. Of eoiintc a unglo 
nibWr wns wholly inadequate to so tunny iiim.« at Ihv tamo time, 
nnd UK n r(>n«i'<|iienpe atcrj man »»!« soakc) early in the Htomi. 
But with nil ooc':uvioiml exi-qitioii the apirite of the soldiera 
seemed to rim In pi-iiimrtion m thr cxterni^ circuniiitnnces were 
disheartening; tho unplfiisniil situation waschcorfiilly Accepted, 
exhibitions of selflshnc^ were rare, and everywhere was mani- 
fnslod lliv utmost eouHlderntion for the welfare of the ill and 
tha lets robuKL 

On Monday morning, the 27th, dcftuitc orders came to tiinrch, 
and ni(;hl found the command at Williomsport, wh<iTe it bivoa- 
aoked. Tho etorm had jnst ceased, the ^onnd was atill eosked. 
ftud everything' almul the soldierd wet, heavy to larry upon the 
mareh and uiivoinforlablu. But iti knoUt of from one to four, 
according to circiinLsltURcti, the wntry mun spread their nibbers 
upon the damp earth, drew tlio wet woolen blankets over llutm, 
and iilept soundly, despite theebaqi cold which followed tbuHt«rin, 
In the mnming many of the damp blankets were an atiflly froxoo 
that they could be lifted by a corner, hut blazing fires were soon 
agtow in overy direction, before which thvy were thawed and 
<lried and vvcrytbiiig put in the beet possible condition for ihfl 
continuance of the march. 

No movement was nrnde during the 28th, hoverar, tliougli 
there waa a bustle of jircparation going OD throughout the 
Siith Corps tl>c removal of all the siok to permiuent hospitals 
buviug been ordered, with other mcusurc« indicating an impor- 
tant movement. In fact, Oeueml M^cOIelhin had already bcigiui 
Ilia long-expected crossing into Virginia, the advance of tho 
army liaviug passed over tho ponton bridge* at Berlin on the 
26lh. On the afternoon of the 20th the brigude returned to 
tho old campat PowMRvillc, and tho ensuing forenoon waa de- 
voted to a thorough iuspoctiou, followed by freeh mArehiug 
onlers for the next day. 
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Vorj cwlj in the morning of tho 31(it thu ^<^gimoIlt stood in 
lino beside the ruiul wstitinir to lako iu placo in thv long column 
which moved past in pcasclcas proceaaioa. and llimlty the word 
watt Rjioktm ttiat bade farowdl to tho plna^nt inrnp and iU siir- 
roundingK. The line of march led hm-k iilon;^ tho route fol- 
lowed liy thi' Thirly-scvunth in gp'ng to Downitvilie, lu^rcws 
the Autii'tam and through Kcu'dysrillu, turning thcncv more 
toward the aoulli and reaching the end of tho dav'a journey near 
Rohrersvillo. Ikit no atop was to be made there, and beforn the 
Domiitg of light next morning the oamp vim (u>tir. Th« sceno 
WM an impn;»wive one to all who lookud tipon it in the ilarlcneKH 
of that fading night. Ilerv and there the ruddy gleam of u 
camp-lire conld be B«en. and uverj- moment the number in- 
criNtaed. One after another nae added aa the awakening aoldiers 
bogan to dtir, and then more rapidly they Hashed up adowii the 
valley, along the slopes of the hilU and fur up to the summit, 
where they aecmed to mingle with the fading stars, Uere a 
bright Hame would shout up clear and radiant like a hcacnn 
light, rcvitaling tho merry group lioaide to the oaaual gaze of 
thoM) far away: oloio by a heavy, uneertain eoluniu of smoku 
would indicuto the unsuoccwful ctTortM of some loss fortunate 
ai[uad. fore©"! by oirc»m»tanrc!' to use inferior fuel, or per- 
chance wanting in the experience and tact necessary to win thu 
best rosultsL Finally the light of day came in ita full »})lendor, 
tiie canip-liglit fadoil, the pillars of amoko died away; from 
behind the hills, out of forest recei«c«, almost from thu bosom 
of the earth, it seemed, came the long eolnmns of men in blue, 

oviug steadily away to the soulhwarti till lost anion); thu hills 
lid swelli of the Nouth Mountain range. 

The journey of that day waa very wearying, as the rnut<> led 
over hills and mountains, not in gradual aiicent bul with much 
olimbing and d<weendiug, and al! conL-erned were heartily gUd 
to reach thu shore of the Potunmc near the village of Ik-rlln u little 
■ftor noon, with thu prospect of a few days' rust and a supply of 
ilothiog which the inoreusiug sofority of tho weather and lliu 
wear nud tear of the march had made neco&wry. 

The r<:^iiavnt encamped somewhat below Uerlin, on low 
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gniiitnl U'lvM* n the ratlroad ux) th« C1iMi|iMta and Ohtu cnuul, 
Nud llterv tb« fullotriDg iUt, Siu)d«r, NuTc^ber t, vu [Mimod. 

Far aS uTtir the Vir^InU liUls 
onalil be livurd llic coiintanl IxMEuing of auDon; traojis were 
ootititiumlljr moving; tbi> bi-ai]-qiuirterf nf Uia Gommiui<Ier-m- 
oliiof wvru ill UtQ liltli' tUIo^ jurt alio*«; the BUMirti Htone 
picra of whiit biwl Inh'h a gnat brid^ ran la desolate blackness 
at ititarvala iu:ruM tbe rirer, all slioving tbo grim prvseomof i 
drfliid wiu- in a manner to impreas tbo UaaaachoMtts soldiery to ' 
wlioiii, frvnorully tpegdting, tlteee n);hta wen newr and intenist* 
iu);. Rver}-whvni tbe jien waa bosj. offic«n and men aliko ont* 
briiving irhat might tw the last opportanitjr for a long limo to 
Rupaad to tbv mtsariw wbich had jnst comv to hand; for that 
groat Ijond of union bctwocn home and c-jHnjt, the mail, followed 
tlio army wherever it went— <in the march or inUi Iht- t»Itte. 

The 3d of NoTcniber was a moinonihle oitc to the Tbirtj- 
eevoiith. From early in the morning a L-c^eeloss proceaeiou had 
been moving across the Ion;; {Miiton bridgt', bnt it was nut till 
about noon that Colonel Kdwanln led his command into its plant 
in the column and across the historic river on to the "catrrod 
soil.*' Anticipation nnd u mild excitement fdled every frame 
with un iinnrunted thril). The imputient demuuds for u forward 
movomont of tho army were aiiswerv>d at last, aoil every ilevclup- 
ment waa followed by tbe keen-eyed men of \ew Fngliiiul with 
the utmoat interest. The ponton bridge itwif camo in for no 
little sliore of admiration — the heavy boate nnchorod upon the 
bo4oni of tJio river, supporting tho timbors upon which the 
plunkfl wi>rD biid nnd (irmly held in place by binders across tha , 
ends — the whole su simple and meeting the requirements so pflT- 
fpctly. Then na they gained nonio nammiittding bight, what a 
viow iL wn« to look back und hohtdil Uiu long limw still moving 
towiird the river. whiK- on tin.! oIIkt iiiiml Ihey etTet<?hed awtiy 
fiLTlhur Uiun the eye uniiM roueh, one unbroken tbrciid of bla« 
u'lmlinK throiiijh the brown nnd gold of Iho lundscape, the ntUtr* 
noon Biin gliincing buck from tena of thousands gf tibining 
niitskuta mid poliahed breastplates. It wna indeod a sight to fill 
thv jkalriuUa bmrt witJi pride and hope. It could not be thiit

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prinito limieol" The hoiioet ff>Ilow liad no knowledge of 
MnuuchtiaotU institution whiiih forms the unit of local govenip 
niont. and givc« ita lumie Ui the fouiidfttion-stonc of domooncnr, 
llic towo-mwting, but mippoiwil lh« mAiision Ut be iiitstnkvii for 
mmi- i'hiinift«mlii! Virginin "cily." 

On till- uftcrnooii of that 3d of Xovvuibor, a miirvh of soitio 13 
miloe wiiB made after eroding tbe river, and tht- following; day 
Ift miles were iiddtd, bringing the tiommnml to the viciiiit3f of 
Union — a iiniiie decridodly out of keeping with llie iijiirit mani- 
foHtcd hy the f»w iMlmbitanta that wcro to bo seen. Tho vrontlior, 
tvhiclt hitd bceu onol hikI ronifortidik!, now U.'Onnic sharp and 
tliroati^'nin^, and though only about tire milus wen- oororod ou 
the Sth, the BolilicrE wore gbid to reuch Iheir stopping-place. 
Nor were they eorry to leave it on the following morning, for 
tho bivouac liad lieen made on u hill where the chilling wind 
swc])t with [touvtrating foree, and even lulcriible comfort waa 
out of the quc<stion. Uut this was only the be;;iuuiug of diaoom- 
fort- The march of tho Utb eovurod some 18 miles, to White 
Pliiirii*, ami was very trying, the cold wind 'King no keen Ihiit in 
oro»«tng thv hillii the men could scarcpty hold tbcir gtins in their 
benumbed hands. 

Camp was reached Juitt before dunk, and lirighl l^rns were buiit, 
but there remained one scriuus want. The supply of rations 
hml given out, and the disheartening word came from the 
rear that the wagons were impeded by the bad condition of Uio 
roods, am) could not come np for a day or two. What worv mou 
to do with a mild form of atarvation staring thoni in thu tmcoi 
They were not in a friendly country where tt)>pi:iid could Ijc made 
to the inhabitants for help — of that faet they had had many a 
forcible ri'miudor. Their logic was sharp and decisive: flem*- 
sionista were not entitled to protection in property while Uiiiou 
soldiers Eulfered witli hunger, and thoy would help themselvce. 
Very early in Ihe evening, there wiw a general strolling out by 
the men from the iinmcdintc scene of tho bivouac, and shortly 
thereafter omelU of suspicious navoriness began to ponncatc the 
air. It troiiMpiix'd later that a large tlock of sheej) had been dia- 
coTered in a pasture near the camp, and when the luiluralljr 
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iiiiiouMHl owiior front out tti« fnllowiug tnurning tu i»»twrL hi« 
heni, tio rmincl «omv 300 [)clu tiiid fTUgini-tite of curcueset iiwait' 
iiig collvctiui). 

Of course, this whoIesitJo fonkj^iDg mot with ofBoIid disapprorul 
us soon aa it vaa knoirn, bat before guards conl>I irc pasted and 
in control of the uliiiition, there were few biingrv men in the 
t>rig»ilv, T)ii8 incident wm the more nol«wortlif, ns it vm 
probutdy the only ouciwioii in his vxperience ns s rogiiiiontal 
iwrninaiider whun Colonel KdwurxU EtIIowed liimsolf nn ofliciid 
jvet, bnt on this occasion an order for regimental inapection the 
tolluwiu^ day was accomjranied with the request that the mus- 
kets should lie " veil gren^d with mutton taltrnv!" But tlio 7th 
witnvdSod « severe suow-ntorm, following the rnin of the prwvioim 
vvoning, and tJic projKWed inaixiction did not take place. Great 
discomfort was sufTored as a result of the storm. Several incboa 
of snow had fallen, bnt no sooner wiwi it on the ground than the 
temjtoraturo rose and it I'l-gnu to mult. During the Sth it ijiiilo 
diaapiMired, leaving u sea of mud, through which the nnfortu- 
Dste m«n floundered, and in the midst of which the; existed aa 
beet they could. 

On the morning of the 0th, tlie ru^imont vem again on the 
road — itill without mtiotu — and during the day marchcil as far 
as Now Bidtimore, whuro at liut the wagon trains wore found 
and food supplied. This journey, though not long, was ¥<>ry 
todtouB and <lif)icuU. The roads were in execrable condition 
from the recent storm, and the men in poor condition from 
ihoir oxponiire and want of fiioc). But then; was h feeling that 
their coudiliun could not wiill be worse than it hjid been at 
White Plaina, and they made the host of their way through the 
inud and over the difficult roads. Those who were unable to 
koop in the ninks found asostauce from their comrades, and 
many nn ofllocr lent a hand tu the help of wtmc member of hia 
commaiid. Oiialldneh nuirehiw, Chaphuu Morju.^ gavu the buot 
jtOKsible exposition of thr spirit uf the Maeter by his compassion 
for the suffering. Nothing was more common than to sec him 
walking buidc his fnithfu! hor^ "Billy,'* carrying a gun or 
two, while the saddle was piled with the bhuiket bundles of nteo 
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who were iu need of hAp. In extreme oaaea, the soldier Umsolf 
would 1)0 umistcd to moiint, Iml tijtuiUly the lightening of the 
lottd would ouiiMi:! t)io man to rocovor hi« p]«oc in th« niiiks and 
Bniah the march with his fvDowii. 

Th« onrampmfut of the Thirty-Mventh at Now Bultimoro wu» , 
ou u hillxido Bome four or five miles northwest of Wurrentoii, 
bveide th« turnfiiko leading from tlie latter place by the way of 
Gainesville, Centervillc and Fairfax Court House to Alexandria. 
Northward rose the Bull Run Mountaino, with no break till 
Thoroaf;hfare Qnp was rcuch\>d; hut toward tluMither points of 
tbt oompaM the view was far-roacliing, iimhracing many popu- 
lous camps, with columns of soldiers ami trains of all Itinds 
constantly passing by day, and the whole vast area lighted up 
with hundredf) of fires at night. At the foot of the slope fiowed 
au unnamed creek, whieh preaently Joined a twin stream from 
tho Gap above, and thou mml« its tortuous way to Ocewpian 
Crui'k. wbi(.-h it joined near Brentvillo, passing Bristue Ntiition 
on its way. Tho position was admirably adapted to a tomjio- 
rary camp, and under the influence of good rations and rest the 
morale of tho troops rapidly improved. 

In the mean time, nn event of greiit importance to the entire 
army hsul transpired. On the night of NovemlH-r 7, while Gen- 
eral Mi;€lellitn was sitting in his tent at Itoirtorluwn in the roar 
of the stonn-bound Sixth Corps at Whito IMaitis, a mcsst'uger 
from Washington outored aiid Jianded him General Orders, No. 
HJ2, which road as follows: —

It ia not within tho Ncojie of thio record, which aima simply 
to tell the 8tory of a siiigb regiment, to cnticieo men or 
mtasurtis. The President, long dliisiitisfied with the slowness of 
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>tcCIeIlftn'a moTcinciiU, luul ut latct decide*] upon hii* rvm»viil. 
The history of the army wiw uliiioat idonticul with the history of 
the <l6po8*)tl eomniuiKlor. Uiidcr hiH dirvction it had i^roH'n 
into uxistence, and under his cotnmund it had met the foe on a 
domm bloody lieMs. That his was a great and just pride in tlio 
creation of his organising genius, waa entirely nntnrul, uni) in n 
wonderful dogroe ho hud won thtt cnthuKiiMtit- ndmiration of Urn 
men of hi« commund — 1> i]i.>grM) which no subsoijuont com- 
mander oTor approiK-lied. With u roorganixod army, inspirit«d 
by the snccosa at Antiotam, stronger in npirit and in military 
OKporienco than ever before, and already moving against the fot: 
with a deflntto plan of campaign, the tranttfer of the I'nminuiid 
to another at that time waa a serious hlow l)olh to the young 
Limimamlor and the men who lovwl him. Miuiy an indignant 
diseiiKHiun and denuneiiition might havu heun hoard in the vart- 
mi8 campis when thu fact hocamo genendly known. " The army 
will never Hght eo well under any other commuiider as it hiw 
under him," said many men of sound judgment; hut tho mis> 
take of all iiiieh prodit-tioiiH viva <wnvincingly shnwn within n 
few weeks ut Fredericksburg, wheru the intrepid hravcry of the 
Army of the Potomac, under its new commander, fighting a 
lialtle almost hopeless from the first, won the admiration oven 
of thofie fought against. 

To General Itnrnside the order waa far from welcome. His 
eun-eiwin North ('amiinahad given him great populiiritythMtigh 
the country, and made him many friends )n militiu'v circles. 
Twice before had the comhiand of the army been offered him 
■nd declined, his own fueling, which he did not hesitate freely 
to ciprees, being that he was inca]>able of the proper handling 
of #0 great a foreo. 

The Confwlenitc army at this timp woa oonndenhly divided, 
about half of it having been sent forward to Culpeper, U) check 
Mc<''le11an's ikdvaneo, while the rumiiinder was still hold on the 
west aide of thu Blue Ilidge, in a ecuttered cuuditioa. The plan 
of Uio retiring general had been to move sharply from Warren- 
ton to the nouthwcet, intoqiose Imtweon the divided wings of the 
SouUicru army and attempt their defeat in detail. This plan 
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fie-ncml niirnsiilu did iiot crliooM) to follow out, but docidvd to 
movo liy vrfty of I'*i'i^'lui'icl[8hur;g in the iliraction of Uiohmoiul, 
thoRf;!! hia plan hovide novvr to have boon <toliDei| farther Ihno 
to seixe the bights lieyond Freilerickebnrg — n change of pui-[K)6e 
to which the anihoritioH at Waahinf;;ton aanentetL 

Oil MonilAv, Novombcr 10, McClcllitn took formal leavo of hin 
hiir Dummiind. Itiiling Bluwly with bitrod ht'ail post tho long 
linue, ho r«ci>ircd an ovation of which iin; coumnndor might 
well carry |iro\ii! nicmorice through all hia remuning life Ue 
wiu accompiinied by his siirveasor, whom many saw for the fint 
time, and when tho proooBaion had paftsed the soldiers rotiirii«il 
In their nimpx, as true in thpir loyalty to the new at tlicj bad 
)ic«n to tho old, ovcb if less cnthiixiiMtic. 

The WL-ok of ru^t which followed the arrivHl at New Biiltimorv, 
whAtever the efleet on the military fortunes of tho army may 
havo hwn, wan very ;i;nit«ful to tho weary soldiers. They wore 
now well fiuiiiilitrd with rations, tho sanitary conditions woro 
good, iind heitilh and spirttfl nipidly improved. On tht: march at 
nil times, and often in the more ti-mjiorary eampe, each man was 
his own cook. Kooeivin;! his rations of hard hrcnd, raw meat 
and t«a or collee oiid HUgar, with such vorialdo minor articles im 
WOK furnished, he cooked and ate at euch times and in «noh 
niunnor a« his fancy and uppetit<- prompt«d Ilia "kit" was not 
an extensive one. In ad(lili»n to the ciinteen and hnTomck, for 
holding water and solid (nud, respectively, eiich man hud gonor- 
ally a Un cup holding about a quart, a plat« of the same 
utat«rinl, a knife, fork and spoon — the throe latter in some in- 
stiiuucsuonibining int« a atnglo article adapted to the pocket. 
Uervand there a mesa were the joint owners of a frying-pan, 
which they took turru in onrrying upon short marches, hot 
whin Ihe journey bcuame tedious it was iiiually cnet aside, to be 
rep]iii:oii by purchase or some tiappy find in the future. Usually 
lh(' oftlce of the frying-pan was detcgiitvd to tlio tin plate, to 
wliieb • split stick had been allixud by way of handle, and many 
and laughable were the mishaps which resulted from the l»nm- 
ing uway of tho improrised handle, a momentary inattention, or 
tiw wnnt vt skill in fitting. The frying accomplished luid tho 
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huin\h> roRiririil, tlio plutv irtiintcd to ju nomuJ duties and not 
infrw|ut>iitlj' nuiny un undTvimtcil of uso foil to its sbaie. The 
cup, in addition to its legitimate functiona, eerved for the boil- 
ing of coSee, pot-ttoos, bonus or moat, for heatiDg water, aiid, In 
CBBo of aecasititjr, for un intrenching tool. In fnnt, it wiw won- 
dorial tu hov ntiinjr ust'ti And liow uflldontl^r tlioio two «rlioliM 
oould bo itpplitid. 

It wiiM fucinfttjiig to wiitch tho prvpanitioD of a hiusty moni 
whoD bivuuiic wiis Tuacht-d at the cloeo of a marcb, or whou ii 
hiilt WII8 made for the purpose. Natuiull)' the men were divided 
into squads of two to live — uaoally four— wlio tent«d togetlii-r, 
and in other wnys folt a oommunity of interests. No toonor 
wore tlie rankit hrokon thiin n tonimbic oiuucd for fncl. Tf hnp- 
pilj a "Virgiuia rail fonee" cotild be L'S])io(I. how rapidlj it 
diiappearcd, and liow <iniclcly tb« bright blaze shut int<> the air 
from myriad points. Tnless the cnoteons hiid been Hlled at 
•onto spring or on^ek on tho vtay, in anticipation, a part of the 
squud bonndod of! in search of vmtor, while the ri'miiinder pre- 
l>ared the tire. Ity the time the lirst clear jet of Hanio leapctl 
into ricw it waa hidden l>cneath a cluster of onpa; ttomc with 
a bit of wirv n-ning for a bnil were snspended from fliickf, oth- 
ers placed in some couveaieiit position on the bhixing woud and 
clo«el}' watched, while if tho facilities wore limited, and man; 
obliged to utilize the aame fire, still othirfl mi^tit t>f gttpported 
by the fingers in a manner to be " warming," till '.here should 
bo opportanity to seoare more favorable ijuartvr*. As the cofTco 
boiled and was wilhdniwti, it would be rcplacisl by nicnt broiling 
on the end of a shurfxincd stick, or frying on a swaying plate, to 
followed by whatever variety of cookery tho culinary skill, 
fuQoy or the rosourooa of the soldier might decide; and truer 

t Dover flavored the repast of epicure than seasoned many of 
tboM simple tneaU eaten beside the dying embere of the disused 
p-firo. 

The routine of camp life gave proniiso of becoming monoto- 
lOus, and on Saturday, November 16, drill was resumed by the 

birty-scventh, only to be followed the same evening hy mnrob- 
iog orders for Uio morrow. In aooordaiiee with the proj^nimme. 
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cwnp WW broken wxt morning. Had throv d»j-8 of oontioi 
tramping followed, of the most woariaomo Bort. The roatc ' 
through one of the most desolato portions of Virginia. The in- 
hnhitiuits went few and, us a nilo, wrctohciHy poor and ignonuit. 
Tlic rouds, or it w«ro niorm j>rii(»«jr to miy the waya, were Ixirely 
triioks throngh brmh and triKis, nnrrow, muddy and difficult, 
eepcoially when tarn to piccc-s hy thi- piuuiige of n-ugone nnd 
artillory. Again then.- was a scnrcity of fowl, and iliis lime it i« 
)iut just to say that the aeverest waut was felt by some of the 
otliccrs. Aeciifltumod to dc])end largely u|)on the inhaltitanta 
for tlu'ir euppliee, itnil in that wuy faring idmost tumpliiously 
vrhik- in a loyul regi'in, it provtsl (jiiit« different now that the 
boundary had buon i^roesod. The fevr people to bo mot with bw] 
TCiy little to spare, and what they bad was zealoosly conserved. 
Tlicii' blind di'votioii to the Confederacy wonid not allow th«m 
to fcfnl iUi oncniieH, if it could be avoided, and as for the worth- 
loBS grccnliaeks iKHUcd by the Lincoln administration, tboj 
would not think of recx-iving tlu-m fur anything. Coin or Oon- 
fedorate scrip only was acceptable, and it is to be foart-d that 
some of the latter which changed hands in thiji way »w it« 
ori{pn HO farther south tlian Philadelphia or New York, though 
in the end it proved jUHt as valuable as the issues made at 
Uichmond. 

No feuturo was more noticeable to the New England men than 
the entire absence of school-housos in the region through nhieh 
they were marching. At home no by-ways could iiave been 
found 80 obscure that they would not have |)aswd every low 
miles structurH dovote<] to the free education of orory child reai- 
ilont in the contnumity. Uere nothing of the sort was to be seen 
ID hnndreds of miles of travel, and the absence did not go nnn- 
marked. It was easier to realise now how the common people 
of the South hod been gwiiyod by the will of a few reckless 
■letniigogties. Nutmiilly chivalrous and patriotic, these {>eo]de 
had lived in a narrow world, and knew little of the great national 
government of which they had formed a part. Willi common 
schools and general information among the ntasis of the Sonlhom 
people, the Blave-holdcn' roboUton would have been an Jmpo** 
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simfity, Thunk God! out from the ruins of that wickflil Rtnic- 
turc the enduring twiit titroplca of universiil froedciin and 
nnivortitl ediicAtion liuvo now ariih?nl 

Cn tlio ISIh of November, nftor h wyitrying murffti as " vngon 
guard," Llic Thirty-aevonth rciichpd tpiniiorary citmp near Staf- 
forO Conrt Huuae, nnd on the following <Iay, clmnging location 
WDuvrlwt. Lliey ])roc«cileil to innlce thennwlveR as ooinfoi-talilo iix 
powlilit till ftirtlior onicrR. The degri^c of onmfort tittiiinuO w»m 
not gnat. The woitthcr hml now liccoine iliiuLgrueiililt'. with 
frojuont ruin imd colil, the locution nf the encuraiimcnt was in a 
low i«giou illy lulaptcd for the pnr]>oac, and Ihe only tents for the 
onliattfil men were, as jirevionsly, such as they conM oonatruct 
from their nihlier hluukela. " I hope yon una don't have to 
ttop here thiK winl«r," tuiid a nutiw with ii nhowing of hiimiLnfty, 
iw time jwotwd and tliwnt \r«Tv no indjoiilioiie of tt further move- 
ment of the army. " I havu ofton Hoitn this whole region where 
jrour oiimp U flowed over and frozen into one sheet of iee-^it is a 
Tory Iwd plACt^ for a oamp." Hut Thanksgiving oanie iiiii) 
pASBod, oud the same ground wii« occujiicd. 

Tlic grout Mow England holiday wiu not nllowod to go hy 
without oliservanco, and as it was the first occasion of the kind 
in llic history of the regiment, it had an uuusiiid interest. Hy 
KininuuuM oxerttniis mauy of the lioxea of home comforts acnt for 
the purpose by frienda of the goldicru reached camp, accompanied 
by Mr. William Birniu of Spriuglield, and at 10 o'elook the 
especial cxoreisoa b^gan. The command formed into a hollow 
■qnuv, inclosing the field and staS otRccrs mounted, who dis- 
moantod and nil uncovered while the chaplain olTered prayer. 
Colonel Edwnixis then read the Thanksgiving prochmmtion of 
OoTernor Andn^w, aftor which u detail from uteh company 
saperintendcd the distribution of the boxes, from tlio contenle 
of which the fortunate rooijiients prepared a dinner appropriate 
U> the uinivor^ary; the only drrtwback to the general enjoyment 
being the realisation, n» atioBtod hy hero and there sod facet, 
that al2 had not received the kindly bounty, and even while the 
pleastnt exercises were Uking place, a detail were engngeil in 
the oonatruotion of a more roomy regimental hospital to acc4)m> 
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motlnto tfa« inenuising number of victims wlio came under the 
cnn uf tbo m«<lical slaiT. An though to roun<I out tlio fc«titn» 
«f (he Any, the long-i1clMve<l kniipsiickB whiob the men hwl 
liitrlitl with on leaving Wiwhington two mouths lieforo wvro, 
through the elTorta of QutirtcrmiuiUir nodgo, ruceimd nuil distri- 
liiitccl, aui] the fupplios of oxtm clothing itml eomforu whiofa 
thej' I'oiiUiinoii proved very acceptalde at that time. Two iliiyi 
hktrr the iilcaaing intelligence went forth thst the |iAyninat«r had 
orrive^I. imd no dvtittl over went lo its work more cheerfully 
than those who were allotted to prcpiuv a tvnt for hiK use. On 
8iiud»y, the liwt day of Novcmiwr, the first payment of the regi- 
mvtit iu the field vrag made, and tho money thou received 
i'ltaliled many of the men to procure gloves and other artielu 
LfBUch iiix^h^d for oomfitrt during tho cold weather and dis> 
'iigToealilc sturma thnt hitd hecvme prcvalouL Yet, in most 
iustnuces, a hirgo percontugo of tbo amount received wiu sent 
lioniv to tiasist tho dependent onee there, if arrangements IiihI 
nut previiiiisly bi»en made assigning a port of the soldier's [uy to 
t>o dmlut^tiHl and appropriated for this purpose direct. In yet 
other ca«e4 the funds received formed a capit&l for tpocHliUivo 
|>urposcs. and not a few ciitvrprJitiug individnals might have 
boon seen stotUiag tax out into the country tn w^iroh of anytliing 
which could bo mode merchandise of aud sold to their assooiat<« 
nt a prolit. Doubtless every regiment bad such enterj>ri8iug 
nii'nibi-r:i, and the mako-shifts to which they reaortod, and the 
often liidioroiiH terminntiou of apparently proniiHiiig venture^ 
will he recalled by every one; — such m one unfortunate sjiecu- 
lator from tho Thirty-eorcuth exporionccd when, ;ifter pursuing 
a bovine for several mile^ in the expectation of obtaining u sup- 
ply of milk, he discovered at la^ that the animal u-iu of the 
wrong gender, and returned to tlie marching column to endure 
Uio endlesa chaffing of hi« couiradex. 

At length, as Uio army tinidly moved into position along tb« 
Rappahannock, the Sixth Corps was ordered to take position on 
the extreme left and front, and on the 4th of December, aft«r 
the men hail received a fresh supply of clothing, tlic command 
luarolted leisurely to Belle Plain, where » hall was made for 
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the iitglit. Ataii oiirlf hour next morning tlio movement wiui 
ruHumei}. the coliimQ proccwdin;; slowly ami hulting btifuro noon, 
with orery iinlicutiaa of u )H>rmanont etup. Tho tlireatening 
look of the morning bad alrciuly chungcti to a cold, drizzling 
ruin, and tho mtii hasUnod to put np thctr customarj' hiaiikct 
Usata mid prcpuic ditinor. Tho location waa in n ploasiiiit woud, 
in fovomhlo coiitnut with the dtsiigrcoiibic cnmp ut Stafford, and 
nufiy Kii oxcliimiition of Ritiefuctioti wius indulged. But the en- 
joyment was ahort-livod. B_v some mi8t;dce a wrong poHition 
hu«l been reached, and the command to " fack up and fall in!" 
destroyi>d in a moment tho ploa&int bivotiikc It was obeyed, 
mil] the column erupt slowly forth through the ehilliug storm 
luid the resultant mud, moving a little diistiincc and then halt- 
ing, Ko lliat the march of a mile occupied not less than two houra. 
Finally, the regiment pnused at the foot of a considerable hill, 
ooTered with a growth of small pince, aa dense, that it viu uoocs- 
mry for the pionocrit to c-ut a way by which the column conld 
enu-r the thicket. Crowding and climbing for a short diattince 
through the dripping, nninriting tangle, up the rocky, slippery 
hill-side, the comnuind halted and the men were invited to make 
thomselvfg comfDrtiililc! A more cheerless bivouac it would ho 
liiiril to imstgino. Tho rain hud now changed to enow, which 
loaded the tret-tope and drippod dismally ujwn everything 
twlow.^ The ground wns like a soaked sponge, and not a splinter 
act Tood was to be ha<I Siwo from the standing gr«en pine«. Tho 
ratn were vet through long before, and ohillod to tho marrow; 
while tho officers were evon more uticuuiforUthle, as tho wagons 
containing their tents wcrv somewhere in tho rear and did not 
arrive till long after dark, so that they were forced to stand 
about such fires aa could be maintained with the heavy storm 
hvuting upon them. With plenty of fuel the aituatioD might 
have been made in some sort tolontble; but the only snpply wiut 
to be obtained by felling onu of the larger of llie small pino 
trees, cutting out a portion of tho heart, and in the most shel- 
tered nook to bo found seeking to coax it into Same. As only 
two or throe dull axcH to n rompimy could he obtained, supplo- 
menl«d with an oce-asional light hatcliot, tho procuring of any- 
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thing like an adequutv aitppl; iras ont at the question. Porluiuito 
indeed were the squad wba could develo]) iwmtiutitioii onough to 
lx>il II fi'w ou|<R of ooSec, for the m<wt Ktrviiuuim ^tTorU could do 
no more. All through the night the Htorm continued, and diatnHl 
enough wore the long hours, with 8le«)), in mi>«t cams, out of 
the queetion, and tho oonstant Btorm wrajiping cror^'thing in it* 
iliihevtening chill. Mo& who up in that innmonl would never 
Imtc conf<wBed to n thought of homesick ih-mii, couhl not quit*.* 
rqirtw tlieir f<H.'tingit m tho night wore away, while the more 
im]nil«ivo wen,' load ud emjihatic iu their oxpriusiona of di^ust. 
To add to thi) gonentl gloom, intclligcuce waa roceivoil that a 
member of Company K, J. KUiot Bliaa of Lnngiucailow, who 
had l>ecn obliged to fall from the rnnke during the tntircli »f tho 
morning, hud Ixtcn found 1»U.-r in the iluy by the wayside fatalljr 
wuundeil and robbed by lonio unknown tMsoMsiu. 

Tho following iluy pmvud cold and'stijmiy, an<1 as the location 
oocu))icd by the Tbirty-scTcnth coultl by no poHHJliiUty bo miulo 
endunible, thvy moved it few rods, orer rocks nnd fallen treoe, to 
a somewhat more fiirorable position on tho summit of the hill,. 
whero in the midBt of the snow which had fallen to a dejith of 
some inches the ollicers' t«nts wore pitched and the mi^n impro- 
vised Buch shelters lis thoy conld from their blaiikcU. WhatoTor 
the olTiciul name boxtowod u])on that vncnrnprnent, it will lira in 
tho memory of all who sufTcreil its discotn forts as "Camp 
Misery on Smoky ilill." Tho largo fires necessary to bo mado 
from the green pin^ wood filled the atmosphere with an ncrid 
smoke t«rribly irritating to the eyes and lungs of the men, and 
n grcut many were obligi'd to sit in their itpologios for tents with 
luuidkerchiofs wrapped about thoir hoiuls, utterly unable to boar 
tho light of day. In a day or two more the weather modemt«d 
somewhat, the snow diatpiiearcd, a limited supply of hard wood 
was found at a considerable distance from camp, which tho mon 
wore only too glad t,o bring in on their Hhouldcrs, and when on 
the 9th of Dooember marching orders were rcceivod for the fol- 
lowing morning — to bo countormandcd htlcr and repeated for 
the nth — they found the command onoo more in tolerable 
physical condition, 
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WitJi such extterienoes it acaroely noods be suid that tlie hvnlth 
of tho ro^imciit suSored aeverely. The rei»ort of October 
thovecl but 15 uion in hosiiitiil^tlmt for Noveiober gave 43, 
wbile those who TCmiiinod in their (luiirtera or under mediniil 
treatment ontsido the hoopititl hiui iiicrc-iLBcH in oven krgcr jiro- 
portinn. In mony coaes no doubt ^nvitiT {titiiis in the enforce- 
ment of sanitarT men«iiros might have prevcntwl illness and 
invcd Tsliiublc hvcs; but at tho same time it must be remem- 
borod how new niid strange to the piirtici|tanta was oam]> life, 
and Tinder how many [llsailviuitagoa the regiment had been 
phiced in ila oxpericnuos thus far— disadvantages which it bud 
aliared IB common with others and wliich wore no fault of its 
ofhcera or those in immediiito (wmmaiid. On the day of the 
opening of tlic buttle iit Fri'dcrii^koburg, Deccmlier II, tlio 
denths from disOiue had reached eight, of whteh five were from 
typhoid fever, with one citch from bruin fever, diphtheria and 
congestion of tho liver. Thus early and sadly wiut the truth 
Iteing demonstrated tliat disease wus more to be feared than Uto 
bullets of the enemy. 

Alrcukdy a few ctiangea had taken place in tho roster of oflicors. 
Captain Hnrlbnrt of Compitny C resigned October H, and 
dating from the following day Second Lieutenant Itnfus V. 
TJncoln of the siime oompnny was promoted U> Bll the racancy, 
bin place in tnrn lieing filled by the promotion of Erastus W, 
riari'is of Company 0, who had been serving for a time as order* 
ly sergeant of Company K. First Lieutenant Kli T. Blackiner 
ol Company A resigned November 17, and three days Inter 
Second Lieutenant Wellman of the same company wwt pr^miolvd 
to tho Taonncy and C'oinniissary Sorgennt Jamos C. Chalmers 
tiiocoeded to the vikcunt second licutonnntehip, Tho vacancy 
tliDl created in tho Commiasary Depiu-lment was admirably 
filled by the .ippointment of Dwight II. Parsons of Company O 
as GommisBary sergeant, — a position which be retitiniNl to the 
olosed of tho rf>gimcnt'8 service with tho highest credit to him- 
self and sntisfiietion to nil who were interested in tho efficiency 
of bis iiaportuntdcpartmeBt.

ConM'nl hiiving been given to General Bumnido's jilan for an 
adTonco l>y the wny of Fredericksburg, Sumner pushed forward 
Tnpidly, and on thu 17tli uf Xuvi-uiber ronc-hod the higfate 
opposite Uw city. A rogimeTit of ewvalry, four cotuimnicR of 
infantry and u light battery, scorn to have constitutiMl thv Con- 
federate force in that immodktc vicinity at that time^ and Snm- 
nur wan anxioas to ford tho river at once and eitnblish his lines 
on tho oppu^itki liights. To thin tlio conimanilcr did not asaoat. 
He wished a base of supplies established at Aquta Creek, before 
proceeding furlluT, and did not wish to throw a jmrtion of his 
forcK avnxui the Uiiiipidinniiook until his poutou tntins shouM 
urriTe from Wanhingtun, lui in the ovuni uf a rise in the river — 
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TAryliaM« to oconr nl thiit soiiaon — Uiey wouM lie tii>{K-IcMl}' out 
off from th(.! miiiu linily. Uy sunn.' ov(r«iKlit. 'lie lioiit* wero 
long lU-litjud : thi^sc thiit riTiiilly uimc to Bcllr I'hiiii wore uuao 
compuniml by witgoiis ami could not Ijo moved. Berore it wiw 
possible to constnict hridgea for the cnwBhijr of un ofBcu'iil 
force, aa the forils at the best wore imiiriuli'-aMr for iirtilU-ry, 
IjOBg»trpct'« wing of Leo's nriny wii» i>liujtt.Hl dirootly in llip ])ath 
of the pro)>oe('i1 lulvniico, itiid the Rmiiiiidcr under Jiickson was 
within supporting di«lniico. 

Itwsanot until tho 10th of December that overvthiiig wan in 
rendincea for n forward innTcmeut, and the final onlcn wi-rc 
issiii^d. Non' that tlie boats went provided, it Reemcd tImC tliL-ni 
conid )>e no gnvil diflioulty in oonatructing tho hridgrif iind puss- 
ii)g llti' rivtr. On cttch aide of the ItHp]iuhnnnoek run a well- 
dfliDod range of liills, and these were occupied l>y the rjviil 
urmtca. On tlio Fiilmouth or Stafford side they approiiohod 
within II sliort dintiinoe of the hunk of Ihe river, but on the 
oUior ihon- » pluin from half u utile to n mtle and a hulf iti 
width extoiuk'd for (ire or «ix miles niong the stream. Somv 
little distanou above Fredericksburg the course' of the rirw cur- 
ries it botween the hills, shutting off the phiin, imd iit thv 
lower cilremity it is terminnted by MiissHponax Crwk imd the 
hill« below. Southward along this pluin, n<^'ar the foot of the 
hills, ran the Richmond Ituilrood, and parallel to it, but iiIhiuI 
half way to tlie river, was the old stu|^ mad to Richmond via 
Uowling Green, from which a mile and a half aborv Miiesa))onax 
Orcvk a newer khh) run to the southwest, piLSxing the ruilroad nt 
wliat WHS cid1<>d Hamilton's Croxsing. The hill whore crutuud 
by tliis road u-iui much IcM elevated than nearer the oity, and 
the plan of Gfiieral ItnniHide soenie to have I>een to make a 
strong niuvcmcnt at this point against the think and endanger- 
ing tho rear of Lee's army. How the jdan wu< carried out 
will lie seen presently. The olhor roads lending over the 
highu wvre the Oninge |ihink rowl, running almost dir^'ctjy 
ovttr Miirye's hill, in the nyir of Frcderickabur;;, divorging 
from which was the Telegraph roiul, cut into the hill-sidi- nnd 
runuiug toward the southwest, Such iu general features was 
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tius ouvironmvnt of Prodcricksburg, boncefortll un<I forovor to 
bo crowned with u aacroil fame. 

During i\iv iiiKlit of December 10 the ponton traim were 
niov») down to the- river bniik, niul iho engineers set vigoroualjr 
to Work constructing briilgee ut two )>uint« — opponto the dtj, 
wbcrsitWHsiDLended thut Sninner't gnind diviniun shonld cnm, 
iind some three inJIea below fur ibo pii«Mtgv of Fninkliu'e troope. 
Along the StaSord bights weve ninged 29 butteries of F«)eral 
vtJJlcrjr, a total of 147 guns, tniined upon Iho town, tlie Iiigbts 
buyoiid, sweeping the )>litin, — to cover »u<l (irotcct the crossing. 
In th« ditrknoM uf the waning night, iotcnained by n hmvy 
fog which hung over the river, it wiw hojicd Uuit tho bridgoe 
might 1)0 completed without Herious oppoeilion ; but that hope 
wti« speedily crushed. Scurcoly hud the work begun to take 
form when the engineers opposite the city were ii«sailed by stuirp 
volleys of musketry, so well iiiniodiui to prevent nil further |>r«g- 
fOM on the [tart of the unATmeJ artitiins. A force of Mississippi 
riflemen had found shelter behind the atone-walU and in the ocl- 
Uirs Mid low lioun-H next the river, savagely detericrincd to pro- 
vent us long ua puesiblc the laying of the hriilges. At the wuno 
tinii; lliut their velleys rippled forth, two heavy ouinon-ehots in 
rujitd suoceasion roured out from tho higlits above, BJgnuliug to 
tlio Turious Confederate cumps that the untiuipatfd attack was 
nhout to be made, and rajiidly the defenders hurried to their 
deaignuted places to meet the assault. 

For many hours all attempts to dislodge fcho murderous nmrki- 
men failed. Two n-ginK-ntii from Zook's brigade "f the Second 
Corps opposed them with the muxket, with no othor effect than 
to lose front their own ranks 150 men. With a bravery worUiy 
of immortal renown tho engineers went forth ugnin and again 
u{>on tlieir hojicless mission, but every effort ended in disaster 
and Ihu death of brave men. At 10 o'clock Barnsido gitvo tho 
ordor to dislodge the sliurji-shoolvrs with artillery, and for an 
hour shot and ifhell enished and tore through the devoted city, 
firing the buildings, wrunking and cleMtroying everything within 
raocli. Uut the rincmcn ortpuehing close to the river bank w«ru 
protected from the cannonade, nnd when in tJie hcut of the bom- 
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liitrdtncint th« 1tr{i3g« men attciniitod to fiDisI) tlicir work tliey 
mot till- saino (U-iully rcwcptJuii iw buforo. 

Every wetiputi Imd fiiilcd euvo 4tR>— the buyontit — iim) it wiw iit 
lost dfcideti to resort to that, semliii;! mpn acroes the river in 
the ponton boaU to dislodge tiie Confederate shurp-shoutcrs 
from thoir positions. It van a doadly initisioii, bnt Uall's entire 
brigudo, cciiitiiHting of thu Suvi'iith Michiguii, NiiiotcH'iith uiid 
TwoDtioth Massachosotts iinil some uthur troops, vuliuiluun-d 
for the service, A selection wae made, as there were not euoii^^h 
l>oalfl for all, the forlorn hojio landed on the other bank and the 
Miwia*ii>i<iiui8 vere driven from their ghvlter with a huavy loss 
of ]>ngunvr8. The engincL-ri Bjirang to their work, the bridge 
was [inishi'd in nn incrudibly tthort Hpnoe of time, the reet of tho 
brigudo rushed acroes to secure the vantnge, foltowi'd in a short 
I time by the whole of Howard's division of Couch's corpH, wliich 
I tfvcupied the town Aft«r sonio fighting in the upper streets. 
I [jong before li^ht that morning the troujis bad been ronsod 

^^Irom their bivonaca, the Thirty-seventh with tbo others, extra 
^ngartridges had boon furnished, and the march over the froeen 
^^roaud b(^u. The distance to be covered was not long, for the 
army bad been already L'ouct-ntnitod m much as possible in an- 
ticiiHition of the baltlo, and wii'ly in the forenoon tlio Thirty- 
wvontb (lied over tbo Stafford hilla and moved down upon thu 
larrow plain nest the river. The sueno was an inspiriting one. 
A considerable portion of the left grand division was already 
there, mnaaed along the brown plain between the river bank and 
iti Riverside road which run near the foot of the hilts; while an 
iDOCasu&t column Htill Howed down the hill-xide m ihuugh from 
BORM hidden n-M-rvoir. Bngiitlc followed brigade, one division 
iuoceeded another; the banners of a souro of rtatos, each in Bn)>- 
rt of the national emblem, dotted the vast sea of bine. Offi- 
rs in bright uniforms and with rich suords swinging at their 
sides rotic about to excban);^ views wiUi their fellow •officers, 
whih- others, more thonghtfnt in manner and sober in dress, 
gazed earnestly at the frowning range of hills in the distance, 
OS though dreading, while never shrinking fmin the ordokl to 
come. As the hours wore away the men strolled about some- 
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whut, luiiigliiig with those of noiglibortng commiincl*, uccnsion- 
bIIj a few Kticks w«ru guthcrvd kiii] u litilu Giti built over which 
numbcirliiw uu[iii of coffw wouM bo mado, and not s few slejit 
tipuii tho wuriuing eartJi while shot aud abell from the oi)|K>Bitig 
butteries howled throngh the nir over their heada. 

'Hie short wtnter't iL\j wiu aliDOtit gone wlion t)io inUtlligcnco 
c»iii« of the coni|)lction of thu bridges op[>o«tittt tho citj. Early 
in th« day tliost- inti^mdcd for tho iieo of tho left had been fin- 
ished, the Dumorous Federal liattiriea on the river Iwnic oom* 
tnanding tho poHition rendering itny Rerioua oii]>ositiOR itnpoBsiblo, 
and during tlio olruggli' iibove the signMl forcrosaing hud b«eo 
(uspcndud. At lust it vim given, nnd Dl-tvhs'b brigidc ulone of 
thv groat muM cuvoring tho plain rose to its foel, moving i]uiokI;r 
down toward the river bank. Ite heroic commander had volnn- 
tcered to perform the perilous task, — full of honor, though no 
on« ooold say wh&t might be the reception on the otlicr Hliora. 
Cheered on by their conirudoH t)R< brigade moved down tho slip- 
pery roadvay leading to tho bridges. The pickets on tlio oppo- 
aito bonk fired a volley or two, and bullets dropped auggeBtivuly 
nvur to tunny a man, bnt nobody was burl and not u second thought 
given to them. A part of tho Second Rhode Tsltuid regiment 
was to deploy as •kirniiithers. and that rcgiiiK-iit led the way over 
one of the two bridgoo in waiting. Tho Thirly-Beveulh, (Jcu- 
eral Devena riding at its buid beside Colonel Edwards, was first 
on the other bridge, and at a double-qnick the twu commimdH, 
followed by the reot of the brigade, rush across, while the bat> 
tcri(« on thu bluU »viid rapid diHehargtTK of shot and sitell over 
their heads. How tho long bridgc^s of boat)) pulsate and throb, 
sway and bound, benodth thu hurrying strcamsof humanity that 
pour across them! The footing is difficult, and there is danger 
that tlie oulermoet men will bo thrown into the water, but Umy 
join hands with the inner files or clutch them bodily, and the 
crossing is nmh without casualty. 

The skiruiishon! at oneo deployed, drove the Miesisaippinua 
from their biding pUci-s and eslublishod a line well in advajice, 
while the thin line of battle, hastily formed, pushed up Ihe blulT 
to tli« plain above and hidted in a position to ]irutvot thv bridge 
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\wi\i\, Rj titiit tiruo it was ilutk, for Lho days verc at tlicir 
oliortLHt, iinil domoroooiilil builunt'. Thcromuimlorof the tlivi- 
siuTi liiul fulluwcd tile brigjxlo itcrgss the bridges, to give the im- 
]iri'sgioii of a crossing in force, but )>re8eutl; returned to tho 
F.'LlmouthsliorQ where th^-y riniiained through the night, leuving 
only tho indumiUtblu brigiule, liko u abort thread of blue on that 
vtwt pliiin through tho long night. For Buiue hour* thvro vfos 
lUmoMt monictit.'iry uiiticipation of an attiick, und tho novelty of 
the posiliou wanned the men with its gentle eicitemont; but ilb 
the night dce{>ened and all reniitined quiet the monotony and 
disiigreenbleuoM of thv ^ituulion irmdu themselves felt. Mid- 
night (.■anio mid jiiutoed, mid no suiind from the front broke thu 
ttlenc0. The sharp chill of the winter air benumbed tho men, 
and when iicrmission wiis at length given for a part of them to 
lie down and rest on their arms sleep was wholly ont of the 
qnostion, for the ground wm covered wilh a while fi-osl that 
gliiiincd in thedimBlurligbtlikosnow,aDd one could as well have 
slept ill an ice pack. Finally miieketa were stiuk in the ground 
at tfiich tlank of the comptiiiy fronts and iu Indian file ui cudlees 
circle of men went around on u trot to iilart the half-congeialed 
blood into fresh ciruulatiuu. Now und tlicn one would slip and 
full upon the frosty grass, and half a dozen might titniblo over 
hiui before tbo momeulumof those in the ix-arcuuld bo chocked; 
but the excrciae diajH-lled the numb drowsiness which could not 
Ixi relieved by sleeii OJid warmed tlic chilled Uuh^, am) so the 
night wore away. 

With the coming of dawn the lonely vigil ended, for soon 
after the troops of lUo left grand division began to croes in force, 
Uling ftvuy past the weary brigade and taking ]>osition to the 
left^ Ad tho location of tho little command ht'camc visible to 
Uiu Confederate gunners on tho hights in front a Imttery was 
directed upon it, which |irc«ently buoccuIoiI in dropping #ome 
iihots uuconifi>iX:ibly close to tlu: officers' horses and Eer\-ant«, 
gathered about a bnystack just in the rear of the line, and a 
lively scamper to lho rear ensued, while the soldiers moved 
forward a short distance to the Nlidtcr of a slight swell of 
ground. Therv the day was puiised with little of ci|>eeitil uiv-

in«nt, yet there wm much to hold the attention ot the Thirty- 
■uvonth, for it was their first experience on the battle-fleld. 
With what iiiteretit tlioy wiitchod the viiriout comiDMidt as they 
ll\vd [uutt — now II »i{iuul of L-iirnlrr hurrying oat to tho front to 
return prowiitly with ii few su<IiIlos omptii'd; the long colnmna 
of infantry broken at intervals by batteries and oecaaionally 
dotted by rpgiint-'ata etill wearing the gay Zouave costumes which 
hiid been so ]jo))ular at Ihc oirt>>r»tk uf thu war. At the bridgM 
oppoflitc the city the tcunu wiu siuiiliir, the day being thna ooa> 
sunK'd in getting the FoiU-rul army into jwsition. Yet amid ill 
thi> excitement of tliese preparations the coRmmnion ot the sol- 
diiTB with friends at home was not neglected, and twice during 
their occtt]mncy of the field the Thirty-^oventh were ehecred by 
tho distribution of a. ninil. What other army ever presented a 
likv spiK'tiide? Ilire in tho ])auscE of a great bntih' were Uie 
men in the runks encouraged by lore-freighted moBsuges from 
home, or snatching the opjiortunity of a f«w hours' resjiilu to 
HSCurc anxious onos of their safety thus fur or to aond early 
ttdingH of th<i80 who had fallen! 

Tho outline of the terrible buttle of tho 13tb of Dooem 
may be briclly given. The initiittive was token by Geneni 
Franklin, who was ordered to attack in the direction of Hamil- 
ton's Crossing, but m vague was the order that to the )iresonL 
day it is imjiosstblo to decide n» to Ilurn«i(Io's exact purpose. lb 
Booms probable, howi-v<.'r, tlinl he expected Fnmklin to reuch 
and hold thu military roiul which Geuural Lee had constructed 
from that )>oiut to the left of the Confederate line, thus threat, 
ening tho bights in the rear and forcing their evaonation; but 
whatever the purpose or expocttition it was not clearly embudied 
in the orders issued iind was not to he rualixed in notion. 

At fthciut 10 o'clock the Firnt Corps moved to the attuck, flcn- 
cral Mi'itde's division in adviinco, Ooticrul Oibbun's in support 
und Gouorul Donblcday's i)rotectiug the loft flank, which wns 
threatened by Stuart's cavalry. General Meade's attack waa di- 
rected againcit .Jackson's coqis of Lee's anny, formed in threo 
lineat; A. F. Hill's division in front, HU]iporti-d by those of Early 
and Taliaferro, while D. 11. Hill's division wus posted in reserve 
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botwiion tho Richmond road and Massaponax Creek. The (irHt 
Oonfwli'nte line was broken by Meade's lusauH ami the soooiid 
was renohed, but there the tittoeking ooluma lost itts force, 
wavered and liroku. Goncrul Oibbou of tho snpporliug lino was 
wounded, hia conmuiD'L nlso became dlsorganizod and foil back, 
inviting a counter charge by the Confedoratee, which wm met 
iind checked by liiruey's brigade of the Third Oorpa thrown 
Upon their exposed flank. The troopa engaged had eufFerod lo- 
Tercly, but Ihcy had aUo smitten the enemy heavily. Now, 
however, tho buttle paused and on the left it wiu not again acn- 
onily renewed. Preparations were indeed mtide for another 
iiltiwk, but they were not completed till diiitk, and it waa then 
too lat«. 

In the mean time terrible and unavailing Dgbling had been in 
rc«.H all tlio afternooti in the roar of FredLTiekubiirg, The 
d CorpM occupied tho town, and about noon was ordered to 
alt the rebel position on Marye's bights. The ground was 
eepeoially unfuvoruble to the mancnvei'ing of troop«, hh they 
Were obliged to cross the oamd on narrow bridges, deploy almost 
in iliu fiirv of the enemy und iidvunee over broken and dillieiilt 
ground. Tbc whole distiiuce from the streets of the eity to the 
fool of the hill WHS swept by a terrible crose-Jlro of artillery, and 
at the latter ]>oint u Confederate line of infantry was )H)Ated 
behind a attme-wall. 

Fi-endiV division went flrst, supported by Huncuck's, and one 
after the other woe torn to piocoB before the wall was reached. 
The Ninth Corps ndvancod on the left of tho Second, and made 
ORft asMult after another, but nothing could be gained save a 
worthless wlvanced pusitiou in the open Held. General Uooker'a 

niisMid vna then ordered acriji<8 the river niid directed to 
reiRMV the attack. ltd indomitalde lornniundcr reeonnoiterod the 
til-Id and prot««t*d against the waste of lite, IIilu hurled Humph- 
n-ya's diriaiou with empty muskets and tiled bayonets against 
the im)>r<)giiable wall of lire. Like thuse which had gone before, 
it drifted b«ck in fnign)enta with notliing nci-ompliibetl. The 

mmandor-iu-chief, grown duspiTat^-, formed the Ninth Corpii 
D wlumi) of regiments and prepared to Ivml it in person against 
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lh« euomy'alinM. Tlietwtjrohii NorMi Cnroliiiu vii-torw, 
¥<>U-(1 to him, uiid would follow him to llio giitc* of clwith with^'' 
out shrinking. PyntoniiUy he had ever hcoti very p«imliir with 
his trooi«, for well they knew his kindness of heart, his bravery 
and itiU'gnty. But hJH lic^iitc^nnnt? ])roteflt«d figainat the road 
ntti'injit. there wn* no oDopcnitivc moTi>mont on tho left, the 
men hiy on their arms through the night mid the hmniuU was 
never mnde. 

While Ihi' battip raged with such fury to both right and left, 
tho lliirty-aevciith rvinftin^'d in nearly the jiosition it tiad occu* 
l>tod since the croeting, espuscd frequently to artillery fire, from 
which it f'Mind a partial shelter by lying clow to the ground in 
reitr of u Hlif^ht §weU which there ran across the 6e1d. Rut it 
wiw while thiialyinj^ that its first member was killed in action — 
ilephon 0, Warner of Company It, from Williamsburg, being 
■trnck in the head by a fragment of ehdl, while David B. 
Pwighl of tho Humf company wiis woimdod. Toward CToning, 
when the preparations wore made for renewing the eonilict, tho 
brigade wai* hiirrit-il to Die left, throngh a scattering artillory 
lire, and formi^d in il largi; coni-tlirld, where it lay for a oonsid- 
vniUlu time Hndtir the hot fire of Slnart'ii horae artilli-ry in ita 
fronl. the rt'giment being finally advanced to the shelter of a 
ridge (L little nearer the hostilo guns. This position vrnx matn- 
latued for some time after dark, no noise being allowed, and tho 
men looked for n night enconntcr, but at length tlio order to 
move to Iho rwir wiin roooivcd and tho regiment returned nearly 
to its original poHJtion, where tho night wii« piutm^d. Siindity 
morning, tho I4th, it moved nearer tho river, a little below 
the hritlgeit. where rations and a mail were distributed, and the 
day luutsed very (juietly along the entire field. It was seen oa 
the Fudorat side Hint further attack would be madnes-i, and thu 
Confederates did not think bwit t*) \mw their vantage ground. 
■IiK'kiton. who commanded fjeeV right wing, seeniK after the 
fuiinn- of Meade's advaoi-'e to have con Lorn plated the aggressivo, 
an<l about MUiwel m-ut word to Stuart to push forward his bat- 
teriL-sand hid|> to drive the Vankoca into the Itappabannock. 
Jinl the greeting recoivud from tho Union artillery ad the finit of 
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jACkiMtn** lines came into view, convinced that warrior ot the 
onwigdom of hia proposed attempt, and it wan abandonod. 

Tlie Thirly-itevonth movwl to Ihu front n^io Monduy morn- 
ing, tiikiiig position on the Rldimond rouil tit siipiwrl of a Xi-w 
JnrMiV butlcry. which occnpiid a favomblo location jnst boyond 
tho road, lite high uuiltankmento formed au admirable shelter 
for the infantry, which hiy liuhind them regardless of tho 
sharp artillery dueling which from timo to timo broke out. 
Thns keeping up a xtrong frunt through tlic day, no tiuunur )iad 
diirkncK» settled over the scene than the luitlories imd ih«ir 
Kiipportii uerc (jniutly withdrawn and moved swiftly back toward 
tho bridges. There a fiwsh honor was in waiting for the Tliirty- 
seventh and Itt fellow-roginieutii of the brigade. They bud hcon 
the flr*t to croB! iil Hic lowi-r hridgi.», mnl Uiey wen- Id be ibo 
last to retrvat. Knowing Ihe diiiraeU-r of the men oumpo^ing 
^_hii command, General Uovcus. at nn evening vousnItMtion of 
^Kgeuoral offiwrs at Franklin'i* licad-quiirters, when the proposed 
^Hwirhdniwal wiis annoiinc^^d, vuluiit<-erml to cuvor the eniMKiug. 
^H " As you led tho ailvanee," wiwt the reply, "your brigiide will 
r not bo entitled to thut honor eboiild any ulhor bo vohmtecred." 
I Biit no other was volunteered —it was not a duty for wliieb oven 
^^ brave men aspired; and to (leueral Devens, assisted by Oulonel 
^■Q'orbort and his Nvw Jersey brigade, from the First Diviuon «f 
tho Sixth Corps, wiu assigned the delicate task. Forming in 
line of battle near the spot un which they bad stood ihrungh 
thai fint ntgbt, the undnunted handful faced to the rear during 
the long hours, while artillery and infantry in ceiiseless throngs 
p«iuri-d jMuit them and wound back over the Stafford hills, the 
atroug south wind Waring away from the enemy every sound 
which might betray tho movement. 
Finally the proceenon became scattering, and tho pickets in 
Dads and singly hnrried anxiously toward the bridges, fi«ring 
it thoy might be loo late. They were assured by the firm line 
of tb« two brigades standing there to ensure the sitfe delivery of 
every man from what might so appropriately l«? called u death- 
Irtji. When the last straggler had pissed, Torbcrt'» reginientB 
followed, and, last of all, Devens and his heroic bund. The 
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entKinMre were standing at their poata. ready to cast tbc hjii 
looae, iind in n vt^ry fow moments the unspnnued river ftov 
oiioo mi>rp b(itw«cn tti« l*o unniv«. 

The night wm far udvnncod when the Thirty-sevonth, mAlj 
wcariod by it« foitrdnys and five nighte on the hiittU-fifM, 
cliniljed the StaSord highly, and after » lihort miiroh liiniul tnto 
the forest for a bivouac. Before the ranks were broken, the 
ringing voice of Cotunt^l Kdwards was heard in the more than 
welcome onler, " Oii])lAiiiit will si-c tlml their men hiiih! tin Wgv 
llrcH KM they plciutc, iin<I make th«in«elvc« a« cuniforlable n» \m»- 
Hiblo"' No Hocond bidding woe nocclcd; a score of great lirca 
lighted up the fareet as by magic, but the weary men did not 
long enjoy their Imnry. and in a fow minutes nearly every one 
was soundly sleeping, unmindful of the driving rain-storm whioh 
had set in. That wiui liLtlo to be regnrdtHl in compurison with 
the »tonn of tiiittlu to wliidi they Inid no long liKtrnod. 

The battle of Fredericksburg wafl over, and its purpose had 
sadly failed. The Union army had suScred a loss of 13,300 luid 
their enemies of but 6,30(P, while the prestige of victory re- 
miiinod with the lattor. The Army of thf Potoniitu had fought 
with itii ncoustomcd bravciy, winning even from it^untjigonists 
the nin«l unqualified ailuiitation; and the rocrosfing of the riv^ 
during the night of December 15 by 100,000 men, vithont tho 
knowledge of tho enemy and without the loss of a gnn or a 
straggler, challenges admiration, aa one of the military feats of 
modern times. A critical analysis of the battle would have no 
place in this work, yet (here are facts which the gcneml reader 
will nut ovuflouk, tind tint of all, he will admire the manly 
fninknesfi with which Goncral Burnside accepted the responsibil- 
ity for tho failuTG. Taking the command vrith an oft-repcat«d 
disavowal of his ability properly to fill the high place, tho 
prompt carrying out of the plana which had been decided on 
thwarted by delays for which he was in no sense responsible, with 
rankling and undiHgnisud jcidousy among his «i]bordinate com- 
manders and a rgiiustionable conduct of eomc portions of the 
battH General Burnsido could still utter these worthy acntvnco«: 
"To the brave officers and soldiers who accompliahed the feat vt 
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recroBsing the river in th^ facu of tho enemy I owt^ ovcrytliing. 
For tliG failnre in tlie :itUck I am responsible, as the oxtreme 
galluntrj, ouunigp ani] ondnranDe shown t>y them wiu ncTor 
cs(H<r<cl(.'<i iini! wouh) hiivo ourriod the points had it been possitile. 
To the fiimilifs iind friomls of the lU-iid 1 ciin only ofTcr my 
tfelt aympathics; Imt for tho wounded I cim offer my ourncst 
yero for their comfort ami final rucovcrj/' IIow tar these 
facia Mid this utterance shall g» to disarm oriticiem, each must 
<1c«tdv for himself. 

On Iho morning of Tleccmlwr 18 tlio now familiar order to 
" I'ack up and fall in!" wax again heai'd, nnd this time- tlicni 
was no murmuring. Earlier in the autumn, when the long 
marclies vere wearing upon the men, they had often cxprnsscd a 
with thnt instojul they might go into hutth-. Now that they hud 
8ccn something of tho horrors of th<.> fluid of strife, a difTcnnt 
disposition prevailed. They were reiuty to endure the 80Vorc«t 
nuuvii and to accept it as a luxury in contrast with the acraom- 
ing of hIh'IU, Uie hUaing of bullets and the sight of dciid or 
tuanglvd eomrndc*. Marching some two milcii hy (he nurruw 

inds, which seemed tu mn in every diruction, the Tbirty- 
eeventb came to a halt beside n pine grow which might as 
properly have been called a thicket, moved by the right of com- 
panies to the rear, and was on the site of what was t« jirove 
tho long tnlked of " winter quarters." The tneution was some 
tlireo milea due cm^t from the village of Pulmotith, and was 

"icially known ae " Cnmp nciir W!iit« Oak Church" — the name 
coming from a small, plain wooden building still further to the 
oastward bearing that designation. 

The trials of the march and the fichl now gave place to the cx- 
pcncncct of the winter camp. The men were at once set at 
work "policing" tho iut«, tltc ground to lio occnpiud by the 
company streets Ijoing cleared of iho undergrowth and comfort- 
able honaca roofed with their ruljlici' blankets built by the men 
from M]>UogH and the mortar-like earth. The ijuarters of the 
pany oltlccrs vorv at the rear of thoir respective oummaiids, 

hilo the field and staff occupied a gtaitlv elevation at the left of 
the lino, eJieltore^l by a knot of pinee of moderato axe. Here idiio 
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Hie hoflpital wu loR»t«d. and it tilled rapidly, for the expofture 
of tbe ]>B«t two inotitliB, oambined witb other unfaTomlilc tiiflii- 
«nces, ooiiUiiuvd to miikc muI tuivoc ntih the hiMUtli of th« 
ivgimi^Dt. During the weclu which followet), doatli citme ottvn 
to L-laim it« victims, and it eccniivl t)iiit tho more ntbtiat foil 
riilluT than men of feebler physique. This causo, io conibinu> 
tion with others, innde the winter anything but a cliecrfiil one 
to the majority of the army. There was another caiitie of di»- 
quiul, notprcviouaJy rcferriyl to, which should not e«CApc nioiition. 
The time wiw ii|iproaehin^ whim lh(i Kmaiioipiitinn Prodatiiutioii 
of i'reaident Lincoln watt to tukv vlTi-ct, and haud-bilU were 
po«tcd throughout the army calling attontiou to the fact. With 
the new year, the shackles of the bond man were to fall. While 
gonernlly Ihia act was hailed aa one of Josiioe too long deliiycd, 
and a wbic and inijmrtant military step, anch was not the 
nuanimmii! TcrdicL By a noi»y minority the proelamiition vine 
derided, the war wn« dcoliiri'id to have changed into an abolition 
cniaado, and there can ho no doubt that many of the desertioiiii 
from that cbsii may he properly set down to this cause. Otherv 
who remained faithful to the Hug suw in it a fuctnr of gloomy 
import, felt that it wm n mistake ami an uimcccwnry coinpliok- 
tion, and lost courage. Yet, while dcBpondoncy and desertion 
nomed epidemic through the army, the former vns by no means 
scriouR and the latter was almost unknown in the Thirty-seventh. 
From tho time of joining the Army of the Potomac to the oloiu 
of BuriLsido'd command, but four desertions ocourred from the 
regiment. 

Gradually tho weeks wore away. When the weather wotild 
permit the day was largely occupied with drilling and the duties 
of the camp and of guard, with an occasional tour to the out- 
puttts for picket service, usually for three days at a time, und ft 
was thiTc that the new ycur of 1863 found the regiment. The 
3d of January was marked by the occurri^nco of what proved to 
be a false alarm. Tho main body of the regiment, forming the 
ri!»erv«, were comfortably settled to sleep in such quarters as they 
had been able to improvise, when word came back from the 
nvur-side tbat the Confederates were laying ponton bridges to 
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Onw tliu stream. In n Ti>ry ttw momonU tlio moD bad been 
ronMcli formod in column Kiid were hurryinf; at the double* 
i]iuck tonr^nl the riTer, u mile aWHf. The incident wum a 
niomorable one. The niglit waa ebar and the air aharplj' 
oold, the ground being iiiightly froKou, ko that tlic citdouou of 
Ibo foot-fftllft, iiuiform and [tcrfect n* on rcvivw, rung out with ■ 
sharp rcoonancc. It wiu onv or thc)«c rikMou lutte which mark 
iho i|ii»1ity of the coRimand, and riding buaide thoir men the 
Rohl oHioort of the Tbirty-eoventh had just cause for pride in 
the perfect responBo of Die rank and file. However the alarm 
originated, it w«a carried buck to the cam)>8, the long roll Vrokv 
the ilumberB of the entire corpjt, the rcgimont* wore formed luid 
Htood for houni Hhivertng in the oold, only to lie told at last thiit 
nothing was iho matter. 

The following day tbo regiment rolnrnod to camp, and tbo 
ealisted men woro much gmtilied to find a snpply uf oheller 
tenU awaiting them. Up to that time they bad Ix-oii obliged to 
make their rubber bhiiiket« nerve m such, and detipito many an 
ingoutoiu makeshift, tlio deiieiency had bocn the cause of much 
onnBoeewry exposure and Hulfering. 

The winter waa not to pass wilhont another effort on the part 
of (iencnd Ilumside against the enemy. Within two weeks of 
the retreat from Fredericksburg he hod decided upon another 
plan and bogftn arruiigemcnt« for carrying it into exi'cution, 
whoti he was diseuaiU-d by the Pretiident from making the 
attempt on account, it wonld seem, of the disapproval of many 
of the subordinate officcre. This plan contemplated the crtiwiing 
the Rappatiannook several milee below Fredericksburg and a 
movement ikgainst the Confederate right Dank, while the Union 
cavalry were to opersto iu the rear of lliu pnemy and, if poauble, 
doatroy his lines of communictttion. The cavalry wa«, in fact, 
on its way when the dienpproval of Preitident Lincoln necessi- 
tated its recall. General llurnside being thns made more fully 
than Iwfore aware of the distrust iu the minds of his subordt* 
note*, felt the neccMity of such immediate ootioD as would re- 
«tOT« his waning proaligc, and finally decided to once more cross 
the river and offer battle, intending to cross at one of the upper 
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fordfl, moTo to tho rear of the ProdertokBbtirj; highte, and strike 
lice's army on the flank. Banks Ford was deci^led an aa tho 
point of oroKung, but ta dooeivo the enemy ii« to the rent int«n- 
lion, doraonstntioM wore nuulo ut ovory oth«r poMiblt^ eroding, 
alwre and bclotr, hattorlos vcre planted, roads proporod, and the 
bustle of preparation Hlled all the camps. 

Tlie Tliirty-seventh were on picket when, on the morning of 
.Tuitiary 20, IMS, orders wore received to repair to camp and 
prepare to nnircb inimediatoly, anil at noon eanip waa broken. 
Many of th« soldicrB, thinking that th«y were iu permanent 
winter (jiiartors, hod sunt to their homos for various eomforts 
and liisnriefi. and a quantity of express boxos containing them 
liftd just been received. How moat of them were disposed of 
it would 1)G difliciilt to »tay. Whiit the poiuietiiior could not eat, 
woar or carry, lie divided with others or abandoned on the apot, 
su[)orl1ucius clothing and cjini]) convcnii-noiH) wore discarded, tho 
log huts were dismantled, and in eome cases burned. After tho 
regiment was well under way it halted to hear the reading of n 
general order from the eommander-in-ohief, announcing in the 
usual hopofut turniM that the army was again to nioct tlu^ foo. 
With tho nink and lilo thero whs a mingling of doubt and hope. 
The weather was line, the army strong in numbers and well 
appointed; bnt on tho other hand there was the memory of 
Frodoricksburg and the known want of confidence in the ability 
of Burnaide to cope with the Southern commander. 

Tt would bo UHolesa to 8)ieculate on what nii^ht have booa. 
The weather — the factor appiiix^ntly mo»t favorabhi to the Pei 
oral eauso^was yot tho ono from which tho disaster was 
oome. A good distunco was easily covered during the afternoon, 
but just at the troops went into bivouac for the night the weath« 
■nddcnly changed, and » gentle rain began falling. It oontinao 
all night with increasing intensity, and when tho march was i 
sumed in the morning the extent of the mischief became wpf 
ont. The clayey road-beds, indifferent at the best, were soskc 
to tlio extent that every paKsing regiment, every wagon, qtoQ|I 
stirred the slipp<<ry depths and made them more tri<uc]ivroua.| 
As far as possible, the roads were given over to the pontons and 
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^krtillcry, the infuitrv innking their wny through fiol(l«ftii(l iwmse 
intmTeloil rogionit, partly Ihut the mon might hiivu Wttur twi- 

^ing, hilt priDcipiilly bocaiieo it waa ini)>OBei1)lo for thorn to go tn 
any othi^r way. The rain still poured down and tho gronnd 
BTcrywhere became a bottomleRs «oa of rand. SoldierB ciarefully 
pMking tlioir w»y Klipjwd and fell into the lenafiioiiK miux, carry- 
ing i-omnwlm with Ihem, thdr HdiculoiiK plight ahcn extricated 

I affording about thoonlv rolicf from Ihc somber gloom of tho Kccne, 
Kvery road was blocked. Tho immonBc weight of tho artillery, 

' aromunition wagons and pontons, sunk them hopelessly in the 
mire. In vain the ellorta of the drivers, profanity included. 
Their nniniala tuuik bodily from aiglit in Iho sloughs or dropped 

r dead in their phioi'«. Txing ropcg were rigged, and great detail* 

lof men put to the task of luuisting them. Sixteen horsoaimd

A liirgo 
iNMird is erected on which has been rudely aerawle<), " Durnsido 
stuck in the mud!" "Come over, Vank», as goon as you can," 
orie« a picket with a loud voice; " Old Stonewall is right back 
he ID and wants to see you!" "Wait till to-morrow," suggcala 
another, " and we uns will come over and help you bring up tins 
bridges." Not a shot is tired hy either side, for the men liaro 
no desire to indulge in wanton murder, and it would ho no leu 

,than that to shoot each other under «iioh circumstances. 

It woe about noon that the Thirty-sovonth abandoned the 
Attempt to proceed farther, and turned into the woods beside 
lie road. A pitifully bedraggled and muddy lot of men they 
wore, j-ct others who had floundered through nister depths, 
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mniining tliv ro|H« and lifting tho bemired cwrrisf;oa, hiid tami 
far worse than thev. After a sbort reepito for food, rmt and a 
^oiicTuI cleaning up, thu n^ment inov«d a littU- dittaaco to a 
stoop hil)-eitle, tind the men w«r« argwi to tiinko thomsolTes "aa 
fouifortabloas i>owihIe." (^oniforlahk'! The Btorm sbowcd uo 
sign of abstttmeat, and all through the ni^ht it niged on, seem- 
ing vuch hour Co fnerouM in foree. llie Hlopc was so Rteep thai 
nuiny ot the mtn wore obliged to sleep with their U-nt iigiiiusi 
logs or rocks to prevent slipping aw»y n-illi the rivulets that 
tricklMl down the bill-side in cjury dircetion, and noi a few 
nivokc in the night to llnd that th« foothold had given way and 
tht-y 1)11(1 rtilli>d out iiii4i the ]>elting stornt. 

The following diiy the ruin et'uod, and u sjwrk of comfort 
cjtme to tho niiiKtrublo host from tho reali;tation thut mutters 
roiild berome no wonw, and that iu lluiir dcmondtxod condition 
tborB wiis no possibility of their being fureed into Imttlo — which, 
nndcr tho cironnulaneoii, all felt would prove only a ii«cIom 
slmtghter. Thoy nieu realized as never before, from generuls to 
privalea, the iiiiiilnesa «f an overland winter eompuign, To 
imagine the army many niiies adranood and dependent upon 
wagon trains for its ati|>pli<<«, was to picture an ignominious 
retreat toward tho biute of Kupplie« lu lut altermitive to i<ljirT)i- 
tion. Kvon now that was tilmust the condition. The nttiuns 
with which tho men hud started were nearly exhaiistwl, and nr> 
wagon train could reach them. 

That evening the wooded sloitox occupied by the army jxro- 
■ented a picture«i|iiu scene. Tho various organixationt wora 
oompBOtly massed, and now that tlio rain hod oeuseil a multjtude 
of flru were ablaze, drying tho garnicnlA mid blankets and 
wanning tlio chilled limbs of the men. Opposite to the slope 
oooopied by tho Thirty-«6Tcntli roM uaotJier, similar but loos 
abrupt, and through the evening its aurfoce was lighted up with 
bundrods of Qres, ranged with almost matheinaticid accuniey, 
the red light of eaoli disclosing groujut of men in blue, and the 
whole farming a picture upon which hundreds of those aoross 
the ravine gaxed with a sort nf fiufcimition, and from whivh they 
drew what seemed an inspiration of cheer and frci&h cour^o. 
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i'ho return to the old csmps took pliico on tho next dnv, the 
I, ftn<l it id prolmbly safe to wiy that the liku mjirch wiw ncvtr 
in thv Army of tho PotomHO, Tho men wen; wrilhout food 
in orcry way <tomorHliiod. Obliged to pick their wsiy as beat 
[thoy conid, it waa not long till the ri>;i:imenU dwindled to skele- 
tons of the most meager dimeniiions, and n mixed throng repre* 
senting everything and nothing nemmbUid through fioldB nni 
•long the roadw»ys as hext it conid. The old (|unrtors were 
rvaohcd nt length, the stragglers came in singly and in gronps, 
^k the old hnls were reoccupied, thoee timt had been bnrned or 
^■destroyed were rebnilt, and the campiiign under Iturnaide vm nt 
^B&n end.

^ilO bad been sent tu general hospital, and as was inevit«bl«, 

K» freah otitbn-ak of sickneMA f(dl(>wt'd the exporlcnoo just ended. 
The n^giincntal hoi<]>itMl was noon filled, and the death-roll 
Mpidly lengthened. 
Thus (sr tho weuthor had been moderate and compjirutively 
comfortable, and the rigors of winter hud not mnde thcmHolves 
^H Jdt to a flcrioiis exb-nt, but now a marked chnngo wuc noticed. 
^PStorniH wore frequent, the ground wtui iilti'rnately a mass of 
tenacionif mud and frOKun. When in the hitter condition, tho 
^_Cold winds which swept over it chillud the men through, render- 
^Kng erory outdoor duty of Fatigno, guunl or pieket a aerere tnx. 
^^ And there was no lack of fliieh duly. Every fall of snow ncooa- 
vitAted thi^ clearing up of the eompany strM-l^, and when tluiw- 
ond freexing hud produced m eomponiid of snow, ieo and 
anen mud, the liuk viu no Klight one. ^^neh labor was neees- 
lary, too, in providing the fuel essential to pumfurt. The hundreds 
uf llriw nocesmry in oftieers' (juarters, cook-houses and tlw tont« 
nf the rank and file, T»pidly exbuueted the wood in thn vicinity, 
knd it liecame nceeaaary to transport it lung dieitanefv on thv 
Bhonldent of the men. Kvery morning, regardleM of wild or 
Btorm, sipind after tHjuad could bo neen emerging freni the ^nar- 
tors of tliu different companies, each group in poesMsJon of n 
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Hinglv (Itill nx in tho hitnds of the man beet skillod in its uho. 
l*r«Mntl]r the pmcession would oome ntAggsriuf; baok, each in- 
dividual bending under a stictk of 0«k »r wutntit u largo u be 
could oarrj, huving lonrncil bv nnplMMtnt i>xj)orioace6 to di»- 
criminato kguingt thoHo soft, eoppj TarJoticfl wbioh nothing conid 
coax into a flame. Ab the roet stretches of be«atiful forest 
Diolt«d away before the inrifainiil attaolu of tlie axmen, many an 
exclaimitioit of n-gret wont np from idncaro huarte orcr the 
Rocomary derastntioQ. Not eron Virginians tbemselvee oould 
bave felt more keen regnjt than did the New GngUDdors at the 
unceasing destruction. 

The picture of gloom which hung over the camps of the great 
army was not unbroken. Here and there w«re ageocios and in- 
fluoncOB which brii,'htcn(Hl it all with a bi^ttor and purer than 
earthly light While such efforts wore put forth for the physical 
well-being of the men us no similar army had ever before ex- 
pericno[^d. their spiritual care was not forj^attvn. Six stations 
were opened by the Chriittiiui OomnitssioD from which not only 
food for the sick suitable to their needs was di^ribiited, but 
earnest endeavors were made to improve the moral condition of 
the well Mid to awaken a religious interest. Papers and tracts 
wcru distributed to tho soldton directly m well as through the 
clinplains of tho rogimuiita, prayer- meet ioge were establisliod fn 
many places through tho aseislauce of the Ohristians in Uie 
rank*, and often the voice of supplication, the hymn of praise, 
and tlie avowal of consecration to a noblor life wero hoard above 
the camp jest ami thoughtless ttong. 

Such was the taso in Captain Flagg's Oompnny t>, which had 
been detailed at tho timo of tho advance into Virginia for guurd 
duty at General Franklin's bead-quarters. The uso of s large 
tont had ln'cn pniciiriid for the holding of meetings, which were 
cjtrried on by the devout ineinbttrs of the company, assisted and 
strengthened by an occiuilonal visit from ChapUin Morse and 
others from the regiment, much good and great enjoymenl re- 
sulting. "The praying captain and iiis company of Okris- 
tiuns," WHS the remark of more than one as they rvtumod to 
the regiment. From no lips did nich words fall mockingly. 
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However lightly tlio tipeftker might liiniself regftrd religious 
matton, ho coali] but rospoct n oonsistenl ChriMtian life in 
otheni, and nowhere wiw this rusjioct moru jturfuclly ehowu thoa 
ill the Ngnnl of thv mim for thoir chapluin. 

The duties of thst oOic^r, ae he snw and interpreted them, 
veroof no triSing nature. Serving as the postmaster of the 
regiment, much of his time was ooiiRnmed in the duties of that 
place. To secure the mail for the Thirty-serenth nssoon as it 
thouhi VTir« at brigado huoil-qnarten, day or night, and km to 
it« proper distribution to thi' sevorul compimius, hud ito coimt^r- 
port in tho reception of tlie letters written from the rogimont, 
and the seiting of every ojiportumty to send them forward 
whenever a mail was to leave the annj. Thepo&tal lawn at that 
tiiQ« roquirod the prepayment of letter postage, but an excep- 
tion was made tn the case of soldiers in tho Held, whose letters 
wore forwarded when ccrtitted. and an the soldiere were svldom 
provided with postage stamps, the familiar inscription was to be 
writt«n, in cold or storm or darkness, hundreds of times daily, 
" SoldierV liOtter. F. C. Morse, Chaplain 37tb Rcg't Moss. 
Vol«." During ihc winter inactivity it was the custom of Mr, 
Jlom to daily visit the hospital, reading the Scriptures, praying 
wid ODDveising with the inmates, experiencing often most touch- 
ing >ceue«, and in the evening to pay an informal visit to one of 
the compaoies, talking with the men, distributing tracts and 
paper*, greeted everywhere with the most hearty welcome. 

Uespitu ull sanitary efTorls in behalf of the army, tho most 
painstaking medical cure and attention to all camp dotniU, the 
health of the regiment failed to improve, it rather grew worae; 
fevers prevailed, and they were not confined to the enlisted men; 
;.tbQ oflieers began to fall victims, and as a last resort a change 
of camp wait ducide<l upon. The location selected was some bi^f 
a mile Buutheasi of the original site, and covered a welt-drained 
plateau, eloping gently toward the sottth, from which the wood 
bott recently boen cut. 

The regiment returned March 1 from three days' duty on tho 
picket line, and Ihe following day every iihle-bodied man save a 
cwnp guard was tvt to work jn the preparation of the new <iiiar- 
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tttra. Three axc«w«r«])rovid«d for each comptuiy, and tlie work 
was aTBtomatixGd und Diipurvtsvil so pcrfi.'«tl,v thkt on the 9t)i tli« 
old camp v&s quilted and tho Thirtj-suvunth romoved to wliiil 
maj pro{>erly be dcsigiiated a« tlio model regimental cani|i in tlio 
Army of the Potomac, named "Oainp Eilwarda," ia compll- 
ment to tho colonel. The work had beoD uarofully liiiil oat in 
adranco, and not only wore the <7om|)any strc«t« uoifurm, but 
every hut waa bnilt to a common plan. There were 158 of them, 
each intended for four occupants, built of anuill pino log«, 
either whole orgplit aocordingto aiae, interlocked at the corners, 
with H joor-wuy in front, a fire-place and chimney at one tide, 
and two hunks built of polenand covered with boughs, wloTated 
a certain distance from the ground, at the roar. Each hoiiMi 
wns eight feet by twelve, fiv« foot high at the oaves and ninu 
at the ridgo-jHilc. the roof being formed by four sections of 
xheltet' t«nt. Thecrevioea were stopped and the chimDcyii liiiiKl 
by a liberal npplii.'ation of clay, n lloor iiiiulu of binal] poles, and 
thus a liabitation naa created quite a« comfortable as the ilwvIU 
iiigi* of tho poorer classes of Virginians, After ita occupation 
the cainp was decorated witii archoa of evergreen acroea tho 
company slrwjts, and in uniformity was not rotjiiired a brisk 
rivalry devclopod in this roapoot which had tbfl effect of bring- 
ing forth a jirofusionof neat designs, tho whole giving the camp 
a ooniuderablc fame throughout the army. But best of all, tha 
good eHect aought in a sanitary way was fully reftlizod; tborei 
were few ndditiunal cjuos of aiuknoss, the hoapital patiouU gn- 
orally improved, and from that time forwanl tlio Thirty- 
aeventh mny ]>roporly be a])okvn of aa enjoying oxceptionally 
gooil health. In front of tho pantdo u small atreom Sowed, 
giving an abundance of pure water, and on the emiueuce beyond, 
oppoKite tho ri^i)t of thi^ regini<:nt, were the heod-quarturg of 
Colonel Edwards luid IuxkLiiIT, with thv liunpital mtjaeout. From 
the littlo c'ltistci' of luuLs tho ofticc^nt eoulil. look out upon a beau- 
tiful and uuimated ecene, and may well have indulged feeliuga 
of pride at the spectacle. 

Imiiortaiit rh.'ingcM iimong the offlcftrs hod takes pUoa during 
the winter. Tho lirat fulluwiug thow iu>t«d at tha doae of 
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pruvioug cliApter was tbe reaigoation from nec^inbcr 29, 16C3, 
of First Lioutcinaut J, Milton KuUt-r of Company I. The V!i- 
cancy wiu filled l>y llui promotion of Sc-ooud Lieatfiiinnt Chnrles 
I'liulps iind of Orderly Scrgoiint F. Edward Oriiy of the same 
ooiiipouy to first iind socoud liutittMiiints rcspwtively. TIic ree- 
i^ation of Lieutonnnt^ColoDoI Alonxo E. Goodrit^ih* took i-ITvct 
January 16, 1863, Major (ieorgu L. Montague advancing and 
Captain Kagcne A. Allen becoming major. First Ijicut«nimt 
Million W. Tyler of Company F in turn lietiame ita captain, and 
in coiuwunenco Second Tiii-titunnnt George Tl. Hyde of Company 
D wiia promoted, but was atwigncd to Company B, taking tho 
pliuie of First Lieutenant Tbomas F. Ptnnkett, Jr., who aftur 
having commanded Company K for a time waa detailed aa an 
aide on the staff of fleni'rul Devtma. First Sergeant Oeorge N, 
Jones of Company F was ommiAstoncd wrand lieutenant and 
filled tho vtirancy in Company P"b roster. QnarteniiHster 
Daniel J. Dodge resigned January 28, and hia placo was filled 
by the promotion of Second Lieutenant Kdward Dridgman of 
Company (3; Finit Sergeant John S. Ilradloy of Company B 
heooming Micond lieutenant in Com))»ny 0. First Lieutt^nant 
Joshua A. LoomiA of Company 11 wan on the ^ritli of Fntminry 
asxignod to the command of Company K, which liiul thiix fur in 
iU hiatory FioL'n iiufortunati* in having a guuceaHiou of torn- 
porary commamlera in the absence of Captuin Hopkins on staff 
duty. It may not bi> amis-t to say that under llie firm aud skill- 
fnl hand of Lieutenant T/oomiii the ('ommaiid improved nkpidly 
in oflieioney .•mil morale. March !) Captain Petor Dooloy of 
Company K was diHchargu<l. PruviouH to this ho had from 
November 30 l»cen absent from the regiment on account of an 
injured ankle, though much of the lime on duty in charge of 
oonvaleaoents reported to tlieir regimenta. In lli trips between 
tho hoapitald and tho front, often in chnr^ of detachments 
numbering hundreds, ho did not hiNo a man by deaortion or 
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othcrwitc. Fint Licuti^nunt Malloy succeeded him as i-fl)>tiiin 
of Guni[iimy K, r.iciitetiiint Oliuniiley wns ftdvanrad in turn, and 
First St<rg(utnt MiobM'l Tlurrigsii of the wimc oftiii|NUty K-citmc 
its sotHinil lii.-uteimiit. AsEi&lant Sargeoii Jatiliiiu J. KllJit cca8i>d 
to hold tbnt position on the 37tb of March, und wu« Huoc«eded 
by Dr. Albert L. Mitchi^ll of UoHton. Dr. Elli« died ut Xow- 
port, R, 1., (luring the aummer. In the non-wommisiioncd staff 
John E. Banks of Coni)>aoy Q succeeded Thomas Portor Jr., as 
qQart«rniiud«r sergeant, January 1; but the latter remained in 
Uie doimrlment m ulcrk tbruughuut, rendering valuable and ap- 
pro viutiid Morriec 
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EVKSTS IN TUK WKST. — CH.INCBLI,0H8VII,LK. — MABYK'h UiaHTS 
AND SAI.ru CHUBC'H. 

We miirt uow glaime very briefly at tho progreBS of tho great 
Htrnggle on other piirt* of the vast arena. Over the disputed 
territory of Tuniieesoo and the adjacent regions graat armiea 
wcru surging buck and forth, the advantage ahifting from one 
banoor to tho other, but gi<norftlly favoring the Union arms 
whenever thu t«st uf ducisivo battle was reached. Following the 
Ijiittle of Pittsburg Landing, April 7, 1868, lieaiiregard with the 
rt'inains of Im army had fallen back to Oorinth, Misa., which 
pluco ho ovaouatod late in May on tho apprwich of the Union 
army under General Hulleck. During the following month 
Oen«ral Pope, vho had joined the combined armies operating 
iigniust Itojiiiru^ard, wus Eumuionod to Washington to take com- 
nijuid of tho Army of Virginia, and in July liallock followed 
toiusume direction (mm the u^itional Capital of all tho federal 
armtea. The nrinios at Corinth now uiparuted, Gener>] Grant 
being maignod to the DcpurliiK-nt of Wo*l Tonncuoc while Budl 
with thu Army of tho Ohiooperalcd agBinst Gcii«r«] Bragg, who 
hwl sDCcoeded Brntirfgnrd in the command of the Confederate 
array. Tennessee and Kentucky were uow free of any consid- 
enilde bodies of t^otithern traoi)a, and after arranging his army 
to prot4M!l Nashville, Ituell contemplntcil tho iKtiiipation of Chat- 
tAnooga, an imjtortaDl strategic point near the (Icorgiii haundiv- 
ry. when he found that Urugg, moving by way of northern Alu- 
buniit. had already jiasoed through tho place and was pushing to 
the northwarxl past tho left flunk of tho Union army. Crossing 
the Cumlwrlaiid at Oarthnga, the Ooufoderutes moved directly 
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tointnl IiOiiMtvillc, Kjt., while iit llio Hiimo timo ii mtiallDr f»rco 
uniliT B. Kirtiy Smith liiul fiitfri'i] the sUto through Comlicr- 
IiiikI Gk|), iind on August 30 dcfcnteil Ocnenil Nelsoti at Iticb- 
moiid. At MunfordBville, Bragg encountered a auall bat deter- 
mines] gmriefln oommanded by Ooloncl John T. Wilder, which 
afltT three days' reaistaneo was forced to aurrondcr on tho 17lh 
of Sui'toinbor; btit tbo time gained bad eimblud Buell to OTcr- 
tiiko liix uiit^igonist, and for several dayt the two armies munuu- 
vonxl and a battle was expected. Finally the CoDfL-dcmtos 
withdrew to the euatward, Buell marched to LouisTille and i>r<)- 
viaioned liis troops, and on the 30th moved once more iu search 
of Bra^. A severe battle ensued at FerryvilU-, Ky., Uctobor 8, 
luid dtiriug the night Kragg retired leaving hisdcml and wounded 
on Ihr Ikld. and rctrwiled tuward ('nmhiTliind G«]). Buell fol- 
lowed the retiring invadern withuitt further cngiigi'ment till he 
felt obliged to concentrate hie army toward Nashville, and Octo- 
ber 30 he was relieved of his command and Huct-ei'ded by Gen- 
omi Itosocmns. 

On the do])arturoof Quneral Pope? for Wiutliington his westi.<rn 
coinuiiuid had lic-en given to Gi'iKiriil Itwie-crans, niid about the 
middle of Segiti'mbur the lutlLT wiis ordcnid by Grant to moTO 
with the Army of tho M iseisiiipiii iigainst the Southern General 
Sterling Price, who on the 10th hml o(?oupiod hika, His»., mp- 
turing uonKiderabK) amounts of government pnipi'rly. Itos^arnnit 
moved vigoruuHly and on the mth fought th<! battle of lukit, 
Price retired during the night, in 8ei;«un to cHcapo the cooix^rat- 
ing colnuiu of Geiuiral Ord. who was moving to the a^sUtiiuco 
of Kosecnius, giving to the Federal forcofi the prestige of viiitory 
though the engagement itself had been indecisive, liueecmns 
coritintitrated his forces at Connth, where on the 3d of October 
be wn« iitliickeil by the combined armies of Price and Vuu I>orn, 
under llm cuniuiand of tlu^ lulttT. From oarly murniug till 
noun of the f<dlowing day the luumilants fought dosjK-raUdy. 
Corinth was the military kt-y to WesLeru Tennessee, and it uon- 
tuiued vast quantities of etores and supplies, bnt tJiough ono 
lutaault fulluwud imutlier with deelriietivL' fury and ut great cost 
U> the Oonfedu rates, they uchieved nojiurmanent succt^R*, uiid by 
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noon of tlie 4th were m (nil retreat. On the following day Gen- 
eral Ord intercepted the fiiji^itives at tbe Ustchec, and mtticted 
further Io«h ii))on thorn, hcing himself aoverel; wounded, iuid 
Utieocnms inirMiieil Vun Dcirn'H flying coltimii« for GO miles, till 
rt-C'illcd hy ficnoral Gnint. 

With the proBtise of these vigorotis acta fresh in the public 
mind, Hosecnins Bucceodei] to tho oommnnd of ttuell's army, 
iniieh lo the jrapular satisfaction, iu> impatient hmi the loyal 
)i('cif>lc lioeomc of tho delaj^A of euinpiiigns Knst and Wettt. Honcc- 
forth this eommand wiut designated as the Army of the Quin- 
iKTliMid, and it was at this time orgfinizcd iis tlio Fourteenth 
Corps, though on the nth of January following it was divided 
into tbe FourteentJi, Twentieth and Twenty-first, under the 
command, reaiwctively, of Oenerals Thomaa, McOook and Crit- 
tetiduti. Following tho l)aLtle of Pcrryville, Bragg ooncentrated 
his army at Miirfreenhoro, '.in milex from Naihville, threatening 
the latter city, and on the 7th of November Uvncral McC'ook 
rooched the city with BoBccrans'a right gmnd division just in 
tide to proTcnt a threatened attack by (leneral Forrest. The 
two itnnieti watched eaeli other till hile in December, when itosc- 
omns, annoyot) by the oxtensirn cavalry raiding of Forrett in hia 
ronr, with Morg»u oponttiiig in Kentucky, Diovod forward his 
entire force and on tho la«t day of tbe year opened tho torriblo 
battle of Stone lliver or Mnrfreeshoro. The opposing forces 
wore in position the night Ijefore, and by one of the eingnlar 
coincidences of war each commander decided to make a very 
rigorous attack in the morning with his left on the right wing 
of his antagonist. HriLgg was the llr«t to deliver liattlc, and 
whila Roficcrans was moving his own forces to the assault he was 
astonished to find his entire right swept buck l>y a resistless on- 
slaught, liis purpose of attack was at once abandoned, and 
•very energy devoted to resistance of the Confederates, who still 
ooDtinacd to sweep back ilcCook'a right wing, though ShoridanV 
division fought bravely, repelling three desperate attacks and 
holding the enemy at bay for four hours, when with lunmnnition 
esbansted they were obliged at last to give way. As this last 
cUvision of tlic right wing gavv way th« Oontedcrat« adranoe 
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atruck tai iiorioiisly involrod Uio center, vliero Die iron ooungo 
of Cienvml Thomtui ami his command iiiM{iircd somo of th« mott 
ob8tititit(i (iffhting of modorii times. At liut tlio firin linos 
witlwKMKl the shock of the repealed rebel oiieoU, and the heroic 
Fudend conimimilor icaw the uttocking legiona break aud drift 
away ill fragntoiitfl. and knew Omt the imiietuoRity of tlioir diwh 
huil H|H)iit itself. Thu Union loiw had hi-cii Huv«rc, in »umc com- 
tnaiids terrihk-, and incltidcd tht cumtuundcr of UvCook's Sec- 
ond Division, Oeneral Sill, and Colonel Kirk commanding a 
hrigiulf, im widl ita Garesch^, the chief of staff to Itost-crans, 
whow hcitd wag carried away l>y a shell tliat harely iniwed his 
Dommuiidcr. To thu [loiiition thus trngiciilly made vaonnt (ton- 
oral Garfield was a|i]>uiiiled a few w^n^ks later. For two days 
Itnigg aonght in vniu to (lioreo thi' Fiidoral lines. In ovvrj cnat 
his dGmunstrations were met with such detormiuution thiit he 
ntttlined the hopeloiwucss of his liwk. Toward the cIoho of tlic 
iil of Juiiiiar}' one more <U'isj>vmte otTort was mitdc to ilrive the 
Union forcos from » position across the riror threatening tho 
Confederate right; but it only resulted in severe loss to the at- 
tacking jiarty, which was forced back for a considomble distnuce 
and the whole [losition oocupiod by Bragg jmt in aiich [leril Unit 
he ^avo the onlcr for a genoriU retreat on the night of thu 3d. 
Coneeutnitiug and iotrenehing ui^iir Tullahemii, some 40 miles 
south of Miirfreesboro, General Bntgg placed bis army in winter 
<]uartcni, while Uenond Ilosecrajis devoted his energies to the 
rujiair of his comuiiiniciitions und to strengtiicning tlio wi>al< 
spots in the organization of his army, in which the next few 
mouths were ajiont. 

West of the Mississippi the eiluatioa had not greatly changed 
during the fall and winter. In Miasouri General lllnnt had 
operated rigorously, defeating the Confederates under Marma- 
duke at Boston Mountains, November ZS, and following this 
victory by one over Uindman at Prairie Grove on the Vtb of 
Doeemher, praetieiilly freeing the atuto from any orgnnized rebel 
army. Texas, however, where so earnest a ataud hud been made 
against secession, seemed now utterly abandonoil by the national 
guvummeut. Oalvi-sluu ha«I been occupied by throe companies 
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of the F»rty-KCCon(l Mn«Riic>iiisuttti regimoiitr, supporbod byii floot 
of giiii-boitts in tlio liiirlior. but on the iirst day of Jiinuury, 
lsc:t. tho fleet was disporapd by tliat of the ConfedomteB «nd 
General Magrudor easily cjipturod the handful of infiintry left 
unproti^crtod in the etrveUi. With the «xcf*pttuti of an iiisigiiill* 
(lant f(>i-<;o at a-rtitin points on tho Uio (jrandi!, n» Union Hohlivrs 
won- k'ft in Ti-xan, 

All other interests in thiil re^^ion were now snbordinated to 
the supreme object of opcniiiR the Miasiasippi. With that vaat 
wnt«rw»y nndor the national coutrol, cutting off the great Lranft* 
HisMiwiippi region whcnire enormous qunntitJot of supplier w«r« 
furniiihotl the Uonfoderut*^ a powerful blow would be struck 
against tho cause of disunion. Already groat progress hud been 
mnde, so that at only two ])ointa — \^ickBbarg and Tort lludaitn — 
did tlte BeocAsioiiists retain oontrol. These posts, adtnirahly 
iid«ptod to the Rummand of the river, hnd liccn strengthont-d by 
e»erjr device known to engineering skill. At Vickshiirg the first 

I iMittory on the Mississippi had been built, from which on the 
Ifttlj of Jnnunry. 18iil, the steamer A. 0. Tyler liad bc^en llrcd 
on. ncre General T^ivcU hud retreated with his (trmy when the 
approach of Gcncnd Biitlor drove him from New Orleans, and 
in May he was followed by Fttrragut's fleet, the batteries at Port 
Hndson not being completed. Fire was opened by Farrngut, 
but the aJcgo was not prosocutod, and toward the end of July, 
18G8, he returned to Now Orleans. On the itli of September 
tho finit fight with the butteries at Port Hudson occurred, and 
the FKleral navul commander found the river practically closed 
to his vessels at that point. 

Eariy in November General Grant began the concentration of 

■ bicftvwUble forces for a vigorous OMnp»ign against Vieksburg, 

r>nd «M pressing forward with all speed when the ojipturv of his 
depot of supplies at Holly Springs by Van Dorn olitiged him 
to retire to Grand Junction till the loss could be repaired, and 
this respite gave General I'emberton time to concentraK- his 

koommiuid for tlie defense of the threaleued Ktroiighohl. At this 
timo Grant divided his Army of tho Tennessee into four corps — 
the Thirteenth, Fifteenth, Sixteenth und Seventeenth, com-

Bkvoii. Tliix mitvviiient hHving thtiH provt^d » fuiliin.', ihv idea 
of n (\nxiV iittitck on Peinbiirlou wns ubaiidonvd. A wwk lutor 
McCloniimd joined toicvt with Shi-rmun luid took commant], 
lioing the senior ofTk-er, und Jununry II. 1863, the luiid forceti in 
euiijunction with the fleet captured Fort lliudmau^ on tho 
Arkaneas river, vith its garrison of eomo 5,500 men. The neit 
notiilile utteinpl was to cut a oanal across the !on|; ]>i?iiinKii1u 
op)H)fiite Vickabiirg, in tliL- ho|ie of diverting the river from iU 
nntnml eoiiree; but nfler two mouths of lucmliUo exertions in 
swamps, biiyous and foruets, the rise of tho river compelled the 
ubaiid<inmeiit of the echeme. On the 2d of Febrntuy General 
(Jrunt roitelied Voting's Point and usHunied pcraouul comniaud 
of thu operutiouR, and the following night the Queen of the 
Wo«t lit Porter'* floel ran the batteries, liestroycd fotir Cotifed> 
orate vc«vcls below, und returned without serious damage. On 
a second passage this vessel was lost through the trcaehery of a 
pilot, and similar attempts followed, attended with more or IfM 
Buocesa, but it waa demonfltrated that the bfilteries eoitld be 
paucd, and Grunt presently decided ou one of the boldest move- 
ments known to military history, This was no less than to move 
his ikrmy on tho west side of tho river far below Vioksbarg, cron 
the MissiBsippi by transports which Porter would undertake to 
rim post the bntteriea, throw his foree between the Confederate 
armies ill Miuitsippi, defeat them in detail and capture Vicks- 
burg. ThiM plan, daring us it wa«, tho indomitable genius o£ its 
originator airriod out almost exuotly. 

Porter suceeBBfully passed Vicksburg with the veaaols required, 
but at Grand tiulf, near the mouth of the Dig Klaok river, 
lio found other strong batteries which be iiiotTeetually atttickod 
oti tile ^ULli of April, but that night ran his tranjiports past 
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thorn and iinmodmt«1y moTed the waiting armjr iicroas th« rivor. 
(iotiunil McCli-Tniiiurs eommiind rnroiinlcrcd and dsfcatod the 
Gonfcilumtt-a tindur Ovrit-rul Joiiii Kdwoii on the Ist of May, 
which dofoat no<:oi<xitato(l the id»mdonine»t of tho worlcR itt 
Urand Gulf. On thoisth General Shprmjin^ who hml lieou opor- 
ating agsinat Uuines Bluff with tho gun-ljoiil*. joined Gnnt on 
tho Big Itltick, and the march toward Jiickson wns proni|illy 
tjikcn ti|». Oencml J. K. Johnston, Iho ahleat of the Southern 
chi(tftuini« ill thv Wctit, wiia ru|iortixl on hiH way to aiesuuic )i«r- 
sonal L-omuiand of nil tho trooiiD in tliat vicinity, Imt when hi^i 
cume he found only broken fragments. On the 12th McPhvrson's 
corpH defeat«d General Orogg at Itaymond. and two days lat«r 
tho Fifteenth and Seventeenth Corps defeated the Oonfedi'iiilea 
ut .Tuckson and captured the place. Finding lliut Pemliorton 
was seeking to striku bini in tlio rear, Qrnnt now fwMtil ahout, 
und on the lOlb mot and dL-fuatvd Ills nntiigonist at Cliamjiion 
ElillH. IVmhorton fell hack to a strong pwition on t.]ie Hig 
Black, but on the following day he war Attacked and driven 
wit)) «iich rigor thiit he wa« unable to dotitroy the bridgi^ over 
whicii his troops retreated, and on the 19tb ho fouud himself 
forced back upon Vickshurg by the victorious FodoraU. A com- 
bined and desperate assault upon the fortidratioDR there wne 
nuulo on the 22d, hut it was bloodily ropulaed, when Gmut, 
changing hi8 ha«o of «up]dicit to the Yaxoo, aettlod down to a 
siugoof the pluoo. Among the troops which came to his rein- 
forcement at this time were two diviiiious of the Ninth Carps 
under Ooneral Tarko, detached during tho winter from the 
Army of the Potomac. The course of the siege cannot be fol- 
lowed hero ; sulTice it to say that it was pressed with dcqicrato 
energy and valiantly roKistcd. On the I5th of .Tunc Oencnd 
McCk-niHud, who hud, in an order to bin commaDd, allowed 
somo rvDocltc^u on General Grant, was relieved from command of 
the Thirleenth Corps and auccoeded by Gononil E. 0. C. Ord. 

General Itutler was relieved from llie command of the Pepurt- 
ment of the Gulf, November 9, 18C2, and a week later GonemI 
N. P. Hanka sncceoded him, with betul-quartcrs at New Orletuis. 
A thorough cituipaign vtm at once p1annud> Baton Rougu boiag 
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reoccapinl hy n foroo nndcr Genern] Grovcr, Hod dnring tlio 
siit'ocn'linG; months Gvncral Dick Tavtor. the Soulhero onm-j 
mandvr, was driven from )>oiDt to point till hia iirmy wiut offect- 1 
uailj scatt«ro!. ('rosainj; the Hisginippi nt Bayon Sunt, Itunks I 
moved down frum the north towiLrd Purl Iliidwin. wlnlu Gt-ncnO ' 
Angnr iippruiichcil on tb« Motilh, iind »n tliL> '^tli of May the 
inv(>«tinont wiu romplHu. llvrt>. too, strong iiesiintttg were made, 
but stubbornly rcpnUed by the guriaon under tk-ncnti <iardu«r, 
and th<> slower prnceBR of Biegc became nocnsary. 

This, thvn, vm the aituutioii in the West »nd Southiriift ut the | 
wild of June, I8fi3: BnrnBidc, relifvcd of the commimd of tlip 
Army of the Potomiu.', had bo<>ii assigned to Kuai 'IVnnesfliX!, 
where he waa gathering a considcmble army; Van Duni'R com- 
mand — that oftioer haritig l>e«in killod in a pcraonal c|iiiirrcl by 
a Or. I'otvrs — liiid jolnc-d Bragg nt TiiUiihoma, ngniiist whom 
ItoeecmDE wjw preparing to move; Grant waa besieging Pomber- 
ton at Vtekiibiirg, and Hanks perfor^iing a like service for 
Gardner ut Port Hudson. 

Ri'tum vc now to the Army of the Polomiic, of whioU, on the 
3Cth of Jnnuury, 1SC3, (!enerul Joseph TTuokcr hiul taken com-, 
niand, Sumner and Frunkliu retiring at the same time. TTjc 
former tiled soon after of disease while preparing to take a 
command in the West, and the latter had no further conncrotion 
with the Army of the Potomac. Tlio new mmmnndcr at once 
bent his energies to the Toorganixut ion nf hJii commund, and as his 
■eoeMJon followed close on the " mud march," theru was uhund- 
luit opportunity for the exercise of his genius. There was uiimis- 
tokably much dcmonOixiition. Dcsertinnti had boon (rcquont 
and the absentees from the army at thi« time, including all 
oanscs, amounted to nearly 8S.0O0. Many of tJicec were sick or 
wounded, or on furlough, but these cunses did not by any means 
cover tho entire numbur. Bettor food, better clothing and better 
sanitary regulations weru at once ordorod, and what scomod 
mountains of discouragement to fomiur commaiideni were now 
made to giv« way. Vogotables in some form were ixsned with 
regularity, ovens wore built for the baking of soft bread, rations 
lost or damaged when in the poMsossion of the soldier wore ro- 
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1, sinks nnd droiuogo received carpful nLtontion, find villi 
these untl ninti}' other cTJileiiccs of n. lively iiitrr\'i<t in (.he jiliyv* 
iml weUiire of hit commuiiil, Gctitiriil Hookur won the vonlideiico 
tiU'l Hircngthciicd the morale of liie men. At the ojioning of the 
Ohaiiceltorsville cjimpnigD iho Army of tho Potomac was un- 
doiibtc<1ly in the tineflt phyaioiU (■oniiilion known to iliiliifltory. 
Tho desertions, which were r«iiurtod na renching 200 jwr ilny ut 
the lime Hooker took <-omiiii>ii(t, wioii ncnrly otuutod. iind n 
jiidieioiiB HyMteni of brief fiirlotij^hs gtivo hii lulded incvntive to 
exoellciico in soldierly duties. 

In the organizdtioii of the army many changoa occurred. Tho 
ayst«m of grand divisionfi was iiholiHhnd, and in the {dace of llio 
Ninth Corps, which left the Army of Lint PoUimiic during tho 
winter, tho ElcTeiiUi hud t<eon Hddcd, General Sigel, Us recent 
cominunder, being suceeoded by Gonoral O. O. Ilowurd, to tho 
soriuus d iflplL'tLBitre of its large German oloment. Hut two of tho 
(}i>r[is commAnderH at Fn>deriokaburg lemained — General Hey- 
n«ld« of tli»Fir8t and GMieml Goiich of the Socnnd. The Tliird 
wiifl under General Daniel E. Sickles. General Guorge G. Meiido 
itdvuiiced from tho Third Division of tho First Corps to com- 
tnatid the Fifth Corps, Gonoral John Sedgwick left tho Second 
Diviflion of the Second Coqis to cwmmand tho Sixth Coqia, tiiio 
coeding General Vf. F. Smith, asfiignnil to duty in North Curo- 
litm. The Twelfth Corji* vag under General H, W, Slocnm, 
■dvniic«d from the commnnd of the First Division. Sixth Corps. 

ITie make-up of the Sixth Corps during tho Chancellorsvillo 
cani{>aigii maybe thus described: The I-'irst Division, nnder 
QoDeral Brooks, pixiviutisly commander of the Vermont Krigude, 
wni compiMfd of the First or Now Jericy Urigmly, GcirtuI Tor- 
Wrt. lliu Second, General Burtlctt, and the Third, General 
David A. niiseell, promoted November 30, 18C2, from the colonel- 
cy of the Seventh Maseacbnectts. General Uowe's Second Divis- 
ion oooatstcd of the Second or Vermont Brigndo, ColonH 
L. A. Grant, and the Thinl, Gcnend Noill. The First Brigiwlo 
of tbis divinoD lind been broken up, and a "Lighi Division" 
formed, under tho commnnd of Colonel Buruham, composed of 
the Fiftli Wisconsin, Sistb Maine, Thirty-firat and Forty-third 
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Mew York jiih) Sixty-ffnt Pennsylrania. Th« Thinl DiTisinn,! 
now under Ocneml John Novton, one of t)ic rooftt thorough 
cngincon* in the army, miw mnny chnngi's itmoiig iU commniiil* 
on. GcrKtnil IVvms Imviiig Uh'ii ujipninUil lo Uio rontmaiid of J 
ft (liviBion in the Klevcntli Gor[w. hi« tirigiulo became the Soconil,| 
and passed to tlio comiiiaiid of Colonol Urowiio of the Thirty-| 
sixth New Vork. the senior rejiimental eonitnandor at tlie tiin<r,( 
Colonel Wlieaton having been oommiisionetl ii brigadier-goe 
at thi> time of Ooloiud Itititm<ir» promotion, uid aniguod to til 
onmm»n<l of the Third Brigndo. The Pint Brigade wasoom- 
manded hy ili-nera] Alexander 8hii]er. Colonel Uoratio Rogen I 
sneoeodud Wheaton in the Second Rhode Uland, and ColoiiclJ 
Thomjia P. Johna wae naiignod to the Seventh. 

KHpRcinl ofTort had been made by tieneral Hooker to organii 
the cavalry of hir* eomtnand aa an imjiorlant arm of thv servioeJ 
which thus far it had never boon. Tho entire available force afj 
this arm wnE consolidated under General Stoneman. and nt thi'' 
ojicning of the campaign it oomiirispd an effiotont t«tiil of some < 
12,000 men. Inelnding the cavalry. Hooker's army now nnm- 
bcred not fur from 125,')0o, of which ho might woU say that it 
waa " tho firieMt army on thin planet." 

It was during this pvriod of rocouitniclion that the eyal«m of! 
OorpB liacifjOB was adopted by General IJooker'a order for tlic in- ' 
Htant identilJeation of the different commands. The lipirtWj 
adopted for the seven corps of tho Army of the PoLfimac were: ' 
First, a disk; Second, a trefoil; Third, a diamond; Fifth, a^ 
Maltese crow; Sixtli, a Greek cross; Eleventh, a crescent; ; 
Twelfth, a star. The color for the first division of each oirjNtj 
was red, for the second while, and for the third blue — emjiloy- 
ing ID regular order the three national colors. Small olotb 
badgM of the pro[>er figure and cnlor were sown upon the topn 
of the men's cups or on the loft side of hals when worn, and the 
head-()uartore Hags of the divisions and brigades were thus dis- 
tinguished: First division, a red figure on a white ground; 
Hoood, a white Sgure on a blue ground; third, a blue figure on 
a whito fhig. The Hagaof divisions wore rectunguliirr of brigadci 
triangular. The brigade flags Iwing of the same color aa thoio 
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of tho division, with tho corps biulgu in tbe (Xiitcr, tlio numbor 
of tho brigade waa thua dosignjitcd; Pint, u ])liiin lliig; wowiid, 
A stripe or bonier next tho stall; third, tbo aamo on tliu three 
siilcM of the flag: fourth, a sector at each of the throe corners, 
'i'bi- color of thcMo ImniiTS wiu tliut siipplimicnting tlio body of 
thu flag mid tho corps biidgi', tho Sucoiul BrigiuU-, Third Division, 
thus having a white flag with u blue cross in tho conternnd » red 
bitr nest the staff. This eicoUeDt system, which <hm soon adopted 
by iK-iirly every corps of the Uniou armies West and South, wus 
the outgrowth of a device of (ioncral Kearney during the peniu* 
aular campaign to distinguish the oinocrs of his divisiim, who for 
a time were all obliged to dress in the uniforniB of cnliittid men. 
After the death of thatgiiUant otticoriit Chantilly, thosci who had 
touglit under him continued to wear tbe budge in his memory. 

The Oonfedorut^ force at this time opposed to Uooker oon- 
«istcd of something ovor 60,000 men, so disposed as to hcoa^ily 
concenlmted at any point where they might bo ncmlod, while 
for 9R milce along their front, from United States Ford above 
Froderickflbarg to Port liifVid below, extended a system of in- 
tronoboieDt ns jierfect as military skill highly favore<l by tho 
contour of the country oonld produce. Hebind tbe«e ilvfciines 
lay tho four divisions of "Slonewttll" Jackson's Sci;ond Corps, 
eummaudcd ri-ejwctiTely by flcnerids A. 1'. Hill, D, 11. Hill, 
Trimble and Early, with two divisions of Longstreet's First 
Corps, under Generals Anderson and McLaws, Longstniet in 
person with his other two divisions having been sent to tho 
•ontb of Richmond in Fcbriiiiry, to o)jenitoitgikinst Ocncrul Peck. 

The plan of atlack which Hooker dccidt'4 upon might Uv 
united an clabomtion uf Iturnside's Jannnry attempt which hud 
ended in the nnid. Itriefly stated, it was to throw tho muiu 
biKly uf his army fiir iiround the left of the Ooufederate {toeition, 
wliilu a demo nst ration in force was made at the old battle-ground 
nnar thu city, to cover the real intention; mrnntimc 10. fiiili cav- 
alry under S|i>n<-nian were to raid as far and tut vigon)iiKly m 
IKMsiblo againsi the enemy's lines of cumnitmieation. 

The cavalry on both sides hiul already become active. On the 
bib of .March tbe gtierrilla Icailvr John ti. Musuby dashed into 
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tlic villngc of Fikirfax Court Hoose with a small force, captnrodj 
suvcrni prisonora. iimong thorn Colonel Stoughton, tho oom-l 
miiDclcr of the Vermont uino-monthB' brigmlc which wats doing 
duty in that rieiuity, and escaped without loss, tlie oEfnir occur- 
ring lit the (lead of night and Colonel Stoughton being taken < 
from his Ijcd. • At Kelly'ii Ford on the 17th occurrod tho fi ret 
purely oftviilry fight in the history of the Army uf th« Potomac, 
u force uudor Gcnorul Avoro)) oncoiint^-ring the brigndo of Fits i 
Hugh Lee, with whom a sharp but not decisive engagement J 
occurred. 

Meantime the events transpiring in and about Camp Edwards ] 
convincod ita occupiinta that they must aoon exjHiot again to 
meet the enemy. The early part of Murch, following tho occu- 1 
pntion of the new ciunrtcrs, vras especially stonny and dimigree- 1 
ulilc, but toward the close of the month tho ekicii brightened and ' 
tho inud grudnally gave place to firm earth. Nearly every i%y 
was marked by the oecurrence nf intipcotion, review or brjgiulo < 
drill. Ou the Sd of Ajiril, which wus B''nat day in Massachu- 
Botts, the division was reviewed by General Sedgwick, and on | 
the following day by General Ilookcr; tho memorable review of 
the army by President Lincoln tukiug place on tho 8th. Thu 
lattor oi!Ciifiion was one of much interest to those who tlien for fl 
the first time saw the President. Tlie Thirty-seventh regiment 
wiw on the right of the massive line, nnd the reviewing part; , 
rode down almost in front of its cohtrs, Mr, Lincoln uncovering 
his head :i«ila Hugs driiojiod low, the iirtillcry thnndered and tho 
bands at the right began to play. Grciit was the contnu'l Itc- 
twevn thnl phun, modest nmn, — almost awkward in hi« move- 
ments, his natiii-ally furrowed face more deeply worn by tho 
load of carp which ho hiwl wo long borno, — and his magnifieciit 
escort of riL-hly drcswd officcrB, I he embodiment of military i>omp 
and splendor. Many a man in the ranks noted lliat contrast as 
tho cuvnloade moved down tlie line, and it is not too much to say 
that from that momoutary glimpse many n heart beat more 
warmly and kindly toward "Honest Abo." 

The division was called out again on tho 11th for review by a 
visiting Swiss general, and on the 14th the expected marching 
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onlencamo. Th« citinpaign hiul begun, n oftvnlr^ forou Wing 
j'liBhed ncruMthv It»ii|iahi[iiiinck .-il Koliy"» Fonl to fut-l tlie wuy 
for tilt.- tiifuntrv, bul that niglit :t Ewcrt! rnin-Htorm tict in huiI 
the movcmetit waa poBtjionod, the furious stui-ni r»i«it)^ tbe 
river bo rnpidly that tbe cavalry with eorue difficulty recrofiscd to 
tho northei-n aide. 

One sad exporienct^ wan utill in »tore for tlie brigade before it' 
should Kgitiii mc«t tho oncmy. General Dotoiis had hwti lu- 
Mi^iio<l to the commiiitd of the First Divittiou of tbu Eluventh 
CorpH, and on the aftornoon of April 81 a brigiide dress parade 
wse held at which the honored commander \a afTecting words 
took leave of liis coniinand. From tho opening diiy« of tho 
peninsninr camjiaign tlio present relation ba^l existed, with but 
tcDi]iorary intorrnptiun in the prvvious uiitunm when Lieaeral 
Dcvens had commanded tbodiviBian;and as the speaker referred 
to the faithful aervioes of his command in whatever ponition it 
hod I>c4>n pliii;ed, and tho tiincoro regret ho felt in leiiTlag them, 
with UQ Qxprewon of his confidence that in the fntnre they 
jivould render equally faithful service to the catuo of Union, 
loae who hcnrd felt that be spoke no perfunctory worda." 
That evening the detachment of the Fiftieth New York reg- 
iment of Engineers which had been encamped Jti«t noulli of the 
Thirty-sovonth in charge of a ponton tmin broke camp and dis- 
i)pl>eared in the direction of tlie river, and an invitation to foU

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low IIm-iii w;m hourly cxjxicloil. Thftt ttftornooii tlio n-yiroeu! 
wiM sent on pickol duty for tlireo duye, during which time i 
rftini'd nlniost without cessation, bo that on the ri>tum to citm 
no further changeR had taken plaoo. The payiuatttor tniid« 
wdcomo visit on the 95th, paying the rc^iin(^nt for four month 
service to lifarch I, and on the 37th th« brigade was drilku) and 
had a drees jiaradp under its new commander, Colonel W. H. 
Browne. Final orders were received at the same time to 
reitdy to move i.-arlj' in the morning. 

It WHS not till 3 o'dofk of tlic following afternoon, however, 
that the order to march wsis hojird. Then, by a circnitons rou 
tJirougb a drizzling rain, a few miles were made and the regi 
ment halteil for the night on the north sIo]>g of the StufToid 
hills, out of Might of the Confederates across the slnoim hut' 
within CMydistuncu of the Rappahaii nook , It was not ijuitA 
comfortable for the men to lie down in their wet garments with-j 
out the i>rtvilego of making fires to hoil n cap of oofTct'. \ui 
every one siilimittod cheerfully and slept well till early morning, 
when rapid firing in the direction of the riri-r hrought ever; 
sleeper to his foot. Presently the brigade marched down to' 
the vicinity of the river, halting very near the spot whore in. 
December they had waited for orders to cross. Itut this time 
lodgment had already been nnide on the opjiOBite lumlc. During! 
the night ]>onton bridges had been ijiiietly laid at Frunklin'fl' 
crossing of the previous battle ami at Pollock's Mills, a mile 
Ijolow. Small parties had been pushed over in boats, cajitnring 
the enemy's piokets at each point and saving the engineers from' 
the annoymiee uf their muttketry. Ilridges being hi)»tily bud 
Brooks's division of the Sixth Corps crossed at the upper and 
Wndflworth's division of the First at tlic lower, and eatublished 
their lines on the Spoltsylvania side. The enomy showing n< 
disposition to dispute the occupancy uf the historic plain, U)« 
Tliird Carps, which hud been detached to support the movement, 
marchod rapidly uji the river to United States Ford, to co- 
operate in the main movement din^ctud hy Hooker in person. 
During that night and tho following day everything romainul 
ijuict in Sedgwick's command, those of his troops on the Icfb 
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iiiiTilc uf ttie rivur pilolitng their Hholter tonta nnd oxporiouoing 
i)u fiirUii;r excitoiiivtit lliiiii lui ucciwoiml itrtilltTy (luvl mid 
tliv sdiiiiiIb of distant skirtDishiiig lis thu <lpt!u:hm(>ubi iiorawi thu 
rivur tvh the position of thu onetny in their front. On thti 
evening of the .'10th the Thirty -fievonth were dctniled t« accom- 
piuiy a ponton train ap tlie river, some of the bridgoa having 
Ixieu tjiken up. The jonrnoy wiw iniulo to the viciDity of Hunks's 
Konl, uiid it wiM 8 o'clock next morning whtsn tho thuroui;hly 
weary regiment retnrned to its place in the brigade, and the 
mon slept most of the day, falling in near night to march 
around the haxe of the hill and up over its oretit, thenoe down to 
the iilain, repeating Lliv ojwmtion till darkness shut the perfonn- 
iineo from the night of the onomy for whoso benelit it wiu under* 
taken, to give tho improssiou of u movement in force at that 
point. In fact the left waa being weakened, for the First Corpa 
was now ordered to the riglit to a^iflt in Hooker's wain attack, 
Icnving Svdgwiok with but bis own corjis and Oibbons division 
of tliu Second. Lot us now sketch the fortunes of the main army. 
Aocording to the programme, during the night of April 28, 
the Fifth, Eleventh and Twelfth Corps oroi>aed the Ra|>pahan- 
nook at Kelly'fl Ford, and the following night furdcd Llic 
Rupidnn — the Fiftli at Ely's Ford and tlio others at Ovrmanna. 
The Second Corps moved by way of United States Ford, a short 
distaitM below the junction of the two rivers, and as soon as the 
Bapidan was pitseed above they also orosned and pushed forward, 
the four corps on the night uf the 30th bivouacking at ChanceU 
lortvillo, a point on thv Orange turnpik« ton miles southurest of 
PrcleriokHbnrg, marked by a singlo brick house, which Hooker 
made }iis hmd-qunrlers. The Third Corps now moved up from 
the left, crossed at United States Foiil and hastened to the Bn{>- 
jmrt of those in advance. The general commanditig waa greatly 
I'laled by the success n-hioh hail thus fur altendod Wit move* 
tnvntii. Ailliough the o]H)rutionH of the cavalry had boon de- 
layed by high water, so tliat Stuneman failed to render tho 
eHiciunt scnifv that had beon countod on, the column was now 
on iU way toward Itiehmond. while more than 50,000 infantry 
umUr tho immediate command ot tiieir valiant du«ftain had 
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rcnchcd a {Mgition of bis eelection directiy in rear of the CoH' 
fodurate iutroncbed line. There was a sabstanttal foundatioi 
for the coagratnlaton- order issued by Hooker and read to i-vcr 
regiment in hifi army, in urbi(;h lie Hiiid : " It is with heiirlte) 
■atisfac-tion tbnt the cninmaiiding gfnoml niinoancce to the army 
that tlio o])(Tationit of the last tlirco dayti hiivo dvtermined that 
our enemy must either infjloriously fly, or come ont from behind 
bis dofonseB und give us battle oa onr own ground, where cer- 
tain deBtniction awaits hira." 

The enemy hiid no thought of flying, though even «o able 
general as Lee niiglit woll dhriuk from the iktiI of his iiosilioi 
nil army wax nl uiice diii]iu8ed to moot tlio cliitDj^ed situation.! 
Lvaving what seemed an ndcfjuiito force under (ieneral Kurly 
hold the hjghts in front of Sedgwitk. Leo with all hia nviiihililo 
troops prepared to dispute the Federal advance. Hooker, limtiug 
tho groiiiiil about Chimcc-llorsville unfavorable to military ojier- 
atioiis, pushed forward his left, composed of tlie Fifth Curiis,] 
within view of llnnks's Foi-d, while the Twelfth Cui'|iti advaucvi 
along the pinnk road till it enoountcrcd Stonewall Jackson'i 
trnopN, when, after n brink ongagement. it w«« ilwidci! to con 
eeulrate anil intrench nc»r Chancellonsvillo and uwuit the rehu 
attiu;k, if one was intended. The position of the Union urm, 
on the 2d of Muy nmy bo hriefly stated. The Fii-at <Jorpw lia 
crossed the lliippa ban nook at I'nitod States Ford iind Wiis lu'lil, 
in reserve near there; the left of Hooker*!* main line wa« formoil' 
by tho Fifth Corps, whit^h extended from thu shurp bend in tlw' 
Itappahannuck whure Mineral Spring Kun empties iuto th 
parent stream. Its lino of buttle faced iu a southeasterly diro' 
tion and was joined and jirolonged hy tho Second C'oriJS. The 
the line bent around so as to face due south in front of thi 
Ohitnocllor house, wbero tho Twelflh Corps was posted, and o 
tho right of tbii^ the Third Corps began to face to the eouthwes 
The cnrvc in this direction was still more pronounced at tli 
extreme right, formed by the Eleventh Corps. This flank wiij 
the weak point in the Federal position, being "in the air" 
that is, having no protwtion againitt the attack of an enemy oi 
the llttuk iir rear. True there seemed very slight probcthility o 
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any sudi Attii«k, m tli« weaV flitnk miglit he conudorod tuifoly 
swung uruntid bvliiiid tlii> muiii lino, — but tlint proved exHctly 
wluit thfl ConfedoratoH were to BDcoesafully attempt. A direct 
altuck canld liardly be thought af, and the slirewd Jiutkiton pro- 
posed to execute hii favorite movement, mid ptutning entirely 
itnmnd the Fodorul iirmy, strike one of his L-hiimotcriatic blows, 
awift and terrible, on the flank which from the petition of the 
army could not but be weak. 

It waa iinpORflihle to entirely oonocal the movement of his 
column, lut it |nu.4od ovor an «lcvution eomo distance to the 
i^iuth of the Union linee, but it« purposs wob wholly mti^tukcn, 
being cunetrnod by the entbuaiaetic Ilookor into an attonipt to 
retreut. OetiorsI fiickles with his Third Corps moved forward 
to attai^k it, and Aohroved ntmc auciieKs, but in doing no left a 
^■ruftt g»p between tlio thrwitcned Kleventh and Twelfth Oorpit, 
whieh nunc near sacrilicinf; the entire army. Gaining his oov- 
utoj position with no suajiicion on the Federal aide of hia 
deali nation, .Iin-kfinn, lale in the afu-nioon, haatily formed hia 
linen inid ^wcpt down upon the fated eoriw. Devcntt'g division 
of Lwo lirigitdca, on the extreme right, wait thu fuiit to rouoivv 
the ahoek. The men with atnckod arma were idling about or 
cooking iboir suppers when the Confederate lines came cmshing 
Ihrough tli« thicket. Not more than a round or two could be 
llreil Iwfore the great wavtw of gray swept over and around the 
slight defcneee and through the camp* which * moment before 
hwl scorned eetablished in the midst of profound peace. Almost 
al the opening of the attack General Deven«, while trying to 
rally and hold bit command against the onset, was severely 
wonnded, and orery colonel and general in the division was 
cither diMibh^d or captured. The broken division rolled back 
upon that of Schurx, next to it, and the kttcr crumbled away 
almost without a blow, but St«inwebr's division, the Second, 
formed a line in the face of the triumphant foe nod momentarily 
chvckcd his progrc«8. Yet the two brigades, strengthened by 
a few of the fugitives from the rest of the corps, could not 
long withetttU'I the Iriumphant fury of Ihe attnok, and presently 
the «ntire Kleveiith Corps was driven to the rwu', ajiunic-striok^ti 
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laiuta of fiigittvw. A xocnc of the nioRl litrriblc oxcitoniont i 
confusion f»llciwo<], during urhiuli, itinidet the gcniTul rout>] 
o<;cTiirrcil some of tliu j^rwidoflt inHt.iinfc« of hi-n>i8rii kiionn tuj 
history. A liiindful of mon hero luid tlioru opjwslhI llio reluut-j 
loaa advance, IsjnDg tlioir livca down with a smile in order tin 
timo might ho ^titii^d fur I>riiij;;iiig froali buttories into posiMoaJ 
and rm-iiiiiig ww Uwn in the rutir. 

By Kiiiwrhiinmn (-xorlioiis a rce]>cotahlo opposition wit* nt Untl 
initdi- ta tho Coitfuilenitc ndvaiir-o, nn<l thoro cnino u lull iu thoj 
storm of biittlo. Jiickson's iittnek hud thus far been DiiidehyJ 
the divisions of Itodos and Colston, and as these were much dis- 
orgaiiixcd, tJic troops commanded by A. I', ilill wore pim'tid inj 
front, ftiid tb»u)|h it wnn now dark, Jnckson cuntvmpliitixl ul 
uantiiiu»nt;t; of Ibc fight. Before hi« iirrnngi'mt'Dto woro ouni- 
(>lvt<td he wtut tired npon by bi« uwn mon mid recoiTed wounds 
from wliioh he died a week Inter, depriving the Oonfednnuty o{] 
onu of iU iibl<i»l cliieftnins. Hill recoived n disnhling wimmll 
sliortly Hfti-r, und tiviiorni J. E. B. Stiiurt, who took tempornryl 
command of Jnckfion's corps, decided not to Bght any more tlmbj 
night. Morning witnessed a renewal of the struggle, mid till] 
noon it mged incessantly. Oenoral Hooker was Htimned by ti\ 
hIiuU striking a pillar agaimt which lie wa.i leaning. H'riousiyj 
com prom i«ing the ttafety of hit) «ntire army, tlio center of which | 
wa« steadily pui^hcd buck, in spite of the moet desperate lighting. 
till the divided wings of thu Confederate army were reunited j 
and orders were issued for a combined advance along the whido| 
lino to complete the victory. It was at this time that new« cAma] 
to the Stnitliern commander of iSedgwick'ii movomi^nlH, whiuhj 
caused him to pause, and the battle of ihe main armies wa^ noti 
again renewed with oumcRtDCgs. Among the Federal onioeraj 
killed on the 3d. wore Ooncrals Berry and Whipple, oommanil- 
iug till! Second and Third Divisions of the Fifth Corps, 

We eome now to the part taken by the Sixth Corps und the] 
Thirty-ioiventh regiment aa an integral part thereof. During] 
Saturday, the 2d of May, thoic- was more or losK of what secmod ' 
a purposeless activity. Suvcral times the command was placed 
ntider arms, perhaps moved u short distance, after which the 
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mueketo would t>o stacked and a period of eiisponse follow. As 
night approoohod there were oridencea of Bkirmishing across the 
rivor, a&d about 'J o'clock the regiment itioved ijuietly acroaa tbo 
bridg««, took its poRitioti with the other troops whou loug linoB 
ciniM Ih' dimly deen stretching awuy in thu darkiicw, and the 
command vriui whispered to "Load ill will." Then nnolher rest. 
About 11 o'clock the expected eummona from Hooker came, 
ordering tioneral Sedgwick to move at once by way of PVeder- 
ickshurg, ieite the hights, criiHh whutever torv.a might op]x>8e 
him, tnko the plunk rowl and form u junction with Tlookor by 
dnybreuk. It is not the pnrpuMo of this nurrutivc to criticiiie; but 
it is surely not amiss to coll uttoiitiou to the magnitude of the 
tiwk thus oiitlinetl. The distunce to be covered wn^ from 12 to 
14 miles, or more tbun the coqis could have aoconiplii«liud by an 
Diiimjieded march during the time named. At the very ontset 
were to be encountered the tei-riblc bight* ugainet which in the 
former battle half the army had dashed in vain, nnd which the 
present commanding general had at that time pronounced im- 
pregnitble to direct aRsaiilt. During tli« winter, uml <;specially 
in the fvw previous diiyM, in anticipatiun of an immudinte attack, 
th« works bad been Mtningthcued, »n<l woro now held by gix 
brfgadni of choice Oonfcdcmto troops under Early, with artillery 
support, making a force cijual in etrentrlh to that actually 
engaged on the Confederate side in the repulse of burnsidv. 

But the stout-hearted commander of the Sixth Corps, though 
ordered to undertake a jirima facie impossibility, pramptly 
obeyed the #pirit, if he ctinlil not mwt the loiter^ of his instmo* 
tiotis. As rapidly a« his skirniishers could push back those of 
th« enemy the column moved toward Fredericksburg, and Itunlly 
baited in the stroeta. A skirmisher who had fallen at the very 
onlnuice of the town and was dying from a t<^rrible wound in 
the tilioirt, faintly enconragod hia cnuirados aa they [wssed. " Ood 
blew yoii, boys," he said, "1 bdievi^ you urc going to caplurv 
Biobmond now, and it is my only regret that I cannot go with 
yoR to tho end." Brave in death as in life, he was a type of 
that vact army of martyrs who gave tlieir lives willing sacrifices 
uu tlic altar of their country.

To ulvanco fnrtlior ia the darknCMi wta out of the qnoDtioDt 
u a demonstration proved, imd the men <lro]iped apuii tlic ludo- 
walkB, in the streetB, anywhere, for a few mome)it«' sleep. With 
tho lint light of day all were astir, mid the men of the Thirty- 
KTunth, who trod th« itreots of the fnmotiH city for the (irat 
timo, werv beginning to Ukc note of thitiraiirroiindirigD, wbon 
the artillery on the liights o]>ened and Ihc frightful cnuhing 
of the missiles through the buildings dissipated all cmotiotu 
of mere ouriosity. Moving rapidly out of the city toward tho 
highls the n^giment for a time took nhelter in a railroad ntit, 
whore it It'll* i-ffceluidly protected from tho cnemy'it fire. The posi- 
tion, though Nifo, M'u not one to iudiioi.' refiections of a pleasing 
natnre. The memory of that terrible 13th of Docemticr would 
intrude. There were the same highta which hwl then defied the 
Union army; at tli(>ir hnse was tho deiidly stone- wall before which 
Uio elmrgiiig linog had been swopt away in ruin. Thkt experi- 
ment was to iw repented — would the result hv dilTerent? There 
wad no alternative to a direct aasaull. With the tirst light Gib- 
bon's division of the Second Corps had laid bridges from Fal- 
mouth and crowed the river, taking position on the Federal 
right, between the city and tho river. Newton's divinron occu- 
pied th« city front, and to the left, Iwyond Haxel Run, wm 
Uowo, with Brooks's First Division protecting tho bridges at thii 
crossing below. Gibbon, to whoso uasistanco the Tenth Massu- 
chusetts and Second Hhode Island had been detached, felt for 
an opening in the Confederate left, but hiit advance waa checked 
by the canal and a milroo^l cut. Ftowc on the loft of Nuwton 
hid kdvanoed and liecn driven back. "Wo mtiHt depend tijion 
tho bayonet alone!" said Sedgwick, and proceeded to form a 
Btorniing party to charge the entire oreet. Somewhere the 
wedge mn at be driven through. Hirectly in front of Newton's 
diviiiion rose Marye's hill, with a lino brick mansion near the 
crwt, distunt about a thoiisand yard* from the Federal lines. 
For two-thirda of tho distance the ground slopes gently upward, 
then rises quite sharply till tho summit is gained. From tho 
principal street of the city, straight up and over the hill, rung 
tho plank road which Sedgwick is ordered to take. At the foot 
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of tho hill pro|icr Js a inll-lioueo kikI tu tlic tioath of this along 
tlte bneo of Iho bill rtins tho fiinikou Tulogrupli roiid iiad ihr fiiLnl 
stone-wall. Bcbiad tho wall lioa Itarksdalc'K brjgudu of Mii>siM- 
iti])|iiiinB; in front of it, sheltered by a swell of the ground, Col- 
onvl Biiritliiint IioIiIh four regiments of his Light Oivision. 
Tlmy luivo attiickcd tind been ropnlsed, but awnit the moment 
for a iiiuro dclunninci) iidvaucc. On the jilank road a noliiinn 
of four rpgimonts was formed under Ooloiiul Sp«ar of ihe Sijt}'- 
llret PennsylTaoia, consisting of bis own rogiment and tlio 
Forty-lhird New York, supported by the Sisty-seveuth New 
York and Kighly-scoond Poiinsylvaoia. Between fSjienr's ooin- 
mand and that of Burnhiuii the •Sevcntli Mii«wu~btiiietts nnd 
Thirty -sixth Now York uudi-r the t:oniniunil of Colonel Johns 
of Ihe Seventh are formed to move paiidlel Iw Sjiear's advjiiji-e 
u\> the plank mad, the mi.'n leaving kimpsuclis, haversacks — 
everything (hat can impede their movements. Beyond Durn- 
bam to th« l«ft Howo'a divieion is also in waiting. It it U 
o'olock, and ut length cvorytlnDg is rttidy. Tho Union batteries 
hnvc been playing with dreadful energy npon the Confederate 
oiitrcnehments, but tho Washington artillery on the bights holda 
on di'liantly. Suddenly S])i-iir'>i enbimn emergen on tbo I'lnnk 
roiul, moving straight forwnnl at thu di>iible-i)iiii<k with ti.vcitl 
bayonela. The two rogimentE from Browne's Brigade are beside 
it, also pnshing forward by the right flank in column of fours. 
As they approach the toll-gate a terrible artillery lire t*»r8 
tlirotigh the head of tuieh column, and Barkttdale's men from 
behind the stono-wall ecnd u hot mnitkelry fire into iheir flank. 
The regiments in advance arc sadly shattorcd. Colonel Spear is 
mortally and Colonel .lohns seriously wounded, and the com- 
mands faltor, but they hear the elicers of the sturdy lines on 
thoir loft and pma on onoe more. Itarkadale had almost for- 
gotten tho line in his front in bi$ anxiety to dcmolisli the 
oolumoB on his loft, when Burnham's men spring forwanl with 
n bound, aoatter the Mississippians with thoir bayonets, capture 
half the brigade and send the rest flying helter-skelter along the 
Telegraph road. Then on up the hill th<-y go with a sweep, 
bre*kiDg through llio intrenched line, the Hag of tlic Sixth 
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Hwne being the first to wav«from the rebel stronghold. Ilowo'a 
three brigades were preBsing ui> the slope t« the left, and Gibbon, 
although nnnlilo lo ruo^li the enemy, waa holding hit attrition 
Ht the right. I.ieuteniuit-Colonel Harlow of the Seventh is 
wounded but not diitublcd, nnd with a few files of hie regiment 
cuts through the Conf<!denito« and offoctu a lodgment with a 
oool bnivery never siirpoased. The shattered residue of the reg- 
iment caloh the spirit of their heroic commander and rally to 
his HssijLnucc, swartning over the workH and driving the nKtound* 
c<l chivalry before them. It had been ii«k«d if the Thirty-Hixth 
New York would stand such (Icspcriito service, for in a few days 
more their term of enlistment would have expired. Never was 
doubt more bravely dissipated. Straight up to and over the 
hostile works goes their tall color-sergeant and his flag, which he 
pliiutd proudly on a captured gnn, while the sliortened liuu 
Kjiringx over the breastworks and the men with clubbed niugkot« 
dusb the panic-stricken defenders to the earth and receive their 
Burrundor with a cheer which is answered from the plains below 
aa the reserve lines come rushiugup to complete the occupation. 
The remniints of Spear'ti column nttrve themselves for one more 
cfTorl and they, too, make a lodgm«nt in the fortificatioiia. 
Howe liii:t ciLrricd the hight« in his front, and the broken Cou- 
fudemto line is crumbling away, hurrying stjnads hero and there 
trying to reach the Tologrnph road or fleeing over the plank roa<l 
in adviinco of the pursuers. 

As the Thirty-seventii cliarged up the slope in Bup]>ort of the 
advance regiments and reached the first line of fortifications, it 
pauMxl for a moment to reform itit line and change diroctiOD 
toward the left, where from a socond ntsriiM of dffoniuB OQ BtiU 
higher ground the flying Confedi-rutes wore sciLmporing forth 
and hurrying toward the Telegraph road, their forma outlined 
like dwarf silhouettes against the clcnr sky. Looking bi-hind 
them the men saw the batteries which had thundered valiantly 
all the morning against the hights driving deaiwrately up the 
plunk road, the horacti lashed to a gallop, the men and their 
beloveil guns hidden from sight in the heavy clouds of dust. 
Here and there a blue line with the Stan and Stripes in 
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cciit«Mvo]>tBtca(lih' 11)1 tlio dope, while nn ocCAsional farewell 
shot from the living foe nime biu-k like a note of duRanoe. All 
these were elements of snt ififuction, but thero was a saddvr 
feature comprised within the picture. All that green slope was 
(lotted over with little paiota of bine, and thosti who looked 
back ii)<oii them knew that <>acli rcprenented a comrade who hatl 
fallen by the way. linlliaut a«( had been the nicoew won, it had 
boon achieved at the cost of over a thouitand m«n killed and 
wounded on the Union side. Already the ittrstcher-bttaren wore 
harrying over the field in <|uest of their ghitetly burdens, under 
a syvtem so perfect that within an hour every wounded man was 
shcltored in Uie hojipitiitB which had been organised in the town. 

Moving M>me distance to the rear of the fnrlilled line, the 
Thirly-aereuth halted till the other rctgimentti of the brigade 
came np. Then with eager hij^te mcBHongem passed back and 
forth between Iho diSert'nt commands, to learn the fate of 
friend* or the general fortunes of the various nrgoni nation r. 
There wa* a brief respite, during which Oencnd Sedwick was 
busy with prc]>«rAlion)i to fi>lli)W up \m ttdvanlAgc. Gibbon's 
(livision was left in charge of Ki-edcricksbiirg, the rod crosses of 
the I'irat Division moved out in iidTnuoo along the plank road, 
the other divisions followed, and tlie highta of I'Vcdcricksburg 
wero left behind. 

It wiie n IK-Autifnl Sabbath day, the sun shining clear and 
womi; Naturu wiut in her most channing dreiw. Desidu the road 
a8 tlio troops advanced were lielditof grain waving with promise, 
and bird-aongs trilled forth to fall unhecdtKl on the ears of men 
whoiK- thoughts and senses were not for scenes of beauty or notes 
of joy. Presently the Ijoom of cannon in advance is heard, and 
H few dolid ihots go over and uncomfortably near tlie marching 
column; the itpeed stiickonH somewhat, but there is no halt, nnd 
the men think little of the familiar greeting — prolmbly some ro- 
treating party is making a little stand somewhere to gain time. 

Some milc« have Ixien pottod and tlio afternoon is well ad- 
TMioed when s small iitrram, tributary far below to Ilaiiel Itun, 
Is eroHCd. Hore the briga<Ip loaves the highway and halls upon 
t)i« ateop slope boeido (he streamlet in column by regiments, the 
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Thirtj'WTonth, on ncooant of iU fullor nuik«, lioiug formed in 
two lines, the left wiag uDiler Lieut«iuin(-ColonQ] Mont«^o in 
pe«r of tlio riftht. Very noon, one by ono, tlip refpmentii riso, 
but inotoad of reluming to the ]>Unk road tliej advance in line 
diroctly up the hill and dimppear. Cloie on tho hi-clM of its 
prodoocMor tlii^ Thirty -to venth olinib« to tho {datcaii and thu 
mystory is sulvt^l. \ol far in front there is a terrific firo of 
miiskotry, and as the regimuiit niovos Hteiidily forward toward 
the Bcenc it eiicouutors a B])octa(^lc to chill the stoutest h<iirt. 
The Federal lines have bruken and the horrible fimgmenlK arv 
pouring to the rear. Some nt t)i<< fngitires are hW'drng fn>ni 
sickening wound*, otliers unhurt ari> seeking panic strit-ken for 
BORie shelter from thu bullets which aru still hissing sharjily 
around them. 

What was the matter? That may ho briefly told. Wilcoit'n 
Oonfodorate brigade, posted noar Itanks'a Ford, had been sum- 
moned to assist Karly in dufcniling th(^ hights, but liiid not 
arriTod io time. It at once pluntcd itself in front of ^cdgwiak 
to deUy his mart-h as mui-h as possible, while news of the diMutter 
was sent to flenoral Leo — the news which had oauood the poil- 
ponvmcnt of his intended attack on Honker. Four brigades 
under General Mfl>aw« wttre ut oneo hnrriod down tu Siilem 
Church, midway between Fredericksbtirg and Oluinuellorsville, 
to which {mint Wilcox fell back, and when Brooks's division 
reached that vicinity he found bis advance checked. He attacked 
valiantly, won some eucgbbs, but was driven back. An the 
Thirty-seventh gained the field it confronted the triumi>haiit 
hosts of the foe pufihing forward to Hank tho ehattcn-d Union 
linus. It was a mumout of supn^niu inipurtnnce. Ooloncl Itrowne 
had fallen with a severe wound, and the command of the brigade 
devolved upon Colonel Kustis of the Tenth. The command wus 
scattered, the individual rogimenta being thrown in at tho most 
important points. Williatun's hrittery of hraw guns comes up 
the road at a mad gallop, the cnptiun riding on in advance. He 
shrinks from the prospect. "Captain, bring in your guns," 
BiolaitnB Colonel Kdwards in his moat emphatic tones; " the 
Thirty-MTenUt is here!" The fieroe gallop of the batter]- horaea 
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noTcr oeaaes till the pieces are wheeled into {Kwition, and almost 
l(cfor« thf tniild (iroji to the ground the pinners are sending; 
HlomiH of cunnielcr into thv fuoos of the ciieiuy. Still thi' oharg- 
ing lino overlaps and thi< Wt is throutenod. Guiivrul BronkM, 
rough as a lion and as brave, galloiie to the 8|)ot. " In there ii 
rcgimont here thiit I can have?" he demands. "Tnk* my Ifft 
wing; it'ti M good as a whole regiment!" says Kdwwds. The 
right wing adrniiuiH elosi- to the battory and gives it a nteadfaat 
support, while the left wing, led by the Holdicrly lieutenant- 
colunel, moves l)y the lift think through n bnehy ravine under a 
Khower of btillete. and ooctipieB a comniandiDg position beyond. 
Alt it hultii (lie utream of Are which hursts oat aloog its line 
shows thv Ihinking column of gniyi^oata that they are baatcn at 
th6tro¥m game, 1111(1 in a few momonts tbcy go drifting bii«k 
toward thv wooiltt from which thoy came. It ix an uxciling 
moment, and Lieuteniint Loomie obnerveit Ihtft tiomv members of 
his eommand nre Hring at random. His men are brought to 
a "shoulder iirniK," drillid in the maniud for a few moments 
till calm twlf-posseiwioQ is reHtored, and tJien ilin-cl their lire 
onee more upon the retreating foo. Nightfall comes on, tho 
tMmndfl of battle eeiuw, — only the enil refrain from the hundreds 
of agonixed ones stretched helpless on the field, and the low 
bustle of preparation among men and oflicers for the exiwwted 
renewal of (he struggle on the morrow. 

In thu ntublishing of the Union lines the Thirty-seventh was 
reunited and moved forward a sliort distance to a commanding 
imMtion, whore with the Thirty-sixth Now York it formed three 
sides of a srjuare at the most iidvanoed angle of Sedgwick's linea. 
From that point the Third Division with one brigade of the 
First extended in a long, weak lino to tho river above Banks's 
Ford, fronting to tho west; the remainder of tho First Division — 
little more than a picket line in strength — faced to the south and 
oxtcnde<l eastward till it joined Uowe's Second Division, whieh 
was still in the rear of the Kredericksburg hights and facing 
them, its fr<iiit heing to the etuit. ThuM disposed the Sixth Coqw 
formed tlirc« sides of a viwt, irivgtihir 'luadrangle, with a total 
frontage of mor« than six miles. 
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Little sleep came to the men as they lay on their stoib through 
the night. Karly in the evening word was brought that the 
Thirty-Bixth, who Iiad thrown off kiinjMicks and harersacks to 
charge the highlit in tha moniiiig, vri-rb Ktil) without food, and 
in a Hhurt time ihv wcll-filk-d hRverHacks of the Thirt^T-wveDtli 
had coDtrihiil«d a gi^iu'roui< oupply, and from the moment of 
that simple act the friendship lictween the two regimoDls was of 
the wannest nature. Directly in front, and some AOO yards dis- 
tant, were tlie woods into which the Confvdcratea had retired, 
ptirstiucl hy the fire of Hip I-Vilerul batl«riev, and which hud boen 
not on lire by the burning dhclls. Thv criea of tho wounded 
cuuld be plainly liean], and the fei'ling that they had been 
burned in the llamoi; hanntod many a brain long aiter the Inst 
flicker had died away. 

The moniing of the 4th found the sitnation unchangis), iinil 
Dot till afternoon were tliere srriouB demonstrations on i-ither 
aide. Occaeionalty a rebel ^kirmi^h line would show itself from 
the edge of the woods, but invariably received a sJiarp grmttJng 
from the Union pickets and artillery, and once or twice when a 
line of battle al»» ajipeared a wave of lire biir«t from tlie nflcs of 
tho ITiirty-KCventb, iind ihe shelter of the forest was promptly 
rosnmod. Qenerul Scdgwiuk Intd repeatedly acrjuaiuted General 
Hooker with his sitnntion, and usked coiiperation from the miun 
army; but the only re-sponse was in effect tliat the Sixth Coria 
must take care of itself, and the Federal gnns at Chaneellorsvillo 
remained dnmb, while reinforcements pmired Imck from Lee's 
onn; and enveloped the isolittBd corps, thrcatc^ning each nmment 
to c-nish in iU frail mU-a. K;irlyV scuttertxl division had boeti 
collected and reinfDrued, and hail taken possession again of tho 
hights above the city from whieb it had been driven. A dotcr* 
mined attempt to crush Howe's division and cut the oorpit off 
from the river followed, and Noill's brigade wiw broken, hut the 
Vermont Brigade, with its aeoustomed iiravcry, saved the field. 

Aa tho day iicared iU clone, the niirty-scventh eould hear tho 
sullen mntteringi> of the ImtUo-storm as it closed in around 
tlioni, till they seemed to be surrounded by a vast circle of 
hostile flrc:. Beyond the woods iu their front the arrival of roin- 
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furocmfnU roiilit be oontUnttjr hotinl; cliwr iiaivorocl clic«r, 
mid » hnw»-bnii(l playoi] the riivnritc Soutlioni nini nith an 
L'tiurgj' whii'Ii loft 110 douht of tlio Confodentto vliiliun orvr thu 
Hiliiiitiun. The mnk nnd tik' of tliut expoeod <|Uiidriu)g]e realixod 
woll tliu dai)g<'r of their ciituatioit, but then* woa no uneaBiiieBSi 
no drnpnir. They wero in tlio hiititlo of oflivurs whom lhc}r 
ciiiild trust — whom Uit-y did tnidt implicitly on the fu'ld of liiitllo, 
mid itiniiy a iiiim in hi* own wttv i-xprosaud thi' luiwiivoriiig 
vunvictiun thiit Qi-iii-nil BodgM-ick would titkecare of the corps, 
sud C'oliiiK'l brflwiirda would be sure to do tho best poasible for his 
lioloved regiment, 

Fiiiiiily the crisis camo. It wtis iiltnoitt dusk, uud it wm known 
tliut tho liiiQ wtui to ha eviuiuiitcd un Acioii iw djirkiiCHi would cover 
thi' moveiniMit rrcimob»oi'viitiun. Tho premuro in fruat ht<l been 
;;i-owitig f\T<mgvr mid wax iippliod more freqiu'ntly. Agitin the 
UoiifediTnito skirmiBhere citmo out from their woody oovort, luid 
iiguiii lliey wero met by a sharp flrn, but this limu they did not 
retire. Oil they enme through thu growing dusk, nnd behind 
thi'in ciuDu linu after Ijqo of biittlu, showing the purpme of 
McLaws to strike a criuhing blow. The time had oome tu 
mure! FortunAtely dnek bad come witli it, and the eoemy, 
obcoked by the admirable rlre of the skirmish line, ooupOHct of 
ConipiuitM I) and F, udvaiicod «i> slowly that an orderly retreat 
to tho vicinity of the bridge uf-ar Btiiikfl'« Ford was made without 
loea, where tho cori>8 was conci'utriktod to nwnit perminion from 
Ilooker to recroea the river. 

The wifety of the Thirty-aeventh evoked the most lively satis- 
fBOtJoii *t corpa lieiiid-<(uartera, siu<;e from its peculiarly exposed 
position it hiid liecn feared tliut it must l>e cut off, but the most 
romarkublo fiict waut tluit the skirmish lino had been able to do 
90 Tftliant work iu delaying the advance of the enemy and still 
bring iiway every mun. The admirable ateadineu and eflicioncy 
of Uomjinny F had been cloeoly watohed and warmly praised by 
their eotsrades in tlie regimental line, but the position of Oom- 
pany D was not ho favorable for oUervation. The latter, which 
batl rejoined the regiment while waiting to vroea the river three 
or tour days before, had served at Sixth Corps Itead-i^uarten 
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after Frunklin'a rottremont, and had been mnch flattered 1 , 
wirm Roniplimenta bestowed by (lencral Uookor on one of his 
vitito to Oeneral Sodgwiok. CH|iliiin Fliigg Itad gJroD pepecial 
attention to tbc okirmisli drill, und in recognition of this 
fftvt his conimimd wai deployed to covpr tho angle to t)io left of 
Company F's lino on the regiment's front and right. After the 
line was established it was supported by Company n mid rcJn- 
forcvd by four companion from other regiments. 

No Io8« v&» RufTercd by thv jtkirmiHhera in rolre-uting. but as 
thu tirat hult will! made muir tho bridge A member of Company 
11, — Jonfu n. Tbaycr of Rdchertown, — di«d suddonly from ex- 
bnustion. Ills comrades, mucli affectod, prepared as suitable a 
grave in the hod of a gully a» cireiimstancos permitted, loosen- 
ing the t-arth with their bayonets and performing the last and 
rites while the ('onfedtrate shells whistled snvagely overhead and 
tho moonlight strtiggltM fitfully through the broken doude. 

Doeidedly the moot uncomfortable position of the entire cam- 
jiaigii was that of waiting in the darkness for orders to rooroga 
the river. The enemy, not quite daring to preaa the retiring 
corps in earnest, amused themselves by keeping up an urtilk'Ty 
tire directed at the bridge, hut a providttiitinl ridge of ground 
saved thu pontotu fnim being struck, and liiially, long aft«r mid- 
night, the di«organixiil coliinni crept silently across to the 
Stafford sido and the buttle of Salem Church was ended. 

In the matter of casualties, remarkably good fortune had at- 
tended the' Thirty -seventh. Company K had lost Coritoral 
PenniR Drisooll of Springfield and Private Michool Conway of 
OheUciL mortally wounded, boaidea which some '45 wounds, 
mostly slight, were reported.

Gvnonil Scdgwich, huviiig saMy croned the lEuppuhaniiock, 
luillcd liio corps nwir the river to await furtber (lGveIo]imonts — 
•o iiwtr, in fact, that sumi^ of the men were wounded the follow- 
ill)? day by the si-sttering nrtillnry flro fmrn thu other tiido. 
Ilutioni mid uiiimiiiiitiun wttro siipplic^d, muJIfi were distributed 
iinil the uiiiiuli{uutaof letters written to amionsfrionds at humu, 
iiftur which the soldiers shivered tbrougli a very uiicoinfort^iblo 
etonnfortwo dttys and bbinkly wondered "what next." TL<t 
iMltle waa nottoberonewod. Oenernl r.i.*c, having driven Sodg- 
wiok fn>m the dangt'roiiri ]iOi<ition in the ConfodiTiito roar, once 
inoru coitmlidatod liix army in front of llooker and on the room* 
ing of thu fitb of May hiH KkirinishurH pushed forward to develop 
the Fi'derul position aod renew the battle. They failod to lind 

I nn active enomy — only the Union dead and wounded remained 
(in tliat side the riTer. The swollen, iligcohinKl river onoe more 
rolled b<,>twecn the hostile armicK, the C'onfL-derutoM rvoccupied 
llio old lino of fortiSoationy, and the loyal anny was diajwsed 
praciioally wt before. 

The Thirty -iMiventh returned to Camp Edw«rdfl on the 8th, 
making u xpiritteis, wetuisome march, though the distance wm 
only some eight roilea. The experiences of the ten d*ys of 
fiwuclcea activity and battle, followed by the drenching etorm, 
had not been produetivv uf exuberant phynicid energy. Fortu- 
lUil«ly the camp wa« found intuct, the men luiving nien^Iy romovod 

[thueanviULoverings of their Ituts; when IbcM wen) replaced, with 
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Biich now dia|K(siliona aa the msiialtiefl of the (^antpai^ bivl iie- 
ci*tisiLatL-(l, tilt! rei^imoiit immciliatolj' fcmrnt ibu-tf v^rjr (M>inf<>rt- 
iilily lit lioiiK^ T\w UMiiul cjtm]! rouliiiv was at uiux: n<«utn«d, 
tilt' lirMl liuttiiliuii ilriEl hc-tiig v»rivil hv n xhort wlilroise from Ihu 
oolonul, wiirnily uxproBiuiig liiowttufnction with the conduct of 
his comniand dtiriiig the rt-cont exporien<;eB, Company I> 
Hpoodily provided itacif with quarl«r8 the exact oouiiterpart of 
the othiint, ftiid oTcrgn-eiifl were displayed in profutiioii in the 
iliffcroiit stitiut*, though limn- wiw the over-prMi^nt likoliliood 
that oAch diiy in tho coiDfui'tiiljIi* ciimp might bu tho hist. 

Severe aa was tlio disappuintmont in the army over the out- 
come of tbo movemyat which liml upenwl with bo mnth of promise, 
thuru waa nothing of demoraliEnttoii umnifeiit. Apnrl from thu 
diaaator to (ictionil Howard's lomnifinil, tins field hml bcwn 
bravely fought, nml it wii« known that the victory had bei'n won 
by the cuomy at torriblo cost. Naturally the Eleventh Uorpa 
ri'Ci'ivod an unjust award of blame for their unfortunate defeat 
and diii|ior8i<)ii. So inlenae was thia feeling thut fur a time the 
mere sight of tlio creflccnt coqia badge wiw liateful to the real of 
the army. With the feeling that upon this one corps the onus of 
the defeatfihould tio placed, and with pspecial pride in the work nf 
tlie Sixth Corps incarryiug the dreaded hightsaiid making so gnl> 
Innt a light in their elTort to reach the main army, Iho Mhlicry 
settled down once more to tho roulino of oimp life with their 
contidouee in thu final r<«ult unshaken. Chanocllorsville bad 
been a great improvement upon Frcdericksbnrg — sooner or later 
the fortnnea of war would bring the two anniee together on 
e<iual ground, then should the true teat of battle oome. Thna 
Jtoling, tlio h>yiil army maintained its calm hupefnlnon. 

Ou the Confederate side, while there wa« a sorrowful apprcoia- 
tion of the foxt in (he lowt of Jueksou — Lw'e most efGciont lieu- 
tonaiit — am) thu sacrilicL- of thu vory best troops of the Confed- 
omoy in numbers so vast that the ol!icial rejiort waa never givon 
to the world, there WHa much to be hoped from llu; niurul cffoot 
upon (lutsido luitions. Victory again wreatlied Iho CoufedoratS 
banners after a great buttle, and the sympathy of thi' European 
governmont« for the Southern cause must be intensified. Already 
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thU hiu\ roiiclin) n point int«nfM.>'lj diingorotis to the Uiiitod 
Sut4.>s. Whilo only thv Popo of Rome hud officiully rccognixrci 
the Couredornto goveniment, every conBiderable power in Europe 
wilh the Mcepliou of Itnasia, while notuioally neMtral, wna aot- 
tiiilly in eymimthy with aecej»ton. While British portH irero 
Mending out Confederate cruiM-ir* to dcBtroy Ameri^tnn commerce 
and Mocknilo ninnert to supply the wiining rcsonrccM of the in- 
•nrj^'nU, Fnincc. in the pcTH')!) of Miiximiliiin, hiid planted Iho 
standard of monarchy on M«xic»n soil and was watering; it with 
the blood »f those who dared to oppoee the propagation of des- 
liotiim. Snrx'ly it eonld not be long till tlii» hulf-cuvert eoajHtration 
miiit brviik forth in public recognition, in which the natioiu of tho 
worid should join, and the succeiB of tho rebellion bo iron iit 
Ust. Thns hoped the people of the South — thus feared lltogo 
loyal to the Federal ^orcmmeiit. So general was this feeling of 
hopeonth<! Southern aide that the pit^keta could not refrain 
from shouting it norntu the river, coupled often with taunting 
inquiries aa to the purposes of the tV'deriil commnnder, "Say, 
Yank, when is Old Joe Hooker coming over the river again?* 
would he shouted across to the northern bank. " Ho isn't 
ooming over next time," might he the quiaixioal r<-]>ly; " he's 
only going to Mnd Uncle John Sedgwick »vor with two com- 
panies of tho Sixth Corps while tho rest of ns wateli him cl«tn 
you fellers out!" Not a little such badinage occurred between 
the ojttKMing picket line«, generally ending good-naturedly as it 
began, but sometimes the whistle of a bullet a'onid vara 8oin« 
Bhari>-t4>ngued Yankee that he had touched a sensitive point in 
his iuterlocii tor's nnture. 

Goneral Hooker's army was now much rednceil in numWrs. 
Th« total loss at Chaiicellorsville had been 17,197, — of which 
tho Sixth Corjia, leading all the others, bad sustained 4,6411. 
Somo of those had been "missing" at the close of the batillc 
And aftrnrard retunit^, while others were hut slightly woniided 
and soon reported for duly; hut the permanent loss could not have 
boon )ms than l.'i.OiH), while the term of ncrvico of the nine- 
months' and two-yeHrt' troops — the latter to the niimtwrof over 
30,000 having boon funiished hy New York— was about expir 
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ing. Froui these two ciihscb thv Anny of Uio I'otomac bad 
Already lost or would within a fuw weeks lose oonuderably mora 
than a third of its numbera. The army under Lee, on the con- 
trorj, wu *t tltia time atreiigthL'iied by roinforcMMncuta and es- 
pooudly by the return of I^>i)g«treet. The hitt«r hml been di«- 
patehod sooii after the buttle of Frctdoricksburg to operate 
iigninst Gonvnil J. J. Peck at Suffolk, who with a somll force 
was protocting the land approitchea to Norfolk. Diaappointed 
ill bis hope of surprising that I'igilant offloer, and unable to 
carry bis defenses by asiutult, Longstreflt spent the winter and 
early iipring in a series of siege opemlions which proved *o inef- 
fective tlmt they were tlnally iibantlum-d on the 8d of Afay — the 
day of the fierce Btriiggle between the rival arniieis on ibe Rap* 
pabaiiiiock. 

The Confederate army, auguiented in nnmbers and elated orcr 
the recent victory, was now organized into three oorpa under 
Licit tcntmt-Qcncmls LoiigDtieot., A. P. Ftill tind Ewell respect- 
ively. Each corps consislod of Vi or li brigndi-s in three 
divisionH, the miijor-gencraltt commaniliug the divisions being: 
In Longatroet's corps, McLiiws, Pickett and Hood; in Hill's 
cor]>a, Anderson, Ileth and Pender; in Ewell's corps. Early, 
Rodes and iTohnson. Tlie eight brigades of cavalry formed ft 
corps under the command tit General J. E. B. Stuart. This was 
the army with which Lee was to make the most important mili- 
tary move iu the history of the rebellion, — ably officered, admi- 
rably organized, inspirited by a long series of victories, supremo- 
ly confident as to the future. Clearly it was not the policy of 
the commander of such an army to act on Ibe defensive. The 
foreign sentiment, from which so much was expected, would 
look for vigorous efforts on the part of the Oonfodency to win a 
place amoug the nations of the earth. The apathy, the dis- 
couragement, the socdssiou sympathy at the North might by a 
single brilliant stroke be so tntensilied as to paralyze the natiomd 
govemmentond force the abandonment of the war for the Union. 
It needed no prophet to show that befoiv the harvest came the 
OoDfedentcy would be in iterion:* need of supplies, while the rich 
Canning kads ol Kuryland and PenusylraJiia, only a few days* 
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marali nwu)-, dlwundcd in fowl for muu nnil beast. Here wore 
three good ruaaons foi- the invasion of the North, and there 
were poeeibilities behind them which the eye of faith oould 

I easily dificero of dazzling brightness. An olfensivo campuiga 
W8A decided upon. 

As early m thv 20th of May the anthoritisH at Wochingtun 
wero wumcd of the int4]ndi-d inviuion, and General llooker sua- 
pM!t<>d Ihi' piiqioee of his antagonist on the 'iSth, but it waa not 
till the 3d of June that the mutnid watchfulness changed to ac- 
tivity. On that day Ewell's corps of the Confedenitc army 
began to move toward Cnlpepcr Court House, where Stunrl's 
CBTairy covered Loe'fl left, and General Hooker at onco set about 

' penetrating the design of his adverHiiry. 

la the camp of thi< Thirty-seventh that peculiar activity which 
had como to be recognized by the dnllest intellect as the prelude 
to " marching orders," had been noticed for some time. On the 
id and 3d of the month th« brigade liod been drilled by Colonel 
Edwards, and at i o'clock of the moniing of the 4th the regi- 
ment was called from slumber to pack up everything and be 
ready to leave camp at 5 o'clock witli eight day^' rutions. Tho 
preparations were promi)tly made and the order to move an'aitod, 
hut it did not come till early morning of the 6th, when camp 
VTM finally broken. "The model camp of the Army of the 
I'otomnc," it hud often been called, — to which memory would 
often turn, but which was never again to be visited by the 

I departing braves] The line of march was once more to the 
familiar "Franklin's Crooeing," below Fredericksburg, where 
the command hnlted along the Rivorsido rood. 
Hove's division had already crossed tliu Rappahannock, (he

'nonade that not a head could be raises) above them to offer 
opposition till the bridges were completed and tlie Federal 
•oldieni rnahod acrosa and captured the demoralized post with 
scarcely the firing of a shot. A rapid advance of the skinnish 

■■line, while it showed that the enemy wjis wholly unprepared (or 
the visitation, aUo revealed him in what suomod full force, and 
this being the object of the reconnaissance, the two commands 
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luttiuinod a (loHniit attitude and waited. A heavy llitinilcr-Btunii 
in the afternoon drennhpd overythinjB; efTivttialljr, and throiigb 
th« night mul the fullowltig diiy nnly an nccwiional \nc\iet diot 
or a brief artillery duel broke the monotony. 

A detail of a thousand men was mode from the bri^de on the 
OTeuingof the 7th to cross Ihe riror and eonatnict intwnch- 
incnt«, of which number the Thirty-acrcnth fiimisbed 300, 
following thii> detail by that of 100 nior^ to mipiKirt ii Imltory. 
Thf fatigue jmrty worked faithfully, thongh v«ry nilenlly, 
through tht.' night, and morning light showt-d to the siirprisod 
Confederates a line of earthworks extending from the Kenuird 
riiina far al>ovo the bridge head, Thcee works were continually 
strengthened during the day, notwithstanding the artillery jtro- 
testa from the highla. which did iw mutertiil diimagc. Thiia far, 
itnd for thrt-n dayti following, Iho regiiiicntui hitiid-'iuiirterx wrre 
on Uic north bank of the river, thongh the men were almost in- 
oeeeantly on dnty. On the evening of the lOlh the brignde 
orosaed the bridges, taking u|> a position in the rear of the en- 
trenched line, relieving a portion of the troo|is who had b«en 
doing service there. 

Conflttint details wore now made for dnty on the ttltinnifh line, 
and the men, who were already thoroughly wc'iirii-d. bad Jittlo 
opportunity for rent day or night. Although a guiicral iiuiet 
pretsiled, with lliu exception of occiisiunul artillery tiring, thv 
rival piokei lines watched each other closely. On the left, in 
the vicinity of the iternnrd house, there was no firing, and as thv 
lineo w<Te but a few yards ajmrt, exebanges of )>a])er8, tohiuu'o 
and coffee were oocasionally made, till atriet onliTs to the con- 
trary wore ittaoi by the Union oflloor«. Toward Hand Kuu.on 
the right, however, there bad hecn ahar]) and iuev«:^ut picket 
firing, in which the Coiifuderate^ had the advantage. The 
buildings used as coverts by their rittcmen wore torn to pieces 
by the Federal artillery, without elToct; but iinally a detadumnt 
of the Second company of Maasnchuaetta sharp-shooters, under 
Lieutenant L. E. Bicknell. were brought ovor to apply Inc 
taUonis, which they did ao elTcitually that the iinnoyance oiuiaed, 
a (big of truoe from this Coufcik-iatc* humbly asking for nieruy. 
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Thus iu a state of oxiieotimt iind n-iikofnl inin-tion the d»y« 
pnssetl till tlio t'Vviuiig of lliu 13tli, when in a huavy ruin the 
diTiKJoii nMrr'Mwi-il la iho north hunk, climhed Iho StnlTonl hilU 
oat of nrlillury riingc. where with everjthing iibout thpin soaked 
Ity tho iuivtisuit pouring, the men enjoyed thi> liritt unlirokeu 
sleep for nearly two weekn. The itkirmi^li line hiu] not hocii 
notified of the con tern pliitcil witlidriiwid till their ix>m]>nniong 
wore Mfelf iicroiw imd the bridges lakin up, whoa tbey were 
tjuiotly retired nnd tuken over in boats. Sciireety a man was left 
behind, but Lieutenant Ijoomia had a very narrow Mcn|ie from 
that nnpleaaant fate. He was ])0£lecl at the extreme right in h 
•Deluded (tosiLion near Hazel Run, and with ono or two men wiia 
overlooked when the geneni! n^tiromuut wiui nuulc Bciuf; misaed 
he woH sought for by ono of Oencnil Newton 'e etaS and discov. 
<^red. bat in the intenBo darkness the party miaaed the waiting 
boat and wandered aliout for a long time before finding ineiinB 
of oroMing the river. On reaching hiii. mginient about daylight, 
ths lieutenant wim greeted n« one I'eeoven'il from tho dead. 

A movement of the Union cavalry toward Culpeper by the way 
of Beverly and Kelly'a Porda had encountered the Oonfcdomtcs in 
siii'h Htrength as to convince Hooker that his siiRpicionit of the 
K-lxd inl<!ntioii8 were correct. The iudccisivo cavalry aelion at 
Beverly Ford, or Fleetwood, wm followed by tho advance of the 
ThinI Corps up tho Rappahnnnuok in pnrsiianeu of the |ioaitivo 
iustrnetions from Wiuhington, insistiiig that in no event niuRt 
the national Capital Im> uncovered. In the mean time, tho Con- 
tedonite movement was being pushed with cbaracteriitio energy. 
BwoII'm corps moved from Culpeper through the Blue Ridgv at 
Oliexler Gap. theuoe by way of Port Royal toward Winchester, 
where on the 13lh tho advance confronted «ome 10,000 Federals 
nnder (lencnd Milroy. That uHicer, nnderestimating the strength 
of tho force moving against bim, hcsitAtcd at lirst to retire with* 
out ofToring battle, and when two days later he became oonvin<!ed 
t lliD folly of rcaistanco, a large )<art of his men were sur- 
roiinilod Mid rapture<l in the effort to escape. On the sanu* day 
that Milroy's force waa demoliahod Jenkins's oaraliy. feeling the 
way for the a«lvMiic« uf tliu invwlerv, jwiiotralod an far as Cham- 
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boraburg, Pa., whence they fell back to Uugerstown und en- 
oampod. The WaabiugtoD government was now uirake to the 
gnvity of the ititiiation, and PreHideut I^ncoln called for 100,000 
militia from tlio neurcflt atalea tii repel the iuvtision. The 
reepoDse was bo tardy and inuDiciuut iw to chow tho wavoring 
oonditioD of public scntlmuut. Well might Lgo'k batUv-hartlvnctl 
legiona ignore the militia of the northern states ax a factor in 
the great problem they were to undertake. On the Zlet Kwell 
urosHcd the Potomac at Williainfiport and Shepardstown, and- on 
the 37th hi« divided rulunm bad un the one hand pnslicd for- 
ward its advance to within four miles of IlarriHburg, the Penn- 
sylvania Capital, while the division tinder Early had reacbenl 
Wrigbtfltown, opposite Columbia on the Hnsqiichanna. A small 
force of militia wiu assembled at the latter place, and saved the 
city by burning the railroad bridge aeruss the nvor, a line Ntriic- 
tupe over a mile in length. The village of Wrightstown waa 
fired by the conHagmtion but the Confederates extinguished 
the flames and made no eSort to cross the river. Hill, finding 
that ho was relieved of the pressure of the Sixth Corps on his 
front, followed rapidly hy tlio Shennndoah valley routii, Lung- 
Btrcut placing his corps on the east side of the Blue Ridge to 
gnard the passes and protect the Hank of the marching column, 
— then following in tnm and forming the Confederate rear. A 
sharp cavalry fight at Aldie oil the I. th had developed Uie rebel 
poBitiou HuHiciently to give Hooker ti clear coiicoptioii of the 
purpose of his antagonist and his own army was morijd promptly 
and efficiently to chuck and defeat the wily echemcB of the 
Southern commander. 

We left the Thirty-seventh regiment sleeping in their wet 
blkiikcts on the water-soaked earth, enjoying a profound slumber 
which uoiitinucd tilt bugle nnd drum Bounded the signal for the 
march toward Washington. And such u march! CuiiBtderable 
rain had falloo, and over the muddy Virginia roads the great 
army had been moving with its multitude of horaos, wagons, 
artillery and ambulances. I^et the reader who docs not reiiH/.e 
from actual participation picture one vactejcpan«e ot mud, in the 
midst of which runB a poorly defined highway, for in the search 
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for better footing thonBands of men anil horses and wheels huvL' 
mode comtnoQ vaj of the bordering lands. Far as the eye can 
ruKch a great blue tlirong surgos bithor siid thither, bnt who 
can say whether it rcociUm or mlvnnce*? No oimlry arc there, 
. for they ari> awaj- on the oiitekirt«, engaged in many a deed of 
i daring, but infantry, artillery, ponton and vragon trains are 
mingled in one mass of cenfosion. The anft mud almost engnlfH 
the heavily loaded wagons, and the jionderous wlieuls of the gun 
I carriAges sink deep in the mire. The drirerB whip and screani 
and swear — principally the latter — and not infre<]uently the 
pressing infantry come in for a share of the maledictions. Nor 
Hre the latter backward in consigning to a place where no artil- 
lery could pofwibly bo used the unwieldy rchicles which blot^k 
the way. If the rc^gion is levttl and unobstructed the infantry 
tnko to the Golds ami niaki' reasonable progress, but here is a 
:delIlo through which all must pass, and the mud is especially 
Ldeep. A great Farrot gun blocks the way, atiick fast in the 
■limo. The horses and drivers and tugging artillerists who are 
striving to nscuv their beloved piece occupy all the available 
< room, und only now and then a common soldier can dodge |iast. 
inwhile the pouring infantry fill all the appronohes, and 
ben at length the cannon rolls on there is a nmh from the im- 

! patient maas. Fortunate, indeed, if some ItickloM oomrado does 
not lose his footing and roll over and over in the half-liquid sea. 
A few pass, and then another gun or casslon or wagon larches 
into the same slough, and the struggle is repeated a» the long 
day wears it«el( away. Hut at such a time day and night are 
alike, in so far thnt they must be sul>ordiuatcd to the orders of 
the gi-neral comniamling. The coq>g must be at a designated 
point at a specified time,wliotber five hours or twenty bo recjuired 
to make the distance. 

At 5 in the aftenioon, on that 14th of June, the corps reached 
StatTord Court Houko, and halted for five hours, when the 
^ramp was resumed. All through the night the column crept 
' on at a snail's pace, the men kooping ever a sharp lookout for 
^^the bright camp-iires which would announce the approaching 
^■btvouao. But no ciimp-flm were lighted that night, and morn- 
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ing found th« commiiml At Aijuiii Crook, where a halt was mtulo 
for breukfnst,. But not for nwt! Nut ,v«t. Just a few momcDti 
in which to breathe after nwnlloiring their coffee, and then 
" Forward!" onc« more on the intoriiiinHblv rood. 

Tlie aun roae bright and clear and a sultry day enstied. lake 
magic the mud dried and ornmbled under the niullitndo of feet, 
and a choking cloud of dust arone and settled in volume on 
•Very pempiring face and hand. It penctrutod everywhere — 
eyes, nose, niuiilh aiul lungx, all were filled; thir«t liecsme in- 
toleruble, but wnlui was not tu bo had. Even if by good fortune 
a little spring or etream waa discovored, iu a moment the baiika 
were trampled and the water all too soon loet its purity and be* 
mmii mere li<|tiid mud from the atniggles of tJtc ruHhiug hno- 
drode who Hwiirmod about it, eager only to touch u linger'* tip in 
the cool miwif, if it vm no longer poeaibtc to moisteu the parch* 
ing throat with the undrinkablo mixture. 

Dumfries was re«cbcd at noon, and on a south-sliipiiig hill- 
)tldt>, on the parched ground m the terrible glare of the situ, the 
men threw thuuiaetvea to slee)), glad even of that ojiportuoirj. 
At midnight the martih vw rcsumod, and with a brief halt in 
the morning fur cotlee it wiia continued till noon, when Wolf 
Itnn ShoaU on the Oucatguun was reached. There a halt vna 
made of some three hours, and very grateful was even thitt brief 
breathing spoil to the exhausted men. There wiiaopportunitT 
fur bathing their blistered feet iu the clear waters of the creek, 
for cuoling the throldiiug temples and drinkiug satisfying 
draughts. Here wus the outer line of tho Washington defenses, 
giu-rlsoued at this point by the Vermont nine>months' brigade 
of General Stannard, w)io bad succeeded to the command of 
Colonel Stuugbton, captured in his bed a few months bofojv. 
The two commands mingled witli lienrty good fellowsliip, for 
the common home in New England mude thom feel an addi- 
tional frntcruity. Marching a few miles farther toward evening, 
bivouao was mado near Fairfax Station, wliera the regiment 
remained uU day of the 17th. the men generally making tho 
most of their resjiitc from the wearisome inarehea r«c«ntly 
endured.

Qnit« ui eivitiDg iiiriilent oc«iirn<(t during the dnir. whioli «t 
one time tbtvatencd sDriniis rosiilt«. I>iil ihrougli tlio good oHii^ti 
of tlie Thirty-eeventh bloodshed wu iivertol. Trouble had 
uriRon in th« e»mp of the Thirtj-aixth New York, c)iiile a num- 
ber of the mcniber* — dtBRaliKfaction irhirh had existed for wiiio 
timo being int«n»ttod hy whisky which tlicy hud tomehow oh- 
luiiied — refnsing to do fiirtlier duty, cluiining that thvir time of 
enlUtnii'Dt had ex]>irL'd. Thu provoi^t mnri^hiil wue L'sUed Ujion 
mid went among the men, striving to restore sitl)ordin»tioii, lint 
he vtaa (iroiuptly knoeked down, when he called njion Colonel 
Btlvmnli for usaiatance. The Utler formed hia r«>giment so 
■juifiltly and «ilontly thuL «oine of ltd t^xliautled uicinbers were 
lofl ii»W]> ou thu groiiud hut a tvvr yiirdii away, haetoned to the 
eceno and furmod sqinirv iihoiit tht^ rovolt^^rs. Tiiey were thou 
informetl by Colonel Eilwiirds that thoy would he re'iuirvd tu 
aerve till the expiration of the full two years of the hut coin- 
|inny of their regimi'nt miiiitcreil into th<^ United Slatea service, 
and wpro given the alternative of stepping five jmees to the fnmt 
in Bif;nification uf acceptance or of being put under arrest. 
Without much hesitation the entire command atepjied fomard, 
though earnestly asaerting afterward that they would have fought 
Kiiy other regiment than the Thirty-seventh. 

Next day, llie 18lh, the regiment marelied to Fairfax Court 
BoOiO. and l«nlj« were |>ilohcd on the battle-field of Chantilly, 
not far from the spot where the brave Kearney fell. Th« murchr 
though little more limn fivv milu«, was ver}' trying, the day 
lieing sultry and intensely hot. so that many of the men fell 
from the ranks with san-«troke or exhaustion. The location 
wu far from an agreeable one, since both fuel an<l water wore 
difficult to <^>tain, aud tli« latter very poor when got, but six 
days were puMcd in thin vicinity with idight ehungea of position, 
in porjietual suspunsv as to what tho next hour might bring, and 
with uo more exciting event than an assembly of the brigade on 
tbt 23d to witness (he drumming out of oam|i of n worthlen 
msmbcrof the Tenth regiment. Unring this lime Oeneral Ilook^r 
had bM'ii anticipating au attempt on WiMhinglon from the west 
by the CoufediratvH, but it »'iui now evidi'nl that (hey were 
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moving into PfiiiiHTlvuuiii. and in thut direction tbo Ann^r of 
the Potomac began to 80ok them. 

The Thirty-seventh marohed to the vicinity of Centrt-Tille, 
some six miles, on the afternoon of tho 24th, and the following 
day relieved « brigsdc, how onlcred to join the Second Corpt, 
which had for nearly » year, linoe cntoring the iKtr^-ioo, b«on 
very comfortably qtiartorcd there, enjoying all the luxuries of 
soldier life vith few of its trials. While tbey had abandoned 
great quantities of camp conveoienccd, which the Thirty-seventh 
UiLSteiicil to poBsose themselTes of, it waa remarkable to sec the 
enormous knupsiLcka which tht' men Ktartcd out with the inten- 
tion of carrying on the sweltering marches before them. Their 
burdens were very much lightened before many miles had been 
passed. In the course of the day the regiment was comforlahly 
settled with tents pitched ncjir the old earthworks, fltt«d up in 
many instances with tlie cciuipage abnudonod by the departing 
troo]>8. Kvery foot of the ground in the vicinity was historic, 
and the men inspected with much interest the weather-worn 
intrcnclimenlsand the numerous soldiers' graves near by. De- 
spite the rain which fell at night, a fooling of intense satisfaction 
prevailed. There was ever}* indication that the regiment was to 
remain for s time in that place on permanent dnty — which 
would he a very agreeable relief from active campaigning. 

Alas for the .luldiors' expectations ! At 3 o'clock that night 
tho fumiliar tones of Adjutant Colt were heard as ho stamMed 
through the darkness to the different company head-quartera, 
calling out aa each in turn was reached : "Captain, wake up 
your men, have them pack everything, make their cofTeo and be 
ready to march at 4 o'clock!" There was many an cxelamiit.ion 
of disgust as the command ttinied out into the drizzling rain, 
folded suL-h of their possossions as It seemed best to take upon 
the march, deatroycd everything else that was deatroyable, and 
then waited till near 8 o'clock before the signal for departure 
was given. Drauesville, 30 miles away, was readied that nighl. 
after an exhausting journey; the gt>ntlc min, while wiving from 
the tortures of excessive lumt, making the roads oxcoodingly 
slippery and difficult. 
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Foar o'filodc next morniug saw the commimd ugain under 
wiiy. tho day being cloudy iind '|uHe coin fortiible for msrohiiig. 
Ill iho C4u-ly [inrt of the iiftornoon ii Imlt for a coujilt) of hours 
wu madeoTorlookiDg Kdwurds Ferry, where thu troojiti in lul' 
ranco wera crossing thu Potomac once more into Muryland. Fur 
a<) the eye could reach vast wagon tniins wound over hill and 
throag)i Talley, or were parked beside the road waiting their 
tarn to join the procesaion, and the vivid panorama gave tn 
niAiiy a beholder a truer realisation of the magnitude of that 
bnuicb of the army serviix-. Finally the tired infuntry Htartvd 
forward once more, croued ihe pontons on to loyal ttoil, made 
some three miles more, and ut dusk turned into Home vast clover 
fields, where the weary soldiers were not long in providing thera- 
»clvea with hixurious couches, on which they slept soundly till 
the Hhnrp notes a! the reveille broke through the darkn<'aa of the 
waning night, 'flic djiy which was dawning when the tired 
column resumed its way at 4 o'clock in the morning of Sunday, 
.Tunc 2S, brought little likeness to the quiet Kew England Sab- 
iNith of which many in the regiment could not help thinking by 
way of contrast us the tedious hours wore away. The line of 
march wiu through a fine agricultund region, whore the thrift 
of the Maryland farmers contrasted sharply with the indifferent 
methods of Virginia, especially as the latter had been aggravaleil 
l>5 two years of desolating warfare. Cherries were now rijicniiig, 
and it wm one of the relieving features of the march that the 
soldiers wore occasionally able to s|)ring into a tree loaded with 
the liiAcions fruit and gather n few handful*, tidding a delightful 
relish to the not especially appetiiing army rations. 

Very early in the morning the regiment went through Pooles* 
Tillo anil later reatobed Barnesville, a pretty little village w>iu«o 
ehami to the soldiers was enhanced by the fa«l that ihcru for 
the first time sinco oroMing into Virginia the prt^riuus Novem- 
ber they were grcet*d by smiling faces and words of evmpathy. 
Plainly they were now in the land of friends once more, and 
their hearts beat with fresh courage. Ilyattatown was jiasaed in 
the afternoon, and some distance beyond, live miles short of its 
destination, the exiiitiislied corps hailed for the night. 
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'Mult crening tlic fact bovine gcDenilly known throughout] 
the Hi-my that Ooncral Hooker vm xv\iv\eA of the ooniiiiitiiil and 
nioc«edvd by Cicneml George G. MiMde, th« eotnmaniler of lliv 
P'ifth Corps. Tho change {irorhicod Bciircvly n ripple of excite- 
ment oinoDg thL< riink und lile or tlie minor otDcero. For man; 
rcMona which have been already suggested General Hooker had 
von thv enthiisiaslie approval of hia men; at the Mimv time, it i 
It but truth to say that hia ca))iaci(y to managsao Ta«t a trust had 
ccnno to 1h> doubted, hamjwrrd aii he wiis by tho never coincident < 
supenieion of GcuL-nil llidlcck. This divergence of viewR had 
oulminated in outbreak when Ilookcr asked t« have the garrtaon | 
of Hnrjier'a Ferry, some ten or eleven thoutiand men under Gen- 
cnil Kriinch, added to hia odvaiiring columns. This demand 
Ilidleck refiiHi-d, Hooker aitked to be rvlievcd and the reiuest 
was gniiitcil. The troups xn qiieHtioii were at ouce placed under 
the rommand of General Meade, who was given entire ooutrol of 
the moTcineiitfl of the anny. That General Hooker continued 
to do valiuut battle for his country suKiciently attested his jia- ' 
triotism — his bravery friend nor foe over questioned. 

The promotion of General Meade placed the Fifth Corps under 
command of tienerai Sikes, ut the head of its threa diri«ious 
being Generals James Barnes, R. B. Ayrca and S. W. Crawford. 
Other changes in imt>ortiint oommaudR had meantime occurred. 
When Lee's purpono woa tlivined. and it was hoped to miae u ' 
strong militia force to oppose him. General Brooks, commanding 
the First Division of the Sixth Corps, had lx>en placed in com- 
mand of the DepaHmeut of the Mimongaliela, with head-quarters 
at Pittsburg, and was ancceeded in the eorpti by General Iloratio 
G. Wright. General Couch wa^ also taken from the Second 
Corps and placed in command of the Department of the Sus- 
quehanna, with head-qniirtcrs at Harriabnrg, General Hancock 
taking charge of the corps, with its three divi»ong commondi^l 
hy Generals J. C. Caldwell, J. Gibbon and Alexander Hays. The 
Thinl Corps was consolidated to two divisions under Generals 
Uimey and A. A. Hnmphroys, the latter transferred from the Third 
Division. Fifth Corps. Goneml Francis C. Harlow had suoct>cde<t 
Uetientl Devens in the command of the First Division, Kluvcuth 
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CurjM, MiiiJ th« caralrv corpK, vliich UuO been pliiced in char;gc 
of General Pleaaontou on the return of StoiiPiniin from his com- 
pwutivoly unstici'i-sflfiil niUl lu cnrly May, had ita liin?o tlivitioim 
coiiimaiiilcd by nenerals Utiford, Oreggniid Ki1)Mtnck. Iti t)ie 
Sixth Cori>«, Colonel llnrnhnm'H Light Diviiiion had lii-i-n iibol- 
ubvd iind tlio ri-^imonU com)>o»ing it luuiignod to Iho First and 
Third DirlBionn. 

Tbc change in conmuindora cunsod not t.lip ali^litcmt intcrnt))- 
tion U> the muTements of the army, nor were the )>!iinii under 
which Hooker had been operating essentially modified, Tliowj 
pliiMR tuay be in a few words thus outlluud: Thu Vnrun iirmy, 
nuindiing hy way of Frederick, would llicnoe 1w niuwd nt)>id)y 
northward covering nil the aviiiliililo rond* to the oiutward of the 
South Mountain iitiij,'C, till the line uf it« march shonid intor- 
eeot thai of IheOonfcdcntti'M. Then, on Freedom's soil, with no

It was not Inter than .1 oVloek in the morning of JiioeSfi that 
Uie slumlxring regiment was aroused, the few preparations nce- 
easarjr for another day's tramp hiistily miwle, and then for long 
Itunra they waited eipuctimt while brigade »fter brifcudc and 
division following diviBion filed steadily past. Kustis's Brigade 
WM to form tlie rear guard of the corps that day, and it was after 
10 o'clock when the scene of hivoiiac was left. Th(! long wait 
liail worried thu Dien not a little, as they knew that a Ute start 
uie^int a still hiler reaching of bivouac in the evening and greater 
jierisonal weariness, sinci- thu rear of the column is ever the 
BtOAt trying position ina march. "Why oouldu't we luivo spent 
some of Ihfitc seven hoars in rest ?" many a poor fellow asked. 
•' Ik'caiise it wouldn't have been military!" some philosopher in 

the ranks was riiuly to reply. '* You don't supjiose old . 

cauvfl whether his men livi; or die!" the oQicer animadverted 
on ranging from the colonel of the regiment to the new com- 
innnder-in-chief, acnording to the speaker's dislike or distmrt. 

.\ frw milca brought the regiment to the village of New 
Market, where a little incident lightened the spirits of the men 
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wotidvrfally. Before reaching the |iliicc chi-ors wore heard 
lulvunoo, «nd oa entering the tonrn two or thri>e young ladji 
wore diBcorcrod atniiiling in front of their home waving snull 
Union Haga. It waa an electrifying aight, and the enthusium 
which had jtervadcd the troops in advance waa cmjihMinx) from 
tbo strong throats of the Tliirty-seTenth. Then viis no qac«* 
tion aovr chat they were in the land of fricnda. A little further 
on the traditional town piimp wae encountered, hut not as had 
often occurred in Virginia dismantled to prevent the thirsty sol- 
diers from obtaining a drink of water. Its long handle was 
swung uni^eaaingly up and down by a tall, tftttered negro, hii 
homely lineaments beautified by a smile of supreme happinMS 
» he wutclied the surging throng before the pum]>, and caught 
their hurried words of heartfcU tlianics. The sweat oouraed 
down hia massive features, for he bad )iocn thiia engaged from 
early morning, declining all offers of aasistnnee. " Xo, sol- 
diers." he responded, '* I don' wan' no help. Put yo' cup right 
under there and git 8ome water — I'll gib yo" all jou want it I 
hub to pnmp up do bottom oh dis yer well!" Bless his kind 
heart! No man in Maryland did nobler serrice for the cause ofj 
his country that day. 

The afternoon was more or less rainy, and the progress of tb« 
column slow, so that the 28 miles which made the lUy's inarch 
were not completed till conaidenibly padt midnight for the regi 
menta in the r»ir, after which, according to the cuatoni tieneral 
Hooker had instituted aomo time before, a day's rations were drawn 
from the supply wagons and distributed before the men slept. 
With morning light of the 30th the men were again aronaed, 
I)oorly prepured by the few hours' rest for another tedious day's 
muroh, and at 8 o'clock, after the distribution of it mail and the 
prejiaration of such food as tliey )>osaessed, their onward way 
was resumed. There was a heavy rain-fall during the forvnoon, 
wetting everybody completely and making the roads quite diffi' 
cult, though tlie afternoon was pleasant and comparative! 
comfortable for marching. Soon after nnon the beautiful rill 
of Wcstminator was jiasned through, whtire in the morn 
Gregg's cavalry bad skirmished with a small force of Stuart' 
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Cuiifw!nruUi honMincii, where the Thirty-sixth New York ro;;i- 
munt utso loft th« brigiKlc nod sliirtcd for home. That iiiglit 
the Sixth Corps hivotiuckcd noar Ikluuchecter, iibout 20 milos 
frotii the sterling point of the morning. 

Genera) Sedgwick had now reached the right of the position 
in the rear of Pipe Creek, a tributary of the Monocacy. where 
General Mende'-i plan contemplated the fighting of the deeiflivo 
b<itti<!, mid the following day tviui given' to inspection and prc- 
)«nitiun for tJio t-xpocted utrifc. The other corpn, covering tlio 
gronnd for thirty miles ti> tho WL«twurd, woro feeling for the 
eiicmy under tDHtructions to fall back with it show of reeislance 
when he should be struck, and take up position behind Pipe 
Creek, The opening blows of the great oontlict were indeed 
struck while the men of the Sixth Oorpa were cleaning their 
woapous, sleeping o^ eating clK-rncH about MtuiuhoKtor. but the 
oiit4.-omt' was m different from the anticipation that instead of 
remaining to fight in the position Uicy had reached by such in- 
tenoo effort, they were eull«d to atill greater exertions in order to 
reach the field— to make, in faot, one of the moift fiimoiis 
murches known to military hiitury; and it mnitt bo bomo in 
niinil that they wore not fresh for the effort, hut already sadly 
exhausted by nearly n month of continuid skirmishing and 
muruhing, having for live days made an average of 2A miles jior 
day tlirough alternate rain and inlenae hent, followed by 24 
hours of coinparativi; rest. 

During the afternoon there Imd been it rjuito eonstunt sound 
oC cannon far to the northwest, but it only evoked the remark 
th*t the cavalry were having another brnsh. As dusk fell many 
of the men were osloep, for they were still woary. when the clat- 
ter of hoofs, the hurried dash of stall officers, tlie hiiRtle of 
preparation at head-ijuarters, and the vigorouA eommund to 
" Pack up And fall inl" drove away in a moment nil ]io)>e of a 
refreshing nightV tlecp. Beforu the slower men nra in their 
places, ereu, the column is in the road and sweeping bock in t)ie 
direction wliancu it csimo the previous evening. There is « hope 

lich is more than half a belief that the destination may Im 
Westminster, which is but tea miles away, and the men move 
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out with clieorful sli>[i. Preecnllyn kiiid-hcartcd turmmr, who 
^firing oach boy in bine ii «ii|) of milk, iinnoiinocg tliat » battle 
hiis bogtin nt Gvtty<lnirg, ncnrly 40 miles itwray. und it U natiml 
to suppose that to be the dwtiiiulion of the cur]». 

" About 40 miles — he said it wim 40 miles — and what did h« 
call lh<! nune of the town?" goes from Ii{i tu Up, iind tho step 
which hiw liocii light l>eoomc« heavy unil ineohAniciil, mid the 
eoldicrs are traiisformeil into mt-rc innchinefl, to plod on m 
st«adilT as possible all the intenninable night. Thero i« no h 
moonlight, and only a pale glimmer of the alnn, half nbsciim) | 
by clouds; but tho long oolumn piviuos forwitnl iiriil ni-ver halts, 
for if it tXo\is thu iiivn will drop into hoiivy clumber and may l» 
left behiud iu the dnrkneiu. As it is, Homo of tlie otBoert dom 
in their saddles, and the men as they widk are like thow; moving^ 
in tt drc-oin. ^ 

The night i« well advanoed, and the leading brigade has been 
toiling for miles along a nurrow roikil. when a shouting aida 
]iroM«oa through the struggling footmen. " Make way h«n*, 
make way, for Uod*s sake: yon are all wrong!" Then rvachin, 
the head of a rugimeiil : *" Halt your men, colonel; yon are oi 
the wrong rotul!" ProMcntly the head of the column com< 
slowly back, those who have dropped to sluep iiru roiis^'d, the n^i- 
ment countermarches and plods hnck over tlio three or four miles 
that have tiikeu so muoh of the soldiers' vital force all in vain. 
Two or three himrs have been lost ami siic or eight miles of 
ground oovervil that the general historian will muko no accouut 
of when he tells th« story of th« uighL 

Uorning lights the cast; dawn I1u»hus the sky; day comes in 
its full glory; but the column does not hall. At last the j 
advance brigade turns from the highway, and a htindred lilttefl 
fires for the prepuralion of coffee flusli up in a moraost. The™ 
water comes from a generous brook in the valley, and how grali>- 
ful after the iotenee hunger is partly satisfied it will be to hnthe 
the heated face and blistered feet in the cool stream! Vain 
hope! Even before the cotTee is made the bngle riuga ont its 
unwelcome call iin<l the wearj- ppocession is resumed. The half- 
made coffee is Hwallowed on the march or carefully [loiirvd iiilu 
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the cnnt«en, for in mun; oases it is the only fooil or drink tlie 
aoMier fan lio]>o to Uigl« that day. With tliat caro for tho 
dtuiiiitclis of )ii« moil u-hii'li wikfl olinriuitiTistic of him, Gtiiieml 
Hooker tiwl ku])t tliv army suiiplif^d witli tliruc days' rations, 
even oil thv innrL'li, thu supply tniins being brou};ht tip every 
night and food drawn for the third day in advance. In mo«t 
cases the two or three days' rations which nominally were in the 
men's havorsacka had qnite di«u]i})eurod, so thai when under 
(iciienil Moado Uie order wac iRsned thut no moro should bo 
(Iniwn nntil Ihey were due by the cominis»iry'B records, it in 
effect obliged moat of the enlisted men to subsist for three dny* 
on one day's allowance, sn{i|ilemented by whatever individual 
•kill or good fortune might add. Far out nn either flank of Ifao 
moving column the more ambitiouR went, xoarching out OTerj 
dwelling that promised u mouthful of food, linding here a few 
ohernos. there some hulf-ripeDcd bhu-kbcrrios, and welcoming 
wImUtver would appease the cravings of hunger. Tlic^c men had 
n« money with which to buy, thity could offer only a •oldior's 
rude thanks iind ii prtiniiso to light for thu threatened homes 
when the enemy should be met; but whatovur the loyal people 
could spare was freely bestowed, often to the last eatable morsel. 
Kspeoially was this true of the village of Littlestown, ten milw 
southctut of (Gettysburg, the only place of nny itiite Ihrongb 
which the Sixlh C«rp« piwsnd that diiy. The inbahihinls thoro 
SL-emed actuated by a common impulse to empty their larders 
for the lienelit of the soldiers, but not more than a brigade nr 
two had jMissed when the last of the available supply was ex- 
hniMted and they i-ould only lift up empty hands in bloitiiing of 
thoM on their way to dcfond their homes and jiroperty. 

TIio Southern cavulry had neoured the country prottyelfectn- 
jjly duriug Ihu few days of their presence, and almost from the 
time the Federal column cntci'cd Maryland every officer who 
conid l>e sp])roached had listened to tales of especial harxliihip in 
the w»y of horK-s and other [iroperty riitblci^lr api-ropriated 
with at ihe be«t no other compensation than the wurthlesx Con- 
fe'lcmte scrip. As one such iihhnppy iip|dtcant turned away 
from the Thirty-ecventh, lit ft temporary halt, ho exclaimed, very 
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vigorotuly, " Well, colobul, if yon cun't do anything towitrd 
gettinf; back my colts, J hope irbcii your men come Across tb« 
rosnals theyll give them hell!" 

Oiily the participant in like ex)>erienDee can realise tlie miser; 
of the c^ikflelem marcli of tlie long, sultry hotin. It wbs a hot, 
1)rrHlh1c«« July <Ifty. The tuu poured down with mcrcilcM, nn- 
brokon hunt, und the dust that rose in great Inxy elonds from 
the biglnway onvoloped man and horse, general and privAte^ike, 
in its all-embrucing mantle of torture. How the eshansted 
lungs panted for one full breath of pure, cool fresh air! Panted 
only to be mocked by the bitter, bnrning, diuit-laden bla«t that 
secmod to oome from the mouth of ii fiirmtce. What wonder 
that tliv »un>ittroke ivaj) oniniprcHont along the line— thnt strong 
men giwpud and sliiggeri.-i] and fell, while the thick blood burst 
forth from moutli and nuittnla and Iho tortured frame was placed 
tenderly in some shaded nook by comradGS whoso vinoDS swun 
luid who trcmbli'd on the verge of a like fate. But the winding 
column never paused, for not the life ef one man bnt the life of 
the nation wna At stake that day. 

About midday the regiments filed into the fields beside the 
ro*d and the men sank upon the ground. " Make no tires, for 
there will be no time to oook anything — only a few minutes for 
rest," yaa the instruction as the lino halted, and every moment 
wiut devoted to the rvlicf of the pftiuful feet and wcjiry limliB. 
All too soon came the summons to full in again, and the men 
struggled to their foot. Thoy had not realized before how tired 
they were, how sore and stiff their limbs. 

From early morning the booming artillery had proclaimed the 
vrork of death to be still in progress, and eiioh hour as the dis- 
taooo lessened tho thunder grew louder. Almudy the corps was 
meeting the tide of wounded hastcniDg with dcspemto energy 
to the rear — that most demoralizing experience to a body of 
troops approaching a battle-field. With scarcely an exception 
the title they told was one of disaster to the Federal army. 
"You fellows will catch it; the whole army is Hinaehed to pieces!" 
said more than one brawny fugitive with a bleeding ai'm or a 
bandaged head, glancinj; over bis shoulder as though fearing tha 
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poreutt of a rebel columo. Only a iew miles remuin, uiid oom- 
siotuilly through an opening between the kills what lookd like a 
whit« bonk of fog can be seen. It is the Amokn that hungs over 
(he scene of the gnat cont«8t. There is n thnrp hill in adranco 
over which the {liko wind«, and when its crest is reached tho 
field will Ik- in view. Tho word runs back alon^r the line, and 
what a transformation is wrought! Gone now the fatigue, the 
weariness forgotten; the blood hounds onoe more in the veins, 
the muscles iiarden, the eyes flash! Down into tho vnllcy — np 
the sliarp ascent beyond, and with eager eyes the men of the 
Sixth Oor)M look ujion tho greatest buttle of tho robeUion. Yet 
it is not much that they see. A low range of bights, battery- 
crowned and partially wooded, with masses of soldiers that look 
like threads of bliie drawn ut haji-liUKiird across tho groon of tliw 
htndscajH.*: a cloud of smoke about the batterios ut tho left, with 
now and buoq the white puff of a bunting bIicU — then they go 
down the slope, across Rock Greek, and turn into the fields beside 
tho Baltimore pike on which they have been marching. "Rest!" 
Is tho brief and welcome command, and they drop on the un- 
shaded ground, glowing with heat, though it is. Hero and 
there one, less exhausted than his fellows, gathers as many can* 
teens as he can carry and starts fora supply of water — a jirecim- 
tion that must not bi^ neglected. A canteen of water im the 
voiindi'd man's be«t friend, and who can tell what the n-muiuing 
hours of the declining day nmy have tn store? Tlio column 
proper has halted, indeed, but there is no cessation of the pro- 
cession coming up the pike. The thousands who have been un- 
able to keep pace with the swiftly moring corps throng the high- 
way ID groups and iiuiAAes, alt actuated by a common luotive — to 
find their rc«p»'tiT« commands and do their duty. Tho record 
of tho Thirty-sorenth in regard to straggling on this o(.'ciision ifl 
one to which it may well revert with pride. Out of its over (iOO 
•men only seven were absent when the roll was called on halting. 
All too short haa been the interval of rest, when a staS officer 
doshci down the turnpike. There is a momentary consultation, 
a hurrying here and tltere of orderlicJt, thou the eoiamand, nharp 
and clear, "Fall in!" To their fcot spring thoev who a few 
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minuU'ii Iwfurc cromiMl lit'lplviutfrom vxhuustion. ForKolten tho 
pstin, igiiurcd Ibv litiftDKai; uf limb, for help ia ueedod, niid never 
dkl tlic Sixth Corps fail ut the cull o( duty. As by itinKic the 
line is formed, but the march ia no longer by ihc brond h\fi,l\- 
iray; it ia don-n across the llelda and Ibeuce iij) iiitu the fni-eet 
toward Weed'a Hill, whore SickK-n «nd his Tliird Cor|Ni arv iu « 
duaUi graiiple with the OunfudLTatiM uiidur LoiigKtreet. I'bore 
(ire liuDdiudsof objects which nttUBt tho presence of the great 
buttle-field— 'i^roupB of men in gray jpinrded by those in blno, 
disabled cannon wliich have been dragged back from tlie front, 
and the other debris of war. The men chd only glance iit thum 
lu they go hurrying past. How horoionlly they hold iheir placee 
— ^tliOMSonaof Hovf England who after auch mighty pQorts to 
fLvioh tlio sccQu arc now going up toward tho smoking crest to 
face dpath. mutilation, — all the horrible chances of the battle! 

I'reaently a messenger comcft galioplug buck from tivnoral 
Sedgwick, who i« at the front. "Tell Colonel Eu«tiK to bring 
ap his brigade a« soon aa possible!" These words moan some- 
thing, coming from thai source. "Double-quick!" is the 
simple order, and the Thirty-sovenUi, which is leading the bri- 
gade, dashes forward in fine array with never a lagging nlop. 
"Fix bayouet«!" and with a nloHh and cltitter the stool ta fitted 
to every musket, in rundinc»« to force Ua way through whulever 
may oppose. lu a few minutes LilUu Itound Top is reached, 
tlie column is changed quickly to lino of battle, the right rest- 
ing close to General Sedgwick's bead-qiiartei's, thence extending 
back of the crest toward the southeast, ready for any duty which 
may be reciuired. Tho fierce struggle of the afternoon was 
(lying away with tb« daylight, only the occasional dropping of a 
bullet in the forest — one of which killod a sergeant of the Tenlli 
regiment — showed to the waiting line how near it was to the 
aoono of active serrioe. 

In that position the men laid on their arms that night, utul 
most of tliem lOcpt soundly, notwitiistunding the eiirninudiii);^ 
and the ceaseless procession of ^tn^tchor-bearcrs passing through 
the line of the Thirty-soveuUi with tboir ghastly burdens. 
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THK BATTLE OF OBTTYSIIL'IIO. — THB TnlRTy-SEVSMTU TIttKU 
BY «RR.— ins rUHaiilT OF LSI. — CLIBaiKG TUX M0UHTAIS8. 
— ONCE HOOK IK VIKUIN'IA. 

(JcnemI IjWJ became eoiiviticetl on the 2Sth of June that the 
rapid iiortliivard movomuiit of t\it: Ann}' of the Potomac wonlt] 
cut ulT hit! cumDiuiiicutiune with Virginia and aorioiiflly imporil 
Ilia con I maud should he cross the Susquehauun, u he bad con- 
iomii1at«d, and a oonoontration of his forces in the direction of 
(!(!tlyi:bur^ wtig ordonid to begin the following day. At that 
lime Early's division of Ewell'e corjis was at Vork, to the norlh- 
<MUil of Oottraburg, the other two diviaiona of tlie wune corps at 
Carli^lo. north of (iettynbiirg, and the two corps of Hill and 
Ijongnlroet at Cliamlienburg on the west. Hill and Ewtdl moved 
loisnrely toward the |)oint of oonoontration and Longetreet pro- 
to follow. Meanwhile from the «outli and southeast the 
Foion troops were approaching the same spot. General Meiulc, 
with the intention before referred to of lighting on the line of 
Pi])« Crook, if potuible, had established hia hcad-quartcra witli 
the Second Cor[>s at Tancytowii, due »outh from Oettyaburg. 
The Fifth and Twelfth corps were at ilanovcr, cast of Qettys* 
tHirg, the Sixth at Manchester, while thi- Third at Kmmettshurg 
aupportod the advajice of the First and Elerenth toward flettya- 
Imrg from that point. 

Ooncral Biiford occupied Gettysburg with hia amdry divigion 
on the 2&th. pnshing out picket« on the different tonde running 
in the dirt'olion of tbr enemy, and awaitc<l the arrival of General 
Ktiyuiilds. Shortly after ii o'clock of July I, the advance of 
llvUt'a division of Hill's cor]M began to preas the Union cavalry 
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uti Uio Chuinbonbtirg turopiko, but a skillful ufe vt BuTord'a 
Artillery 1ml<l th«m on the othor tide of Willonghby Run till 
Q«nenil RoyiioMs arriTcd on the oceno with tho two brigiulos of 
Wadfiworth'a <livisioa of the Kirst Corps. Cutter 'b brigade waa 
formed across and on both aidc« of the pike, while tJie " Iron " 
ltriji:itdo oontmandod by Gvuural Meredith, went into position on 
iUi li-ft and in the roar of tho sominitry which gnvo its nttin« to 
thL' gontlo swell of land between the scene of conllict itni) the 
villuge. The formation of the Union line had taken place un- 
der Hre, And a desperate eonflict at onoe opened^ in which the 
Contcderatoa met with ii^riotit \om. There Ueneral Aroher and 
800 of hi« brigitdc were captured by a flunk move of tho Iron 
Brigade, «nd two MisuBaippi regiments of DaWe's brigade were 
obliged to surrender in the railroad cut parallel to the pike in 
which they had taken position; but all the federal sucooas waa 
more than counterbiilaiioed by the loss of the noblo General 
Iteynolda. killed by a ithiu-pshooter's bullet at the very moment 
uf greatest promiae. Tho command of tho fi(.dd now devolve) 
upon Oeueral Doubleday, who had come up with the other 
divisions of the First Corps, and soon his entire force was hotly 
engaged. The advance of Kodea's division of Kwell's corps wan 
coming in on the Carlisle road, and connecting with Ilill'H 
loft it extended the line of battle far around and beyond tho 
Union right. General Paul'a brigade yery neatly captured three 
regiments of Iverson's North Carolinians, and the Union troops 
fought dea}ierately and succesBfully against the immensely supe- 
rior numbers that prcasod tbcm. 

About 1 o'clock the Eleventh Cor]ia came np, and Oenoral 
Howard, by virtue of his rank, assumed command uf tho fiold, 
turning his corps over temporarily to General Carl Schura. Tho 
Uleventh waa composed of three diristons of two brigades each. 
One division — Sleinwehr'a — was posted as a reserve on Citmetery 
Hill to the etistward of Gcttyaburg, while the other two were 
thrown into position to prolong the Union lino around tu tho 
northward of the village. This lino waa now throe miles in 
b'ligth, facing in two directions at nearly right imglea, every- 
where weak, and swept by the Confederate artillery posted ou 
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the eoaiUMlding cmiDence of Oak Hill. Tlie wciikost ]>oinl wiu 
at the jUDCtion of the two corpd, or whore tlic juuclion should 
hun been, for they do not seem to have connected, and liere 
Rodea forced iii hia division like a wedge aod broke the ri^ht of 
tite Firnt nitd the left of the Eleventh Cor])H. Then the whole 
Confcdcnito line prt«8od forward «nd orumhled the opposing 
forve by the powor of it« blowM, pushing on through tho town, 
capturing 8G*eral thousund pri8oniT« and linuUy halting for tho 
night at the base of Cemetery Itidgo. 

Aa aoon aa CJeneral Meade was apprised of the aeverity of the 
ooiifliot and the dealli of (lenentl KeynohJa, he sent forward 
Qonond Hancock, who was wttli him at Tancytown, with in- 
Btruetionti to iisjumo command iit thu front. Hancock nobly 
displayed his powers as a commander in rallying the fugitives 
that came pouring over Cemetery Hill, forming them in connec- 
tion with the small reserve already there in such Arm array lu 
to discourage the further udvunce of tho Confuderates. General 
Slocum arrived on the scene with the two divisionB of tho 
Twelfth Corps late in the afternoon, strengthening and extentU 
ing Uie Union line, and turning over to htm the command at 
tha front, General Hancock rode back to Tancytown to consult 
with Gonorsl Mcndo. On the way he mot his own Second Corps, 
which Moade bad ordered forward, and placed it in reserve as a 
protection to the Hank and rear of the main position. Tlio 
Thin) Corp« nndcr General Sickles alto came up about the sumo 
time and went into position on the left. General Stannard's 
brig»do of Vormonters likewise reached the scene and took 
poaition with DouMeday's division of the First Corps, to which 
they were assigned. Their ranks were full, and though they 
hud DeT«r l>ornc the test of battle, and their nine-months' term 
of KTTioc Inul almost oxiiirvd, they were to prove themaetve« 
H^diers of tho most heroic mold. 

On reaching hend-tinartora General Hancock found that the 
Fifth and Sixtli Corps had been ordered up, and Meade's dispo- 
sition to fight at Oettysbnrg was strcngthenetl by Hancock's 
rtport of tho strong defensive position now occupied by thi? 
portion of the Federal army alrewly ou the field. At 1 o'clock 
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that night Me«de reached the scene, and curly nioniing of the 
Zi ot July siiw the two anniee facing each other and waiting for 
the IvrriMc tfiHt which waa now certain to oomo. 

From the village of tiettysburg rudiittit no leM ctuin 11 import- 
ant rondH, Mid that tli« rondcr may correctly »{t)>rcciate the 
ruliitive po«i(Jons of the annlMand Uieinore HHking topognph- 
)cul featarcH, ho will mppoec hfmReU approaching the town )iy 
the Baltimore turnpike, by which the last part of the joumoy of 
th« Sixth Corpfl to the spot was made. A mile eouthewt of the 

' center of the town he will panec at the top of a considerable 
(tminAiicc, known aa (.'omi;tGry Hill, ita summit on the left of 
the bcholtlur being occupied by Evorgrcoa Cemetery, the village 
buryiiig-plnce. Something more than two miU-0 away »« the 
bird flte«, almost duo tiouth, ri»uR the round woodml brow of 
liound Top, 184 feet hir^her than tlio crown of Oomctcry Hill; a 
hiilf-milo north of Kound Top is a nocondary elevation known as 
Liltlc Hound To]i or Wwd'w Hill, 1 IB feet lower than the piiri'Dt 

' moinitiLia, but elill 48 fKot liigliLT than the cemetery, with which 
it is oonuected by an elcvatioti or swell in some paria sinking so 
nearly to the common level as to requii-e the practiced eye of an 
engineer to locat<>. To the rear, however, the slope was more 
pronounced, affording admirable shcltiT for the reserve)*, trxiiu, 
hu§pitulit Httd thu like. M^iirly )mmllvl and about a mile to the 
wualward of the range just dcwcribod rose another, not so oom- 
muuding in hight and less brukcn in outlines, with its crest 
almost entirely wooded, extending in nearly a direct line north 
oiiil south far as the eye could reach, known as Seminary Ridgo. 
The valley l>etwoen these two ranges broadens and HtretcbM 
nway toward the eattward at the village of Qeltysburg, swcoiting 
around tu tho northward of Gulp's Hill, the latter a rocky. 
Wooded, irregalar eminuncc broking back towiird tho rear a 
Imlf-milo to the northooiit of the cemeton,'. Along this valley run 
the linos of Ewell's corps — tho left of Loo's army — estending 
through the village and connecting at Seminary Ridge with the 
<-ontcr iiuder Hill. Here the Confederate line bottt fiouthward, 
following the courao of the higlits iind connecting with the right 
nuder Lougittnetd, tho latter '« commnml reaching down opposite 
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t« Rounti Top; Longntreet and Hill faced uonrly oast, Ewell 
ftInio«t MUth. 

OiMnct«rT nill, coinniiiniliiig in hight tivory otlu^r uminunco in 
the vicitiity cxcopl the Koiiiiil TopH anil unlike them luliuinibly 
adapted to occnpatioD by bodies of eoliHors and commiindiiig 
every roirf entering Gettysbnrg, had been marked by the trained 
eye of General Iteynolds when he rode rupidly to the front as 
tliu key point of the entire fleld, nndhy his direction Stein wehr's 
divitiion was ]ioi«tod there when Howui-d's uominnnd eiitno into 
action. On this ri'^fivu the- bn>ke)i ImttLtliomi hrul lici-n rallied 
aa Ihey streamed buck through the town, and from this sUrtinf; 
point had boon built a battle front which the stoutest hearted 
chicftuin might well hesitate to attack. The right of thetTnion 
line on t'lilp's Hill waa formed hy the Twelfth CorpK, hwttily in- 
trenched in a position no naturally KLrcngthonc^d by rocks and by 
the Hwampy borders of Rock Creek at thv right that it seemed 
ntmoet impregnable. The First and Eleventh Corps, or what 
was left of them, prolongL'd the line to and covering Cemelcry 
Hill, from whose oommandtng bight hatteriea looked grimly 
forth in command of the neighhorlug YJilleyH, the town and all 
it«8pproacheti. The Firvt Corps, commanded by General Donblo- 
d»y during the finrt day, had now been placed under General 
Newton, who bail left hia own Third Division of the Sixth Oorp« 
in elinrge of General Wlicaton, the latter's brigndc in tarn com- 
niMided by Colonel Nevin of the Siity-moond New York, 
Soutli of the cemetery Hancock's Second Corps was placed, the 
Fifth, which arrived early in the morning of thu2<i after a shar]) 
night's march, being in reserve, while General Sickles's Third 
Corps formed tlie Union left, 

Uere was the critical point in the Union line. General Sick* 
les, ordered to place his corps in the best position, found Unit nt 
Ihiii ]>oint the center of the valley proper along which the Bm- 
inettubnrg road ran was really higher ground than that in the rear 
which would have continued the Federal line directly toward 
Little Round Top. and there he |>lai.M.-d hiti two <livisiong. This 
Uispoeilion of the corps has bc-cn much criticised, but it seeins 
luubtful if with the force at hia command Sickira could bav« 
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made h wiwr one. IIiu] the im]>oluous blow of T^ngstreet tlint 
aftt-rnoon Itoeii roooived with th« oorps in the direct lin« to 
Littlo Itounil Top th« lino must liftvo bran wciikcr, it conttl 
SMTOely huve failed to yiuld before the iwsault, throwing both 
thoee comnuDdiDK eminences into the hands of the eocmj, wbioh 
would instantly liave rendered the whole Federal position un- 
tcnablft. Yet there wiu a fatal wcuknefis in the formation of 
the corpM, hidcu after «xti>nding along the road t« u pouch 
orchard almoet directlj in front of Littlo Bound Top and a mile 
distant it bent back at u sharp anf^Io and ran toward that bill, 
ending "in the air," as the rifiht of the Eleventh Corps hail 
dono at ChaRCollorsvillo. Thetie pointa were noted by the Con- 
fudvratctt, and T^ongKtreot prepared to attack, opening his artil- 
lery fire Bhorlly after 4 oVlock. Goncral Moado wa« ercn tlien 
constilting with Sickles us to the possibility of correcting tlie 
faulty alignment, but as that was clearly impossible prompt 
nieMures for reinforcing the left were taken. 

Hood's division led in the attack, striking a frightful blow on 
the angle at the pixiich orchard nnd crushing in the Union linefl 
there whilo at the Hiimo time it enveloped the wholo Sank and 
crept around between Sickles'e loft and Little Round Top. TU« 
latter liad thus far been used only as a signal station, and th« 
occupants wore folding up their flags to depart when Qenonl 
Warr«n, the chief engineer on Oonernl Ueiade's staff, apparently 
the linit on the flold to comprehend the importance of the hill, 
ordered the flags to wave while he hastcnud in search of assist- 
ance. The Fifth Corps was just coming upon tlie field to rein- 
force Sickles, and Warren took the responsibility of detaching 
Colcuei Vincent's brigade and threw it forward to the im- , 
periled hlght. Haxlitt's battery waa also secured and by tro- ■ 
mendous exertion placed in position on the crest, the guns being ™ 
lifted over the rocks by the men or dragged by ropes up the pre- 
cipitous slopes. As Vincent's men climbed one side Hood's 
Texana scrambled up the other, and almost hand to hand the 
contest raged. The Confederates were driven biur^k to the boso 
of the hill, but there amid the rocks they clung with a dogged 
determiualion, working still around the cxposLsl dank. Vin- 
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^m'^l^fflfl-yM^'"' »■■■•» '■""' killoil, with liiindi-edd of their brave 
^tmowti'mi the iimmuniUon uf tliu infuntxy vras (.'xhitusted. 
Colonol J. L. Chiimtiiirluin'H bntvo rugimcDl — th9 Tw«utiot)i 
Mniiio — hiul extended it!4 tliin lino till the mOQ stood in single 
rank, then when their guns wore empty bayonets were leveled 
and they mshed upon the foe. Maine met Teias, and Hew 
Hngland won. 

Mt^ant ime in the peach orchard a t«rril>Ie conflict ensued. The 
emtmy penetrated further and farther the diortiptcd Union line, 
breaking off fn^mcnt after friigmeul and ttending it bleeding and 
liulpleas to the rear. Keinforcemeots came in etriviug to regain 
the loBt ground, fonght d€'8penvt«ly for a short lime ami gave 
way in turn. CroiM, Zuok and Willard eomnntuding brigndce 
were killed or mortally wounded; General Sicklco outTered the 
loM of n log, the command of tbe corpa devolving npon (ieneral 
Birney. Steadily the terrible wave of fire rolled up toward tlie 
line of Cemetery Ridge till the Fifth Corpti was fully ouv61o)h>iI 
From the Second, Fimt and Twelfth Corps detachments came 
hurrying up to strengthen the line which was now assuming 
pvnuaneQce and solidity, while the attack, so long continur<l 
and so desperate, waa becoming spaamodic and weak. The Con- 
federates, too, hud Io*t heavily in men and ofticcm. General 
Barkadate wiu fntally wounded, and Longatrvct. riding to the 
front to oxuniuo the work elill beforo his decimated legions, saw 
with dismay the firm runks of undaunted blue. 

It was at this time that the Sixth Corpa — never more welcome 
— biigan to reach thescene. Nevin'a brigade (lately Wheaton's), 
which had led the corpa in that memorable march, swept over 
the hill, pushed the Confedernies back and hold the ground. 
Cloae in their wuko Enatis's Brigade was in line of buttle ready 
to toat ita mottltt, but it was not needed. The Union line woa 
now strong enongli to defy any earthly foe, both tlie Round 
Topt were secnrely occupied, the flank and rear beyond thuni 
were held by the cavalry supported by the Totcran Vermont 
Brigade and IVrbertV Now Jor«eyans, and as dnek closed in on 
the long summer's day th« sounds of strife gradually ceased and 
the demonilixod assailants withdrew. Uotli aides reganted the 
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result vith sslisf action. The Coiirc<l«niU;B lisd (onglit diwix.'r- 
mtelf iiud hnd gmined coiuid«rnblo gratiud, bat thuy li»d Mcand 
no importjknt lulvantAgo. Thvir uemults hud finally been tv- 
piilHi'd uiid tlK-iriMlvuioo driven book. !4uid u wounded Federal 
oHli^er as he wua borno through the line of the Tbirty-oeventh 
Ibnl night to suffer the am])utatioii of a terribly glistterwd 1^: 
"1 don't begrudge it a bit! We drove the grayb«ck8 k raflOj 
and a liidf, and it wiu north u leg to see them go!" This spirifl 
wiui manifvHt fvorywhcre among tin* Union soldiers. They wer^ 
ou Frofdom's »oil, fighting her decisive buttle, and no inati«r 
what the ooBt, ritlory must be won. " Boya, we hare oomcbur 
to eliiy! " said brave Colonel Stone to his brigade as they 
]>Dailian in front of the enemy in the first day's fight, 
progniint aentence was caught tip and became the watchword i 
the loyal artny. 

The battlo of the afternoon was not confined to tha soen« of 
the conflict just Hketcfaed. More or leea fiercely it raged nil nl< 
the line. Uill tnouuced the Union position in his front 
Evrell attacked savagely with Early's and JohniioiL's divisiti 
The former advanced against Cemetery Hill, but was ropnl 
though the butteries on Knst Cemetery Iini wore punetrat«d 
II(iyi!'e brigtido, tliu urtiUertsts liglitiug desperately with dnl 
sticks and stones, over their ht'lovod guns. Then r«infor 
ments came to aid the imjieriled gunners, the Louisiuntans weti 
driven back into the lire of converging batlerios where they suf 
fercd terrible loss, the •' Tigers" as reported taking back on^ 
l&O of the 1,750 who joined iu the charge. 

Johnson's division dircotod its efforts against the nor 
face of Culp's Uill, and there the greatest Confederate inc 
was won. The Twelfth Corps having been drawn upon to 8a{ 
))ort Sickles before danger in that part of the Held was antic 
pated, the determined attack paahcd the defenders out of theil 
earthworks, and though fighting continued for Into the nigbi 
the Confuderatcs maintainiMl the lodgment thus mode. 

That night » council was hold iit the heud-ijuarters of 
Union commander iiud it was dcL'ido<] to conlinne the 
though the loss on the Federal side had been at least 3U,UU0 
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iilrvttdjr. Thfl first work of tlie nioriiiiig, therefore, wiu the 
recovery of tlio lost ground on Gulp's Ilill. and thcro, both sidi-a 
reiiiforciug their trciops idrcady in poBitiou, a fltnbboni contest 
raged till nearly noon. Shaler'a brigade of Whenton'ii diriRion 
was doing its beat in eonjunetion with the Twelfth Corp*, but 
.lohiison held on doggedly, and a request waa nctnt ti> (icnv-nil 
Moude for another brigade. " Send Eiifttii*," wiw the order, iiud 
the brigade, whieli with «c»rocIy ii ehimgc of position had nil llie 
morning Imu listening to tho ronr of cannon und the rtittling 
fire of skirmishers in front, moved briskly away toward the 
right, the Thirty-seventh in adrance. Again they were not 
needed, Johnson had retired while the orders wea> in trans- 
tnissiou, bo the brigude was halted for a time in n grove noiir 
Cemetery Hill, whence it presently siLarteil Imok toward Ihe 
[Kiint from which it cuine. A terrible und wholly unexpected 
trial was in store for the Thirty-seventh. In going over, tt« in 
coming back, the Taneytowii road had been followvil |iart of the 
way. This road diverges from the Kmniettsbiirg roiid at tho 
ontskirla of tho village iit the bnite of Oemctery Xlill, winds 
arunnd the hill and erossM the riiige a little distance soiilh uf 
the cemetery, running directly in the rear of the Round Topn. 
At the point where the Thirty -seventh entered the roud tho 
ridge to Ihe westward sinks to a scarcely perceptible elevation, so 
tliftt the movement of the column witx fully expoHoil for a short 
distunco to the Confederate urtillery on Seminary Uidgc, a mile 
away. Suddenly, with no more warning than a preliminary shell 
or two that went so fur overhead ns to scarcely attract an iipwanl 
glance of the eye. a munleruns lire burst from the distant batter- 
io0, striking the regiment in the Hank with wonderful precision 
BOd doing frightful elocution. It was tho opening of Lee's furi- 
oiu cftnnonaile preceding hia huit deaiK'rute AK»iault, and whether 
the mittilvs wen oimod at Eustix's command or at the formi<l- 
able array of Federal batterica just over tho slojw to the front i* 
Dncertain. Shells buret in the iacee of the men, tore terrible, 
bli'«ding gaps through the ranks, crashed in resonant fury againat 
the stone-wall and rocks bordering tho road, renc the old board 
fOQC« at the left into hurtling fragments, — there could have boon 
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no BBTervT t«st of haiuaa courugc, and then oouM have been no 
nobler reepo&ao tlinn was made by the Thirty-serenth rrginK'ni. 
Not a man faltered. "Steady, Thirty-iwrculh I Forward, 
donbloiiuick !" rang forth from ttiu lii» of Colonol Bdvards, 
and Etraight tliruugli that horrible tompcat of death the rvgi- 
meat went with thi^ Mt4>adinugH of a bnttalioii drill. It was onljr 
u few rodfl till shelter was rea<^'hed — a rocky piece of woods alo]*- 
iiig towiinl the i>aet, and here the regiment halted. Aa it did w 
a alaff officer rode to the side of the colonel and wiid m tone; 
heard by idl the momberi : " Colonel Edwards, I am directed 
by Colonel Kuetig to express to you his complJmciitB for tbe 
splendid wnduct of your regiment under the most terrible artil- 
lery fire he ever witnessed." It was a prompt, nni]iialil!»l nni) 
gratifying oomplimeut, but it hod been eunie<l At a sad cost. 
Six men were kilktd or mortally hurt, while 25 others werr 
wounded, an unuaitally large proportion of them having n't-oitnl 
disabling injuries. Never was the perfect organixation of the 
medical corps better illustrnted. Scarcely had tho rt>giment 
uomo to a halt and the injured who had been able to keep their 
fiH't till a place of sholtcr waa retiche<l been conducted to the rear, 
where their wounds received such hiuily treatment as was possi- 
ble, when the stretcher-bearers began to arrive with thoir bleed- 
ing burdoDs. One after another was brought in and tenderly 
deposited upon the leafy ground. " We can tlnd no more ; 
they all here?" is the roporU A liaety consuIUition — then 
name of a tnissing one is uttereil. Rui.-k ngnin over the sb«ll 
swept field llie undaunted s(rotchor-men go, bending low to 
cai>o, if possible, tlio flying missiles, looking everywhoro in t 
vain hoi>e of tiudiug the absent comrade. He i» nt the rendez- 
vous befiire them. Struck in the head with a fragment of sliell 
and stunned, he had recovered cuuscioutiness to find himMlf ex-fl 
jiosed to further wounds or death at any moment. Struggling'™ 
to his feet and groping around till bis gun ia found, tlis iinfortn- 
nutfl fellow Btaggem along (he course taken by his nniujured 
comrades till be reaches the regiment, )>riiS(.^ntiug a most ghnNtly 
s]iectaclo, face, clothing and bands cuvorod with blood, his a[>- 
poanmce horrifying, though iu fact his wound is not 
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Suililvuly H cry of horror br6itk« from thv group of wounded 
Hml Iinils quick echo from their frii'iidtt. A woiimk-d liorHO at 
a mad gallop comes tearing straight toward thorn. His iron-clad 
boofB strike the ground with a force which seems to shake the 
entire hill, and u]iart from the danger of being cruslied beneath 
thoir t<'rrible lilown the light presented by the i>oor wonnded 
hruto in a horritilA on«. A caiiiion-Kliot Ims torn through his 
lower jaw, leaving it hanging only by a few shreds. With bend 
thrown high in air, uttering frenzied cries of pain, the severed 
jaw Hwingiag and whirling at every stroke of the hoofs, bis mag- 
nificent white breast covered with the spouting blood, he plunges 
straight toward the acom or more of mangled human Wings. 
"Shoot liim I shoot him I" goee up from many u lip suddenly 
grown pide, but no shot can be tired without endangering life, 
nor is there time for deliberate aim till he has swerved somewhat 
from his course and- goes harmlessly past through the forest. 

While the ambulances aru on their way to the spot to take the 
wounded back to the division (ield hospital, which has been es- 
tablished near Eoi-k Creek, there is time to survey the group of 
sufferers. In Comjiany A, Thomas B. Jenks, Josiah T. Hunt nnd 
George W. Tniell were wounded. In Company B the wounded 
vere : Enos itesonoon (mortally), Almon Cadwell, Ooorgo T. 
Cirtor, Calvin (Eoodlio and Charles A. Taggart. From OoropBQy 
0, Coriioral John A. Hall, John Kt-Iloy, Frederick S. Shephard, 
JitmM Perry and John )t. Taylor were wounded. The severest 
ton waa borne by Company E, in which Jiimes H. Perkins wa« 
killed and Charles Ourney fatally wounded, with Sergeant Dar-* 
win H. Fields, James L. Bowen, James M. Fletcher, Daniel 
Lewis and Edwin K. Phelpa wounded. Klihu Coville of Cmn- 
pkoy F WHS mortally wounded. Lieutenant Andrew T.. Bush 
of CoDijwny H received a severe wound in the thigh from a 
fragment of shell, and in his com]iany Charles N. Clark, Uorsoe 
C. Ilsmsdell and AIonEo F. Turner were wounded, as was Wil- 
lard Armstrong of Company I. In Company K. Patrick Huasey 
waa killed and James Crampton mortally wounded. * 
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Thv iTSi-iipus f rgiD deutk or severe wouiitl« were especially nu in 
oroiLs. Cotor-Ser^icant C. S. Bardwoll war knocked down by a 
rraKDient of sholt which stnick hix jiiKtAl, liemliiij!; Ihu ()«rivl uiiil 
bniiitiiig tlio wcwwr, but lUiiiig iii> further harm. "Caji'n. I 
um'ttio much with tivh n gun a» tliat!" ayss etunly young 
Irixlinitiii, holding; up his mu^kot. through the breech of which 
u sliL-lI hfi'l innde it-s nay nitbout knocking it from his himd. 
Thoooat collar of another wua toni from the garment withont 
dnmaf^ to the wnircr and witlnmt hlit knowlcdgd. 

While the wounded wen:- lying in tliu nmbiilancos ready to wt 
forUi for Iho ho«pit»l the Thtrty-Beventh wiis agaiu summoned 
toward Iho right, but us before, the criaia paaeed without the 
nocesaity for its assistance, and again it moved back. The xa- 
|irente elTort of the Confederates had licen madv— ami hud 
failed. U woa a mud attempt. Gooeral Leo Hccm« to have bixm 
rondored despcruto by the uitualion, CHpecially aftor his lodg- 
ment on the right had been driroii out in the morning. Ag»iii«( 
th« Judgment of his ablest ofUcerii he resolved ii}i»n a direct at- ^ 
tack against the Federal left oenlor. Prcfuciiig the ehnrgc by a ■ 
terrible cannonndo of nti hour and a half from 150 pieces of hie ' 
artillcrj', to which 80 guns on the Union side made andannteil j 
reajmnae, he finally at about 3 o'clock launched Hicliett's diviMon ■ 
of Longslreot'e corps acro^i the wide ]>lain against the Sooond i 
CorpM, located to th« southward of the cemetery. The attack- 
ing division wii« composed principally of the flower of Virginia 
troojis, had been the Inst to roach tho tiuld, and had not liefore 
been engaged. They wore supported by Pettigrew's division 
and Wiifiox'a brigiwleof Hill's cirps. while a co-operative domoD- 
stnitioD wan mudo by other troapa from I^ngstreel's command 
farther toward thoTTnion left. Tho latter wn« promptly fnis- 
trated by a very giillant atlock on the charging lines h}' the cav- 
alry command of tienernl Kiljiatrick. which made so valiant an 
asaault as to completely check that part of the rebel ]>rogromniu, 
though at a Iosm of the brave (iencral Karnsworth and tho ae- 
Tare handling of his brigade. 

The story of the war presents no grander example of devotM 
bravery than the ohai;ge of I'icketfs command, — nor anj mom 
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iiitjti«lJli»lilu wutu of linttiMi Itfo by & comiiiundiir. Moving 
nnfiiltfnii(;ly across the wide pxpanac under u most terrible 
artilli-ry lire, it swept on up the »lo]>e, atruck and penetrated the 
tliin lin« of Hancock's rorpH. Far a tnnmciit it« IjitoncTK wiivcil 
in a JHirt of Iriutuph, lla-n tho Iinc« of hluc oloHud iiniund ivnil 
eiifoldi^l tho vri'dgu of gruv till it wiu utterly crashod and du* 
Htroycd. Pettigraw's eapportiii); line hnd gone to pieoea some 
time before, demoralized by the diacorery that they wore not 
operating against Penosylrania militia, aa thvv lia«l hocii led to 
Aii]>po(ie, hnt their old enemy, the Army of tbo PotoniHc. 
Hays's division of tho Second Corps gnthcn^d in from this mass 
of fiigiliv(;H 2.000 pnsonorH and 15 battle flags. Wilcox's brigade 
bsving reiicheit tho shelter of the Emmettsburg road wailod 
tliore for the storm to cease, and thus when Pickett'ii oomtiitind 
reatrhed Cemetery Kidge both itd flanks were exposed. A part 
of Slannard's Vermont Brigadt^ was moved promptly Kgninst the 
ConfvdiTntc right Hank where it poured in a terribly demoralis- 
ing fire. Ktitire regiments dropjwd totJie ground and tbrvvr up 
thi'ir hnnds in token of surrender, while Pickett, inilmrmot) 
though ni>«rly ovcry other offii^er in his division hml bwn strark 
down, seeing Uie mftdnew of further effort to pivrco the Union 
lin», sadly gave the commnnd to rotreut. Of his three brigade 
commatidera, Oamott vras killed, Armistcad mortjilly wounded 
Rfler penetrating the Union lines, and Kemper sereroly so. 
Twelve colors and 2,500 priaonors from the division remained in 
the liMids of the riotorji, while tho remnant of tbuso who had 
escaped douth or woundii fled wildly buck across tho pUin, again 
exposed to a Icrriblo urtillvry lire. AVilcox jiow moved forward 
his brigade, with what object it would be hard to say, and it 
very speedily shared the fate of I'ettigrew's command, Iwing 
lorn to pieces by the hot Are poured upon it and several hnndrvd 
of its men made prisouenby two regiments of St4innurd's brignde. 
The Inst mighty shock of tho bailie ot Gottysburg had been 
felt, and through that night and the following day the remnants 
of tl»e ConfederatA ai-my ganed swily forth from their posilion 
■eininury Itidgoat the Union lines mussed in llrm iimiy along 
bluod-Ktuiued bights from Culp's Hill to Uomid Top. Any 
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farther attack on Lee's jwrt was ntt«rl,v out of the qiiwtion, and 
his |i reparations were al once mndofora retreat to Virginia wiUi 
whalovof h« could ri'«cin> fnun tlio diMatcr, tliougili it vtns not 
till noitr dnylight of tlii^ 6tli Unit liis picket line* were wjtliilriiwn. 
Blume baa soifietimcs been attncliod to General itmit tiiat he 
dirt not make the defeat of I^ee more complete by a etronf( 
i-uuiiter attack after the failure of Fickett'a asaaalt; but it ahoald 
Ih? Ixtriiu ill miml thiit he hitd only a few fresh brigades, that the 
Army of the Pul.oiiiac hart nlrearty lo»l 30 per coot of it« nuiu- 
bcrB. including many of its most vnbiablo oflicera — Hancock and 
(iihboi) bavini; bocn severely wounded in repnlsing the final at- 
tack. Under such ciri^uinatanccs to abandon an impregnable 
dofeiiiiive position to accept the chances of oSensivo warfare 
when it wsR not a matter of neceraity would certainly nut hnTe 
been wigL'. 

Kven the roaerve bri};iides woi-o in no condition for severe datj. 
The Tliirty-soventh, which hart made so brave a record on the 
march tu the tlelrt, was sartly exlianiited before the close of that 
weary 3d of July. Back atid forth iu the rear of the line it had 
htutouvd from poiut to jioint wherever the dangi-r wa« greatest, 
often nt dotiblu-'inJek, through the terrible beat till many of its 
members were prostrated by auo-stroke. among ihe number being 
both the colonel and the lieutenant-colonel. The Second Bri- m 
gudc was soon after the repulse advanced to the front, txkiiig m 
position near the foot of the riilge niid jii»it tu the northward of 
the scene of the terrific struggle of the day before. l.ate iu thu 
afternoon Crawford's division of the Fifth Corps, lying to tlie 
left of KuatiB, charged forward over a jiortion of the ground 
wrested from Sieklea, capturing a battery and rtnving the Uoii- 
federatei* pell-mell buck to their main line, 

Tho night which suececded was one of the Buddott Every- 
where the iicirt was covered with the dead and wonoded, and 
after dark the soldiers of the two armies mingled freely on the 
gronnd between the skirmish lines; looking for ftillcn comrades 
or actuated by the promptings of a common humanity in wtk* 
ing to allay the terrible sufTcriug which no iimigiiiation could 
rooliio. A severe rain-storm during the night i^roved u blessing 
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mnny who wore Eiilleria(; from thirst, tliouj;!] under the cir- 
'ciinistiiiioes it was a sonroc of greiit discomfort to others. 

Tlie 4th pn&aei] witli little of iiitcnwt. About noon the Thirty- 
seventh were rotirocl Homowhiil from their udviuicctl ptuition ami 
or<lorp(l to iulrunch without dolnj, it being iiiu1cri<tood tbitt ur- 
tilbry lire wm shortly to be roeumod. Th? men had only thuir 
|b)iyoiii-t« and llipir hands for intrennhing tools, bnt the former 
ened the earth, while the tatter, assisted in many coses by the 
or's tin ptnte or t?up, piled it u{> in a defensive form. RaiU 
I gathered from the fonoeM. nnd evun dittd ]\once utilized, till 
n short time they hnd constnicted u crodilublo lino of biiitut- 
i>rk8 buhind which the regiment settled aa comfortably as poe- 
Pnble considering the nearly incessant rain. Lee duriuf; the day 
etired from in front of ('nip's Hill and withdrew his fon-eafrom 
he village of Gettysburg, taking up a strong position along 
Seminary Ridge, whore ho w-emed to bo awaiting attack. Th« 
_villa[:;e wna occupied by Howard's forces about noon, but no 
further demoostration was made upon either side. 

Daylight of Sunday, the Ath, failed to bring the usual scatter- 
. ing Are from (he picket linos, and the suspicion was at once 
^hwakenod, which inrestigAtian ooulirmed, that the enemy ha<l 
^Bronc. The skirmishers wer« pushed forward till thu fact wn« es- 
^^iblished and tbeu ihe Sixth Corps was organised for thu pursuit. 
' Moving out by the Kmmettiiburg road through the center of the 
^^attlu-fiold, a horrible s[>ectacle was witnessed by the soldiers, 
^fcverywhcrv the sad debris of the conflict met the eye. The 
^nonnded had all been gathored into the vast field hospitAls, hut 
^Vtlit' dead were still unburied on every hand, though largo delailif 
fi-oni the Second Corps were then at work on that sad duty, 
marking the resting place of each comrade with a piece of hoard 
whii'h had rownlly formed part of a cracker bos, bexriiig so far 
it was possible to dci'ido the facts the name, rank, comimny 
3d regiment of the fuUoa boro. OrcAt numbers of the Ci>n< 
lerate dend still lay exposed to the elements. Mores of horses 
rero strewn around as they had fallen, weapontt and equipments 
Lttvery kind were iHTattCR-d in every direction. Aa Gettysburg 
Btt boliinit and the rugiuifut puslied along the Fairfield road 
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in ibtt pursuit additiumU uritlunoes of ibc t«iTib)o loam of iJie 
enemy oonstsntly muUiplied Eror; building wiig liilofl with 
their wounded ; in sheltered ajiots in the oomers of fcnws, wher- 
ever an ai>pr(Mioh to oumfort could he founi), the unfortunate 
men had Itecn left to the tender mcrciet of the vietors — niarciea, 
ho it r*wirdwi, which never fiiite'l to succor and care for tho min- 
giiided men na tenderly us though they hiid fallen in dufenRi- of 
the Stars and Stripes. Yet L^'a long wagon traiua had been 
packed to their utmost oapooity with wounded, whom he was nt- 
tetiipting to tranqiort hack to VirglniiL 

Tint day's march wiw dhort. not more than «oven or eight miles 
beinj; covered. The roattu were muddy and very todioiift, and 
early in the afternoon the advance came so close npon the rolicl 
rear that it was necessary to proceed with caution. Evening 
showed the enemy's rear guard strongly ilispuaed todiapoto the 
passage of the pamiora through the South MountainB, which had 
DOW been reached, and a halt for the night was ordered, ilnny 
had been the demonstrations of delight along the rente by the 
loyal people, some of whom came from miles away to look upon 
the valiant veterans who had freed them from the presence of the 
hateful foe. There woe everywhere the realixation of a crushing 
defeat sustained by the invaders, their own wounded and prUoa- 
ers frankly admitting for the Hrst time that thoy had been 
worsted by the Yankees iu fair Bght, but charging it alt to the 
mistaken policy of leaving the defensive in Virginia and assum- 
ing the offensive on Xorthern soil. 

The corps were early astir next morning, with many anticipji' 
tiuns as to what the day might have in store for them, and pro*- 
ently moved forward toward the mountains. An iaconsiderabiB 
adrance was made, then a halt for an hour or two ; after which 
the regiment retraced its steps nearly to the starting point of tJie 
morning and deployed as skirmishers, in which position it ro- 
mttined till nearly evening. Then the march was resumed, but 
it was DO longer in direct pursuit of the retreating foe. Genend 
Meade had changed his )>lan, if the purpose of a close, eliarp pur- 
suit bad ever been entertained. Lee liad taken the most direct 
route for the Potomac on leaving Gettysburg, the distance to 
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Williuineport by u-uy uf Poirlidil being uboiit 40 tnilee; but in- 
Btontl of following over the samo roiito and preasiug the rctirtug 
ooIqidds, the L'aion commuiiiier docided upon a circuitous routD 
to the castwiU'd, fully twice aa long. Lettving a •nmll forcOt 
)>rin(!ii)a])y cavalry, to wat«U the Confcdenito ronr, tho ptirHiiing 
ooliimii |>i'0]>iT wiu turned in iho new dii'octiun, »nd tho Thirty- 
Mronth, having covered tho withdrawal o( the rest of the corps, 
foltowci) it toward Kmrnettsburg. I'assiug through Pairlleld. 
another halt wiij made till after d.irk, when the journey wiu 
takk'H ti[> in oaruMt. 

Aiid iuch a night's march ! Noiiv who had part in it can ever 
for;gct that Wrrihlu triimj>. The men were hungry at tho start, 
having received but a very limited supply of rations at (lettyv- 
burg. The road was narrow and rongli, evidently but littk- 
traveled, and was literally a bod of mud resting on n foundation 
if sm&ll ihar]i stones. The -loft mud xoakeil Ihv men'ti shoes, all 
of which hud seen much wcur, and llic flinty atones cut them to 
pieces till many a poor fellow was forced to plod along barefooted 
or with only his stockings to protect the blistered ami bleeding 
flesh. Uiibnppy the naturully tender-footed I Tho long marches 
of the recent pust hud reduced all such to a condition of incea- 
sant gnSering. Long after midnight the groaning column plod- 
ded on, {laaaing through a dark pioco of woods where the iiitcoM 
gloom teemed to add to the roughness and the muddioeWr *od 
when fllee and eomiianio^ mingled in an inextncalde miw. 
Oflicera sought in vain for their commands, or muintuinod bear- 
ings only by the familiar tones of some light-hciirt^d private 
whose spirits no hardship could snbdno. Finally they staggered 
rather llian walked through Emmettsburg and holt a mile be- 
yond, liuUing in an open Beld at 3 o'clock and sinking down 
wherever it might olianoe to sleep during the few hours that re- 
ined before tho buglM would agnin «ouud tlie advance. 

Karly morning of the 7th found the tired regiment once more 
utir. Thooe who had not l)oon Mo to tind their ptaoes during 
'iJie night now did so, a limited supply of rations was drawn and 
many of the men ate their Hiiil food for 3'! hours. A tiirgi.^ mail 
ipooially welcome at tiiis time of great privation and exertion 
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— w&a diitribut«(l, find at 8 o'clock Ibe tnurch was refiinicd. 
I'itifnl as wus the condition of tho tsDn, and meager lu )iad lioea 
the time allowed for rest, the Aay't pro^itniine cont«in])Iatc<l n 
mnroh of fully 35 miles, and as nearly iis pomiblo the dietMii'C 
wiu tnndc. But it was not till midnight that the ralumn baited, 
nnd then it vers more correct to say that it merely dwindled 
uwny till there wiw nothing loft to procoetl further. The condi- 
tions during the day were nithcr tavorablo th«n otlterwixo «avc 
that tho men wore very weary; but near night the ascent of 
Catoctin Mountain began, — an experience which after tliu Up*' 
of 30 yeurs may well cause a shudder at the retnombniDCO. A 
driMliog nun hud been falling daring the day, hut as the men 
began to climb Uio mountain itincrvasod till it uDenied to de- 
scend in torrents. Nothing worse in the form of roads could be 
coneeivod of than that which infantry and nrtilk-ry in n coufusod 
huddle were trying to follow. The darknesg was intense — Iitw- 
ally noiliing could be accn. The mounted officers could not dis- 
tinguish the men upon whom each moment their hones wt're in 
danger of stepping; neither prirnt« nor captain could toll who 
was struggling along ut his side save as the votc« made revela- 
tion. The plunging and crushing of the ponderous artillery 
forced the iufantry to the woods and fields for the possibility of 
» passage, and there the apology for a column mt^lted aivay and 
dwindled till there wils no remedy but a gen«ral halU The 
w<iodn and fields everywhere were full ut men, singly or in granjw, 
whi> hitd given up all elTvrt at further progress. Happy were 
they who by rare good fortune had succeeded in kindling a HUle 
fire, but they were few. In the darkness and pouring rain men 
who oould stagger no further laid them down to die, unheeding 
whether their life might be trampled out by groi)ing horMRieB 
or their stumbling comrades on fool. 

Very forlorn indued was tho column which at 7 o'clock next 
rooming took up its way toward Uiddletown, some sis or seveo 
miles away. The rain still continued and the mud was aleadSly 
becoming more liquid and abundant. The wuy led down tli9 
mtiiiuttiin, and the mud wqr terribly h aid fur the footAorvsul- 
dicri^ but they moved slowly, i-cadung Middiciuwn about noon.

Soon otter the h»U it ceaae<l riiioiiig, tko ma ehoae brightl; 
forth, and us no further march was mitdc t)int iluy the ojijmr- 
tanitr for drying clothing and blankote was improvwl. A full 
aupjilj- o( rations was now secured, tlie men |iroi«irod goncroiis 
mippers for the firat time in miinj days, nfler which they enjoyed 
n full night's n;*t whioli win highly (iiiprociiitcd. Tlie 9th wiw 
another ndTunce of a tow milo!>, thu army pivoting on the right, 
composed of the Sixth and Eleventh Corps, while the lofl, i-x- 
tending to tho I'otomao, closed up toward the enemy. A huU 
iras maile at Booiisboro about noon, shelters were pitched and a 
comfort»1)le afturnoun and evening pati#cd. As the Union caval- 
ry hsd driven tho enemy from that |ilnee tho previous evening 
there conid bo no doubt of tho proximity of the two unnics, and 
tho early opening of agreiit and decisive buttle w«s oonlldontly 
looked for. 

Aiitietum Ore«k was orOHod by the left the next day — Friday, 
July 10 — while the right ndvanoi^d to tho vicinity of Funkstown, 
hich was reached three hours after th© enemy loft. The pre»- 
I gare of the Confederate akimiiahers against the Union advance 

inow showed thi' neur ))ro«ence of Idea's entire forc«, and by no6n 
tho Sixth Corps was in lino of Imttle, a portion of the Thirty- 
Boventh being thrown forward to tho oatpoHts. The entire oiwro- 
tions at this time took place in one of the richest and finest agri- 
CDltiiml ri'giona of Maryland, and tJie necessary destruction of 
grain and crops wiia immense. Untold acres of the llnest wheat, 
nearly ripo for tho harvest, were trampled by lines of Wttlo, l>j 
.marching cotnmns or wagon und artillery piirke. and well might 
I the unfortunate citizens exclaim. " From friend und foo alike 
^B deliver us." Beyond a little skirmishing and artillery firing to 
^B develop the Confederate position the afternoon passed without 
^P OT«nL The Southern urmy, forced to assume the defensive, was 
found to be well intrenched in front of Williaroitport. Four 
days prenouH they had reached tho river, almost before tho 
i^undabout Kederal pursuit began, hnt found the straum too 
<lMp (or fording and they had not pontons enough to constrnct 
■ bridgo. The inct-nant rain* continually swelled the Hood, so 
]jca had no alt«mativo to ^ing about and osruming tlie boldest 
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it pgesible. That ihe condition of bie troope was critical tb«ir 
own warmest purtiaaiis utimit. They bad courage iu plenty, but 
next to no amniamtton. Tiin 1 UK waa [mm.ig'I in the hoia qai«t 
way, with Companion A, I iind G of tlto Thirtj-WTtfulli on the 
iilcirmiili lino, thfl loft of the Arm; of th« Potomac bttinf; moved 
K little nearer to Loo'e right. Early tho following; morning the 
Thirty-Bovcnth passed throu(;h Funkstown unil after feeling it* 
way for two or three miles took position in front of the enemjr'i 
intrenoed line between Hagerstown and Willianisport, 

The two ariuiits were now in poHition, faoe to face, and it re- 
mained for «omobody to give th« order to itnke. General Moude 
hefd a council of war and decided not to attack. All the fol- 
lowing night was devoted to intrenching the Union lines and 
the 13tb passed with only the exchange of a few shells by the 
opposing artillery. That night each commander reached a do- 
oision, — Gemtral Meado decided to attack next day, and Qonend 
Lw^finding that it would Ixi pusitible to ford the river and 
having also siicoecdod in constructing one ponton bridge at Fall- 
iiig Waters — decided to go back to Virginia — wbioli bo did. 
The Union anny moved down to Williarosport through a dis- 
heartening ruin, whirh lidded to the gloom felt at the eacape of 
the foe whoRe complete clestniiHioii tlie rank and file had confi- 
dently hoped to 8C0 iiecomplishud. With the owning a severe 
thunder storm camu on, ilrcnching out and wusliing away what 
little spirit still rctmuinoil in the tirod bodies. 

Disappointing as was the escape of Lee acron the river, it 
must be recognized tliat Meade bad great roaaou for the caatioo 
with which bo acted. While the Uonfedorati.! army had snfferetl 
a decisive defeat ut U(-ttyHburg, hi* own hud been sadly wounded, 
and lie woa oven then unaware of the straitened condition of 
his aotagoiiiat. The cIom of the battle left the Army uf the 
Potomac with but 47,000 muskets; and though Oeneral Frvnob 
with hit divtoion joined the Thinl Corps, of which he took oom- 
mand, on the 8th, Monde stilt believed the enemy fully equal to 
him in numbers, with the advantage of a delected and fortiSeil 
defcmiive position of much natuml iiLrviiglh. The Union aol- 
dior« wore by no uieiLns in good fighting condition. The Sixth 
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Ooriw WM ooantAd m tlio tnaiii dcpendentro of tlic army, since it 
wiut oIllctoiitljT oTgnniii'il; h:iil l>i-c:i 1'iit ttllglitly engaged iiL Oct- 
tjntiurg, and iu morult' vtas wot nilininiblc; yet it wm ]>ctIiu{>k 
mora than tbo others wum out by almost incccstuint innroli<.-H uiid 
hard duty. Id the Thirty-Beveiilh regiment 180 mon at tlnit 
time — nearly a third of the whole number — were entirely dosti- 
tiitc of shooR, while their olotbing waa correspondingly demorul- 
izwi. Olhi>r regiments were certainly in no belter condition. 

Ewoll's corps forded the Putumiie at Williuin«p(irt, while the 
Confederate right and center under Longstreot and llill retreated 
by the ponton bridge at Falling Waters. The reargnard of the 
latter was vigorously attoi.ked by Kilpatrick's cavalry, two gnne, 
three ooIok and u lurge number of priaoners being captured and 
Oenonil Pettigrew murtully wounded, with slight loss to the as- 
MiUntt. 

The direct pursuit of Leo's army wiu now «nded, and was 
ia he lucoeedcd by a pimJIel scramble southward, — the counter- 
part of so many other moveineiiti, the Uniuu anny eaat of the 
Blue Ridge and the enemy in the Shenandoah valley. " Cover 
Washington and take up a tbr).uttening positiout " were Ualleck's 
diroetiuns to Heado, and early on the morning of tbo Iftth the 
Thirty-serenth in its place in the corps moTed hack orer the 
road it had come, through Funkstown and Boonsboro, luilting 
near the latter place for the night and receiving rationa for two 
dayM. Soon after setting out upon the march that moraiog an 
interesting mooting took place between the Thirty-soveuth and 
the Forty-sixth Ma««tcbusett«, Colonel W. S. ShurtleS. a nine- 
raonths' regiment from Springlield and Tjcinity containing many 
friends and ucquainlaniea of the Thirty -seven th. During the 
closing daj'ii of ilH flervin* the Forty-sixth had been moved from 
Nortli t'nroliiiii to ILiiltimoi-e, where it formed ]iartof ftbrigsde 
under Oenerul H. S. Briggs, moving to Fnideriok City and 
tbefUie to the Army of the Potomac before Williamsport, where 
it was attached to the First Corps. A few days Utor Colonel 
ShurtlefTs command left for Massachusetts, bearing many a 
warn) message from the Thirty-si-rcnt b to friends at home. At 
3 o'elook of the Kith the camps were astir, at half-poat 4 tlie 
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column was od Uie vnir, and at noon, having nude n march of 
19 milcH, th« Thirty-sevoiith Iialt«I within a mile of Herlin. 

The MWociatioiis of ihu lAsuv ciimc rividlj,' to the mindit uf ull 
the m«mbera of tlit? rvginicni. I<e«4 than nino mouthit hoforr 
thsjr had stopped at the sumo place on the way into Virginia. 
During (lie interval what an epoch of history had tn»iie|nrt«I. 
Tlien lut now the trnioii army waa in pursnit of n domornliMxl, 
rotreatiiig foe. The adored MrClellan was then in command. 
The ilisaEtrotis experimciitM of Riinittide vai Hook«r had siir- 
oeedod, followed by thu signal riclury under the precent contwr- 
vatlre commander. Evorywhcre in the regiment, from (idil 
otlloera to privates, there was the feeling that the Tictory might 
and 8houI<l have l)een made more dectstTe. There was a fear 
that the experiom^.i of the previous year were proctioolly to If 
repeated. The thought uf another cumpaign in tbo (lu>olat£ 
and unfriendly regions of Virgiuia, following the brlvf sojourn 
in a friendly country, was far from ploAsant: yet underlying all 
proferenceK and vinhes, there was ever manifest in the brcasU of 
the Boldiery a firm faith in the (tpproiiching triumph of the cauM 
in which they wore entisu-d, and a <lisi<o8ition to accept patient- 
ly whatever of hardship and Ba<.-rittce might be oeceasary till the 
flag of the I'nion should float in triumph over the entire land. 

It was Thnniday uoon when Berlin was reaehed, and nn fur- 
ther movement was made till Sunday, the l!)th. Tlie two entire 
days of n^vt, fri.« from care or imtidpation ol »n imnicdiat 
hattle, were heartily Apjirtciatcd by the men. Friday was rainj] 
and disagreeable, but the men received a supply of rations 
clothing, both vorj- much needed, and Saturday proved Mtinny] 
and pluiwaDt. That wening found a marked improvonxcDt 
the external appcamnce of the regiment. The rirer had gli 
opportunity for buthiug, the worn-out clothing was in many ii 
stanoes discarded for fresh suits, the- barefooted ones had on 
more comfortable shoes and sooks, generous mails had boon 
oeiv«d and dispatched, comfortable food had been propared, and' 
Sunday morning found the command, brightened and cn- 
countgod by these cirnumstanccs, choerfully rcisponding to 
orders for an early march. 




A UTBLY SCESB AT BIVOUAC. 



It was l)nlf-))a«t 7 wlicn the cultimn mnred on to th« jwiilon 
bridge, aoroKS lU svmying longtli, und wim once more on Uiu 
"wicrci] Mil." Over thosamo route tlioy liui] triivfl«i] ihv pre- 
vious iiatumn the regiment pushed ulongsome ten milcitiir monii 
)>iusing through Lovettaville, the few visible inhahitant^ more 
scowling itnd ill-natured, if poit.iiliI«, than on the prc^vious ooea' 
sion. The luUt for tJic night wa* mnde near the little hamlet of 
M'hi>iit1imd, and though the inurcli Iiail not heen lung it htid hocn 
very wearying, the t-au iwetning to shine with renewed Gercenoas 
tiftor the weeks of almost conatunt cloud and min. But if Sun- 
day had been hot, Monday was hotter. That day's march took 
the regiment to Union, about ten miles further down the valloy, 
past Snicker's Gup, through which, aa «o often lieforc iind nfti<r, 
the two armies played jwep with eiich other. Forliiniitidy (Jen- 
oral Miwlu was not in a hurry, the Thirty-seventh led the corps 
tliut day, marching leisnrely with frennent halts, and the region 
waa wcH watered by the varion* small streiimj* tributary to Vumac 
Creek. Tbeic fiu^ors combined to make tlio day's march tjnito 
oonifortjd)lc Lonsidering the broiling heat. 

The brigade halted for the night in a well-fenced lot of sev- 
oral acres, the sole occupants of which had been about a doncn 
ImHi long-legged ^'i^gtnia lioga- Never wua the commiiml lo 
"8t«ok arms" more promptly obeyed, and what followed, the 
moment ranks wore broken, cim bo pretty well imagined. The 
pigs were fleet of foot, and they ran for life, but the odds were 
fifty to one, and the boys in blue remembered that Ixie's soldiers 
had recently been drawing rations at the expense of the loyal 
people norlli of the Polomac. The scramble wm very exciting 
while it liLDiled, but within l«n mJnutt.'s the handrod camp-Gres 
were tending up Uie aroma of roasting pork. 

The 2Ul wn« given up to rest, the soldiers exploring the sdp- 
ronnding oouatry in se«rch of forage, though Boding littlo ex> 
cept blackberries, which were abundant and delicious. Next 
day at noon the regiment again led lhccorpi(,mar(Thing toTpiwr- 
ville, near the baae of thv Blue Itidgo, on tliu roiw] from Fairfax 
via Piiriii to Winchi-«lor. Il^ro » halt Wtis niadt- foi' the night, 
bill at 3 o'clock the bnglu rang out revttillu and Ute liiii' of march 
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wag soon token op. The Thirty-soronth, howevor, now took JL 
pliioo iia r«ar guard, following the vagon-train, iind conscqufiot 
M a mtirch of 20 miles or more wiui made, did not reach ttiTon 
till 'i o'clock at night. Tho tired men dropped upon the gmand 
and slept, almost nlierovcr tJiny oliunccd to be, during the ivt 
hours or ao till daylight, whun ihuy woro aroused to pri'imrc a] 
haaty breakfast and journey on ugain. The fires were light 
mnd the little cooking vos about half done, when the shnrp orde 
to "Fall in!" c»me, and thehalf-couked food wuent«u us it I 
could bu on iho march. Abi>ut 10 o'clock Idinassiis Q«p 
roiicliod, where it was mudu known thut a sharp Hkirinisb lim 
occurred the proTious day, rc«ultiug in the driving back of thfl 
Confederate forcoB to Front Uoyal. The een'iccs of the Siith] 
Ooqiiinot being rcqnirod, after waiting a few hours they marched I 
buck ovor the road they had oomc, and once more turned their] 
faces iu the direction of Warrcnton. toward which the 
of tho i'utamao was concentrating, tlulting for the night ne 
Orleans, the march was resumed early uext morning, Saturday^ 
the 2Sth,— a day long to be remembered on account of the sul- 
try, breathless heat. At Cliffe&lillKabridge was wanting, andi 
detail from the regiment, under direction of tho ouginoore, 
had a substantial structure in place. Then forward again oTer| 
the miserable roads, hungry, weary, the men continually falliog 
by the way from aun>aLroke, till »t last a halt wm made on a steep] 
hill-side within a mile of Warrcnton. 

Here for four days the regiment remained and rested. TbS^ 
following day being Sunday, religious Bervices werw held byl 
Chaplain Morse, for the first lime in many weeks. The re-1 
Diiuning days wore devoted to explorations of the surroHndiu^j 
couutry, ostensibly in scaroh of blackbcrrii.'«, though it wusl 
noticed that many a niliou of frt-sh vtiil. pork and mutton fouLd ] 
its way into camp without liaving pusaed through the cnmmis-j 
sary department. The men rapidly recovered from tho exhans>] 
tion of their reoent marches while the general health of the) 
regiment, greatly improving, hud now become remarkably good, ; 
vuusideriug the severe tiulure of tho Si-rvice. 

Up bo this liniL> th« following cli.tugcs had occurred in the i 
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ter of oflicers : Second Liuulciiuiit llurris wiis iidvunceil to tirst 
licntuimnt dating from Jnne 3, and wub assigned to duty with 
<-oiin>any F, On the same day Captain J. P. Kellcy of Com- 
jNinj A resigned and First Lieutenunt J. A. Loomis was made 
captain, continuing to sorve with Company E. Second Lieu- 
tenant liush, who was absent wounded, was commissioned first 
lieutenant, while Orderly Sergount ADjert C. Spurks of Company 
B WHS commissioned second lieutenant and assigned to duty 
with Company 0, Sergeant Major Robert A. Gray was made 
second lieutenant and* assigned to Company K. Sergeant Hub- 
bard M. Abbott of Company G succeeded Gray iis sergeant 
major. Second Lieatonant Moi^an of Company B resigned 
June 10, and Color Sergeant Charles S. Bardwcll was commis- 
flioued second lieutenant dating from June 20, and assigned to 
Company B.

The night of Jiilv 2, 18(i3, closoil upon the most tnomcntoua 
critis in the hJNtory of tho Southern Oonfodurucy. At ev&j 
prindpiil point along tho DiititKry froiilii-r tho opposing f» 
wcro locked in dcsppmtci und fateful struggle. At 0<yllNiiburi 
the moat sanguine jtartiaan of either nrm,v oould only hope 
victory; nt Vioksbnrg, Femborton's bcleoguretl giirrison ircre 
hcruicitlly etruggliiig Agiiinst doxpivir while Jolnistou, with 30,000 
men was eeeking for so opportunity to strike t}ic bctaiegem in the 
n^itr anil make a tray for the escape of the beaieged; from the 
(tmhniiinreR at Port Uudeon the Confodprato cannon Mtill lookml 
forth with grim defiance. With imxioty, there wiw gtill ho[>e 
oTorywhore for the Sauthorn cntise. Thu night of July 3 found 
that hoiHi Rhnttorod and tho doom of tho Confederacy olearly 
forocaflt. 

At the very moment when Pickett's shattered legions won- 
hurlod back from Cemelery Kidge> I'emberton and Grant mot 
between tho linen at Vicksburg to discufls the snrremlcr of that 
sthmghold. For itlmostSOdays tho siege hrtd continued, presaed 
constantly with tho indomitable energy of the Union ooinman- 
dor, and ro|H>lled with charautoristia determination by tho Con- 
federates. Twelve miles of trenches had been dug in the in- 
vestment, and 89 batteiios, mounted with 220gun«, constructed. 
Tho bosieged and besiegers in muity parts of the lino looked each 
other in the face across tho samo parapet, and fought with hand 
grenikdcB, liayonets and pistols. Twice bad mines boon exploded 
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under tlie defciiaes with no greater result than the slaughter of 
a tew mon, but (ireparatioris were now made for a goiii'nd mid 
siuiultaiieoiis a«uiiilt atoiig tlic entire liiii< mi tlit- Riurutiig of t)iu 
6tli wf Jnl}-. 

Tlirvo davs buforo tho time ap{>ointL-d for tbo torrible attempt 
the flag of truce apiieart-d. Tiif conditiou of tho garrison fully 
jnstifled the step on tho part of their commander. The men, 
doM-'ly oonHned to the trenches for seven weeks, much <>f thu 
time ou sliort ntlions, hitd lost hcutth, cotinige and ^iihonliim- 
tJOU. Coneitltntion with hirt i1iti«ion oomiiiaiiders cunviucctl 
Pemberton that they could not oven be nerved up to attempt 
cutting their way through the oiroumvallating Mnes, while the 
danger of revolt could not but he reoogniied. ((enenil Bowvn, 
vritli « Rttg of truee and u letter to Grant, nppMired before thu 
Ffideml linuH on the morning of the 3d, and nearly 24 hours 
pitMud in conference and eurrespondcnoo, Petnborton tiRnious to 
make Uie bent terms possible for his oommand and Orant jiracti- 
adly insisting upon nnenuditional stirroudcr. Thcio tcrins ivcro 
finally iiocopted, and at 10 o'clock on tho 4th tho Confederates 
by divisions murchuil out in front of their works, stacked arms 
and colors and retired to the town. General Lo^an, receiving 
the surrender, marched his diriaion into the town umid thu wihl 
enlhusium of the Union army. The surremUtred force oom- 
pricvd about 31,000 men, only '^^.OOO of whom vn-ry.-. lit for duty 
in the trenchot, and ITli cjinuun; milking tho total loss to the 
Confederates from the openiug of the campaign not lees than 
46,000 men, GO.OOO stand of arms afid 200 pieces of artillery — u 
terrible blow to the Southern cause. 

Johnston, meanwhile, had gathered u much of an army as 
poeuhlc about Canton, a da^''8 march north of Jackson, where 
the &nt of .hiue found him in command of some 3G,0IKi efhcient 
men. Instead of striking the best blow jmssiblc in aid of the 
Iwlcagured garrison, he allowed them to starve and wear out in 
the tronohoc fur four woeka while he miuntainci) an argumenta- 
tive correspondence with the Ittchmond government. On thu 
28th of June, with no incrutue of force, he movvd toward Vioks- 
burg, but found Sherman with 30,000 troopisstrongly intrenched 
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fsciiig bi l\ivi TvaT. John«t(Mi'8 jiltiri IiimI lieoii (u ntiikv m strong 
nil attiick M poMiblo on the northvrn portion of the iDTesting 
line, in the hope of n-eakeninK tUeaonthern portion so that the 
^iirriaon could cut ita nay ihroiigli and esCAjw. The ]>tan mis- 
(larrii-d lotiilly, for not only waa PembcrtouV forcn tixt uiuch ex- 
hsuMtt^d to throw itwlf upon the FVdoi-ul bayonets, but Johnston 
wuB unable to fincl any point nliore it would btt lew than mad- 
ness to jittitck. He did not even begin to feel th<^ Federal posi- 
tion till July 2, and while he was yet reconnoitering the ground 
those vhon) he sought to suocnr surrendered. Sherman wug ap> 
priitoil of the surrender immedintely tind directed to move vig- 
orouidy ogiuiiHt Johnstdii, which he did, but the latter did nut 
wait to receive the blow. Falling back rapidly to Jackson 
which he reached on the 7th, the disheftrtened commander pro- 
oeedtd to strengthen the fortillcationa while he appealed to Riob* 
inond for help. The victorious legions under Sherman clowd 
iiround the pWc on the inih, and u ittrong roconnatseance show- 
ing it strongly intrenched, n ruguhtr investment was decided on. 
Bnt Johnston did not await siege. Despairing of any relief from 
the Confederate government, he evacuated Jackson on the night 
of tbo 16th and pushed rajiidly to the eastward. He wan followc^l 
sharply for aome miloa, butiwawcnihrace was no part of Gnint'ii 
plan the pursuing column was recjdk-d, the railroads about Jack- 
son thoroughly destroyed, and Shonnan took his elated forces 
bftck to Vicksbnrg. 

While these events had been transpiring in Mississippi another 
guhRtaulial drop bad been added to the nutiou's oup of rejoicing. 
Port Hudson bIso had fallen, and the MigsiMsIppi "flowed un- 
vcxod to the sea." This place, wh^we works wore of immense 
strength, had bueu invested by the Army of the Gulf — the 
Nineteenth Corps, under Goneral Danks — on the JSth of May, 
the garrison easily repelling determined attacks on the following 
diiy and on the 13th of June, at a coat to the hcsicgcm of fully 
4,000 men. But day by day the lines drew ncjircr the doomed 
stronghold, and the Kinnty xupply of provisions rapidly disap- 
peared till stan'ation sturod the defenders in the face. Sudden- 
ly on the 7th of July, from the linea of the Utiion array broke 
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rapid (Ii8chur|*ei3 of arciUerj: and rinsiag clieera wliinli drove 
from the breaoU of tht- di-fender^ the htdt. my of ho|ii\ 'I'ho 
news Wl l>twn ix'ueivcd of Vickslmrg'K full, und wlu-n the iiu- 
thnnttciCy of th« tidings win) iiwtiiri'd Ocncrrtl Giirdnor iiinioimcod 
his wiMin^iK-KM ti> givi) dp the hopck-iM struggle, uommissionors 
were uppiinted t'l arninKO terms of surrender, and on the morn- 
ing of the dth the capitulation took place. It embraeeil aunic 
6,iS00 men, .^OOO muaketa and Til cannon: btit of vastly greatui- 
importance than the mere Ioim or giiin of int^n mid munilioiis w»b 
the briMiking of thu Uml burner across th« Father of Waters, 
jjiving to iho Union floct full iionimiind of that groat waterway. 
Tht' Confederates had not relinquished these poinls without 
strenuous efforts to eeonro others, ibougb all had been thwarted. 
WbiUr the siege of I'ort Hudson was being prosecuted the Coq- 
fwioraU.' General Tnylor giithered what foree wn« nvitthiblo in 
Lioni«iann mid nunrd down toward New Orleiuii, ciipturing a 
few small garrisons and threatening the Oreeent City itself. 
Ofnenil Emory, who was in command there, be(-ame alarmed 
^■nd *i<nt tu l{.inki4 for help, but the latter held sU-adily on till 
^Gardner »iirrtndiTi.'d wlmn a competent force wiw ditputclted 
down the rivi-r, which Hpeedily dissipated xll danger anil sont the 
tnanrgeot« beyond pursuit into the interior. 

A similar but more prouotinend cITorl wiw made in Arkansiifl. 
where Confederute General lIolmeH with a strong force iniule an 
attempt to capture Kelcnii, hoping thus to secure control of the 
rivt-r ui thai point. A resolute assanlt was made on the 4tli of 
July, but wiw bloodily repulsed by General Prentiss, with a gar- 
rison oflcwthun one-half the Confederate number, when Holmes 
also sought safety in the fustncMes of his department. 

Genenit ItosocriinH, mi-anwhil«. had been fur from idle. His 
untiLgouist, liTajiii. with his base of niipptic-s at Chmttanooga, hnd 
his field depot and a strongly intrenched camp at Tullahonia, witli 
hisftdviiiieed linos, also well fortified, a doxen miles in front. 
On the i^A of •lone Kosecrana ordered an advance of his army, 
jtressing the front sharply with a single corps, while the bulk of 
his army moTod around the Confoderate right with the inten- 
tion of Hanking the entire position and at the name time threat- 
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emag t)te enemy's uommiiiiioitlion^^ In tke midst of a tcm1)Ift 
raiii-sloriD tliiti mon'mont vnu> ciirriod out witli jicrfoct miiccom, 
mill with trittingldss to Iho I'uiunistd tlic Sotitlu'rn iirniy ww 
forced from it« udvuucod line. Thi'sticci^ssfn) Rc>e(,i<.<niiie |>uslied 
forward in battle array aguinst the main poeition, but on llie 1st 
of July received the intelligence that Brn^ was in full reCrwt 
towarti ChattAUdogn. Having pressed hh Heeing imtagonisl M 
closely ail pnictic»b)i.v the I'luoii geiiorul finiiUy imutod to rest 
hiM army and rvpair coinmuiitcations in hi>i roar, pn^otitly ad- 
viuiciiig to tho Tcnui-Kiioo river near Stevenson, AU., freeing tbo 
Btato of Tennessee with the exception of the ^nuill comer about 
Chattanoagn from the presence of the rival armies. 

With snccesa thus everywhere crowning the t*nion banners 
there came with midHummer a respite from the incessant thunder 
of actual (.'ontlicl, Banic^conopntrritediiisforcesat NewCrleiiug; 
Grant reniaiuud iit Vicksburg though \m urmy wiu considerably 
scattered, the Thirteenth Corps going to Texas, while a consid- 
erable part of the remainder reinforced Kosecrans in his cam- 
poign against Hriigg. Mow the armies in Virginia had Settled 
down to wati;h each other ucrow the upjier l{appabiu)noclc w« 
hare already eet^n. 

The political eitiintion iu the loyal states hud meantime \m- 
oame critical. vVdded to the great Dumber of actual sympa- 
thixers with dinnnioii, there were very many well intentioned 
peitpk- will) friiin unc fause or another had become disMliafled 
with the udministratiou of governmental alTairii, or I be slow ]>n:^- 
re«» of the wur with iU iiuiucn-^e cost of blimd imd trowiuro; 
while others were simply disciin rage I and doH]iiiired of the nbiljty 
of tile Dittionai govornmonr t» reassert its Authority over the 
seceded states, feeling thiil the sooner the wur was terminated 
and peace restored on the best terms possible tiie >>etter it would be 
for iill partic«L Kverywhere through the loyal i^tates the feelings 
of distrust and diiicourugoment were nurtured and intensillvd by 
Uie disloyal clement, whoi>e boldnesx and bitterness incrensed a» 
the gloomy days of the gn-at crisis wore on. 

l*resideQt Lincoln had issued a proclnuuitiou on the Sth of 
May ordering a draft in July, and as the time approuched th» 
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oppoaittoa to this rigorouK nicn«tiri> wat «liovn t» be orgunixcd 
•nd formidHblc. Tho dnift iUcIf had been rendered necessury 
throngh the discourogomeDt t)irown orer enlistnieots by the 
"Peace pwly," urged on by tlie «ctivity of the "Copperhc-ada," 
0% the avowed Southi-rii Hvmpiithiiconi vrero called. WhiU- thii 
flt«te <i( ntTnirs wns cvorywhen- pruviileut in vnryiiig dogrvt', Ht 
coulcrs sccnicd to he in Ohio mid in Kew York city. In the 
former looility it wii« under tho direct nurtnre of Clement L. 
Vallandi^hitiii. iin ex-CungroBsman uf Ohio, hut who now lore<i 
Ui be i-alled llio "vVpoatle of Liberty." V'iillnndigliam !ed all 
others in ehaRiclees dialoyalty, his aedittaus utternncoa becoming 
finally so unbearable that it wna decided to make an example 
of him. Ohio wa« at Uiat time in the Xilitiiry Di'partment of 
tliA Ohio, under the commnm) of Gcnural Biirnifidc. with hc>ad- 
4|Uarten>iit Cincinnati. On the 13th of April Uurnside had is- 
sued a proclamiitiou for the suppression of seditions Hl)ecch and 
action, and on the 4th of May Vallandigham wtm arretted, trie<i 
by oonrt-marlial at ('incinnati and ^enienwd lo cIom' confino- 
mtnt in a fortre.'<s dnriDglliecontiniiuncuof the war. Proaidont 
Lincoln, ever mcrciftil, oommiitud the Bontonco to banishment 
within the Confederate lines. This decree was carried oat May 
!!A,und the distingiiished exile was dropped in neutral ground 
in front of Itosecruns'a lines. Bragg declining to receive him under 
Rag of truce. Not finding life in tho ConfHunioy tu hiM liking. 
Valhnidigliam soon oiicuped through tho blockade to Canada, 
whfro he found plenty of congenial Bpirits mnong tho renegades 
and ]>lott«n who «warmed in that ccnvL'nient htiven. 

Everything tended steadily toward a crisis. With the draft 
«thand. with Lee's army in Pennsylvania and Morgan's cavalry 
raiding through Indiana and Ohio, with the ignorantand vicious 
clasees in many of Ihe larger cities ripe for open revolt, and nrged 
«n by uiucrupuloua foes of the government, open and iwcret, tho 
olosingdays of June were portcnlons indeed to those who loved 
their country. But n grenl mistake was maile by the Confed- 
«mtei< in their armed int'osion of the loyal etntes. Kspecially the 
raid of Morgan to phinder and destroy awoke many an indiffer^ 
«nt citiieo to active patriotism. The militia of the threatened 
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etnli'fl j^ithcrod in awnniia iilioiit liis path, cutting off liia rclruit 
wbi'ii 111' ii'iifilil ti) i-r^iiiii hid own soil, driving Iniii u-i)<lty rnitn 
jioini u> [Kiiiit till liiK roix'i.' wiM utterly ^laltcrod uiul liiiiiiivlf W- 
tigiiii) A iii'isonvr, with most of hi« m«ii. 

'rhmiigli nil t]iiH reigii of furelKxliiig uii'l 'tc«|miT i)il< millun 
nuir iif lliciirtilleiry nt UcttyoUtirK fell on IhcHtniini-il ttireof tlic 
UAlioii. How t)R> pcopto listoDvd iind liopud und priiyvd! HbV 
oil thiit pregnant night of the 3d of July liearta trne to the old 
ITiiioii dared to hope when the tiectric wire tlashoil the 
loiews thiit Ijee'a gi-eat atUck vas repnlsod nud the Loyal linea 
*8tood uniihnkcn on Couielory Uidge. (irL-at wua the joy on tbu 
following dftv — tlio NulionV Anniversary — whun the intolligenw 
wan conlinned; whilo niii'fwdiiig days hoard the gliwJ now* from 
Vickifhiirg, with oonlirmation of Iho rcportod llighl of Itntgg 
irom boforo the victoriona Union forces in Tonnessw). Surely 
,tlwt was joy t-nou^^h for one week. A riotous uprtEing hud been 
BXpeoted on thi.! Kaiu-lh in Now York city. )>ul it did unt iromc — 
tidings wort; not congc-niat todiMlDyHlildmiinrilniiionii; it wu 
ilcdaved, not avcTttid. Yet on thai potoiit dtiy, mixed with the 
rejot(-ing§ and the renewed conscoratiorie to the service of the 
common comicry, weri; nuiny covert or open denuuciations of the 
governnienl at Wii>liington, many an insinuiitioii cloaket) in spe- 
cious liingiiugi-, miLny a hold declaration llmt the war wiua 
failiin-, wii» itnju«l, wuh wiokod; many an uxhorlatifin to ahao- 
doii the atnigglu for the life of tho Union: and tht-so L-nme not 
from pot-liouse politiciime or nanielese demagoguva a'eking for 
notoriety, but from men enjoying high plaees in the oonHdeneo 
of the {leojilu. mid wearing noble titles of honor. The wed (htii 
sown bore fruit. 

The draft was appointed to begin in Xcw York city Jnly 13, 
and on the mornin<{ of that day Ihu utlicials having the matter 
in charge asaemhied and quietly proceeded lo thoir unwelcome 
tiuk in an utllce on the corner of Forty-sixth Street and Third 
AvL'iuie. Almost simullanoonsly with the first revolution of the 
falcfiit wheel a piiitol shot was hi^ard in the Htreet outxiilo, a 
howling mob burst into ihe building, driving out the oHicors and 
their asijislantB, destroying ovoiylhing on which they could lay 
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liiin<)« uml liring the biiililing, Tlie polico were powcrleae to 
i|noU till' disliirlmticE', and tlit- (-upcrinU-niktiit, Mr. Koimpdy, 
who sou^lit to restore ordLT, wua bcntt-ii almost to<li-ul)i. Tlii' 
firemen Wi^i-e not allowed to extiugiiiah the flamea which the iti- 
Aatii- riiitcnt hud kitidl<'d, iliuI Imildlii)^ afti-r hiiiUlii)^ wus 6Wf]>t 
uwuy. Tlio teU'gm('ii Itimit U-iuliug from the oilv hud nl rend y 
iMwn rut. mid in a mumcnt the metropolij! of America paBSed 
under thif full control of a blood-thiraty, brutal mob, eoiuimsed 
of emissaries, refugees, and the lowest and vilest of ittt own re*- 
ideitts. The aecnes which followed transcend description. The 
mob iiproad rajiidly through the city, hreuking into the »ian- 
tifnctnring e»itabliMliment« and forcing the employee to swell its 
rank», Ktopping railroad trains to eoarch for i<oIdtcr», wotniding 
and plundering the passengers, and iimtlly destroying the Har- 
lem bridge, Tlie reaidonce of I'oRtmastor Wakeman was pilhigi<i] 
and burned, whilu that of the mayur waa stripped of ereryihing 
vrhicli could he eiirrieil awny or dei^lroyod. Plunder, violi-nee, 
hut and uiurder rioted everywhere. Ito most doviliiih fury, 
however, was wreaked upon the ino0ousivc colored pooplcof the 
city, who were hunted down, maimed, mutilated and murdered 
with a fiendiahneiM which even at this liipso of time makes the 
blood nin eold. The poor crealuniM wi^rc hanged to lHin)>-poste, 
tortured, and in some cases tiros wcro built into which they were 
thrown and kicked till they were burned to death. The Colored 
Orphan Asylum on Fifth Avenue, containing some ^OU honidert^ 
negro children, was plundered andgivan to the Hames, while Iho 
wretched inmatea were hunted about the streets by the howling, 
drunken demomi as though they hud been ho many dangerona 
wild beasu, 

Thu« Monday, Monday night and the forenoon o( Tuesday 
wore away. At noon of the latter day. while the rioters, led by 
a Vii^inian emissary, were gathered in front of the Tribnue oUioo 
—the entrances to which were barricaded by bundles of printing 
paper, while the occupant* were thoroughly armed for itji do* 
fcn»c, aa wiut also tlio condition in tho ofTu^o of the Timeg and 
other loyal pnpotv — contemplating it«f destruction, word wfis> cir< 
culated that Governor Seymour waa at the City Hall and would 
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ii(l(lri>M thom. Aimiuihlliu ciuwil sur;ji-<l that whv, iintl ibr 
Governor statetl that be had eunt his Adjuluat-Oi-iioral Xo Watit' 
iagton to bare the draft eiiapended and atopjied. In ulwtug he 
said: —

The mob iipphmded the (iox-ernor uproariously and promjulv 
resuined tboir work of devastation and murder. During the day 
GovernoP Seymour m\uA a proclamation forbidding riotiog, trat 
the brutal wi-dtchf* cared nothing fur ini-re worde. 

By ^inc iinauconntu)jlo nogk-ct no prvciiution wb>t6Tor Kcuinod 
to havf Itocn tjikon to guard ugainsl tbu riot, which had certain- 
ly givun abundant uocice of its probabilitv. No military force 
WM within reach, bnt when it beunme orideiit to iho tardily 
awakened anlborities Hint nothing eUa would trnffiofl to ix'-^lore 
peace such detai;bineiil« ii» I'miiii lie gathered were oollcotvd and 
directed to diK|iur«o the insurgonls. Colonel F. H. O'Brioa of 
the Rlevontb Xow York Militia offirod the serrii^ii of hi* 
rcgiuicnt. whicb were f;l"dly m^cepted; but ibe s^llant colonfi), 
vuDtiiring far in advance of his command on bia minion of {leace, 
was brulally murdered, his body subjected to every indignity 
and finally hanged m a larap-pottt by the liiitnan fiends. At 
first the troops, reliictiint to resort to aturner uen«ure«, fired over 
the hendi» of the niub or n«cd blank cartridges, but theeu dia- 
oharges wero grc-eted with huwk of rage and desperate HMaulta 
npon the troops till in Kclf-dufonsc the volleys were sent home 
with a will. Gradually the buUet and the bayonet broke the 
ranks of the marauders, and by Thursiluya measure of '(uiet 
was restored. Important pointfl near the nvor fronts wrre pro- 
teowd by armed veiaels whoie gun» commanded (hu titreets, and 
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the 8tate militia which had beendiapatclied to Peiiiifiylvftuia was 
by that lime returning in auoh niunhera as to iiiittire efficiency,* 

Tlio iinmbfirof lives Io*t iluriiig thii" wilit i;aniivnl can n«ver 
hv kiiowii. ((OVtTUur Sejtinnir )iim«i.-lf i-i^timatcd it nt HHJO. hiit 
it i( (jtiitu pOMiblf Ihtit thu»o ligiiruo muy be too higli. Fifty 
buildiiigi! wer« wrholly dcHtroycd, in addition to many that wero 
sacki-d and plundered, the city being obliged to pay >2,000,000 
in damages. 

The GoTfnior demanded that the President sliould suspend 
the draft on utM^ount of iu iiie>|uality of operation, and hIho th»t 
it xhouhl be ponljMjin'il till the mnlterof iU legality eoiiM \k< 
pMMKt upon by the proper tribiinnlo. On the former ground 
tho Prciidont conceded iin adjournmont till the jueticc of its 
openitivn could he decided; but declined to commit the matter to 
the courts, since that course would utterly paralyse tJie eHorts 
of the government to reinforce its armies to meet the exigondes 
of the occasion. The IDtli of Angui^l was dctit{;nHl>.'d as thi- dxy 
(or the rci^iiniption of the draft, and General John A. Dtx sue- 
coudvd General Wool in command of the Department, The 
well-known energy of the new commander left no doubt that 
jvhuterer meaaures miglit be nenessary tii the pnblie peace 
and the stipiiort of the authority of the gem-nil governmcul 
would iie rigoroiiHly ailoplcd. Evidently theilisturbing vl«menlH 
looked to New York uh the center from which the cue for other 
cities was to bo taken. In many of the cities there had been 
more or less disorder, liotably at Boston, where a single Tolley at 
tlie critical moment sarcd the city from further turmoil; but 
nowhere dse had open riot occurred to merit the name. 

One of the ftr«t acts of the new commandant, Genoral Dix,

Thuunergy nmnifc»U 
od ill forwurditig tiicHc Uoopti to tlicir dcsttiiatiun wils Hoitit'lhing 
quite out of the ueiinl line, iiii wu eUM sue tiy following the movu- 
inents of the Thirty-aeventh, with whiuh alone thin narrative 
■will be concerned. 

At midnight of Jnly 30 the regiment with the ext-eption of the 
few namp guards wiia soundly sleeping, when LieuteDanl-CoIonel 
Monlagne rodo into camp. Kolioiving the Imllte of Uetty^thur^ 
that officer hud liecn dotiiiled tM inspector general on the «taff 
of Rrigadior Gonorul J. J. Burtlctt, temporarily commtinding 
the diviiiion. wliero he hud jiisl h(>on notifiod of the rii-lttl| and 
given permission to accompany the rogiment. C'otoiu-I K<lw»rds 
being thus informed of the selection, ordered the men arouiied, 
and whc!n an hour or two later the official notiUcation came it 
found the conimnnd uhont ready for the march to Warn>nton 
JunrLion, ten miles away, to tulte the emit for Xow York. At 
flmt tile half-uwnkencd men could wnrekdyrealixo that tliey wen 
not being hoaxed, but Iho vigor of the prcTptirations going on at 
regimental head-(|narters and all through the camp dispelled the 
doubts. ('olTeo was made and a hti^ty breakfast, for which the 
unexpci;lrc>d good dow8 left little appetite, H'u.t swallowed, after 
which the few pOMte««iou8 that the eoldienf had been nblc lu re- 
tain during their recent trying experiences wurc galherod in l.ho 
most compact form posailile, and the order for marching iinpii- 
tiently awaited. The line was formed at dawn, and «itl] a jrk-e 
8uch ufl they seldom before or afterward experienced the men 
obeyed the order to "March!" Already they hud oome to un- 
derstand that the prasont favor wfii< due to the high standing of 
the regiment in discipline, its reputation for evcelKnoe in drill, 
subordination and genend morale, and many a kind wonl wwt 
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*|i"ki-it fyr tliw olliuors ili:il nioriiin?,' by nioii wlio were not iic- 
uiUuiiicil tu till' iiH.' of such vxiircseiiiiiE. 

The Junction was reached about 11 o'clock, and cara were 
taken for Waabingtoii. The ride wnn » nu'nioni1}le one. Kverv 
foot of the ground trareriicd wuk liiittoric, un>l uboul ciioh iutig- 
uitictnit HUiliun chistcrcd lUo ii'iolk-ition* of during •iwdii jilt- 
fijrnK'<l hv Uluc wr (Inty. Buok mid forlh over iht« region the 
liili'v of wiir liud obbud iind flowed, leaving tlieir tnu-cs every- 
wlioro in bWkenod niina and desolated lields. There would 
liavc been no giirprige if at any moment the train had come 
to an aUrnpt halt, and Die fuKill&de of Rome marauding ]iarty 
had lirokeu u]ion tin: ean of thi; jui^iiengcrs; but tho ride waa 
madt> witliuul inu-rnijttton, Alexandria vrae piwsi'd through near 
evening, and »t T o'clock the Capital WMt rvuched. tt was 3 
o'clouk before thg trftin which was to continue the Journey 
northward was ready, yet little sleep was hud during tlie long 
hours of the wait; the men were too much elated, and hnd too 
keen it realixntion of tlie dilTervncc between Chvir prc(»ent journey 
by ruil and the long, terrible miirches recently endured, to give 
mnvh heed to ordinary weariness or one or two nights of broken 
tvtl. 

Ifallimore was reached early next moniiug, August 1, and 
there another wait fur truni«purtatiou detnined the regiment till 
nbout nuon, but it wag not an niiiiluaeanl ball. The name of 
the city hnd up to this time hud a hateful sound in iho i-ars of 
M».-'«a('hnt>i'i.t» Kuldicrs. It was not forgotten that mure than 
t»'.> yt-aro befure her streets had been cousocrutvd by the blood 
of ihe l^rst martyrs in the great contest; but the spirit which 
hat] dcmunded that saerifiee wiis no longer manifest. The 
streets were not Dlled with a rtoLuuH mob as in 1S61, nor did 
the people wear the cold look of iin]jpr(ti«ed hatred which had 
been nutnifest in It*')^ when the Thirty-xeventh iinKard through 
on irs wuy ut tlie front: instead tht-re win; a curdi*] groetinf^ nnd 
mi mrnciii manifestation of lability <iuibo surprising ami very 
gnitifring. In fact, everywhere on the trip the regiment a^ 
reprfM'nUtivcs of the "grand old Army of the I'otomac" were 
received with the utwMt vntlmsiasni. and thi^ greeting was 
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' doubly gnitofnl to tbe recipients. It assured tlietn not onl; of] 
the fact thwl tber were nmoiif; friends, bnt thai the loval people] 
of the great North were apprecistiTe of the fnilhftil )nit bo often 
uiifortunate work which the nrmy that thej represented wm doing 
for the perpetuic}' of the gdvonimi'iit. 

ft wiw htli! in thv vveninfi: when Philiu1eli>hia, wiu rt-Acheil. but I 
th« hoipttahty of thfll noble city was ncvL>r wantiug. it whatever 
hotir of the day or night loyiil soldiers coaUl bo ministered to, 
«iid the puange of the Thirty-«eventh prored no exception to J 
the general rule. A l)ouiiteou3 aitpjier wft» proTidod, mil 
Miuoncd with thuse kind wordii nf cheor which the tons and 
dnughteTR of I'hiladflphin ito loved to Iwstow, At it« conclusion . 
Ihi- jmimey was rosiiineO. As the Stwinicr Belknnp Iwuringthc 
roj^inifiit, trtoHmed Hp Xcw York hiirbur toward noon of the fol- 
lowing diiy, which was Sunday, August 3, the command iras 
fonneil im dpck unci Colonel KdwaixlK, lut his keen glance run 
proudly down the linv, excluimoil in his most imprcssivA tones: 
"We an- going among friends — friendo who may have tobttj 
treated us eucmi«s! Itattalion lund at will — load! " 

The grim smile with which the commander watched the ese-i 
onlion of his onler was reflected from the features of the men 
as the ramrods rattled merrily in the musket l)arr«ls, and whtn 
the steamer swung up to the pier every man was preparud for 
whatever might bo di'manded of him. But there was no call to 
duty of an unpleasant miturc. Thu stroele were filled, but lui 
the regiment debarked near Castle Garden and stacked arms on ' 
the adjacent streets it experienced only a kindly greeting. \V1iot 
real sentiments lurked under the friendly exterior it might not 
in every com be easy to dolermine, and there wert sullen facflS in 
the background of which gl)m])ses were aomotmios caught, but 
these the sons of Massachusetba little heeded. 

Colonel Edwurds, on reporting the urrival of his comnumd^ 
was directed to proceed to Fort Hamilton, one of the defenMa 
of the harbor, located on the l^ong Island shore at the Narrows. 
Tbe regiment accordingly re^embarked during the afternoon, 
reaching its destination after a pleasant trip down the hurbor 
which hud all the xest of a holiday excnrsion. A snlisfactory

camping gronad woe itolected u short ilistnnce from llie grim 
wiillit of the fort, lui'l inimiiliiitc iiroimrutions were iimde for the 
comfort und credilublo iip{ii-iiriiiic-c of thu ri'gimcnt. An mao 
wu promptly mude of A tent-s for thi; untiro commaDil, uiul iv- 
quisitioiis were tilled tor new dress sait«, — the uuiforms then worn 
giving unmistakable evidence of the severity of their reeent es- 
peric-uotis in mnrch and storm and hattle. During the i-voiiiug 
mo«t of tbo inun seized the opportuuity to bftthc id thv uhundtini 
wnter« of the bfirbor, ixtiA the biHch pruMOiitcd tin intcn^ting 
picture lis the scoros of biithers pttingod in and out of the wutur, 
the cveniug air echoing their fragments of kugh and jest and 
Bong. 

The following day was devoted to settling the regiment com- 
fortably in tht> new 'iiiarteiti and the pitching of the tentH, which 
in uompnriiDii with what the Thirty-neventh liud recently ex- 
perienced twemed '[iiite imhitial. If any udditionitl evidence of 
tbe changed ordir of thiiigt> was ucuded it ciime that afternoon 
when rations were drawn, conaiBting of soft bread, freali meat, 
vegetables in plenty, nnd many an unwonted article. M'bile 
tlic«c provisions were Iwing made for the immediati:! needs of the 
regiment the men hail be«n making ihem«elve)t uc<tuuiuti>d with 
their Mnrrotindingit. TIk- entire force at the post was found to 
ounsist of a dctachmunt of thct Fifth United States and a bat- 
tjilion of the Twelfth lleguluii) under Captuin Piiluani, the 
*• jiermuncnt guard.'' with two volnnteer regiments, the Klevenlh 
nnd Thirteenth Ni>w Vork Ileuvy Artillery, ('olonel Kdwnrds 
hitd on arrival nt \cw ^'ork been asaigiied to the command of 
tin- piwt. Kill-feeding Major Bnien, wliyse WatT he relitined, with 
I-'imt UtuitenaDt II. M. Staeuy of the Twelfth Kegtihire u» piwt 
udjutunU Tho ThiHy-seveulh woru ihus plaeed nud«r the im- 
nic'diiite eoDtmand of [lieutenuot-Colonel Montague, this lioing 
ihe tintt oL-ension when for any considerable time the regiment 
ax snttb received its orders from any save its organizer and orig- 
inal comniaDder. The relations of commander and eommand, 
then for the tint lime njwimod, whioli were afterward to l>e ee- 
mcntid in Imnds <if enduring MtMm on both sides hy many a 
llurco trial by llru. «oeni to hitvo been nuitimlly pleiwant, though 
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renJered far iliJTorrnt iiiid more i'om])liciilH bv tlifl ohniigiMl gnr-l 
roll 111] iiigi* timii tlicv HfMiiO iifivi'tiwn in the litttil. 

Tlie ensuing two weeks lirought litltu of uMjrocial iiate to the 
orgUTiixHliiin. Iii-yoml Hip elmrji cliuugp fn>m tin; life tin; men 
hid lum|ioriirik left to tliat upon which they Iih'I now i-nlL-n^l. 
Till' uareleasDCSx ioseiutmble from life ut iho froiir giire way to the 
most exact military disoiiiline. ihe ittraoal netihiess in t|U!irlers 
and dress, willi fdtlifiil dovntiuii lo drill. Knur lioui^ ilnily 
weregiveu lu llw Utter wheiiovcr wwither ))eriiiitli.!d,^ui)iii]>H(iy 
drilln oomiii^ in Dip inoniiiig fmm t!. 15 to 7.45 unJ Imm » to 
10, H'illi Ijutlnlioii drill for un hour itiu) a luilf iu t)ic ntu-ratwa, 
fo!l(iwmI Uy ilress jmrade. 

With this thdi-ongh practice following upon its previous effi- 
ciency, it is needless to say that the Thirty-seven tli rapidly ac- 
quired fame for iw eicellpnce in drill, and many visiloi's from 
the city i-iinie down lo ihi- fort at tlie Imur of drew intrude to 
watch the Massaoliusettti regimont of whose skill they hiul heard 
wonderful accounts. No such wore ever known to go awii\ dis- 
appointed, while many a hearty contptiniL>nt wtus left behind, till 
of which very speeilily found their way to the ears of ihu men 
and nllhtiTs. imitin^ to iitill rnrtlu^r endeavor. Even the [im- 
(emioiiid pn-juilico of Ihe Ri-gulars who rurnii'd part of tin- gar- 
rison lit iho fort giivc way. and ihuy wviv forred to iKlniit lliat 
thcro vas at leiut one voluntwr I'egitnont wliosi- diseipltiie, drill 
and general soldierly qualities were unexceptionable. 

Inevitably the influence of the Thirty -seventh was eserled on 
the oihi-r regiini-iil« with which it was brigaded. Sergumle 
Chapin of Conipuny C and Warner of Company H were detailed 
11* "inslrndors in Uieticrs " for tlie heavy artJllor; ngiitii'nt*, 
while Captain Loomis (whose own Company E wal drilhMl in ilif 
manugemenl of the heavy guns in the fort as a roL-ognitioD of 
ila j)n>fi<'iennyl was appuiiitod infttriiolor for the non-c-oimuia- 
sioncd otliiers of ihoai" ivgiiiient^. 

Aathe regiment wuk mi near the homed of most of its mom- 
hers, many friends look advunliigc of the opportunity to visit 
those in whom they were interested, and not n day patsed tliat | 
some familiur faee from Mamuchusolt« was notiouii in ntmp.

Tliv wives ttiiil fiiiciiliiM oF Komo »f the ot1iccr< wuro with thvm 
during tho stay of the Tjiirtj-iievunth in the city, whilu ttotne of 
the men received short fnrloiiRbs; in these ways many an oppor- 
tanity for meeting wuh imiiroved by friends who were never 
it^un on i.-artli tr> join )iancl». 

Tliiid, with no ntoTv cxi.'iling event llian the drumming ont of 
uiinp (in ihc Utii of Augnitt of ii w<irthlu«« member of Coinpuiiy 
S, the days pu£Si.4 till the dutu lixcd by tho government for tho 
resninptioQ of the draft. Angiiat 19. On tho pnjvious day 
Colonel Ed warda visited the police head-quarters and int|ii)red ae 
lo th« prospect for peaceful proceedings. Ho was informed that 
then! via* certainly danger of an outbr^fik; that the rioters 
claimed tu hnve 20,000 men well armed and organir.Ml; that tliey 
liud given the anthoritieit to nuduri^tand that ihvv should proba- 
bly offer no rioldDCo unless MitssiicliiisetUt soldiure cnme into tho 
city, iu which event they declared tliat not one of them should 
Imvc it «live. No knight of antiquity ever accepted the gaunt- 
Irt of deruuice more unhesitatingly than Cokmel Kdnanls re- 
ecnted this implied threat iigaini^t hi^ p^^t ri.^gimi.-nt. liiwtcniDg 
at once to tho head-quarters of flyncral Cauby, who had com- 
foand of the city, he reported what he had heard, " And now, 
Oen«ml, I have a favor to ask," be added. Being a.9ked to state 
hU wiithc«, the impulaive colonel thu» formulated thorn: "I 
wish (o bring my regiment— the Thirty-seventh Miu!WK;hu«eit« — 
iu the city, to station tlicu) af i«|K-«ial guard of the drafting pro- 
ceedings, that no other LrooiM lie in sight, and that they display 
only the Massachusette Hag except in case of actual conQiot, 
when they will also dy the United States colors." The requert 
being promptly gnmted preparations werft at once made fVir mov- 
ing Uic rcginicnl to the eity. The men, finding that thoy were 
likely to ecu active service, reqticsti'd that they might lay aside 
thi'ir dress suits and resume the well-worn raimunt with which 
(hey had become so familiar, and such jK-rmiasion was given. 

Th«t flveaing, just after dress parade the orders were received 
to " Pack up ami fall in I" and in a very fewminuteit, equipped 
fur duly with 0<> rounda of ammunition and thnx' days' rations, 
tho n^giment marched down to the wharf, look llic steamer 
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wliich WI18 in waiting and were tr»DS]wrt«d to th« city prO]>cr, 
where they bivonacke«l for the night on tlie ground at th« D»t- 
tory. Karly in the iiionitng of tho following day the oummand 
wms tiitder iirm« and muivhi'd ti{> BnMidwuy to the Wiwhington 
Parade tiround, whi-rc tlioy hidtcd and uwuilod the <leTi>lopniuiit 
of uvonti>. CumpiiniiB G and C woro dctucbod for duty at the 
driiftiii^ rooma on Sixth Avemie, nhere according to orders they 
difljiluyed only the Miuiiacliuftcttjt ittandurd. Tliore ttos no hot- 
tile dcniouKtriition. \i)l. » tiivf oyt-d thu lone Indian, the U|i- 
lifiivl sword and Hit- Latin motto on Ihv strungn Unnncr auil 
asked. "What flag is tbatP" or "What soldiers are theao?'' 
and tlio reply u-as oiril but emphatic, "Tliat is the flag of 
SIuBBachiiaetts, and this ift a ]>art of her Thirty-seventh regiment 
— how dy you like thuin?" Douhllf** (In; prcnonoc of the soU 
(Ititr^, Will prupiirod 1o meet any criHiii, with thu knowlvdgo that 
Several other n<gimentH of vetenin;) wei-e within emy dUtanre, 
iudiienced the rinten to Hnlmiit i|iiiclly to the inevitable; let at 
a]i<o hft]>e that time and coriseleneo lirnl »ihown iheni the torribla 
wickcdnctu and thu siipri-me folly of their previona conduct. 

At the usual hour that evening several regimpnts of the New 
York militia niarohed on to the Washington Parade Oronnd for 
their dress parades. Their aj'pearame was very fine in their un- 
tarnished and i»howy unifornin, ttcnomjianiud by full hni«g-bandg, 
exhibiting in it marked dugruo the faoeiniiting phaee of holiday 
soldiery. Their friends, many thousand iu number, applauded 
loudly as they went through their various exercises in a highly 
creditable manner, the entire vicinity Iteiug paoked by a dnply 
inlere^teil crowd. At rhclaiit regiment nuuchedoff the Thirty- 
seventh marched on. The contrast could not lisvo licen greator. 
From the holiday parade to an oxhibitioa of the voterau fresh 
from the fields of deadly strife, the change was instantaneous 
and striking. The curious throng lieoame silent in a moment, 
and OTory luovenivnt of the visiting regiment waa watched with 
the nio*t earni'i't and itym|iiitheti(; enriogity. The men, wamuu 
and chilJren seemed to realize that they looked upon a leaf from 
the great book of war, startlinjf in its vivid reality. Tliooe 
sturdy, broiixod men were in the midst of tholr term of service. 
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Neitlier Unshed with the ardor of dcpurliiig volunteers, to whom 
ho)H' ;tiii1-chnnci> gavo u ro»_v riitiirc, nor gladdoiictihy Ihv tcr- 
iniiiiilii'ii of oil honorablo eorvico, with tho blessed nut icj pat ion 
of a speedy roitirii to the joys of home, tlie veterans who now 
c«me upuii tlie stngo could only look forward to coiitimied sacri- 
fice, to woi'iids and fnilTi-riiig and dmtlli. Tli^or dilitpidiitrd gar- 
ments, while made u* prcKuntnllp a» pogx'Mo, linil proteut«d 
their wonrcrs in the tn-ncht'S ucross the Happahnnnock, in the 
terrildc marchef in pursuit of Lee, had been toin by the can- 
imnaile at Gettysburg, soaked and rent iu the liand-hnilt in- 
trenchnieiit.i of that fateful field and on the liDrrilile by-ways of 
C'nioi-liii M»iitiiuin. Murki^d, indi'i-d, was thc'vuutriut botwoon 
th<>*e rtig» iind lln^ holiday jitlirt- of Xcw York's pet regiineiita. 

Nevar ilid thi- sturdy arms of Drum Major (Jaffney wake more 
uoimatiiif; response tlian when his dnim eoqii performed it* 
part that evening, and the entire command seeniml ntirvod to its 
very best. From the first command |?iven by (he colonel every 
movement was osocutodnf though by an automaton. Prom the 
ussetnbled multitude burst an irresistible wave of a]>planiti<, mo 
earnest and long oontinuod thai the succeeding orders wen; de- 
liiyed to allow it to nhiite. Fimdly the order was given to 
"RniM onn« I" — the most difticnlt known to Jufsiitry tnrtics for 
ft rcgimont to perform in perfect cadence. As though one 
intelligence animated the entire line, every hack was bent ait one 
and every form assumed its perpendicular. The enthusiasm of 
llie aarrotinding multitude could no lunger be reetniinc-d. Like 
a peal of thunder. ajtplnuKc and chcerit hurst forth, drowning 
every effort of Colonel F,ilward8 to make hisKtwn vigorous voice 
liciArd, and the parade was sumnmrily dismissed. 

Through the following day and till afternoon of Hir Slut the 
Thirty-seventh remained on duty, with no serious menueeofa 
riot, when they were relieved and returned to the t|uarlers near 
Fort Hamilton. The days which iinoeecded were nnetenlful. 
The MM*] ruiitinu wax strictly followed, tho men goinc; some- 
times to the city on passes, but mom fre'juently strolling away 
to gatlier blachl)crnes, which grew abundantly at no great dis- 
tance from the fort. Un the :tOtli of August Colonel Kdwards 
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reooivod h two-weokii' furlough, nnd Uolnn«l Pity wiia iis«igu«l 
to tho ODtumitnd of the poi(. On the 11th of Septomlwr Colonel 
Ectwwrds Mtiiroed, iind tho men having learned of his nmrriiigo 
during his absence thoroughly apiirociutod the following ordej^ 
which VM read thiit evening at dress porado :

At the «»me lime orders were iiMiied for the rv^imcnt to hold 
itself in ri<jidinpiui to move nt short iiotici'i it being tiiiderstood 
that it Wits tn report for duly in Xcw York oily, hut it w»s 
not till next <lay that imnspiirtation »a« furnished uiid farewell 
wiM bid to Fort Hamilton. The nimor m to destination provixl 
corroci, the eommund lauding in thi- tipiivr part of th<i city and 
tnurching to "Ciuiip Ciiiihy," »n Coluniliia College gruuDds. 
Forty-nintb Street between Fifth and Sixth Avennee. Neglect- 
ing to pitch their tents that iii;:bl. the men sleeping npon the 
ground rt'oeivmi the full furce ul a hard shower, hut mei-ely drew 
their niiil»T Itlnnkols ii Hi th* cloKer with the renmik that it «teemed 
like Virginia tu fiol the raiti oiiee more driving in their fncea. 

Two days wiiro devoted to getting the camp in order, and when 
it was done the Thirty-seventh found itself delightfully situated. 
The grounds were in the most pleasant portion of the city, being 
high and salubrious, the air pure nnil invigorating, (he aur- 
rounding^ all tliai loulil be lultetl. It wo» at Ihiit time the gen- 
oral exjwiL-tattun anjuiig hoth uflii-erH luul men that thoy wonld 
remain there through the winter. It wa« known that General 
Canby, after a critical inspection of each regiment iu and about 
the rity. had given the Thirty -seventh tiio award of the best 
order nnd diKcipliue and had forwarded to the War Hepnrtinent 
a re<iinnt lo reluin thai regiment nnd the Fifth Wi»-oni>in. Ou 
the '-ill nt September Ciipliun Mnlloy had been dispatched to 
Washington lo bring ou the company and regimental pi-oiwrty 
which bud been left behind when the regiment hnrrieil through.

Three compiinivM were detnilei) for spcciid duly on the 15th, — 
D It the hc]xd-(iiiArrc'r« of the Provogt Miin-hnl, F at the police 
h<!nd-q nurture imd G ut the deput of gpVL'rnnient tiipplioi. 
Smaller details of officers and men were made for other dutiM in 
Tariotis parta of the city between Central Park and \S'hite Street, 
and thus engaged the regiment piiHsed u month nf routine. 

October 13 vm a day of (piiut hustle about ihe regimental 
heatl-ijuartcri, th«' variouM dotachmentx throughout the city were 
collod in, and at dniv parudo that evening orders — the oxist^ooo 
of which had already been sus]>ected by the men — irero road 
directing Colonel Edwards to repoi-t with his oommaud (o Major 
General Halleck al Wtishington. Hearty dioers were given for 
the Army of the PolomaL-, but it ninst be admitted that the 
tidings were far from welcome. It was simply human nature 
for the men to hoiio that they might pass a few months more, 
convenient to friends und theHmenitiesof suoli a life as th^y had 
for a time been allowed to enjoy, nitlier tlinR in the dnngenii and 
uxpoKurcri at tho tronohes and the unending march through u 
hovtilu region, Thoni was little sleep that night, from n multi- 
tude of eausea, and early morning fonnd tho command in readi- 
ness to move. 

Fortunately the regiment had lieen spared the necessity of 
shedding hlood dining iu tttay in the city, and it had jierformed 
fait lifnily every duty whii'li aime Ui it, winning high pmi»c from 
all under whoso notice it cumo ; hut it hml none the less l>o«n 
ex|ioee<l lo Hirious danger<i and had in a certain rcspec-t sulTered. 
The statlering of the men about the city on duty and the lauda- 
ble wi«li In allow them every privilege consistent with reasonable 
precaution for their well-being eicpiii^i them to the inlliienoc of 
tho designing sroundrt'Is and Southern «rni)<athi7.ers with whom 
the city was lilled. and who spared no effort to cornipt and euticv 
from dntv. Citi/.enii' clothes were furnished to all who could 
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be induced to wear tliem aixl leave tlie ^rvicre, trliile Inms] 
tntioii to Ciinttila — tliiit Iaik) u( rvfiige for di^-rtura and tmitors 
— waa toady 1o take (fn- refugee 1>oyoDd ilaiif^cr of rwaptoro ntul 
inmiEbmt'iit. The total low to the regiment from lhi« cause was 
4t during tlic 70 Jays of its absenoo from tlio Army of tho Po- 
tomac. This vm more tban oae-haU of the loss of thv Thirt}*- 
seventh by <lei<ertion during the entire service of the regimoDl. 
(ax will h(! Keen by refcrvucc to the Apiwndix,) and it nrnat also 
in juKtieo be etiitert tliut it was ixinliiieil iiltnoi»l entirely to the 
foreign-boru elemt'Ot. Tho vietinis — for in miiny caws they 
were more sinned against than sinning — fell among their oonn- 
trymen, of whom tlie disloyal and riotoUE element in New York 
wu 90 liirg«ly composed, were plied vith vile li'iuors and vilur 
pcrHiiaiionv, and in this vrny many who wi>rc- naturally brave and 
trtiit wor<! led from their iillegitmce. But while this lo«s seemed 
so soriuus, coming within bu brief u period. — a liirge pcnMintagf 
of the absentees disappearing after it wne known that tli« n^- 
ment wii« ordered buck to the fi-ont,— it aiwuri-d the loyalty of 
those wlio remiiined. From tliiit time forward desertion was 
almost unknown in Ihc hiiiitory of the Thirty-ec^renth regiweDt. 
All whose tidolity wavered, or could by any inlliionoe ho made to 
waver, had now left the regiment ; the loss had iiftcr idl boen far 
Icastlian might liavc been expected, and the Hrm battiilion which 
on that crisp October morning turned its face toward Washing- 
ton wiw one of whose courugo and ttciuliuess any coraminder 
might well ho j)roud. '

street. Uere a stounier wud in wnitiiig nciir the- RuitKiuu fleet 
which had for sonift limo bocii lying in thchiirbor, anrl whWv tho 
tiivmbvrs of tbo regiment were awaiting the dopurture of their 
own bout mnch time was B]ient in wutchinj: the unfamiliar for- 
eigners, whoHe ayiMiuilliy with the United fluted gorornmcnl wu» 
thus agrewbly miiriiff.sfed. It wiis not til! 3 oV-lock in the 
uft^nioun thai nil vns rciiily fur tlK'dopiirtiirc, when the i^titiniur 
Ivft Ihv wlisrf and niovud steadily down tbe harbor to I'orl Mon- 
mouth, where the regiment disetubnrkcd, took the airs and rode 
lbiv>iigh thi» night. 

[>hilit(lnl[ilii» wan rearhi'd nt 7 o'douk n«st morning, and, in 
ace^jKlMiio! with th(i uuvm-ying custom of Unit City of Itrotherly 
IjOvo,nBun]ptiioii«rc|iufit was f iirnishod at tho Vulnntifr llofresb- 
inent Saloon. Not till Hoon was a train in lendineMfnv the con- 
tinnation of tbe journey, and it was after dark wht-n lialtimore 
wiiM [VHi-hi'il. !jti|i))i-r wai proridt^d then-, — not of the I'hitadel> 
|ihia Ktinxliird, but good iind MitiNfaclory, — <nid a few bouni later 
tbe eunitimnd u-hk jmckcd iiyou froigbt viir^ and crrpt towiinl 
Washington, which was rt-ochud soon aft*r daylight of tbo IClb, 
With a h»It of but a few jniiiutes the regiment proceeded on ita 
w.iy, hniug diructcd by <ioneral Hnllctk to nL'|«'rt to General 
Ml-a'Ic. C'KHMJng l^>ng Bridgv itnd pii.-iaiiig through Alexandria, 
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it sMomfld ilowly iMick over Hit' route it ImA rollowed in comiiig 
north ton vockH Iwforo, but it ta iiccdtow to wij that tlio emu* 
tioDfi of the men wen quito difforeut from tliOBO exporionoed on 
the iijtirard trip. To add U> tlie discomfort of tho occueion, it 
ooniRibiiced raining hetivitj juet as the cars tialt«d at Fnirfnx 
Stntion, aliorll;; before noon. The ofllcers suffered most. In 
their bolt Arvs», uilh no oavcriiig «»ve tliolr fine now overcoats, 
wbicli hiul 8ciirc«ly bot-n worn, they were more exposed than tlic 
men, who generally possessi<d rubber bUinkots which gare th«ni 
a partial protection. A Uiigli was raiaed and good focliog kept 
u]i by Captain J. !•. Iliiydeii, Ibe best of campaigneTs and aon- 
gtiino enough to find something cheerful in any ondook, who came 
up wli^re tho disconsolate group of oHicors were ^landing in the 
mtiil and jerked out with hit habitual quick ulti^anco, " Let us 
all cry!" 

Stopi>ing in the pelting storm for the men to draw ralioDS, — 
a not very pleiiRant dnty under the oircumRtances, — the loaroh 
will taken up toward Fiiirfux Court Houtw, which was reochfid 
about dark and u halt made for such a Hiippor as was poesiblv 
under the circHmstancpB. The rain-fall, severe. at first, bad 
steadily incri'ased in volume until it seemed an nnbroken sheet, 
and already the clayey soil hiid IwLouie a spongy bed of mud 
several inehes in depth, through which in the int«nse darkness 
it was next to impoNDililc tg travel. After glitmbling on for a 
mile or two a halt wtw ordcrDii, and the men with u retlnvmont 
of irony advised one another to "make themselves comfortable 
for tho night," Standing with hpads bent toward the storm till _ 
the fury of it somewhat abated, a bivouac wuh made in the mud, I 
the contrast from the carpeted tents in New York to which the 
mind would revert being diHiigreottble enough. 

The storm een^ed during tho night, the following day proving 
as delightful as a Virginian OetoU-r day oonld bi-, and although 
the mud remained in jirovoking ([unntity, it rapidly di«nppearud 
fcofore the bright sunshine and the gentle broene. The marofa 
was resumed at daybreak, in the direction of Chnutilly, and 
nbout midday the Thirty-seventh sighted the Army of the I'oto- 
jnne. disposed in battle array on tho ground swept over by lh« 
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RonHict of Septomlwr 1, 1882, The arriviil o( tli* regiin«iit 
lioing reportocl to GdicrnI Muiiilc, it wn* oriiercd to tliu Sixth 
Corps uiii] by tivnonil Sedgwick attxignvd ta it« old pluoe in 
KuBtiH'fl Drigado. Its retnm was gladly bailed by tho other regi- 
nieut8.aud with a f«oling of beiug at home once more it took iU 
plnce ill the second litio of Imttlc. 

While officers and Dn1i«l,ti(l incii iiliko arc buty during the iine> 
vvniful afternoon in {Irving their clothing, writing lottors to tho 
fricndA from whom thoy hnvc so recently soparut«d, gossiping 
with BcquiiintAncfs in the other regimeQia, or restiug idly in the 
gratefnl warmth of the sunshine, let tir see how it is that the 
Army of the Potomac h ngain almost iil the gntcs of Waahiagton 
in tlofeiiflive position agiiinitl an expected attiick. 

At the elew of July, whoii thu Thirty-m^venth hud «ot out 
iilK>n itc inittioD of poiico, it had left the two armies concentrated 
recpoctively near Wtirrenton and C'ii)]ioper, with the Rnpiiahun- 
nook as a dividing line between the outposts. On the Im of 
Augii«t Oenural Buford of tho Union cavalry made a titrong re- 
cunnaiRwiRce lurrcms the river, driving back the enemy's inountiid 
outposts till his infantry linos were reached, and nut long after- 
ward General Lee retireil to a stronger defensive position sonth 
of the Itapidikn. Early in September Longstreet's corps was de- 
tached from the Army of Norlhern Virginia, I'ickett'8 division 
being sent «outh of Rii'hmoud, while the othi-r two went to the 
NWtiiuance of Bragg at Chattanooga. Although his own urmy 
was SL-rioiisly wojikenod by the dispatch of so many of his best 
regiments to New Vork, while other detachments had been sent 
to yoatb Carolina, Meade on learning of Longstreet's aliseuce 
planned to move againct hiA antiigouiaL Accordingly, on the 
I3th of SeptcniluT thu wivulry, supportwl by the Second and 
Sixth Corps, eroded the RjippahannoL-k. pushed the enemy's out- 
jMJsts before them and advanced to the Itapidan, where the in- 
fantry took position, while ituford's horsemen set out to feel the 
way for n movement of the army by the right flank via the upper 
Itapidan, Before tliis moTomvnt had taken fonn, however, it 
was checked by orders from Washington, while the Eleventh 
I Twelfth Coriw were detached from the Army of the Potoniwi 
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and diRp*l«hcd unilcr comtnMiil of Ilookor to o|i«nt* againn t' 
Conf«donit« urmy in TonnowM. 

MeodcB army haviai; heen soinewbKt stronfrthcDdl hy th4' n- 
tnrn of a [lartiaii of hU detui-bt^i) rcgiineuU. tie was ciiuttousli 
fi'oliiif( Dte ground on liix figUt whvii on tlic tith uf OutoWr li« 
leanind that xuniC' inovvnu-tii urw living nwdv bv l^ef, ami tb* 
foUuwittg tiny U lie«iinic cvidunt (hut the lullor wm moving put 
the I'niun right tliink ami threatening ite roar and the com' 
mnuiciitions witJi Wusliinglon. General Mends sot'ntE to hnvft 
supposed thai Lee intendeil (o oSer him Wttle near Warr«ntoD, 
ftnd moved bis own jtrmy in acoordanoe with that su|t[iosJiii)n ; 
but the mistake wiiii dia«ovcred in Muiaon to make new diajiui' 
lions before the enerny t)«Mme aware of tlic error. Mrnde. Hiid* 
ing that he voiM not tight on ground of his ovrn choosing in thf 
vicinity of Wam-nton, resolvEu) to take up n ]>osition at Ct-ntn'- 
ville atid Charitilly. north of the dituutroua Bull Run fields, and 
iiocordingly inovwl hie foriH'* with nil wjieed in thnt direction. 
It WHS It ciiri»iis race which rcsiilU'd. The opposing iirniiex wero 
moving over piindle) routes, almost uhrcast, iind so near earli 
other thai collinionii of outposts and detiuhed pnrties wero coii- 
stiintly ooourriiig, keeping both nrmirs xliiir|i1y on the lnokoiit. 
yet neither nwnrc of Ilio pnrpoM or the cxiict looilion of tltt 
other. 

While this scramble for position mu going on a rcmnrkable 
incident occurred. On the UHh the Confederate cavalry leudi-r 
Stnart, who whs feeling the way in iidvancu of Lee's infnniry, 
came upon the bend of Ocnerul French's Third Coqis and was 
obligud 111 rutrwit with hi* force of some "^.00" men. Hidting 
for the night in a gi'owth nf bltu)) pines, the bold ciivulrymaii 
was astounded to find that he had taken refuge between the two 
iniiiii columns «f the I'niun ailnmce, the Second Corps, now 
commanded by General Wiirren, interpo:>ing between his hruII 
force and tlio main body of Confederates, while Gregg's cavalry 
was on tho other side. Sending scouts throngh the I'nion linos _ 
to make known his critical situation and solicit iissistiince. Smart ■ 
waited till near daylight when he ojiencd lire upon ('iihlwell's 
divisiuQ in his front, the men of which were just lighting (heir 
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tiros to pri'pai'D lireiikfa«t. Qiiitu iiiiprqitircci for nnv hucIi huK- 
tilpilemonBlnitioii, the expoaod troops wcr(> mnvecl to Hheller ou 
the iiiher side of the bill, wheru thoy were again flred upon by 
Kwi-11'8 a<lviince, cnmiug up in the other direction. In the cou- 
timoii Stiiiirt made good hit) t-ticiipL- with slight lo8«, hiii) the im- 
pcrili-il <liviiiou of tli9 Second Corps found ilsolf in turn a1m>'Dt 
eiiTTouudcd by the enemy. Some very eliarp fighting followed, 
lieforo the entunglemeut wiis cleared up. but no genend ougaj^ 
nienl enaned, since that van the riirlhcft from the thoughts of 
either pwty iit thnt time mid pliu-c. Meadi-'it wvend oorpH were 
striving to move up piwt Brintiie's Stiition bufore the Confcdenite* 
should come down upon bis Hunk with Huttii'icnt strength to cut 
hin lirmy in two, while Ix'e was straining the powers of his men 
to the utmost iu the hope that he might reach that point in itd- 
vance of the Federal columns. That objecl. indeed, failed, hut 
Hill's corp», ooniing down from New Italtiiunre on the north' 
Wist, while Ewoll iidvonccd from the soiitliwi'St, wiis iu time to 
interpose lietween the Fifth Corps, which had just passed, and 
rbe Second Corps. Ibe rear of the Union armr, which had all 
day been ttlcirmiBbing with und holding back Kivell'it loriifi in 
tboirrottr. Warren's oommand thus found itaclf iittnckutl front 
and rear with tho entire Southern army closing ahout it. A 
wry gallant tight was made by Ibe three brigades which Warron 
was able to bring into action, and the rebel attack was repulsed 
with the capture of 150 prisoners, five pieces of artillery and 
two C.'onfi'derute battle flagn. So ]>rompt and elTe<aiv(i was the 
rcfiiKtaniT that mII the rttmiLiuilcr of the afternoon wm iipcnt by 
tbv Southern army in getting into position; bnt as soon as it wiw 
dark Warren with his wounded and prisoners followed swiftly 
in the tracks of the n-st of the Union atmy. and morning of tho 
15th found all in jioeilion ne>ar ('viitreviile, after four days and 
nights of almoat incesHant marching and fighting. 

nerp it was (hat two days Inter tho Thirty-seventh hii<l re- 
joined the army, the Sixtli Corps bolding the right of the line 
iie«r Ctuinlilly. A /orward movement had been planned for 
tke lUth, but the severe rain of that tUy prevented, and next 
day Goneral Sedgwick rc)H>rted the enemy dtill in his front. As

blow with the promise of nlniuet curtain viciitrv. Compiiiiiw F1 
antj of llie Thirty -seventh were detiiiled for piokel on th« 
IStli, the line being established about a mile in advanco uf thel 
mitiD position. Ererything waa (\met in front, and during thfl] 
day idl indieations of the preiiwnce of the enemy oeaaed, (|uile| 
imexjiectedly, «ineci during the prcvionit niglit the picki-t lino 
liad bt^oome frightened at some real or suppoiod demons I rut ion i 
by tlie foe and was ordered to fall back upon tho camp, odling 
the corps to arms before daybreak, the line being ro-establishcd 
after the excitement, with nn fiirtlier iletnonstration. In fact, 
Lte haring fiiiled in the priuuipul object of his expedition, now 
contented hiniBolf with destroying as mueh a« possiblo of thsfl 
Orungp iind Alexandria miIro:id and falling back nearer his ovni 
luice of supplier. Hi* purpoiie being peneirated by the Union 
commander, orders weiv iMiiod Sunday evening, the 18th, tori 
an advance in pursuit next morning, the men, owing to tbu un- 
certain nature of the communications being ]>rovfdGd with eight ' 
dayH' rations, Jn respect to this matter of rations, it was not in 
hnman nature to refrain from fault-finding, since in addition to 
the enormouH loml which the men were required to carry, the 
4)UAlity was of the jioort'st. — the cnickers being wormy and thfll 
moat consisting of sidt ham of very indifferent quality. 

The pickets were called in at duybrcnk Monday morning, audi 
the men made an early breakfast jirepurutory to tbn mari-li.j 
While they were tlin« engaged a sudden and fariou shower | 
huprt, tearing down tents und drenching everything in n flood of] 
ntiu; hut such oxpericnco* llftd become too common to elicit 
more than passing remark. The cxposod soldiera merely pro- 
tected themselves and their possessions iie well »» they could 
the fir«t fury of the stonn abated, when the order To maruh 
isiiui'd. 

Passing to the westward of Centreville and taking the War- 
reiiion turnpike, the column pushed ateadily forward all dat* 
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no event of imiwrlaiife to thrill the jaclpd fmmos, though 
there «raa much in thu regiun jtaAHod through to inlorvet the 
meiuhera of the Thirt_v-*«M^7ith, covering act il did the scene of 
the two battle« of Bull Ituu uiid hd niniiv itiJiiur eneouiitera and 
atmtc^c movements extending over almost the entile period of 
the wnr. In every direction were to be seen strong fortlRcntions 
Blunding ii« thi'y had heen left by one or the other of the con- 
tending pttrtie^ wonting away by the slow erosion of time and 
■tonu; graves, nuirked or unmarkwl, were iioattered everywhere; 
while skeletons of animals and oven of nion ouco partially 
buried dotted the neglected and di?«olntc IiuMm. GninoMville WM 
rtwhed near night and the men, well cxhaustt-d by the heavy 
mareh of 14 miles, hail pitched their shelters, eaten their Bup- 
I>erj, and wi-rc about lyi'ig down to sleep, when heavy artillery 
firing waa hoard at the left, and iilniont simtdtimeously the com- 
mand to " Paek up and fall in!" rung sharply forth. It wia 
obtyod, the colnmn made a rapid march of half a mile, etood iu 
lino for an hour, then returned to the former hivounc It was 
merely " the cavnlry again!" Kiljmirick had during the after- 
' Doon boon pruning the enemy's rear giutrd sharply, inflicting 
considerable damage, but toward night wiu drawn into a trap 
and attacked from two or three directions by a superior force, 
ijrivan back to and tlirough the lines of the First Corjis, tli« 
pumien following so closely as to "gobble up" ([iiit* a numl>er 
of tljc disordered infnntry tuid tnkt? them nwiiy in triumph. 
HiitiaRed with what ihey had nccompliithed.thr' triumphant Oon- 
fodenitc horeomen wheoh-d about an<l the rclrcat of Lee was 
without farther resistance continued beyond the Ita|ipahannock. 
Eight o'clock nest morning, the 20lh, saw the Thirty-scvi^nth 
ftgain on the road, and after a leisurely miirch till nl>ont i m the 
ntt«rnoon a halt was made near New Baltimuro. not far from 
the spot where iIk't pa»s"'d several days the previous fall at the 
time of liui'uside's Inking eumniand of the army. About 
dnek, after the bivouac was well disposed for the night, tlio ua- 
welcome order to "I'ack up!" was one* mon- h(uinl, and the 
eotumn dragged along through the darknesx luwurd Uarrenton. 
which was rt-aclipJ al 1i) o'clock, rho regimuiit hiiltiog for the 
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nighl ul)uut half It mill' out of lin i > n. Tlimv the fulli>witi}{ 
Uuy imd night wvip passed, but uii tho i'id uimp WM chiiiigcil Ui 
tlic hills a mib ur so to tlii- northwest of the town, vury Q«ur 
the point of the regimoat's locntion at tho timo it was snin- 
moncil to Now York. Hero tlie caaip wsa more corctully located 
iitid II wiiuk of ijuict cimiioil, with n-ry littli- tluty for the inoii. 
while the rsilroud wks being repHirvil nud othvr prviiiiratioiig 
made for the continuation of the campaign. At this timo Gcu- 
«ral Meade wished to change his base to Frederickshurg hy a 
niptd morenient, but permission for the transfer was not granted 
by Genei-iil Halleck. 

Ton diivN jKiMed with no other change than the visihlc waning 
of Ihc year. White ihc duya were gonerully jilcosant and hriglit, 
the nights were fretjnontly so cold as to niako the dutivs of the 
picket* and guards anything but pleasant; and it wae evident 
Hint whatever campaigning waa to lie done before winter must 
Iw nndcrluken noon. Nor were other uvidcucet of an intcodcd 
movement absent. A brigade review and inspection was held on 
Sunday, the 1st of November, and the following day there was 
a division review by General Sedgwick. Tuesday the camp was 
changed about a mile, being located nearer Wurreiiton o» the 
Sideni turnpike, and limn came another n-^ipilu till Friday, the 
(H)i, wlien detinite ordel's were issued fur* movement at an mtrly 
hour next morning. 

As before stated. Ihe Confederate army had retired behind the 
RappaliaRnocl<, and was at that time engaged in building hnts 
for the winter quurlei.-i of the men, Lee evidently antieipatin); 
no further trouble from the Army of the Potomne. Geni-rid 
Sedgwick with the Fifth Corps in addition to his own, forming 
Hie right of the army, was directed to move against itfippuban- 
nock Station, while General French with the First, Second and 
Third Corjut v/m to attempt a crosaiug at Kelly's Ford, a few 
niil<« to the south. Thi' hitter column moving from WarrvutOQ 
Junction while Sedgwick advanced from Warrenton, the routes 
were almost parallel and of practically equal length, aud tb* 
march being unopposed by the enemy, there whs every prolm- 
hility that the two crossingii would lie reached ut about the 6am« 
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time, and (]ie iTU|iortance of rigor in all subBcqucnt proceedings 
wan imprcawd apon all concerned. Tlie iuitiitl operations were 
rL'nmrkiibly tucceMfiil. 

R«vcillc liroltc ttif iliirk air iit 4 o'clock on the morning of the 
tth und thf Tliirtv-^i'vutilli wm «oon in reiidine«it for the ordi,4rM 
to move, which were not reccired till T o'clock. The morning 
was bright and pleaaaol, but not eren the rich snnlight conld 
remove the kIoohi of desolation which hung over the town of 
Warr«ntou, which ha<I so long lain in the path of receding and 
luIrHncing arcnius. Th(> btntinex!* which littd fcrmerl; made its 
stri-vtti lively hml entirely disit|)])&itrcd, unil n lurgc {iroportion of 
Iho inhabitanlH Hccmcd to have gone with it. Many of th« 
homes were nninhsbitod and more or lea wrecked, while the 
few inhabitants who were visible seemed to have abundant cause 
for the sourness and sadness written upon their fnocs. Poor 
Virginia! She had taken the sword, and terribly wait she perisii- 
iiig by the sword; lior homes shroudod in one uuivcrsnl pidl of 
moaming, bor fields deeohite and her streets deserted. Brave 
indeed were her sons, and no less heroic her daughters iu the 
cause of their mistaken espDnial;the world will over accord them 
that just praise, and none mope cheerfully and fully than those 
who bore arms iigttinMt them: yet none can look biick upon tliosi> 
desolate scenes, t'vcn after the lapse of » generation, without u 
vivid realixntion of the wickedness and pity of human warfare. 

The sharp chill of the night and early morning disa)i]>cfln,'d aa 
the day advanced, and Ihc column pressed steadily on till about 
noon, when llio thunder of artillery bui a few miles in ndvanco 
showed Ibut the head of Sedgwick's column had struck the Con- 
federate DUtposlfl. The pact' wiis at unce 'juickened, a strong 
wind and dusty roads muking the movement anything Imt agree- 
able. A part of the way the march was Iieajdo the railrmul, or 
rather llie mad bed, for every ritil and ti» biul bi'^n rcmuvcil by 
the enemy, as a preniution iigniiDit their iife by the Yankee army. 
At 3 o'clock the scene of aelion was approached and soon the 
shells fr'im the enemy's batteries began to explode in the vicinity 
of the Thirty -seventh. Close column by divisions was formed 
»nd llie regiment ndvanocil under the shelter of a slight hill. 
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lying in the rmr of a biitt«ry which wu« Joiog (ino oxociittoii. 
The 6f;hL vriis nlmidy in iMnicat [>n>grc«e, hdiI ue the Thirtf- 
m.'vcnth vm niovcil lo its plnvu in the supporting line the ene- 
my's iikirinishors wore (fhvon buck, but it wua not till dnsk thni 
the Conlodenitt- works were asMiultcd. 

The pooition occupied l>j the detachment of l^i anny which 
Scdjcwick now confronted wii* an iinuHUal iiiiil ii« thv rwult 
proved an tinfortuniitv oiiu. On the- norUi liunk of the Bupiia- 
hiiniKK-k lit thii point «ome eiirthworks previuiuly Dunelrncted 
by tliu Unturi uriny liad been tiikon pueae^ion of by the Confed- 
erateti und altered and strengthened so as to form a formidnbte 
barrier in case the Fedends should approach the river nt lluU 
place. They could only be rimched Uy ii front itlturk over low 
ground swept for half a mile by the Conf«dcrato artillery. On 
confronting Iheni, General Sedgwick deployed the Sixth Corpi 
to llie right of the riiilroiid and the Fifth to the left, and obtain- 
ing pi>sses«ion of commanding ground near the bank of the nver 
on c<a<-h Hank |ioated liii liouvy guiiH nnd endeavored by n severe 
artilkiry lire to drive out the defenders. This Attempt, however, 
proved fniitle**, im the Confederate ^uns sent back shot for 
shot with unabated vigor. The garriaon in the works when 
Sedgwick's forces deployed in their front eoiinisted of Hay*'* 
Lonisiaou brigade of Kurly's diviuon of Kwoll's cori*, aitd 
Uoke'B brigade of North Curolinian^ of the same division wiu 
sent over to ruinfoiec ihein—making a force of about 2,000 men, 
mild as the Confcdoratu commanders believed enough to hold the 
]>08itiun in the face of all the Vankees who could be brought 
flgniiiat it. 

General .Sedgwick having command of the entire o]>enitJon8 at 
thifl point, the Sixth Corps wa:< in the immediate command for 
the tirsl time in aotifin of Cxtnentl Horatio 0. Wright. o( the 
Fimt Divioion. Gcnoral David A. Ru6«cli of the Thin] Brigade 
taking charge of tlio division. Itussell, after a thorough inspec- 
tion of the ground in his front, decided that an assault was 
pnicticnble, and on receiving ))crinission to make it scliM^tid his 
own brigade and the Sitcond of the Mimo division, eominandid 
respectively by Colonels Ellmaker and Upton. With a henry

lorvfircfryiiuliolh l1iiiik»irovi.iring tliemovAincnt, tlie assault- 
ing column Kilvuiu-oi] tbrungh llio giitheriog dusk, oroncd the 
ditcli, Rcnleil tho ])ttrapct and poured into the works almost before 
ibt'ir intent was comprohcndpd. (Jeueral Uns^oH went over the 
works with tin? men of hii> command, and in the fierce hand-to- 
hand fight tlint brielly followed ouo of his ooloneU, thinking 
hiii general in too daiigttroiig 'jiiiirtcre. called out tu hii* loldiers to 
" Rdlj on tho G«m>nil I " To which the bravo leader nji>lied, 
" Rjdly on the rebs. men. nilly on the reba ! " The Sixth Maine 
wad Fifth WisoouHin led in the principal attack, Biipporto<i by 
the other regiments of tbeir brigiuic, whilo the One Uundred and 
Twenty-!lr*t New York anil Fifth Muine of Upton's brigade 
oarrifd the rifle pite to tho right und completed the occitpatJoti. 
TIjb skirmish line of the Fifth Corps, ulso. tsiitcliiiig the OD- 
thusiasm of the moment, broke through on the left of the rail- 
rottd. and almost in a moment mure than three-fourths of the 
garrieon were killed, wonnded or captives, the remainder having 
tiiccoeded in uticaping aeroiui tho ponton bridge to the south 
side uf the river, inclndlng General Hays, who eHeiiped by hU 
horK taking fright after the general had boon mmic ii pri»<iuer. 
The tfltal Union loss was 371 in killed,wounded and misKing, 
while Oeneral Karly reported \tU loss at 1,C72 men, four cannon 
Jind eight batllo flag*. Considering thut the defenders fully 
flipulod in numbers the assaulting column, and that the attack 
was everywhere eucccssfnl nt tho fir«t attempt, tiw capture of 
Iiup)>ahunnock Stutiou must be regarded as one of the most brill* 
jam actions of the war. 

The misaion of General French had lieen e<|aally siiceossftil. 
ArriTtug in the vicinity of Kelly's Ford about noon, he found 
the erotring guarded by a detachment from Rodcx's division of 
E«eU> corp:< peeled Wbiml Hllo-pits on the south bank of the 
river. The Third Corps, commanded by General Biniey, while 
French hnd the general command, was in ndvaneo, and nctrd 
with commendable rigor. Posting his artillery to swoop the 
sonthcm bank, where a wide plain was commanded by the higher 
ground on tho northern side, IJirnoy forded his First Division 
across the river, tho water up to their wnUt^ and immediately 
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charged the rifl&-(»iU with ais nrgimontit, (■ujiltiriiig 500 jtrisoHws 
with wtxt to no Iom uu hiM owd part. Thu iuitiul uj>eratioiu lutd 
thus bMu oniincDtly sucouiwful ul butb poiiiU: the Co»fc<]«nitoe 
liwl sosUined a luea of ov«r 3,000 men, and the oroMing of tlw 
river bad been wcompliebed under (^ircunistauixw to inspirit tli« 
Federal soldiers iu the high«at degree. But the early |iroiniw 
was not In bi'Hr its fruit. 

Thv Tbirty-«ov<>iiih remuiiiud during tbo night in about llio 
potitlou it hiid taken on ruicbing the field. Lftte in tb« ov«ii' 
JOgi After the tightinj; woo over and the fruits of the victory 
secored, j>erinifiiion was given to build tirtn nafBcieut for the 
making of co(f(>v, and th« litllo wnriutti which they were thna 
eimblixl tu obtAiii vtt» very griitornl la the vbilled, wvatt und 
hiingrjr soldiers With ni]iid wings tlit; nuwg of the good work 
in front trimdc'd to thosupiKirting lines, wliifh could only jnd^n 
of Ibe proin^eas bein^ made by the sound of the tiring iind i-hwr- 
iog, iind iTMontly (({UiidH of jirisomTK cuinc trooping tieutk Ia 
thi) retir, ehowiug that tbc fiivorablo rQ|>orts wore in no vise 
exaggeriitcd. "Wboreisyonr army Roinjinow!'" Mks« good- 
nalurol Yankee us the long string of i-aptivcs dlea past, "doing 
tu it«-i' Kttther Alintliitni mid gdt Home soft brcoul." I'eplicfl one; 
"To i-w thf ilrnft4-il men fifim X«w York! "retorts iinolhi-r with 
u little bitternem in his tone. 

Daylight of the t^th found tbv Thirty-Rc>TPnth itgain on the 
march, making ita way down the river tuwurd Kelly's Ford, 
from which the additional good news of French's success bad 
hec.n renc-ivH during thi.> night. Before noon a halt was made 
in the wooiIk not fur from the Ford, the men improved the op- 
])ortunityof fuel and frcoilom to conk nit good n dinner ui their 
stores of provision would allow, ami then tvaiti-d all the after- 
noon for f nrlher orders. These came near sunset when the regi- 
ment WU4 ni'ivfil » nhort distance and assigned the duty nf pick- 
eting the rottd Icailing to tliu Ford, in which ]>osition it remained 
during the night, and, contmry t4) nil expcotntion, for two days 
and nights ensuing. Ix^e had iigain ctWMpeil, fcuring U> nwait 
the uttiiek of Meade's elated nrniy. and rotin-il beyond the Itapi- 
dnn, making iiordimiiville his liasc of supplies. 
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Eiirly W»h1ik*]ii_v nmnung, Nnvyiiilmr 11, thi- i\>giim>iil re- 
traovrl )!'< «lci>!i l<< )tiiiijiiiliitniiiii^lv Stiilion, urosik-il tliC nrcr on a 
bridge whtdi hiid been conBtnicled by (ienernl Mtiitlo's ponton 
coqis on llie aite of the one btinieil I'y Karly nftfir bi^ disaster, 
iidvnnced m>iiic uk niHtssi to ibk! vicinity of Brandy Stalian. 
whi'n- Hiiuji wjw [iit.rhoi1 itntl tbo men iliroctiHl t>i itiiike tlioni- 
sclvos u coinforlable m postiiljlc-, iis they wunld lunntin tliori; for 
at lea^t two weekB and ]>erba))s more. Tins intelligonco wus 
not Riveted with chuers, sinw the location "as Burtnely an ideal 
one for a c-mii)'. Ihe Hitiiatioii lieinjc expoBL-d and wood having to 
bu liroiiglic II king di.tlMiiri!. Hiil thi' ilaya wore away with their 
dtill routine, the chilU of wiHy winter nhnrponod tlii« nir mon' 
lLn<I more, cold, liuiivy niih» inwKi iliiy and night Hlikc iinconi- 
foriablo. and November approached itAcluBc. while uncertninty 
«nd ei]>eoUtion hung over the camps, Y«t then' wue no indi- 
cntinn of an iulention on tla' part of (!eneral Meade to put hio 
unny into wIuUt >|iiartL>r« till h« had again crossed swords with 
his wily »nt4igonist. A regimentul inspection on Mic IGth wun' 
bad by Ctiptiiin Voung of the .Second llhode Island, the brigade 
Jn>|K>ct<ir, and oji the 'jlitb a review of the Sixth t'orps woa held 
by noncial Sudgwii-k. Mivmlimo the paynmnter had viaited 
c»mp, but hronghl little inonoy to the members of the Thirty- 
seventh, If ttiL'ir extr.i i-xpcnm-n for clothing and oIIkt Ktippliiw 
while in \ew Vork had drawn heavily npon Ihoir idbiwance", 

Daring this interral of inaction General Mendc hud not bcon 
idle. WIiil<- waiting for the completion of the railroad to Itap- 
pHliauiitiok ^>Ullioll, M'liiuh waa made hia base of aupplieii, lie had 
gained preliy mctiruie knowledgt' of tho poaition of Loc'a army, 
which ho found to be ^pruad out for some 2') inik-M over tho 
country licyond the Hapidan, with the fords of that river imper- 
fectly guarded. Meade's jilan of operations contemplated a rapid 
tnovi^RK'nt (if his own army by dilli;rvnt rontoa, penetrating be- 
twrtiu Iho suparutisl cnrps of hi« nntagoniiit nnd lighting and 
(l«faating them in detail. Orders wen: inHiied on the '2HA for ii 
morcment (be following monnng; the men were provided with 
aeveml days' rat ions, iks the plan contempliitcd tho moving of 
llio army withont wagon trains or any iocnnibrance which could 
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]>y any [xuitibility W avuided, Tbv morning uf tito 24tb brouglit 
n cold, diangn-enblc atorm, which toaUtd most of iBe day, iinil 
though campa wcro etnick before daylight and the meo io ehiv- 
ering squads awaited orders to fall in, none came dnring that 
day or the next. The atonn Iind caused a delay till the roads 
had opportunity to Mttle somewhat, but thv ordtm wero r«uew<M 
for the S6lti, unil Unit morning knapsacks and IiaTcn<aeki wen 
ailing and the "Mitii< Run movement" began. 

It wa£ Thankiigiviiig iloy in Masaachuaetta, its the sons of that 
State well remembered — vns that a fortunate omen for their ex- 
pedition? Before fetting forth the men were ohcored byoevs 
of the Hticceittof(!eneral Grant in the Weat, and there waa dmA 
enough of whatovor enuouragement they ould receive at the 
outset, for they found little enough afterward. The roads were 
still ninddy, and aa the Sixth Corptt folloucd the Third they 
found the way more trying than it would otherwiae have be«n. 
^Making hIow progreae, though al great expenditure of physical 
energy, the column toiled along all day and far int« the nigbt. 
The latter portion of the journey was. the more unplensaut as It 
va» Ihnjugh a dark wond wta-rc the uneertain road was rough 
and extremely muddy. The movement had now booome very 
epasmodic. the column halting and starting at uncertain iotcr- 
Tal* but with no indication of approaching bivouac. The woodi 
were tilled with atragglera who had issued Iheii" own ordera for 
a halt, kindtod flri>^ and were conking their suppers and making 
thcm>ielvc« genenilly romfortabli'. FiTiiiny at about 10 o'clock 
tbo Rapidtiii wns croexcd at Jacob's Mill Ford iind a mile beyond 
the thoroughly exhauated regiment eamc lo a lialt. those who 
were not loo much exhausted making firea over which their 
"Thanksgiving Pinner" of coffee and "hard taok" was pre- 
pitn4. The moKl sumptuoug i'ep:U(t could not have been more 
welcome. An curly "tiirt next morning waif ex)>eeted, and the 
cHmp was astir betimes, but the entire day wore away, ua woU u 
the early part of the night, with no change of the regiment's 
position. Heavy firing oonld be heard in front at inlervaU, 
giving cttdem^; Unit the ajlvmiie was being contested, but only 
mrmisce came back lo the linlL-ners. Thu situation wait terribly 
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ifortable. The weather v&s cold, chilling and almost 
freezing the men, especially ut night, wliile the mumonUry ux- 
{ifctntiou of orders to continue the miir(.^li precluded the p08«i' 
bility of inakiiig Ihumsclvos more comFcirtiildc. 

SiloQvo ftl hust reignod over the forest, the men were sleeping 
luid the flres hud genorally bnrned out, when at I o'clook the 
bugle rang ItH unwelcome oull, the men fioramblcd to their feet, 
pitcked their froxen bliuikct* m best they could, and presently 
moved forward. Fuder the eircumHtuuceB the mnrdi wu8 nee- 
CMArily «low, liiit it continued till daylight when a halt was 
made for bri'akfa»t, followed by a rest of un hour, after whii-b 
the alow toil was resumed and continued till near noon. The 
rontefolloired — if route it could becalled— waaan extremely diffi- 
cult one, leading through the forest, often ttllcd with under- 
growth which the liohimn could witli diflUiilty penetrute, gener- 
ally along some obscure by-wiiy and often through regions where 
apparently the foot of man hud never before wandered. A con- 
siderable conflict was evidently going on in front, and the regi- 
ment h»d reached u point in the immediate rear of the Union 
lines from which the men expected each moment to Iworderwl 
into actiou. though the all.envolopin<; thicket prevented any 
view of what might be transpiring in the immediate vicinity, 
when A heavy, cold rain l>egan to fall and the firing very soon 
c«a8ed. with the exception of an oecaaionul canncm xhot and the 
inevitable fiuillade of the skirmiKlieri^. The Thirty-Seventh fell 
buck into the forest for a short distance, built lires and renuiined 
through the afternoon and part of the night. Lot us see what 
had been transpiring in the mean time. 

Oenonil Meade'a intention, us we have Huid, was to )hib3 the 
right flank of [jee'ii army, jwnetrate between the gorju of Hill 
and Ewell before they could unite, and defeat them in detail. 
Ia'o"" frunl at that time extended from Burnet's Ford, northeast 
of Oruugc Court House, down the Itapidnn to Mine Run, aemall 
stream entering the river at a point almost due south from 
Kelly's Kord on the Rapjt:ihiinuoi'k.

0(!cupying a strong position which had l>cen well fortified for 
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801UC niilM book from tli« nuiin Btream. Kvidentlr eonsideri 
thix aaiitlii-icut defvn«o at hie right flank, Lcc had left the foi 
of tbu Rapiilitu from that point to il8 junction with th 
Itappahaiinock iindi'feodcil. hlvc by gmull iitvalry oiitpusia,' 
South of the Rapidun and nearly parallel to it, at a distance ut 
nix or oij^ht milox, run Iho old turnpike and the plank road IgwI- 
iDg from Kn^dttrickiitinr^ to Orange Court Ilouae and jtattiin^ to 
tlie rear of tht' rclnil intrenchwl line. Mciidti'« programme w 
for tlio Army of the Potornao to cro«> I lie Rapidtiii nt thv Ait 
fercnt furdii, push <|uickly hy the cro»^ romh t<>thii<u hiohwayj, 
and joining forcea prosi rapidly westward, HcutttrinK thu dif 
feront «ei-tioniiof the Confederate armva^ they wcrociicoiintered. 
In pnrsuanoi of thi« jihin the Third Corps, followed by Iht 
Sisth. WII8 to iTOiW lit .luitih'i! Mill Ford, a mile or Ixvo helow 
Mine Hun, and proceed to It oburtHon'o Tavern on the turnpilcp. 
There the Third Corps, whose movementH were to time those 
thcothcrti, waatii he joined liy the Second under Oeneml Wnrren, 
which wu« to cruHs nt Germanmi Ford, some two mi1i>« WIow 
Jacoh'uMill Ford. The Fifth Corps, followed by the FirM, w» 
to cross at Ciilpeper Mine Ford, still furtlier down tho m"cr, 
jniah on to Purker'a Store on Uie ]il:ink road, at that point so 
two miles south of the turnpike.

In a scheme so eomplicatud it wiii^ essential that th«!ro «houli 
ho a perfect execution of the plans. The Third Corp*, u 
which ao much dej>ended. failed at the start, being belli 
time in reaching the Itupidan. Then it was found tlint l 
enj^inecrx had nii«calculated the length of bridge necoswj fi 
the crossing and time wa« wiiKtcd in piecing ont th« itlru<-ta: 
with |>otcs. At best tho approaches to tiie bridge woro so dl 
cnit that the artillery of the two corps was ohifgod to go d< 
the river, cioss at (iermanna Ford and make its way bai-k on t 
i>ontI) aide of the Rtrcum to rejoin the coUunn. It was morulii, 
of the 'i7th. therefore, when the iirmy found itself across tl 
Rapidan.

H'.tK (JirvcUM) to hnit his command iind await lo-ojierution. Th« 
S<M-und Corps had reached the Tavern shorlly after noon, en- 
connteriup the Confedeiiites in coniiiderable f(iroi-, and the 0[>- 
jKiftlng forces were i|uickl_v thrown into linv of Imtllv, hiil houro 
pikwed with no tidings from Freiicli and the two corjie under his 
uunimtiiid. In fu<-t. he had pruccodod hut a few miles from tliu 
i.'ro«siu<^ when lie became L-onfiised in regard to the road which 
he wiia Gipeet^d to follow, took the wrong one, came upoii 
ihc enemy, who made rigorous demonatrationit ugtiinHt his Hunk, 
('iY-atitiga|ipri-hetiAtoiiHof an altturk in furor, ko that thr entire day 
witK wasted without sutlicienC advanoo on his jiart lu allow the 
Sixth Con>8 to take the roud nt nil, a« we have seen. Findin" 
it impraetieiible by the roundabout coiumiiniialion which alone 
wtt* jtomsibtv to bring the Third Corps forward jininiptly, General 
Mvndescnt nilivpatch tuGcnerul Sudi^wiek to move his command 
immodiatfly to Itolicrt^ou's Taroni. and t'rench was diroitod to 
follow the Siith Corps. Sedgwick needed no second biddJDg; 
hence the midnight reveille and th<- oonseijuent march which 
had brought the Thirty -seven lb so near to the front. 

Tht.1 UDion araiy was at last in position, tho demoiislratiotis in 
French's vicinity hariug cenBod. aliowinfr his corps to come for- 
ward ; but it was a position which sliould have been occupied at 
least 2A hours before, and those hours had not been wasted by 
the (Tonfederiite chieftain. Kaily ap]>ri»ed of the movement 
of the Army of tlic Potomac, and divining it« intent, iiee had 
rapidly strengthened his line in the rear of Mine Ituu, ex- 
lending it so as to fully cover tho turnpike and the plank rood. 
Uariug by the preliminary sktrmishinggained time for this pur- 
(Miee, he now withdrew to bis main position am! with smiling 
conlldenee awaited the on^t of his antagonist. 

The ]>ositi«n of the Confederate .iriny wa^t along a range of 
bightHhiiIf a mile or more in the rear of Sline linn. The stream 
jt«v]f WM iliHiuull of passagi-, its b:tnki being uantliy mid 
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fringM with hush^ and vine§. Bcyoivl it it geotlo Bloi>e U-<I ii{ 
t» the eDomy'H )>i>iiilion, swept erery foot of tb« way by tlieirj 
flre uid filled with abntis And other olistrncliODS. Ilariiigiul' 
ranced wfurw pntcticHlilu without » c<>nl1ict, Qoneral Mtwlaj 
dicposcd his army in front of tht- Run in thi« ordor: Genertlj 
Kowlon'a First Corps formed the ct^nter, lying jtitl soiith of thai 
old turnpike, with the Fifth CorjjB on its right mnd the Third 
on \i» left. General Sedgwick with hie First itnd S«cond Diri- 
«ionii was thrown well to the right, while hie Third Division, 
which hhd for some timv bccD under the couinuind of UeuenL, 
Terry, veng detachod to co-opcmlv with th« S«ooiid Corps in| 
feeling for n more ritlncnble point to the Irft. 

Accordingly the men of the Thirty'Seveuth foand themselveal 
arouaed at 1 o*clook in tlie rooming of Snnday, the 39th, drdwl 
& amall ndditional «u]>ply of mlionH, and before daylighl wore on j 
their wny, passing Itobcrtson's Tavern, through to thi- pltiiik^ 
rosd and beyond it, araund the head of Mine Run, the adronct 
skirmishing continually with the enemy's outposts and drifiDg 
them back till noar night, when GfiiemI Warren, believing that 
he had found a comparatively wcuk point, so reported to Meade 
and disposed his forces for the attairk whenever it shnuld Iw 
ordered, tienend Sedgwick from the right also reported that 
he deemed, an asaault in his front iimeticable. General Warren 
was ttrengthened with two diviiiions from the Third Corps aiul 
directed to attack at 8 o'clock next morning in connection with 
M heavy artillery lire from the center, while Sedgwick it*a toj 
"go in" an hour later. 

The Thirly-aeventh were in reserve during the niglit of the 
30th, lying on thc-irnrni»and sbeping «e much as possible in\ 
the intent>o cuUl, which had now liecome so intolerable that men < 
were frozen to death on the picket, line. Early in the morningj 
the regiment was moved forward to the front line, taking pou- 
tion on the extreme left, it waa terribly nneomfortable lying 
upon the froxon ground hour after hour waiting for the signal 
to spring to their feet and dash forward into the face of death, 
and the men would almost have welcomed the command, since 
it wiDiUl have stirred the blood ii»d warmc-d the bcnumlK>d liml»: 
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hut It dill not romo. Tho inuroiDg's inspcctioD of thu works in 
Ilia front rovealod to Warren tliat hie iuteotion to uttuck hud 
been anticipated, that the enemy had used the entire night iu 
extending and strengthening the fortiticationfi, that the latter 
were tlllod to the utmost cnpncity with exultant dcfendem and 
bristling with canuoii which Inid not been thoro the previous 
evening. Warren rqjorti'd thcdiflcour&ging outlook to his coin- 
mandcr and awaited orders. Mende sent a hasty order to Sodg- 
wick, who was waiting the passage of the few intervening 
DiomeDta to hurl hin hitman ara)anche agninst the foe. directing 
htm to nispond tbv attack, und hurried to u i><.M-i!unul consulta- 
tion with Warren. 

The judgment of the [ieutonnnt was con6rTnod on inspection 
by the general commanding. The plan of attack which on th« 
previous afternooD had seemed feasible was now seen to be has- 
anloue to the degree of rashness. The two points of aasault 
were fnlly five miles npurt, rendering perfect co-opomtion rory 
diffivnlt; there were no reserves to follow np and secure any ad- 
rantage which the attacking columns might gain; hut above all 
there was tJie extreme dotiht of any lodgment being made in the 
hostile works. The nmimon Koldt<.irri saw the duKperale outlook 
as dearly iw their geneniU. They hiul never shrunk from the 
call of duty — they never would; hut with firm fingers ouch man 
had written hie name and pinned it upon his blouse that his 
dead body might be identified when the burial parties should do 
their sad work! 

To nutke other disjiositionai of the army — to search for an un- 
defended flank or a practicable point of nttack on a concenlratcd 
foo wlmm Slcjide believed his equal in numbers — would rw|uiiT 
time, while the rations with which his men set out were nearly 
eshansted, and his supply trains were under cavalry guard beyond 
lite Itapidan. The steadily increasing cold weather scem<-d to 
indicate- tJ»e setting in of a severe winter, and rehictanlly the 
orilers wore issued which should record upon Uio movement the 
erdict of "f*ilur<r." 

All day the Tliirty-Mvonth remained id their uncomfortable 
l)0«ition, the skinnishors and eharp-dbooters iu front keeping u[> 
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•n inooMiint fiiMillndv, though hy rare good rorlune tht: Iobs 
only ou« or two ro«ii wounded. Tliere were plenty of tiitrrow 
e«!a]>eii, ae always at aoeii limw. uinong tlu-m IwJng that of 
Chajilaiii Monte, who on ono of his tioTunil vmili; from the hos- 
pitals in Die roar to the rcgimont at the front w*b tired at and 
itan'owly missod by a sharp-shooter on two occasions. At niglit 
the re^menl wae reliorod and with the real of the division 
nutrched back to tlie turnpiko, Humo three miles, whoiv the 
Sixth Cur]» Hail rviinit<-d, tli« other two divisions linving been 
rvenllvd from tlielr ndvHnrvd poaitioD nt thu right. Large Rres 
weiv miulc imd t)ic num went to sloop about them, but as rood 
as the flumi-fi diud iiway the torturing cold reasserted its flruel 
}Kiwer, and long before daylight the camp was Toluntarlly aatir, 
bnilding tires and prepuring breakfiist, iu Uio expectation of 
being preaently calliHl tu slernvr duly. 

But all thul day, Duccmbor I, wore uwuy with do Bammoni 
till oveuiug, after ninny of the men had disposed themitflvvs to 
eleup, when the familinr invitation to " I'lu k up and fall iu 
lively!'' rang through the oak forest, and iit D o'clock the col- 
umh sped swiftly back toward the Rupiditn, hut not by the 
route which it had tniter^d incoming through the wood and 
which had proved such an entanglement to the Third Corpa. 
Following the turnpike Imck to its junction with the Brock roaA, 
a mile or so cast of tin: Old Wilderness Tavern, and then turning 
nearly due norlli, the regiment crossed the Ritpidiui at Ely's 
FoM about daylight, and after making ii mile or two on the 
north Bide of the riror halted for hrrakfiut and rested till noon. 
Most of the men and the otiicera as well slept during the wnit. 
(or the nighl'^ mnrirh hud been sivift and continuous nwl they 
wvre wrerely exhausted. The mounted ufRcert had shared their 
horees with line ollicens cnllfited men and servants, who were 
unable othcrwiKo to accompany llie column, and thus nearly 
every member of the command was in hia place ahen the regi- 
meul halted, and the few who were behind soon came up. 

The march waa resumed nt midday, mid the tolteriiig column, 
■ore, «tilT and weary, plodded ikioiig till iiflor dark, vroefiing 
Mountain Qun where they had crossed it a week Iwfuro in going 
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out. unci aooii itftcrvrnrd the Tbirty-aeTeiilli halted in a piece of 
voodt! fur th(t night. The ground v/nit luw and mttraliy, trith 
ft¥(|uent pools of water into which the men tftuniblcd; but they 

re little heed to the discomfort«. \Vrn|ipiiig tht-mtelvcs in 
heir blanketa, ofHceraand men alike threw titemsclres upon the 
ground and ttiept the sleep of exhaustion till morning. As it 
wao now certain that the n-giineiit was near the old ramp, and 
hcucv probable that t]it>y wore to return thcn.i, the men deronrod 
for breakfast what little food remained in their havorutuks, in 
ly cases ardently wishing it wero more, and aiionly afterwurd 
imed the march, which led directly back to the old camp, — 
<)(iittcd fioven dayit before for one of the moat tedioufi, exhautit' 
ing, dcprcMin^ nnd apparently fruitlvM expedition* in the hi8> 
tory of the army. History will justify, — it has alrtwly jiitttitivd, 
— the wisdom of General Meade; but the thinking men who 
made up the ai'my could not then comprehend as they now do 
the unfortunatft combination of circuiiiBtiuicc« which conepirsd 
to defi-at the skillful plans of the general commanding, and it 
was not romarlvable that there was bitterness of feeling and of 
speech among those who had endured the severe sufferings of the 
booUeSi campaign. 

Tontx w«ro hastily pilohed during the uftcraoon and Ihreo 
day«' rations dniwn, but the camp was not at once to eettio into 
dull routine. When in possession of the new supply of nitions, 
the men prepared bonntitnl suppers and crept into their tcnis 
under the warning to be ready to move at a moment's notice. 
.A little later they were called ii)> to draw more rations and took 
rtlie occasion to eat «»mo morct MUpper, after which they returned 
to their bliuikcts nnd were not again disturbed that night. Xwxt 
day details were made fur guard and ])icket, the camp lines were 
established and a settled conviction began to be felt, despite all 
manner of camp rumors as to possible expeciitiona in the near 
future, that winter quartent would now Ui enlablishi-d. Within 
• few days that oonrietioii deepened into certainty, tho sit« for a 
new <-jim]> was selected and t ho men set to work upon it, put- 

rning clusoly aftur "Camp Edwards," tho famons habitation 
t the previous winter. 
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up to thii lime »evvr»l itdditioital ohangM had tftkcn plttoe 
nnioug tbf) offiuoi-K of th« regimont. Soooud IJeotenaut Harri* 
gan of Company K rcsigooil Octolxir 30, uod u tbnt compuDy, 
like most others in tho regiment, was reducod bi>)ow tlic numWr 
for which the government allowed the muster of a new second 
lioutcmitit, thi- Intter Tiicatiin' rcmuiiioil unfilled, us did other 
TBC'anctcH in tho same rniik. o\c«pt whon prtimotion ii noti>iL 
Fiist Lioiitenaiit CharlcB Pholjuof Compaiiv I reHigned Novem- 
ber 17, Second Lieatcuaat l*'. Kdwanl Gray of thu same oompaoy 
Iteiiig advanced to 611 the vacancy. Major Eugene A. Allen T9- 
ei^vd Novcmlier 2.'), and was auoceeded by Captain Marons T. 
Moody of Company G, whose comniisition bore date December 
S though ho wan not inuatcrod to the new runk until Jautmry. 
First Lioutenant Blis« of Company wat; nt the entutt time 
comniiissioned cji|)taiD, but before the rocgipt of theoommiieioD 
he resigned &a first lioutenant, December S:), being influenced 
by family uouKiderationi*, among thi-ni the death of his only 
brother, Captain (leorgo S. IMm of tliu Fifty-seoond Ma«t)aohu- 
Bette rogimcnt. Second Lieutenant Janu'K C. Chalmers of Com- 
pany A was promoteil from December & to (irsl licutenoiil and 
assigned to Company 0. The rosignutiou of Lieutenant BUw 
making another vacancy in tho roster of uapUkins, First Lion- 
tenant John G. Robinson of Company C wa« promoted to dat« 
from December ^4, taking command of Company G. Second 
Lieutenant Jones of Company F was made first tient«n«nt of 
Company C. 



CHAPTER Xll. 



WINTER ON THE RAPIDAN. 



THK CIX)aiMO TKAR. — PRCIORRSS OP THE WAR. — ^TUE WINTER 
CAlfP AKD THE LIFB IN IT.— A POTILB EXPBDlTIOir. 

M«ntion ha« been made of cheering nowa which oome from 
Grunt ill tho Wi-mI m the troops of tho Army of the PotootKO 
were uhout to out forth on the Mine Run oxp<.-ditiou. To aob 
what it WM we must return to Bragg and Rosecrane, whom we 
left, the fortiier at Chattanooga, (ja., with the principal Con- 
fedcmte army west of Virginiv, the latter near Stevenson, Ala., 
prcparmg to ciOMtt the Tuunusflce river in puruuit of hie natagon- 
ist. In co-operation with RoeeL-ranii, Gonernl Burnside took the 
field actively in Eastern Tennessee, capturing Frazer'a brigado 
and Cumberland Pass September 9, thus interposing Km own 
army between Bragg and Virginia, besidex difipelling the frag- 
mentary force:s of armed Seoesi^ionl^tit who hatl been maintaining 
a reign of terror in the r<.-giiin about Knoxvillc, ami the faithful 
ITnionittH who had been obliged to flee for their lives novr voot- 
nrei] to return to their boinus again. 

Bnigg'B position at Chattanooga was one difficult of approach 
by a hostile force from any direction, since it was shnt in by 
oomnmnding mountain ranges, with numerous creeks and rivers; 
bat Koiieorans dcoided to puflh straight across the Tennessee, 
over the inouiitainr* beyoiul, and thr<;att>ning the enemy's coin* 
municfttions cither drive him toward the interior of the Confcd* 
onicy or forc« him to a decisive battle. With numvroni foiati 
completely deceiving Bragg aa to his real intentions, tho Union 
commander crossed the Tennessee at four ditTerent points, and 
the first daya of Kcptcmher itaw his army pushing its way over 
the ranges to tho castwan], Bragg immediately evaoaated 
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Cliutlaiiooga, moving due noiitEi <u>me I& or 20 miloa an<l csttHh 
lishing hU iirtiiy along thu cturt Imiik of Wetit Chicknniauga Crmk, 
facing' the lulvuni-iiig fiiion Hrmy. By this morement GenonU 
RoisccriinB wnttMidly dcuoivod, thiakiug thnt Ilio Confoileratos were 
in full retreat. Feiuing lliat Bngg might ntt«m]>t to escape to 
tlio westward, and again carry the theater of war into Toiim-««w, 
Bosecranfl si^nt to Klicrinan for co-operation to jirerent audi n 
result, and «ct»tl.i-rod hie own forces for 40 miles through the 
mountains to operato againct the Mnpjioscd fugitives. 

But nothing was further from BniggV mind tlian flight. He 
had been heavily reinforced by the niercile«ii oontcnptinti whiab 
wae being carried on through the South, by most of Johiixton'i 
avaihible force, and tiaally by the two divisions from Lt-e's oriny 
coDimandtid by Longatrect in person, who liod made their way 
through lliu Curoliiiiix and were now coming up TJa Atlanta. 
Most of these troops were veterans, they vufitly outnumbered the 
Union tinny, even if the bitter had been consolidated, while in 
its present Mcattcrtid condition there was every hope that it might 
be broken up in detail with little cost to the Confederates. 
Roet'Cninit did not know of those roinforecmenU, but he became 
Hwareof thepresinceon tbeChickumuugaof thceneiuy in strong 
force, and easily divined Uragg's intention. By skillful rlisposi- 
tions and great exertions he succeeded in rescuing the scattered 
detai'hments of bis urniy, and by the time the Confederates were 
ready for tbc ultack their iintngunitttd were tolerably ready for 
tlic defense. In fact the initial blow wm ttruek by the UnioD 
army, though with no conception of the resnlts which were to 
follow. The morning of September 19, 1863, opened the struggle. 
General Thomiia, comnrmnding the Union left, had thrown out a 
detachment in Heiindi of an isolated brigade of the enemy which 
bad been rujiorled on that side of the creek, but after a brief 
engagement fotiml that ii strong furcc was developing in his 
front. In fact Bragg bad intundud to throw his right under 
General I'olk with cnisbing weight upon the I'ntou left, but 
the engagement which ensued showed that bo bud somewhjtt 
mistaken the jioailion of his antagonist, whose Dunk extended 
farthi'i- to the northward than he had anticipated. Tho Southerti 
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•rtuy wiut iicrow Iho creek, howovcr, in much stronger force tliun 
Thomas batl in roodineBS for inimediato opcrutioii n^iiiiHt. it, sud 
the boya in Wac were driveo back. They wre simi-ilily rein- 
forced and drove their antaganists in tnni, and «o through the 
day, with the advantage favoring firnt the Stars and Stripes Mid 
tliCH the Sturn and Bars, the halUe rng*d with terrible deapem- 
tion but without (leuisivu rL^aiill. The Union right was also 
repeatedly assuiled. but on thut pnrt of th» Held every nttuok 
waa repulsed and the lines stood firm. 

That night Lou^street came up with a division and two bri- 
gades of fresh trouiis and took command of the Confodereto luft, 
ill phmi of Hood, who had the imnipdiate command of that wing 
during the lir«t day. The light of the 2(i(,h oiM-ned by a deter- 
mined cITort on tlio part of I'otk to turn Th'iniax'H left flank and 
iatcrpoee between the TTnion army and the Rv«i*ville Pnas through 
Missionary Ridge to Chattanooga, but every attempt wiw gtutt- 
iKirnly i-onli^t<'d iitid defeated with the assistance of troops drawn 
from other partu uf the line. On thn right, meantime, owing to 
mi»umK-retoo(] ordeni in connection with tliv reinforoementa sent 
tv the left, a considerable gap wus left in the line, and Long- 
street's quick eye grasped the opportunity, IIuod'E command 
in overwhelming force was pushed into the opening, cutting 08 
five ljrigiule« and in)1icting upon them ti'rrible loss. Then the 
whole right enimblcd lioforetla' riTiug uf this wonstroiis wedge 
of exultant victors. Brigade after brigutie wtu struck in the 
fUink and swept back in confused maescit; Rosecraus and his 
corps oouimanders, McCook and Crittenden, were carried l»ck 
with the flood which they had no power to stem ; while General 
Garfield, the chief of staff, was dispatched to Thomas to bear 
the new8 of diiuuler, urge that gciuerul to nuiintain his ground 
as long as possible, and then to hold RoKsiille Piuh at all luuards 
while Rosecrans disposed his scattered forces for the defenw of 
Cliiittanuuga, on whioh they were in full retreat. 

It was during the closing hours of this disastrous day that 
General ThumaH won the subrii^HCt of "The Rock of Chicka- 
, nutuga." With a for<:e not vKeediug ^15,000 men, in a position 
L ■trcngthened by such slight intreuchuoDt« aa eircutnataucea 
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would permit, b« rucoived nttack sftor attuok without fltncliiti£ 
or yielding, holding his ground deternilnedlj ngsinst the pr«»- 
enre of at least twice his numbers ; finftlly retiring one division 
At a time to Roi»vilIe Pa*a in accordance with orders, — thv last 
^-to leave the tlold hpiug Wood's division, wboae tmiUy nioYeniest 
had opened the w»}- Tor the breaking of the right- Tlio Pmi 
WM firmly held during Uie following iay, when iiU retired to 
thv fortified linen ultont Chattuuooga. 

The battle of Chickamauga wae one of the bloodiest known to 
modern warfare. Out of tinine 55,000 men engaged, the Union 
loss WIS 16,336; from the beitt data attainable it is estimiitod 
tJiftt Bnigg loitt from his 70,01)0 effectives prcitent over 80,000, 
though in thiM lu in do many other importimt Itattles no official 
report of the aggregate t'oufeitonLto loss is miidc. 

The victors did not press the vanqnishod, but contented tbem- 
selvM by taking position on the mountain ranges within a hv 
miles of Cliattanoogii, wbunce they could look down upon the 
Union c»mp)i, while their position upon Lookont mountain 
oompletoly closed the Tennessee rivor, so that Rosecnms was 
obliged to throw a ponton bridge across in the rear of the town 
and haul his supplies over the mountains 50 or GO miles by the 
most wi-etched roads, which as soon as the antumn storios bugui 
to prevail wouhl become utterly impoasidjle. As it was, tli« amy 
almost nt ouce wm diHtreescd for rations, and many thousand 
horses and mules wcri' lost from wunt of forage and by exccssiTe 
work upon the roads. Clearly this situation could not long be 
borne without the utter orerthrow of Rosecrans'a command, and 
the Washington nuthorities acted with comntendablo prompt- 
nwis. The Kloveuth and Twelfth Corps were withdrawn front 
the Army of the Potomac, iis wo have aeon, put under the com- 
mand of Ilookor, and placed in position to protect Rosecrans's 
long lines of commimiciitiun, — having marched to Washington 
and been transported thence by the roundabout route necexMry 
in eight days from the time of leaving the Rappahannock. 
They wei-c nadly needed, since the immuuse Union wagon truins, 
in uihlition tn all other itran'bncks, wore cout^tantly exposed to 
the raids of the vigilant Confederate Ciivulry, from which serious 
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isafhred. General Bitrn^dc vus ulou <Iiroct<}(l to move 
stance of tho Army of the Ciimborland. as was Shormun 
tnyra his position in Mississippi, Tbore was change in aJl diroc- 
lions. On the 28th of Bepteniber tlie Twi^ntieth and Twenty-lirat 
Corp« wore concolidittcd into tho Fuurth imd plucud under oom- 
maud of General Gordon Grunger, whiltf MoCook and Crittenden, 
the relieved corpo eommandere, wore ordered north to uwiiit the 
resnic of a court of inquiry. 

Th« crowning change was made, however, on tho 16tb of 
October, when the Depurtinentii of tlio Ohio, the CumberlancI 
ud th«TonnciMoe were consolidated as "tlic Military Divition 
of the Mississippi," and placed under the comuinnd of General 
Grant. At the same time General Uosecrans was relieved of the 
command of the Army of the Cumberland, to which General 
Thomofl vraa iu»igued, thi- furiner iaisuiiig n farewell addrvtw to 
the comiiuind on the UHh mid iit onee deimrting for his homo 
at Cincinnati. General Grant's first order to TUunuis on taking 
command was to hold Chattanooga at all hazards, to which 
Thomas, whose army had already been on half rations for n 
month, made answer, " We will hold tho town till we atarTO," 
Tho important event* wliieh followed worv to entirely governed 
by tho remarkable conformation of the region about Cliutla- 
noog» that a general idea of the geographical features becomes 
neoessary. 

The town is situated at the head of the valley of the camo 
name, through which Hown Chattanooga Creek, emptying into 
the Tcnncftk-e a f«w miloi b<'tow the town. This valley extends 
in a diKotion somewhat south uf west, and its eastern Itoundar)' 
is formed by Missionary Itidge, a well-defined range extending 
far past the town at a distance of three or fonr miles to the 
eastward. Half a dozen miloa M>nth of Chattanooga wss Roi«- 
Tille Pass, opening through the Ridge into Chickaniauga Valley, 
iu which the battle of that name had taken plavu. Bending 
southward around the town the Tennessee (lows thr«e or four 
mitM till it reaches the base of Lookout Mountain forming the 
western boundary of Chattanooga Valley, when it turns almost 
dne north in the sha]ie of the letter C, the inclosed tongue of 
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land buing known u Moccotin Point, Loofcont Moiintoio, 
which rise* TOfy nbnipl]y, Um »t tho top n tiiblo lund of nuyinf 
width, extending buck for sovcriil iiiiloe, upon which. iiMtr lite 
northern oxtrcmitj, was sitimlcd the rillu}^ of SiimmiTtown. 
Near the western base of the mountain ran Lookout Oteek, 
giving uaiiiG to the valley through which it flowed. Beyond 
this vnllov mtte the letut elernled Riiccoon Mouiitnin?, oo tbe-i 
other HiiU- of which thir Tviinetfwre iigain nttinicd itK gunonl 
KoulhwMtunt oourHf. The Confvdcmto oiiiiH' f orcv wiu dtspoeod _ 
iicrom tho viiUcy in front of Chattnnoogli, their pickets cloec npfl 
to Ihotie of tho Union amiy, their right extending to the north- ' 
ward along Hiseionnry lUdge, while their left niii over and along 
the northern and western faces of Lookout. It was Ihit l«ft 
wing, ooniposcd of part of IjongHtreet's troopa, which coiiiiiiand- 
cd from their elevul<«il positions »o mufh of the rivor and of the 
rouda beyond n# to necCMitato thu tntemiiiiabk- mountain linnt- 
ponation from which the Union iirmy was entering. 

The first moTcmeut of the campaign was pliinnnl liefore 
General Ornnt took cnnimaiid, and, n^ he approved it, wmt im- 
nicdiati'ly curried out. lt« object wa« to open a. line of com 
munieution from Die reur of Chattanoog* iicruse Mocciisin Point 
and Brown's Ferry, thence through Lookotil Valley, croseing' 
the Teuneasoe again iit Bridgeport, AK, thus avoiding the 
tnonntttina and reducing the distance one-half. To gain poMM- 
sion of tho left bank of the river at llrown'a Ferry » very brill- 
isnt night ex]>cfliliou wiu planned and suociiufnlly ezecutml. 
At 3 o'clock in the morning of the 27th of October aO sqiuds of 
24 mOD onch were rpiietly embnrkud in ae many ponton l>oata 
under the fomniund of General W, B. Uaien and without the 
use of oars iloated down the current ae near tlie right luink as 
possible till the ferry w.id reached. For seven mile« thu tlotilU 
drifted past the Confederate picket IJuox without roooiving a 
iihot or heing noticed, hut lu Ihc cars were iiM-d to bring Clw 
boats to tho lauding Iho picket posl at that point deltrered a ^ 
volley. The little force promptly landed, took a position tol 
cover the ferry and began to intrench, while the hoats hiut«ne<l 
to bring over the brigade of Oencral Turchin which had marclicd _! 
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overland to the 0])posit.e Imnk. A sharp attack vas made on 
Hiixvn'ti coinmuiH), i)ut llic giilUtil Wlowi< liclil thvir own and 
till- lindgL- wan Koon coniplutcd. 

At the mmc time Oenprul Hooker set oitl fruni llridgrporl to 
croaa the TonnespoD and opou the route through Lookout ViiUey. 
Oenerul Geary's division of the Twelfth Corpa wtis in advance 
and during the 28th ]i(tii<9lrciLi<d to Wuuhntchie ntthotit cocoun- 
taring fMriouK u|i|ii>«ilioii. After tnidiiiglit, howover, it waa 
wiT-agcly HKMiiiltvd hy ifc-LMwas diviHton of I<oiigittr«et'a coiqis, 
whii'h orcpt upon it in the durknMO hoping to take thu deeping 
camp by surprise, Geary and his men were wide nwake. well 
realiitiug the danger of their position, and ihongh enveloped on 
three lides fonglit unfalteringly till one brigade of Hchnrz's di- 
Ti«ioa of the Klevi-nth Corps enciiniped noine miles in the rear, 
oumv up on the dnublo-qAicIc and relieved the presaurc upon 
Geary's left. The other hrignde had been detached cu ronto to 
operate ogaioBt a seoond body of Confed^niti-K uho w«re advanc- 
ing iigaintit Ihe enni]! of tlK> KlcTenth CorpM. fm Steinwehv's 
'IiTiMoD wiM moving to join in the fight nenrest it fnv vthk ujwu- 
ed by a strong force of the enemy posted on an almost iiuicccMi* 
hie hill 'iOii feet in hight. Two regiments under Colonel Orlan- 
do Smith, — the Thirty-third Maasaehiisetli^ Colonel A. B. Under- 
wood, and Smith'n own, the Scvcnty<thinl Ohio,— were ordered 
to c-lcAr the lull with the Wyunet, which was mognifiecnPy done. 
Colonel Underwood waa severely wounded, and at the requcflt 
of Geoeml Hooker received a promotion to a brigadier gencrat- 
uliip for hia galhintry. Probably no more pictures()ne night 
ImMIc than that i)f Wanhatdiie was «vcr fought. All along the 
valley nnil nji the alnjicui of the hills the bnrsts and flashcD of lire 
ran, while from the (mwning bights of Lookout, iw though from 
batteries built amidst the clouds, the Confederate artillery joined 
in the strife. But the attack was everywhere repelled, nnd 
within a day or two the route tliongh tbo valley was ojieued and 
llrmly held. The partinl freeing of the river also allowed the 
vtiiployiuent of n Hmall iU'iiiiier which aome of the Michigan 
tniops in the army hail built and ii.inicd the " ChattJiiiooga," by 
which supplies were brought to the feny. 
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A oooeideniblo force tuut mciiittiiuc been seal from Rrogg'* 
army nnder command of Longetreet to operate ngsunEt Bumsidc, 
to jireTeot bim from roaohiDg Ctiatt.inoo^ and if jxwsible to 
dcHtrov or capture his commnnd. Tlic latter, making the best 
ilefenac poctiblc eii ruutu, foil Imck to hiii intnnohmi-iits at 
Knosvillo. Tjongotrcot made a sharp attack Xovombcr 18, get- 
ting ])oi!)seeeion of some out]>uEt» and killing Qoaeral W. P. 
SatidiTH. who with a small command had bravely defended tbo 
place till liuroside's arrival. Finding that the works were too 
strong to lie earned by assault, I^ongstreet iaimediateK begua 
Biege operation*, hupiiig to bug lli« garrison before KMtstaece 
should reach them, us he knew liiirniiido's «took of proviaioDS to 
1)0 MBiftll. While the aicge woe yet iu progrctw the country vat 
electrified by the tidings from Chattanooga. 

Late in September General Sherman with the Fifteenth Corps 
had moyed from Vicksbiirg by water to Memphis and tlienco by 
rail toward the Tennessee, in support of Itu^eerana, but when 
Orant's plans fur a campaign against Brugg were perfected he 
was ordered forward to Chattanooga and on his arrival opera- 
tions at onoe commenced, the first otTeusive movements bein^ 
made November 23. On that day ^heiinun crossed the Tennoi^ 
see ntid the Chickumaugd, aflor various (K'monttmtioiiH to mis- 
lead ihu onomy, ami moved forward along the lino of the latter 
atream against the Confederate right at the upper end of Mis- 
sionary Kidge, making his way slowly but holding tenaciously 
whatever ground waa gained. On the afternoon of the s&me 
day (lenernl Thomas formed a strong lino of bis own eommaBd 
which wiw advanced against the Confederatu center in front of 
Ohftttarioogji, carrying everything before it as far as Orchard 
Knob, a minor elevation some distance in front of the Kidge hut 
beyond the first line of rebel rifle pits. Here a battery was 
plaeed and intrvnchmeiits thrown up to hold the ground thus 
gained. 

The first deoieivo blow wiis itlTuck by Hooker on the S4Ul 
From his position in Lookout Valley ho was directed if i>ossitile 
to drive the Oonfederates from their occupancy of Lookont 
Mountain. The force at his command eonsistfid only of (ienn- s 
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diviaion of tlio Twelfth Corpi*, ()gt<;rlimiii'i of the FifWenth and 
two brIgadcH from the Fourth, — troops tlitt hud iifvci- fought 
together and whose uiimbera seemed wholly inade'iuato to the 
t«rrible nndertaking ; but at 4 o'clock in the luoniiug he re]>ort«d 
readiiieiu iitid #)iortlj afti'invard the Diovcmeut began. Almost 
from th« brink of Lookout Cruuk the mouniftiu lido eloped 
upward so ttliiirply tluit it iwcnioil iilinoit impracticiiMo for the 
unimpeded foot of mnn, bnmking 6nully into ii perpendicular 
palisade from 50 to 100 feet in ahcer oecent to the table land 
forming the summit of the mountain. At t^very nvuihiblo poiDt 
,helow the paliROde this slope was liilt^d with nbutiH, ritli;>{>it<t, 
breiutworks iind epftulmcntti defended by Mi-Liiwa's vi>U'niiis. 
The HtouUtst heart might well have «hruiik from the struggle 
which must ensue, but tiL-uiy's division never faltered. Crossing 
the creek und extending its lines up the mountain side till the 
palisade protected the right fliiuk it faced northward aud 
ii«iiiEt«d by the lire of the batteries from the vnllcy hogun to 
press forward. A heavy mi«t hung over lltu face of the mount- 
ain almost concealing thi' struggling heroes from the sight of 
their snsious friends, but now and then through a rift their ad- 
vancing banners could be seen, the line of fire moved ste^ultly 
forward with never a retrograde, and at uoon the utterly de- 
momlixod defender weiv driv<>n around the sharp northern end 
of Uio mountain and (he pur^siu^rs looked over upon the linen of 
their fellow-Unionists in the Chattanooga Valley. Here Geary 
was directed to stop and reform his lines 'mt there were indica- 
tions that another stand would be made as the eii«lerti face was 
turned, and Itia victorious command, ueci-v^Muiiy broke into an 
Oxniutnt rabble, rushed forward with nevnr a pnuHe and mmt 
their antagonists in a uind scramble ovi<r the rocks aud through 
the gullies into the valley beyond. Then the line was Mtab- 
lifibed, the right still resting against the palisade and the left 
reaohing to near the mouth of Chattanooga Creek in the valley, 
fading and euliladiug the Confederate position ou the right of 
Thomas. During the night an attaek was made on Hooker's 
right but it wasoasily ropulH-d, and at daylight next morning 
the Stars and Striiws waviil from tht summit of tbe nionutain, 
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which had l)eeti ti«gtily alwndoned, Bngg oonceotnttiag hia en- 
tire force on MiMionarj- Itidge, with bia pickets etill clinging to 
thv «»«t«rii slioro of CIintUnoog» creek. 

Uooker's command was now ordered forwuxl «oroM tlie vid]fy 
to the Itossville Gap, which it reached wtd occupied about 
the middle of the afU-rnooii, hnring been dolnjed on the way by 
shiirp «kinni«>iingknd miulng bridge*. Then fiicing nortbvrard 
it adrancod £tradi)y till Bimwt, driving the enemy from one jxh 
eition to nitothor with re«istle«e force. All day ShermAQ bad 
been battling etnrdily at the north end of the Ridgt', with hia 
fflee to the itouth, though making but little advance owing to 
the dtflicuHy of the ground and the tenacity of tbo rMifltance. 
As the: afternoon wore away wilhoutenllicicntprogreea to satisfy 
General Grant he ordered Thomas to assault the enemy's center 
in front of Orchard Knob. The position here was very strong. 
At the foot of th» ridge, half a mile from the Knob, waa k BtroDg 
lino of work»; half way up the ascent was a second, eoneisting 
chiefly of rifle-pila ; while the summit was verj' strongly fortifi- 
ed, with 50 pieces of cannon in position. The four divisionii of 
Haird, Wood, Kheridan and Johnson were formed from left to 
right in the order given and at ludf-ptut 3, under onlcre to carry 
the lirot line of works if pOHilde, advanced at the booming of six 
«igiuil guns. 

Through a terrible fire of shot and shell, grape, canister and 
musketry, the lines moved (irmly across the plain to the huso of 
the moimt«in, captured the works which were their objective 
}M>int nnd sent sueh of ibc defender! as could eioape rushing 
frantically up tbo hill. Then the victors endeavored to halt and 
lie down at the fool of the Ridgo in obedience to their onlcrs. bat 
there was no shelter from the plunging tiro mined on them from 
above, and presently detached groups following the lead of some 
dauntless stHndard-heerer began to climb the hill-side. Tfae 
movement spread like wildfire. OfRcers cheered on their men, 
color-bearer* waved their Rags and shouted Iwek for their fcUowe. 
till presently a hundred dotached groups with a common object 
went scrambling up the ravines and gullies, dodgiuj; from one 
jx-irtially sheltered ooverl to another, screaming, cheering, shotit- 
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ing like so many madmen. General Grant lookiQj^ on from Or^ 
cliard Knob, was astonished. •* Uy whose commanJ is that 
movement?" ho a^k<;il the equally surprised Thoniaa. "It 
luolia like 11 xponlanootiti ndvawcc," was all tlio reply tlmt the 
littUir could inukc "All right if itoomcsoul wuU ; if not Komo- 
\Kx\y will suffer for it ! " the ohiofliin growlod as he wutohod tho 
jirogrew of the disorderly scnrry up the hill. 

Sheridan's men were the first to reach the summit, and for a 
time they found themsolves with plenty of occupation, but soon 
m lodgment wm made, fonio of the battericji captured and the 
gaui tiiniod upon tho breaking line» of thi; Oonfcderatcn. In 
ooo liour from tlie firing of the liif^nal from tho Knob tjio 0Dtir« 
orcet in their front was in posseBsion of the Uoys id Hhie. 
Wood's division, to the left of fjhcridan, met a more deter- 
mined opposition, and the struggle there continued till after 
dark, when the Confudenites broke bufiin; tho repeated assiiults, 
the panio extending even to the troops in front of Shomiaa to 
the north, ao that when night settled over the mountutus it 
found Bragg's army in full retreat toward Dalton, while that 
uffiocr himnolf bnroly oscnpcd capture* with the other generalti at 
his heiul-<|uarterfi. This was the news which next moniing wiia 
read to the Army of the I'otoniac m it set foith on ita dismal 
pilgrimago toward Mine Run. 

That iiij^ht a force of 20,000 men under fieneral Craiiger act 
^oul for ihe relief of ]iurn«ido at Knoxville, while Hooker, .Sher- 
man and Sheridan pro^sc^ the retreating Coufi'der«te«. Seven) 
sharp actions occurred Ijutwecn the pursuers and the rear giianlt 
L especially at the mountain passes near Hin^gold where Uooker 
^■■diiilodged Cleburne after a rery stnbborn eugngement, following 
^■nrhich tho |>uniiit woM abandoned and the Union army rom-cn- 
Vtraled uojir Chattanooga, iu the vicinity of which they enjoveil a 
[ a winter of woll-eunied ro«t. General Shernmn joined Gninger's 
column on the march tj>ward Knoxville. taking eonnniind. Oit 
the 3d of Deeomber the advance entered tho Union lines at 
Knoxville mid the siege cume toan end. J^ongstrvet on hearing 
of the disaster to BragjfrealiiEcd that time was becoming precious 
sad resolved upon carrying the works in his front by assitnll. 
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which wuH mvlo and bloodily ropuleed on the 39th of NovemW. 
From Knoxvillo hori^Ereuted in the direction of Virginia, w)ier« 
we shall lind him preBcntly, 

Ak the news of Grant's mngnificent victorj, following m 
cIo«ol}' ujion hia siiocesaeii iii MiaaisAiptn, wbk miidc kiiown to the 
country, h^ bi*eiinic ©verywhen- the hero of the ycnr. Ttuislu 
an-l II gold medal wero voted him hy Cungn-ss. whilo the pulJic 
Hnd pri™to expn-ssions of up)>i-<Ktintiou wore of the most flatter- 
ing nature. The linger of deetiny Beamed nnmistalcnhly (loiiit- 
ing to him as the chieftain ordained to lead ihe Union armlM t« 
trium|<li, and his subserjnent |)roiuotion to Liontr'nant-tiflnoral, 
with cominand of ull milttiiiy movcnientK, vm everywhere re- 
garded iw otic i-miiiiiiitly fitting. 

The other niililttry operations "ftlic closing year wore scarcely 
noteworthy. In North Ciii-olina, Genvral Foster as llumaide'* 
succMcor was engaged in a more or leiw desntCory strife nitli 
smnll buad^of Oonfuilenitea. will) iioiinjiortunr. ndvaiitageacvru- 
tng lo either. In Snuth Curolina all i-IIorl* wen- concentrate 
against Cbtu'let«ton hurhor, and these under General Oiiluiore 
and Admiral Duhlgron, wore of the most earnest nature lutd 
some progress was made. Morris Island was wresle^l from 111* 
Confederate grusp ufler the blood of Colonel Hluiw und his col- 
ored troops of the Fifty-fourth MiiftitacliiiHett», with others, bad 
been poured out in vtiin in the ditches of cruel Fort Wagner; 
Fort Sumter hiul been jioiindeil to u Hhiipele«(> niii»i of niiu!). and 
shells from the " Swiimp Angel" had gone screaming into 
Charleston, ■'TheOmdU- of Secession." General Banks having 
reittored n salisfaclory decree of ijtiiet in Ijouiaianu bad turnud 
hi* attention to other points in his departnit-nt, and ha<) made 
some progress toward re-establiidiing the old flag in Texa*. oiwra- 
tions in thio (|iirii'ter continuing while winter had locked n)> tht 
armies in other seotions. 

On the whole the outlook had brightened wonderfully during 
the last six months of the year, and the improved military Hilna- 
Uon was reflected in the autumn elections by a stronger vxpre«- 
non of conlldonce in the Xalional goTernmetit. Vallaiidigliam, 
the opposition eundidiiti' forgovernorof Ohio, who from Canada 
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WM posing IK u marlyi' to iiiilitar}' despotUiu, was buriod under 
A loyal mnjority of a Imudrod tliuusmul ; \ow York gave a aa\>- 
sUintial Uoiun mujonty, a* did MorylAnd, where th« (|U«itii>a of 
«nianci))atioi) catued 8hitr|i otiifu. 

Id the C'oaf«derao;, ou the otiier hand, the outlook vm con* 
tinually darkoning. B'ollowing the defeat of Leo aud the lone* 
in the MirtstiSKiiipi vulley, President David had ordered the oon- 
acnptioii of all attic-hod icd mvn in tliu ConfviliTiioy between the 
agM of 18 and 45. and before the clottc of thf yt-ttr the Intter limit 
waa extended to &5. During the wiuti-r Gi^iioral Itriig); wiu made 
general-iu-chief of the Confoderato iirmic* Ijy DuvIh. but the ap- 
l^ointineDt was not one to inspire hope or prodiu^o satisfaction. 
The prouurc of the continually strengthening blockade waa 
more nnd more crijtpling tin.) ttoutheni resonrees, the ho]>e of for- 
etga auistancv was daily wuniu^', thi- lliiancc« were becoming 
serioasly crippled, and the abundant Confcderuto "paper money " 
had « nuying tipeeie value of from four to si^ cents per dollar. 

To return to the winti'r qmuiers on the Kapidan ; directly 
aftor the Mine Run Tin^ou, the Thitty-eoventli, as we have Acen, 
selocUid tho most favorable »pot availnblo and began the build* 
of their wintor nuarters — "Camp Sedgwick." The result was a 
model production, noteworthy artion); the multitude of camps 
which dotted the face of the country for miles around, though 
confeaaodiy not so coni))letc and perfect as its prototype of the 
previous winter, sinoo the fai-ilitiea for oonslruction were by nu 
Bteanieqaal. Desirable material wnx scarce, having to be brought 
» considerable distjtnce vwn nt thv beginning, and the entire 
work was done under thv omnipresent feeling that the location 
of the army, or still more probably that of the regiment, might 
l>e citaugcd at almost any hour. So while the camp was made 
complete and comfortable, more individuality was displayed in 
till- ■■onut ruction of the different cabins and in their fitting u]>. 
The IihIm when completed and occupied on tho lOtb of December 
nnmlwnid 140, exclusive of oftkers* and other general (luarters, 
18 lens thab were vacatvd in )fay, showing the net decTWiut in 
the nnraber of men to be provided for to have bepn over 7i> since 
tll« liuildiug iif "Camp Kdwardii:" Kud this despite the liberal

Thu winU-r on the Rapiilan waa marked bymi unitHaal rcli^-j 
JDiiM iiiU<r<!Nt lliixiiigliiiiit X\k Army of the Polomnc. Apart from ' 
lliu (uiruv«l I'lTort.-* piil furtti liv tlio vnrioiis chsplaina for the 
B])iritii»l and mural wolfarc ot tlic men with whom they wun 
a«»oi'>n(4ii|. the Christian Cummiiwiiiii had mniiy agentii actively 
at work in iw-iijierulioii. One of their I'l-oditkblv vfforts was t ho 
lurni«liing to vuch hri^'udo in the urmy of a "fly" for covering 
ft chapi'l li'iit. In KiiKt i.-i'i) Brigmlc, iis in same othcra, it was 
Ihotight li;.'ttur Lu iiMign tlie gift to one ot the rogiiueiita, th« 
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choice fwing tiwtlr by the t'liii[>laiiia drawing lots. The Tliirty- 
e«vcutlt wiut forluiinCv in »voiirittg the tent, mid during Ihe early 
purlof Jitntiiiry aoliiiftol wii* ornotwl and fiiruished, oapahle of 
seating about 160 plteodb. Thu «triicl.iirit wiia nni'H"^ in rou- 
struction, tliougb anawering admintbly its purpose. Tlic aidoa 
were built of split lage flxod upright in the grouud, forming n 
stockude Monik! hIx foct in liiglit to tho earoe of the oiinviiK. Tho 
cruvii.-c« btiiiig liovod by altbinilnjiplicationof mud, tbeiottrior, 
SO by M fcut. could b# coaifortubly wnnned by the aniull stuve 
with vrhioU it was provided. SinlM 'wore obtiiiiied by splitting 
logH, hewing the upper nidi' to piiMubleHmoulbnonsiinil uiouutiiig 
tlietn upon legs; while the deek wiis quite lostcfiilly filled up. 
Waring on lU front the tireek cross of the corps in eTtTgre«ii8 ; 
Above it the iftute niid nationftl colors were draped, while in front 
wore two crossod mnikets, each bearing a small ropy of the Stars 
itnd fjtripcs. 

As soon as the building wa» habitublo it came into tisc each 
ijablwtb and nearly every evening in the week, pntyor-moetings 
bving b«Id vither there or in the chaplain's tent several timw 
during the we»lc; while a spt-Iling-scbool uiul a lyceum attracted 
ninny who did not can- eH]K'i.'inlly fur the religious gatbennga. 
The Utt«r, however, grew in interest, and during the wint«r a 
regimental church niis orgsinijied, adopting a crot-d and a cove- 
nant suitable to the drcum stances. This church, beginning with 
u few eHrneai members, grew continually, especially toward the 
close of winter, reaching a membership of .'>3. Itaptisro was 
performed on sorerul uouiisiun^, and some notable oonTeraions 
were made. The chapol wum dedicated by tjuito imprcaaivoaer- 
vioes on ^^u^day. February 7, 18G4. though ithml boon iiiuM for 
aovM time previous. Tho chaplains of other regimenta wore iu 
nlt«nda»DR, tho regimental ohoir nnder the lead of Lieutenant 
ICdwurtlit King »pprt>priate hymna, and the dedicatory sermon 
wits preached by Chaplain BcuglcH of the Second Rhode Island. 
Much rending inattur wai furnished by the friends of tlio regi- 
ment in HasBacbusetts, in addition to that provided by the 
CbHiftian Commission, a box of books being sent to the Thirty- 
iicvonth by the Sunday-school of the Congregational eburclt in 
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Lee, and a large bundle l>y Mrs. K. L. Edirarda of Springfield, 
?among other oontribiitions. In oonu«otioii with the debuitin^ 
JMiootalioii, wliioh wv presided orer by Corporal Shepiu-daon (^ 
I Oompniiy A with Si^rguimt Wnnier of Ooupiiti)' E for secretarj, 
II weekly paper called " The Rovoillo " and eontrtbiitwl by dif- 
ferent memberti of the regiment was road, thus ntproduciuf 
some of the dearest features of Kcw Kngtaad Tillage life and fur- 
niiliingt the men lioalthful mental discipline and moral traiuiug. 
In connection with this mental exercise the members of tlie 
Thirty-seventh provided fibenil phy«ical re«r«tion. Neariy 
every pleasant day in the intervalH betvreen drills a game of haw- 
ball or " wiuket '' formed a ctiuter of attraction for the uiwni* 
ployed members of the brigade; theso games becoming lai^y 
inter-regimental, a variety of "teama" were organized through- 
out the brigade, some of which became very proficient. If a 
fall of ariow prevented the regular j'aatime, it only ftiroishcd the 
opportunity for another, and miiny a battle of suow-balU was 
conducted wilh tm energy and skill worth of the more deadly 
conflict to which the combatants might at any time be called. 

Yet with all theoe and many other alleviations of the liouts 
which otherwise might have proved monotonous and duntorBlti* 
ing. thr lot of the soldier wiw by no means an enviable ono. 
The season seemed iinuMiially inclcmaat. Storms were many 
and severe, and the cold often intense. At such times, especial- 
ly if a strong wind prevailed, even the mort comfortable quar- 
ters did not siiiffice to prevent sulfcring on the )iart of the occn- 
panta. The su]>ply of fnet was iuat)e<|uale at the bejiinning of 
winter, and il iK^oanie dcjilonibly short ns the months wore away. 
The region had been previously occupied by sohliers of both 
armies, who hud cut off the best of the wood, but the Hlum)ii 
had been cut ho high and so much waste had been made in otlior 
ways that for a time a conifortabl© supply oonld be obtninix] by 
taking off another section from the stum|)S and othorwisK glesn- 
ing tho field. But this soon Hxbausted the immodiot« vicinity, 
and then the men were obliged to bring all supplies from th« 
distance of two or three miles. Very naturally no advant-e snj>- 
|ily was ever gathered, and when a long alorm came on it iiiva- 
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riftlilj foand Uie occupnntn of ii lurgc proitortion of Uiu louts 
vttfiiiiig lol8 or tukiog turns in going forth tlirough the inclem- 
«noy with soma wondvrftilly dull apologies for axes to obtain a 
8iii>}iIt of firewood. DuriiiK February the trials in this resjH-pt 
were especially severe, the weather being piercing nad the wood 
having lobedniwu three mitpM, the comliiinice being put upon 
an nllomuico of one iinndl loud eiicli per diiy. Inadefjuatc aa vf>is 
the supply in qniiatity, it wiis even more so in quality, bemg for 
tho most part green pine, which only burned through perfXitniil 
ciousing. The discomfort of some of those oold nights is griiphi- 
cally described in a letter written to ii fellow-olttrgynnin by Cliap- 
Inin Mone, which nlxo «bowB that the misory wu^ nut all ■•»• 
diimd by the oalistcd men, as ih^y somotimes felt. Ijnys Uie 
cltu]ilain:

I would hare 
glT«n three rauaini: rli*ers for Ilio Uuion only I wns nfniid of wnknii: up 
the iiuart^muMUr In the lent lulJoiuinK. wbv wua snorhiK like nii earth- 
<|uuke, • • finally 1 concluded to ariiw! and so I propcoded to unbuK 
myseU, and preHeutly "Chnplmn .17th Mmi. VoW was emptied out on 
the door. DrenKhiK was ii alow proccKt, so I nntldd my teiit and out I 
went nndur llyintt colors to get some kimlUnc wood. I cani<; bai^lc nitain 
iind luicke<l * full hour with an «K) dull lint<~lii<i, sliiveriU); in the mcAn 
time and suffriiQK the nrnitt f ii'iutiatinK itKony. finally I gat a fbv, and 
w.itn't It n luxury? Then 1 l»;;i{'^ myisolf aKaln and located tnysrlf 
ton^tudlnnllj on tb« barrel staves. I rolled, lumbti-d. whined. vutHixcd, 
limnted, doubled up and unrfoubl«d and tlien did it uhwn. and the thiid 
titn<>, and kepi doini; it. I don't know how [ Kot tlirough tb« nlitht. hut 
I found myM'lf here lliifl morniuK in the body. 1 got bmikfost, west to 
Brandy Station to ohaptainn' meutiui;, '^<1 **> Mnrcely any one else came 
I ctfiieluded the real tared wonw tlun I did, nnd I mtnn hack shtjiInK, 
" Tlie sohliet^s life ts always K*T-'' 
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WJlb sncli uncomfortable exi«rience« in camp, it sMrodyJ 
DoetU to be said llut the trials luid eulTcriDg* of gnirda U)i\ 
[lickots wore tiiiicb grcstor. Itnt booiL-on tlic storme there won 
manf bright anil Htiimy ilaya, which wore fnlly occupied in drill; 
in uddilion to the usaul roatine, many of the non-cominianoned 
oWcora luboritig willi the new recruits to bring tbem u{i to tbel 
high Htaadsrd of tho vet«rans uf the rcgimeat. Fri-<{tim)t and 
rigid ititpectioDS kept the etnndard of soldier); exeoll(<nco high, 
whilo Ihuro v/iu compuratirely little aicknns and few dmtbs fram 
diceuec tturitig the winter. 

The inclement seiison waa not to pass without more or IcssJ 
minors iind attempted " movements " against the enemy. Early 
in the morning of February i> the Thirty-wveutb wii« roused 
with orders to ha ready to nmrch itt tl o'clock, hnl the entire day 
pnucd with nothing in addition excvpt siit;pciittv and the sonod 
of distant cannonading. It proved to be another "tnuti march, "] 
nut ijuite ao diaaAtroua ns that of the year previoua, and in which | 
forttiiiately Uiu Sixth Corpn wiii not called to take a |iKrt. 

A few dnyK liefurc Oenorul .Sedgwick, commanding the Army 
of Ihe Poloiiiiic in the absence of General Mcsulo. received a re- 
i|iio«t indorsed by the Wusliington utitbdHlies to make a demon- ] 
siration against Lee on the 6th to aid a echeme of Gononil But- 
ler for making a dash on llichmond with ihe intention of frvoliig i 
the Union jirinonctra conniied there. The movement wiut a com-l 
(ilete failure, the coliinui wIhc!i niidertnok the cnterpriEw finding I 
their atlvtmco i/onfruiitud liy u strong foi-co and nn imporlatitJ 
bridge gone. Siilgwitk , however, know nothing of this, andi 
carrifd mit hi» part of iho programme as thoroughly ua the 
storm which came on almost at the moment of moving would 
allow. General Kiljiatriek wait to demonstrate with his caralt^l 
lit Onli>eper Mine Ford, fJeneral Merrill nl BaniettV Ford, Oen-l 
eral Wurreii with the .Secund Corps at Morton's Ford, and <<eu-| 
eral Xowton with tho First Corps at Raccoon Ford. The mud , 
prevented getting forward the pontons and some of the ha]f> 
doeen batteries of artillery which the two corpti atlemptwl to 
take with them, but the soldiers themseKes reuehed tho iissignod 
positions; at Morton's Ford the enemy were surprind and Cald-j 
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well's (livieioD of the Second Corps crossed the river, gaining 
Mine odvaRtAgefl. IIiiyH'n <livi»ioii wna sent over in support, but 
both withdrevr during; llio nijjiil and after another day of skir- 
misliing ami denioiiotratlng ucro«t tbc stream the ex[)editiou re- 
tiiriK^I to cainp. 

Nothing had been iicconiplixhed beyond the loss of a few hun- 
dred men hy the Army of the Potomac, but the reports ret-uiTcd 
convineed Oeiieml Meade mid the military directors at Wasliing- 
U>a ihiit a pro[)«irly mmiHgi'd muvemont of tiimiliir nature ini^ht 
sucoo«il, and lat« in tlic month General Kilpntrick with a picked 
nvalry force of 4,000 mon and some hor»c artillery waa 8ont 
forth upon the undertsikiu};. His purpose was to move by thu 
most direct route posnibte paat ilie right flank of Lee's urniy and 
by way of Spottaylvania Court House straight to Hiclimoud, 
release the Union juisoners there and conduct ihem to WillianiK- 
bnrg, distributing on hin wiiy the recently ifwued iimne«ty pro- 
clamation of Prusidont Lincoln. At the same lime a strong 
tlemoiistratiou vas to Iw made around the left of the Confeder- 
ate army by the ,Sixlh Coqis, which wit? to more as far as Madi- 
aoii Court Houw, wlwro Cu*tor"s cavalry would pass it and push 
forward m far as the Kivanna river near Charlottesville. Bir- 
Qcy'8 dtvigton of the Third Corps u'O!! to move to Juoics City iu 
snpport of the Sixth, and the entire army was to be held in 
readinera to inarch at a moment's notice if wanted. 'I'liis part 
of the movement was nnder the direction of General Kedgirick, 
ftnd it scarcely needs l>e said that it was promptly and efllcientiy 
carried out. 

The Thirty Hscveiith i-eceivcd its preparatory orders in th« aftcr- 
Boon of the 2Gth, and iibout 9 o'clock next morning the line was 
formed and the column moved away toward Cnipeiior, which was 
passed during the day and bivouac mnde for the uiglit at James 
City, — a characteristic Virginia town, consisting of one dwelling, 
a dcHert«d building which hud once Iteen a store, and a few dil- 
apidated out-hnt]diug« who«o (•icuie for existing at all »o one 
tk-cmed able to determine. The men were luiro weary with the 
march of IT miles and slopt soundly, though the camp wiis early 
aatir in the morning. The forenoon was well wlvancod U-foro 
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the niarcli w« resnmtd, boveTsr, nor va» it pm-sucd Ttgoronsly 
iliiriR(i;thi*(Iiij. Shortlj nftor noon Robertson's rivt-rvrii8rc«cbc<l, 
oil 1)k- bunks of wbit^li 1)io rcg^imont i-ooki'd colftc, rc«t«d for nil 
lioiir or two and t)i«>ii {inshcd forwuril within u iiiik' of HwtisoB 
Court Uoiiee, where the coi-jia wiis disposed in order of liattle 
usd bivouacked for the nij;hU 

Fiirty-eighl. liours were [imwcd in this poution, the last 24 of 
whirh were Ktipivmcly uncomfortublo. nii it stormed iacessiiDtlj. 
a (nowy, lOeety rain which froxo ws it foil, and from which t]ie 
men bad very iiuidcqiiate protection, having left their iihe1l«r 
Unta behind. About ditrk the regiment was ordered under nnn* 
imd moved back Qoroas Kobertaon's river, going into biTotue 
after mHrching n mile further. It wiu a very cheerteaa reetiiig 
{)Ihcc for human bcingK, na it wiu in nn oiwii field where the iniid 
«Ccmcil to r«ach ii uniform depth of about a foot, tho niingliDg 
snow iind rain waa still falling, and it was so dark that the atu- 
«»t objcetn wore barely distingui«hul)le. Sleep or rest was ontof 
th« <|U«8tion, and tho men ptis«cd tlie drugging houra as l>e»t they 
could. Next morning. March 2, tho face* of the wearied oor(« 
were turned towai-d "home" — for it thus they felt and ispokf of 
Camp Sedgwick — und at 6 o'clock thnt night, uftvr im intonttlj 
wearying Duirch of 30 miles over muddy, slippery roads which 
w«med Aimply intcrminuble tliey entered the fsniitiar streets. 
Many had fallen behind in the Inst few mile«, unable to retain 
the speed with which their more vigorous comrades wore pren> 
ing toward tlio old camp and its comparatively com(ort]i1>1« 
i|tmrter«. One of their number. Private Henry v\. Mell of Com- 
]iany F, fell exhausted and died on the way, bat apart from liis 
I sadfatetberegiment mot with no direct loasduring the expedition.

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oaniA thnt Kilptitnck, though fniling lo tutor Richmond, had 
■ottulljrboen within iti Mdhms »ad had inflicted sorioiu injur}' 
OD tb« railroads in the rear of Lcc's army, and it wag then under- 
stood that the pnrpose of Sedwick's movement bad been taUy 
accompliahed. 

For aome weoki mnny of the oBBOMW is. ^ army h«d enjoyed 
tb« pnMnc« in camp of their wItm tisd «tfa«r friends, imiung 
tha hiiuilwr being the wiviw of Chitplfttn MorKu iiiid CiiptHin 
Edwards, whohad been left in cunip during the absence of thereg- 
inieot, but soon afterward all risiting friends took their departure 
and th« signs of the camp pointed aumistakaldi|- in the direction 
of a roflumption of active campaigning. In fact though the act- 
ual time for movement won Htill gome distance in the future, 
ovoute of the grcHtost impurtuneu to the army were coniitantly 
transpiring. 

With the close of February Congress had revived the rank of 
Lioutenant-Oeneral in the Army of the United Stntt^ Prci<iilcnt 
Lincoln at once nominutvd General Grant to the oHice, he was 
promptly oonfirmed by the Senate and a few days later — baring 
been summoned to Waahinpton — was by the President aiisigned 
to the command of all the armies iu the field. On the 11th of 
>larch he visited the Army of the Potomac, tuid the rumor that 
ho intended to make hi« heacI-'juiirtcrH with that army was heard 
with ghkdncHs. An the rumor became h certainty, and the 
eotdiers marched past bim in review, hope swelled in every broiut. 
With the prestige of almost unvarying success in the «oe»C8 of 
bia former endeavor, it was but natnral to liojie that decisive vic- 
tory would crown his efforta in the larger field, that the object 
of the war would speedily bo acoomji|i#hod and thir citizen soldiers 
return once more to the homes and fricndit they had left at the 
call of duty.

comini.taioDa dated from the ocoiirreDoe of the rucancies tLflj fliltd. 
A«ist«ut Surgooit I'homaii 0. Lawton resigned Fobruary S3. 
uid March X7 T)t. KIjhIhi M. White of Itwton wiu uppuinlod to 
Um TiuAiicy. Captain John R. lltilloy of Company K was hon- 
orably discharged by Special Order of the War Department April 
4, and on his refnaal of a reinstatement vhick wm offered, FirsI 
Lieutenant CharloR L. Kdwards reoeivod promotion and vm 
mustered us (.'aptain of Comiiany D. Second Lieutenant Woliw 
B. Smith, wlio hiul previously been transferred from Comiwnt 
E to Company C, v/aa promoted to first licntoiumt of C^mjHin.v 
IK Among the oHicers on detached service at this time vetv 
Cuptain A. .S. Flivgg on rooruiting duty in Maasai-husetta and 
Lieutenant C ti. Itordnell in command of the brigade [uoneer 
coq>8. Cuptain Khi^'g did not return to duly in the rogimMtl, 
being honorably discharged for disability May 14.*

DiiHog tliu littter [iftrl of jUnrcli, 1864, the Army of the Poto> 
iimc WW hirgvly rvorgiiniKcd, tlio Rvv corps being couMilidtiU-d to 
thrao, — thu Seconil, cummnnileil by Goiienil WJiifieltl .S FTuncock; 
the Fifth, under General Goiivorneiir K. Warren; and the Sixth, 
<ieaerDl John Sedgvrick — the latter the senior corpi commander. 
The old Second Corpn luu) been connolidHted into two iltviijions 
of four and throe brigndog rcispoctivoly, the First oomnmudiHl by 
Geuonl Francix C. Barlow and thu Second by Genonil John 
Gibbon. The 35 repmentx of the Third Corps were consoltdatod 
into four brigades, two each of which formed the Third DivisioD 
of the nen fjeooud Corpii, eommandcd by General David B. Itir- 
ncy. Mid the Fourth Division, General Gershom Mott. Tho old 
Fifth Corpn wm likwiso reduced to two iliviMionf of the new, — 
the Pirst of three brigades uudur General Churlvs Grilliu and 
the Tbird (Pennsylvania RescrveB) of two brifpidee nudor Gen- 
eral Samuel W. Crawford.

GenLTul Kilpatrick having lieen ruHevod from the oommand of 
tilt' euviilry of tUc Army of the Potomac, that importjtnt arm of 
the service was placed nnder the eommwid of General Philip H. 
Sheridan, who bad eommandod an infantry division in the Anny of 
the Cuniherbind with *igniil nbility, Tho throe divisions of the 
corps were made up lu; follows: First, General A. T. vV.

ing umiea ot tlie governmeDt and ila would-be destroyers. 
Tliroiigb this maza ire mnst toUow the Tliirty-scTeiitk as it goes 
forth to win iU greatest renown iind provo its quality aa " a fight- 
ing rcgitnont." Up to thi« time it liuil «trnrecly Mt the Mujireme 
•hock of battle. PW'uO ofka whei-v il« disci]>liuv nod liriiin«8« 
woro woll tMted, and never with other than the highest credit 
to itself, it had still in a remurkablc degree osca)>ed the horrible 
decimation which w«s henceforth »o often to tear its eerried 
ranks into mere bleeding fragments. It was not to bu expected 
that tko future «hould bring to the regiment ii8 iin orgauisnlioa 
the good forttine which had thns fiir attended it, and this feeling 
was Toiood by inunv a thoughtful man, whether wearing a sword 
or bearing the musket.

eonfiict with the Army of Northern Virginia gave the best pos- 
sible asBUranoe that the foe would give book blow for blow to the 
Ian doepvratc citrcmitjr. 

The closing days of Uarcb and the early part of April wero 
uiarked by severe and snccessire stornia, rain »nd snow alternat- 
ing and making the roa<U very bod. While the armies were 
thus ffeath«r-bonnd the general commanding waa perfecting his 
Iklaas for the cjinipaign which wux to open n* «oon aa ihc roada 
waro practicable. His scheme contemplated the active and sini- 
nltaoeonB emploj-ment of all the Union armies in concert, thus 
re<|uiring of the enemy a similar use of his forces and prevent- 
tii|[ the drawing of troops from one army to reinforce another, 
M had ao oft«» been done in the \mtt when the action of the 
Union armies had been without concert. Acxwrdingly the com- 
mand of all tlio troops between the Alleghanies and the Missis- 
sippi rivi'r had been bestowed upon Ueneral Sherman, and he 
was directed to move upon the Confederate army, intrenched 
near Dalton, Us., and commanded by (leneral Johnston juaoe 
(ho promotion of liemral Bragg lo general- in-chief. The ob- 
jective |K)inl of ShorDLan*8 ailvance was to be Atlanta, the rail- 
road, mannfactnring and military center of the state. Grant's 
own head-()uarters were lo l>e with the .\rmy of the Potomac, 
whose objective was to be the Confederate army commanded by 
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Uunonil I>(ie. the Army of the Potomac to rciuaiii under tlif im- 
mediate romrDand of General Meade. Ilornfiide witli the Xinth 
Our|)s, wliicb hitd been slrengthened by a division of ooloml 
tKiO|)e, woe to join the Army of the Potomac, but for a timu re- 
' mainod under the dirvi-t mmmaiid of Grnnt. At th« sBtnc time 
O«n0ra] ButW with tbv Tonth and F,ight«.-enlh Coriw, sonut 
SO,lK)0 in ntimhor, was to move agaiuat Richmond from th« 
aooth by way of the James Uivcr and City Point, while Gi'm-ntl 
Sigol was to o[)i>raU! in tbe Sbennndonh Valley, deta«:hinj; ii iKtr- 
lion of hiB command for servioe tiudor General Crook in tbv 
KaBawhti region. The (iiirt takuti by ibeHe co^|>erating columns 
will be referred to uL iho iinHK-r time: for the [irwsent the nar- 
ntivtt must fullow the Army of Iho Potomac and «Mpvm11j the 
fortnncB of the 'rhirty-seventh regim#nl as a factor of thiit anny. 

At the close of April 4)eneral Lee's army occupied practically 
the poaitionof the previoUH autumn, —the right resting on the 
intrenched line of Mine Run, tho left extending M>me 18 or M 
miles tip the llapidnu. White this front line wmm hold hj a 
strong jiicket, the bulk of tbe army was encamped several miles 
in the rear, nearer the base of supplies, and Loogstreet with bi« 
two diviaions- returned from East Teiiiieosee waa (wsted near 
(iordoiisTille. rfiidy to move iii either direction as the UaiOB 
army ■hould ntioitipt llie right or left flunk movement. 

The Confederate position wua (imply impregnable bo a front 
attack, iind it only remained to decide whether to move tfa* 
I'liion army around its right or its left, and General Grant de- 
cided upon tbe former. The onlers were aooordiogly issued for 
the beginning of tho advance directly after midnight on the 
morning of the 4lh of May. The Second C'orp«. preoedi-d by 
Gregg's cavalry division, forming the left column, wa« to orou 
the Itapidaa at Ely's Ford and tidvance to Chnncellorsville ; the 
right column, comjiosed of Wilson's cavalry division, tho Fifth 
Oorjis and the iSixlb, wiu to criisa at Oermanna Ford and advance 
to Wilderness Tavern. It wa^ intended by moving at midnight 
to bring tho cohinins to tho river soon after daylight, to effwt » 
oroselng without serious opposition; an<l it was further hopod 
that by a vigorous forn-ard niovvment tbe two columns inighl 
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pnSH through the thickly wooded region known as " the Wildi>r- 
no)«ii"»ml rcncli man fiivombli- grouiiJ for militan' nperationB 
boforo the *iicmyKhi>ii!ii bo iihio to I'tmrt-ntmlo in *iillicierit foi-cir 
to necessitate atij Iil-hvv tightinj;. Thi< liri^t part of the pru- 
gramme w«s perfectly carried out : the second part failed, owing 
to the vigilnnoi> tind promptnejis of movement of the enemy, 

A* the Siith t'orps folifiwHl Ihe Kifth the men wore allowed 
a Utclu l»ngi^r n»l on their liift night in ciiiup, but at half-pnat 
S the bugles i-nllml fmm slumber, the tentH wen.' taken doun, 
knKp^ncktf jiaokcd, bri-»kf(ut prttpnri'il and i-atvn, und lut tlio tight ' 
of coming day began to brighten llio Kiut tlio column muvL-d 
forward. It was some 15 milcii from the camp of tbv Thirty- 
aevonlh to the crossing of the Kapidan at tiermanna Ford, and 
as the day proved <[nitc aultry and the march wn^ made rapidly 
ilio tu«n snffereil mnch. The bridges were reuched and crossed 
early in tlu- afternoon. Two had boon laid ut oacli ford,^ — one 
of fHnvas itnd one of iroodcn bout«. while one of the latter hiw) 
been laid at'Culpeper Mine Ford, between the croeaings ot 
the two uolumnd. for the use of the trains. After the passage of 
the troopH the eanviu boat« were taken up and accompanied the 
army, the wooden oni.'S being U>fl for the »i^ of the tmin», the 
Ninth Corps and Torbcrt's division of cavalry forming the rcnr 
gnsrd. Strong works commanding the fords had been cod- 
strnct«d on the southern bank, but were not full; manned and 
only a few scattering picket shoto opposed the Union advance. 

The head of Hancock's corjts reached its destination at Chan- 
ccltorsvillv about 10 o'clock in the forenoon, and a* the column 
came up the troops were concvntnttml and halted for the night. 
Warren nas an honr or two later in reaching Widernoss Tarern, 
and the Sixth Corp6 went into bivouac along the ptank road 
leading from tiermanna Ford, the rear near the ford, the Tbirty- 
•cventh haring advanced some three miles. 

•Tint after snnsot roligioiis services wen* held by the chaplain, 
in which a eonsiderablo jiortion of the regiment joined, not ti 
few of whom were never again to enjoy snch an oonwion. Wnrm 
as had been the day, the night wils n ncom furtahly cool, as the 
tnonutjiins to the westward had but a dav or two before )>oon 
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covered with snow. At ui earlir hourtheencAiiiiinieut was atill, 
the men Kvkingrcct t« fortify thoni for tho uuknown trial* of 
the coming iky. Hiire iintl ihcru ii group oiiglit l>o scou &ft«r 
thf iiuijorilv hud guiie to rest holding (•iirnest eonfoivnce as nwD 
might well do over whom the shadow of death rested ; whila 
others, without thought aitTe of the present momeut, were en- 
gaged ill g)im(-8 nr enjoying the luxury which some fortuuaie 
foraging <'iiUT|>ri*(' had provided. 

At 6 oV'lock of the Dtorning of the 5th the regiment miu-eh«d, 
til its pliiuu iu tho column, moving slowly till abont noon when 
it ri'Ltclied ils destination at Wilderness Tavern. It was intended 
thitl Hancock and Warren shonld pii^h forward to points on the 
Oatboi'pin road to the south wmI of the positions they thon ocea- 
pied, orders to tluit vfTei.'t had been innod and the troop* begft& 
to movo accordingly iu the morning ; but it was goon found tbat 
Confederutoe in considerable numbers were within a short di«- 
tanco on the turnpike in Wai-ren's front, and both colnnina wen 
halted till thej should be dispersed. It proved to bo Ewell'c 
corps coming down iu force to strike thu Union army in the 
flank, and whvn Sudgwjck rttachod the Tavern ho found the bat- 
tle developing in u serious niunnor. 

The point of contact wils about midway between the battle- 
field of Chancellorsville and the scene of operations at Mine Run, 
all three movements covering more or less of the same ground. 
We have alivudy noticed lliat tliroiigli thh Ncotion nf the country 
thvuhl Oiiingeturiipikcand the Oriingu or GordunKvillu plank road 
run nearly purallcl and from two to three miles apart, the conrae 
being a little to the sontb of west, Tho Germanna plank road, 
coming in from the northwest, crosses the turnpike a litth) to the 
west of Wilderness Tavern and contiuuea through to the Orauge 
plunk roitd, which itjoinsncurllickmun'shoute. Something lesft 
■than a mile west of tins junction the Brock roud comes up from the 
southeast, crudes the Orange phink road, and running thence in 
a general northerly direction across the Germanna Ford phink 
raad continues through to the turnpike, which It enl«rs some 
three- fourttiii of a mile to the east of Wildcrueaa Tawo. With 
the exception of the road« described the r^on itw trnversed 
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only by various by-ways and wood roads, little better than traila, 
ill one of the best of which Ooneral French's command had bo- 
come hopelculy ODtiuigUiI the {>r«viotu Nuv(rn)l)or. TIh«a wwo 
all well kDOiiTD to tlio Coufvdoratc vommaiidur or to suhlidr^ in 
hio army, while they were wholly unknown to the Federal officers 
and soldiers. Add to this that the entire region was covered 
with a foreat so denm; that no am: could Ixt made of artillery, 
choked with underbrush in many jiiirtt «a thick that a line of 
batll« could scttrooly bo discerned at 10 piiocs, and it will bo noun 
againut what obstacles the Union soldiers contended in the battle 
of the Wilderness. 

General Lee seemed to have divined very nearly tlie time and 
direction of the conlem]ilated movement of the Army of tho 
PotomiiP, At liny lale ho was fully im'|iar«d for it. and when 
on the morning of the 4th hi« eigniil c-orps reported Grant's 
army in motion he |>romptly disputched Ewell by the turnpike 
and Hill by the plank road to full ujwn ihe moviup columns be- 
fore they should reach open grouiul, whiU^ Longetroct was sum- 
moned up from (Jordonsville in haste 

Half H milo southwest of the Tavern was Lacy farm, a ciiitiva- 
tvd tritct in the midst of general dosolution. which covcriDfT an 
extensive knoll commanded a view of the wide-spreading tangled 
forest. Here (!rant and Meade took up tlieir ])osidons, whiU* 
Warren moved Orittin'n and WadaworthV divisions of his corps 
westward idong the pike in search of Rwell'M tuUanee. At thi* 
aume lime the report of Hill'ii coliimtt on tho jihuik roud left no 
doubt that a general engagement was at baud. Hancock had 
started out early in the morning, marchin}; nearly due south, 
and hie advance was beyond Todd's Tavern, mo\ing dinetly 
away from the scene of conflict, when he received the order to 
hall, followed prc.ieutly by one to nuirch by tin- B:ock road to its 
jumtion with the Orange plank road and plwe his corju in tho 
path of Hill's advonoo. Stountime Sedgwick, coming up tho 
Germunna road, wafl ordered to conueet with and prolong the 
right of the Fifth Corji*, or rather of (iriflJn's division of it, to 
the north of the tunipikc. This was promptly done with 
Wright's division, Xeill's brigade of the Second and SeymoiirV 
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brigade of tlie Third Division. Morris's brignde remained at th« 
"Ford cuvering the bridges till the arrival of the Ninth Corps, 
while Genera] Getty with hiR remaining three brigades WMtent 
down the Brook rend to (he Orange {iliink road with inmruotioM 
to mlvikiiect along the htttcruiid if por>iiibk>drivi* th« Coiifrdvnto* 
whom hu might oncotintcr buck bcyoiiil Parker's Etore, sonio 
three miles lo the westward. 

About noon the fighting began in earnest. Griffin's diriaoa, 
making its wuy as best it <-ould through the tangled undergrowth, 
came suddenly opon a Confedeiate line of battle, chargrd im- 
petuously and drove iL luiik. 'J'hii* uim Jones's brigade of Jolio- 
eon'x division, and Jonc« wag killed at the tim« that his funs 
was scattered, but strong roinforfcmenf* were eneouDt«red im- 
mediatoly and the Federal advimce was in liini driven hack. 
The only two pieces of artillery which Griffin had been able to 
get into action, advancing ihem along the turnpike, were 
almndoned, thu horsei! being killi'd, iind finally fell into iho 
hands of the enemy. General Wudsworth'e division was ordered 
forward through the thicket south of the turnpike to oonoect 
with (Jriflin's line and prolong it to the south. The result strik- 
ingly illuKtrateB the terrible diOicnlties encountered in moving 
truups thniiigli such a jungle. The division wiu formed in front 
of the Litey IIoumo and wiu instructed to more du« west, whkb 
would bring it into (he proper position. UnforUinHtelyiCs direc- 
tion WHS faulty at the start, inclining toward the northwest, ioi 
as it progressed the error was aggravated, so that it oanie int« 
]K>sitton with its Hank almost directly toward the Confedtnte 
line of hiitllc and in thai situation rvoeivod its Rre. There was 
nothing for the men to do but to scramble out of the awknanl 
predi(;ament the best way they coidd. The lines finally bi-iog 
somehow rc-cElablishod. both Ewell's and Warren's troops in- 
trenched at about the point where the struggle began, the 
works being some 300 yards apart. 

Later in the day Sedgwick's line*, creeping Ihi-oiigh the brush, 
cninu in oontiu;t witli lli" foit and a serious engAgomeni rv<snlt«d. 
Colonel Upton's brigade, forming the left of the Sixth Vot]* 
line, reached a part of tho liold which had already been fought 
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over, vrliL-i-6 thv iltMul und wouiidcd of both nrnticj were still 
lying on ibo gruiind and ttio woodtt*iu liis front vicit on Rn, to 
that his further advunce was cliwkod. The rest of Wright's 
divisioD, however, struck the enemy a well-directed blow, rout- 
ing two brigades, killing General StaBord, the oommaDder of 
one, and capturing intiny prinoniTA. With Ihia achievement the 
day closed on tho Union right. 

Gvnoml Gotty with hiK three brigndn! hrul moved promptly tu 
the jtiDction of the ptank and Brock roads, mid with a strong 
skirmish line in front advanced along the former for som© dis- 
tance nntil he confronted the enemy in so strung force that ho 
felt the hopelowneea of attempting to do more than hold the 
ground till Hanoock should come up, Whcalon's brigade waa 
formed on ihe right of the road. Grant'tt Wrmontcra on tho 
loft, with Eustis's Brigiide in support, tho Thirty-scv«nth on the 
right and the Tenth on the left of its front line, with the Seventh 
and tho Ki.i:ond in their rmr. Huncook'it troopa soon began to 
•rrive and went into position to the loft of Gotty, and as soon 
as the lino was reusonably well formed the order to utlvance was 
given. Obedience was not BO easy. Both sides hud intrenched 
as much as circumstances would permit during the puiuo, and 
when Wheaton'a and Grant's veterans attempted to advance they 
were met by a terrible nmitkctry lire which they returneil with 
intercxt. For a long time tlio two lines at t'loi<c '{tiarters poured 
a deadly fire into each other without wavi^nng on either side. 
Hancock's strong lines were ]>UEhed forward but without avail, 
A stream of wounded men poured to the rear, and the Thirty- 
seTenth, though not engaged, began to lose men from the drop- 
ping musket shot^. The Dr»t man killed was Coqioral Theodore 
A. Church of Company (>, who had volunteered to join an ob- 
servation detail from (he regiment iient out near the skirmish 
Udo to watch tho prjgrcss of evcnU in front, and while thus en- 
gaged he was shot through the head. Captain J. L. ITaydou of 
Company n received a musket bull in the thigh inHicting a se- 
vere wound, from the results of which be was a few months 
afterward obliged to resign the service, and 11 enlisted men were 
wounded. 
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Thue fiir the battle had taken the cbaract«r of two iitilepvn- 
«]ent engagements, <ienera^ Warren with the nBaiatMSce of Sedg- 
wirk iluing the liwl he couM iu the vicinitT of the tnrnpike, 
am) Unticwk witli (ic1t}-> three hrigudes tlutng likoiriiw ou tlie 
plnnk ruail. Liito in i\v> iiftornooii it waa iitt<;in]it«d to iiuun 
connoctioD mid aome degree of co>operulion between tbe scat- 
tered I'mon forces by directing Geueral Wadsworth to moTp bii 
dirmioii of the Fifth Corps through the forest toward the ]ilnnk 
road and etrike niU'e command on the Itank in oonc«rt with 
Hanuock's attack. The movement wiik uoetimpliabwl with grtat 
•.liftiL-iiItv, und it vraa dark before the deeigniit«d position wu 
reached. Finding himself in the vicinity of the enemy. Gen- 
eral WadRworth hulled his command for the night, the two lines 
Inking M viosc logulher that rej)ri.'»enlativej* of e»eh looking for 
wnttT iu tbo darkness wandered into the other Mid wore mad* 
prieonera. 

There was little movement during the night. Troops simply 
could not he handli,^<l In thiit iibominahle jungle in the ilurknrat; j 
lint Generiil Biirn»idc with the Xlnth Corpg wua ordertnl np te 
fill the gup between Elanuoek and Warren, nnd the order to mch 
corps commander wiis eimply to attack along the trntlri' lini' nt S 
o'clock next morning. Vet the decisive energy embodied in thnt 
simple direction was fully matched in that of the Confederaio 
commander. Jtist bufore the a]>pointed hour, ns General Sedg- 
wick wiiK making liis final di^pottitions for the advance, KwitII's 
illviRione came striiaming through the forext and ilaHhe<) itgitinit 
the firm lines of the Sixth Corns. It win m though a wavelet 
liad struck a rock. The recoil threw the charging columns back 
iu disorder, and the Union right, gnided and controlled by Iht 
calm power of General Sedgwick, drove back the demoraUxed 
foe and esl»bli«hcd its line* several hundred yaivls in advance. 
Then the intrenched position of the enemy was reached, und 
human valor could carry men no farther. So it provixl in thu 
cose of Warren. Along his front the Confederate poeition hod 
been made xo strong that a direct attack — Iho only one poesible — 
resulted in no advautagc to the I'nion urms, although valianllT' 
delivered and repeated with fearful persistency all the inoming. 
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either )tecaiiM> hii< troo|i)i were not in position or for 
niMon, did not uttiiok at tbe uppointed time, nor in 
fact till ufti-rnoou. JTot eu with Hancock. At tiie appointed 
iiioincnt liiH troops wore biuncbed against the foe, thuugli liisliiie 
at thu loft was hampered and held ba^k by the expectation that 
LongBtreet or a portion of liia eoinnnmd might como tip the 
Brock road to strike the Fedonil Ii'ft Hunk. Pivoting upon the 
left, thvroforc, th<i Second Corp« with tlio other commanda 
which had liven attached to it Huung forward ita ri^ht, coTering 
thft important 'plank road. Hei-e General Hirncy of the Third 
Division, Second Corps, was in command, hi.* own divi«ion, sup- 
ported by Getty's three brigades (now commanded liy Gi-nurul 
Neill, (Jolty having bcon wounded Iht- previous afternoon), 
moving along both sides of tlio jdank road. In the advance of 
the inorniiif; Euetis's brigade formed the third or fourth line, 
thi' Thirty-seventh supported by the Seventh oh the right of the 
rood with th<i Tentli and Second on the left. Aftur stubborn ro- 
Mixtiinoe the Confederate line* gave way everywhere in Ilirney'a 
front and a conHidvrable advunco was mode and hold, though his 
left was preaood back from its farthi'St point. At the same lime 
fleiieral Wadaworth's division, coming in upon the Confederate 
flank forced its way across to the plunk rood, faced in the line of 
the general advance and drove the enemy still ftirtlier back. It 
WiM the oriticid moment rif the bitrtU'. If the Federal move- 
ment rwittd have I'ontinuud it muMt have torn Ilill's entire corps 
to piecius, but owing to the naliiro of the ground it became nec- 
vBsary to moke a complete readjustment of the linea. The. man 
were scattered and mingled in almost inextricable confusion; 
oltli-era were without command, detached knotM and groups strug- 
gled here and there, thi" whole expanse awormed with fugitives 
prL<ssiug not from but toward thu enemy. It w«a no trifling task 
to giithor commands, form lines, establish connections and put 
the foroea in condition for etlcctive work, and while this was 
being done Longstreet'a two fresh divisions ciime u]> on tho Cod- 
fodcmte aide. Their pveuence woh unknown (ill Hancock, 
atn-ngthened by Stevenson's division of the Ninth Cor]is. which 
with Wadsworth'fl was now placisl formally under his command. 
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HtUmptod a further advAace. Bj this time LongBtre«t wm 
]>oGittou, and though Ilinioy, Mott and Wadaworth foaght tl 
divUioiie ^lantlj^ thcT were held in check by the firm li 
which th«y encountered. While the Witle waa fttill raginf 
flenx-ly and vhen the Fwlend trou|i« hud ncarlv ox]H'n(li>d tliM* 
untnuuitign (Itvy wi-rv takvn in tin- flunk hy fivv brigntl«» whi 
LungHtm>t had niuvwl around to thv itnliniifaiMl railroud iDi 
Uienoe nearly duo nurtb. gtrikiog Mott'i thin liue^, w 
cnimbled at the shock. Before Wadsworth's brigades were 
jmred for thia nuw trinlthe vaTe8we|>t over upon them and 
too, unuble to hold their ground, rushed back in coofi 
toward the Brock rond, throwing other troops mto dieorden 

EuHtis's Brigiidu urns coming up in colamii of n^giraentE at 
momcitt, when Oi-neral Wadeworth, leoking for eome force to 
stay the dieadter. rode to the Tbirty-seTenth, which watt in front, 
and directed a cbat;geajMinet the exultant Confedentu-s. Col- 
onvl KdwiinlM rvcmved ineonK<r and moved hU n-gimeuL hy th* 
right flank till iL !;too«l full in the {uth of Ihe I'iclonoos legtoii»; 
then facing the torriblo work before it tht> frail line hirard ud- 
distnaycd the order to charge ten times its own numlwr, u4 
with a cheer and a dash as one man the gallant battjiliou th: 
itself against the advancing liue. The remainderof the bri 
halted. 

It wa« like n charge throngh the wildcat regions of Dan 
"inferno"; The furcsts which one* covered the entire 
with a magnificent growth had been cot OTer repeatedly to 
nitih fuel for the niitiM which had heen worked in tlic vicin!'.

But oxer the swampe, 
twMD the saplings, through the hushes and briers the men forced 
themnlTe*, firing as they wont, clearing the human ap[kuiiiim 
away with the bayonet, catching a gleam now luid then of I 
a 
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lovod colors — MoMachnaetts and the nation eide bj side — ss thor 
Kti^vdil V presa^ throuj;h the wililerness, driving back the enemy, 
liiKt altvr lin« in disorilttr, inflicting neriouB 1os8, but marking 
tlio path of t]w mlvuiiuo with limve men fiillcn along the <ir»j. 

Still onward sweejue the line! Only tho Thirty-aovunth M&w* 
itcbusclts regiment is fighting Hill's and Longstrect's corpti.

"You have made a splendid chargt^!" said the noble, white 
haired Ucnvml Wadjsvorth lo Colonel Kdwards. "Your reg- 
iment alonv ha« done all that 1 wtHhi-d and more than I hojiod. 
I will go now to rofomi my lin«« and you must light yonr way 
hack as boat you can." They woro the hero's last known words.

Thu* 
in nltemiite moTODietit, with nit uobrokon front to the foo, with 
a pendstent courage that refused to be hurried into n donble- 
i\mck, th'jse who were left, in sadly shortened line, rejoined the 
brigade and at ouce set to work in the construction of a lioe of 
rifle-pits on either side of the |ilnnk mad. Ilefore Die tank of 
iotrenohing liad procicedcd far, Iinwevor, iien' diNpoaitiotu wtra 
made niid tlie bri^do advnticcd tu the cn-Mt of r hill somi* 
distam-o tu llie rijfht and roar of the scene of the recent attack. 
Here imdera suvcro fire which whs returned wilh encrgj' the pos- 
itiou was hcM while IIiiDcock'e lines were established in the vicin- 
ity of the llrock roiid. to which it had been decided to fall back. 
TTie Second Corpa being finally in position the brigade withdrew 
to thi! main line, forming Haui'ock'* right, Jiiid whiloawniting ilie 
expected renewal of the Confederate altitek there wiu time to 
note the extent of the loss ulready suffered. Thin was serious 
enough, a* the terrible shortening of the regimental line lud 
proclaimed. In jiddition to the loss of the previous afternoon, 
S4 enlisted men hud been killed and over a hundred offloorsftiul , 
men wounded. 

Among the killed wore many of the bravcMt and boat belorod 
of the regiment, the full list being as follows: Company A —

The wounded ofliccrs (■ompritod Major Moody, slightly in t)ie i 
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heixl; Oapuin Lincoln in llie aide, ntid First LieuteDAUt Clial- 
mere in the htiutl, producing disability from which hn WM tub* 
Bequontly disohurged. Il waaat the beginningof the rotrogrttlo 
movement thai Major Moody was wounded, and at lirstthe hurt 
(wenici to iie a sevcrft one. But the plucky major not only did 
not louTe the tiulil, hut rumli^rcd iuvuhiublc scrvico iu preserving u 
firm front ngsiuet thoi'nomy. WiUi bat oH and the hlood stream- 
iug over his faco and breast, he HkillfuUy maneuvered the 3eft 
win^', worthily exemplifying in hi» own hearing the unllinohing 
persistency and courage of the regiment of which he woi a mod* 
«at and worthy oHIocr. Lioutennnt Chalmers hud dnring the 
Tit)l«r preceding boon one of thu foremost in the uChletic sports 
of the regiment, us was rt-callcd by the unwavering tones of the 
bmra Scotchman when, extending the mangled member toward 
the lieatenant-colonel near by he sang out, " No more base-ball 
for me. Colonel! " (The full liat or wounded, ucciirnte a» it can 
he made by diligent reeeunh, will be found in the Appendix.) 

The expected onset by Longstreet's corps was delayed on ao- 
connt of the severe wounding of that chieftain hy his own men 
almost iu precisely the manner in which a year before Htonewall 
JacksoB had received his mortal hurt, though Longatrect was 
shot down in hroiul daylight while riding in front of hie com- 
mand arranging for the attack on UuncuL-k. General Locnt 
0&c« took personal direction of the preparations, but it was sev- 
eiml hours before he was ready to order llio advance. In th^ 
nMD tine Leosnre's brigade of llurnside'a corjis eharged across 
in front of Hancock's position, enooutiloring little oppo«ition; 
Mid ns it seemed po««ible that the enemy might have given up 
tJte idea of a further struggle Hancock and Burnside were ordered 
to attack in force at 'S o'clock. 

At * o'clock, however, the Confederate onset came, their lines 
advancing within a short distanoe of the Union breastworks and 
giving and receiring a heavy Are for a long time, the OMailanta 
in their exposed position suffering mo^t nverely. A singnlar 
circumstance, as it chanced, gave the latter a temporary advan- 
tage near the cIohc of the cn^agemcnl. In front of the TTnioit 
-here the grouud had been fought over aeverul timua, B 
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lire )iu(l Iwon Ituming liiui-c- nirly iit th« <liiy, ttod buA ooromuni- 
eut«d to the lugs forming tho brcaiiCworks, Fmiuo<1 by the brcese 
it Hprcad rapidly for hundreds of yards, tb« emukc imd fliunv 
ciu-ried back into llie faces of the defenders ohockiog thvir tiro 
aud finally driving tbem out of podition. The aESulants disoOT- 
ering tUtK fact piiitliifd fonvurd a brigude or two »nd made n 
temporary lodgvmuiit in tliu wurkM, vending a |>iirt of the Fed- 
ora] soldiers to the roar in disorder; btit a detonnini-d attack by 
a portion of Colonel Carrol's brigade regitini-d Ihc lost ground 
and tho entire Confederate Mm withdrew from tho hopeleu 
contest. Uancock's men having nearly exhiuiated their nmmu- 
uition were in no condition to deliver ■ counler attack, and the 
fighting oil that part of the line oeased, not to be renewed. 

But L<;e, with his tiaiitil dvti<rnii nation, hod not given ap the 
ideaof InllicliDg further damnge on his antagonist, and soon 
after the conflict censed on the Union left it broke out at the 
extreme right. Ity ^ikiUfiil effort Kwcll succeeded in maating 
Gordon's Goorgia bri|;adc and Johnston's Xorili Catx)liniaiU in 
strong ioiKO on Sedgwick's Hank. The lin«« of the Hinth Corps 
had been weakened to strengclum those further to the left, and 
Sbtder's bnga^le were assiduously building breastworks near son- 
set when they were suq)riHed by a vigorous onset and gave way 
in Slime confusion owing to the suddenness of the attack. 
Sliuler himself wa« niadu ^in^ioner, us was General Seymour, 
whiiso brigade was likewise broken, and for a time a critiuid state 
of affairs existed. The entire Sixth CorpsMront was attacked 
vigorously, and as the troojis jtresent consisted of but four bri- 
gades in addition to the broken ones on the right there wasdao* 
ger that the iiiipetuu of the blow might force a further giving way. 
Fortunately for the Union arms, thejunglejireventiit thoelfect- 
ive moving of troops by the enemy, and in tho opening of the 
engagement the Confederate forces became scurcely Iom broken 
than the brigaded receiving the shook, so that there wan every 
danger of the temponiry Rnci/ess turning into a disaster if fresh 
Federal tniops should come upon the scene. Tho otBcen un each 
tide, therefore, sot themselves at once to reorganize th«ir c!om- 
maiids. General Wright held his remaining brigodoe Urtnly to 
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ttieir work, while General SoilgwJck never displaved hia (|Uiil- 
ttica aft a jiopulnr officer better thuii in Ijringing order out of the 
thrMt«niRg cUaofl. Hiding in the pitth «f tliit fugitives nnd in- 
torposing the power at his prutMtnue likcuii iii«uniioiin table wull, 
||0 ciillod upon the dcninraliKcil oih'S to " IlemetnU'r the honor of 
th« Sixth Cor]»s." I'ht' ai)i>eiil, uttered in those warm-hearlcd, 
manly toneii which no hattle teiupoal ever disconcerted, vaa the 
most potont that could lie iniido. The men, nsliiimed of their 
toinpornry demornliwUion, hulled, fiiocd tihoiii. iind under the 
persoiinl euperintcndcitce of thi-ir buliivml couimuiidcr. in hastily 
formed linos, wont «t»ulily btick to ri'giiin the ground they hiid 
loist. This done, in the ourly diirknei^ a now and stronger llni'. 
aomewhat to the rear and better adapted to the occupation of 
the diminished force that was to lioM it, was iielected, fortiBed 
and occupied later in the night. 

The danger of thus wciikcuiug thu Union right being forcibly 
flliown to General Meade, the five brigades which had bevn de- 
tached were ordered to rejoin their corps, and with the rest 
Knstia'.i Brigadp. which had been relieved from the fi-ont to ob- 
tain a little rent, wna roust'd and marched for a time in the di- 
rcctioii of the right wing, hulling at length till daylight the 
butter to find its way through the mane. 

Eai'ly noit moiTiiii}; — the Tth — the brigtide in two linw took 
position on the left of the corps, and throngh the forenoon 
waited in conatnnt expeotAtion of a fresh outpouring of blood; 
but the morning puitKcd in compurutivc (|uiet. The Union skir- 
misherii wore pushed forward to feel the foe, but everywhere the 
reitort wa« priicticnlly the Hamc. — Leo had withdrawn hiH forctM 
to their strongly iutronehed linos some tbreo-tjuarters of a inilc 
from those of thf Union army, and having sconred the advan- 
tages of some openings where artillery could be placed was 
awaiting the Federal atUick. This it wa4 decided not to make. 
For two days the conlestitnt« had grappled with slubburn fury, 
each gaining at »<imc time oertuhi odTnntAgvs, to be iiuickly off- 
set by equal ditailvautagcfl. ICo grout ooutest could with more 
propriety 1k> cnllvd a drawn battle. While Grant had titken the 
iuititttivc, ]m luoromeut had not coutempUled or intended ti 
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hatUc whoro it hud tnkoa p)uc6. i^ce had forced the encounler, 
liud iiilliotod tipoii tho Union ftnny Hovere loeB, bnt had hiinwif 
rucoivod thi3 Rrst of tbv onishing Uuwh which were to bo contin- 
ued with the meroileea pereiatence of ramorselvM wurfaro till tbo 
military power of the Oonfedoracy should crumble in rnina. 
Having; engaged for two days in a deadly struggle in n regioB 
vhcn^ «nromon humanity — if consideratioaa of humanity erar 
,<atci«d tht; (lounciU nf inilitiiry comnumdcra — should bnTetor- 
^Iddon tho joinihg of baltlo, racli 8ido wmqow quite ready (o>»> 
lectimd to accept some other location for the continnation of tlw 
strife. The men of both conimaada were utterly exhausted by 
the ardaaus experiences of the {mat few days, yet as neither knev 
the puqtiJHcit »! tlio other it was neoewuiry that eicTj man who 
could bo spared for the purpose «bould ho engagt>d with pick and 
spade ill fortifying so that no «iiddon attack should bring diai^ 
tor at un unprotected point. 

Theuoefortb, indeed, ro far as Lee's army was conocroed, 
spades were to taki; the i>lace of bayonets. While there won 
occasional sorticH and drtsbes, the ateudfiuit principle governing 
the tactics of the Coiifudei-ati.'! chieftain wa« to plant his army in 
the path of the enemy, intrench heavily and maintain the beet 
possible poaitioDBof defense This course tiiink' the proseontioa 
of tiia.war on tlie part of the Army of the I'otomac bloody and 
at timeM disheartening, but it was at the same time bo pmctiet) 
a confritsion of weakness on the Southern side as to prochiim to 
the whole uuprcjudicod world that the beginning of the end 
had come. 

About noon Kuatis's Brigade was lelioved from its position at 
the left uf tlie i^orpn, but inntead of falling to the rear mUm 
inon fondly ho]ied for rest ami relief from the eonatant nppr^ 
bension of the front, it moved over to the extreme right, whom 
it formed in a single line and remained till ne^r dark, when it 
was set to work conatvucting a line of earthworks, built of logs, 
JUld whateTor could alTord protection from hostile ballets. This' 
work was naturally very diificnlt in aiieh a eountiy. The aoil 
was filled with routs and stones interlaced in an inipenetmblo 
net work: and to all other oonsideratious must l>c added the oi 
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huiistcd condition of the men. Yet tlie works were built ud 
tnuDiii.-<l. ami the defcndore ciink behind tbeni in thchupoof k 
night's nnbrolten re§t. 

Never vita bape mare vain, GeitFraJ Grant bad decided, ns 
eoon w it btwaiiu- evident that I^ee hod settled into the de* 
fentivc, to piieh on to the Hotitbward and interpose betweeu 
the Confederate army und Iticbnumd. Ahv-ud.v were liiM truJiis 
in motion Hnd the ordorji iNiiied dirt^ting the murvmentM of th« 
rarioas corps. According to tht-ss instructiuns, us noon as dnrk- 
neas made the movement practicable the Fifth Corps was to 
move by the Hroek road and Todd's Tavern to Spottsylvania 
Court Hoii)H>, a murch of some ITi miles, followed liy C!oiii-riil 
Hancock's oonimnnd tu Todd's Tavern, about Inilf way from 
the recent battle-field. Thu Sixth OorpM wii« to move by way of 
the pike and plank road to ChaDCellontvillo, whence taking the 
cron roads hy Aldricb'a and Piney RnniL-h Church it was to 
come in upon the Spottaylvania road between the Fifth and 
Second Corps, forming the center of the anny. Tbc trains of 
the Fifth and Sixth Corps were to follow the latter during the 
march, lieiog previously parked at Chancelloraville. All move- 
ments, as well as the withdrawal of the army from its position in 
front of the enemy, were to Ixi protected by cavalry ontposts and 
akirinishers. 

Sneh wM the plan in purxunnccof which tho Thirty-seventh 
were placed under marching orders about dtivk and soon after- 
ward drew qniptly to tho rear, taking tip the march which with 
more or less interrnption continued all night. Daylight found 
the raiment near Chancel lorttville, and for some dixtanco the 
nmrch wm continued in ihe direction of Fre<lcrickitburg along 
the plunk road. Then the mtiin road was quitted and the col- 
amn turned sharply southwiird. The marcli, which was steadily 
kept np till afternoon, proved one of intolerable severity. In 
addition to the worn condition of the men, consequent upon the 
inoewant lax on nerve and body duriug the prcviont< few day*. 
tlio weather was most trying. The hcsit liiul now bcccimc intense 
and enervating, the roads were dry iis tinder, and tho duet rose 
in stifling clutid? which hung with torturing persistency clos* to 
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th« enrtli, ohAking tlio lung*, tlie throat, the eyea, and Battling 
in dii^tuitiiig i|tm>itit}' upon lli* gwwty flesh wlnjn^ver il c-oiilii 
pontttrutv. 

A(li]«i] to thiiso physical turtures, thoru wtui tho constant ex- 
pectutioti of n rvnewal of the iMittle. Tho army reus simplj 
feeliiif; its way tUrough the wikls of u Hparsely populated region, 
and the growling caDuoii aloug the flanks gave oral demouatn- 
lion that tlio moveineiit was not bE<ing made free from obwrru- 
tion. In tact (lie two armies were moving in almoit [NinillH 
oolumm toward the «umc point, the Confcdcmtn being in ad- 
TBnce. As wug unticipiited, the removal of Grant's trains the 
previous afternoon gave the enemy notice that tlie Army of the 
Potomac WBB to follow suit, and Imo gave Anderson, wlto bad 
•uccceded to tho command of Long8treet*s corps after that leader 
was wounded, dircctionri to murdi in the morning to Spottsjrl- 
Tdnis Oonrt Houso, to bo in reiidini-ea to meet the now move- 
ment if it slioukl prove to be of a hostile nature. As the woods 
in the Wilderness were on tire in Tnrious direcliona and a favora- 
ble l)ivona<t ooulil not be found, Anderson marched thnt evening 
and ciuly m-xl Aixy phinted hix corps Hcro8« the road loading to 
thu Court HouHu, ill a position ^onic two miloi to the uorthnoct 
of the village. 

In the mean time Wurren had been making the kost of his way 
with the Fifth Corps toward Spottsylvania by the ISrock roBil. 
His task ])roved by no means an easy one. The cavalry of thfr 
two armies hud been in conflict there, lighting sharply at Toild's 
Tavern the previous day ; so that when in olieilience lo ihi' new 
prugrnnmio Qcnural Morritt allcmpted to Hear the way for the 
advance of Warren's infantry hu funnd the road liarrivuded and 
Fitz Uugh Loc'e horsemen still in force in his path. So [lersist- 
ent was the opposition of the rebel cavniry ami so dlfUcnlt the 
nature of the ground for the operations of nionutcd men that 
the tumk of opening the route wa:« tintilly turned over to the 
infantry, and all through the nioriitn^ AVarrcnV advunec strug- 
gled along. Soon after piusing tho junction of th<- Pinoy Branch 
Church road, by which Sedgwick was to come with the Sixth 
Cor{t», the ground became more ojMiu and favorable, aud Robin- 
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eon'a diTision. which had the advance, attempting to push for- 
ward proinptl,v through the rloariug at "Alsop'ti" fonnd its 
progms chccki-d by n furiotis fire from a ittrong intrenched line 
uf the i^ncmy. Geiii'nil RubiiiK'jii hiiiiEi-lf being m-vyrely wound- 
ed, hilt command, utterly tiafitted by the esbaiistL'd condition of 
tho men for going into an engagement, fell bock in some coufn- 
eiun. find (iriflln'a diTi^ioi), tiiking up the attiiclt lo the right. 
ghanxt n lik<t fiiic. At this time ('eneral Ornwford'ji division of 
Poriiiinylvanin Ite^orves, well tried on many a bloody field and 
undi^!r>t»iiding tho nnlure of the work before them, ctuno up and 
f!»titbli«)iod the Union lines in spite of the vigorous protests of 
the enemy. General WajTen, not feeling strong enongl) to at- 
tempt to do more, waited for the coming of General Sedgwick, 
and that oflicer on ri-iu'liing thi^ Hccnc took conimnnd of the liutd. 
Hiinoock vim ^till dutuined nt Todd'a Furnace where the Cathur- 
pin road connectii the Itrock road with the Sbiidy Grove Church 
road by which the prineipal Confederaie columns moved toward 
I Spottsylvonia. At Ihix point it wao fmred ilial an tittock might 
I he madu on the Federal rear, and in fact there wiw more or lem 
I de«uUory lighting during the curly portion of tho duy: but Leo's 
^■entire »rmy was hurrying as rapidly m poi^aible toward Spotteyl- 
^Brania, where it was practically all oaeemblod and put in battlo 
array before night. 

In Lee's front General Sedgwit-k wan ditjiosing \m forces for 

the opening of buttle, 1ml ibc afternoon wiw w^'ll sjieni before 

hi« arrangements were completed. Then un advance waa made 

ky Colonel Brown'« \ew Jersey Itrigsdc of the First Division, 

Sixth Corps, hut it encountered a strong force and was obliged 

to fall back without having accomplished anything. Near sunset 

u more successful movomeat was made by General Crawford'a 

diviKMD, supported by Eustin's Brigade, which crowed the open 

ground, pushed into the woods in front, and coming upon a 

forcv of troops from Ewcll't corpM marching by tho llnnk droTO 

lem n considerable distance, capturing quite a number of pris- 

Tfl. Falling back to the opening the troops were placed in 

lition for the night, the Thirty-aeventh in Ihe front line, and 

profound was the sleep iuto which the weary men Huuk the mo- 
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[Blent tlioy v«re permitted to do bo, continuiDg till the oriuliitig 
of riiiinon at morning light called tliem to it lardy reali>n4Jon at 
tfaoir poflilioii. 

The dH,v which hjid dRwned. MoiidnT, Mity 9, 1804. wiu ow 
never tu Iw forgotten in thi' history of thf Sixth Coriw. Early 
ill Ilii' morning the skirmish line, composed of u detail from the 
Thirty-seTontli regiment, was ordered to ndrance, which it did 
it) the mo«t determined manner, driving back the op)HMtBg 
skirmiHluTs for hidf a mile til! the fortified main lino of the 
fnemy vibb enconnt«red. A tvrriUv (ire broke forth from tUv 
4-arthworka, the bullete sweeping over the frail array of skirmisb- 
«rB aa though to destroy every liviog thing within range, hat the 
men in blue hugged the ground, gave back a fire of defiance as 
rapidly u* Ihcy could loatl their piec(!<i, and waited atixiotiBly for 
the Nupportiii)^ charge which their own ordent had itoomed to 
]iromieo. None cnmu, liowov«r. and iit length a retreat wub k- 
Inctantly ordered. Then a partial quiet settled over the oppo*- 
ing foroen, broken now and then by the experimental firing of 
flomc battery taking up a new position, or the faint report and 
«barp biBs of eomo £har])-«hootei^i deadly eflorta. 

It vna from the latter that the csUietrophe of the day wae to 
come in the death of the beloved Sedgwick. That oHicer w»» 
standing in th<! rejir of tiic rille pita occupied by his commai 
with u few members of hiH «taJT, directing the stren^hening 
lines, when the group were fired upon by some flhaqi-iih<: 
far in front, whose bullets whistlod ho nearw to cause* im invol- 
untary shrinking on the part of the stalT officers. " Don't b« 
afraid, boys, they couldn't hit au elephant at that distauoel" 
«aid Sedgwick, with ti gluitcc nt the location of the murksmen. 
Almost OS the words loft his Itps he was struck beneath the eye 
by a bullet which passed entirely through hia head, and withoot 
a word, with only a sad smile lighting his noble fo«turttv the 
bravo »oul which had never known fear or dishonor 'iiiittod itt 
earthly tunemont. Of the soil sceni! which ensued nhen the ter- 
rible loss was re|Kirtodat hcad-ijuartor? Sedgwick's adjutant gen- 
eral, Martin T, McMahun. says: 

EHh one in that teoit, u'd )p^]r-beard«d wairioni, burst iotu tOAra and 
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tor soma mlDnt«)i sobbed like cblldren tnonmlnR n t.itb«r. Tbcy built ■ 
bower of OT«rKr<i«ii anioiis tha pine woods and Inlit bin out upon n roudh 
bior mnde for him by solillnr UandK, nnrl all dny tonK tL<ir« wvrc clionji 
Bi«n weeping by tbis fuii«ml coiicb. Tlicj cnme from al) pHrw of tba 
xniiy, tb« old and tlio younjE. tlie well aiid the wounded, olUmresad mm, 
lo bikt Uieir laat look at tbe bi^lovi-d chief Utiii. Mtuiy tboiwaiidn uf brave 
mtMi w!iu ciMn|ii>M>(l tliiit aiTuy v/prv fiuuiliar vritli dvatli in »U iu fortnH. 
Hot ODCe our twiou lind ttii'y vena Htruii); niL-ii Atriolceii inlu Hiiddi'ii di'tttb.

Xo ci'tiiiiinitdcr iti the army, it Ik mifu to my, hnrl n vloovr h<tl<) 
n]xtii the iiflcctions uf liiit Kiibonliiiiili.-ii, from the miiHkpt bour- 
ttrs iti the riinkM to lliosr otlicurH who vummniidetl his divtDJuns, 
than thu i^enenil now il«i<l. The [lerffel incarnatioD of hnman 
bmverv, lie was at Uie same time modest to the point of diffi- 
dence, while hiii great heart orerflowod with tenderncK) to th« 
m of k» <K>mnmiid. Tlieir fortunes and their fare were hU 
own. On the marcli, if not in front ho wiw in their mtd«t, 
ehiiring thoir tnidi>. Hia Iiwt ujght of life wii« pafisod among 
his faithful soldiers, lik<i Ihom sleeping upon the earth without 
t or blanket. Whatever the duty to which his command 
;bt he called, they knew that his hand wiis firmly upon tbft 
iflm, that hiH bruin waei clear and hta piiqwsc developed. As 
was the officer, such wero the troops with whose urgimixation he 
liad been so long identilicd. Whcrc he led thoy Would follow, 
and their only four had Ik'bq that under the pressure to take a 
higher position he might at length yield, and leave the imme- 
diate ootitmand of the corps. They bad never thought of tbo 
terrible blow which had now fallen.*

The Union right vfos held liy 
the SocuDi] Corjia, which hiid hwn brought down from TotUl's 
FiirDum when it boctiui<; iippnrtTnt tlint ihure vrn* uo reiil (luiigur 
in lltiit r|iiartor. Tho Fifth und Sixth CA-ps formed thv ccntor, 
with (111' Ninth on tho extreme left, Wliile the front wasstrougl.v 
bi'M a line of earthworks was thrown up juat in the rear, to 
whieh the troops (iretiently retired to obtain shelter from the iu> 
«i.-a«iuit fire whieh the ciR-my'.* f>hiirp<ifhootvr« kept up. Durini{ 
the ftfli>ruo<in GeiKTiil llitii(rui.-k wna din-uteil to move hi« corps 
lU'rou tilt) Po, which ut that point ntu iHitnreen the two Uii«8, 
tliv* ininii'diute objcetivc being nn extensive Confederate wagon 
train whii'h was aeen to be moving towuni Spotlsylvanin. A 
sharp engHgemoiit imd begun to iviiiilt next day when he was 
culled biiek in ordi.ir that hiit troopt might he dittpoiwd to osaiet 
in an atliiek upon the uiK^my'is center which had been decided on. 
It wan not ciisy lo wilbdraw troops from the immediate face of 
the foe with a uonllict in pi'ogrc:<8, but thiit wiw done till only 
two brigmlen wore left to »iiHtiiin the eonIe«l. To compliciita 
Ihoir «itimliuii, thi' wood» in their renr caught lire, but the gal- 
lant fellows hurled hack the force that wau pressing upon them 
and then extricated Ihenifielves, though obliged to abandon their 
wounded rommdeH t" porish by Ibo tUmiM. On both side* the 
imjircftiion K^fl was thnt of a Feili- nil defeat. 

The attack wlitch followed woo unmiiitakably a disaster, tho 
lrao)t«of lb<t Fifth Coriw throwing! themeelveaai;»iust the enemy's 
intruneliDienls rapcatedly. and at some pointii gaining a footing 
Hl>on them only to be driven iMek with terrible lovn, white com- 
paratively little injury wuk inliiouil upon the availed. A little 
laior in the day — llmt u, about r> o'clock — a charge wao made by 
Vplon*s hrigadc of tlio Sixth Corps which Wiu more eueceaafnl. 
Tlialollicer struck and penetrated the intrenchmenia of what 
itftvrwand became eo horribly famous na the Angle, captured a 
large number of prinoners, several flags ftlid guns, making a 
lodgment with hiii unaided brigade in the Micond line of works; 
but the expneted support did not cumo and iift«r dark h is line 
wiM r4>tiri-<l, having inllictcd us well as suotained serious lost, 
rurthiT lo the left Ovueml tturnside made a strong reoonnais- 
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Hanc« without result, bnt with th« loss of General T. 6. Steven* 
soil oominunditig his First Uivision killed. 

Dwrinjt tliesc diwuitroun Attempts the Thirty-sevonth took no 
itctivu (lurl n» an orgiiflixtitiun, (hough ItB men w«n on the skir- 
mish lines in lihcriii dotail, doing gooil i!crvioc ftud eiitfering 
some loES, ae did the men behind the intrenehmcnte, from tbo 
constant Bring of the Confederate sharp-ahooters. Artillery 
had now come into use on both side«, and the gana of the Sixth 
Corps ill many oiuies oconjiied the same works with the iiifMntrj'. 
Yet HO exhausted were the men from their incessant trials tliat 
many of thi;m stqit licneath the muzzles of the guns being tired 
directly above them. 

The results thus far had not been very onconroging, bnt tlie 
indomitable energy of General Grant knew no such word u 
discouragement, and the following morning ho sent to Wuh* 
jngton a hrJef summary of his opemtions, closing with tliv 
famous sen ten ee. "t pru[)<iHO to tight it out ou lliis line, if it 
takes all summer!" Throiigh the llth there was little fighting, 
the day being devoted to preparations for the ten-ible stnigg'le 
of the 12th. Toward night the Thirty-aerenth, with the rest of 
the Second Division, were relieved from the rifle-pits by the 
Third Division, moved t» the rt-ar and massed in an open BcM 
where, despite ii steady fall of rain, the exhausted troops slept 
soundly. 

Very early in the morning they wore awake, and with the 
coming of hglit the teiTible crush of battle whieh seemed to fill 
the air bespoke a renewal of the struggle. In fact the Second 
Corps under the determined load of Haneoek had undertaken to 
do what Colonel Upton with hi« lirigadc liad shown to be prac- 
ticiiblo — |ionctnite ihi- Confederate line at the Angle. This 
Angle consisted of ii jioeuliar formation of the enemy's defenses, 
located almost directly north of Spottsylvania Court House. 
Beginning at their left, the general direction of the Cooft^dcrate 
front till this point was reached was about due north. Here it 
turned and faecd the oust, running irregularly till the right 
rested on the river Po to the iiouthwest of the Court Uouse. At 
the Angle, however, the formation of the land was such that the 
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litu of dureose instead of turning sharplv id tke now diraotion 
bent out forming the two Hidea of a bhint-noiiud triangle. Along 
whiit would have Iwen llio hii*u ran tin- m'Cuiid line whiph, liko 
each of the Bid«s may bo dctcrilivd mt nhnnt h mile in length. 
Tho j^und Hlopod up to Uie«c works from the fninl, nnd for 
some distance before they were? reuched it was ch-arud of sluiiiling 
timber, thongh the upproacb vaa more or less obstructed. 

As soon us the tnorning light herame eiitHctent to allow hiM 
guidee to tukc the jtoiiit of direction, Hancoek, whose corps was 
masBed near the Liindruni houito iu front of thu Angle, ordei'ed 
tJie chiirg«. Through the ruin and fog of the eiirly morning the 
Second Corps in two trrottititibU> lines swept u]i to nnil over the 
Works. Johnson's division of Kwell's corps held the lines — 
three brigades of Virginia and one of Louisiana troops, tho very 
(lower of the Confederate army. Iklen could not have fought 
better than these men did, hand to hand in the trcnc^hcs; hut 
the enveloping foivo closed about tbem forcing the snm^nder of 
over 3,000 soldiers, with 2U cannon and ^0 liattle fliigs. John- 
son himself and St«uart, one of hia brigade commanders, were 
among the enptivi^si — both being formi-r army friends of Huticook. 
So far nil wiw well, and Hancock roiinrted back to Grant, " I liaro 
nsetl up Johnson and am now going for Early." Hut it wiut not 
easy to achieve further success. The Second Corps was disor- 
ginized by its experiences thus far, and when it reached the 
second line, at the base of tho Angle, it wiis unable to make any 
further advance. Hero the ouemy wiwt met in force, pro|>ared 
to recover the ground that had Itccn lost. 1>fs;>ite the gullantry 
of his mui Iliini'ock's advance was checked and thrown luaok, 
and it soon became evident that tho supporting liurs must be 
relied upon lo hold what had been won. This work was to be 
done by the Siitb Corps, 

As alrvtady desciibi-d, llussell's and Xt'ill'a divisions of that 
coqis ha<l lH-<^n moved to the rear and masiiod the prcvions even- 
ing, ready eillter to support Haocouk or to attack in tlioir own 
frr<nt, ns develnpmonta might seem lo justify. Al half-piLxr 4 tlio 
bnglec tang out the assembly and an aide from General Wright 
aanonnced that the brigade first nnder arms would take tlie Irad. 
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Edwards's Rrigudc (m it nuiiit heiiucforth be knoirii) viu first in m 
motion, Mid moving tuvriird tlii* l«(t near the Landrum hutwe, m 
ailvwict'd to the «dgo of tlio clearing in froutof the coi)t«lt«(l 
ill trench me ntfl where it was formed in n single lim>, the Tenlli. 
Second and Thirty-seventh from right to left — tho St-venth liav- 
ing been left on the akirmUh line in frontof tho Third DJTisioD. ■ 
Moving uji the slope to the recently cuptiired yrorks iindnr ■ " 
deadly fire which swept over thi.- cnliixt n-gitn, the brigitdc eou 
Ducted with the Excolsior Bnga<le of Mott'e dirieion of tbo 
Second Corps, taking position agnitisl the outer face of the Con- 
federate tntreuchments. These works wcro bwilt of logs, 
strengthened with an emiumkment of dirt, and having ii " liuiul- 
log " at the toi> to jiroteet the iH-iids of the defenders while delir- 
ering their tiro thriitigh the civvice beneath it. They were ihu* 
about e'liially uvailuble tor defence in cither direction. 

Sciiroely hnd tho Thirty-seventh taken [wsition when the flrsi 
of the desporate efforts of the enemy to regiiiii po«Me«ioii of their 
lost works wua made. A diviflion in three lines swept f'>rwap3 
magiiitlceiitly, their approach covered by a ravine till they wer* 
within a very short distance. A ripjilt- of fire run along the line 
of liliif and tho btittio front of gray melted away into broken 
fragments which sommbled back into the nivinc, leaving tiie 
ground strewn with their dead and disabled. But th« delcrmi' 
nation of niadne^ iieemed to poetiesi) the Southern genersb. 
Again and ugaiu were their luilid colunmii jiiished inio the fatal 
Angle, only iil. t-ai-h renewed effort to ho aent back in disorder, 
leaving more and more of their hravc«t dead upon the i*ce»e till 
tho slain actually lay piled ii[Kin each other. All nuthonltra 
competent to speitk from intelligent observation agree thutoO' 
where else in the entire war was such slaughter as within 
comparatively limited an-na. 

Finding that the plan of Msaulting in heavy colnmns 
nsclcM waste of life, the Confederates resorted to every deri 
aecomplish their purpose. In some parte of the field lines of 
akirmisbei's were rushed across, those that lived to luiike tli« 
passage bugging one side of the works while the Union 8oldi«n 
occupied the other and fighting obstinately acroes in that w«y, 
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each thrusting his gun over the crest and firing down into those 
on the other side; hut in front of the Thirty-seventh the fire 
WU8 too hot and well directed to allow of upjiroiich to aacAi nar> 
row quarters. 

It was during this struggle that the Thirty-sevunth cii[itiirod 
its tint hiittio lliig. FoUonring a temporary lull in the conflict a 
lino of batilo Hp|K>ari?d in its front and swept forward wiUi a 
■lightly diagonal inclination directly toward the crouching regi- 
ment. " Hold jour Arc, men ! Not one shot till I give the 
order *" aaid the indamitahlo Montague. Throe hundred dark 
uinxsies loolted grimly out. from beneath the hciid-log, each covering 
itH chu«cn victim. Not till the neurosl Gonfedorati-s were within 
u few yards wiia hourd the anxiously awaited order to "Firo !" 
Th«ro was a tiaeh, one eimullaneoufi cnish, and a cloud of wliito 
smoke spread like a cnrtain before the breastworks. When it 
dissipated that beautiful line of liattltt had (•ntircly disappeared, 
the color-Mrgeant lay d«ad in tliu ntidst of his guard, and his 
flag, falling upon his dead body, became the well-earned prize 
of the Thirty-seventh. 

The inceBaant firing in connection with the prevailing rgdn- 
etorm soon choked and fouled the heated muakctJ till they were 
almost unscrviceabli-, and as the tine could not he relieved 
vrea|>»UH were csclumgcd with a regiment which marched up in 
the n*.ar, and so without a broak the merciless tire was kept up. 

inally at i o'clock, after ten hours of incessant en;sr-'genient, the 
ngiment was relieved and fell back a few rods behind a sheltering 
ridge to allow the men to take their first food since tlie few hasty 
mouthfnls of the morning and obtain a fresh supply of ammuni- 
tion. Soon after dark one of the relieving rdgimenla unuocount* 
ably broke and huddled to the rear, wildly ejaculating, "The 
rubcis are in the works I" The Thirty -seventh, many of the men 
aslMp and entirely out of ammnnition, were lying in thi- mud a 
fev rods away, close by brigade head-quarters. Oolone! Kd wards 
and Lieoteuant-Colonel Montiigue sprang to their feet, startled 
by the rush. Quick as a Hash came the orders of Hie soldierly 
Edwards, " Advance the Thirty'Suventh and hold the line with 
the Intyonet 1 " At once rang oat the clear tones of the licuteii- 
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ant^cotoncl, " Forward, Thirty-serentb to the breast-works 
Fix hayoiieU ! " Ouidc'l bv his voice, the officers »iid meii of 
thti vdinnt ivgimviit ticruinblod U) thvir tent, luid, uiitlmiaUi] by 
Ui» loMcs ot ilii' di>tiblfit) diiy, undiHinayod by Ui« im-rpicDt 
panic, oqiiid in (wiirago to confront in the dtu-knoiu »n unknown 
and unHc«n toe — more trying because unknown und unseen, — 
they hiirriedly but with mngnillcent spirit pushed tbrotigli the 
broken ftlitiUjt to the titij^umdod sootion and crownod the engirt 
wiih u strong widl of Kt<;rl. Ttieii ii frish siupplj of ammiinitioii 
arrived and through the long night hotim till u1ni<Ml inoniing 
th(! rippio and splutter und crack of the muekt-try liro nofur 
ubatcd. vVbuul 3 o'clock on the muraing of thu l^th the fire 
from the enemy sluekeued and linnlly ceased, and a patrol wnt 
oijt by Colonel Kdwanls diseovered that the enemy had retmatod 
from the ininicdinle froiiL Thoy had in fact fallen luiok to tba 
new lino at the htxm of the angle. A Kkirmiith line vas promptly 
advanced which brouglit in a considerable number of pri^noncrs, 
and in the mornin;: the brigude was relieved by one from tho ^'ln>t 
Divinion, retiring to the vicinity of the liandmm houKi> when* il 
tlncked arnii* and bivo««cked for thi; dity, the men drupping 
upon Ihu muddy ground in the drenching rain and falling asleep 
at omo from exbiiustion. 

There was opporlniiity now to review the work of the regiment 
during the trying period jnst passed, and the Thirty.«>vonlh 
had oiiuRo for [)ride In the part it had taken. liotli (■•imval 
Meade and ficncral NoJll in ihcir reports spoke in the highMt 
praise of the »-('rvit.Ts of the bngado, and Colonel EdwardM, whfle 
complimenting his entire command, after tipcaking of Captain 
Lincoln, who though suffering from the wound received in thfl 
Wilderness six days before fought with his company and reci-ived 
« .levi're wound in the side, says, " (iieat credit is due Lieiiten- 
Hut-Oulonel Montague for the manner in which he fought his 
regiment." Tin- luttcr in fact, ruei-ivod iholuvvel of colonel for 
*'di£liugui«hc'd giilluntry at the buttle of Spottnylvaiiia Conrt 
House." the first brevet bL-stowud in the regiment. 

The fire of the Thirty-seventh had probably been the most m- 
markable delivered by any regiment during the same length ul 
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time, oTor 400 rounds pi-r man linving been cxpondcl, iind this 
in the midst of n continuous rain-storm. Whon> this fire swept 
over the enemy's line the bullets cut off the trunk of an oak tree 
31 incIiCB in diameter, to that the tree fell within the Confed- 
ornto work^. injuring Mveml mon of the Firttt South CornliDA 
regiment of ^IcG»wun'» brigiidc. The trunk of this tree it sttll 
pri'gerved in the War Department at Washington as a memorial 
of the ternltlo struggle at the Anglo. 

Intense as had been the strain on the men for so long, their 
morale had shown no sign of weakening. Especially was their 
heroic otiduracco tenteil whon iit one time n cull wo* mnd© for 50 
vnJunU-iTe to nndirrtake au rnterprisu from which none could 
hope to i-Mt-apo ulive. The full number including Captain Tyler, 
promptly stepped from the ranks, but tho plans were changed 
and the sacrifice was not demanded. 

The loss of the regiment had been severe, espeeislly in oflloera. 
Licnlciiant-Coloncl Montague, after being knocked down by a 
bullet which struck him upon the arm, inflicting a severe bruise, 
was wounded in the toot while loading the regiment up to hold 
the works with the bayonet iia previously described, and after 
seeing the men in position was obliged to leave the Held. Major 
Moody had previouitly received a sdvern and difuMing wound in 
the thigh, k^nving tho regiment in command of Captain Donnelly. 
Captain Pease, the kiud-hoarted Christian and commander of 
Company U from its formation, had received a wound from 
which he died two days later. Seeond Lieutenants Ueorge S. 
C(ioke and Joseph Follnnsbee, but recently promolcd^braveand 
true men who had worthily won their iihoulder-strap« — were mor- 
tally wounded; tho former already doad, and the latter clinging 
to life till the 33d. Besides these Captain Lincoln wasseriously 
wounded; First Lieutenants Champney andWeilnian werestmok, 
the former in the leg and the latter in the hand with a diiabling 
injury; whilt! Second Lieutenant Allwrt C. Sjiarks had aulTered 
n terrible wound in the chi-st, but fighting brarely for lif« h« 
iinally trinmphed, contrary to all expectations. 

The killed thus far sinco the change to Spottsylvania com- 
prised the following: Company A, Edward Bergley; D, tieorgo 
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Tf. BarnGti, John McXertif ; 0, Sergoact Qeorgo D. Cliapiti, Cor- 
jionil Michiutl Moron, TbomiM McCAbo, Sd; D, Corpormi William 
M. Kitigsloy; E, Colonel D. Xltiltcy. F, Martiu S. Hubb.tr<l; U. 
Lytuuii C. Biirtlult, Edmund li. Searo: 1, Corpond Joeiati II. 
Ilitwke, Albert R. Clark, Edwin 0. Weatworth; K, Michael 
i^wemaii. 

Tho wouudcd, of whom several were fatallj- hnn, (see Roll of 
Honor for the olassified list,) reached nearly 50, so tliat the rcg- 
imout was reduced to lltUo more than 300 memliore preacDt — a 
trifle uvor half Uw number with whioh it had eut forth from 
nrandy Station ti-n dayti beforo.

Anj' pictiiri- of «oMior life, Kiich us it is lli« piirpow of this 
volume to pri'sont, would be incompletu if it did not iit •onw 
litnt! ttini from the buttle line, from the nuirch iin<l the bivoiuir, 
to glance ut that viut aasombla^ iii llio rear of eTer; b^ttlc-tidd 
where iho liorror itnd th« brutality of wiir ciin besi be learned — 
where hI«o may begiithcrfd hoiiic of \ be iioblcjit lc«80ii» of human 
olinrity. Home of the most toiiching cxnm])li?fi of palriutio di'vo- 
tinii, some of the truest exhiliilinnriof heroism. There hiid lieoo 
abundnnt H^gri^fcnltoiiM of humim Morilioe hefore. The bloody 
oorrori of Bull Run hud come to the M-nsibilitiM of the atnrtled 
(country with an inivi'iling of what nar really meant of blood- 
sliod and Bnffenng; hut this proved only a drop in the bucket of 
wbjit followed in ever increasing Tolnme throngh the poniniiular 
eiuit|iiii}:ii, Sliiijuflwiii, Antictam, rrt-dtrrK'k#burg, ('hancellor«- 
ville, fieltysbiirg, — in i-anjiiiiction with the groat fields of the 
West whvro in almost <Hjtial nnmboDi the brnrost of tlie nation 
wor« giving their livi-s »nd their life-blood in unstinted niwwure 
on the altar ol ii tinitcd country. 

Yet all those, it seemed, had bnt jwved the way for the terri- 
ble outpouring of this ii{iring campiiigii of 1864. The Btrou]* 
rrginienta which went into th<> VVilili-rnc«aun that sunny May 
morning in magiiirKx-iU army, tnii»teil l>w«uw provod on many 
n trying ticld. tihrtmk to more fnigmenc^ in tho ordeal to which 
they were iiuhjected; yet the inceesant mltlc and turmoil of bat- 
tle did not ceiiHo. VVh(>u one body of troops became too much 
decimated to continne the struggle longer another relieved it, 
fresh men were hurried forward ttom every available point lo 
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tUl the placea of Ihe fallvn. whil« the thunder of Mimoii and 
tlio rattle of mHski'lrv l',v ilny Nud by ai)chx, now nxtwlmg. now 
tidvaiioiiig, kqil. u]> the choruH of di'tith which ww novur to ooasp 
till the military poww of the enemies of the Union should 
crnmblo away and dUsolve. 

The struggle in the WildorneKs had many peculiarities. The 
fighting WU8 mostly done at close rutigu tind by infantry; beace 
the wounits wore ulniuKl ciitiroly inlliototl by btillet«, wbidi wliilo 
perhnps cqiudly fatal did not present the horrible mangling of 
KTtillm- Sro. Each army bad its main intrenched line and W- 
tweeu the two most of the fighting' wu» done, charge und conu- 
ter charge sweeping over tJie nunc grnund in some caaos a lialf- 
doxen time*. This entire region wiw Hiereforo filled with UiP 
dead and wounded, those of the two urmies mingling. Such tus 
could crawl to one side or the other did so, since eron if cap- 
tivity roHulted it presented in the prospect lass terrors than con- 
tinued suffering from undn-n^ud wonnda, while the victim luy 
exposed to tlii« hot sun and the fira of both friend Mid fue; or 
more drcadrul elill, to be burned alivw by the forvHt Gre« whioh 
even tbt; tln^b uf a mnsket might kiudle, and by which means it 
wiu estimated that not less tbaji 300 Union wounded pensbed. 
Unavoidably the fate of many a poor fellow remuna lo this day 
wrapped in nmtcry. Wbclber in struggling through ih? tan- 
gled undergrowth, separated momentarily from hia comrades, 
some hissing missilo struck him dead, whuthor through untold 
figony his life pulsed slowly away with none to soothe -or know 
the sad fate; or borne away to the wretched prison pen to yield 
up bis life in itH uwful pn,'cincts, — one thing is sure, that in tlte 
greitt army of niiirtyrs each mmie shall be «iicre<lly enrolled and 
faithfully treasured. 

Yet while this terrible sprinkling of stricken humanity car- 
peted the ground between the two lines of battle, the great bnlk 
of the injured muutigcd in some way to reach the rear, where 
every provision possible under the circnmstancea was' made for 
their relief. In some convenient spot to tbc rear of each divition 
or corps engaged, will l)e found the hastily improvised hospital. 
Tli« oommuid has i>erhaps marched miles on the double-quick 
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linfl 18 "orilvr*(i in" to lioIJ 8oiii« importnut jioaitioo. Bofor* 
the I'ohiinn ^H-mM tv Iiiivk hiill(i<) tlu- bli>ciling victitna begin to 
hiirrj- back or trc borne «a Mretcliors, seeking the prompt atten- 
tion which ma.v sttincli tin.' How i>t hlood and Hnvc- life. The 
surgeons, with such tusietuntii :!» arc avaihiblc, hiivc sclotted a, 
location for the boepital, sheltcicd from fire »iid couvoiiicnt to 
water if possible. Perhaps they have been able to pitch ii fi'w 
tlv ti^nU U) priitc-L-t frmn the fltornt tir ilio Acorohing hntt of the 
Bun; more likclv thon- niuy be nolliiiig beyonJ the sluillcr of 
n tree, ami at the bisl the only conch will l>u tbv biirv ground, 
mnildy or dry und juiiched. If a few leuves and boiijjhit oim Iw 
obtained for the worst rnses there ia so mnch in the way of lux- 
ury. Before evon these aimjite preparations can be completed 
the freightage of misery begin* to arrive. Let a surgeon apeak 
for himself tind for hi# class in n-gtird to the work which follows:

To nil th<*n tho tiir^ons .ire Ui Bim nuoli 
reUel aa li«H in their iiowor. a task t)i« vory (lioueht of which WQuld 
oveiootne ph>8iui!Uiii at buinu, but U|>uti which tiiv army surgeon Nit«rs 
with nil much ooolueta and coiiilduDce as thuugli hi' could do it all nt 
once. n«baaleaniedtodowh;it he cAu.ooulvntinithimiHtU with working 
day and nigbt without rtu|)itv, and ofli-ii without (uud. until by uorvmit- 
tiag but qui«t toil thu wunta of uU are rclicvcil. 

While it is unquAstioimhly true UiaC among medical officen, 
at elsewhere in the army, lher« wore Ihose who were unworthy 
nnd • disgrace to the scrricc, it is oquuUy true that the devot«d 
Burgeon often did a work quit« as trying as the facing of hostile 
rifle-pit«. and in a way to win the nndying affections of those 
for whom he labored. A prominent oflloor of UieSanitary ('om- 
mission, who with the best of opporlunitios for obMrration spoko 
no hiiNty word, says in regard to the servioce performed by the 
medical sliilT at the time of which we write :

Ono of llu- wtniiiiled iix-n wil# in grvU piilD 
when brought in, hut HfttT hi# ivuiinilii were drvHKod iind a com- 
fortiiMe cuiich jircivrdcd he bi'giiu singing in Hwci-t and Couching 
lotitu, " Wlio will ciiie (or mothor now ?" All iibont the hos- 
piliil worked till lute into tho night and by dividing their mmilier 
int« rolicfit the labor was carried on all through the night. After 
a eotujou of duty with tho regiment, Mr. Morse returned tvilh Iho 
hospital sti^wiird to the divi»ion hi'Mjiilal on Saturduy nmrning, 
learuiug thiit uiimlierH of his ownrugimeut wurcthure in nved of 
care, lio odds ; 

Our *id ynt very tinii-ly. There were •omi- lllun pitched but they did 
not ntford Npace miuutili !■> jiruteot a tentli purl uf the number (rum tlie 
AcorchioB heat of the luii. wliii-li wn> aliDORt insulferable. I pnvUad 
myai'll with a eonteeii »f wutor, n cup, n puir of nciHsor>, bnudaffee and 
liiit, ami w(inl tn wnik. I llr«l nounht oiit the m«i of my own regiment 
and iiindemd them all iirui^iblv rotinf. Alt tho iqch I found diiciigngcd 
wbo Wei's wull I i^mployed In putting up ncrocna of iiholt«r t4tntii to ttlTord 
tliF wounded men a Ah^tn. Such a lield of labor I never taw before. 
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Wliorever I went or In what ilireclloD I turned tlio mon wtrald bc(E in 
plM'iuR tunes (■>r waior. or to liav« their |>OHltioii« chnntrdd, or their 
woiiikU DiiiUt(>iiml, or for hoihh ulher fuvor. I (ciun<l sevcml who hnd 
beeu vround^d two dnyii or more uid ilieir wounds had not hcra touched 
at nil. I will fpve a (ii»eli- inat&nue of th(^ kind of relief I wa« «innl>1od to 
funii«li. I found ii man in t«rribl« aguiiy- tlo had received a chargn of 
bui'k lihol ill tli« coilf of the leR. PearinK it miu'it I'leod loo iiiutli \if put 
a Naapender around his \vg just below the ktii-e Hiid bnoklvd It tightly. 
H«low diat hi« leu was bndly swollen and turning black aiid blue. Ufs 
pan U, drawers and sCoekiDj; were thorouehly »aturat«d with blood and 
liAil dried and adhored rtosi'^ly to the iikln. I eut the suspender, and then 
cut ott ftll the bloodf ctothinji, wa«lird hli; \oji thnrouKh1}r, put oompreUM 
sonkwl In wiit«r upon ttie wonnrk. socui'od thom with handa|{«s, tuid a. 
Hh(ilt«r t«nt put u|> (o make a Hhfttte, and in a tow reilnutvs the miui fell 
a>lee|>. You can iiuaiiiii(> how|;nit«ful he felt and how miioh •nttsfnetioa 
I i^Kperienced. So it was iu uumuruus iuslajiues. Thera were woiimU of 
all poiwiblo kiuds an<l in all jmrta of tlie body. I worked so bard vid so 
loiiit tJult Anally I Itocama no faint and dlzity that 1 was obliged to go OM 
side and li<i down, fearing; I miRiit full headlong upon wouuded m«n> la 
th<' afti-moon we loadiul tho nmbulancra an fajit an they camu. I remkilied 
till I sueenedrd in c^ttins vvfty man of Ilio Tblrty-servntb loaded. It 
wtis then after d.irk and tliefyi wa* In lio no more tiiinniiioitatioii. About 
OIJ poor fellows were left theie on the Krouud. Tliey be)Cic^I jtttoously to 
lie taken away, and aclually erifd. SurKi-ous and immes remained with 
tli«in, expectinif to be imni«d lately taken pHsonom. Kotbinc has seemed 
■o Uaid to me linoe 1 have been in llir< nervicu as to i;a away and le iv» 
tliosv suDcrlnt; eomriidea to fall into the hands of the enemy. 

Thi« uljitiiiloiiuu-iit wax rondcn'd occossnry when Ihc iLmk 
movumont to SpotUylvaniii wsis decided Hiton. all for ivliom iitiy 
d(>Bcription of transportation oauld be provided lieing Koni to 
Fredericksburg. 'I'lioiie who could wiilk liiu] tiicjintiiiif st^Hcd 
OH ill lulvimce and v/em llrnt Ui n-iioh tin; lity. Tlu-ir ti-facmont 
on riiU-riii;^' tbc plikcu am only hv rivalled attvr the lapse of 21) 
ye jrH wilh h thrill of iodi^fDutiun. Some 3<.ii> of tlietn uere »iir- 
Tdunded by the mhabitunts. led by Miiyi>r SttinglUtT, nnd turned 
oviT to a Confodoi'iite cavali-y force, wlio iniuiodinlcily marched 
Iho iwor fi>lli>w3 to Itiehmond um prinouers of war. In fact llie 
oitix«na of Fivdericksbiirg di«plnvi<d tlirongliont extreme hittt'r- 
iiivH itnd h<H>1ilily lo the Union wciinded and ihotie who niinis- 
t«?rod to them, though motives of prndence prcwoted auy fur- 
thor outrages. 
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Very rapidly tlio little city lillcd to iu utmost cupncitr with 
tliu wounded. A DOTor coiwing train of waguns vroutid tlonn 
over till' ftinioiis IiighU, i-ach with ite gliuHily. bleeding burden. 
Btfuru ihi- tidu troin the Wilderness had ceiised to flow that from 
Spolleylvitniit lieguu. It vne a terrible juunt for tJie poor fellows. 
Fifteen miloa of jolting ride by day and night, over abominAblo 
rou(]«, constantly growiug womc nnder llic inceemnt ww to which 
they were oabjected, was no light trial for mcu wonndod almoBt 
to death, us were thottauniU of those who thus came. Many 
died on the n-iiy. An imbroki^n train of army wagons went 
rumhlin;; and niltliug to the front loaded with 8upj>lic« for the 
active army, niul came rnmbling and rattling biivk loiidetl with 
the wounded for whom there were no other inc<m« of trunHporta- 
tion. To attend the 30,uiiii ttiilTerer« 40 surj'eons had bet-n sent 
from the fi'ont. The number was utterly inadetjuate, yet it was 
all that could bo sjmred, for the armies still confronted citch 
other nnO the work of deutb was constantly going on. Tho 
hnndhi! of medical offlc«ra worked rnithfuUy, but they were ai- 
roiwly worn out with incesEuint bihor unA many broke down en- 
tirely and bad to be mint to WiufbiDgton for care and roet. The 
UMHistant^ and iiurHc*) wutv obliged to devote much of their time 
to burying the dead, nf whom the number was great. To quote 
the wordB of another devoted surgeon at this trying time : 

W* nre alitiust workvd todefitli: my f*ft nrc Icrribly nwnHon; yet we 
puuuiil rent fiif there aw bo msuy poi-r fellows who arc ■iitTcriojc. All

Ill this vnat assembly the Thirty-eeventb regiment was repm- 
Kcnted by nearly a fourth of it^t members, amttercd tbrougbont 
the town wherever it might chance: order there was non«. 
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Anxi»i)« triuiidA cmuo to tfao city sockiug loTctl oiiea who wrro 
tiii>|KMM! to bo there, bnt they hud no gtiidv and coald only 
n'midcr :klioiit scanning each face ami inc|iiiring everywhere. 
Food and anjtplies of every kiui) were seaK'e for a liiiic. hut the 
gorernnieni promptly forwarded un uhundani-e, and thi< two 
noble Commifuiions of (tractical rharity. — the Christiim and the 
Suiiitury. — were early on hand with aii|i|ilice of delioacic* and a 
Htroiig K>tr\i» of phrxiciitiij nnil siirgoonR from civil life. Fiieh nf 
t\u.^tc organ ixiition« n'iti< a model in tt« way, and no idietch of tho 
groitt civil war can bo wnttcD without apprccialivo mention of 
their inii^tiinHbly valiuiblo work. The Sanitary Conimiotiit'n. es- 
pecially, had at tliia lime developed its hold upon tho lieartu of 
the people and the soldiers to a wonderful degree. For the first 
year and a half of the war its »]H;rationa though faithful had 
been on n i-omiwinilivfly small *cale from wmit "f ftinda, biu at 
that time f-KXf.OOO wu received from Oalifornin, stimulating 
contributions from other stated, so tliat thenceforth it never 
noeded money. In the spring and itunmier of iWA numeronB 
extensive fairs were hold Jn the eities of the Nurlh, netting large 
sums and emtbiing the Commission to render invaluable relief to 
tho sulTvring and destitute. The entire amonnt received and 
U!!e«l by Ihe Commisaion n-aa not far fn>m t>5,(K>U,non, and apart 
from the relief and care aRorded. its nork in the institution of 
soldiers' homni, the prejiaration of vita) and sanitary statistice, 
the fiirniflhing of information ns to milling Koldiers, and tho 
c<ollm-tion of their pay. dc«TVcii and wiJl evir have the gratitude 
of tlie American nation. The ChrtKtian Commisnion, no l«ta 
devoted, in addition to its labors for the spiritual welfare of tho 
men, loet no opportnnity to mmister to their phyeical needs. 
In the lull in (Le great struggle at Spottsylvania one of the 
be«t-known piv« eorrciipondvntii with Ihe army spent n day at 
Frederic kslxirg, and a few extraeUi from hi# impn-aaions will bo 
of csjMrial interest to many roadors >ft (his l>ook :

They lay as they came 
from the battle-liuM. weaiinf; their aollud, torn, and bloody |[arment«, 
and Uuilall;:ed by rayriails of IU«»- 
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Tlie Hiif;oons in charge «vrc kind hrart^ nnil attentive. Tliejr uwd 
nil mi-ui* in their puwer to mnlce tL«ir (intieiitn tumfurtnbte.

Ae rupidly 
M (>fl§«ible thu woiuidcd were sent forward by trunepoi-ts to 
Wiuliin^lou, wliutiou tlioy were distributed to the oomfoi-tiible 
hoHijitAU in thti norttiorD citios, u portion boiug furh>ugliod to 
tbi?ir hom«e, while mnny of thi; tflightly woittidod vrcri) «nabled 
to return lo their regimente. The last tratuport looil l«fl Frwl- 
ericksbarg May 26, and the surgeons returned to thi'ir duties in 
t)^e iield.

SPADES AND BULLETS. 



THft CtOStNQ STRUOOLSS dT SPOtTSTLTAHU.— "BY IHB I.EPT 
FLAXK."— CBOSSIKO SWOUUS AT IfUKTU XVSA.—TaZ UBAIH 
HARVEST AT COLI> HARBOB. 

Wo huvoKuIil (lint (lu the moruLng of May 13 the Tliirty-eovcnth 
rugiment fell back from the Angle to a point near tho Lundrum 
hoase, where it remained that day and into the following night 
with but tritling changes of poaitioa, most of tho roen finaltv 
putting lip their shull^ir ti-nt^ for proteetion iigain«t th« incessunt 
nin mid sleeping whenever thoro was opportunity. In fact tJiero { 
wig s lull all along tho line. The Confedenitee had settled thcm- 
aelres behind their earthworks, strengthened by abatis and slmb- 
iogs in a manner to make them (jaitcforniidablc. The defenders, 
too, hod tho iidvontugo of fornialion, and with nnnierou^i good , 
NDd convenient roods could eon(H<iitr»te thoir troo])s ut uuy' 
threatened point very speodily. their entire position forming a 
Tftst angle, inside which it wa« very eonvenient to maneuver. 

In eonueruon with the main struggle at the Angle ou the 13th, 
in which Ilftnoook's and Wright's corps had borne tho brunt, ' 
Buraaidc un the Union left and W»rn,>n on the right had beoa 
ordered to attack in force and hud done so aufGcieatly to shov 
that there was no hope of making any promising lodgment. It 
vaa decided during the 13th, therefore, to swing the Fifth and 
Sixth Corps around to the left, oonnectiag the former with 
Bnroside's left, in the hojie that some undefended point might 
bo found on the enemy'n right tlank where a telling blow oould 
bo Btnick. The Fifth Corps, leaving a lliiu line to nink« a show 
of strength in the works, stHrtcd on its pilgrimage at 10 o'clock 
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ttuit woniiig. The orders oontem|>Uted a nirciiitona miirch far 
onoiigli to the rear of Hie Union litiot to beM'ciiro from oI)i«itva- 
tion, oaing forest hv-roads, foiiling tho Nj- river, niuking the 
via,y acrom Galth la llio FrodurickHlmrg roiiil, up wbicb they wore 
to ndrnncc, ugittii crotising tbo Nj, and going into poeitiou from 
wliioh to nttuck, or in case of no seriotu opposition being eii- 
ooniitered to advancu apiiiiHt Lec-'a flnnk and roas, cjtAy in tliv 
morning. Tlic Sixth Curpg uiw to follow nnd prolong Ui« lino 
to thff left. 

Th» i-lL-mcnts Bccmod to oppose tho plan, Th? rain etill fell 
hwirilyund the mud !)ccame terrible. The entire region eeemed 
to be soaked into one va^t quagmire ; the night proved ntterlj 
und intensely dark, and the fxhanstcd men Honnderod about 
sadly in the i-llort tu itnike thoir way throtigli tho nnfumiliar 
forc«t. GuiiU-(t hiul been jjrovided and fires lighti-d to diow tb« 
vay, but tho former wore daxod by the dttTiculties of the march, 
Hnil tho hitter woro i^^tinguisbtKl by the driving rain and the im* 
poe«il>ility of obtaining proper fuel. An a result, at tlio time 
up|>ointod fur the attack but n few hundred mon, and those 
almuaL without organizalion, were fooling their way against the 
cnemy'H flkirmtah lines. 

It was ufter midnight that tho Thirty-seronth were rousod, 
tenlH struck, and the mi>n, benumbed and almost Hcniioleii^ from 
their exhaustion and broken sleep, waited for the i^igniil tu march, 
which came about 'i o'clock. Through the few remaining hours 
till daylight tho column plodded alowly along, the regitneDt 
halting in tho early morning, near the hotipitalii of the Niuth 
Corps to prepare breakfoxl. In fact no further movemoat wa» 
made (ill lute in tho afternoon. It took n long timo to gather 
the fragments of the Fifth Corps, so seriously scattered by the 
floundering through the darkness and the mud the night before, 
and by tho time a foree woa collected adequate to strike a blow 
worthy the name, the enemy, in foroo and well intrenched, waa 
ready to receive it in the old way. In consequonco tho fighting 
was nowhere very serious. The most importimt event of the 
day watt the oconpation of the Jett farm, a considerable eminence 
t« the left of and commanding the position of the Fifth Coriio, 
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This was seized upon early in tlie day by a small forcu of Regu- 
lars, who drove aw»y totno ot the Confofltriile cuvulry and bcgaii 
to intrvuch, when tliejr wore rolfcTod by Uptou's brigmle, whioli 
uoder tho porHunal direction of Gcnernl Monde proceeded to 
make a ponnanont occupation of the locality. While the brigade 
was ihns engaged it was assailed by a Htroiig force of rebel in- 
fnatry, Upton's nion beiug precipitately sctitteicd and Goncml 
Ucnde himself narrovrly escaping cupttire. 

At about 3 o'clock in tint uft«rnoon the Thirty-seventh were 
ordered under arms, Neill's division being directed to support 
Ayres's brigade of the Fifth Corps in retaking the Jett hill. 
Moving near to the Ny, the m«n were ordered to nnbucklc tholr 
tikririilgc boxen ami hold them nith their nui^kutjinbovo their 
licad« in Muc thoy sliould be csllcd tipon to ford the river and 
charge tliL' enemy beyond. Unt the latt«r seemed to liave aban> 
doned the place, making no attempt to hold it longer, and aft«r 
some munoiivoring and a brisk shelling of the woods iu front, 
Edwards'ti Brigade went into position and throw uj) a line of 
rifle-pits. 

Here the Thirty-seventh remained for three days without fur- 
ther engagement, merely confronting the enemy, each army on 
th« alert, seeking for an opportunity to strike an cffeotiTc blow, 
bnt Unding none. Sunday, May 15, vta» a bright, culm day, 
in every way in mnrki-d contrast with thntto which had immedi- 
ately preceded it. The location of the regiment was on a fine 
plantation which had hitherto escagted the desolations of warfare. 
lu fields were cultivated and clmrming to an unusual degruc. and 
everything about it ocemcd imitinot with the buttur life of Vir- 
ginia's happy days. It occasioned more than n sigh of regret to 
s«e the beautiful incloeures trodden by the marching oolunms, 
torn by the B|iadei3 of the fortifying squads, desolated by the axes 
of the pioneers. 

That nttvrnoon » religious service wot held by Chaplain Morse, 

hich Was largely attended by thv membem of the regiment, 
OS was a prayer- meeting in the evening held jitst in the rear 
of the rifle-pits. Thc»u were the (irst religious services sinOB 
tlw day of leaving the camp at Brandy Station — not a long 
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{•riod iin tho <^a1en<Iitr, but how avostfiil !» tTte liirtory of tl 
Tbirty-HPruiitti I During thft aftemoOD tlicru wiu ii wry eOTt<re 
thunder showor. rwicwing the full volume of mud which Uiid 
bognn to abate in aomo degree. Possibly eome di-raonstRitiou had 
been contemplated but for thia deluge, aa the men were ordered 
to })aok up, niid the skirmish line was advanced Home dJstnure 
withuul euconuteriu^ oppoaittan. If thcro had been any JoteQ- 
tion uf a movciiK'nt it wum iibiiii<laneil. Tho command wiutwl till 
night-fiill for fiirtluT<u'<ler«, then pitched thuirah«ltert«nts onoe 
more or laid down upon the vtet ground to sleep. 

The regiment now found itself for a time under the mmmand 
o( Lieutenant- Colonel Franklin P. Harlow of the Seventh, an 
otdoer whose sterling '(ualiti(^s had been wfllproTed during his 
term of service, especially in the dospcrato etormlng of Mttrye's 
Hightii a year before. Dctiiilud at thi« timii to uoninittud tho 
Thirty seventh, whose own officers had been bo generally wounded, 
he discharged the duties of that delicate position in a tnunnvr 
to win th<! ndmiration of the regiment and the res]>cct of all with 
whom he came in contiict. 

The soldiers wore curly astir next morning, and after drawing 
rations waited in expccialion of important orders of some natnrc, 
but none were received. The d&y passed in quiet, and after a 
priiyer- meeting in the early evening tho men slept witliont dis- 
turhanco till nmrning, Nnr wn,* the programme varied for tb« 
following day, so far as the Thirty-seventh was concerned, till 
evening. Two days boforo the Second CoTpe, with the exception 
of Birney's division, had been swang back to the Frederickal>urg 
road, leaving the Ninth Corps and Bimey to form the Federal 
right. It was now decided to quietly return the Second Corjis to 
ita position nt tho Angle and attuck eiirly next morning on the 
scene of tho Icrrrhlo struggle of the 13th. with the Sixth Cor(>« 
fio-opernting. After dark of tho IVth. therefore, the Thirty- 
seventh, in common with ila f ellow- regimen ta of the corps, 
received orders to prepare to move, and all night \nw #peiit in a 
slow, intermittent, wearisome creeping through the woods and 
fields, by trails and by-ways, morning Hnding the brigade with 
Wheaton's near the Lrmdrum house, deploying for the Attack. 
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Thoso two brigiidea oorared tbe right llnak of tlie Secoud Oorjis, 
and when the prviuu-ntions hud been oomplcli-d, ai nbout 5 oVlock, 
uiidvr cover of a trcmoudoiiG ttrtillury \hv fruiii tin; Federul liat- 
terius plnuldd iD th<3 front lino of tbv Union workR aud Bring 
over their heuds, tlio devoted Hues moved forword Ici iht- oMitulL 
It was a mcmomble soeos. From right to left, for milv*, the 
artillery i'i-a.iht-d imd nwirnd, the woods and liclds all about 
wem filled with lumling «hoi and hurjitiii^ shell, to which 
the u»tAilcil niudu little reply, but not bL-cnii«o they were dismayed 
or iibwnl. Crouuhing behind thoir works, they wiiiU'd till the 
UMiiiliinte should enter the abatis and bocumv diititrguiiiied in 
the struggle through the slashings and impedimcntti of every 
sort which lllled the entire ground to bo charged over. Tlien, 
as the Confcdemtc skirmiBliei'H were iiw<-)>i buck before the strong 
liiiw of bluu, Iho rcstniinod leDigivst brokt; forth and with shriek 
and scream and hissing poured Ht di-ulb blast in the faces of the 
Union soldiers. As the hostile works were approached Wheaton's 
brigade moved to the right, uncovering Edwards's, whioh went 
fttmight forward, up to and over the first line of the Confederate 
iatrcncfameote. The bruro voteraos would have gone directly 
into tfao jaws of death at the command, and they wore not far 
from that allegoric spot at this partioutar moment. Hugging 
the ground and clinging tenaciously to what they had gained, 
the dauntleM fellows waited iu terrible suspense for the <-»-op' 
orating lin«w to make a corresponding advanceaud relievo thum 
from the furious crom fire to whieh they were now ex]>eeed. 
They waited in rain. The task iindiTlakon wnti too trying, the 
slaughter would lie too terribly certain, \hv prospect of success 
was too remote. Tbe troops to the right niid left woi-e breaking 
into fragments and scramhling to the rear as but thoy oould; 
the order to fall back came to the Thirty-seventh. It was abont 
us Crying as one t» ailvMiue, but commander and menkoewMoh 
other bettor fronj that momcHl. "Stwwly, Thirty-eeveothl" 
cautious Colonel Ilarluw, as though guiding an alignment on 
the drill-lield. and with tlu' firmness ot review the regiment 
faces to the rear and movef ba<-k through the tempest of fire to 
the shellering earthworks from which it had comft 
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" We vront in, lost Home men An<1 oftme <»iit itgaiD— tlmt ie ul) 
tliere wm to it," said n gnlliiiit offiocr Bjwiikiiig of the part taken 
in this iissaiill by lh« Tliirty-suvouth, and that wii« tru« of the 
untirv operntiun. It had coat some six or seven huntlnwl man 
ami had nniouiit«d to nothing. The regiment had been v«ry 
foi-tuuntu in having hni two men killed — Sergeant Ini Larklns 
»nd Cliiki'loa T. Wing ot Coui)mny H— mid Ifl woundpd, inclnil- 
iag Sergeant Major Hnhliurd M. Abhott in the hand. So wil)i 
its rapidh' shrinking liuf nhortc-iied Uv ten filM for whii;h it 
could only jioint to the fact of hiiving peiiutriitud further into 
the deiully jungle than any oilier )>ortiou uf the ii«sanltiiig linu«i, 
the Thirty-Heventh tnmed ita face ouoe more toWHrd tJie loft, 
and used up the revtt of lhi> day in marching back to tho vioiaity 
of Uie Anderson houAe, tTOHsing the Ny onoe more and getting 
into lino of htitllo on the extreme Federal left. 

Ky this time the tirod men, who had been without sleep for 40 
hounsand inceasanlly marching and Hghling for 24, were finite 
rvady to lie down luiywhere and Hlet.-)), but at i o'eloek they were 
again (-idled up and Koon as it was light moved nonie two uilw 
to the lift and front, near tho river Po, Forniidubh? rifle pits 
in tlie nmr of the a<lvani'c lino were eoniitruototl by deliiiU from 
tJie aoveral regiments of the brigade, and foi' two dwys tho Thii^ 
ty-BOrenth, with tlie cxeeptiou of continual duty npon the akir- 
mitih line, occupied theHc works in peace. I-^eh evening it 
prayer-uiectiiig vm held in the grove of )iinis eloae to the riflo 
pits, find, M Ku often thenceforth to the eluac of the struggle, 
tlie bronisud and bearded wurriora turning from scouee and 
thoughts of bloodshed to hold reverent communion with their 
Maker formed ii touching tuid impressive picture. 

On the Itlth EwellV rorpa of Lee's army sallied out from 
behind il* brciwlw'iik* and hy » rapid movement itwuug uround 
upon the I'VeciDriek^bnrg ruad. now n«ed n^ the direct lino of 
communication by the Army of the Potomac witli iu t«se at 
Aqiiia Creek, and (lounced upon a wugon train. A sharp liglit 
at once ensued in whadi the principal part wa^ taken on tlie 
Union aide by a division of heavy artilliry lighting as infantry, 
which under the command of Gcnerid H. 0. Tyler had reovnUjr 
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boon attiidiod lo lh<i Soroml Cor]is. ThU being th« flrot buttle 
in whicli tlicsu im'ii h«il Iiikcii |iart, tlipy wpii) joto it with 
uti i^iitlitixiiu'iit wliiuli wiut «iiii)>Iv irn-Hi>;til>lL-, »iiil, thoiigli ftt 
hi^avv loss on ttivir owa pari, di-orp the al^R^ilIUlts buck to thoir 
works, lievi'itil humlred |iriaoiiorfi I>ein>; tuken. 

Tlie Htruggle wbich bad continncd for 15 duya was now i>nd«d 
iiiid jin'pnratiotiri were iiiiido fur a fiirllit^r luoveineiit by the left 
flniik tnwNrd ItichiiKiini. Tlitix fur during the rHtii|>ftign the 
Ii>aec« of tht Uiiinn army hud nmounlvd to "Ver -tO.OOO iinin, and 
even ihi-^L- cnorinoiiit tigtircM do uot ade(jiiiit?ly uxprcM the DiKg- 
oitude of this L^ontinnal carniral of horrors. IJiiring all thi« 
time the men had been Hgbting by day and murohing and man- 
euTeriag hy night, conntantly under flro. until many hud utterly 
broken down from want of aW-nyi and tht- vontititml xtrain upon 
the ncrvons «y«tcnia. Acconliiig lo th» best citimatiM the Con- 
federate loi<it htu] been not far from utO.UOU; mid tbi«, thimgh 
numerically ao much ]titn than the Union Iohr, was unquestiona- 
bly a nnirt) m>rioti.< blow to Uu- govuniment behind the army. 

The Sixth Corfw had bucn Bolccteil lo cover the withdrawal of 
the army from in front of Lee. nnd till noon of thu i\6t rt-mained 
in its intrenchments. The Second Corps etsrle<) on iu mftrch 
early in tlie night of the 20th. the Fifth Ci>rps followed next 
morning, and (but afternoon Bnrnflido also went, leaving Wright 
nlono on Uw »UI binih-ltild. Itut ii like movement hod lieoii 
made on the ptirt of the Ci>nfedcrarc«, AiulcrMin't eorpM moving 
out during thu night of ihu :iU1h and Ewell's in tlio niorolng, 
80 that a§ the day closed Hill alone confronted Wright. The 
march of Lee's column was atraigbt toward his Capital by the 
Telegraph road, parallel to the movement of the Army of tho 
PototDNi'. but 118 the Intter had to take n leas direct route, more 
lo the ciwtwm'il, (ieneral I-ce intvridvd to intcrpo»c across the 
line of the Fedcntl advance m lime to prevent immediMt«<Iaug«r 
bo IlichmoDd, and thin ho wne ablu to do, lu we diall Koon «ee. 

Alwitt noon General Wright concentrated his (orc«s in tho 
•trong works on Ibe elevated ground about tho Oayte house, 
•ml Uier Ucneral Hill, thinking tu feel tbo retiring corps, mftde 
n vigorous nttiick, driving in the nkirmishera and at on« point 
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aking u lodgment in ihe line. But Iii» forces vera Hpeedily 
driv«» ont and the mtigDiHccnt firing of tho Sixth Curjis ai-til- 
lery sunt hU four lines of battle back to thoir work* in i>onfii- 
eiou. The lou of the TMrty-MTcotb in tbia lililc ■.''□gugomcnt 
wiia James Uontn of Cotnpitnj- C killed and sis men wounded. 

About 10 o'clock Ihiit evening the oorps withdrew from ite in- 
treiicliments and followed in the track of thoite that had pre- 
ceded it, the skirinieh line tinder command of Captitin Ijuomig 
being extricAted in the ilnrknem with miic-h effort but without 
loBi. Tlio march continued all thruiigh Ihe night, but luiA the 
udviintitgc over soma of tlie night tnurehe« which had preceded 
it that steady progreaa was made without the vexation of fre- 
quent haltH and delaya; jet even at the best the men were sadly 
jaded and worn and welcomed the halt of early morning at 
Guineas StRtion for coilct, followed by a rest till 2 o'oltwk in the 
aftcruoon. The men gcncruUy devoted then; hours to sloap, the 
day proving ojtpressively warm, though not all could resist the 
teniptiition to make limited e.xcuraions in Ihe neighborhood in 
the intorettit of the individual oomuitMiiry department. 

The present niovonmnt ii( the army wiw thruugh one of the 
richeet and tinest Hectiunit of Virginiii, and one which had thus 
far experienced no more serious visitation llian the occasional 
dash of a cavalry eoliimu; the country was gently undulating, 
with frequent tine estates and extensive plantations, the wide 
fields being generally in n atttte of cultivation i{uite charming to 
the eye. 

During the respite cannonading hml been hf-ard in tho direc- 
tion of Bowling Green, but the roar of artillery had smitten the 
eai's of the men so long and incessantly that this frash outbreak 
•carcely provoked iipeculation. Aa the column moved in tho 
afternoon in that direction, some reminiscenoes of the cauipnign 
of the previous May — which now sectm-d removed by sunh a dia- 
timce of time and event — were recalled by passing Ihu house in 
which "Stonewall" Jackson had died a year before of the 
wounds received at Ohancellorsville. Bowling Qreen waspusaed 
and the column turned due south, pressing on till Calker's Store 
wn» reached, where > halt was made for the night, mucli to the 
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reti«f of the men, who were <)nite esbaneted from the Kent of 
the day, their previous oondition ami the senrdty of food, which 
among oflircrti nnd mttn vraa genendly (jnite ooDftiimed. At Lha 
close of the dtiy'« mitroh the Firrt Divi»ion, which bod bcon in tho 
ndvanoi.\ fell to thu rciir iind the Second Otvi^ioD, going to tho 
front, formed in line of battle und built temporary brouetworka 
of rails behind which they slept soundly till morninf;. 

\oxt morning the march wae resumed soon after 8 o'clock, 
the Army of tho Potomun moving toward Himover Junction in 
three columns, — the Fifth Corjw, followed by the Sixth, on the 
right, the Xinth in the centor anil the Second on the left. Late 
as was the hour of st^irting, tho men of the Thirty-seventh went 
without' their breakfasts, simply because they had nothing to eat 
except in the rare eaaca where they had been able to obtain some- 
thing by purchase or forage ; but at noon a halt wod made uud 
fivti days* nitions were druwu— a «t'rii>us addition to the Imrdons 
carried by tho men, though ii very welcome one. An hour later 
the march was resumed, and as the afternoon wore away the un- 
misttahable crash of battle was heiud in fronl. 

At Hanover Junction thi; Frt'derteltHhurg and Richmond rail- 
road, which ran nearly due south, was oruwed by tho Virginia 
Central coming Jn from the northwest, whence tho two, a few 
miles upurt, ran nearly parallel to Riohmond. A milo or two- 
before reaching tho Junction the North Anna river wu« encount- 
ered, which like most uf those in that part of Virginia runs in a 
general southeasterly direction. A few miles, below tho North 
and South Annai) unite, forming the Pamunky, which before 
reaching tUf. nea joins the Matajiony, and the two lose their 
identity in the York river. Parallel to the North Anna und 
some two tnilca from it Hows Little river, a, tributary of the 
South Anna, and between the two tirst named, in a |iositton 
strong by nature and which he hastened to improve by fortiUca- 
tione, General fiee had again planted his army acrosa tlie path 
of thf Union wivancc. 

Bitncock's column xtrnck the North Anna at tho Frodcrtokt* 
bnrg railroad und tho turnpike bridge a mile above, tho lattor 
being the only passage pntcticable for bis troops, and the approiich 
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to this viu commiiadetl by eomo eurtbworka which hai been built 
at the time of the Chancel lorHville cam|mgu and vcre now 
mHiiiicd by the Confederates who liiid jtiat ri>uohcd the scene. 
A d)arg« was nmde by Biruey's diviKimi nhirh ri'SultfU iti the 
oii]>turu of the works with «ome of Lhe ilcfundure. nnd gave tha 
Union suldicrs oominitiid of one euil of the bridge while tho 
enemy htid tho other. This position was held during the night, 
fri-quent etTorts of tlie rebels to burn the bridge being frnstrated. 
On the right Ociieral Warri'ii hiid r<>m!hcd ihc river at Jericho 
MilU. four miU-« tibgvo, wlurt- a wry ditticiilt ford wuh found, 
guarded only by u ekirinish line, Scntmbling down the Ht<-«p 
rocky bankK and wading the stream waist deep, Uvni'inl [)urt- 
lett'a brigade of Uritlins division secured footing on the other 
Hide, a ponlon bridge waa liatitily laid, nnd the whole rorpA, ]uirt 
wading am) )>art using tho bridge, <-rot>8ed and e8ttd>li!thi-d a lino 
hnlF a mile frum the river. While the intrenching wti« being 
done a characteristic Southern assault waa made by Wilcox's and 
Iltth's diviHtons of Uill's corps, which at one jioint gained some 
Hilvantiige ; hut a well-directed artillery fire drove them hack iu 
c.uiiriHii'n, and the Sixlli Corpn, which hiu) by thix time riNurhcd 
the north bunk of thu river, wan not nvwlcd ami did not cro» 
the river till the next morning. Oencrxl Warren hudceUblished 
his posiliun, h»<l caplnred nearly a, thuusiind )iriHonerE, and the 
prospect was regarded as tjuite cheering. At 3 o'clock in the 
morning of the 24th the Thirty- seventh crossed tho river in con* 
m-ction with the ri'nt of tho corjiK and ijuictly unitcil through thft 
day for dcvelopmontn. At that part of tlic lidd there was no 
considerable engagement, and many of the suldicrs seixed the 
op])ortuniiy to butho in lhe North Anna — a privilege, it does not 
need to be said, of which they had long felt the need. At 5 
o'clock the regiment advanced to relieve a ]iortion of the Fiftli 
Corps in tlie front lino, ami renminud in their iiitreDChmonla 
through the night, exposed to a very soverc thiindor_«hower, the 
vivid lightning and loud thunder (lashing and cnuhing through 
the foreiil in a remarkable manner while the rain poured down in 
torrent*. 
The promiHC of the initial movements had not l>efin borne out 
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by the DVMiM of the (Itty, ftiid it wn^ fuiiiu) th»t the Coiifc<Urate 
iirniy iriw rotilly in u pofiitiuii »{ cxcoptionnl etroii^t. Loft'* 
c<-nt«r atiil rested ujwti thi> North Annn between tli<> two crOM- 
inga miide l>y the Union wings: hia left liiid been thrown back 
to Little river ti|)f>ii which it riwli'd seciiifiy, the line faoiiig 
iibont lino north nnil ext<'U<ling from river to river, n iliMnnoi- of 
iiboiit u mile and n hiilf, like n wall of iron. Ilis right vrits j)ro- 
ti'uted by the Uunover inHrebe^, Eoiith ot the Junction, the ^n- 
vral facing of his right wing being to the eastward. Lee's 
]>osilion WHS thus eompaot, adniiralily adapted for the oonovntra- 
l.ion of foroc to any threatened paint, and ii«»«i]tilite only by 
direct front ntlnck. Tho two wings of the Union army were 
(tcpanited by miles of distance and two crossings of the river, 
effoclive eo-operation between them was out of the queRtion, and 
the generalfl commanding were reluctantly forced to the conclu- 
sion that some more [iromising field must bo sought. Tho retir- 
ing of Loc's left to Littb river had obliged him to uneaver the 
C'entral railroad, and this Meade proceeded to destroy for several 
milea. while Warren still strove to push hix left throngb to con- 
nect with Hancock. Rut the enemy had bc*n reinforced, both 
from the Shenandnah vulley and by Pickett'sdivision from south 
of Richmond, and his lines were everywhere firmly maintained. 

At 8 o'clock in the morning of the 2flth the Thirty-seventh 
marched toward the front, crossing the Central railroad at Noel's 
Station and advancing to the Anderson plonLiition, where the 
brigade in two lines formed on the right of Swoitzcr's brigade of 
the Fifth Corps. In the afternoon tho whole lino moved a sltort 
ditrtauM' to the Icfl, when the men were set to work building 
fortilicittiims, Uiboring alt through tho night and tearing down 
throe negro cabins to obtain logs for the pur{Kise. A hear; 
ehowor occurred during the night, and much rain fell the follow- 
ing day, when most of the men not at work on the pitA wore 
detailed for duty on the skirmish lino, where « briitk firing woj* 
kept up, thonghforttinatvlynoncof the Thirty-seventh wore hurt. 

Tho movement of the Armyof the Potomac " by the loft Hank 
towiird Richmond" was resumed that evening, and the march 
which restUttid proved one of the hardest uf the many hard 
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miiroliefl of tlio cuin|iaign. Th« rbgini«iit ))r(i{i(T, or rntlii'r i(ie 
hiindfiil ot nion Aucompnnjiag tJio colore, movi>d soon after (l»rk.l 
itiid nijtrchod steadily and aa nipidly as poHsible all night. A| 
I&rgu {art of (he men, lioworor, nvre on the sktrmisli line and 
did not get acroHs the river till diijlight, wlien they pushed ot 
at the top of their speed to overtake llieir fellowa. The ruin of ' 
the ]irevioue dny hiul softciipct the ground, mnking nil tho road* 
difficult And vxhuusting, especially to the men of the Thirty-! 
eevcnth, who were now paasing their second conseL-utive uigbti 
entirely without sleep. As usual, the rnion army wiis ohliged 
to make a long detour to rvneli roadu which would secure tha 
movement from olwcrviition, and in coniio<|uom<e they went] 
iK-mgii I()l«, through woods and hy eroM roudK, over ditchi<« and , 
fences, through tields of corn and grain, crossing the Frederickif- 
burg and Itichmoud ruflroad at Chesterfield Station. But the 
difficulty of tho route was not the only tax upon the endnrftnce 
of the soMierii. Again tlmy wuro without food, For two duyx 
they hikd nothing to eat oxcept two ratioui^ of freih bL>cf, nnd 
during this time they were being taxed to the utmost both day] 
and oiglit. It scarcely needs to be said that of the 311 raembcra' 
of the Thirty-Hoventh at thlj time present fur duly, not one could J 
have been properly termed a well man; yet the exigeocie* off 
the service* were recognized by all. and each was making heroiof 
exertions to meet the terrible and incoitsaut calla. 

The maroh continued all through the STth, General HusseU'sl 
diviaiou leading tho eorpi», prewded by a Btrong cavalry forc^J 
which during ihc foroiiuuu reached and occupied Hanover Town,] 
the immediate objective point of Ihc army. Thcday being ver 
warm, the mud was soon tolerably dried, the roails being in faie 
condition otherwise and leading through a charming section 
thoconntry, but thcsutTeringeoldieryhadlittteeye now for nature'*^ 
beanty: oh, that they might lie down iu the cool shade iu tl 
green fields to sleep and resti 

A halt was made for thenightafewmilesfrom the Pamunl<, 
and the men slept heavily till early morning when they were 
aroused and at 5 o'clock the maroh was resnmed, the Thirty- 
»erenth leadiug the corps. The rivor was orossed at half-past 8, 
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and some two milea beyond the line of battlo waa formed, the 
Thir^-aeveatb being deployed i\s skirmislierti and the remain- 
der of the brigade proceoiling to intretioh, Ihe liiKM nitining 
through a vast corn-field. There iho entire corjiB rcmKinvd till 
the mt of the army crossed the rivvr and wont into poeitiun, 
vhilo the cavalry puHhed to tbo front to a«cortain ae definitely as 
jKHtaitile where the Confederate army was neit to be encountered ; 
for there was no doubt thut Ijcp, having the shorter route and 
perfect knowledge of the country, liiicl int«r]ioM-d botwoea the 
Army of the Potmnnc and tttchmond, which was now less tlian a 
day's march distant. 

The or06)sing of the Tamunkcy bad jihiccd the army on the 
fuinniis "Pcninania," and the Federal advauoe had already 
roaehed the ground occupied by McClellun's outposts two years 
before. The cavalry found the enemy in coDsiderablc force at 
Hiiwc-a's Shop on the Hanover road, a severe engagement rogult- 
ing in which Sheridan held the ground, and next day the differ- 
ent corpe were pushed forward on rcconnaissancea to develop the 
intentions of the foe. 

Late in the aftenioon of Sunday, the 29th, the Thirty-seventh 
received tlto onkirs thoy had nil day buon cautioned to expect, 
knapsacks wore slung and the column moved away toward Han- 
over Court House. A halt was made at midnight: the men threw 
themselves down beside tJie road or wherever opportunity pre- 
sented and nested till early morning. Tho march thus far bod 
boon in support of Oenerul llnsseH't division, but on the morn- 
ing of tho SOth the Thtrty-aoTonth took the lead, morin;; down 
the railroad as far us Ptake^s Station, cutting the telegraph wireti, 
destroying the track and burning the buildings at the station. 

A few hours later the corps commenood retiring, Kdwardit's 
brigiule, strengthened by four additional regitnonta and a battery, 
being coniitituted the rear guard. Theae moved bock slowly to 
Crump's MilK tkirmisliiug with tho Confederate horseman all 
Ihe way, and on reaching that point went into position on the 
extreme right of the corps, tho Thirty-seventh supporting a bat- 
tery. Here the night and the following day were jtaased with no 
further incident, though the sounds of continual artillery firing 
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cume ap from the left. In fact the other corps, which hntl 
vaiiced on the direot roods leading to Richmond, Gnooimtered 
HHch opposition lui to show tho {JonfotU'niLo army in force along 
llic Tolojiotumy, und itftcr somv shnrp fighting it vu dcci>U-d 
lu move etill further to tho left, eincu if Leo wite foiYwd from 
his present jwsition it woald only Iw to take a stronger one be- 
hind theChickahomiay and the impregnuhle Uiehmond defenses. 
A movement was therefore pluiiiied by way of ('old Harbor,* a 
haudct where many imjmrtimt roads c-onTorgud. The place wu* 
scixod by Shcrtdiin'e cavalry on the iifteriioou of tlu- 31st. pr«- 
liminiiry to ita occupution by the Sixth Corps leading the Army 
of the Potomac and by a column from Ucnerul Uutlor's command 
south of Bichmond. 

A bri(^f sl<«tch mnst now he given of tho oi)eraU<HU of 
Army of the Jtunett and of tho Union cavalry up to this tint^ 

It will be romembercd that early in February an attempt bad 
been made at the suggestion of (ieni-riLl Bntler tu force a small, 
twLftly muving column f r«m liis iiimy thrungli tho Richmond do- 
ffiueea for the purpose of liberating the Union prisoners confined 
in that city and on Itelle Island and in the James River near it. 
This Htt«mpl had fiiiled, us bad a cavalry movement from tho 
Army of the Por.omue direct a few weel(.i later under Oenerul 
KilpaCrick and Colonel Dahlgren, tiiu latter being kdled. The 
enemy were found on tho alert and llic works proved too strong 
lo be furcml. But with the duudly grapple between the main 
armies in full progrcias and Butler's forces also operating from 
the other side of the Confederate Capital, it seemed that a bold, 
strong dash might prove successful, and after clearing the way 
for tho mlvauoi^ of the infantry to Spottitjrlvania, Genon] Sher* 
idiin with tt puwerfnl chivalry lalumn made bis way directly 
toward Ri(;hmonil. Destroying railroads, pnblic projierty und 
stores, he pushed on with slight opposition till Yellow Taveni 
was reached, not more than ten miles due north of Itichmond. 
Here, on the 11th, Sheridan found himself uonfrouted by tien* 
oral J. E. B. Siuart at the head of a strong force of Southern

Arbor, e<c 1 ben UMdHic 6nl ipctliac u pnbtbly tlie man tamo. 
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curalry. A severe battle ensued in wliicli IJte Coiifvdoratu 
leader and (ieneral .lames B. (lordon, oomnanding one of hil 
brigadVH, wtre morttdly wuundcd. ' The loss of Stiuui vriUB very 
houry blov to the Southern snny, hie abilities as » cavalry 
leader being rcco^niKed through both armies. Ueutenant-Goft- 
eral Woile Huni)>ton waa his suooessor in the comiDand of Lve'e 
canilrjr. Having driven the enetay fi-om his path, Sheridan 
pashed straight toward liichmond, nod Ciistcr'H brigade suc- 
ooedodin carrying tho first line of wurkeuiidvaptiiriDg a hundred 
priaouors: but. us in other cases, the inner linos proved too strong 
to be forced. The column swept away to the southvunj, de- 
foaling every force which attempted to oppose it, madi; a junc- 
tiun with the Union troops on the James, procured Kiipplitw and 
roturnod leisurely to the Army of thi.! Potomac, whiuh it re- 
joined on the i25th in tho vicinity of the North Anna. One of 
the l*cet results of the raid w.-is the recapture of 400 Uoioo pris* 
uners on their way to Itichmond from the Wilderness. 

Simultaneously with the udvance of the Army of the Potoniuo 
iigaiiut Lee, Oonorul Butler began his pix-siribod operations on 
tbt BOQth aide of Rtdimond. His force, oompriamgiiomo 35,000 
men of all nrm«, consisted of General W. F. Smith's Eighteenth 
Corps, containing the divisions of Genemls Brooks, Weitxel and 
Hiuks — the latter colored troops, — and Oenernl tj, A. Oillmore's 
Tcuth Corps, summoned for the oecofiion front South Carolimt and 
comprising the divisions of (ieneruls Terry, Amosniid Turner, 
General Eautz commanded (he cavalry divisiou attached to tho 
Army of the Jumoe. Making a demonstration as though he in- 
tended to operate on the peninsula by McCtellan's old rtiute, 
Butler siiddeQly transferred his troops by transport to the Janips, 
up which he atlvanced to City Point, within 15 mtivs of Itich- 
mond, wh<?re he landed and proceeded to intrench strongly ut 
Scrmuda Ilnndred, a small petiiiituln in (ho vicinity, where his 
Hanks rested on tho river and woreprotiTli-d by the gun>lii>ats of 
the lle>,it. From this stronghold raiding parties were jmshed out 
to strike the liichraoud and Petersburg railroad, only a few 
miles in front, but found themselves confronted by Keuurcgard'a 
coinituiud, jvhii'li had lic«n hurried up from South Caroliua with 
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nil tlie reioforceaienta that could be gathered on the vuy. Kei 
t!ral cngagemeuU of minor importance occurreil, the rond wu 
etTeotuolly ilfiHtiijyed mui KuutK'M CHviilry «et forth on n raid to 
the we«twur(l, while Btitlor with his main force faced toward 
Ili^cliinond and odvuncod, prM*ing back the encniT's outposts, 
till hix further immediate iirogrc-ea was chet^keit by a etroDg line 
uf works. While the two iirniies iIiuh confronted eacli other 
Ueanregard Btruck hia antagonist a tievere blow at Prowry's 
BtuR on the morning of May 1ft. Kvcrything favored the Con- 
federates. A hi'iivy fog inttvailed, coveringpcrfcctlytboirmovc- 
mcnt ; their forceis were itilynalugGonsly diHpusoil to strike the 
Union army in front, Hunk and roar : while the Fedent line wai 
eu oxteudod ae to be overywlmre weak and about na l>ad!y digi^KMei] 
as possible for defensive pnrpoaes. The Sontliern coniiuuidtir*! 
plans were well laid for the complete overthrow of hia aotagoniit, 
but Nonie of tliom miscjirriod, while the stubborn n»i8lanco of the 
ITnioD Koldii-rit ))revfiitvd a runt in tiny )>jirl uf the line, though 
General Smith wuh obliged lo fall back to jirotcct hia commmii* 
otttioDS. As a result Ut'tierol Butler retired again behind hia 
defenaeaat Itermndu Hundred, where bia ponilion waa quite ini- 
pregnable. Be; in regain], eonHtrneliiig a parallel line of works, 
sat down to walrh liii« f>ie. diHimtnlung one division 'of bis aruijr 
to Lee's luwiittiini'c. 

tienural Grant, on hearing of the I'twiilt of General Butler'« 
movement, directed the lutter to send him all the troo)>s of bia 
command save such as might be necessary to bold the Jiusition 
at City I'uiot, and accordingly General Kmith was di«p«tchi>d 
with fu'ir dividouH under Generala llrooks, Deveus, Martiudule 
kud Aniiis— ibe two former well known and honored in the Army 
of the Potomac. These went by triinsporta to White House, 
Grant's new base of supplies on the I'amnnkey, whence thoy 
marched to Cold Harbor. Boaurogurd ut the same time Rent 
another division to reinforce Lee. 

ijlieridao having gained jiosgijEsioR of favorable ground at Cold 
Harbor on the afternoon of the Slat of May waa directed to hold it 
at any cost, while Wright wait injitmcted to hurry with his corps 
from the right at Haa'es's Shop to his support. The Sixth Corpa 
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WAS iinlcred to be iit Cnl<l Ilnrbor by d»,vl>reak if this were poaai- 
blo, — wliicli it iiiniiifi-Ktly wiis not. TIks order* wciv not rwuived 
till well into tho night, tlii' dittnni'e to ))C marcbol wm moTO 
than 15 miles over ii region intcrttoctcd in cvitv direction by 
narrow, half-defined and unmarked roude, imitxling even in broad 
dayandqtiite nntrondable in the darkness of a moonleBB night. 

The Thirty-HGventli wore colled from slnmber at midnight, the 
oHleera' hortie^ were saddled and tlie men packed their blankcta 
ready for an immediate start, Imt as the ordert were Dot ro* 
reived to move ono after auotht-r settlnl down to Rlue]> again, 
ami »o the night passed till morning cam?. Then thu march 
was taken np and steadily pursued, and seldom had the brave 
men struggled through a more severe ordeal. The day proved 
intensely hot, the aun burning down with a Inrid, brasay glare 
that seemed to bmil the human lleah on whicli it fell; the way 
led through sandy plains, heated to the int«tiaity of a \-iLst fur- 
n««i, from which the moat terrible clonda of du«t arose, not only 
high into the air, diadoaing every movement to the watchful 
enemy, bnt aa well choking the breath and blinding tlie viaiou of 
tlte gaaping men who were marching through them. Erery- 
wlicrc the siiu-etruke did it4 deatlly work — men Ml blinded and 
gaiping from the ranks, strong, bravo men who on a dozen 
deadly fields had looked death in the face without quailing, con- 
quered now by the long, unr^eoaing attain to which they had been 
Biihjectcd and the mighty puwer of the elements. 

As the Sixth Corps approached it* destination it met the ad- 
viuieo of Smith's column, which hud been hurried forward with- 
out waiting for iu wagona or ammutiition, but by a mistake in 
it« onlers had marched oeveral miles out of the way, an<l wiui 
now coming in through the sultry heat in a fearful state of ex- 
hanstion owing to its inexperience in heary maichiog. Yet its 
apirtt waa as brave aud tnie us any in tlie service, as it had just 
proved in one of the moat ferocious contests of the war; and now 
it was only anxious to light by the side of the vetorana of the 
Army of the Potomac and win their approval. 

A furiona effort bad been made that morning by Kershaw's 
division to drive Sheridan from his position, bnt the plucky 
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lavulry leader dUmountcd bis men mid fought them Mt infantry 
with such address that the assaitimle with brokcu ranke were 
glad to retire. Meanwhile the Oonfederateii had become aware 
of Grant's intontion and when Wright's corpB marched for Cold 
Uarbor Anduroon's did the «uinu, while Lee's three diriiiions id- 
ready at or near that point clused down to proton t a Htroiig front. 
As the Sixth Corps oiored np thi.> road leading from Old Cold 
Harbor to Cold Harbor projier it went into position on the left 
of the road, Kickelt«*s diviaion next the road, KiisHell's on its 
loft and Noill's covering the flank and in reaerre. Tlic Vermont 
Brigadv formed the extrumo loft tiud wna supported by Kilwarda's 
Brigade in one line. On thu right of lh<.- road was Smith's 
column, Devens'e division connecting with the Sixth Corps and 
Bri>oks'B on iU right, while Martindalc'a was refused to cover the 
Betlieisda Church road, General vVmea's being detached for other 
duty. 

As soon as the Hnee were formed and the men had rested 
somewhat after their xcroro exertions in getting there the order 
to ad^'a^co wiis given and nobly res])onded to. The enemy wm 
posted in a heavy forest behind the shelter of rifle-pita, to reach 
which it waa necessary to cross a wide open fleld; hat the Arm 
battalions of Devens and the right of the Sixth CorpR went across 
with a cheer, drove the rebels from tlieir workit and held them, 
capturing some (!()<) prisoners. The heaviest fighting was in the 
Tioinity of the Cold Harbor road, nuturully enough, but the 
shock was felt along the whole line. As the advance was made 
it was found that the Vermont Brigade was flanked by the 
OB«my'fl ext«nded line, especially endangering the Fifth reg- 
imeot. The Fourth Brigrtth^ was at once litirried at double- 
quick to the threatened iliink, throwing out a heavy line of 
skirmishers and holding the enemy in cheek till night, when a 
line of rifle-pits was qnickly thrown up. During this movement 
the Thirty-seventh lust Corporal Thomas J. Crandall of Com- 
pany H killed and Ave or «ix wounded. 

Finding it imjiossthle to carry the second lino of Confederate 
works with the force at hand, Genoruls Wright and Smith took 
priimpt measures to rtecure what had already been gainud, in- 
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trenching Ktrungly in tlio etlge of the woods. Tlio pickeU llri-il 
incMtiaiit.1y imd tlio ttrtillorv furioimty from both tidM, Had eren 
nigbtfalt did not do«u llic ronlcRt. Rc))cuU>d efforts wore imido 
by th(> Southern soldiori!, histing fur into tho night, to regain 
what they hiid lost, but thoy found Ihcir purpose antici{int«d un 
often iM ivjieated and tinallr they j^xe npthe uiieloiui sacriGci? of 
lifp. 

The Union army was now oon<:cnlrAtod for the inevitable triul 
of battle. The Svoond Oorpft wn« lirxnight from its ]>o«tioii for 
to tho right to prolong the Union line to the left, and their ar- 
rival tho following dny relieved Neill's division, which passed to 
tlie right of tlie Sixth Corps and took theplaeeof IX^vi-ns'odivl- 
BJon. Throughout the Fourth Brigade tbiTC wiw tho greatest 
UDxicty to catch «von » glimpH of General Duvcm;, tho former 
brigade commander, and after tho commands Depurated there 
was renewed intereat in the fuel that Kdwards's Urigadv vug 
brought close to Stnunard's brigade of Murtind«](>'i division, iu 
which were the Twenty-third, Twcnty-Iifth and Twenty-seventh 
MiLasochuBL'tts regimcnix. The Intlcr was eomi>oeed of friends 
And Hchool-matee of Uie members of the Tentli and Tliirty- 
loventh, having been raised in the western eountiea of the itAttt, 
and dtirtiig the following days there was many u hoartj greeting 
aa nc-quaintanix'ii and ri^lstjvet graajicrl exch other by tbe hand. 
This regiment had proved rtecif worthy of its origin, having done 
faithful duty whenever called on, suffering especially at Brewry's 
Bluff and severely in the action of tho first day at Cold flarhor; 
but a still greater trial was in store fur it on the fotlowing day, 
when it was to lose its gallant commander. Major Walker, Mid 
near half its remaining menihers in the vain attempt, thrico 
re]>eated, to penetrate the enemy's lines. 

General Uevens's division was placed on the right of ijmitfa's 
lino, the Second Corps wiis moved down to connect with it, and 
the Ninth plwed in Warren's rear. The Union army was thug 
inado compact and strong and orders were issued tn each corps 
commander to assault with his entire force next morning at half- 
past 4. The night of June i was marked by a wvorc rnln 
•tcirni, which was rather welcome as affording a gratefol relief 
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from tbe terrible boat and ihiet which had lAt«ly prevailed, aod 
the men bm) Ion;; since cousod to regitrd a droiichtug 08 of aof 
oonaequenco. All night long the sputter and crack of the piukct 
firing could be heurd tliruugh th« storm, and sometimeealincof 
battle TTOiild for rojil or fancivd cause send iti volleya hnrtlinf; 
through Lbo durknt-M. U vut u wild, rcstleei night, fitting pre- 
litdu for tbi! diiy which wait to coino. 

It xaay be doubted if the histor}' of modern warfiiro fioiittuns 
a paraJlel of the battle of Gold tlarbor on tbe morning of June 
3, 1804, in tbe briefnesa of tbe struggle, the extent of the move- 
ment, the bloodini;«3 of the repuUe and the wmit of di'Unite 
puri>o«c in th<t nttftck, GencTiil Tjdu'h position wng some six 
milos ill front of the main lino of tbe Riobmond dcfonsoe. Hit 
right rested on the nmrshy bank of the Chickaboroiny, whtnoo 
hU lines ran in nearly a straight course over favorable ground a 
little to tbe west of north, his left coverad and protected by the 
swampy regions atumt the hend-wuturs of the Totopotoiny. At* 
tack was tbi^ruforc only possible in front and tbe entire epaoo 
between tbe two lines was swept by a cross fire of the Confed- 
erate artillery and infantry. The corps of Warren and Buriisida 
were practically out of the conflict, for tbe line of the former 
WH« 80 long and weak and the ground iu his front so difticult that 
he was doubly t^ittujipud from olTuusive operations, while tho 
Ninth Corps liiid bei-u thrown to the rear of tbe Fifth aa a pro* 
tection to tbe weak Federal right flunk. Tbe ground to bo 
fongbt over was almost e.\actly that of tbe battle of Uaincc's MilU 
during the Peninsular campaign, with the diflcronce that Lee 
now ooonpied the ground which. McOlollao then held, though 
the lino of battle of the latter bad fuced nearly north with his 
leftn-^ting on ibo Chickuhominy. 

Upon Hancock, Wright and Smith, therefore, devolved th« 
task of attempting to break the enemy's lines uid drive him back 
into tbe strong works about Riobmoud, and at tbo appointed 
liDur, almost at the moment tlesignutod, the three corps swept orer 
tbe works in tbi-ir front, into the valley of death. The Federal 
artillery bebind them was worked with desperate energy, but it 
could not ut once silence tbo Confederate battvriea, wbieb tteiit 
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tliotr mHDglint; Btorma throagh Uiv advaiu-ing rniilcH, wliiU- llii' 
llofihing ripples of Itio Btil) more deadly miisketn' lire liglitud 
np the crcAtA of llie breastworks for miloa avray to right and left. 
How tho cnuh siid ronrnr innitincrable cannon rc?eonndeil and 
mhood ! How lbi> iniNtiluti of ovury description tore tlirough air 
and forest and earth I Uow tho gri.<ut cloudK of white smoke 
rose like u frieudly veil to shut out the sighta too horrible for 
mortal vision ! 

Ill • few mintttv^ — minuteH which seemed ages — tho struggle 
WHS over. ETOrywliero the rci^ult had been the wime. The main 
intronchod lino hud been found too strong for hnmon valor to 
ponetmte ; (■rent tiuinbcre of tho bravott and boot of the .Sons of 
Freedam had laid down their lives in the nnc(|ual contest, and 
then the shortened and decimated lines hod fallen back. But 
only for a few yiirdi^i—^nly to Die ncurest point where the brave 
follows, lying pnnit- upnii the gronud, could burrow themselvits 
into tho sheltering earth and hold fast to whitt with sueh lucrilico 
they had been able to gain. How quickly with the most inade- 
([uutt.! tools this work WM done ! How perft>ct the heroism which, 
halting within a Htono's throw of an enemy's im))regnahle posi- 
tion, from which they had just boen bloodily repulsed, onableil 
men to perform auch work ! All through tho remainder of the 
day the^ advanced [Kwitions were held, in some coses not moro 
than 15 yards fnjm tho enemy's lines, though tho Confederates 
mode strenuous «lTorlj! to diKludj^e the poraistent occupants. 
The day passed without fnrllu-r nltcmpt to ailvaiico. and after 
dosk some of the more expoBcd dotachmonts wore withdrawn U) 
more favorable positions, and a fnrious countor attnck by the 
Oonfoderatos met with a Drm repulse by the troo|)S of Uan- 
cook's and \V right's cor])«. 

Ouriug the engagement of the 3d tho Thirty-sovontl) was in 
tho supporting lino, Edwants'a Brigiule being formed iu tlic rear 
of Whoaton'g in two lines, and when the latter pusht-d forward 
impetaonsly Edwards's advanced and occupied the line which 
Devens's division hwl charged on the first day of the fight. Here 
the regimont remainetl through the day, expoaed to a severe Arc 
which was almmit incoMURt, Ittsing Rraetum B. Pease of ('om|iaiiy 
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] killed, with VS woiindcil, several Tutallj. The nigbt was i 
vuti'il principnlly to htrcngtlioning the lines, and the following 
(lay |ia(iMC-<l witliotit oUut excitiniK'iit than guarding ogaiuitt the 
bullets of Khiirp-HhtioU-rM, who IiikI now bocomo to avtiro nod 
niimoruiie Limt monu'Dtary exposure on any part of the Federal 
linefi vaa au invitatioD to wounds or death. Even the hospitals 
were placed behind rifle-pits, and the whole cunp l)6ca]ac one 
vast sjsteiii of burrows. At night of the 4th the Tliirty-BCTentb 
w«rc relieved by the Second Ithode island, went a short distance 
to Che roar and ttiijoyed one night's sleep freed from the burden 
of equipments and undisturbed by Sashing muskets and hissing 
bullets. 

The following day saw the briga<!o line further shortened by 
the departure for home of the Second Rlinde Island, their term 
of service having expired, leaving behind the re-enlisted meu 
and recruits which were temporarily attached to the Thirty. 
Beveuth and formed into an independent hattalion of three Com- 
panies under Captain Rhodes, a veteran and an oxoellont ofltcer. 

liiirge details from the regiment were now kept continually on 
the picket line, where thy duty was especially dangerous and 
considenible losseii were sustained. On the fith Robert Elder of 
Company 11 and Cliirksoii II. Decker of Company I were killed 
and severid wounded, including Caplain Donnelly of Comjiouiy 
I and Lieutenant (Jcorge N. Joues, at that time serving on the 
BttilT of Colonel Edwards, — the former in the hc«d and the latter 
in Ihu unn. More perhaps to be dreaded than the bullets vroa 
the stouch of the unburiod corpses lying between the lines in the 
hot sun, but it was not till a change in the wind bore the efflu- 
vium to the Confederate nostrils in full force that they would 
oousoDt to « truce for the jjurposcs of hnrial. Assent was liniUIy 
given on the afternoon of the Gth, picket firing ceased for a few 
hours, and the entire region between the lines was filled irith a 
throng of wearers of the Blue and the Gray, shaking hands cor- 
dially and convei'&ing as they proceeded with the horrible work 
which bad brought them together. They would return to tli«>r 
works in u Hbort time and immediately resnme their best efforts 
io kill L-ucb ut.hrr. but theiv weri; thanks for even this rift in the 
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horrible cloud of war, l-'inall; the men wero se|iarut«d by tlireats 
of upoiiiiig u[)oii thcnt with the artillerv Imm botb sides, and the 
work of Aliiughtor wasi resumed. 

During Uitt iiigbt of till' iJth the ngimpnt wtiti relieved troYa 
diit; ut the froDl mid weut bock ugniii for rost, which continued 
through the 711i, the men being well supplied with rations and 
lothing during the day. The army was at thia time well ]>ro< 
ided for in crcry way from the new base on the I'uinunki'y, and 
but for the t«rriblu dead-lock at the front, the iiirosnnt scroam- 
ing of tthot and ohell and the 8har|i-«lioatiiig, together with the 
Htcncli itisopanible from tliL- vicinity of the gre«t battle-Held and 
the malaria from the marshes, which eeriotisly affected the health 
of the m^n, the jioaition would have been quite satieifactory. At 
2 o'clock on the tnorniug of the 8th the re^ment wa* uguin called 
nji .lud relieved tlio troops at the front, scndiug tlireo companies 
on the fortilied skirmish line while the remainder were posted aa 
a reeorrc in the next line of works; the following night the 
roliuvc<l troops came biu-k and exchanged pluouH giving' Iho 
Thirty-seventh aiiDthor opportunity for rc-st, and thus the days 
wore away. 

In the mean time more or tew ottempts wore made by the (3on- 
federates to drive away the hated Vankoes, but they invariably 
ended in disa«ter. The Federal iutrenchmenta had l<ecn curried 
forward by regular aicge u)>proachcH till they were cloitv u|)on those 
of the enemy, but there wa« no probability of the army being 
able to accomplish anylhing at Cold Harbor and preparations 
tor a move still further southward began to be made and noised 
ftbout the camp. "The attack at Cold Elarbor," said Gem-nil 
Grant in hi^ ri'purt, " was the only one in the entire movement 
from thu lUpidau to the.Jamcd which did not inflict damage to 
compensate for ita c<wt." In fact the Geiierul-in-chief freely 
referred to the battle of Cold Harbor aa one uf the three great 
miatakea of the war. 

On the uight of the 10th, just after the Thirty •seventh had 
beea mlievod from » tour of duty M the front and the men had 
settled IbemMlvoa to Hleo)), the brigade wu called up and moved 
to the left u sh'irt distance, where it oeoupicd the works vucateil 
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b; lli« troops of tlie Vermont Brigade, iioxt to the Pint Divi. 
'riic tirii of the shftrp-flhooters waM fotinil to lie very aniioyiog and 
dkngfiTOUH nt thi# paint, unci (luring the foltowiDg diiy the regi- 
tn%tit k>et John Mnlonejr of Company E killed, James Davis of 
Com])uny £ fHtully wounded, »nd two men from Comjiany 1 who 
received disabling wounds. i>aris was stmck by a sliarp-shoot> 
er's bullet white drawing rations nearly a mile from the enomy'ii 
line in ii position of Auppodoil itnfi'ty, and othor oacnnlties oocurrcd 
in like niunnor. Tliii» Hl^mdily und sadly vm the r«gimoatul 
line wuting awfty, the Ion nt Gold Harbor having now reached 
:>5 oflicere and men, though the regiment bad not been engaged 
in the thick of the tight. 

During the 11th Lientenoiit-Colonel Montague returned to tbe 
regiment and reaumod command, having recovered suflioitutly 
from the wounds received at the Angle A month before to Kg&in 
tikkc tho field, and he received u warm greeting from his com- 
mand. At the same time there was keen regret at i)iarting with 
Lieu tenant-Colonel Hnrlow, who during the four weeks in which 
lin lud been in commund of tho rogimont had won the high re- 
gard of itxotticeroiuid m«n. The esteem had been matnid. "I 
look back to the brief period during which 1 bad the honor to 
eommoiid the Thirty-seventh," snid Colonel llarlow many yean 
lifter, *' with the most perfect satisfaction of any portion of my 
military career. \o matter in what position they were placed, 
tboy could be depended upon to do all that mortal man conld 
do," Suuh words of praise from such n source, spoken in tho 
confidence of friendly conversation, will not be lightly regarded. 

The loss of the regiment in officers had been quite as marked 
aa in enlisted men. Besides the casualties of battle and sicknoH, 
aovcrul were at this time on detail, including Captain HopldlU 
before mentioned. Captain Tyler upon Oeneml Neiirsslaff, and 
Lieutenant Jones on Colonel KdwardsV. Few of the companies, 
oonaequently, had more than a single commissioned officer 
present with them for duty, and frequently tliey were found in 
tbo charge of sergeants for cousiderablc perioda, Unny of the 
lattor were in these trying days winning promotion which woa 
well de«ervo<I, and wbieh was tu come in duo lime. 
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GOING TO MEET EARLY.

No KOOHor WW it uvidcut Vo Gi>nc?riil Grant that the Confedcr- 
ato position al Cold Uorlior was imprepiable than he resolved 
upon a continuation ot the movement "l>j tho loft flunk" 
which liuil now become n by-word in tlt« armjr aa well aa else- 
whi>r<>. In oi-cordanuo with thispkn his right was graduallir re* 
fused and ahorI«ued, the Ninth Corps relieving the Fifth nnd 
the latter taking ]waition beyond Hancock on the loft, extending 
that Hank till it i««t«d on the York Rircr railroad at Dispatch 
Station, within t«a milcA of Long Bridge, nt which it was his 
purpose to cross the Chickalioininy. Once across that famoiiii 
ttreum two ooursea were open to the Union commiindcr — to ad- 
vanc« agWDst Richmond up the peninnuln in t)io tracks of 
llcCloUan'fl moremont of 1802, or bjr oroMing thu peninsnia and 
the James itiver to operate ngainot Petersburg, the strategic 
key to the Southern seat of government. The tnller was the 
one seluctctl. 

Tlio movement began soon after dark of the ISth of June, 
and woa conducted with i.'cli>rity and skill. General Warren's 
corps was thrown across Ihu Chickuhominy and deployed in line 
of battle covering all the roads leading to Richmond, while be- 
hind the etrong front thus displayed the other corps marohod 
directly aoros« the ponintula. Gonenl Lee duoorored tlie with- 
drawal next morning, bnt made no elTorl to follow. He evi- 
dontly looke<I for an attempt to jvist his Hiiuk and strike 
I another blow for the poaaeaaion of Kichmond, and this suspicion 
I WHS strengthened when a roconnaissaiice down the Mew Market 
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ixhmS h.v u boilyof Iiitt iiifuntry nunc upon Wftrroii't line of bnttle 
ohooking furthor iDv<;(itigutiun in tlmt direclioi). 

The Thirty-sovonlh regiment had been resting tbrongh tbe 
ilay and the indicaliona of on intendei] moToment had been «o 
iinniistAkablo that no gurjiriRe was felt at the final oixlers to pack 
lip «ver_viliiiig and full in. Tbe Second Corps hiiving followed 
the Fifth on the- iDost dinict route, tho Sixth and Niiitb took a 
couiBO more circuitouH and farther to tbe rear, while General 
Smith's commiind, marcbiuf; back to White House, took Lmns- 
l>ortalion for Ucrmudii Hundred, and was a^ain placed luidi-r 
command of (ieueral niilli>r. All night long thti columna plod- 
ded on, the moon, which wait ut the [juartor, lighting them indif- 
ferently till midnight. Tho weather was cuol, and in that re- 
spect the men won) comfortable, bat the dust was terrible. A 
dronght had set in, nr>t a drop of rain having fallen for Rome 
ten days, and the condition of the region through which the 
march extended niity be ciiKily iniiigimd when it is borne in miud 
that the country vias guncnilly a siindy pliiin through which the 
roads at such times greatly resembled bods of iislies. 

At daybreak a hall of some ten minutes wa^ made, &n» wore 
lighted and eoRt-e hurriedly propared, after which tho journey 
was resumed. All day with brief intervals of rest tho niunoto- 
nona trump was kept n|i through a n^ion presenting little of in- 
terest. The York Itiver railroad was crosaod at Summit Stiilioii, 
above INintsall's, and Hopkins Mills were passed, then followed 
a monotonous toiling along all day till near night when the 
Ohiokahoniiny wiis reached iui<l crossed at Junvs Bridge and 
about a mile beyond bivouac was made for the night. Tbe 
march was resumed early in the morning of tho 14th and before 
noon a halt was made in tho vicinity of Charles City Court 
House, where the regiment remained during the reat of tho day 
and the succeeding night. On the Iftth amove was mudoof 
some two miles only, bringing the regiment within a mile of llie 
point selected for the crossing of the dumes Rivvr. where tho 
brigade remained till IiLt« in the afternoon of the following day, 
it having been selected to form the rwir gnard for the 
and trains of the corps. 
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Whilo rosting here during the I5th the Seronth MassnchitEmtta 
withdrew from the brigade liue a>id muroh&d towitrd home, tht'Jr 
term of etili»tmont having cx[i)red. The recruiU Mid rC'OnlisUxl 
incii of ihc rcginii'iil whoce lim« hiwi not expired nnmitied bt- 
liinduMadvtuohmi^iit teni]'oriirilj' iittnvhed to the Thirty -sotonth, 
the whole nnmboring nominally tt! mon. of whom bat a small 
imrt were [iresetit for duty. 

Shortly before dnrk the order to march was received, the 
oolumii flled down the river Itank to and nerotis the ponlon 
bridg<>, thtiti away into the darkii««H and dimt on thitt nioitl disa- 
grooubk- (if ull duty, a night't march with the tniine. Morning 
brought no relief sure that of light, and with it came the terri- 
ble hcatof the sun and increased diitcomfort from the dust. The 
command acoom]>aQied the trains till tbey reached their dcstimi- 
tion lit noon, when the l-'onrth Brigade marched away tuwani 
Poter«lnirg, halting during the afternoon within Eomo three 
miles of the city. Supposing that they hnd reached bivonito for 
the night, the wemry men were not long in wrapping themxolvea 
in their lihinkets to sleep. 

In fact the exhausted brigade had merely halted in front of 
what wiu to bo the moKt famouH and deadly of ull the Confedonile 
intrenched linot), over and iilKnit which for i'i lung weeks Strug* 
gle and battle and siege were to rage. CelerBhurg, at which the 
Kcderul blow was aimed, was situutud on the south bank of the 
A ppontiil tox Kiver, ten miles from its junction with the James 
and 30 miles south of Kiohmond, Apart from itH relations to 
the latter place, t]ie oily was an important eentor on account of 
the ruilroatis and turnpikes which radiated from it. The prin- 
oipal of these may be thus briolly doscnbod: The Ajipomatlox 
Iliver runs in a general easterly direction at this point, bcmliog 
to the northeast after pacing the city, and pnuHically parallel to 
it lies the City Point ruilroul, running to tlio stjition of (hat 
name on thv Jiuncs River which was henceforth to be Grant's 
pbase of supplies. Ixuiving the line of the City Point road just 
oast of the city limits, the Norfolk railroad ran to the southeast. 
Over the roads Wtween these two lines of railway Grants army 
hud uppnwchcd the city. South from Petersburg extended the 
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Weldoii railroad, passing dimotly through North Carolina to 
Wilmington, with numerous inijiortunt connections en route. 
TIic JcrTisiilcin pliink roiu) rim noarly pitrallcl thr«e or four milM 
to the cnetwani, tbu Iltilifax road followed lliu nulroud olowly. 
the Vangbn road branching from it some four miles eonth of 
Petersburg and running to the southwest. The Squirrel Level 
road ran for several miles uearly parallel with the Vaagha » 
mile to the westward, finally connecting with the latter at a 
wftttward tiend In its course. Three or four miles still furtherto 
the west ran the Boyiltou ))liml( roud, its oour«c being is th« 
atinia general direction. Some sino miles sonthwost of the city 
White Oak road branched from the Boydtou and ran nearly do« 
west, while crossing the latter near this point of junction and 
extending in a gouthoiisterly course across the Vaughn road also 
was Ilatchei-'s Run, n small stream which farther on ita oourM 
coniHiCted with Gravelly Run forming Rowanty Creek. Welt- 
ward from PettTsburg, puriilk-l to tlie river, ran the Sonthside 
railroad and the Cox road, loading into the heart of tJje Con- 
federacy. To the north extended the Richmond railroad and 
the turnpike, threatened by Hutlcr'a foroc at Bermuda Hundrod 
and strongly defended by Keiiii regard. 

Before the iirrival of the Sixth Corps important morements 
had taken place about I'etcrsburg. On the 0th of June General 
Butler sent a force of infantry under General Gillmore, aooom- 
prinied by a small cavalry force under Oenernl Kautz, to Uiu 
jouth side of the Ap|>omattox to attempt toseiw Petersburg and 
deslToy thv ruilruad bridge across the river; bat thMO forces 
moving by the Gily Point and Jomsiilcm roads respectively, en- 
countered fort iticiil ions manned by Wise's brigade and siidi 
other defenders as he oould get together at short notice, pre- 
senting so formidabla an appearance that no attack was made. 
On the return of General Smith's command from Cold Harbor 
OD the 14lh it wm at once «ct in motion on a like cxpodJtioD, 
crossing the river scvun mike below the city on a pouton bridge. 
Karly on the morning of the 16th the column pushed forward 
and at a distance of two miles from the river encountered a line 
of ritlc-ptta which was soon carried by General llinks's colorod 
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division. Theu a f«w miloa more brongbt Ibc Iruops in front uf 
the fortiRoatioHfl whioh Imd olieoked Oillraore, strengtlioned and 
bututr mannvi] in appi-clii'muoii of lliu movaucut vrlilch had 
now bogtifi, bnt not yet occiipicil by the vctorniis of Left's army. 
Thv ujijiroacb to tlio worke was found to hi- iicrona il wido viilley, 
difliLiiII la pass on account of ilitL-hcs ami ravines, whilf tbe ent*- 
lQy's|ierf«ctartilIeryflrcdrovc away all Union batteries that at.- 
tcmptctl to tokv position in front. It waa thcictoi'edecided tosond 
across heavy jikirniiKhliricH. and in iliittmiiiinertlionolnrcd division 
actually uaptiircKl fome rodans with thu connecting riflo-pits in 
tbo tirst lino of works. This done and the ground gained occu- 
pied in force, the attack ceased for the night. 

I)y this time General I[itncock*i> oorps had arrived on the scone 
Mid ])roceedod to rfliovo Smith, while not lung after tbo advance 
of Lc<i'8»rmy cnnio ponrtng through Pot«ntl>urg for its defense. 
During the following day Hancock gsinod eomo ground and 
moro onthf 17Ih in conjunction with tbe other troops which bod 
oomo up; bnt the }io80eAiion of the ontcr line, obtained at se- 
noiiseoHt, simply ri'vcalcd a stronger inner lint-, which Lw's army 
was busy in extending and strongtbening. The Sixth Corps on 
reaching the vicinity had relieved most of the troops of Smith's 
command, which retnmed to Ucminda Hnndred. 

The tired members of the Thirty -seventh were sleeping sound- 
ly at 9 o'clock on the evening of the 17th, after their arrival 
within sightof the«pires of Pol«rsburg, when tho buglo soundod 
tbo nn welcome call to "Fall iul" and as soon us tbe column 
could be formed it trudged away to the vicinity of tbe .Ionian 
bouso, near tho City Point railroad, to support tho Vermont 

rigjulc, and in the orchard and gronnds surrounding tho fine 
mniuion the rest of tbe night waa peascd. Next morning tho 
commftiii] moved to the right across tho railroad and toward the 
Appomattox to develop tho position of the enemy, bnt as it 
proved tho latter had abandoned his front lino and retreated to 
lhi> inner and stronger one, so that the orderforagencifil attack 
all along tbe line was postponed till afternoon. About 1 1 o'clock 
the brignde riX'.mswjil tin- milroml. occnpiod the vacated works 
nrar the mitroad bridge and threw out a skirmish line, after 
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vliti'h OoIoti«l K'lirards vom directed to connect willi the right 
of GeniTiiI Whuiiton's hrigmlo, move forvrknl iind nttnck nt U 
o'cUiok. The coDnt-ciion wiis tnnde and Uio iidvanoo look jiliuv, | 
but the troops oii tlio left obtir|iu-d so mnoh to the nglil lliitt 
Whenton'a brigade was forced in front of Edwrarda's, «nd the 
latter on renching the creet of the hill fonnod nnder cover of 
it in two lines. Meantime the rtkirmi.ih line of the Thirty- 
nvt'Dth found itjiclf in eflpecinlly hot qnnrt^rn. Not only wniJ 
it c^posi'il to thf liri' of the enemy in front, lint WheJttwn's men 
through some misunderstanding were directing their tire npoa I 
the brave fellows from the rear. At this jmicture occurred one] 
of those instances of <\met heroism which live lon^ in stury. 
" Will any one volunteer to go hnek iim\ stop that fIreP " naked j 
Ltontenatit Oray. The only way to reiwh the source of daDgsrj 
was by n dirort rlimi) u|i the rtlopc acroiw ft plowed Gehl, exposed] 
all the way to the bullet* of hoth nrniies. "Yes, 111 go," aeid 
Sergeant Edwin Looniird of Company I; " I'd just aa lief goiui' 
not!" and throwing his musket to a right shoulder shift hu 
Mpningawnyon hiannhlemiaidon. Hiilf way uphe was noticed toj 
fall to the earth, and more than one exclninntion of pity fur his 
HuppoKcd tatr w:iii iittcmd. Itiit he hail only thrown himself ai>on 
the ground for » moment Cii e8ca;K> the myriad of flying bullets; 
when the Hro elackoiivd a little ho was up and on again, reach- 
ing his destination and averting the (ire of the iirigade. 

At 3 o'clock another advance was ordered and SciU's division^ 
uf the Sixth Cni-ps pushed forward along the railrmtd some 400 
yards, (fienernl Wright with hie First and Third J>ivision8 woa 
at this time ciM)periitiug with Butler north of Potershurg.) Tboi 
Second C»rp« on the left did not advance, and the men «f tbo' 
Greek cross were thus exposed to a severe enHlading Gn; but 
they would not retreat, Uitle-ptts were haatily thrown up and 
tht' ground vras held. Nowhere else wa.4 any progrcw mude ex- 
ccpt by Martindiile's division iicross the railroail, which aeiwxl 
and Ufld the enemy's skirmimh line. Tlii> Second, Fifth and 
Ninth Corps attacked later in the day with heavy colunniti, losing 
Boverely, but everywhere the story was the same. 

The loss of the Thirty-seventh in killed consiste<l of Floreom 
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Bnrke of Compatiy \, I'luohol Janea of Company <l, CoriwnU 
Williitiu C. StockwuU of Coinpniiy I and ChriKtophcr Harding 
of tlic Svvoutli iiltaehmoDt. Tlii; list wm inurciwud ttiu following 
day Liy tho killing of Micbavl Koyi-s of Cotnpany U. 

Aft«r holding their intreucbmente tliroiigh the day of th<t JUtlt 
Edwards's oommaDd was roliovcd by the Vermont Brigade at 
dark and retired to a position ueuir the milrotul bridge where the 
night Wiw ]>iWKet]. Tlio time of Rerricc of the Tenth Muiwiiuhu- 
sotls hiiviag now expired after tbrco years of fuithfiil and credit- 
able Borvice, they budu- adiou to thoir comrades in arma and 
marched to City Point on thoir homewurd way, Tlie n,H>nli^l<-<l 
men and recrnits, nominally numbering IfiO, were, like tlic rvt- 
ttrana of the Seventh, attached to tho Thirty -seventh as iin indc- 
Ipendent dctiichmcnt awaiting further onicM. Early in the 

oming the brigudc wao sliidled out of its vamp, one or two men 
Iwing killed in the Tenth jtist us they were i;i Uie act of sotting 
(Hit for home. Shelter waa taken in a ravine where rations were 
drawn, letters rocoived and written, and a day of rest enjoyed. 

At night-fall thu brigade — now reduced to the Thirty-seventh 
regiment with its attachments and the Second Rhode Island liat- 
talion — again went to the front and with the Xinety-third I'tnn- 
sylvania of Wlieaton'R brigade occupied a part of Iho lino held 
by Gibbon's diviaion of the Second Cor]w, running from the 
railroad to the left along a snnkcn road. At thio point (ho 
two lines of workx were separatoi] by scarcely more tlmn a hun- 
dred yards in some parts, tho opiKHdng lines grimly watching 
oiich other through the following day with an occasional out- 
break of sharp-sliooting, — the Thirty-seventh losing Frodenek 
B. Crocker of Company V killed. 

Evening brought marching orders, the line being relievetl by 
troops from Martindalo's division, and a monotonous night march 
rniiued, thu column feeling its way slowly to tho left. That 
being the second night that the regiment had been without 
sleop, it was difllcnlt to prevent the men from lapsing into uttt-r 
iusenitibiUty at caeh of the fri>qnont temi>orary halts. Thd 
object of thii) vx]H-diti»n was to reiK-h and cut olT ofti-clnally the 
Wi'ldon raiiroiul. With this pnrposo in view tieuend Bimey, 
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comrimntling tho Second Oorpx in the obeenw af TicnerKl nnii 
cock, (ftf^niii i1iKil>lvil l>7 tho wouikI which h« hmt receive*! nt 
GvUysbarg.) was (lirei.-tc<l to throw hie corps to the left or tho J 
Union line, ironnecting wit,h General Warren's loft ami going" 
into pnsition ns near the e»eniv> main works as drcuin!itanc«« 
would permit, deiieral Wright vm then to tnko up the pro< 
longtition. iirid it wiw expo-ted that tho Sixth Corp« would 
reach and hold tho railroud. Tho achoino signally fiulcd, Th« 
two corps wereordcrcd to pnxTfd witliniit refcrenco Incntdi ottier, 
Birnoy swinging forward toward the Confederate inlrx^nohmenta 
ffhil« Wright ptuhed straight on toward the Woldon rnilrottd. 
A ga\> was thuH formod hel.wcon tho left of the !^econd and th« 
right of tho Sixth Corpi* tlirmigh which two dirtfions of lltll's 
cor|)8 moved (luiokly and MktIUidly And fell in overwhelming I 
force u|ioii tlio flunk and ri'ar of Gibbon's dirision of the Second ^ 
Corps. A eonsidrmble portion of this division w«« cnptnred, 
while the Sixth (lorps suffered loss severely. Apjiarently aatis- 
Dod with the udvniitagu gained, the Confodi'ratas Unally with- 
draw, taking tliotr priiioners and tho cnptnrod srlillciy. The 
Union linos were tlien adjusted and fortified, the Second Corjis 
extending; to the .lemsalem plank road an<l the Sixth mnning 
to tlie rear along the highway. 

At daylight of ihc 33d tho Thirty-soventh'bulted a short time 
for hreuk fast, after which they innrohod dgnin and at 7 o'clock 
went into position ou the extreme left of the corp8. Com|KUii<>s 
FandO wore sent to guard a bridge across u swamp a Iit1)« 
distance in advance, while tho remainder of the re^ment divided 
it« attention bctwi^en supporting a battery and building workis 
ftcrow the roiul. The sound of battle from Hill's assault at the 
right gttvo cvidouce that a severe conllictwa« ntgingnot fur away, 
but ench sounds had become too familiar to elicit more than 
passing remark. The day and the aight passed without «vent> and 
other days and nights of ijniet followed. Tho army was BiiQ)dy 
too exhansted, broken and disorganized to do more than faoc th« 
enemy, hold ita intrcnohcd position nnd seek to regain itsoncN 
glcc In the ktter direction remarkable efTortii were put forth. 
Brerything in the way of rations and stip]ilie« thut could miiiM- 
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t«r to tlio uomfort and health of the men was ftirnishod, the 
Suiiititry und Chrisliou Ooinmiaeions co-a]>t>ratiiig heartily vith 
tlio OummisBiiry Doparlniciit of the iiriiij. There was need of 
all tlici"' kind (irovisiaus. Th« drought ntill oontinncd, the hiwt 
witjt frightfully opjircuirii niiil thu duet wrhii-h roea nt the xlightcKt 
jiroToi'utioQ MOB iiDboumhle, though nut to hu oscjiped. 

On tho afternoon of June 29 intelligence came to Gcnerul 
Hoado thnt General Wilson with biB caialry diviiiioii, which had 
bean engaged in iin uitenaivc mid agtiinst the onctny'H railroml 
cummnuiaitione to the wcHlwurd, hod becu cut off iind heD)ntod 
in at JieaciB Station on the Weldun road hy a superior force of 
the enemy. Tho Sislli Corps was immediately ordered to march 
to bis relief. The companiea at the liridge were luurtJly recalled 
and at 3 o'clock the regiment sot forth iipuii it« dusty march of 
some ton miles. With the waning light tho destination «u 
reached, hut Wilson was not thoi-e to nwd their aid. WiUi con- 
siderable loss he hod suoceed^d in fri'iang his commiuid, and the 
Ooufodorate f»rcc», ooiiHiHting of cavulry and infantr}'. did not 
await the oni>et of the Sixth Corpti. Tho Thirty-seventh crosgod 
the railroad near the Station, formi<d a line of battle and in- 
trenched parallel to the road, passing the night with uo further 
disturlianco than occasional picket firing. Before the soldiers 
settled down lo sleep, however, a considerable jiortion of tho 
railroad had been dc-^troyid, though some of tlie buildings were 
rcserrod for occupution by the ofBcois. 

Next morning what had been spared over night was given to 
the Itamci^ and dotuils moved ont several miles destroying the 
road and whatover conld give comfort to the enemy, but nnHling 
no opposition. Toward evening the oommaods gatht-rod nt tho 
rendexvous and at 6 o'clock started on the return march. After 
sevoral hours plodding through tho darkness, theru being uo 
moon, bivouac was made in a plowed Getd where the dnst aeemcd 
of fiithomlcss depth; but the men, having had little rvi^t since 
the etiirt, were too weary tohcoritind. Moving a«hort distance 
in the morning lo more favorable ground the regiment n.-maint'd 
tbrougli the day and night, sotting out in the morning of .Inly 
'i for the [Kisition ou the .Icnisalem plank road which had been 
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ljuittwl whcu «l»rting u|)on the ex|>cdition. It waa fortaoaie 
that the distaiico wiu lint » few mile*, for the ilaj provod draad- 
fally hot And opjiitiBsiTC. The destination being gainvd, ootn- 
jMRV streetfi wera laid out and the cncampmCDt msdo M Beat u 
oirviiiustanc.es would permit. Thou followed « few days more 
of quiet. 

The brigade was now reduced to bnt a trifle over SOO ofllcorn 
and mi'ii, a rciwrt of this ])crioil Hhua'ing the following rctumo) 
for duty: Thirty-aoTenlh proper, 14 olliccn and 286 enlisted 
men; Seventh attaobmoot, I olTu-ior and 'ii men; Tenth nttMch* 
Dient, 60 men: Second 1tho<lv I<iliin<l, 'i ofTicere and 130 men: 
total, S13. On the ftlh of July tlio Fourth Brigade, Second 
Uitisioa waa discontinnod and the troops under command of 
Licutetiant Colonel Montague were transferred to the Third 
Brigade, Kirtit DiviHion, of which Colonel Rilwardtt took com- 
nund. The other n^iments uf the brigade wore the Forty* 
ninth, Eighty-second and One Ilnndred and Nineteenth Penn- 
■ylvania, the Fifth Wisconsin Battalion and a di^tmilimcnt of 
Twenty-third Pennsylvania velerans. The n'iu«te of thu aini- 
poign tlina far will he realixed when it is staled that with the 
<<XL'optiun iif three New York regimenta transfi-rred to other 
brigades, Colond Kdwnrdit now conimandcd all thai were left to 
the service of three brigiidcs comjioscd of 13 regiments that had 
started out from the ctiinp at Brandy Station two montlLi mid two 
days before, the Fourth Brigade, First Division, having iUho 
bMn included in the consolidation. As in the ONse of the old 
brigade, the time of several regiments had expired and their or* 
ganixation» hud disappeared, while in other oases a Itandfnl only 
renittiuod to guard the torn and shre'led colors. 

Meantime ovenu wore truuspiring of great importance to t]ia 
Sixth Corps, aa they were to call it to a new field of duty. In 
fact the Third Division hud already tuken transportation to Bal- 
timore to guard agaiust a threatened mid into Maryland by a 
strong Confederate forec under flcnoral Early, and in the own- 
ing of the 9th orders were reoeived for the remainder of the 
corps to march at once to City Point, en route for Wasliington. 
It was Rcareely a welcome order. The new dispiHiilions hail jniit 
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been madfl — thu red crossce liad taken the places of llic white on 
the aoldien' caps, aatisfactnry OHtiij)a liiul liucii nixriicixl, the ot)i> 
cere were uuuiforUil>ly ^uttlvd in tlieir now ■{tiiirt4>ra, tliero wnis 
no uppoiirancD of an iiiimwliato iturioiiH niovemcDt, ThcHo 
tlioughtfi flittod through thu mtude of many aiid were thtm diH- 
niiiuod, the few essential preparations were made, anil in a re- 
markably ahort time the wt'tl-tritid corps hod tnriivd it« face 
towitnl the Jaineo Kiver, Id mih'if away. And l>y eueh roadfi! 
For six woeks no rain hiul fnllvn; for oiio-hatf that time the 
mads had been inui^esautly travoraed by colnmna of cavolrj* and 
infantry, hy artillery ami wagouB and vehicica of every desc-rlp- 
Mon. Munching oa rapidly na thoy well could, it HOeincd that the 
mco must HufTocute iu the terrible clouds of duet which tilled all 
space. But thoy had loarnod to endure nil things, and morning 
found them at the wharf; hut the trauspurtation waa not rpady, 
nur was it provided till near night, and all day through the ttT- 
riblo beat of the nun the men remained p8cke<l on the bare oind 
with no relief save to watch the Uxy flow of the broud river. 

Leaving thu Thirty-Mvenlh and detachtuenta under Lieuten- 
ant-Colonel Montague to embark at length, to creep down the 
river daring tJie nigbt, next day paaaing Kortre-tji Monroe uiid 
ita buttoiu RUrroundinga, enoouDtering something of a Hturm in 
Chwapeake Itay, ancboriug during the following night, then 
•t«aniing up tho Potomac past Mount Vernon — Hucred U> every 
American, — reaching Wusbington about noon of the ISlJi, let tig 
eoo what had been transpiring in the region of the Upper Potoniac. 

At the opening of tJio campaign Oeueral Sigel, commanding a 
force in tho Shenandoah valley and a co-operating column under 
Oenoral Crook in the Kanawtia region, wm directed to begin 
active operations in common with all the other Union armies. 
The movement of Genoni] Crook was memturably anocessful. 
nc defeated an opposing forcie under Geneml W, £. .loiuwat 
Cloyd Mountain, pnshed on to Nen-born, whore he deatroye*! an 
important bridge on tlie Kichmond and Tennessee railroad and 
retrentcd safely, though au exitodition of his cavalry under Gen- 
eral Avervll was not able to destroy Ibe 8alt works at ^altville 
agaiuMt which it was aenU Sigel himself was loss fortunate. 
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AilvaiioingBS fiiriw Nen* Unrkct, he was attacked on the Ifitb of 
Uuy nnd H)gnii])j ilcfontcd, by Oviivntl Breokinridge, retreating 
sotuo 30 milcB duwn the VmIIov. Ho wu nt onoo n-inovcd from 
command hy GDiicnU Unmt, and General Bimd Iliintor wns itp* 
pointed his enccessor. ilnnter at once began to mote towiird 
Lynchburg, subsisting liis armj on tho couiitrv through wbiob 
lie jMitwed. At Piedmont he eneoiintercd u force under General 
W. E. Junes whioh he ihorwiighly c]«f{-ated, the Confederate! com- 
Enmider being hilled imd a Inrgti jmrt uf his troops cupturod. 

Hnntttr waa now joined bj the furcoo of Crook und Avcrull, 
with which he moved towai-d Lynchburg, meeting with Homo 
anoceaa on the way but also encountering delays which prevented 
his nrrival at the point of destination in time to occupy it. 
Mention ha« been m»de of Iici-'s hariug received reinforeenicnta 
from tho Shonundonh Valley at tho North Anna. ThMc coniiiistcd 
uf two brigades which lie had called down from Breckinridge's 
command after the latter had defeated 8tgel, suppoHtng thnt a 
period of ((uiet would follow in that region. The disaster at 
Piedmont «lii>wed how nimtli of an error had bf^en cotnmitted, 
and not only weru thoHu brigndeis returned but the vetciun corjM 
of Stonewall Jai'knon, now commanded by General Jubal A. 
Early during tho disability of General KwcU, was diapatohed to 
the soene to operate against Hunter. As the latter iipproaohcd 
Lynchburg on the evening of June 17 from the north Karly 
came up from the aouth and hurried hiti troops through tho town 
to the redoubts in front of Ffunter. Sharp fighting unsued the 
following day which, though giving no decided advantage to 
either army, convinced Hunter that ho was thwarted, and lie at 
once retreated to the westward throngh Kuford'a Gap. A aliarp 
puniuit v/ni made for n time, tnllicling no serioua damagi', nft«r 
which the rctreuliug column was left to make tho best of its 
way to the E^Lmiwhn valley. Hunter was now in a very deplor- 
able cundition. hnving but a partial supply of ammunition, no 
food cicept some beef driven on the hoof, and being at loaat 
six days' march from any available supplies. As a factor in tho 
peuding struggle, tlierefore, he had oooaed to bo of tlio least 
iK«H>unt. 
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Kurly's originid indructions had contemplated Uio <li<ft<ut of 
the Union army and «u advnnce into Msr>-lnud; IIunic<r by got- 
tln;:; into bis unfortunate prcdiaknient had rendered the former 
imnepossary nud threw ojioii u-ide tho <loorR of the hitter. Knrly 
had now four infantry 'livitiong uoininnndud by ItodcH, Oonlun, 
Itnmtoiir and Echols, Kiinson'e division of cavalry, compriein]! 
four brigadcB, and an artillery force of over 80 jfona. Qenonil 
Si^l ina at Martinshurg with a small force protecting a (juantity 
of government Rnpplina, and nil Mltonipt wii« miide to aurn>und 
nml cnpliin- tho post; but Sigcl, ublya«ic>st«d by Colonel Mulligan 
lit Txtotown, who drorp buck thi' Confederate advance and gnincd 
viduablo time, removod mnch of bis property, destroyed the rest 
and with his garrison retired to the strong works on Mftrylnnd 
lli^hts where, though nnnblc to lake the olTeniiivc, he could 
defy attack from the enemy while hia urtillory imd ^liiiriv-xbootcrs 
prevented Kiirly from occupying Harpur'a Furry an<I makiiig 
it his startiut; )>oiut for Maryland. Mcuntimo the Southfrn 
horsemen hnd been raiding, )ilundenug, levying > iiitiliutims 
iind dedtroying ruilroitd, mtiid, bridges and utliir aLiinlnres 
wherever thoy cotilii penetrate, and on tho 6th of July Karly 
with two of his divisiouB crossed the Potomac at Shephenlstovii, 

Ab the invaders moved steadily toward and through Fretl- 
erick, threatening equally BiUtimoro and WaHhington, the 
alarm became general. President Lincoln called n]Jon«omcuf 
the lojii] governvrs for troo]>8 to serve for 100 days: General Lew 
Wallace, in command at Baltimore, gathered all the disciplim-il 
troops which were available or wbieb could be relieved by Homo 
Guards or the 100>days' men and fonned a brigade ander com- 
mand of General E. B. Tyler, with whitth he took po«t at tho 
crosiitig of the Monooiicy, a few miles eiutt of Frederick, where 
the roftds to Washington and Baltimore diverge and where also 
ho covered the niilroui). Ou the 6th of July General Grant 
diaiMtched Bicketts's division of the f^ixth Corps with some diit- 
monnted cavalry by way of Baltimore, which they reached the 
enning of till.' ?th and wi>r« at oiioehnrnc<) forward to WuIIbcc'm 
sasiatance. Thi.i»e went into pottition on tho left, covering the 
railroad ami the roml to AVnsliingluii, while Tyler's comiiiiin<l 
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WM jioBtol to lioM the Ualtimom turniiikct two or three 
lo the nortiiwanl. Tbe Union pooiliuti wu in no teOM • wtnn 
one, einoc tbe river was everywkrro forduble, tbe flanks could 
not bo protoct«tl, and Wal)«oe bad but eigbl piecM of artillerjr 
kikI lees tbun 6,(MH) men all told. 

Yet the battle of the Monocacy, Jnlj 9, was a etubbomljrcoo- 
t««tc<l little engagement. Karl; adranced from Frederick in tfa« 
morning, tbe diTisiona of I{odc« and Komacur ogainiU TvltT and 
Itickcttfl rospeotiTely, while- (ionlon cro»»cd the Muuucacj a 
mile below thA Union left and struck tho defending line id tlie 
llnnk. Yet (he two brave brigades from tho trencbea in front of 
I'ctvrsburg bold on tvuucioualy against the double attack till uret 
one-ludf their numbers were killed, wounded or mijsiDg. Tbaj 
force of the blow had fallen upon Ricketta, sioctt Earljr was priiK j 
oipally conecnivd to clear tlierontl to Washington, and nboattbfr' 
middle of the afternoon, when it was evident that no further 
successful reeistanoe coolH be made, Wallace conccntnitcd bis 
defratod (orceaon the Baltimore turnpike, along which he re- 
trcaU'd. ['iimuit w;is made for a little dist«noo, but was aban- 
doned before night-fall, and next monung tho Ttctors pnasod 
on toward Washington. Their cavalry was very busy; ec-otitin|; 
parties rodo far and wide. liciKing orerytbing which could be 
made n*t-ful to the Confederacy. ilHgerstown bad bvcn made to 
]>ay |:IO,0()0 in cash and Frederick ten times that amount, wbilo 
cwltle, horses, forage and provisions were seized and dispatcHcd 
by the rurious fords into Virginia, all the crossings of the rinr 
being held by strong detachments. Tbe telegraph lines from 
Washington in all directions wore cut and many nulroad troliii i 
slopi>ed, on one of which General Franklin was found and nukdo 
prisoner, but lie managed to escaj>e soon after through the neg- 
ligence of his guards. 

On the morning of tho lUh Early's advance marched from 
Itookville toward Washington, coming down the Seventh Street 
rood on the north side of tho city. The day was fearfully hot 
and opprctsivfl and the Confedorntes, worn out by their rocvnt 
serero marching, fell out and straggled to such an extent thnt it 
was well tiiward night before tlii.- lines in frunt of tho dc-fcnoea, 
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bogitii to ehovt uucli HulUlity. Euilicr in tlio campaign Wasli- 
infitoa hiid been Btirrounded by a L-ircle of (letarbed forte, luiially 
conneoted by strong lines of riSe-pita and so arranged that even 
sboukl one be en]ttured it would be cnmniandod by iUt neighbora 
on eitber flank und so be practically of no value to tho cuplors. 
Knrly'g advance brought him in front of Fort SNivods, to the 
iitwi of which wiM Fort Slociim ; on tho v,-t»t was Fori D« Rnssy, 
btiyond which was Fort Itcuo, ite gunii commaDding the Oeoi^c* 
town road. Between Stovena and De Busay ran Rock C'rcok, 
through a rarine which seemed to promise aometbing of a ithultor 
fur stunning parties in case an attack should l)c ducidcd on. 

(ienural Augur, vommuuding the dofenai-s of Waehingtun, had 
gutborod in the forliHcaliuutf Huch troops as were available for 
the aerviue, but thoy wero (ow in numbers and chiefly raw, Ik;. 
ing poorly adapted to withstand such veterans aa Early nuuld 
hurl against them. At half>]iiast I in the afternoon of thi' Ilth 
the fight opened by an artillery firo from tlic fort upon the Con- 
federat« ekimiiahcr», driving tbum hack, and half an hour liitiT 
the glad news ran ((uic-kly through the city that the adviuxro of 
thd Sixth Corps waa debarking at the wharTes. At the same 
tinii' camo a steamer load of the lroo]» of the Nineteenth Oorpa, 
a diviaion of which hiui been ordered to Washington fiom the 
Department of t)ie Gulf. Those troops werv met at the wharf 
by President Lincoln, and through a chwring throng Uiey miule 
their way at onoe toward the booming guns north of the city, 
Karly ami hisoflicers Uirougb their gluasossaw the reinfonieinvnte 
filing into iKwition behind the works and realised lliat the tide 
of their success was to go no further. 

It waa near ooon of the following day, tbv I'^ith, when the 
Thirty-seventh and its attachments dvhurkod from tho pro^ioller 
Pcrit and took their way through Punnsylranin avenue and Scv- 
owtb Strewt to the front. They were met at tho wharf by Cap- 
tain Colt of Colonel Kdwanls'a staff, who informed them of Uie 
prcsenco of the «ncmy near Fort Stevens. The men had been 
glad to begin the voyage as a relief from the heut ami dust of 
thv Petersburg trenches ; they were now glad to Htand ujwn tlic 
firm earth once more as a relief from the close t|iiarter8 of tho 
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The populace gaTi> fre(|neut manifefilatione of tbeir j' 
at the apptmraoce of the Teteraru of the Sixth Vorpa, sod tb< 
BoldierB were by uo means in<lifferont to tlic fricodly fncM am 
WMnn words which formed *o inttrkod a ooutrast to the en 
silonoc of Virginiii. llic night of Port Slorons recalled many a 
rotnintscencc to some of those in the regimeat. Near it wae 
Itrightwoott, the camp of tli« Tenth re^'iiiient op to the ot>eDing 
of the iwniiisalar canipoigii, ati'l the fori wax built by thiit rogi- 
mcuL It vat then itiimed Port Musiiohuwtts, but had been 
r«natn«d in honor of tho gullunt Gonoral Stereos who fell at 
CbantiUy. 

The fort at this time presented an interesting speotach). In 
ita safe inolosnre were gathered cabinet officers and dtiscns of 
l>otli sexes who had come out from the city to »Kt! tht- Sixth 
Corps whip Early, while is ait embmcure betide Oonuriil ^V right 
und a snrgcon stood the tall form of President Lincoln. Genunl 
ItiisHcll, commanding the First Division of the Sistli Corps, vitli 
two of his brigiide comniiinders. General Upton and Coloud 
Edwards, bud jnst entered tlie fort und inoaDt«d the panipet to 
select positions for their commands, which were to join with a, 
portion of the Second Division in an attack on the enemy. Tba 
turning of tlioir llcld-gUwea toward the enemy's line wiku it aigiial 
for hit Hharp-iihouter« to open und one of their bulleui olmoit 
immediately entered tlie embnuturv, struck a wheel of tbc ne^ 
gun and wounded the surgeon stunding almost directly behind 
and close to the President. The Utter was then induced by 
Qoneral Wright to ait down out of range, and a chair was placed 
for him ogainct the piiriijtet. Somewhat Inter lu he ent there 
one of his cabinot said : " Mr. President, if you will look over in 
that direction," pointing with bis finger, "yon can sec jnst where 
the rebels are." His reply was characteristic : " My impression 
is tliiit if I am where I can see the rebels, they are where they 
can see me." But in spite of this theory as the lines advanood 
that unmistjikublc form waa (lisccrucd watching tlieir progtvsa 
from over the parapet, • 

The attack being arranged, the Union lines puebed forward 
stmdily for a mile, drinug buck tho Confederate skinuiahBlS 
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iini] tbeir r«servi-B, though the kttcr mado a elont rcsistimi-p uml 
inlltct«d a serious loiu), t^Hpeoiallv upon the Third BriKa<I(«. Sc^ 
ond Divisinn, every n-gimentnt commander of which wan killed 
or dtmhiot). Tho Thirty-scrciUh wiw on the right of tht! lino 
and iriw not mvitpIv engaged, only two inuinhi'm of the regiinviit 
])ropfr being woiindod — Michael I'Ioim of Compiiity A and John 
Sandling of Company H. In the Tenth »ttw?hnii<nt I'atriek 
Lorett was killed, while Lieiiteimnt William U. Coueena and 
Patrick Mullen were wounded. 

About midnight the regiment waB rclievetl and foil back a 
short distiuicu for bivouitc. hut the expected r«ncvnl of tho 
stnigglft did not come in tlio morning. Tho enemy had disap- 
peared. Ocneral Wright had been apiiointed to command tho 
forces in tho Held, and aoim after noon orders were issued for 
nil admnoe of tho Sixth Coqia and Eraory's Divinion of the 
Ninttccnlh in (utrsntt. The lino of march led paet ForUi De 
Itussy and lieno. as well dk olhor fortifications in the line of 
dotetUK-B, thence through Tennallytown to Orciitt'a Cross Koads, 
whcro the day'a nnirch ended. Everywhere Bwl an<l abundant 
trac-cj of the great raid were viable. The previous night had 
been pnssed in the beautiful groundit of J. W. Morrison, in tho 
midst of which Iht tho bhickencd ruins of bis mitnGion. Near 
by a liko fate had befallen Montgomery Blair's fine residence ; 
other buildings bad boon destroyed, some by shells thrown into 
them to drive out tho enemy's ijlinrp-shooters. 

The afternoon march of some IT miles waa a very trying ono, 
as the weather vm intensely hot ; but un nhuudnnco of goo«l 
water was to )>o had, and tho roads wore much better tbaii the 
ordinary Virginia article of the same name. As the horses of 
the conimiind had I>een sent by a different vessel which had not 
yet come np, the ■' field andstaff" as well a« the rest of thercg- 
imeut weraoblig<.-d tomakc themnrcbonfootUiatday, and then 
werehlistered feet in plenty when the column halted. Thatoven- 
ing thtt animals arrived, however, in charge of the Kervants who 
hail 1>ceu loft with them, and as they brought also tho oRiours* 
blanket^ and other camping oonvcniouecs Ihey were ver; wel- 
come. ■ 
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The regiment vnu dvtuilod uui ntir giiiiri] Cor Uio traiiu nuxt 
ilsy, the Utb, und its it i-onacqiientlj ilid not maroh till &ft«i^ 
iiiion the early part of the day witnoMod an iiuportitnt i-haiige 
in ill* ei]ui|imoiit. The SpnnglioM rifle iiiuskoU with which tlio 
iDvii hiKl bi'Cii urmed from tlici ilntt were now turned iu to LJea- 
tDUiint Smith, ordimnco o(tii;fr for the mgiinuut, and in their 
plaocti an lesuv wiu> mode of the Spencer repeating rille, or 
"SGven-Hhpotoni," lie they were familiarly termed. This wiw n 
new weapon of the magazine breech-loading order, with which 
litit fL'w regiments in the Army of the Fotomuo and nu»<> in tlio 
Sixth Oorp» liud thus far beeu armed. Wiilli.? the regiment wii^ 
marching through Washington toward Kwrt Stevens, the chief 
ordnance oflicer cnnic to gruot Ooloncl Edwards, and in the 
coarse of the uunvorHilioD uetcL-d if he could do anything for 
him. "Yes" was the reply, "you can arm Colonel iloutiiguc'n 
rogimont with the Spencer rifle." " Make ont your ruiiiiisition 
for them and I will see that you get them," vrus the responRo. 
Within 'i■^ hours the (|uarleriiiiMler hud carried the papers to 
head-quarters, and with wondorfnl promptness the demand hibd 
been honored. 

This new ride was undoubtedly at that time the mogt formid- 
able woapon that could be idiiced in the hands of iofanlry. 
Though Mimewhftt shorter than the Springfield, it hud irondi-p- 
fill range, shooting with avcuntcy and immouac force. It u«cd 
metullic eartrtdgcM ittid the method of loading iras oompanttl voly 
simple, us was uccutwary for successful use in the field. A tin 
tube containing a strong sjiim] spring held the oartridgra, Had 
this being thrust into phice in the broeoh of the gan, the o[M>r- 
ation of the hrt'ech mcchaQism cau8«d the upper cartridge tn bo 
pnshed into the barrel ready for firing. The pi«» wua cockwl 
and fired in the usual manner. The guard beii ' <>vn 

opened the breech of the gun and throw out tht- II, 

being rctunied to its place the gun was closed and tl: 
the tnbo thruw another cartridge into thp ba""*"' wK^- 
was ready to h(^ cocked and llred iignin. i 
cartridge in the tube was ubciI. Then 
DO raoretimothitn theplocingof a singli' 
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iniewou]>an. With tliiscnufltruntion it will be rendily st-pn that 
th« Spuuix-r rillu lu nctnnl dcrvtci' wiu a great improTomei)t npoti 
the miixzlo-lnnitcr, i;ti)ici>ially in "tight ]ilnoi>s," and tUo uion of 
the Til irty -seventh wei-v uul a littlv llattenid Ihiit thvy w«rc the 
llrst ill Ihe .Sixth Corps to be ihuH ai'inotl. They were uot long 
ill Icitrning, howiwer, that (he repeater re(|uirei] a vastly in- 
cniucd siipi'Iy of mnmii nitron. The former complement had 
huoii'lOrvumlH, iiipliwoof uhii-U (hey weiv nowf exjiected to i-«rry 
100, nod on uinio of Um tediotis insrcliM th»t (ollovrvd worda of 
comphiint more c:(praMive th*i) elegiint wero Bpl to he hoiird, 
and it is lu be feared that sometimes th« bnndles of <;nrtriilgcH 
w«re surreptitiously lightened. 

Tlie weapon with whioh the Thirty-tteventh now found itself 
0<|U)pped, and which ww one of the most important pioneers iu 
the revolution of modern nmtill aniiit, ww tlio invention of Mr. 
0. M. Speneor, at that time n young meclmnic in the employ of 
the Cheney Hrothers, the noted silk manufueturcrs of .South 
Manch««tcr, C't. S[r. Spencer had boon experimenting and ili- 
voloping his idea from 18S7, and in I860 prodnood Ihe Qxsl 
working gnn. The time watt op|)ortuDc, if not even provitlon- 
lial; the first mutterings of the rebellion were giving notice of 
[Ii« storm to come. The importance of the invention was mait- 
ifoit to any intelligent observer of tho national sitiiatiou, and 
through the inlliience of a member of the Cheney firm a eom- 
pany wm organiurd at lloitou for the mannfaoturo of the rifle. 
A part of the Chiekering piauo manufactory was leased for 
work'shops and half a million dollars was espendol in furnish- 
ing stoek and ma4;hinerv.

A tiHi' nuuh for t>iu ptirposc was pr«aont«d to Pnsidant Lin- 
oota in AugtiHt, 18C3, by Ur. .Spencer, wbo reUt«s intereAingly 
tli4t almost boyish ea|;emees witJi which the President on a soIh 
MHluentdayin hiapreaenoe examined and tested "tlie niac)unc'"H 
in the White Ilonae gnmndf. Tbe target made by Mr. Lincoln fl 
on tliat ocOMioD — a piece of pine board six by e-ighi incihce with 
a Mack spot in the center — ia preeen'ed in tbe militnr)' mosenra J 
at Springfield. 111. Kvory bullet went through llie ■' hull's eye."| 
and a uiemomnduin in ]>cncil on the Ixranl says tbe target wu 
made by aevcn coiMOcutive kIioU at a diataiice of 40 yardi. 

Altogether 'H)0,00l\ Spencor HRm were made, and it is worthy 
of remark that crcry one waa an exiict duplicate of all tlwj 
others. Pracfivul te«t in actual svrrioe did not suggest » single] 
obange from the original model in the way of improToment.*

THE CAMPAIGN UNDER SHERIDAN. 



THB WAOOS TRAIX8 — POLLOWIUH EAHI.Y IIY UAI{<-|t AKII COUS- 
TliUMAUCU — SIIKUIUAN AT TilK lIRLU^TItH SKIHMISU AT 
CHABLKBTOWS— TUB BATTLB OF TQB OPRQUAli. 

Not befopo 3 o'clock in tUo afternoon of .In!y 14 did tbo 
Thirty-seventh regiment start upon the march iia wagon guard, 
ftCter having to a certain extent nnutcrcd the peculiuritios of the 
Spi^ncoT riHu. Thure was ]>lenty of time lo Btiidy the new weap- 
on en route, u the train barulv crawled alunf; an<l often socmod 
to hare come to a dead halt. The trouble was that everything waa 
M«w, mw and green. When the Sixth Corpg vita onlored lo 
^^KWatthington itt> old train, which from Ion;; i>ervico had licuome 
j^H'expei-icncod and vnhiabk-, woo "turned in"st City Puinl, to 
F avrait the rotarn months later, and when the pursuit of Karly 
^Kmt taken up the corps was provided with a fresh nntfit, and 
^V*'fro«h" enough mules, drivers and wrn^on ntiut«n) provi'd. The 
drivers and mutters were "citixoiui" hired for the wirrico, Holf- 
important, lazy, vrorthloui fellows almost withont exception; 
when put in connection with half-hrokon nniloa the scenoa which 
transpired fonn admirable material for cani|i-fire jrams. 

The troiihle began at the ontset. The raw mules would go 
where and when they pk-uiicd, or not at all: the drivers were in< 
different or holplow and the bo8»o« woree if possible. IVains 
wore stalled or upset on level gronnd, and the night wore away 
in making a very few miles. Daring one of the 8toppaji;e« of 
the tniio Colonel I'id wards rode along auil seeing a wagon upset, 
the driver sitting on the ground near hy smoking and a wagon 
loslvr ou lionwliivk jwyiiig no attention to the matter, ini|nired 
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Uic'rcamn. Getting an impndvnt uiiiwc'r from thr ri'llomt, wh<i 
folt at liliertyto bo insolent on oocoitiit of not U'lnjr niittclcil 
nici), the colonel ordered the wagon inadt«r to sot his mvu 
work to right the vehicle. "You go to hell!" waa the surl; 
nniiwi'r, r«p»l«J in mor<! offoiwive fonii in resjwnte to the ah 
"What?" which broke from the lipn of the quick -tempervd 
brigade Doniin»ndor. There was the i)»iok whirl of a Mlitr 
llkroii<;)i the arr, a lumbliDg bully rolling in the dust with a aora 
aiid bleeding head, followMl by the colonulV roioc in its moat 
(xmrinoing tones: "There, now, joa meo get to work and tJtki 
this train out of here!" For once, if the onlv time in their livco^ 
thv men diil work, but it is iloiibtfiil if any jiermanent reform*, 
ation WM wrought. 

Thieving from the wagons wiut n common offense, luid h liltli 
Utor in tliv rAmjuugn LJoutciinnt'Coloncl Uontugno fouml ih. 
hie private siitchel had been robbed mid rojmrti'd thu loss to 
QuartcriniiHter Sergeant Hears, who had charge of tlie two wngona; 
containing the Kl^irpa of the Tbirty-aeventh and ita atta^-hmcn 
including the Second Rhode Inland — QnartermMter Bridgman' 
huviog been left in charge of the brigade train at City Point. 
Saapicioo ntonce fell on a spare wagon Itoss who had been xerj 
fond of ]oangittg about and riding in the Thirty-seventh wagons, 
und a trusty soldier was detailed from Conipuiiy A with orders 
to HJlow no stranger iibont the regimeninl wagons. I'reiientl 
(he intruder appearoi) and nuule liiit way toward the favorita 
resting pla^^'C. " It's against ordcri* to ride in these wagoiDi, 
mirl" waa ihe courteous protest ot the frimrd. The ritniili»r 
army cii>li>tive vm punted out as the intruder BctlliMi himeelt 
in the most comfortable position jioasible. "Me go to hill!" 
roarvil the soldier, his CoHic pn&iion all aflame. "Bv me aowl, 
now ye'U L-ome onto'thiitt" and a Spencer riHe at full rorl 
lunit'd its pursuaeivu muExlefull between the fellow's oyc«. 
H|<e<.<d with which the nutcid tumbled from the wagon and song)i 
m«r« hiwpitiible quarters convulsud the few spoctiitors wit 
langhtttr ; neither he nor any of his ilk tronbled the wm|;oi 
moro, and there waa no more stealing. 

Now th»t tho mutter of wa^on trains has been broachad at 
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Bonio (Ii'tftil from Die nouiiraiticH of tlic ewe, it may l>e well to 
nill lh« fttteiition of the goiicnil rwKlcr to tlie> tmportiLnco of tbia 
bmiii:b of luiliUiry vouiiuim'. With iin nrniy bo ofton on the 
movo imd for (p-oat diBtanceaiu wnstljecaBoiiuring the rebellion, 
tlic eflicicDcy of the train service became a matter of Riipreme 
inomt^ut. Whererer the men went, the tmius miiHt f»1]nw thotn 
with auchiiiijiplii'ft as would be necil<!<l. !f utjuttle wiui iniminciit, 
nn hour's tin^k firing would t^m[>ty Ihi^ MoldieiM' uurtridge l)o:»'8,' 
And the unimuDitiuD wngons muiit be nour to furnish ii frt-sh 
supply, ovon under thu enemy's firo if nepcssiiry. The nmbu- 

Dves muet be at hand to bear the wounded to hospitals for 
i<trcatment. At such momenta of auprcme trial the ordinary 
^iriigons must be kept book out of the way, reiidy to Ii.'ud thu 
rent *t n momonl'ti notice if tbo oxigt-ncius of the hiittlo-field 
should so require ; or to supply the needs of tho mon during (ho 
pauses in the conflict, wherever tho fortunes of war might have 
Ijiki'ii the ootiiniand to whii.-h the wagons were attftohcd. Oil 
the wriliiiarj- muruh, whenever the oorjw or divttion orbrigndo 
was urdi-red to roport, — if tbo expedition was anything moro than 
a temporary one with rations in liaversaoks, — no matter what 
;llw condition or the natnreof the roads, the trains were to follow 
end kocp within such distntico as would enHblc them to proviaioii 
iiud otherwise supply tli« camps when«v«r they were fomiod. If 
the enpplic« tutil tii liu hnnled any ennsiderablc distance tho work 
of the tmins was coiTcsi)L'ndin<;ly intTL-ased, and often in stormy 
wouth«r, when the roadfl became bad from tho esc'esBive use to 
whieh tltey were nubjecled, terrible hardships wore endured by 
auimals, train men, «nd tlioflc they sought to saecor. When to 
this is added Uie danger of sudden raids by scouting parties of 
thu cuemy, tho case with which {wrtions of trains oould br cut 
off nt favorable points and either driven away or plnndftred and 
doatnyod before assistance coald be summoned from guards 
who might he miles away and possibly worthless if on the sovno, 
it will be undcrvtood that the life of an army teamster, especially 
if ho sought to be to any extent conscientious in bis work, wiia 
by no means ah enviable ono. 

Tho uumlfOr of wagons and the oxt«nt of tho tniins rorjnired 
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to Riipply nil iirniv woald wvm onrpritiing to tlic t^uiivnil rv»i\«\ 
Tlio wagon tntiii of the Army of tlic PulomiK wtioii it stiirtoil o 
th« WUdenivwi campaign would hare occupied at loaet GO mil 
of road, as cloaety aa it was possible to drive the wagons over t 
imperfect roads. From this general basis it is easy to ostima 
the 04Qipage proiierlj belonging to eacJi corps, diTitiiou iir Iri 
gudo. Rut the train* never luid the goo<l forCtino to proovi 
"decCDtly and in onlrr." A tliousand nccidontit wvre lialJ*, 
liny one of which mnst niinoy and di>lay those in the rear. Y 
it WU6 possible for an accident to be a blessing in diBguise, iis t 
quartermaster of the Tbirty-seventb found on at least un 
occanon. 

As was uiiaToidable uftcr a long eories of campnigiis, the in- 
voices of tlutl onii.'cr*g dcpiirtmout culled for many au article' 
which the most diligent soarch would hare failed to rereal. 
They were in fact "short," but were borne " on hand," pond- 
ing final aettlomunt. As the trains of the Sixth Cnr\>i Wi 
oroiaing the Oliickahominy on thu wny to Petersburg, a poutoni 
who WEU! washing his rod shirt &l the side of tliL' bridge gave 
garment a siiiLp as one of the Thirty-seTentli tcimis approached. 
The check mule shied violently, pushing the off leader ovor tbs 
side of the bridge into the water, and was of course drawn ovof 
with him. Their plunge drew ovor the next pair — the " swings" 
— imd the weight of tho four sunk the end of the canvas boat to 
that Lhi- "whoclora" and tho wagon were tumbled into tlw 
river, 30 fcot in depth. One or two of the mules were cut Ioom 
and fished out after a sories of laughable pcrfoTmunrtts; tin 
wngon and its contents wore ii toUl loss, but thnt loss simpliU' 
the i|uurlermastcr's accoants wonderfully. 

The march of the Thirty-seventh on the afternoon of Julv 1 
tliotigli lasting from 3 o'ctock in the afternoon till after 
ooTcred not more Uian four or live miles, and finally a halt w 
ordered in a pleasant pine grove, where the command n-m: 
till Uie following noon. Aaan extensive blackberry tract 
discovered in Iho immediato vicinity, tho men made the most 
the delay in securing a palatuble feast. In tho march of tli 
succeeding iiftenioou more satisfactory progress WM uuul«; 
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SeudCit Mills vcre passed and the halt for Die night was made- at 
Poolesrille. Ueic evidence of a militury execution wait wit- 
DeBse<l In the body of u dMcrtor hiuigiiig from » giillow* in the 
center of the viltago. In tho little affair at Itoams Station ho 
tiiiil <]c«orte(I from the First Long Ishmd, and when his regi- 
iiiL-tit made a dusli soon aft«r bo was captnred on the enemy's 
skirmish line, firing npon his late coninides. 

Morning of the Kith found thi? Thirty-seventh in it« placi.- in 
the cohiinii with Kdward«'s briguilc in the ndvuiice, and a Lard 
day's ULnr(.-hing ensued. The rout« led toward the Potomac by 
tho Conrad's Fern' road, bnt some tliree miles short of the river 
a cross road was taken leading to White's Ford, being the route 
followed by Korly in his retreat. On roa^^hing the Potomno, 
which was hero a hiilf-mile in width iind from one to throe feet 
ill depth, tho t'nomy'n (-uvalry voiiottta were observed on tho op- 
■posiU) bonk, thgtigh loo few in oumbors to offer serious rcsict- 
, anoe. A battery was put in position and a few sh(>t« sent acrow 
which precipitated their withdrawal, after which tho corps 
crOBSed without further uiolestidion. 

The column now turned nearly southward, passing the battle- 
Held of UaU's BlaS where nearly three years before one of the 
Iiiiiieutidile tragedies of the war had occnrrcd, thciico to tho 
beautiful village of Leoalmrg, which like very few Virginia viN 
lag«8wafl strongly rcniimsooutof New England thrift. Here no 
halt was made but tho course was changed to tho wc«twanl am] 
the slopes of tho Catoctin range wore climbed, the exhau<itioii 
being well offset by the beauty of the panorama which was un- 
folded as the highls were gained. The entire day's march hn'l 
been through a cliarming region. The fertile soil, Htimulnted 
by thrift and enterprise, had sjircad before the dusty soldiers u 
■ncoession of delightful farms, the water-courses wore abundaDt, 
the springs fre>|Uent, cold and refreshing. The weather, too, 
wiM comforlably cool, but the ground was still very dry uii] 
dusty, IIS there lutd been no r.tiR for more tlian six weeks, and 
when the regiment Italted for the night in a bcaiitifnl onk grovo 
siime thn-e miles west of Lecsburg and on tho oppodtv Hlo]>e of 
the inoiintaiDB Iho men were quite roouly to woloomo tho order. 
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GfiQoral Wright bad now bcL-u joined by two ilivisious of t 
Nineteonth Corjw. and Uuntor's oomtunnd nnder Guneml Crook, 
wliioli had entered the Shenandoah Valley a few diijs previoua 
by way of Uarper'a Kerry, was oi-dered to join him and co-oj)er- 
atc in the pursuit of Knrly. The latter had that morning 
quitted Leogburg wlieii Wright started his oolumn tovrunl tho 
plttco from PooImvjUu, ninl liaiely 8iioci<edcd in slipping Ihrungb 
between tho converging Union columni). Crook's cavalry captur- 
ing a considerable Bcction of hia wagon train at PurceUsTille iia 
it was making its way to Snicker's Ga]), en route to WinchreU-r. 

The following day, Sunday, July 17, was one of rcAt for thL> 
Sixth Corps. Bi>ligii)ii8 scrvicoa were generally held, tho Thirty- 
wventh uniting with tho Fifteenth New Jcney, tbo clukplain of 
tho latter alllciuting in the illnesi' of Chaplain Morse and a 
hriws-band giving its aid in the servicoe. ^Vhilo tlie infantry 
wore enjoying this respite the cavalry of Crook'a oolumn wore 
ai-arohing for the eneuiy and Ihut erpiiing Ocnural Diiflie rti>orl- 
vd Karly on the west bunk nf the Shcnamloiih disputing the 
pu«sa{;e in force. As thu instnictions to Gouoral Wright wen to 
pursiie Early till his felt coi-tain that the latter was really r«tr«ab- 
iog southward iind then hasten his own and tho Ninctoooth 
CorpR back to Petersburg in titue to slriko a ]>oworful blow there 
beforo Early's arrival, be ordered a forward movomont tho fol- 
lowing morning tii iL«-ortain the oxaet stuto of ulTaira. Crook 
being at PiirfellsviHe moved on in advance, while tJie Sixth and 
Nineteenth Corps followed. 

The Tbirty-ecveuth marched early in the morning, passing 
through Hamilton, Furcellsville and Saickergville, nnir whinh 
H halt was made about uoou. In the mean time Crook'a trou]M 
had passed the Gu]>, and from the western 8lo[ie of the Itlue 
Kidge could bcc tbc Confcderatea in considerable uuntWrs hv- 
yond the Shenandoah. Colonel Thoburn'e division was onleml 
noi'oss tho river at Island Ford, a mile or so below Snicker's Ferry, 
while the Sixth Corps was directed to push forward and cross at 
the Ferry. The lirst part of tho latter order waa duly cxcoutoil. 
the column moving Ihrotigli the Gap and down to the ritet, but 
before the crossing couh} bo made a severe atUiok upon tlic right 
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of Tholiiirn'd liiiu forcet] a body of diamountci] uuvNlry aiid bia 
own brigwlc Imck into tlio river. Ucooml KtokctU, in imino- 
tliato comnuind cf tho Sixth Cor[>s (Ocueml Wnglit uuiuiiuind- 
ing all the trooi's in tho field), did out think it udTiaAble to 
attempt a crossing nnder those circumsLaaces, an<l Thoburn't^ re- 
maining brigadea were ordered to retire, which they did us 
oivditably iis couM lio oxficctod, since they were siibjiictod to a 
heavy tire from tho Confedorale liuc« on tho bank, while the lut- 
tor H'eri' piiiiii9]ie<l by the Union butterieii on tliv oi'{Ki)^ilu hillM. 

It was now mar uigbt and the two armies settled down on 
their respective sides of tJie river, ea<:h lining tbe bauk with » 
oloiid of sJiarp-sliooters. Companies K and (i of tho Thirty- 
seYeoth were deUiiled for picket, Licnteuaiit'C'olouel Montaj^uo 
being olliccr of tht; duy and in charge of the picktit line, mid in tho 
gloom of that Julyevoning tli« first test of tho S])«noor rifles was 
made by a few members of tho regiment scattorod along the bor- 
der of Hw ilurk river. There was a lively interchange of allots 
by tho picket linos during tho lOth, but tho Ooa(«deriUo«, found 
thimsolvcs at such a diwulvantage when opposed to the Spencer 
that they called out asking what kind of u "shooting-iron'' it 
was. During ihe day tJiere was some fratornixiug between 
mcmbori of the Thirty-aoventh and the Thirty-fourth, the latter 
being in the First Brigade of Thobuni's division. There were 
many friends in the two roginionl« uid the espuriencei! of each 
formed interesting topics for ra])id question and answer. 

With morning of tho 20tb tho Thirty-seventh was ordered to 
force a crowing, and Lieutcnaiit-C'olonel Montague selected a 
point obaorved the day l>oforo while on the picket lino, whore in 
the middle of tho river was conaidtTable of an inland with lh« 
aide toward the ouomy heavily friiigL-d with bustiei^ A portion 
of the regiment was posted hero under cover l« open fire if nec- 
ewury when tlie skirmishers started to cross. The latter were 
doployo<l and at the signal jumped into the river and wn^h'd 
across us rapidly as posiiblo, with the water up to their iniiirit«. 
As there were distinguiihod lookers-on there was much rivalrj-, 
and each strove to do hia best. Captain Txiokus was tlio lint to 
gel titol on thucovetoti shore, with Licntcnant-Colonol Montjigno 
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OB horseback by bis side and closelv followed by the whoW skir- 
mish band. Up the little blnfl th«y rushed, expeoting each 
moment the Rash of hostile rifloa in their faoes, but no enemy 
was visible. It wiw a bloodl«M victory, u th« hut of tho rebels 
hiul left leas tbui an hoar liofora; bat Done the loss it vma to 
thoae engaged a thrilling episode. While Early's attention had 
been directed to the force in his fiont, llnntt-r at Har]ier's Kerry 
hml ptiMliod Averoll's cavalry and some other forces up the Valley 
eo that thuy nereulaioNt iijion Eurly'H roar before they wore di«* 
covered. The wily Ooufeilorute at once retreated toward Stra»- 
borg, ut Ll>c head of the main valley, and when the fiict was 
established the Sixth Corps was ordered to advance toUerryvillc 
or beyond on the direct road to Winchutor. Owing to a hcAVy 
lluinder nlonn which ooc«rre<l during the art«rnoou, the Thirty- 
seventh hod not inadc more than about three miluafturoroMiDg 
the riTOr when it wus ordered to halt. 

At this stage of proceedings General Wright reached the 
cM>nelnsioti that a^ Knrly hail retrealed soiitliwitnl hiji injiitruittioii« 
required him t<i reiiini to Wiwhington and thence to Cetcrsbur^g 
wtthuiit delay. The KoMJors, who wore either already asleep or 
prej)ariiig to i^locp, wuro itccordingly startled by the order to paok 
lip and fall in at once. Toward midnight the column turoed 
its face back towai'<l tiie Slieuaiidoali and marched to and a«ro« 
it, but it did not halt. Up the HlopoH uf the RUic Ridge it wont, 
to and through tlii' faniouit liup. il'>wii the eustern decleneion 
and back toward Iji'U^hurg over Ihc road by which it hud come. 
After marching 17 miles a short halt was mode for brenkfart 
nciir Hamilton, and when the meal was over the column roaum«d 
its tedious way. "1 shall bivouac to-night on the south bank 
ol OooM Creek," General Wright telegraphed to Holleck at 
Wsehingtoii, mid tho promiHo was kept. At LocBbur;; the tnni- 
pik« to the south was taken, ii march of some four mites from tho 
village placed tho command in the designated location, and lat« 
in the afternoon a iialt was ordered and ranks were broken. It 
hatl becrti ii long and tedious trainp, but, a« n few houre of day> 
light still remained, the banks of the crc^'k were presently linwl 
by busy men who titoU the linst opportunity presented for fttur 
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wook» to wusb their clothea and bntbe in the clciir wulers of 
thu etmam. 

A grateful night's rc«t followed aad at d o'clock next morning 
the manhfld was resumed. The experiences of this day were 
not Bo trying as those of the day before. At noon n hnit of some 
two hours was made near Dmnvsvillu, iiftcr which tho corpo 
mnrc-htid Idmiroly till aftor dnrk. croisMiug Pitliciilt Ittin :nid 
halting for the night within IS miles of Mushington. The regi- 
ments were early aatir next oiorninK. and at 4 o'clock the Thir- 
ty-soventh began to march. At 9 o'clock the brown earthworkx 
of tho WasbingtoD defenses rose to view ; Fort Maioy, standing 
guard over Chain Bridge, was [>asscd, the bridge itself wits 
crossed, and abont noon tho regiment went into <-»m]> near Fort 
flainus, lialf n mile from Teniiullytowu, two or throo timed that 
distunoo from the battle-ground of Fort Stevens and five miles 
from Washington. 

During the aflemoon tlio men drew five days' rations and 
iniule rcqnisition for fresh suiiplies of clothing, which it scarcely 
need be said wore much need^id by most of the command. The 
uoxtday wa« Sunday, tho '34th, and after an inspection by Oa|>tatu 
Tyler oiHcera and men devoted much of the time to perusing 
the large mail which had been brought in and to writing leltiTS, 
In the afternoon religious w^rvice^ were held, the brigade baml 
assisting, tho men <ri-ro cautioned to be ready to move at abort 
notioe, and after they had retired for the night were called up 
to receive the clothing aubscribed for the day before. A gener- 
ous rain fell during the night and thootirly (lart of Monday, but 
censed before noon, and the day piw^'nl withoitt further event 
than an order to bo roaily to march in the morning. 

It was noon of the 2*Itli. however, before tbo regiment (juitird 
its camp, when it went through Tennallytown and turning iU 
face to the northward took the roati to Uoekville. That town 
vtii» {lasaod at fi o'clock ami at If the regiment went into camp live 
miles beyond, the men seriously exhausted by their march of I.*) 
miles, notwithstanding their tiiroo days' nomimd rest. Ijot us 
look for the oauHO of this u|i])itreutly uimk«s muraltiug and 
coun term arch in;; through IIk- di'mlly lioal« of .fuly. 
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Tile wiiDl of cumpotoiil direction ii»d Iwcn wully felt iu tUo 
m^itter of mooting Gurly'e mid. Gvuorul Gnat w«a 8U]>iM)sed to 
direct in geneml terms with ri>giii-il to the moriMiioiitii of all 
troopa ; but ho was at Cit)^ Point, while ilalluck, scrriug u big 
chiff of sUtT, wiui in Washington. Neither could judgo intoUi* 
gently uf the siluiition of alTaira in the ViiUey, since on<? seriee of 
r(>[Kirl8 WM likely to be contrmlictcd by niiulher within a few 
hours. Grant hiu) decided ihiil it would bo bittler to liiivo U«n«ral 
Wright and hie corps returned to the Army of the Potoiiuu: 
while the Niuetpenth Cori»s waa retained at Wufihington for* 
time. Almost simultaneously with this decision the DSpect of 
nlTitirflin the Valley beoamc so changed that Wright and his troops 
were !igiiiti hurried up the Potonuic. Ou thodsy that Wright 
tiad turned biu:k toward Wiiuhingtou, Karly sent IhtniHCur's diTU 
slot! to drive away AvcroU'e force a short diatanuc north of Win- 
chedter. AyereU had but *^,T00 men, about halt infantry, bat 
with thcw he nttnokt-d and utlk'rly routed the Ct>nfe<lerat« 
diTiHion, driving it in disorder from the Held. Itcinforocmc&ta 
wero sent on to cover iho rotrunt ; during tJio night Early witli- 
drow lo StruBburg, while Averell advanced to Kemstown, south 
of Winchester, where he was joined by Crook, linrly learned 
on the 33d that the Sixth Corpii had withdrawn and the next 
day he fell upon Crook with the impetuosity oharactorUtic of 
Southoru attack, defeated uud puriiiivd him to the Potomac. 
Orook halting his furcits at advantageous positions at tho South 
Mountain pusses in Maryland, 

The Coufedorato cavalry under McCausland was now launched 
ncroBR the border and early in the morning of the 30th entered 
the city of Ohumboraburg, Pu., whiob, a» it could not pay the 
1500,000 in currency or 9100,000 in gold demanded as the price 
of exemption, was burned, leaving the grentcr ptu-t of tho jieopic 
homdessaad helpless. Averoll wiui but a few miles nway with 
hie troopers, riding in hot pursuit of the marauders now that 
their whureabouts wore known, and McCausland, learing Uio 
town in iUmeg, moved rapidly away toward Uie southwest. The 
way uf retreat was not an eimy one, the Union eavidry prmtsing 
Mi'CuiiEilatid m closely that he hud little opjwrtuniLy Ut demand 
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exemption money or apply Uio toroli. On the Itli of Augiul lio 
wafl attacked near MoorAcld iit tUo jiiuctiou of tliu uortli and 
Ronth branche* of tli« PotoinHu by Av«roil nud utterly defniteU, 
» Inrgo port of his c,ommand, with all hie iirtillery and most of hie 
wagons being captared, while the fntctton whinh cjoajicd wiui 
scattered in broken fragments in every direction. From tliiti 
blow Early's cavalry never recoTered. 

While these evenU were tnuixpiring, it was but natural that 
the loyal jifoplo, e«ptioially those exposed to the incursions of the 
(Ioe|icrato raiders, ehoitbl l« filled with iiUtrm, and the news of 
Crook's disaster was thi; signal for the ' ' about face " on the jiart 
of the Sixth Corps. We left the Thirty-seventh in cam]) beyoiii] 
Itockville at the close of the llrst day'ii niiirch. The onward way 
was resumed early in the morning of the '.iTth, tho column pass- 
ing through some pa'tty villages, incltidiug Xcalsville and Clarks- 
burg, and halting near ITyatUtown early in the afternoon. The 
day's murcli had Iteoa only aume 13 miles, but the WLvther was 
excQSsivcly hot and the men wore foot'sore and dispirited at llio 
|>r»s]>oct before them. Forlunutrly they wort- agiiin in a country 
where blackberries nboutided aniJ ni»ny of them flavored their 
army rations with a delicious if informal dessert. 

Starting at 7 o'clock in Ihc morning of the 2Sth, the column 
paflncd througli EEyiittatown and to and beyond Urbann, halting 
about noon near Monocacy Creek on the eeene of tho recent battle 
between Wallace and Early. Resting through the severest boat 
of the day the regiment marched again at 5 in the afternoon, 
fording tho crock, and leaving Frederick to the right and rear 
baited a little short of Jefferson at midnight. Only a few houre 
eould be devoted to rest and iileep, sadly as these were needed by 
the ex hnuHled soldiers ; then upaudou again, Uirongh JclTertion, 
Centcrsvilk', Putorsville, 1» KnoxviUo on the bank of tho I'oto- 
mac ; thence up tho river to and across tho pontou bridge leading 
into Uarpor's Ferry, and four miles beyond to Ilalltown when- 
the command halted m line of battle. The day's march bad Ikh'ii 
lint Ifi miles, yet it waa estimated that 30 men in tlie corps ha>l 
died ot san-atToke during the day. 

Till- fon-oB of Wright and Croi-k were now reuniteil with their 
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tovcB in tlio supjMised direction of tbe enemy, wlien news was re- 
ceived of McCiiuiilHiid's rnid nml llio burning of Chnmborebiirg. 
Tliintvr wn« nt once ynlcr«<] h\ Ualkrk to maA tlic troojts liaok 
to Frfidi-riok to provoiit tlit- enemy from moving southwiird \>j 
that ronte. General Wright protested that his men were nuflt 
tn miirch, but tbe order was insisted tijion and at 3 oclock the 
movement began. At Harper's Ferry a long bull wa« made, nml 
the whnlc army being pnc-kod into the narrow vultoy oipostK) to 
tho direct rays of the biiniing Him — tbe day being one of the hot- 
test ever oxporionccd — eii ffored terribly. Miniy men had alreatty 
fallen from the ranks of the Thirty-seTenth with sun-stroke, and 
while waiting hero Edward flunn of Company 1 died from the 
heat and exhaustion. 

The entire army waa obliged to croMi tlie river on a gingle pon- 
ton bridge, and the ]iroceiw wa« a tedious one ; but once ncross 
the column wonnd its way along through tlie greater part of the 
ii'ghl, passing Sandy Uook and Knoxvillo, fintdly halting near 
i'etcr»Till<', where the command rested till afternoon. Then the 
bugica sounded, the indiviiluaUfoll into their places almost auto- 
matically and the grrat mass of euSering. despairing humanity 
moved out into the withering heat and the stilling diisU It 
piisaod through Jefferson, climbed tlie tedious slopes of Cntoclin 
Moiintitin. looked out from the Hummit. over the vii«t cxptinM of 
country which si-emed but an invitation to jierpotunl joumoylng; 
tlion it wound duwn into tbo valley till wilhtn liltic mon> than a 
mile of Frederick, when the welcome ordera to sijick arms ami 
broak ranks were received. Ten miles had been accomplislicd, 
oitd short as was the distance one-ludf the members of the Sixth 
Corps — that organixatiuit whoi«o powers of cnduranoo had won 
the admiration of the world — hud fallen out by the way. Many 
wore still toiling along us best they could, but others in fearful 
number were quite broken down or had been prostrated b}' UiB 
deadly sun-stroke. 

Thus closed the month of July, 1864,— <Hi* ot tht aSMt trTtng 
experienced by tbo regiment. The firat two dikja tf Asgut wore 
devoteil to rest, though on the 2d marching ordors wore again 
promulgaled ; the Thirty-seventh jiacked u]i and had proccnlMl 
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Dotit 30 roils whoa tlio time of moving v.us ]>i>i<i])Oiifil to next 
morniog, rations were dniwii and the ciimp Hottlud down for the 
night. During the daj- Chaplain Morfe rode to Frederick, and 
whik- thcro lout hia niiich-pri/ed horfw by theft. 

At sunrise of Aiigusl -i t!i« Tliirtj-scFiMitli took the lead ol the 
corps in the day'it ninrcli, whivh proved much leM KcriuUH tliiin 
was (.■oiitomplutod. Pii««ing through Lime Kiln 8tiilion anil 
BuckeyetowD. fin- miles south uf Frederick, the Monocacy was 
forded half a mile beyond and on the sonthei'Q bank the camp 
was oslnbli^ied. Here, in a pleasuit camp followed two ilays 
more of quiet. The 4th being the day Appointed by President 
Lincoln for a national Fast day was obscrrcd bj scrricc* in front 
uf brigade head-qnarters. 

The day following General Grant visited General Uunter at 
\m boml- quarters at Frederick, and an important change wuh 
the i-«Bult. Two diviflionK of cavalry from the Army of tho 
I'otonuic liod been ordered to Join th« forces alnuMiy availablu 
sgainat Pearly, snch of the Xinoleenlh Corj'e iis was at Washington 
bod hocn Kent up and the rest of it was under ordei'd for tlut 
sumo destination, while Genenil Sheridan had been relieved from 
duty with the Army of the Putonuic and was then at Wa»hing- 
lon awaiting such command as it should bo decided to give htm. 
After oouaultation between Grunt and Hunter the latter was re- 
lioYod of hia command and Sheridan was at once telegrajthcd to 
take command of all the forces in the field. At the same time 
the Middle Military Division was constituted, comjKised of the 
fuiir de]Mirtmonls of West Virginia, the Sustjucbanoii, Woahiog- 
ton and the Middle Department, Sheridan being assigned to the 
command uf the new Divisioii. Organizing bis cavalry into a 
corps under the command of (loncml Torberi, the new comman* 
der was pre]>ar«d with n stronger force than had over before opor- 
at«d in the Valluy to take up the work awigued him. 

Simultaneously nitb the arrival of Genoml Grant at Hunter's 
licwl-(iuart«r8 marching orders were prumulgatod. ThuThirtj- 
seventh nrceive<l theirs dnring the evening of thefitb, tenta were 
at o»c« struck and everything )>acked, when it was found that 
Ihv regiiueut was to sorvo as wagou guard and oonaccjucntly it

woiiM be some honn Iwfore it would more. Ituiu foil dnrisj; 
Iho niglit Imt cnued in the morning. Mid fimilly about 8 u'clmk 
iiw loiig-tfx{>oct0d aQDimons cnmv nsd the vomniwul trudgnl 
itwiiy in tlic rtwr of the tnun^. Aft«r making a ft'w luilrs tbe 
now fiimiliiir riiirpcr'ti Ferry rottd uvvr the Cnloc-tin Jtloantjiiii 
and by wrny otJcBvnon wua titniek. The miirch L-ontiQiicil aU^ 
dny unlh no hidt (or dinner, nor did it oeiise till tbo evfutln^fl 
wM far advanced, wh<^ii the regiment Rank down toelvvpon ' 
the tuw.|wtl) bctwtHin the caniii mid the river, eight fi-ol in 
width, along which th« lut piirt of the march h&d bv«n mula, 

With daylight of tho 7th tJic rpgimcnt was ugaiit on the way.] 
In an hour or two it toiled throngli llarjier's Ferry once n)on>,| 
and jKiseing Itulirar Uighta took ita [)lac6 with the (wrpA, which! 
Iind gone into potiition the day before. A conjidrmlile detail I 
wont out on picket two or throe milot in advance, and with no : 
further incident than tlio advent of the paymaster with f»ur | 
niontha' wages two days passed while Sheridan waa ]>ro[))iring 
for his forward movement. Torbert'a caralry arrived ou tho I 
9th, and next morning the advance began. 

The Thirty-seventh broke Piimi) MOon (iftcr daylight, andi 
during the forenoon pniiHed through Charlcstown, the conntyj 
s(>ut, made fumouK by the cimviction and eiccntion of .lolm 
Krown iu Deoombisr, 1859. As the different drum corpti and 
briwe-bands entered the strouta of tho forlorn village each took np, 
with an energy regai-dleMB of the terrible heat, the air of "John 
Itiown." At 4 o'clock the regiment haltvd nour Cliftwn, whtn I 
lb<; K-ft of tbo iiifuutry line was e«tabli«h«d, facing toward WiB-j 
ohofitur, and bivoiinoked for tho night in a forest. 

Tho second stage of Sheridan's movement contemplated tho 
odnnce of his army to the Opcquan, all the fords of which were 
to bo aeiied, and this part of the project vraa carried out curly 
hi tho morning of the 11th. It wasi then intended to throw tho 
Union nriny rapidly oronnd in the rear and to the aouth of 
Early, who Iiad been left tho previous morning near Bnnker 
Ilill, forcing him. to light in that unonviable position; bntthe 
shrewd commander had already divined the intention and 
marched his command to tJie souUi of Winchestor, as t>heriilan 
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Ictirni^I oarly in i!iu <tiif. T}m> latt«r huUe<l nt Op("|iinii Cnvk 
till furllior iiivesttigiition cDiiliI lie miule, the Tliirly-ttDWiith 
being eent forward floni)} iiiikis on a roconiiaiwtiiico. Finding 
unthiii};. they rctnmccl to the corps and » slow niiirch to tho 
gu) nth wart] cnaueil, lasting till about sunset, wlion tho n^giim'nt 
('Wiim|M'il in iin opfn lidd not far from White I'odt. Hero 
\tttliun J. Hedgor of Comjii^ny C died from illticiw iinil tlu- linnl- 
ship of thv ciimpaigii. 

Kdwanls's Itrignik' wii« dvtailod on thu looming of tlio IStli 
to return to Wiiichcstor nnd escort tlio trains, which it vrua not 
snfo to move vitfaont 8 strong gnard. The city wao reached 
about' Doou; Lieiit«nant-CDlonel Montngno irns at onco nintlo 
prOTost marshal and Companies C and were detailod as jiro- 
vost giihrd. Considerable numbers of wonndcd oiralryraen 
from both armies wcro found In tho plaoo, and though the gen* 
oral iientiment was intensely Soathero, it should be stat«d for 
tho credit of tho citiiens that the best of care was gircn regard- 
loss of thu sufferers* allegiance. Tho wagons started toward tito 
front about noon of Uio ueit day, tho Thirty-seventh us rear 
guard once more, taking the Strasburg pike toward th« south. 
KeriiRtdvn, Newtown and Middletown were passed in duo ordvr, 
and at 10 oVloek the brigade rejoined the corps nuir Cediir 
CrovV, where the two iinnieH were again confronting each othor. 

With no greater exeitvmunt than tho skirmish tines afforded, 
the time passed till evening of the IGth. Sheridan hail now 
become satufled that t^ty, whose principal position imd it strong 
one witf at Fisher's Hill, ha<l reoeiTcd heavy reinforcomenls from 
Petoreburg, and directed a retreat down tho Valloy to the position 
on tho Opeijnan t^i which he had first movod out from IIhIIIowu. 
It was 10 in the evening when the Tliirty-sovonth marohixi to Uio 
turnpike, along which it plodded all the reet of the night, n.'sohiiig 
WiuvheaterabontBnnrisoof the 17th. Halting therefor a while' 
tho nmrob was continued till th<> Opequan Crovk w»s crossed, 
when a halt wod directed on the eastern bunk. A night's rest 
did not follow, however, for about midnight the regiment wna 
called np, sent Inck across tho crvok and deployed as skirmishom. 

Morning saw tho march continued toward Cltarlestowo, by way 
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ut UorryriUc, and whi'n tho vny vtm cloar th« Thirty-BereDth 
rallit'd ond followed. It rainod most uf the daj, eome of tUe 
time aeverely, and tho jaunt waa n html <inc, niore wpccialljr u 
llie tnoti hivd hoea priu:licaU.v without ratJotiR for two ^; 
Nvnr night n Imlt was reached in the vicliiitj- of Uharlcetovai 
Olid 11 four-dityj' supply of food ubtiiincd, after whiult two 
of inaction ensued, the second being rainy. 

The Knnda}- morning quiet of August 21 was raddy 
hy the long roll giving notice of the enemy's prosonoo. 
hail in fact been reinforced by Kcnthaw'i diviuon of in^iatty, 
onuof cavalry and souio artillery, tind whi-n Sheridan fell back 
had followed xharply, taking up his former position at Itnnkor 
Hill, leaving Anderson with the fresh troops at Winohc«t«r. A 
combined attiick was planned for the morning of tho Slat, An- 
dcraon to sdvanoe by tho direct route frcitn Win(dic«tor while 
Early came in froiTi the wesU Tho former found the envalry in 
his bttnt too strong and gave up his part of the programme; but 
Early came on impetuously, brnshed away the cavalry outposts 
iind iitruck a swift and heavy blow upon tbo SisUi Corps akir- 
mish line. 

The Thirty-seventh were ([uickly uudcmrnisaud were ordered 
to strengthen the picket lino. Lieutenant-Colonel Mimtnguc 
led his comuand at a doiible-quiek to u sunken road oommAnil- 
ing u wide lield in front, where they were judiciously posted, 
and nimost immediately the spiteful crack of tho Spencer rifloj 
began to bo hiurd. The new weapon wa« having its lirst general fl 
tost, and griindly did it moot the expectations which had been 
raised. It was at first supposed tliat the enemy was beyond tbo 
reach of musket tire, but on trial being made it proroil tliat the 
S)ieui-er bullets could be sent there with remarkable preoiuon 
considering the distance, and the tiring became general. A ar- 
vero artillery Ure was directed u)ion tho Union skirmishers, and 
the sontheni ehiirp-«lioijtcr« did their best (u dislodge the ob- 
noxious Vankeos, but the line never wavered. The skirmishin, 
eontiuiied all through the day, the Confederates making nu 
ou« efforts to advance their lines and post artiUory in fnmt 
tho sovon-gliooters, hut wherever they appeared they were 
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od wiUi 80 h«t iind woIMirvcUiil a sltowor of bullets tlint they 
wcro forcL'd to retire. To tlii^ Itft auino prfigroM wiw iiiikdu. uiid 
nl one time tlioro was danger that tho men of tho Tliirly-suvinlh 
would lie flanked out of their position, but a detachment fncvd 
tliiiL wiiy und oeiit in sti lively mid accurate a Gr« that the dui- 
gir wiu Hoon uvurled. 1'hc now rtfle was soniewhftt sliorter and 
huavicr thau tho old, but tho raogo wm found to bo superior; 
indeed, there Bocmed no limit to tho diEl4tuco to which the liul- 
li'la niiRht be sent with reasouHlilc accuracy. The regiment 
Hred during thoduy aome 20(1 dhoUi per man, and when darkness 
f4-tl had the satisfaction of knowing that not an inoh of ground 
bocu yielded. 

Hut this bravi; resistanco liwl not Ikicu nuulo without loss. 
Five men hiul bi'eu killed: Corporal lAsvi Davis and Ilhi^mor 
Woodin of Company A, Situs Miller of Oompiuiy B, Corporal 
John K. Banks of ComjMiny G, and Robert Roiuhart of llie Tenth 
detachment. Fiftoon olhers were wounded {si>e Appendix), in- 
cluding Caplitiu William M. Hale of the Seventh detoohmitnt. 
The four sergeimls of Company F wore nil wounded, First Ser- 
geant Joseph K. Tuylur fiitally. Sergeant Taylor was a young 
man of tine promise, who left the sophomore class of Aoiheist 
Collogc, a home of aflituencc and oharining social relations, to 
oQur his life on his cotintry's altar. 

Finding his position at Charlcstown not so good for dvfensc ae 
tliat at llalltowu, Sheridan moved his army back to the latter 
during the night. Tho Thirty -seventh vacated at daylight the 
skirmish line which they had so well maintained, and followed 
the movements of tho main body, Dnditig the army poittod in an 
iniprogiiiiblo position with tho right, the Sixth Corps, resting on 
the Potomac, the left. Crook's Kighth Oorjw, on tho Shenundoahi 
tho Nineteenth occupying tho emitcr. 

For sevorul days tliere was more or less skirmishing, in which 
the Thirty-seventh had no active jiarl. {Curly aeemed to Ijo feel- 
ing tho fn'int of tho other oorps in the ho)>o of flnding some weak 
spot, and that failing he made dcmonstnitions to right and left 
OS thiiiigh intending another invasion of Maryland; bnt the 
Uuiou caraliy in strong torixi was watching his every muvviuvnt, 
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(uitl ho proeoiitly rotirod ugaJn to hie fuvorito locolion iit Iltioktr 
Hill. Shcridnii, then, on the 'i8tl\', movod bnck to hie Clinrles- 
tovm poailion, and on Sc|)teml)er 3 atlranccd op thDValloy tii the 
fonnor poaitfon near Itemville, whore lie prooi-cdrd to intrnncb. 

The Mnme day General Anderson with EonhuirV diriiiionl 
Mftrtcd from Enrly'a camps to return to Richmond by vr«y of 
BorryTi'lle. Aa Crook'a men wero goinj; into camp Anderson 
esmo marching in umong them. Butb parties were wholly taken , 
by surprise, bnt manaj^ed to get up a Imak akirmiBh. which lasted 
through the following day, Early ooming n]) to the aasiatanoo of | 
Andorson, when the Utter returned to camp and waited for ft] 
week, when he again act out for Riohmund, taking a safer route, 
liy way of Front Royal. 

The iH-fi wwks winch followed thi><;Ktal>liehm<.-ntof Shoridan's 
lints neiir IWrryvillo wore miirkod by no incidonts of especiul ' 
iin|)ortance to the infantry of the Sixth Oorpa. Prequonti 
t'lHKhL'8 of aniiii occurred lietweon the ciividry and the enemy, and 
gomi'timcs scouting and foraging partttut w«ru teat out on foot, 
meeting with more or Ivntf. iMlvtntiirv; but the usual rontineof 
camp life gcnendly prevaiUiil, drills wcrt- rcsnmed lo some cxtrnl, 
and the men, invigorati'd l>y thi- cooler weather, recoverod from 
the cxhanHtion and illnesa induced by their recent terrible 
marches. On the Irtth the veterans of the Tenth and 8<^vrnlh 
regimi-nts wero oonsolidiited into the coniponic* of the Thirty- 
seventh proper, incrensing its effootiTO forec by 73 men, and 
entitling the; regiment to additional ofliuers, commissions for 
whom were promptly fowurded. 

On the 17th (Jcneral Orunt was in consultalion with Sheridan. 
Kershaw had now left the Valley, it aeemed possible for Sheridun 
to strike such n blow iia would free the region effootuaJly of the 
force which rcmuincd, and (iriint'i< intitructions to his lionteuanl 
were oompriEud in the two words — "Qu in !" Sheridan ne«ded 
no second invitation. His orders wore at once issued, the troops 
were supplied with rations on Sunday, the 18th, and next morn- 
ing at 3 o'cloitk the Sixth Oorpa was on the road. Sheridan 
supposed Karly's foroo to l)e divided, as a column had bc>cn re-fl 
p^rtoil moving northward the day before, and instead of planting 
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his army across tho lino of the Oonfodorat« communicationx, tut 
had 1)0011 the originut purposo, the FodcrnI commuiiilor aimud 
his lilow dtrccll}' at tlio onomy's main body. The supposed 
division had not taken place, however, jls Gordon's commiind 
bad merely gone up to Martinaburg to drive avay AvereH's 
cavalry and returned in time to take part in the battle. 

Tlie column whicli movod out in th« darkiiesa of tho wnning 
niglit coiikikIi'iI of WilsonV division ofatvalry, tlio Sixth Corps 
with Oclty'H division in front and UusseU's in the rear, the 
Nineteenth Corps to follow directly and the Eighth being held 
in the rear to await developments. The line of march was along 
the Korryville and Winohester pike, which crossed tho Opoqniin 
Oretk nt a ditfiotiU ford near tho mouth of Abraham's Crcok. 
The latlfr Htrviim llnws in from south of Winchoster, while Red 
llud HuEi, whii-h umptics near tho siimu jKiint, rises to the north 
of the city. On the spction of land between tlieee tiro streams 
tho bnttlo was prinnipnlly fought. After crossing the Opc'inaii 
Iho pike runx for some two miles through a nnrniw wooded 
ravine-, at the woeU^rn entrance to which, where the ground bo- 
oomes more open and poesiblo for military oporationg, the 
enemy's outposts were encounU'rod. 

Throngh this pirge Wilson's cavalrj' swept like the wind in the 
i-nrly morning's gray, captured the outposts and secured ground 
fur tile doploynicnt of the infantry and thus tueoessfully nccomp- 
lished the tirst stage of tho bikttlc. Then through tho long hours 
they held on till the head of the Sixth Corps came in sight. 
Qetty's division went into position on the left of the turnpike 
and Ricketts's on the right, Russell's tn rear of the latter in re- 
eervo. Then c«mo another long wait for the N'inpteenth Corps, 
which hiul followed the trains of lliu 8isth. During all thia time 
the enemy kept uji a heavy artillery fire, as they bad throughout 
the di-jiIoym«nt, but the troops were sheltarvd by the ground so 
ihiit the loss was trifling. Finally the Niutrtuonth cume np and 
went into tine on the right of tho .Sixth, when the order to ad- 
vance was given. Russell's division remained in reserve. At 
once the crash of hatiV broku with terrible fury. And a deadly 
battle it proved from oiH-ni»g to eloso. Neither side had field 
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works or other protection than tlio nntunJ contour of tliBgronntli 
BQitrdcd, niid tlic liws of life wux licnvy. 

At first the foroarii muvemcnt wf the Union forcM promix-'l 
woll. Mid thu vneniy was forced hack by the otrung Mow dcliv- 
erod. But Uie two divieioos of the Siith Oorpe, guiding on the ; 
l>iko which ran bDtwecn ihem, wore deltected lo the left, and thsj 
connoetioij of the two corps became tteukened. No sooner wm 
this defect diaoovered than the OonfccU-rates took mlviintagv of 
it. Rodes'fl and Oordoti'it dirisioiiR, led l>y Rattle's brigwlo uf 
t)iu former, were ilrivvn like a wedgi- a^iuntt the wnik |M>iiit aii<l 
the two imiierilod diriuons of the Fodfral urniy — Grater's of Uie 
Nineloeii th and Rickotts'e of the Sixth — were broken and fell itttclc 
with consideriiblc loss. As « consequence the entire Union lino I 
drew back from the point of its farthest ad\-anoe. 

The Thirty-seventh was on the right of the brigade, and the 
'[Mick oye of Colonel Edwardii eomprcliending at nnce where the 
work of chocking the Contedomtes must be dune, he ordered 
the regiment to mtive to the right. The moTcment was initdo 
by the flank under cover of the ravine which extended at nearly 
right angles to the pike, bending a little to the roar. A poKition 
wiw t^kken aoniewhat in advance of Stevens's Fifth Muino Bot- 
1«ry, which was doing excellent service, the liou of direction 
being changed so that when halted tho command factnl to tlie , 
uortliwciit instead of west. Looking out of tho rarino, whtuli 
wa« barely deep onongh to conceal the niavcroent« of his ra- 
iment. Lien tenant-Colonel Montague saw about 60 yards in 
front a body nf Oonfederatcs, which provi.-d Lo \w the old "Ston»- 
wull " Jackson BiigmU', inUnncing nnd evidently making for 
the battery in roar uf the Thirty -seventh. 

Tho enemy'a line was somewhat raggoi). both from tlie o]i|Kiei- 
tion it had already received am! because in an advance of any 
troops for a considerable distance tho more adventurous or ox* 
citable get ahead while those less anxious for close quarten bf 
behind, and the command booonuut broken so that it cannot act, 
either on thi: olTt-intivc urdefeniiive, with its full strengtlt. Tllit i 
was the condition of the brigwlo which tho Thirty-soventh wilh 
■heir Spencer rilles wore now to face alone. There was no| 
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doubt in the uiiud of tlioir Rommnndor of the oonne to punuC) 
or what the result wuuUl hv. IiiKtiintly ihu tnoHOgo wm pauod 
<)i>vrn ttio line to oiicli compnuy commuiidcr that not a shot must 
lie firoil till tho order was given, and that at the word every man 
must charge the reliels at » run. 

"Korward!"at leiigtJi rings out, and from tho little mvino 
Uw n-gimcnt emergen, gtoudy and lirni, with il« 290 rifloii and 
Bktvcn timM that number of deadly shols within them. The 
Confederates wei-o astonished to see a regiment emerging as it 
wore from the ground, but they were more futoni«hed at the 
aevcrity of the lire which opened upon them. One oriuhing vol- 
h^ followed Uio order to Bro, siipi>lumontMl l>y Buch a rapid suc- 
fieuioD of shots that by the time hnlf the distance hod been 
passed the magazines were emptied of their sovou ciirtridgea. 

The demoralization of the Gonfedcriit<? lino was speedy and 
complete. While the greater part, tighliug more or loM, strug- 
gled hitck to tho position from which their ndvnuco had been 
made, a largo number threw tlivmBclveH upon the ground whore- 
evfir a ditch or gully gnve promise of protection from the terrible 
llro poured upon thero by the repeating rifles, and were tAken 
primnom by the Thirty -seventh. For fnlly half a mile (he jmr- 
«uit Witt kept up, and it is believed that the number of priKoners 
taken by thoT^imcnt wm fully eqtiul to the number of muskota 
it CArried into the Hold that day. Among the trophies captured 
was the battle-tlag of the Second Virginia regiment, inscribed 
with the names of 17 battle^9, iuchiding the First Bull Run, in 
whiuh the regiment bad taken porL 

A halt wu finally called upon the brow of a hill at tho extreme 
end of a little triangular piece of nnodi^ lieyond which tho strong 
line of the enemy waa clearly observed. A short distance to the 
left and in front was a thick wood and at onoe the left company 
under Captitin J. A. Chnrnpuey was sent toohserro the enemy, 
ao that they shouhl not come iinbentlded upon the new position 
of the Tbirty-toventh. In a few minut«H Captain Champncy 
retamed, tjaite out of breath, having Iwon obligOHl to make a 
oonsitleraltle detour at the Lop of his siHted lo avoid tho hostile 
fin}, and npuriud tliuL ho wm un tlio Hank uf a Confederate 
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l»tt«ry which, with inoT« ftuietaiiM, he eonld lilcnoo. As Cap- 
tain Chatni'tiey cnmo in or tlio run to ruport to his ropniental 
Dotninaniler what he had discovered, he met General Upton, who 
waa jiiat coming up, and who, miatakin];; the motive of the ca|»- 
tain'fl husto, stenily ordored him liiick to his rogimer.t. Too full 
of the importance of hit discovery to weigh his words, or U> rc- 
giinl th(! ponible consotiueacc to himeelf, but filled with anger 
At the im))iitnttoii upon hie ooiintgv (of which no memticr of the 
regiment lim) gruiitur mmigiiru), the bravo und excited eiilialtem 
screamed out at the top of hie voice and without checking his I 
speed " Go to hell 1 " . 

t'uptain Hopkins (who bad recently returned to aervioo in the 
regiment, taking command of Comjinny 0) wn« iwnt with hJl 
company and a few of Ihc hcwt ahotit of the regimeut to the 
■ceiic, and under hi# direction a Mtrcum of bullets made the place 
too hut for even Ktuly'e vi'ttran iirtillcrieta. llie men were 
driven away and the horses killed, but later some ConfedoralM 
oniwled up through the grasK, attached ropes to the guus and 
drag^d them away. 

Already the Thirty •seventh had lost many of its brave men 
and officers killed or wounded. As it went into position Color 
iiergeant Patrick Dunnivan of Company H received a wouml 
through the shoulder, but the oolori were caught hj Coqmral 
Kdward D. Uooker of Comjiany D, who bore the Hasaacbusetts 
(lug. Corporal Hooker was promptly promoted to sergeant am) 
carried the imtiona) nolorj to the oluse of tho regiment's aerTic**. 
Vory soon nfler Cn)ituin J. A. Loumis of Company K recwved A 
bullet through the thigh, inlticliiig a severe wound which cost 
the regiment the services of a brave and elhciont oftieor. 

The Confederate success was now thoroughly checked, bat il 
bad been done at the cost of one of the noblosl oQicerB iit the 
Unioa army, — General David A. Uusscll, who while liurrying his 
troops to the occupation of the crost just referred to and riding 
in the roar of tho right wing of the Thirty-seventh regiment, after 
having received a severe bullet wound in the left br«iMt of which 
he made no mention, was struck from bis horse by apiece of ahvl). 
The miuile jiaased directly through his chost, liufttctdiig a wound 
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from wliick lie died after a few minutee* terrible suffering. 
General Upton succeeded tu the command of the division. 
It was about lialf-puat 12 when Lieuti-nant-Colonol Monttiguo 
^ halted his regimcMt iu the jxjtiiion referred to, and for some 30 
^H niintitCH afti.Tw.ir(l the Thirty -seventh hold the vantage ^utind 
~ alone, till some troo|i8 of Ujitou's brigade came up. Ae the other 
regiments of Edwards's Brigade hod advanced beside the pike 
white the Thirty-seventh changed tla direi^tioii, the latter regi< 
Hient found itself considerably lo Ihe right uf it« fellows. 

About half-past 3 LiouU'uant-Oolonel Montague discovered 
from the position of Cuptain Hopkins's command on the Hank 
that the rebels, broken on the right by Uie pressure which Ueu- 

Ieral Crook was bringing to bear upon Uiem, were hurrying post 
iu squads at a point some 80 rods in front of his command. 
Determined to cut olT this avenue of esciipo, and having do 
Ltimv to obtain orders from superior oIlit'L'nt, Montague moved 
the companies from the woods, reunited the regiment and with 
•light loss planted it across the path of Iho fugitives, picking 
ap a few prisoners on the way. 

Along thu entire line the tide wus now setting strongly in 
lavor of the Union arms; olTiceni and men aliko thrilled with 
the excitement of the coming victory, The impetuous young 
Qfl&end Upton chafed at even the temporary stands being mode 
by the onamy. "Wliat regiment is this?" he oaked, galloping 
in front uf the Thirt^y -seventh. Being answered ho grasped the 
colors und shouted : " You are the hoys I want; oomo on, and I 
will put you whore you can whip them in ten minutes \" 

Away went the gallant oflloor, straight toward the enemy's 
tine, with the colors of the Thirty-seventh Uutteriug about his 
hMd. "OomeoD, boysl" shouted Lieutenunt-Oolouel Montague 
Bpringiog in front of his command, und the whole line swept 
forward, officers and men cheering, shouting, swearing, oaoh 
'^'-•triving to be first to reach the destination. Line officers and 
fil«-olo9ere forgot their uccuHtorued positions and priMSod thntugh 
tbe mshing line if possible, but there was no work for them iu 
the reiLT, for during tlie whole terrible day not one maa in the 
rogimeat was missing from his place unless killed or wounded. 
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It was II VDMd t«oe till the enemy bslted and rallied onoe more 
nt tho lO[>of n coiisidcmlilc liill. A ahiirii-iiliooter'a bullet struck 
tlio staiT nf the flii^, Oenural Upton va» tiorioutly woamled and 
the colon) dropped tu the ground. CnpUin Donnelly uD(l Color 
Iloiirer Uuoicer aimultancutisly seined tlie bannor and it wnu up 
again in a moment, while thr regiment rapidly r-iUicd about it. 
Tlio Tliirly-Bcventh were now in a periloiia position, for they 
woro far in advance of the main line, tlie enemy was making n 
Tirm Mtund once more and tho ammunition for the Spencer riflvti 
hod given out. Fortunately Oolonvl Edward* discovered the 
situation, and the Second Rhode lolnnd, having fillod tboir 
pocketa with S|Kincor oirlridgea, ware deployed as skirmisbera 
and pushed aciosa an artillery swept plain aeveral hundred yards 
in breadth, Iiearing timely snccur to the regiment atill rcttolnto- 
ly holding with empty guns its vantage ground. 

Proparationit wore now hiding made for the grand charge which 
it waa intended ahould cloao tho day in triumph for tho Union 
arnu. Tho Eighth Corjie was ornmbling tbe Confederate left 
Hunk, and the cavalry to right and left were instnicted to oo- 
operatc the moment Karly'fl lincH should yield before tho blows 
of Uie infantry. The resulting charge wa« the mott mognilicnni 
of the war. Thu roar of Crook's guns gave the itignal for tlw 
hugW of tlio other corps and " Forward V sboutml general ami 
colonel and captain and private. Everywhere tho OoDtedcrate 
lines gave way, and u^ they broke tbe flasliing sabers of Uie 
Union cavalry began to alash and hew ujion the yielding Hattk* 
and ioward the rear. Then- were earthworks near WiQcbeater 
which had been constructed long hefore, and behind tbem the 
disorganiiod Southrons strove to make a stand. Vain attempt! 
Tho Union cavalry press around toward the rear, the Union in- 
fantry sweep down upon the front ; there are cheers and shouts 
and screams of trinmph from the victora, and tbe broken rem* 
nant# of Early's army goes hurrying through Winchester and np 
the pike or acrosii Ikdils, wherever it may he )>ossiblo to Mcapo 
their vengeful ]iursuors. Tho Union victory was full and com- 
plete, the pursuit boing continued to Kernstown, where Ram* 
■Our'B division succeeded in making something of a stand, and ss

cDtliiisinsm, it wtu tlei-idoi) thut th«y thouM rctrl till moroing. 

'I'lie viotory had boeii won at it sevoro koM. I'lio low on ouch 
side iraa not far from 5,000, the Federal n littlo grwitor iind th<i 
Confeiloratc ttomvthing ]«»*. The latter had Ucnenis Rodca unit 
Gndwiii killvi). The moat notitble loss on the Union side wks 
that of Oonerid Itinwoll, nlrnuly roferred to. 

The Thirty-seventh hjul /might brilliantly from beginning! to 
end of the buttle, and hud wan for itoolf thv liighest praiM for 
iinwarerinK gallantry and vell-ilirectcd elTurt: but it hud biwn nt 
u aerlou.1 cost. Taking into the light 2% miiskels. it hud lost IS 
onlittwl men killwl and 7 olHocre and 7S men wounded— very 
nmrly one-third of ita nnmbcrs. The killed were : Conijrany 
A — Oiirporul William Pnlmer, Dnniol Cronin, George A. Ft-rrin 
and Kdwin Q. Tkylor; II — Lyman Ohajn'l, George J. nanifl« 
and James Oondron ; C — Sergeant Murtiu Schomniorhorn : I) — 
John M. Wortbington ; — Sergeant Vincent H. Tanner, .Seth 
Bidden nnd John T. Fi)llaii(ilieb ; II — Corporal Mohcb S. Amen 
and Mile* H. Blood ; I — Angiistiie E. Poiuw. 

The wotiudcd ollicers compriiied Captainii Ma»on W. Tyleri 
nvck : J. A. Loomis, thigh ; and George PiorL-e (trnnsferreil 
from the Tenth), shoulder ; First lieutenants Charles H. Iturd* 
well, abdomen, fatally ;* K. W. Harris, liand ; Francis K Gray, 
neck ; and William H. Oou«eii8, (tnuidfi-rrtxi from the Tenth), 
thigli. T1h> low) in ndn-ccimmisstonod oflic«nt was c^spiwinlly 
hettTy (boo Appendix for oompleto lUt), and of many of those who 
had fallen it might with great truth be said tliat " Death loves 
a shiniag mark."

The gallant HGrvioe of Colonel Kdwards and }iiB comnumd 
dariug the liattlo of tlie O|)0([unn nmt jirompt wid hearty recog- 
nition from OoiieraU Slioridait mul Wright, No won«r did tlw 
lighting ociutt thun Colonel Edwitrdii wuo inuilu coinmiuidatit of 
the poHt at WinchoBler vrith his brigade tor a gurison. lii«u- 
tenant- Colonel Montague vatt nmde I'njvost Marshal of thocily 
and the Thirtj-scvcnth regiment waa deliiilvd iw Pruvo«t Ou&n). 
That night the rogimeiit bivonackcd in the yard of the Court 
lloiite, but wore noxt diiy lusignod iiunrtors in conrcnieDtbaihl- 
ing«. The other regiments of the brigade wore qnurtered at 
various points nbont tlie city. 

The garriaon found an immediate demand for tlieir aorvii 
Thn deiwl of both armios were to ho buried,* 1,200 of tho 
fivlcrutu wounded wore loft ae priKonors in tho hands of 
violtirs; not less than 4,000 Union wounded required hospital 
oocommodatiouB and care; the spoils of the battle-iield were to 
lie gathered, aasorted und t^iken care of, with all the other diitiM 
of a permanent poHt, while tlie rest of the arm; pualioil un m 
pursuit of the retreating foe. 

Tlie best arrangements possible under the eircumstanccs, it is 
needless to say, were miide for tho wounded. The hotvls nitil 
churches, barns and sheds and many of the dwellings wen

holding ut least, a thimsiind. Such as coiili) bcur tnmsportatiou 
were Hcnt to hoBpitulH fnrthcr north within nfow days. The San- 
itary iiiid Christiiin ComniisaionB wore on hand with their coni- 
furts imd flkilled attendants. The subacjiiGiit eveiilA in the 
Valley were conducted with WincheiitRr its u <:otiter, au that the 
jtoiiition of Colonel Kdwurds lioi-amc one of iniportuncc from 
its VArious roiitinoHiidoxecittivv duties. ThcKt wiTodischurgi-d 
with xcol and fidelity, winning the warm approval of Gencrul 
Shcridun. who deaired to attach Colonel Edwards to hia ])er- 
suual stall. 

During the weeki passed by the regiment at Wincheiter Tery 
little liiippenod rfti|iiiring special nnrmtion. There were varionK 
detiiiU, iixpuditions from tiuif to time inti> the mirronndiii); 
ooiintry, uui-iisiounl duty u» escort for priioncnt beinf; sent north; 
hut gonuruliy tho current of life run smoothly. Chaplain Morse, 
who nt the time of the battle was on u furlough, returned 
towtml tho end of tlio inontli and at onoc fitted u|> a room fur u 
ehaiiol whore aorviecit wore held on Sundays as well as fre'jneut 
evening meetings. The freedom of tho city was pruutially en- 
joyed by the men, tht-ir fare wne good, and after their terribly 
severe campaign of the summer they were([nite content to >vatoh 
the waning of the secuon from their comfortable i|uartcn. 

Notieu mutt now be tniule of many changes which had occurred 
in the rost«r of officers and of others which were to occur whUc 
the regiment remained in tho city. Second Lieutenant Itobert 
A. dray of Company 1 resigned Juno UG, to receive promotion 
in another branch of the United States service. During July 
following First Lieutenant Jonas A. Champney of Company K 
wus mnslcred us captain of Com]>any 11, vice Peiue who dicul of 
woooda May U; Second Lieuteniuit Charles S. Itardwell of 
Company D was musl«re<l us firet lieutenant of Comjuny E vice 
Champney, but continued to serve in command of Company A 
till his death wound was received. Major Marcus 'i'. Mootly 
was mustered out July 30, and First Lieutenant James (J. Chal- 
mers July 30, both on act^ount of disability resulling frum 
wounds. Second Lieutenant Hlihu K. Itockwood was discharged 
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AugiiBt 29 for promotion in the Fourth Heavy Artillery. Tl» 
ifgimont bnving no sei-ond liBUtonants for i>roiDotioii, Fint Scr- 
(^caot Willmm A. Calhoun of Oompitiiy I wiucomniiiMioiiMl Sralj 
li«iit«nHnt of Company G, vice Cliulnidrs, and tnustorcd Seiy 
tcmlior 17.

of Compiiny G ; for K, Sergeant .losoe I'rickett of the auue' 
ooropany, transferred from theTunth. I'rickott being promoM 
rice Kparka, his mustor only dated biwk to t^eptember 'Hi, aud 
Morrill and Donaldson being absent wounded were not mnstcrad ' 
till their return, about November 1. Few of theMofliccre Bem<l 
with the companies on who«o rolls they wore bonio. DooahlMB, 
Sheldon and Waterman uontimiod to do duty with the conipaDM 
from which they were promoted, while Nichols took tho place o( 
adjutant, tomjiorarily vacated by Itradley, who was made assistant 
Frovoat Manthal under Montague. Hie promotion of Nicheb 
from private to lietiti;nant vrius an exceptional incident in tbo 
hiiitory of the regiment. IlAviug lilled with credit varioiti 
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clerical iwnitions, (l«cliiiitig non-com mis«itinC(l miik. Itu was 
florvitig lit ndjulant's clurk when hie uommianon as eocoiii) iieii- 
tvimtit wu rcociTud, und it i« pleiiwint to record thut ht- took tho 
n«w poHition with tb« hoarty good-will of all tbo scrgeanta Mid 
L'orporuls who had iiomiDally heen "jumped" l>y hia )iriiiDoLion. 

It i« not amiHH to aay in referenco to thia wholotuilo lulviinoi:- 
tnent of enliiitcd moii, thut thcutc imd olliur likv [iruniotionB wito 
judicioiiHly miulo, n»d that in vvory viuu olliocm who wcro raised 
from tho ruiikK in mcogiiition of fitnoss ehowii jiistiSed in tbH 
tnorv nuponsibk' positioiia the conlidcnco thus luftiiifi'nlvd in 
thuin. The discipliue of the regiment in no way sulTcroil fruin 
these promotions : the men recognized tho l!tnetit of the eoloc- 
tions and respected the choice ; while on their [mrl the new ofli- 
cers underttood and sfmpnthizod with thoeo tlivy were called 
tooonimuid. ThuHu mutual rttspocl and VHteem deejwued tho 
tie which bound the different grades of the citizen soldiery with 
a common fraternity and made the wlitilu ft strong nnd gruud 
orgnniiatioii. Nor ihoiild it bo forgotten that, while no bettor 
diKuiplined volunteer r<vgimont than the Thirty -scvc-ntb wu-iil 
into thu United States serrifo, there was none in which tho Imiiil 
between the officers and tho enlisted men was stronger or more 
endnring. Twenty years have not weakened the lu^miralions 
and friendahips formed iu those days of trial, — time nor distance 
can CTor elTaoc them. 

A few additional changes, occnrring aomowhat later in the sca- 
wti, may be noted hero.

M>-ttiitimo, what had become of Early and bis purmicra ? Wo 
hiivf Miiii) tliiit on the night of the 191h ot Hcpt«mbi-r Rsmsear 
made a stjind nt Kemstown. and the pursuit was given over at 
that point by tlio Federal ciividry. The Confederiile army u 
audi made no hiUt, however, tilt it reached Fisher's Hill, where 
it took up a strong defensive position. Sheridan promptly mode 
hifl plaiiD for n (lank moyement by the Eighth Cor}>« while the 
Sixth and Xineteenth threatimod the apjuarontly imprvgnahlo 
trant. On the i'M the movomont was execut«d and rrownvd 
with entire success, the enemy being driven in oonfugion from 
the strong works, leaving more than a thousand Jtrisoners in the 
hitnds of the victors, with nearly 20 pieces of artillery. 

For four diiys Early retn.<ated up the Valley till he rawlied 
Brown's Gap. where be expected to be joined by KerahKw'i di- 
vision, which hml been ordered back to him in the hope of r*- 
pairing the disaster of the post week. The expected ruioforce- 
ments were on hand the following day, and the two armice tmxi 
cuch other again with something of the old determination — EarlT 
in the vicinity of the Oap and Sheridan at Harrison burg. The 
tatter wns now 80 miles from his base of supplies at Martinsburg ; 
and desirable as it seemed to push the enemy through tbu moanu 
ainn in the diroction of Charlottesville or Gordonsvillv, it W- 
cnmo increasingly apparent that it would be impoHibte to |tro- 
vision the army for such a move. The country itself would uf- 
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ford no Bit))p1i(!R worth speaking of, but it iiwnrRiod vritb giicrril- 
liu> nuil roving hnndii, makin); ncH'ti^mtrv n «tn>ng escort for ovvry 
tritin iukI protcictiaii for nil linOH of commitniciitton. Meantime 
the Union cuviilry were kept busy in laying wnate the Volley, in 
accordance with the orders of General Grant, ro that it shonid 
no longer be capable of affording aitbitiatence for a Confedcmto 
army, na it hnd ao often done in the ptut. Fur lu the swift horse- 
men in strong forco could pcnetiiite, they left but a amnkin); 
WMto. DwollingR vQTt iparod, but mills, bftms, granaries and 
Btori'-houncB, — everything which contd give aid to the foe, waa 
ruthlessly destroyed. The sight iraa a Dad one, but it wnii ii mili^ 
tary neoessity ; the peo))Te of the Vnlloy had been itinong the 
very ilrat to lift the iinni'd bund ngniii»it the niitioniil government, 
and they were now fueling to the full the curso of thut war into 
which they hml boen go oiiger to plunge, dragging so many inno- 
cent and unoffending ones. 

Sheridan hegim to ftdl back October ft, and the next day Rarly 
who had been further reinforced by Roeaer'i cnvnlry brigade, 
moved out in pursuit. Rosjcr wna «B)iuei(illy anxious to red<-eni 
tho reputation of the Confodernte cavalry, and his opemtions as- 
sumod such an air of bohlness thiit Sheridan directed Torbert to 
" eilhir whip him or get whipped " himself. Custer met lUtwrr 
and Merritt encountered Lomai at Toms ftrouk on the Sth, and 
in l>oth rases the Confederates were Hbip)>cd with a vengeance 
and chased more than 20 miles. Sheridan's forces now retired 
to Codar Creek, the Kighth Corps taking position mat of the 
pike and tlio Ninctecnlli wcKt nf it, while preparations were 
maile to dispatch the Sixth to Petersburg. The latter corpa had 
in fact marched to the Shenandoah op[ioBite Asbhy'a (i»p, when 
it wiiM biirriedly called back. Karly on the 13th suddenly ni-oc- 
uupied hi# old position at Fisher's Hill, threw forward a re- 
connaiaaonoe within range of the FHvral cam|H and made the 
latter aware of hia jiroaonce by pitching some shells in np<m 
them at dinner time. Two Sngadca of Thobnrn's division of 
the Kighth Cofj's sallied out to meet ihem, but were driven 
back. The Tbirty-fourtli Mnasachusetts regiment in odu of 
them luat fully a hundred men, while Colonel George D. Wolli', 
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oommnndiiii; the l>rigiule, wui! morLitlly vroiindcd wid fell into 
Uio oncmy's liiindM. Biirly th«B retired to bia old fonificatUooaifl 
Mil] tho Sixth Corps oa roluroiug to the scene ww jitaccd iu lh« 
nor of the others. 

Early could not long maintjui) his |Hieition in tJic fucu of thu 
Unitiii urmy, for sinmi tlio vigornug troatinont of tho Vulloy by 
ihv Uttor it did imt iifTord «iuti>naiioo for hiH troops, and hia anp- 
]ilic« woru fiiat bwomiiig cxhiiuetod. Both Armies kn«w that a 
battle or Kurly's retreat tnuut soon take place, and the roj>ort« otj 
tho Uuion scouts indicated that the latter hail r^'iilly li-guii^ 
Thiit wtiA a mi-itiike. The daring OonfederKto hail tliorongfalj 
rw"»nmtvr('d the Union jignition. mido hii plaiu for n lUn 
attack, and during thu night of the 18th his army crept forvurd 
[)iist the lliuik of tho unsuspecting 4.-amp, and in the early gray 
of thn fogsy morning the blow, sure, swriftand deadly, was struck. 

Thohum's ilinsion rcceired the Hrat volley. It was fired by 
Korehaw's mctii tia thoy cnine pouring ov«r the inlronchmentj 
into tho sleeping camp. The men rushed hcvrililcrcd from their 
tcntd to 6nd ilio ulternutive of flight or captivity only left. Tbe 
gidlwut Thobiirn received » mortal wouud while attempting to 
ridly lii« panic-stricken command. The other two divixions of 
the Kighth Corps under Oeuends ilayott and Kitohing wore ha*- 
lily formed to roitist Korslmw's further progresa, while General 
Wright, in cummani) of tho army during tho absence of Sli«ri- 
dan, Hout to Oeneral Iticketts in commund of the Sixth Corps U> 
form two divisions on the pike. Kershaw was firing from Ihu 
CHptnri-d camp upon the rost of tho Eighth OoqiH with Uie Dniob 
artillery loft in his Imndu, when Gordon's division broke (rDm 
the forest on the Uank of Hayes and Kilchiug and tho alroudy 
demoralixod commau'U gave wnyutterly. The position thus ob 
tAinod by the Confederates commanded the Nineteenth Oorpt' 
completely, »nd the latter was also directed to fall back. 

Not far in the rear of the captured caropa the Confederattjt ' 
encountered the Sixth Coriw, a portion of which was makings' 
stand on a wooded eminence to chook the enemy till a strongvr 
(Mjaition could be taken up in the rear. Hero (funeral llicl 
was wounded and tbe command devolved upon Uenerul OuUy i 
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tho Socoiid Ditision, Gcn«rnl Grantof the Vermont Brigade tak- 
ing thv division. Wi-ttt of Middlotuwn thi« <livistoii inmlo 
another etund, und when Wharton's division wiia thrown ugiunst 
it, not only were tlie assailunt^ repnlsod hut they wore driven 
t)ack in disorder by a gallant counter charge. Uere General 
Hidwell, commanding tlie Tliird ItrigttdG of the l.'nion division, 
wiw mortally woundod. The Confederate reimlae had been bo 
nrisos tliat Karly imuscd to i^oncoDtmto his nrtny to atttwk thii 
tfogbsltinly division, imd whcuhongain advanced it wiu to find 
thu entire Kiith Corps strongly planted across the pike north of 
Middletown, with the cavalry ou the Banks. Uefore this firm 
front Karly'a demoralised troops recoiled, and he found it Jm* 
l<i>MibIe imiiicdiutcly to bring them to another attack. 

.\t this point Qenoritl Sheridan rode upon the scene. On hit 
wny bnvk from Washington ho had passed the utght with Colonel 
Kdwarde at Winchester. OanDonading was heard before he 
started fur the front in the morning, but ll was known that a 
Kcdonil reeonnaissunoc hjid been ordered for that morning, and 
no importance wiie iittiiched to thu sound. A short distnnio out 
fugitives from t be battle-field began to Ite mutsnd l^lwiknls's 
Brigade was at once ordered out to de]>loy acroes the pike and 
the fielda to stop thcin. The retreating trains were directed to 
park boaido the ttirnpiko and Sheridan dashed on toward the 
front, uttering everywhere words of nsturanoo and confidence. 
T)u) line of (he Sixth Corps as Genenil Wright had been able to 
establish it was corrected and strengthened, such of the Nine- 
toonth Coriw as remained serviceable was brought up from ita 
rallying point in the rear and placed on the right of the Sixth, 
und when Rarly finally succeeded in forcing his halt-hearted 
trtK>]M forward once more against the Fedend right they were 
easily ri'pnlsod. 

At 4 o'clock the Union advance began, and it wa« one inriuci- 
ble onward sweep, the moTement being a magnificent left Itatf 
wheel with CusLer'ti cavalry on the marching Hank, then the 
Minoloouth Corps and the Sixth, with Merritt's horsemen at the 
pivot. Karly had taken the precaution to send his priiouera to 
the ro4r early in tho day, but b« suvod little else. The H guna 
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wbicli hu had captured in tb« niomiDg wcro rotakan willi 
oi(tinI nnmbor of his own, 56 of liia «in)>u)iuicea and ovor I, 
of hi* •oldiem fell into the hiindii of the finid viclora. Nt^^ter i: 
th« whole war irutlit-rp ii morv uttorront than hai] dow lM>fidti* 
thv Confo<lunit««. The infanLnr |>ureuit sLoppod at Cediu- CfMk, 
but the cavalnr- kept on somo miW further, riding through iha 
tn.iss of fagitiTe«, e»pianng, burning arid dralroviiig. 

Karlj's prestige us a conitimtider Mid hit military power i: 
the Vallej vere now compl«tely lirokon, but it hud bcon at 
oo«t of nearly (1,000 Union aoldiera kilkil, wounded imd missin 
Among the dcii'l was one of the Old Hay Stale's nohleat yoting 
soldiers, — Cbiirlee Ruasell Lowell, Jr., whose ootnmianon at o 
brigndier general of caralry had that day been signed. Colons 
Kitohing, roininanding a division of the Eighth Cor|)i, wjia also 
mortaJly uroitnded. Among thv other woundcil were Ucueral 
Wright, Gencnil Grover and ColoneU Mackenzie and PeDnxafl 
oomtnanding brigade*. 

For the glorions termination of that day's adventure ths 
country rang with the praises of Oeneml Sheridan, alutM in 
fired iiy all the Union armies, and he was commissioned :i maj' 
general in the regular army on MeClcllan's rcaiguation u Ijlll 
later. Itiit soldiore of thu Sixth Corps will nowr forgot ihe 
credit duo to that organiKation and its oflicient communiior, 
Qeneral Wright. Kojmttudly did a fragment of that corju tlirov 
itself across the path of the demoralizing roul and th<4 cxulunt 
pursuit, oheoking the tide and giiining time for the stronger linv 
in the rear, till ut the third stand it pn'seiited thn Ciuni|))i 
front 1)cfore which the Confederate onset broke and rvcoiled «ii 
no possibility of further advance. 

The buttle of Cedar Crook practically viided tho fighting in 
the Valluy, with the exception of some minor cavalry engage 
nients. Early withdrew to the vicinity of New Market, wlwi* 
his army was souiitwhut reorgttnized, and when Sheridan on tlw 
i)lh of November took up a (loiutifln at Kenititown hu followed' 
and three days Inler made a show of olTering Imttlo. Kimlii 
that his challenge waa to be act-eptcd hi' withdrew next night 
and thoQoefarth remained steadily on the dufeneivn iu stroi 
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poflitions well up the Valloj. It innj bo ttntocl w (lit<iio»ing of 
Oonorni Riirly im a factor in the wnr. th»t Hftor mnat of lits ral- 
tinble troops hud bo<.>ii dispat^^hod to tbe asststiinco of Loo the 
remainder took up a sirong position near Wayncslwro and l{uck- 
llsb Gnp. An attnck by Caster's cavnlry divisioa on the H of 
Mnrob, 1865, carried the position, cApttiring moat of th« troops 
with scarcoly tho lona of a life, while Kurly imd n few of bis 
oflicors OHCupod niid (led to Riirhmonii. 

During thu your now drawing to n close orents of grout iiu- 
iKirUince had transjiired in other portiona of the national field. 
Oenersl Grant on his promotion to tho lieutenant generalship 
had girou the immediate command of the Military Division of 
the MiMissippi to Gonoral W. T. Sherman, directing him to 
make Qeneral Johnston's army, then in camp nvnr Dalton, Ga., 
bi« immediate objective, in connection with the «imultaneona 
movemoDt of all tho Union armies which was planned for tho 
cM-l; spring. 

The advance bc|;an the 7th of May, 1864. Sherman's forces 
oonsistod of the Army of tho Onmborland, Gononil TItoinaa, 
composed of tho Fourth Corps, General Howard, Fourteenth 
Corps, General I'almer, and tbe Twentieth Corps, made up of 
the old Klovonth and Twelfth consolidated under General 
Hooker; tho Army of the Tennecteo, GcncnkI JktcPhenon, con- 
sisting of tbe FiftocDth Corps, Gonoral Logan, the Sixteenth, 
General Dodge, and tho Sevonteeotli, General Ulair; tho Army 
of tbe Ohio or the Twenty-third Corps, Genural Sohofield. Thc«o 
organixations with a proportionate force of cavalry and about 
350 pieces of artillery made tip a total of nearly 100,000 ofTicient 
men, under able and trustud commanders. 

Skirmisbiog and minor engagements immediately followed, 
Sherman's army forcing it^ way through the rocky pusses and 
defllM of that wild region and without a severe naconnter forc- 
ing JuhnsUm to evaluate bis strong camp at Dalton and hactan 
to Kvsaca, a dozen milt-a south, to moet tho Union army which 
had (Mtssod around his flank. Serious fighting ensued on the 14t]i 
anil lAth, and during the night of the Intti^r Johnston, whow 
|KMition hod become imiwrilod, withdrew. Pushing tjlmdilj 
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Houthwurd to A<]uir»ville, Iho SouUieru ootniiuinilor llmu^til t 
mnkua hall mid offtr bntUo; btit after a ilight oiigngioioiit li< 
again withdruw in tlio night, moving most of his furou tu Ojim 
vIUc, whilousmallcrdctachm^nt look tho roiul U> KingstoD. A 
the (ormer plnco aootlier stand was nitide, but uo l«ttle rosaltcd, 
for witli the firing of the first Federul iirtillery the Confederate 
oorps oommADdora, Hood, Polk and Hardee, declared their i)»i»i- 
tioii« untcniible, and again the columns moTcd wmthwnrd. TIhihJ 
Etowith river was croMod, and finAlIy Johnston solooled Nuir' 
IIopu Chiirul] AS the ]>roi>or point for ufToring battle. Uie lines 
ran from a point two niilcfi soatb of Didliie and oxtendod sov- 
eral miles to the nortboaat. The position was a strong one and 
had been carefully intrenched. 

The battle of New Hope Church was liegim hy Hooker's rarpl 
near night of the 23th, during a severe tbttiider storiu, but iul 
determined aaBiiiilts were repulsed. The rest of Ihv Univu 
army cumi- up hb rujiidly us poasible And intrftnched in front o( 
the enemy's positkiu, and through tbe Miooccdiiig days there 
WAS more or less fighting, with e 
skirmiAhing. On tlie afternoon of the ^Mth a very 
nssAiilt wiiH mutle on Logiui'a front by Itale's rebel division, iu- 
volving other troap« of both iirmiv», but the u8Siiihmt« were 
driven bock with kqvitu luas. On the 4th of June Johnston 
evAcnuted his liuoa at New Hope Church, Sherman having 
worked so far to the east iis to render the position unlenahlu, 
tind the tide of battle surged bai;k to the vicinity of Muriultii, 
front of and coverinc which Johnston drew his new linua. 

The two armiea controiiteil eiuih other ngwii on tho 14t)i, II 
OonfedorateH behind Htrong lines of intrench monts, and durt: 
the skirmishing the Southern Oenoral Polk was killed by s 
cannon-shot. A lotig series of engagements, charges and conn- 
ter-c barges had now begun, the enemy being slowly but oontin- 
ually pressed back toward Marietta. On the 22d Hood uades 
doterniinod attack on Hooker and sutTerud aconiidoraMe lo«; 
on the 2Tth Slierman Asmiultod in turn and irns repulsed at all 
points with a loss of 3,000 men. 

Sherman now decided upon anotliur movement by tho Hank, 
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imd u it progreesed Johnston was oblifred to quit his intreiich- 
nienta before Marietta, which lie did Jnlj- 2, cloaely fotlowed by 
Shcnimn. Two days Inter he croiwod the Cliattiiliooolio unci 
intr«iiche<). On the Tth Schollcld oroMcd iit Powoll's Pvrr; on 
hi« Dimk, Hnd on tho lOtli Johnvtim took » poeition <-oTcring 
AtlniitJi und fttcing Sliormiin. A wci^k iiit«r tfao letter brg-An ac- 
tive aJege operations, which were corriecl on till the fall of the 
city with great energ>'. A ahiirpaally waa inude by Hi)Od on tho 
20tli, which was cnsily rojuilHol ; but on th« 'i'id a more dctvr* 
mined Korti« wot madc^ reaulting in what is known u tho battle 
of Atlanta. During the fight Gfnoral McPherMon was killed, 
General I^j^in taking tcinpontry command of the Army of the 
Tennessee, to which Genenil Howard was appointed four days 
later. General Hooker, feeling; aggrieved at the teehiotioii, ro- 
aigiicd liig command of the IVcntieth Corfia and wiu fuctwedcd 
b; Qonoral Slocum, Goneral D. S. ^itanley Hiiccet'diiig Howard 
in the command of tho Fourth Corps. On the Coiifcdorate aide, 
.lobastou had some days bcforo been succeeded by Hood, who 
carried on a steadily losing atrngglo till the Ut of September, 
when be evacuated Atlanta and the following day Genera] Shor- 
man took iiOMMONion, 

Tho purpose of Sherman's campnigti }\su\ thus in a great mea- 
sure been attained. The most important point in Georgia was 
in his poasceeion, for in u munufiicluring as well as in a militaiy 
aouse Atlanta was the heart of the CommoDwealth. Hood tiad 
moved westward into Alabama with the remnants of his army, 
and it wa£ ovidonl that ho intended tu haraiui Sherman by falling 
npou his communications or loading htm a wild race back into 
the bonier states if the victorious general shoold nndert4ike U> 
follow him. The plan upon which Sherman decided waa <iDite 
different, being to march directly through the heart of Georgia 
to t^vannah on the sai coast, leaving General Thomas with a 
portion of the army to attend to Hood. 

I'ho march throngb Georgia was one of tho remarkable and 
pioturoiqno fc«ttirc« of the war. It was decided n]ion Octo- 
ber II, and tho resistless legionR started southward from At- 
lanta on the Uth of KoTomber. Moving in parallel columns,

tiring upon the country and leftving lieliind a trnil uf war*! 
desolntiuu CO milvi in vidth, the expedition moved unohoukt^t 
«nd without n^hting n iMittle worthy Uio name to the seii-muuit, 
inve«ttng 8»*»unali on tho lOlh of Dccombor. On tho 1.3th a 
force under Goncrid llaxen cupturod Fort MoAUister, an im- 
portuiit work opening Rommunicntiou with the Union Heot oO 
th<! hur1>i>r. (lonerul Ehtrdeo, who conimuiided the gnrrison of 
about 1(*,(KK), cviiciiatiid Savimnoli during the night of Ihr 2nth. 
' retrciiting to Charleston, and tho following duy Shornmn occu- 
pied tho city. 

Tho campiugn between Hood and Thomas proved an exoitiBg 
and an important one, but ita main feuturee may be very briefly 
rocordod. Thoinott nnncentraled at Ntuihvitle, which waa oorUin 
to he ITood'HiibJcutive point, and tho firxt xcvero engugeinout wu 
the battio of l-'raiiktin, wbii;h wiis fought November SO between 
fiuuoral Sdhoficld's command, conBiating of the Twenty-thirf 
and part of the Fourth Oor|)s, and Clieatam's, titewiiri'ii atn 
Loc's oorps of liood'a army. The latter luwiulted tho ITnion 
]>o8ition with rocklera denperation and obtained posscMion of lui 
advanced work hehl by two hriga<ka, but their kucccbs ended 
there. The itmault on tho nnun lines wiut repulevd with terrible 
sUughtcr. Twelve of Hood's geoerala were killed or wounded, 
3S of bin battle Hags were loft in Federal hands, and bis enliru 
loss can hardly have been less than 6,000 men; tlie Union loai 
was 3,326. That night Sohofiold retired tu N»«hvillo to jflio 
forces with Thonuis, und on the 4th of Dooatnbor Hood farntolly 
Euvcetod tho place. 

The buttle of Kaehrillo, fought on the ISth and 16th of 
oember, was one of tho most disastrous to the Confedorats anni 
in the entire course of the war. On the Urst duy Hootl'e lines 
were by a vigorous attack of Tliomas's aniiy driveti bock fully 
two miles to a strong line of hills, to which the waning arni 
strove desgieratcly to cling tho following day ; but tho reciaUi 
energy of tho Union assault drove lluod's weakened battslioi 
out in » complete rout. A broken rabble retreated to Tupelo, 
Miss., where Uood aBsemblod what ho oonld, furlntighcd a con 
aiderable port and then asked to be relieved of tho comnuuid. 
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Thomas, having followed the romnanU of tlood'a force ncrosR 
tlie •outboni lino of Tonncmee over liorriblo roads, was [>ro|)unng 
to go Into winter qiiurt«rs in Northorn Georgia, Alubiimu and 
Afisfiissippi whon ho received orJora from Uooeral Orant to oou- 
tinue the campaign, in commoQ with the other oomnianderR. 

While thcBo ami minor military events hitd beon trunRpiriug, 
an important )troBiilentiiil elouUuii hiul titkcn pliic^-. froMiilout 
Lincoln w.'ui rt-nominatud by thu Union Nutional CouvoatioQ ut 
ItjJtimoro, Juno 7, imd Andrew Jobusoa, then nuUtory governor 
of Tonncasoc, wae mimed for vice-president. The pUtform 
adopted indorsed Preaident Lincoln, promised to suHtain tho 
OoTomment, declared against r-ompromijc with tho rebels 
and for the 8aorcdnc«« of the pnbliu dubt. Tho oppoeitiou or 
Democratic oonvontion ut Chicago, Aiigiiet 29, put Oeueral 
(leorge 1(. MeOlcllaQ in nomination fur the pr^sidenoy with 
George II. Pendleton of Ohio, a rank socession sympatbi^ier, for 
UtcMWond place. The kcy-notu of their pliitfonn iluclurod tho 
war a fiiiluro, and on that iesne tho pidittcal ciinvaiiH was waged. 
It was a remarkably bitter one, but ended in the trininphant ro- 
olcotion of Mr. Lincoln, only three atatos — New Jertcy, Dclawuro 
and Kenluoky — giviug their electoral votna for Gem<ral McCIolian. 

With this oxprc'Mion of the iinaltcntble deleruiiuation of the 
loyftl |>oop1o of tho North, with Sherman sweeping through the 
haort of the Confederacy, with the harbor of Mobile oecupied hy 
Farmgut's fleet, with Ilood's and Karly's armies practically 
annihilated, with the grasp of Urant constantly tightening on 
the (irinoipal Oonfoderato army in front of Petersburg, with 
uuivorwl exhaustion and loiis of heart throughout tho South, 
with only Davis's iron despotitni to hold tho Coufe<leracy to- 
gether, it needed no astute prophet to realize that tJie beginning 
of the end was at hand.

The Sixth Corpa began to leave tWb Sheoanduuh Valley on it» 
retort) lo the Army o( the Potomac before Peterahurg early io 
I>eccm>>er The Third DiriBion went through Winchester on 
the 3d, the Second following; »ix il&ys luter. A hoavy fall of 
8D0W the following night wnijipod everything in it« while [kUI— 
a very diaagroeuble one to the soldiers in their tem)>orary camiM. 
For a day or two alternating niin and anow rendered exislen«c 
ont of doors jwculiarly diMign^oithle, and when fair weather again 
pruvailod it brought with it mioh severe cold as w-eiDcd to pnt- 
claim that the resign of winter Iiiid indeed bcgnn. 

In the midBt of this mutcrial chill, on the evening of Decom- 
Iwr 12, just twelve weeks from the time that the regiment had 
been ordered into Winoheoler, it rooeiTcd orders to preiwre |m| 
departure on the morrow, There was some speculation, sq^| 
prcpitrntion, some words of n-gret wt^ro xpokcn; hut niarchtng 
orders had long since lost thoir novelty, a sort of involnntaiy 
philOBophy had been adopted by the men, based on the eld 
nuuiim lliat "what can't be cured must ho endured," so that 
morning found the comtnand refreshed by a good night's rest 
and prepared to ncccj)t whatever fate might have in Btot«. 
Lieutt^nimt-Colonel Montague was at this time ubscut, having 
been disabled by an uccidoul Home time previous while at hone 
in Massachusetts on a furlough, the regiment having during bit 
absence been commanded by Captain Donnelly, the senior offiocr 
preaent. 
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Morning brought tho unAvoidsble bustlo of preparation, the 
battalion line was formed, and a few parting vrtmU were Kpokcii 
by Colonel Edwwdii, who exjireaaod regret at thv nccciwity for m 
tcmponu-jr Bcpivratioa. Marching to yteplicneun's Depot, some 
»ix milcK to thu iidrthoptHt of Winchealer, where the rv^iment 
Btiiwod itscilf iiiKiii It train of freight cars, the journey was made 
tbcnco by rail to Washington. It wiin not wholly a pleautiro trii>: 
thv weather etill remained fihar]>ly cold, tho movcmi^nlit of tho 
train were unavoidably slow, thu positicins of thu mou wero 
oramjied and unconif or table. Yet when the latter ruodiud thti 
many terriblo pi Igri magus made over the same region on foot, 
they timjily drew n little closer to each other to avoid the search- 
jng winds and listened placidly to the steady rumbling of the 
train hs it rulloil on through valley and put hitl. 

Uarpor'a Ferry was rouchvd about dusk, and with but little 
delay the train moved on in tho diroction of Wiwhiiigton. The 
moon wnji at itH full mid ahoue with rare Aplendor, but its eharm 
oould bo little vnjoyud; tJtero w«a ft piercing chill in the night 
airund erory one who glad to wrap himself up iw securely aa 
possible and doze away the long hours, if that were pritctie»1)le. 
Soon after daylight of the 14th WnsbingtoD was reached, and in 
puranonocof his instnictionit Captain Donnelly reported to Gen- 
oral Halk'ck the arrival of the regiment. " You will have to 
wait iL few days for Ininsportation to City I'oinC," was the ap- 
juirCTiCly indilforent response; but this was not unwelcome intel* 
ligonoe, for the ofBcers hod many a little "errand" which it 
would be convenient to attend to during such a delay, and the 
men would be quite willing to look over the Capitjil if oppor- 
tunity should present. But Captain Donnelly had coarooly loft 
Oeneral Halleck's head-(|uaTtors wh(;n an orderly in hiwte sum- 
moned him buck. An explanation was in order. Halleck had 
misunderstood the report; he wanted the Thirty-seventh imme- 
diately at tho front: he did not understand what regiment had 
arrived; the eomumud would therefore report at the wharf im- 
mediately where it would be provided with facilities for reaching 
it« destination. 

The afUjrnooa saw tho Thirty-seventh on board the transport 
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«t«Ht)tor Ijixzie Bukor, a neat unci gtiinch cntt on which 
jaiinivyoil coinfortalily tn City roint, which wu roachod the fol- 
\oving afWriiooii. A tnillUiry riiilroad nui from this ]M>int along 
thervarof the Union lines for the {>ur|)o»oof furniHhiiigKiijipJttM 
Ut the truops wiUi the least poasible ein|iIoj'mvnt of wagoit triui»> 
portiiliori, iind on this theregimnnt wiuioonTvvod ii« far as Varko 
Sistiuii whvre tho ithort wiiitur'ti Any cndotl and n plnce ot 
bivoaiic wna tolccteiS iiuiir by. Thu night wsa cold, the gronni! 
dump, and th« contrast with the comfortable ((nartcrsfor ao con 
sidcruble u timo enjvyed ut Winchester vaa one which tlio men 
conhl not hauish from miad as they 8liiverc<l Uirougli tho long 
nighL 

A nuirch of scarcely a mite the next morning hronght the reg- 
iment to the "front," where in tl'-it of the strong cordon of 
works which oncompaast'd the Union campe it rvjoiufid the bri- 
gade, now under command of Colonel Iaaa« 0. BiwmU of the 
Eighty-socond I'Dnnoylvuniu, who Hlioiit that time wns nomniu- 
sioned a brigiidiur general. The ponition was new tho Hoe of 
the Wetdon railroad, in the ricioity of Fort Wadsworth— a 
strong work covering tho railroad and the Halifax road near the 
int4!niocUon of the Vaughn road. 

The location was far from dcfliniblo. Tho ground wna m lov 
as to be almost miirHhy, and the froritient storms which nitsr- 
nated with excessive cold made the entire r^on a aea of mud. 
Rogardleaa of surroundings, or rather neoea«tated by the anr- 
roundinga to act promptly, the men at once set to work to coii> 
Rtraot a camp on the thorongh model of the two pri>vMwi 
wintflrs. The dotaile wore much modified, however. Th« 
rcgimoDtuI line hiul shrunk to a fraction of the former Icnglk 
and the ten company streets »i former years now shrank to Gn^ 
two comjinuiea occujiying the different sides of the Euimo arena* 
and each finding ample accommodation in six or sevoii cabtnL 
A little distance to tho rear of the streets ran the line of braut- 
works facing in tlio direction of tho enemy. Tho line ofTicttrt' 
tents anil the cook houses were loctitod in front of tho men's 
quarters, while still further out were the tenis of the commanil- 
ing officer and his sluif. On the right of the oanip, as ose 
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looknl frnm the h«ul 'quarters, voro th« drntn eorpt, lioepi- 
tftl, oominiwury ami nimiliti- dnpartninntg, Btnblca, khiI ttnliee- 
cjuently Uio rogimontiil clmi>el. Owing to tho nature of the 
ground, conliiToy vraWe vrtio a niioiMttity, nm) wore luid iu oTOry 
diix-ctiun, so thnt it v/na Moon |iriictieU>K! iu go fmm any tent in 
tlio ciiDip to any other without iitL'i>iiitig ti]>uii thu mii<hly giouiul. 
Hut all these "iiniinivcnioiitB'" took lime and n vast ileal of toil- 
some work. Whihj thiU is hoitig cjirried out wo will glance at 
th^ work whit^h had boeii doiio by iho army in the absence of 
tho Sixth Corps. 

During thv montli of July, 1S64, a mine h«d boon run from 
a |>ainl in tho lines of tho Ninth Corps under ui earthwork in 
tho eiiemy*s fortilicntions known ae Elliott's Sidii-nt, tho explo- 
sion of whieh it wikfi expected vould uiuke such a hi-euch in the 
<!«nfixloratti fortitleations that an aReaulting column oonid pnts 
Ihrtmgh, noijse Cemetery Hill in the rear and force Loo out of 
hit) atjying line. Thu oxplosion took ptucc oarly in tho morning 
of .Inly 30, nnder OBi>ecially farorablo auH]iic(«. A Ivgo part of 
Lee's troo])B had been drawn north of the James a few days 
buforo by an expodition in that direction by the Second Corps 
and cavalry supports; the explosion itself was a oomploto success 
and a surpriso to thu Gonrcdorateii from which they wore re- 
markably slow to rceoTcr. Tho Hi>ology for an assault by the 
Ninth Corps, however, woo one of the most disgraceful failnixis 
in the history of tho war. It resultud eim|ily in tho sacrifice of 
many lives and in showing how utterly incompetent woni aomo 
of tho gwnoral olllocrs of that corps. 

Two weeks hitor another and more formidithte move was made 
to the north side of tho Jumos, nud considerablo sharp Sghting 
ennned ; but no important results woro obtained, and on the 
20th of August tho expedition, which had been under Ibo com- 
mand of flonond Hancock, returned to the old camps. While 
thu (Mcpodition drew troops from Loe'a southern lines a strong 
push was madv on tho IStli by General Wamm with tho 
Fifth Corps to extend thu Union lines to tho left, and this was 
atlondod with gWMl suocem. Tho Weldonrailroikd.an important 
line of cummunicalion for.tlie helcagneroi) army, was reaehii) and 
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bold, do*j>it« fruntic i}Sort« of th« enomj to driru oat the moi 
of the Ha]t«su crosa. On tho scene of thU triumph the Thirty<fl 
WTenth were located on their retarn from the Valley. 

Oeneral Iluioook immediately on liia retam to camp waa or- 
deri'il to Reauna Station, to tear n[> the railroad, from Warren't 
[KwiUon t(i that point, nnd if posfiible to Kownnty Creek croiesing, 
flight milo«ii<mlh of Dion:. Thi; former wiw ilunoiirid Gibbon's 
Diviwon hnd jiixt stiirted otit on the morning of tlio 31>th for lbs 
hitter part uf the tu^k when A. P. Hill with a heavy C'oufcdcrale 
force ajtpcared on the scene and a Btul)I>orn battle envncd, tbo 
brtinl of whioli wax borne by Miles's diviaion Hancock withdrew 
at niglit, huving lost 2,400 of llii.' 8,(XK) Union troopH engagtvl, 
1,700 buing priAonera, Hancock baring no other iDtreochmenU 
than thooe very hastily ciut up by tho Sixth Corps on the ooua- 
BJon of its visit the previous June. On the 38tb of Septcmltor a 
strong movement from the Army of the James to tho north uf 
the James River fMulled after a tovere aLrugglo in the oapture 
of Fort iliirrison, a strong irork containing 16 piocea of •rtillory, 
on the New Market roatl, and as tho positioti was a aomowlitt 
important one it waa retained, notwithstanding tlie llercu uffortt 
of tbo onemy to regain it. During this eDgagenient General 
Ord WHS severoly wounded in tlio leg and the r-omnumd of tli< 
Kighteenth Corpii piusL-d to Ocncml Weitxcl. Pravious to tliii 
time Ueneral Ord had succeeded Oenornl " llatdy " Smith, flen 
and Dirney had siiccoodcd General Oillmoro iu the comnnuid oi 
the Tenth, and General I'urke wae now at the head of the Nintb. 

In eoniioction with the above movement another had been 
made from the left nt the Wcldon milroud, by twoclivirionR ndi 
from the Fifth and Ninth Corps, and the lino waa by aovete 
fighting extended some two miles on that Hank. Thia grouad 
«iw )u<ld and connected with that already eecnred by a stroni; 
chain at workH, that at the ettremo Ibink being kaown aa Fort 
Fisher, afterward famous in the history of the Thirty-Bcventh 
regiment. The Union liiioa had now bven cxl«nded «o far is 
this direction that Lee's communications were restrioted to th« 
Boydtowo i^ank rood and the Southside railroad and the roadi 
running beside it near the river. It was the earnest wish of tl 
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Knloml ooRiiuRiidora 1»foro aottling down for winter ([■xu'Utii 
Hint the ramiiiiiiiig ntiln-iul might iit loiut U< lirokoii if it uuiild 
not l>o held, mid for thiit piiriiutw Iho itviiiliililu invn uf thu throo 
ci>r])8 wure <:oiicontriit«d tiit« in October nnd u tnuvement in force 
endued. It waa scarcely more th;in tlircfl miles from thu Fi^iti-ml 
left to tbo Boydlowii road and ubout the anino difitiince fmm thiit 
point to the riulroad ; liut thoso few mile^ wore full of diUicul- 
liei. Loc, reiilixing the iiii})ortaii<.:<- lu lii# urniy of tht rumHining 
itv«[iu«« of commiinii-uliou, hiid vxtouded his iiitrembrueuu 
soutliiriird covering thu Hoydluwn roud to Ilitt^her'a lEuu, and 
the country, being heavily irouded iind swumpv, vena very cmbar- 
naaing to militAry movements. 

The »rmy moved in three piirallel oolumnH, Piirke on the 
right fooling for the enemy's left Hank, Wurroii In theiiuiithirtird 
to prolong the liiio when the position should liQitUy be rciivhod, 
and UuDcock still further to the left mukin^ his H-;ir by a mm-i; 
oirciiitous route. It will be noticed that all such movenittuta 
wore mot by n sharp counlcr-itroko from thu cnoray, deUvored if 
possible upon the uuprepHred oolntDnH, und this lime tho blow 
fill upon Jliiucock. Uniting uciir Dttbuoy's Mills to endtuivor to 
L^t«bli&h L'ounectton with the other corpa, he received nn attiiok 
from Hill which for a moment threw thu Uriou tmups into 
confusion, but they ndliod nohly and r(>]wlle<l theirnmailauta 
with Mvure Iom<. Tho prospect of ntieomplishing anything more 
tluiit s pnrpost^K'ss s»cri6oo of life vru so faint, howevur, Uiiil 
tho cxpeditioD was given up and the troops returned to their 
oumpa on Iho morning of Uctober ftS. 

With thiT battle of Dabney'a Hilla ended the m!l)Vo uimpaign- 
ing of Gencnil IIuDoook, tlinn trhoin none had dono braver ur 
Itoltor survioo. IIu was soon after ordered to Woshington to 
organiui what it was intendoi) to mako a uew i-'iret ('<)r{M, the 
command of the shattered old Second Corps tieing given tx> 
Major (Jenersl Andrew A. Humphreys. 

The winter now wore away nith the naual routirto. Both 
armies were ao slrotif-ly intrenched that a small ]mrt of the forco 
cwitd bo safely left to hold the lines while (he n-mainder in 
camp made tlieusolvesaa comfortable as iKwiible. The picket 
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nn<l artillery firing wu kept np most of the time at some pMrt 
of the linea, but a oommon nxJe of honor was adopted, by trhtch 
duo notioA wns gircu to tho enemy of the inU^ndod rcstiinptiiiii 
of hoetilitic* hy oitliLT oido whiMi th«y bad t«miionu-i); wtiM^. 
Tlio long lint^B being in many pliiccs within the reach of the 
bumnn voice, it waa no unusnnl thin;; to kcnr some stontoriAO 
Oonfodenite sing ont: "Look ont, Vanks! Ctve]) iiitu your 
holee; wc are going to blaxe!" or t)ie chII of caution miglit I'lii- 
imate from the TTDion vrorki, when iniitantly the brown wiUli 
on tho other side wouM bo ilesorteil in unticipution of the com- 
ing storro. 

Not far from Fort Finher, between tlie picket lines, wis « 
piwe of wood from which each army cut aupplieb of fuel. Blue 
uiiil Oniy often met in this forest in perfect fraternity. One (Uy 
u Yimkeo having n heavy stick asked a good-natnred Johnny tn 
give him a lift ami the two came into tho Fodonl lines. "It 
ecviuK pri-tly comfortable here," remarked thu Southron, iw Ii« 
l<)ok('<i itnitind; "1 reckon I'll stay!" Another UoiifciU'rafai 
Btiirtixl out with II mule toam for wood, bnt kept stnught on into! 
tlio Federal lin»i« and turned his proi>orty over Ut tlio ProTO*' 
Marsluil, sitying that hu had got through ooMicring for th* 
witiiiDg vaaec. In fact, throughout the vnttra winter uud till i 
thL' clone of the struggle deaortions from the Oonfcdcrate ■ki^ 
miah 1inc« were very frequent. Notwithstanding every prt- 
C'lUtioii, there viw soarcely a night whinh did not loavo tliuir 
pickets aadly weakened from tho lo«« of those who had crept ovrr . 
to the Union lines. These men had fought bravely, desperately, ' 
so long as there was a poRsibility of their success; but they ssw 
plainly now that to remain would bo only to ri»k thoir liTi« in 
A causf^ long since hopelcvs. On the subject of dosortions ibnj 
Oonfed<>rate historiKU Pollard says; "The world wilt bu aeum- 
ished wh<.-» tho extent of this evil is fully and aHtlinnticallj 
known, and will obtain a now insight into that maladmioil 
tmlicin which wrecked the Confederate cause, and which is 
itively without parallel in any modern biitlory of wsr." fli 
declaroA that twu thirds of the Southern armies wero fur tb 
last two ycara in the ehuractor of doeerleni or absentoos. Kar'' 
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in Febrnary OcneriLl Loo wm miAe cotnmnnder- in -chief of t)io 
iirit)i(-« of tlie (Jonfodontcy, but it wna th«n too Ittto U> institittv 
ruforiiiB. 

Durinf; Docombor Gencml Wiirren auciieodod in doetroyiug 
tho WoUlun nulrood for 40 miles from JVtcralmrg, so that it 
oohM not as before ht UBcd by Ibc Coiiffi'leraleii ti> within » few 
iniltM of the Uuiou linoB, whcnov ((ii{>|>Iios couM bo lruiiKforr(»l 
by WAgon; when thia had been itcL-omiilisbvd uruttlicr period of 
wntching mid waiting followed. 

Jjittiv 8IIDW fell during the winter, but there woa iin ubund- 
anou of rain, niul tbo nriuiea literally lived in mud. HomotimvB 
tlie stortDB would wiuli down tho earthworks to *uch itn extent 
that tiring i>'oi>ld coiisu by mtituul uonoont till they could bi< ro- 
piiired, and this work, toi^^ther with continual oxtending and 
Blrengthening of the fortiRcatione, fHlod thu aoldrer'd life with a 
tirosonie riuinil of fati^ie duty. Much of the work done )>y tho 
men of the Tbirty-Mi^venth wiu oti Fort Kixbor, the large earth- 
work at the angle of the Union linou, and in that ricJnity were 
Rome other iiatablu atnieturcs. Among these was tho 8igntil 
Tower, 150 feet in hight, composed of timbers bolted tugethii', 
from the iliixy Hummit of which the ciigiiii) otBcurs kept vigil 
oTer the xurrounding country. In that vicinity, also, thu Fif- 
tietli Mew York Engineers doKigned and built a neat Uothiu 
structnro which they iiamud the Poplar Grove Church, from a 
phiin country church inthoricinity. their engineering tooldtuid 
the forest* of the region furnishing the meana. 

Ttio Thirty-acvuiith iuciniipm-ar Warren Station mot wilh no 
ox)>eiii'not'e during the month of Jniuiiiry demanding cs|>e<'iul 
uotioe. Drills were resumed U> sonio extent when the wc-ather 
l>erniittcd, for no eommunder of the regiment was willing to seo 
the splendid efticieucy of the orgnnixntion im|>aired by ncglvot. 
During this period the regiment was commanded by Major Lin- 
coin, in the abwinceof Lieutenant- Colonel Montague, who wut 
sulTering from the iiijnrios preTioiisly referred to. The Iatt«r 
nitumi-Kl to the eommand on the 30th of January, thungh still 
unolilii to jwrforrii much nctire duty.

Gregg's cavalry dtfinoa 
hail licon acnt to tbeBuvdtowu plank road in Iht; liopv of slriV- 
ing the Confcdoialo wiigun trains, which wen- said to be aliuu- 
diint Ml that Ihoniaghfarc A strong infantry force from lln 
oori>i of Warivn and HnniphrrirB under command of tho furntcr 
iindorlook lit the wimc time the familiar faroe uf an attinroi't to 
mm the enemy's right, was itself strack in flank, the tnuTv n- 
suiting only in n ah»rp engagement and the return of both armid 
to their cuni|>s. This showed, however, tbit the ConfiHltmle 
linifs hud been cxtetidt^ and strengthened in that direction w 
olliciuntly us to preclude the ho[>c of making any impresainB 
n]ion them. Warren's troops having cucounterfd the eiicoi} 
during the diiy. one divieion from tho Ninth Coriis »nd the Fint 
(Wlieaton's) Divioion of the Sixth wore callud upon ns rt-in- 
forcenienta. 

The division waa aoon on its way and till midnight tho Thiny- 
wvetith in their phwe in the column marched and couuter- 
mnrched, though putting but n few mtlcti between their actual 
position nod tho citni]>. Finidly thvy were sot to work eonstrnd- 
ing ri(to-pits — which they ha<l now iicqaired the faculty for 
doing with grout rapidity. Largo trees were eat down, tbt 
trnnke trimmed and rolled into place, while other s<iiiudB in tlit 
detail very <inickly threw against them nn embankment of oartl 
sudiricnt to rc«i«t oven cnnnuu shut. Then a " lieiul-Iof; " w* 
put in position and tho work was complvto, ilaviug thus \m 
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n v«ry ledioiiR nij;ht, llio weather being oold and windy, the 
rogimciit romaincd Iwhind the iiitrcnohDii.>iitfl tlitiii thrown ii|i 
till nftcrnoou whoii the division wiut onlorod forwartl in »ti))]>i>rt 
of Crawford's division of the Fifth Oor|w which on thi^ wmt (tide 
of iho Una wus trying to make its wyy toward tho Boydtuwo roiid. 

The soviio of iictimi wiw reached about sunset, and posilioii 
wiui token hohind carlhworkR in reaorTe. The regiment had 
been ihcin- but n uliort time when thu trooj-s of the Fifth 
Curjis, lliiokml and brukoD, cuuic ponring to the n^nr in u ]ii>nio, 
some of them doshin*; into tho creek with tho icy cold watur up 
to their necks; hnt contrary to eipoctntiouB the ConfcdL>rati>s 
did not f<>lh>w up their adviinla^'e and tlie Thirty •seventh were 
not ongngod. Liit« in tho evening tho regiment movoti tmck 
some two milos over the roud by which it had come, and an at- 
tempt was made to obtain aomu rest. The effort was not very 
sucoeeatul, as the night woe cold, but tho men built ltti:ge Ores 
around which they tiiopt fitfully. A snow-Hturm prevailed 
during the liitUr piirt of the night, changing to sleet and u oold 
ruin which increiuted In severity afttr day-br«ak. 

At 9 o'clock thi! regiment woo again ordered to the front, but 
on reaching the Itnn haUed till after dinner before crossing. 
(Inthori-d in Hmoking groups abont the j^reat ftrea whii-h were 
only kept abhixo through the skill ac(|tiired by long exp<irienci'', 
the dronchoti soldiers presented a sorry spectaolo; but tho worst 
was still lu come. Soon after noon the i-<>mmand crowed the 
Kun and took position in the works facing the enemy, expecting 
eimh moment to tie called into action. They wore in fact under 
n heavy artillery Are, by which three men in the Thirty-*ov«Dth 
woni wonndotl, and were obliged to lie close through the long 
hours while Uie «t»rm constantly increased in fury, drenching 
everything and ehilliiig animali and human beings exiwsed to 
it till it seomi-d that thoy must jwrish from cold. Thesleotand 
rain, congiah'd by tho int«n6« coKl. not only loiuied all inan- 
imate objects with a heavy coating of ice, but as well the di>th> 
ing of tho Boldiiint. After the cessation of flring the men 
ri>nect4'd Hui'h fu^l im they could find, and under the philosophy 
that it was no wurw to Iw Ittllwl by th« oaemy than to TreeM 
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tu ilviith built firm uud wannvtl Uicir bcniimbotl limbii. 
rcgliruint Iiih) seldom boon in a tnoro (lieltonrtcning sittuitfonJ 
Around it Btrctolicd a do8oI&t«, forbidding region, wory tradi- 
tion of whivh waa connected with disaster to the Tuion iirins,! 
•»d when this oletnent was added to I he storm and the oxliiuiRtcill 
ooiidilioii of the soldiery it needs aoiiroely be Biud tlixi the ordc 
rooeivvd kuoii uftor midnight to return to tlto oun)) wiua wolc 
one. Of the return murcli nii otiieer who participiit«(1 eiiys: 

At I o'clock w« iitnrtiid on tlic liomoward trip, "nw ■tortn LmI i 
coOMOil, Ui« cloud* hmA bn>kci) awny roiiuiIiiiK the I>ri|tl>t «ll*«ry Ugbt of 
tb« tnoon. Tho jcround wai now f raioti (\nn, th* «tmo«pliere pi«Tc)i4 ' 
ruM nod tb» treM loaded wltli lc« which iirnvii tliem a beaatirul mhI 
g1L>t«nlD|t apponranoe wkeu tbo moon »hoa(> tlimugh Ibo parted cloudt. 
We r«acli«d camp about 4 o'dock in the monilng; and a inors wmuj. 
Jaded and foilon lot of men you nevvr saw. 

Following this unsatisfactory' experience another auMMm ef 
wiutur routine int«rroncd. Thu little cha|icl jirorod a viiluablu 
fiuitor in the docini lifo of tho rcginivnt, for in luldition tt< tbc 
direct religious interest which cviiLerod tlii-ro many ovunittj 
gatherings were planned which interested the men, adiI at u 
other i>er3od was the morale of tho regiment bettor llmii in ihc 
ulo«ing montlts of its Horriee. As tlio wanning wcNthur uf earij 
spring Hucuocdud the intertiiiiiuhitt stonnv of the Mwro winter, 
and tho hourso vuioo of the frog began to roHutiiid frttu tbt 
surrounding murshos, giimos of quoits and liatl bocumu |m«il<lt 
on the color line »nd mingled with the good news of tlio coltsj^ 
ing of the ri'bclliun in other dirootions came jxirsintont runiwi] 
ofthoeurly movoment of Ihu tnuin L'niou iirniy undur tirMLl 

At his own ro(|iietit Unlonel Kilw»rd« hud been rvUevLT*) tnm\ 
command of tho postut Wincheetor and reporting tn G«li«rj| 
Wright for duty wus on tho 25th of February uasigued to the oih 
mand of his old brigndo, much to the siilisfaction lioth uf hli 
self and his command.

On the 17th ot Fohruitry Seooud 
liieiitciiimt Williiun 0. Morrill o( Company A was niiiHtered first 
liftitrVimikt uf Cumimny E vico BardwuU, diud ot wuundH; tliu 
iiuxt duy First Ucutenunt F. Edwurd Gray of Coiajuiny I wiw 
muet«nHl as oiiptaiii of Comimny t), vice Ltramie, but <;unttiiiivd 
to serTc with OurajHtny 1. First Sergeant Joseph D. Calahuti of 
Company C, tninafcrrcd from the Sevonth, vm mustered the 
20th lui MTotid littutciiittit of CuDiiutny C, tIoc StockwctI giro- 
uiiitvd. On ihv Till »f Miiroh two luMitioiiul mii«tvr« wvro msdu 
— S«ooiid Liuiibuuunt William A. Watonniia of Oomimtiy F being 
mmto lirst lieateiiant of Oompnny I yice Gray |nx>moted, bnt 
coatiiiiiing to serve with Company E; while First Sergeant 
ilurrie A. Ouslinian of Company E, tranRferrcd from the Seventh, 
wiui made accoiul lii>ii tenant of Company A, vioo Xorrill pro* 
tnotcil, but u1m> oontinuml with Company E. 

An iMiMJuially importuiit chnogu occnrrud on the 3d of Murcli, 
whfU to the deep regret of hia commiind Lieu tenant* Co lone) 
Montiiguc (with tho brevet rank of colonel) felt obliged to re> 
sign on aocount of di«ability. On thu TIiitclier'H Run ospedition 
he liud l>oon unftblo to uccompimy liix regimuut and thfi adviuic- 
iug Knuson brought him no improvement in health. From tho 
torriblo daye of Spottsylvania, through a long seriirs of the most 
trying oxperienoea of the regiment, his hud been the directing 
hand, and he had good reason to be proud of the brilliant reoord 
which hiid biicii made undor luit lu>id(.>nhip. TAtar in the month 
lhi< following pi-omotionH nud miteturd wt-ro made on account of 
tbu vacancy thn« created ; Major Kufiis P. Lincoln to bu lieu- 
tcnaut-colonol, Captain Uiuion W. Tyler of Gomiwny F to bo 
major, and First Lieutenant George N. Jonos of Comjuany C to 
Iw eapt.-tin of Company F. Both Lincoln and Jonos wore at this 
tiniu abMvut on staff dnty and did not aflvrward acrrc with the 
rvgimvnt. First Lieutenant Walter B. Smith of Comjwny D 
wad Mai^-trJi tiiiiMt«>re<) ii«oitplaiti of Company I, Ttcu Donnvlly, 
and Sti'und LtunU-nant Flavel K. Slieldon uf Company H was 
madv fimt Honlvnant of Company D, vicu Smith. Thv sixo of tho 
oom|imniaa did not allow the promotion of ofDeers uf lowur rank. 

Tlio morning of March ib brought a gunuino sensation to tho 
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Army of the Potomao in an attack on its introiictia>l line by « 
C<infe(]erut« nolumii. It mt n dt«p«nit<! nutort, but liviiig wvll 
p1iiriii(!>! iin<I ilnrtiigly cxcN-Tittvl it lucocitlod to tbe OTtctit timi 
Port Stoiulmni) within t))(> litK's of tho Ninth Corpe iv:«8 s^-iKt), 
the fprriaon of h«nvy artillcriatc and abrigndoof Ouoeml l*ttrkv^ 
troops were captnivd or diapcrux], hot tb«re tho triiuiiph of thi' 
enemy ocmmI. Rctnrn to their own linca or adranco wiui f^piallv 
ont of the qaflstion; ns soon bb it bcoiime light ii contort uf fin- 
tiiirroundcd the intruders, they were driven within thL< worki 
which they hxl seixeil, whore thoy wore prvHOUlly ca|itnred in 
bulk by Gi;ncml nartntnft und hi« divigion. 

The Thirty-tievfitth with otlii-r troops of the Sixth Cor|M ImmI 
beon cnllcd npoii when it wiut known that a bn.iach hu>] buea 
miulo in tho Union lines, iinil the tvfTi'nc^nt marcfiH aomc foar 
inileE lowartl the eceno when iutelligenoo wae receiroil that tliuir 
■orriou would not lie needed. Instead of returning quiotlr tn 
cump. however, th« ))ortioii of thu >Sixlh Corps which wiui avail- 
able was DiasMd near Port FiMhiT and in the nfternouii a deter- 
mined chitrgc rosiillod in tho cupturo of tbo ononiy'a intronclitil 
pii-ket lin«, which vas firmly held. To aocomplinh the Intlnr 
tin c-oinpanieB of thL'Thirty-soventh were dfttiiiki) iiHskiriniKhcn, 
nnd by a judtciouii uiie of their Spenovr ritlt-s rc|icllod umiwisted 
the repeated altcnij>ta of the Oonftslcrntvii to rvginti the loti 
picket line. Hnring the aKgiiiiH Edwards's Krigade was in (bu 
Hvcond line and vtiM uiH soriotiely ongiiged, the loss of Ilir 
Thirty -seventh being ihrci- wounded, including Mrtjor Tvlw, 
commanding, who Wiw struck in the knee and disablud. lh« coia- 
mand of the regiment devolving ujion Cujilain Archibnid Hoii- 
kins, — tho »enior eitptaiii and tho ntily one in tho ro;jiai«Dt 
serving nuder a commission received at PittsSeld. 

Propnrntions fur the suprame blow wore now piiehixd wilb 
groat vigor, and on the 29th tho movement of trtiojis bi^gan for 
another elTort ag»iaat the enemy's right and a mom detorraiivKl 
one tlian hud provionsly been made. The movement waa nodi 
the command of (lenend Sheridan and consiit^d of bin carali 
and the Soi."oiid and Fifth Cor[i<t, The troops were in itositii 
the following morning to begin active optrrationa, bnt a hr 
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rain-storm ooiuiiig the roaiU wentmuclo vorj difiicult, ho lliut opor- 
atiuiu would liuvu liccn atiipeDdcil for n day or tiro liitd not the 
enviii}-, having hurrit-d into jmsition what troopa ho could gnth- 
er, look tbs inittaliro b; a sharp attack on the Union cavalr}- 
at Five Forka. Sheridan's troopers were forned hack toward 
Uiuwiddie Court Ilouse, where nvxt morning (April 1) the} 
were joined by the Fifth Oorps. ThA battle of Five Forks Eol- 
lonred, ouo of tho most brilliant of the war, in which tho Oonfcd- 
ontlo line was thinkod and taken in the roar by the Fifth CorjM 
while the cavaUy pressed its front. Vive thousand priBOU«rH 
were oapturcd, while those that cscitpcd fled toward tho woet, so 
Uiat the entire force was prai'tifnilly luHt to Leo's army in frout 
of Putcntburg. No sooner did tho ir-ws of Sbi-ridan's victory 
tvuch Quucral Gmut than ho ordered an attack along the entire 
lino at 4 o'clock next morning. 

The itoaition of the Union forces wm tiov m followa: The 
Ninth Corps was uu th« right; that iind tho Sixtli held the main 
lino from the Appomattox to Furts Fiaher and Welch. Three 
divisions from the Army of the James under Oeueral Ord ex- 
lindud diitguiially from the left of the Sixth to Hatcher's linn. 
(I'he white troops of the Army of the Jnmu« had Ixrnn organised 
as Iho Twenty-fourth Oorju under General Ord, and the colurod 
troops wilL the ooIohkI divisioti of tLo Ninth Corps had been 
constituted the Twonty-lifth Corps, Gonoral Weitzel command- 
ing.) \Veet of the Run the Second Curjis prolonged the lino 
in the same direction, while further away and detached wore 
the victors at Five Forks. 

Siuoo the affair ut FortSteodman tho Thirty-tcvealh hud every 
morning been called np before djiylight and plHoed nndor arms 
in the riflo-pita, and on the 50th of Murch orders were issued 
that nothing wastohouui«ickcd. Thiest^tcof constant exi>eflt- 
anoy oonliuued till evening of the 1st of Ajiril when the oor|is 
WIU9 conevntratcd in front of Forts Fiaher and Welch, where the 
ground captured on the ^th of Mareh gam an excvUonl opjwr- 
tunity for tlie formation of tho colnmii of oanult. BdwanU'B 
Brigiuli^ formed the right of the Sixth Coqu, being in rear 
eohdloQ til the Second Uivision, the brigade being in Uiroe lioos. 
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th« Thirty-sovcnth with th« Fifth Wiacoiuia in front. Onptain 
IIopkiiiB commanded the regiment. Captain Edwarda tho riglit 
wing and Captain Gray the left. The Bkirmiah line wiia made up 
of 75 picked men and roluntoers from the Thirty-aevonth under 
command of Capluin Roliiniton HS.s)8ted by lieutenant OuHhmiin. 
Purmt-d alternately on the same line with Uto tkirmiahvn wero 
tho brigade pioiiocn commanded by Liviitviiant PonaldixMi, 
armod only with uxm with which to cut through the abatis. 

In this formution the long night was pasted under ekirmisli 
flro, with a single ludicrous incident to bretdc the monotony of 
the opproaaivi.- houm. One of the pioneer mtilos, loAilod with 
pickH and KhovolH, wiu Ktruck by n Hkirnii«her'i) hollet and nnder 
tho smart of thv wound broke away and charged directly toward 
the enemy. Tho clatter which bis armument cri>:ited Nlarmad 
tho Oonfedvnites, who anspocted tin aasaolt and at onoo opened 
R heavy fire all along the line, which wtis kopi tip for some titne. 
The mule wiut found next day in«ide Ijco's linc«. having rocoJrad 
no additional injury. 

As soon as it was light enough for the soldiers to see the 
ground upon which they were to step two guns from Fort Fiahcr 
boomed out the signal and in an instant the dark lines swept 
forward. The forlorn hope of Hklrmiiihers and pioneors rcnchod 
tho abatiH in a few momenlD. It wm not only firmly secured by 
earth thrown over the trunks, hut wits strengthoued by a double 
TOW of sharpened stiikcs (irmly tixcd in the ground. A dcBtrn«ttT« 
lire was opened upon the exposed line, which the skiruiiahen re- 
turned with interest from their Spencer rifleji while the piouoon 
chopped and irrenched away the obstruotionx with doflperats 
energy, ('aptain Itobinson was wounded in the arm whil* 
striving to force bis way through the obstructions; Sergoaat 
Ofaulcs H. Tracy of Company A, on duty with the pioneerv, vai 
soveroly wounded, and while lying on the ground eucounging 
hia comrades received a sec<md shot in the knee joint oaosing 
die loss of his leg. Fortunately in tho gloom most, of llm 
enemy's Are went over the nttticking forces and tho loss waa bul 
a fraction of what it would have been a few minutes lator, 

Meantime the line of hattle sprung forwanl with n rush K 
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'Mj»r. It gave little lieod to the pioneers or the olwtruotions on 
wfiich they were enj^oguil; into iiml tlirough tlicni it wc-iit iiomo' 
how— no one could toll in Ihi' wiM excitement jiiat how — and 
Htnught rorwHnl to the enemy's works. A throi^gun fort waa 
tlio objoctivo of tbo Thirty-floventh, — a strong work |irotectcd 
by II ditch. Coni[Kiny R led in the scramble up the ]iarn]>ct, 
Corporal Kichanl K, Wek-h and Frivntc Ansel R, Oook lH>ing 
the flnt to spring iiixiilv, whili? tliu rolors of th« Thirty- 
mvvnth wore Uie lirst to crown the rebel worko. Corpoml Welch 
knoukud down the Confedemtc color-beiirer and aiezed his Itag, 
for irhii'li he aubeofjuentty received a Medal of Honor. Lioiit«i)> 
ant Watermin was shot through the wrist lu ho gained tho orett 
of tlio pornpct while chvering on his mun, but his aeBailant wue 
next moment bayoneted by Corpunil Putni-k Kelly. Michael 
Kelly of tliu Kimv compimy w»h killed uud Oorpunil Luther M. 
Tanner — a brave and woU-belovod soldier — reoeivod a fatid wound 
in llifi kntii. Then the wave of blue jiournd <tver in rcsistli^sfi 
strength, Hitch of the dvft-ndcrs of tho fort iw could not Lscujie 
surrendered, and the Coiiioderate lines wore broken. Tho regi- 
mental lines were reformed, Ooinpany K under Lieutanuut 
Oushman — its only commissioned oflloer after the wounding of 
[>iout«n»Qt Wnterinun — wa^ detailed to hold the fort luitl the 
guns it had done to much toward winning, and the remainder 
of the Mlnmn pressed on. 

The loss of the regiment in the assault was found to be throo 
men killed and threo olHoors and 29 men wonnded ; in addition 
to thoM alruuly namid Licut^uant V. K. Sheldon being woundod, 
Corjionil Calixtv Bvauchemiu of Oom|Hiny and George I'. 
Edwards of Company 1 killed. 

The Arstlioe of the brigiule now changed front to the left and 
mov(Hl down inside the Confederate works till it met Hyde's 
brtg:ido of the Second Divinion ; tlio second lino fn«:cHl u> tho 
right and cleared the works for «onie distance in thiit directinn ; 
while the tbinl lino pushed straight ahead to clear tho ground 
in the rear, reaching the Soutlmido railroiKl and cutting the 
U'lcgrajih wirod. Then the enliro corps proMi-*! on U)wanl the 
left for a tnilo, driving tlie enemy toward llatcher'a lluu and 
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dCHtnijing hiMonmiifinni] vagouB. Then « grand conntennarch 
took (ilofxr luiil thu Vietoriouaoorpfl iiiofed up toward the int«rior 
line of works pnttocting Pi^tonbiirg nn ttiv west. 

At onr point noitr t)i<! vlueo of the day tb« Alleghany Artilkirj, 
Captain Ciirpcnter'a liatU>ry, opened on tlic Hank of tlto Thirty- 
wventh. The regiment woe morod under oovor and Oitptain 
Champnoy with two rompaiuGa waa detailed to silence the lire. 
Thi* was etTcctually dono, the horsctt being killed, and llio Sec- 
ond Division itoon aft«r odTunciog OTor that part of Uic 
captured ovfiry gnn. 

Tho Sixlli Corju liiul won crodit «noagh for ono day, 
within a few hundred yiirds of Potensbiir;; the hidt for the night 
was made. Tho linee ran put the tine mansion used by General 
Loe for headijaartflrs, occupied tliat night by General Grant of 
the Vei'Dioiit Brigade. C'ulonul KilwnrdH wa« appointed gi-nonil 
ofRccrof tlio <biy and j>o«toil liis Mkirmiitli line, on which w«ro 
Oompaniod B and I of tho Thirty-sevonth. 

Meantime to the loft Oenoi-tils Orii and llumphreys had abo 
broki-n through the Confederate intrenohmeiita, diajveraing stick 
of the foe as wcro found, and thun joining forces with Wright 
moved toward I'elersbtirg, ()i'd'» cuminnnd captnring Port Gregg 
after a utiibhurii rcHiitlancc. On tlio ITRion right Guneral IWko 
had nuule a lodgment in the enemy's IJUM, but found the work« 
too strong to l>c earnod, and later in the day waa snbjaotetl lua 
sharp oounter-att:iuk by General A. P. Uill's command, in which 
that able leader lost his life. 

Early in the morning of the 3d, Iwfore daylight, Culonul Kii- 
wanis mlvanoed hiii ^kirmtshcn .vid rv«crvc8 into Uio ontMiiiii' 
of the city without oppotiiticn, and a few minnt«s Inter Its 
received from Mayor Towno and other otIiciaU ii formal siimrji' 
dor. Leo had completed the evacuation scarcely lA >T>;i^nt.. f~ 
fore the Union skirmishers entered. The Thirty-i« 
at once ordered into the city to preserve onliT, an i • 
Oldy troai» from the Sixth Corps to enter. Then ».>.■ >>

off the intended rotreiit towanl Diuiville. The Fifth, Heooitd 
and Sixth Uorps coming u)> during tbc following day, iin>]»r- 
ationa were made to attack on the morning of the filli. 

The Thirty-seventh rcginicnt, aft«r a brief al<>]i in Petersku

This 
littlo foroG ftiiocmdcd i» roatrhing ^'armrille in advance of thi' 
ont^my and in chucking Ihc hitti^T till General Onl arrived ; hut 
OeiK'rtil Rowl waH kilkil and \m oomuiaud nciirly dcxtroyoil. 

M<-ai)timo the three infantry corps of thu Army of the Poto- 
mac-, preceded hy oavalry, moved vreetwnrd ijrom Jctt-ntville on 
piirullel routes, the Stxtli Oorpa on the aouthornmoat road follow- 
ing General Sheridan. At PcatonBrillc he began to feel the 
Oimfi'drrato rear guard, fully a third of I/m;> army under Oenernl 
Kwi-ll, which wac making tletormiiiotl oSorlM to jnotcct what 
n'maini-d of thu wagon Iraina. Ouster's cavalry <livisi(iii hul 
guccoodcd by a detour iu cutting off the train and ita guards, 
while .Sheridan pniHHird sharply on the roar. A miming Ught 
onsui'^l for some distance, whvu thcConfcderateit having roiiched 
favorahlo ground on the wc«t side of Sailor's Creek tiiniod npDii 
their pursnera for a last desjierate stand. The afteruoon was 
waning, and if they could hold the Fodorala at bay till dusk it 
might he poBiiblo to save something from the surrounding and 
RonTar:ging oirole of lire. 

The Thirty-WTcntli hud already marched more than HO miles 
oTvr thki sandy, rolling, pine-covored country on that warm Cth 
itf April when the desultory artillery lire which bad been heard 
iMiorviils asaumed that staadiness which proclaimed to the 
1 iimg infantry that their services were to he called for.

On Iho Uticr slope, protected by the cnntoar of the grotttid, 
Kwcll's tinc« (if battle were diaptwcil. Far boyoiid (]io smoke at 
burning niigoiiM Hhuwiil tlie prcai^noe and ihe wurk of Ciislor't 
hofMinoa. On tlio vuHton sid* of the crook the guoa of Sheri- 
dan's artillery had been holding the enemy to eovor till ih* 
Union infantry oould get up. 

Wheuton's and Seymour's (Third) Diviaious werv pualii*! 
noroAB the creek, which was waist deep uud ilirtiuult to fiml, 
while Getty's was hold in reeorro on thoMstorn bimk. Oi 
across the orook the Unee were doj)luyod, the Thirty-sovvnlh 
the loft of the brigade with a detail uf skiroiiahers ooToring tW 
front, and an itdvance wna ordered up the hill nnd through tbi 
thicket towanl the position of the uiiweo coomy. " Who hIioiiU 
apjH-iu- by my aide at this momcut," ssya Captain Hopkina «)w 
oomiimndod the regiment, " in front of the lino, but tliu chaff 
lain, who whtinever a light wiia imminent 9eeme<) to fool that hi 
had been gricTOuxly imt u|H>n in lieing appointed to fill u dim- 
combatant's role.

Shurlly 
afUTvranl ai the rogimeut scninibled thmugh th<i iiiultTgroulh 
n tvrriflo cthkIi of mtiakctry biimt fmm tliu ('onfvilvnito liniii 
liiit n few jiiHn in front. FortnrmU-ly, ovfing t<j Ihe piitiitioii uf 
thu tiM> on sniiiuwlmt higher gruiitnl itnd the imijosailiilily of thoir 
taking projter aim thruiigh thu thickot, whiit vrm intoiiilcd for 
an wiaihihiting vollvy iit olnei' ningu mostly went »vvr thu hmilH 
of thfl Hiirty-Hcvenlh. The men jireased forwiirti, holiliii},' Uioir 
(Iro witli wonderful aolf'control till th«y wore iii |>ljiin aighi of 
tht CDomy, atinoat face to face. 

Thon thn 8|)«nccr riflo did tho work for which it waa intooded. 
V'oIIl7 followed volloy with tUinost the rapidity of thmtghl, l«uv> 
ing the opposing linv into dcmoralixod fragments. While soiiif 
AiirrvikdiTod and many fvll, thereit hroku away iim) ran through 
thu fi>n.>«l, piiriiiod by the ctat«<l lliirty-aoventh. In tho wiM 
exultation of thi- moincut tho oflievnt did not discover that the 
regiment waa alone and utterly unsupported in it^ulvancc. The 
n«t of tho Union line had licun broken and puslied liuek tenipo- 
rurily by the mad onset of f^well'a corjiH, aomo of them to and 
itcnwM Uk> crcok to the Hhclter of Sheridan'x artillery. Of ooiirav 
this tMnpiirary iiiicetiM of tho enemy noidd tic brief, biit it was 
snllicivnt to pla«e the little more than 'iW mt'mticri! of the 
Thirty-seventh in a remnrknlily iinpleuBant position. 

The first roalixation «f thu true situation came from the d!it. 
oitvvty of what seemed to Iw a heavy column of the enemv 
luisning the left flunk of tho regiment. Front wiis ehiingod iu 
thai direction and a few Tolleya from the Speneeni drove the 
f»ri-e out of sight, hut not a moment two soon, (icnenil Onsiiii 
Ijoi<, the son of the Confodemt^' cimmnniter- in-chief, on the 
right of tho Thirty-seventh, saw his ojiportunily and morod hia 
brigade tliroDgb a ravine to the rmr of the iaolatml regiment. 
[lis<-<>iiimiuid included the famous Seventh regiment of Sa van im)i 
ami n Utttiilion of niariniM fnim the gun-boats which hiul Iwen 
destroyed at the uvaouation of Kiohmond. The latter weru 
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picked nicD oqJ espodallj woxiotu to aigtuliicv tbeir p 
on tho fietJ of IwUla 

Ca|>taiD llupkins had bikrelv time to face bia commuiil lo 
tb» nnr to meet this n«w tlHiiger when Lee's brigadu burst tre* 
tho ooTcr at tho gnlcli .tai\ iliulic4 in a ferootutiK rhiir:g« npM 
the thin line of tltoTliirty-Mventh. It ww tliv sc-vonHA tad. 
to which the Tfiternn rrginuiut bail uver been euhjvatei], bi 
it ms moat ma^ilitriitly inut. Lcc's wnvv of ehivulry stni 
the nick of Maasschaectu manhood only to reooiL B« 
ai)]e8 fought with des|)er.itc coange, hand to bund vi! 
Iiiiviint-t«, RWordx and {liatob. The lines of Blue itnd Gnj, 
half Ui<liU-ii in tho wil of tmoku, M^med to mingle in one 
u they swayed back and forth, mid for a time the iasno 
in (luiibt. But the Mon in Blue did not giro nn inob. M< 
blow with blow, louding und tiring their d«»dly repeating ri: 
tie ra])i>lly as jwssible, they checked the onMt of the enemy, 
him, imithcil htm buck, at tint slowly and with obntinatc lunA- 
nnou, thvn in ii broken rout into the gorge from which he hiJ 
enu-rg(.-d. 

Aa the diai)rganis«d Confederates took shelter in the rarine 
sharp lire was poured in upon them, when tliey madv cjgual* ul 
flurroiiiter. Adjutant Bradley atepjied forward to meet u Coo 
fedfRitv otllocr uho waa atlvanoiug aa tliotigh lo give bimseU tip, 
when tlio latter drew u pistol and wounded the iidjntant, who 
grspi'lvd hi)) atuuiilant mid they rolled down the b.tnk in tlie 
straggle witieh followed. Broilley having been shut in the tliifb 
by a bystandiiig rebel nas overpowered, and bi£ nntiigonist ms 
)H>isiDg his pistol to give u death-aliot when his own tntilorout 
life witf extingitislied by n well-directed sliot from the rifle tt 
Private Siiinuel E. F/My of Company D. Simtilt4tne«ualy willi 
tho ehot Eddy was thrust through the breiii^t with a buyouut m 
the hands of a stalwart Southron. The weiijion protruded from 
tliK l'a<:k neur thi^ spine, and the nnfortuuato soldier 
thrown iIowd wits literally jiinned to tho ground. Tlie aoail 
ijiun ondeiivored to wroi«t away Kddy's Spenoer rifle, hnt the 
wounded mim j^nispcd his trti«ty wcuputi with u griji which fn 
nii-i) in either urtuy uuuld oqiuil, and not withstand lug \i\» uwfal 
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situation siiGcecded in llirowing iiDotlier cnrtridgc mto his rille, 
tho bullot from urhit^h wtui iio.it moment ix'iit tlirou|;h tliu hvnrl 
uf Ilia iiiitiigoiiiHt. Tlic Coiifi-iicnitu foil iieioAii tliir |iro(ttt'iiU) 
Unionist, liiit ihv luttcr threw usiilu tho tiodj' wilh uiii- hand us 
thuiigh it wore tho ciircass of a dog, withdrew tho bayouet from 
his own horrible wound, rose to hia fot-t uiid walked to tlio raur.* 

After thiacxhibitioH uf trctkchvry the rcgiinunt rt'-o{iuu<H) fire 
with A vengeuiico, und it rocjuirvd but a faw volloyM to bring thu 
Confed^TAtdi to thotr tscnsos and to a surronder in rculity, thu 
piiviilr.v «t tho ii[>piir end of the mrine cuttin); off their rotruut. 
The Thirty-eovcnth Beciirud «nd soiit to the reiir over 300 pria- 
uni-rs, cousideralily in uxn-M of tho imuibar of men it took into 
tlio flghl, while from nil siik-s uuptivc^ An<] cajitnrui of evorv «ort 
{xtiirod to tliu TLiir in bonildcriog numbera »nd 'inantity. Nu 
k'lw than six Coofedeiate generals were secured, including 
Kwoll, Kershaw and Oustis Ia<g, witli iibutit nil thiit remained of 
HwdTa corjM). There was little iiltuui|it tu t-otiut, tiuaruely to 
guard thouiptureemudo; every where tlm about was "Forward!" 
" Onward ! " to strike the Sual blows and destroy everything that 
roiuiiinud to Leo a» an urg)uiixc<l army. 

Ill such a jtruggle aa tliv Thirty-Hewnth had |ia«M)d through, 
where ovory man had proved himself n hero and fought largely 
on his own roaponsibility, it is im]>osaible to notv more than a 
few of the ncjlowi)rtliy dwil» juTfurmod, aud the narnilion of 
eortain iniidenls will only nerve to Kbi>w the dianirter of many 
which must bo iHtssed without nhroniulu but which will live 
Ion-; about the Ramp lin- and in the traditionx of the home 
(leneral (.'iiHti« l>-ii, wlio directed the charge ii[)OU the niiirty- 
tievonth, had till oliortly boforc (IlUid » olorkship at Riehmoud. 
but tintilly laid down the pon to takv ii)> the sword, snrrendiriDg

One bravo corporal becoming eonicirhut Bopnrut«cl frotn hit 
coinrudoa oncouiitt'ret! a Oonfcdorste oflioor nrhofio aurremlcr hr 
ileiDMided niid on roceiring a refnsal shot biio, iiiUioting n Sual 
wound. Aa the wuimded inuii fell tb« corjioral hetit oTcr him, 
uying: " I aii) Korry ilml I liiid to shout you! I nm a ChriittMi, 
and if yoti mish 1 will pmy with yuii; it is all 1 can do for fvu 
now." Till) offer iras UiuukfitDy nccoptod, and while the Un- 
pi>Bt of buttle raged tii'ur thorn ths rornest voice of prayer row 
ill ImIiuU of the dcptivtin^' spirit. At iU close the dying officer 
joined in the "Amen," gavo his swor^ to Iho young Holdior 
with a inL-Miifri; for liio wife, when tho lattur, who bad been tlnd 
at on tho siip|)08iti<>n that h(> was committing a robbery, resumed 
hisriHeand coiitimiod the battle. For gallant conduct *( tlie 
storming of the worka licforo I'etersbarg Citpt^in Hopkins r»- 
ci>ivcd tho brevet of major, to which in recugnition of Sailor*! 
Creek wiiKiidilod that of lieiiteniitit-uolonel. After the wound- 
ing of AdjiituTit ltraill{-y> Lioutonaiit S. R. NiohoU was dctailvtl 
ns adjiitunt, serving mourl crt^ditubly till thu mostvr ont. 

The Tliirly-Hovcntli ri-gimciit hud fongbt ita last battle— in 
some res|icctB itx most brilliant. Its fair record, nevor tnrnishoil, 
was nobly closed and crovned by this desponito oncountMr. 
Mooting «ui>crior numbers, cut off from all «iippi>rt and almost 
snrrounilcd, recoiling in hastily prcpiircil formation without in- 
trenobment or cover of any nature the charge of a aeleot hrigaik 
led by an ambitious young oJlloGr, — with never tho yit-tding of 
an inch or a backward ste]), tho rcgimcitt bad nobly shown tbv 
aupqrb quality of it« composition.

Leggett. 11 — Sergeant David li, Miller, K — Timothy Htilliu. 
Captain Walter It. Smith and Lieutenant Elarrie A, Cnshman 
wtre severely wounded in the early \<tirt of the cngngcmcnt — 
tlte former hy a eliurge of " buck mid hull " in th« thigh received 
It vliort raugL-. Thnlosti in non-eum missioned ollicure wan wpc- 
ctally Bevore. Four first HergoiinU wurc wownded — Warner of 
K, Cowles of D, Freeman of II and Partridge of U, the three 
latter fatally, liiergeant Uolton of Company 0, who wan killed, 
wnfl one of the transferH from llie Tenth, a line Koldier, who in 
tb« closing battle of th<: relwllion erowuod utiarly four years of 
faithful service by the supreme saeriflce. 

That night the regiment camped near the hattle>lleld, and the 
succeeding two duya were occupied in following ii)> the rotraHtiiig 
frwgDicnts of th« Confederate army. On the night of the Sth 
Ijee had retired acrou tli« Appomattox at Iligh Bridge with 
what was left to him of the hungry, broken, dispirited army, 
but before tho bridgt-H bidilnd him could be destroyed the Second 
Corpa was rushing across and the pursuit wns unbroken. The 
8th found his forces hopelessly hemmed inat Appomat^>x Court 
House, the Federal troops closing in rcsistleKtly and Cionenil 
Grant demanding hU stirrcndor to save the further wasti- of life. 
There was one more dcH]>orato attempt on tho morning of the 
9tb to force the thin lines through thv cavalry environltient 
which ■Sheridan had placed between I he Coufederstee and further 
retreat, but the pushing buck of the dismounted horsemen only 
dixclo#ed the advancing bayonets of tho Army of the James, and 
(he white flag which preceded formal turrendcr took the place 
of ihc Stars and Ban. 

Ab the fact of Lul-'s surrender became geucrally known through 
''niou army that afternoon there was joy loo wild, too deep. 
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tou »iiicvru for uttoniiici' iii fomial words. Cuimoii tbiiDdeml 
men sliouUtd thvmai-lves hoarae, tben pitched their aheltcr teuta 
for the first time since leaving wioler i|uarterii niid liiy within 
Uiom with the stningo reitli/^tion tUitt thuro wiut nu longer an 
opposing nrijiy to ho wiitchod iind f«irt'd. 

Tlio Thirty-Hevcnth i;iijo>od a night und u day of nnbrokeii 
wet aiid wore then ordered to i-upurt buck to Biirk««viUe. tar 
which iilace they stiu-ttd on the morning of the Uth in u drii- 
uliiig raiu, mniThing "iO miles toward Fiirmville over the road h\ 
whivh they had moved toward Appomattox. Both the ruin atui 
thv initn-h continued for two diiys longer, iiunp liciiig pitched 
Iicur Uurkexvillu an lliu iifluiiinon of the tSth in ubiMitilifulpiuv 
grave. There thu regiment rt-mitincd for tvn duye, during wlik'h 
lime every lioart wiig iiicxprossihly eaddened by the newa of ihi- 
iissjissination. of President Linioln. 

During this time occurred the lusl muiiti^r of officers — Doctor 
Churli'S K. Inches of Boston on Ihe l^th us lUMifitant eurgvon 
and on the i5tb Second Lieutenant Judics O'Connor otCompanj 
as first lieutenant of Corai)any C, vice Jones promoter). 
Surgeon Inches wiis u young man enthusiastic ami amhitiotiii id 
hi* [>rofe«tiion, with a lieurt overHowing with kindtii>«« for hi* 
fcllow-beingii; and brief luwiu his M-rvia* and happily fn-e from 
the ravages of bnllle, hi« tender humanity won prompt and 
hearl^felt appreciation from every member of the regiment. 

Meantime in every direction the end of the armed rdxiUivu 
was approaching. Ucneml Sherman after tanking iit J^avuunoh 
for *otno weeks had moved forward in re^iljitleiw force to foJ- 
iimliin, S. C, whence ho Hwept siruight through the CarolinM 
toward ilichmond, driving before him the remnants of the Cod- 
fedei-ato forces which Oeuoral Johnston wa^ striving to gatlifr 
aomewhero for a determined stand, l-'ort I'isher. guardinv tbc 
harbor of Wilmington, N. C, having fallen before the del«r* 
mined aKsault of (Icneral Torry and Wilniiogton itw-If beforv 
Gvuend Sc-bolield's Twenty-third Corps, whidi had been brought 
to the Carolina const by way of Wiwhington, ihcw fonwa vnn 
transferred to Newborn, and moved — Ihongh notnilbfuit oppo- 
aition iind some sharji lighting — toward the center of thu state 
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t« mteneot the line of Slierman'e mnrrli. Harden hnd frocu- 
iitwl Olinrloflton on heariiig of Shermnu's niovfim<>nt. lightinf; 
firM which tmrncd laml of the city nml killoil ao» of the inlia'>- 
ilanta by nn oxplusion, am) at Avvnuhoro hitd a thitrp engage- 
ment with somu of Shormun's torcoe on the 16th uf Migri-h. 
This waa followed l>y thenioivdolcrmin«d hattlc of Benton villo, 
thn>e dnya later, in whinh .JohnBton succcedod in chocking iho 
column undoT Oencral Slooum from the 10th to the 2Iat, when 
Sherman huvin^ ponirentnitud an enveloping force tho CoufeiU 
eriilccommniidiT retiri-d during the night and tho m»rcli of 
thv Union army was rcKtiinud. 

At (itildsboro Shoniiaii formed a connection with SchofichI <uid 
halted to rest his exhausted troops, communicjitiun bein;; opened 
by mil with Nevhem, but on the 10th of April thecatt)pai(;ii 
VM FMumed. Next day the tidings of Lec'a siirrendt-r were 
rccQlTod, and Itideigh was ooonpied on the I3th ; the day follow* 
ing Johnston sent in a Dug of triieo and from the armistice 
which ranlted his surrender ensued on the SOtb. In his c«se as 
in that of liee, the luingry Confe<1erato soldiers were supplied 
n'lth rations hy the government they hiid so long fought ajptinm, 
and at oqco started for their homes to rcMiime the puriniit* of 
]>faeo and begin ttie greiit tiixk of reiHiiring tbo ravages of war. 

Meantime the Sixth Corp»had been ordered from Bitrkptvillo 
to Danville, on tho North Carolina border, 100 miles away, and 
on the morning of the 33d set forth. The roada, following tbe 
genci^ direction of the railroad, were good and the weather was 
cjnite favontble, which with the cncoiinig«ment rveeir^-d from 
recent events |;ave tho troogw great heart and strength for what- 
ever triads might he dueme<) neci>«fary. Twunty-firo miles were 
ma<Ie the first day and 'iO thu next, bringing the corps to bivoiiafi 
on the hanks of the Stiiuiiton river. Soon afterdark of the 'i7th 
the regiment iia rear guard of tho corps piu«o(] through T>aiivilIo 
and a mile beyond went Into eanij). 

As the eorp« approiit-hwl the eity, which is sitiinte<t on the 
south bank of tho Dan rirer, an attempt was made by some o( 
the bitter iolmbitants to burn tho bridge, but the mayor and tho 
more sensible rjtizens protested so vigorously that the jHirpOM 
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vu abandoawl. To thu right od an «loTi>tM>a a fort with aix gum 
commandiiig th« bridgv looked grimly iIowd. but it liad uo g»rri- 
Hon nnd wiu simply a reminder of I lie days u-liicb hud psewd. 
The city had iiUo becD a depot for Union prisoners, hut such as 
vere there had been released and with joy had hurrietl to the 
now sll-[iotent proti'ction of the triumphant Stnn* uml Stxipcs. 
Reliuble intelligonco of Johnstou'it stirronder, which h^d biXMi 
preiiiaturt'ly rumored, wa* rccDivod on the following day, nod 
the!) it WMH even niuru vividly rcidincd that with the dispersion 
of the hut formidable iirmed force thu exist«oc« of ihv rebetlion 
practically coiused, tliat tho long looked fur day bad comu whtm 
there was in reality but one Countiy beneath one Flag.

The Thirt]--80Tcuth remained quietlj* in oiunp »t Douvtlle till 
the nturiiing uf May 3, wlieii otii-s were takes for Wilson's Stutioti 
on tho South«ido railroiid, 38 miles west of Petcrslmrg. Tbc 
jouraey wm very slon-ly made, lasting, inolndiug a stop of a few 
boors at BnrkeHville, till Inte in tho afternoon of the following 
day, when the regiment went into mmji in a beaiitiful grore. 
nuar the SUitian. There two wcoks paiHcd very pleii«aolly, tlw 
bi'igodc nominally guarding the railroad to Noltaway Oonrt 
Hon«i-, 14 miles distant; biil as thoro was no enemy save an 
oci-j)rii<iuiiI roving band of mar.'iiidors who took good care not to 
come within the reach uf Union troops, the duty was rery light. 

Xeirs of the captare of JetTenion Davis, the president of the 
late Coolederaoy, r«Ached t^iunp on the irith, and two dnyn later 
oiinie nn order to march next morning. The Holdiere now real- 
ized that they wore indeed ou tho homeward rontc, bnt there 
wtre just murmurs that the jonrney of the 18th was made to 
cover 'ii miles of hot and dusty roud when there was no exigency 
re<iuiriDg such exertion. The halt for the night was made 
within four miles of Petershurg, At 3 o'clock next morning the 
nveflle Munded, nod soon ufu-r diiyli^ht the march was returned. 
Petusbnrg WM pancd through <-jirly in the forenoon, and it waa 
gratifying to note the signs of renewed life which were alreiwly 

g miiniffslvd. PuEMing on toward ItiL-hmond. about half tl 
tlistjuice between the two cilies wai covered byeasy stAges during I 
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the Oa,v, Uio intoiioL' houl t]u]iniiiiiting in » ttmnilcr sbowiv dar- 
ing tliu ufUmioun. Th« following foreuooo bruiigtit Die u»rp» 
within ^iglit of lliehmotKl, and ttii> oiun|i8 wvix- pilfliml nrar 
Millie ht'8U-r, ill llio midftt uf the olaborale forti lic-nt iuiim protviil- 
iog thiit GUlmrb, where th« regiment remaiitvl till the 24lh. 
man}' of th« comiminil going over into the lute rebel OapitJil fu 
view tho vorioiig objwtit of intercet, tmthing in the waters uf tl>e 
historic Jiinic« Ittvci-, or lying idly iti c»m|> drcunitig of tli« 
BpoMtv roiinion with loved ones nt home iind the rotnru to the 
duticM Biid |tlviuiires of civil life. 

Tint griinil roviuw of tliu united artniee of Gfiu-nd« Mvadc ntnl 
Shoriiian touk ptiioe nt Wiuiliington on tho Oil and 34th uf ^iiv, 
(ho Z:iA lieing dovot4'd to the Army of tliR Pototnao, cotnpoaed it 
the t!iiTiilrT rui'jiM, mid thu ■Sownd, Fifth and Ninth Cor|>s of iii- 
fimtry; whilo uii tiiu 'iMh thi.< Armivs of tlu- Tt-nueS90u and lA 
(ivorgin pasted hefuro tho enthiisiastic throngs. As tho Sixth 
Corjw could not Uttu |Kirl in lh<.< juigeaut it was arrdnj^-d to buv« 
it rcvic-wcd ill Itichniuiid on the :!4th by Oenorals Ilnileck, Onl. 
nml olhcFA. licreilli; iivcordingly Boundi-d nt 3 o'clock nod at ■*> 
tho vohitnit ntuvod through SXunchoster, aorosa thu rivor into 
Hiohmond. |>ii»tiing ihe reviewing stand by coni(iiLRy front, the 
Mtrei-U ovorywhere lined by an interested throng, of wbtoh tlie 
onthiisiii«tic blat^kH formed the most intercKting element. 

Tho review ]>roved but the beginning of a trying diiy'it eK)M:h- 
euoe. Strnight on the column mwrd, out through tho n)j«n- 
dooed forlilic-iilions, past lields iind Bcem'H of liiAtorii: interrst 
without number, till nt 9 o'clock nt night, with K miles of ili»- 
tnncp eovorod, Uie hnlt was made nt Hanover Court Uouu>. The 
rnmitnkey was oroeHcl next day un a ponton bridgv, lh« man-b 
of the 2fltb being iu:coni]mnied by a heavy rain which nuulu the 
mnd nlmo«1 ini)iaHui1>li-. The 2Tth und 2dtb were given tit n-aX, 
nnd the following diiy u ninrcli uf iO mitee brought the curji* tu 
Frotlerickflbiirg, " on our annual May visit," as some of the nl- 
diers humoruuely suggested. 

Four days more of coiitinuooa plodding, I'Toasing Ocom|Qun 
Creek at Wulf Run ShimlM and muving by Fairfm Station awl 
Oonrt House, brought iho Thirty-seventh on the id of Jnni' *" 
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hnWvy'f C'tiius Ko.'kI):, live milts from W!isliiii;rton on tin- Arling- 
tuu siJu «t ibe I*'jioiniic. There the ii-ginient epciimiieil clnrin;; 
the remaiuder of iU atay in the United Suttit iiervict), aii<l Ihe 
'lavs K'hii'h followed had hut litilc nioiv tlinn roiitinr InUni'^t. 
On the Ctli th« brigidc lunicdoiit to s|H!cd with military honors 
tlic One Iliindrod and Ninvtfcnth I'enimlvRiiJB. which set onl 
for home, and on thu »*th occurred the revioiv of the corps in 
Wiishinj^oti by Prosidont JohDuou, his Citbiaut, GvncralK C!mnt. 
Meade, imd a Urge Iiody of prominent oflicera. 

For this event the cominniid waa roused very eai-ly in thv 
morning, croning fjong Bridge to the vicinity of the Cnpitul. 
where tluT corpit wuti iniiMnt. At 9.30 the advasco guard, the 
First Connei'ticnt iiivulry. ctoitrcd the way, iind at 10 the colnmii 
l)egaii to move. The brigadesnnd divisions proct'cdtd in numer- 
iral order, the artillery following the Third Division and lh\- 
rear being composed of 200 Now York Engineers with u poitton 
train. The Third Brigiido. First Division, Ociieral Rdwai:d(<, 
moved in the following order : Eighty-8w;ond t'ennaylvanin 
Vetorjina. !'(>n men. IJrcvot Brigadier Gcneml ItaiwoK ; Second 
IChode lelnud Veterans, 4.M) men, Lieu ten itnt-Cotont-l IthodiM ; 
Forty-ninth I'ennsylvania Veterans. 3M men, Colonel Ilicknun ; 
Thirty •seven til MasiaehusetlH, 300 men. Major Tyler : Fifth 
Wi»con.iin, 400 men, Colonel Allen. As the Thirty-seventh 
paAsvd the reviewing stand hy company front, fewer iu iiniobers 
than nny of ita sister orgaiiiiiilions, th« waste of ttio terrible 
uiDi)>aigitB it liiid imssuil thruugb was vividly realized. Comjuiny 
K. tile oolor com|iany, proudly bore the tuttvrvd stJindnrdg be- 
fore the cheering multitudes with scarcely eight tUea to guard 
the ]irie>.-lefls treiisitres. 

It vui iiii eripe>:inlly glorious day for the Sixth Corjia, for apart 
friim the noble record which it had miide from the day of its or- 
gauixation, the people of Wosliiugton had not forgotten tliut it 
ramo to their assistance the previous smnnit^r when Early was 
thundering at the northern Rates of the city, and their enthusi- 
asm was loud and earnest. Uut notwithstanding all the ardor 
of the [lopnlace, the day was a very trying one to the soldiers, us 
il wns terribly hot. and the sun bent down into the orowiled 
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stnwta with ii ferocity wbicli prostrated msD.v witli siiu-sir4f| 
and obligied the ^reat nmjoritj' of lh« cori>« to fnll from lUJ 
ninks before tliolr cam]>s were regained,

ThorosB 0, Colt* on the 23. First Lienu-nanls William i-

PrepantlioiiH for the liomewarcl journey, no ttan» prcpamttons 
were needed, now occupied the thoiightii of all. The Sanitary 
Conimigaion bod since the arrival of ihe troo[>s from the field 
spared no pains to provide them with delicocteo, comforts and 
luxurioM and after the muster ont rationH wore drawn in pi-ofii- 
siou, Ko that the aupplivs received hy the nioii wore only liniiUtd 
ly their ditipoiition to aceopt. 

Keveillo Bounded next morning at lialf-past <t and at ft camp 
was broken, the regiment under the lead of General Kdwarda 
marching through Georgetown to Washington where at 11 
o'clock vare were taken. Baltiniore wa« renchet) iit half-piui 3 
in the afternoon, dinner was caun, cara oliaogod, and at 6 ll)« 
homeward ronto waa reatimci). Arriving at Philndetphia some 
time liAct midnight, thenuvor-failing hospitality of the Quaker 
City was enjoyed in a bountifut breakfast nt the Cooper Shop of 
blessed memory ; at daylight cara were taken to Amboy, whence 
ihcjonrnoy to New Vork was made by the steamer Truiisjii-rt, 
reaching the Metropolis at noon. Aftera most excellonl dinner, 
the regiment marched up Broadway once more and at 6 oVIook 
took the steamer Travelur fur IIudEon. That city- was reachwl 
about daylight of the i4th, and at balf-past & the cilixens pro- 
vided a generous breakfast, welcoming the return a» they luul 
speeded tlie doparlnre of the Thirty-Beventh. 
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Pitufield waa reacticd ut 10 o'clock, and iit this first stujiplng 
kpl»oc on H»suchuMtt« soil, Uie point of tlic regimeut's Tornu- 
tion Kiid <lv<ptLTturo, it wiu nx'oivitl witli lienrt)' ili'muastnttiooit. 
Yet Kidiii'iis liiul II ohiirt-, for itcouUl not Qtai]w Dotico tbkt while 
27 cars bad hwa ctKiuircdtotakethecomroniid itwny, it was corn* 
fortsbljr rotunie^ in six. At the deiwt thervgiinutit wtut met bj 
an escort of firemen and conducted tu llio iwrk, wIiitl- u twmtti- 
ful collation wiis nerved and llic vct«r»ii4 were eloquonll; irol- 
i!Oino<) hy Hon. H. U Dnw«s and K. H. Kellogg. Cicnoral 
EdniLfda rospondrd Uncll}', with a touching allnsion to tliow 
who had fallen. th« regiment gave a brief exhibition of the 
■uanual of arms oud then continued the journeir. 

Springfield was entered at half-past 2, and the reooptton thm 
Wild of the most enthusiastic nature. Many of Iho rvlntircH amt 
nuiir friends of the members were in waiting at the deiiot, oDil 
tu th« command l«ft the ciat the greetings were rapturous and 
aflecting. Presently the line of marchi'd wfas formod ami tbe 
regiment, escorted by the tire de)mrtment, led t>y thi; Ruitrowl 
band, marched to the City liall. The streets ircro filled with 
cntltuMia^itic people waring hiuidkorcliiefs and cheering the vBt- 
iTiinti, to whom a niuru fiuniliar sound was the thnnder of the 
Union Battery, whosu ra|ud diHchnrgc* emphmtiiK-d thv welooros. 
Th» national colors were everywhere displayed and niany of tlie 
buildiufs and biuiners boix» a|>proprinte mottoes. In llio Citjr 
Uall a bouiiteous repast had been prepared, and when the soldier* 
were sealed an approjtriute address of welcome was made hy N. 
A. I..oonard, Kstj., in the absence of the mayor. General Fjd- 
wards roipnuded in bohnlf of the regiment, afler which his com- 
mund did ample jiistiiH; ii> t he icmi>ling viund*> ; snothvp period 
of hand-shakfng followed, the column retitrnM) to the defKil, 
and tbe Thirty -Mveiilh that evcuing rcuehod their last camp at 
Keudville. 

While the re;;imcnt remained there waiting for the Ihial sot- 
llemi'iit of ils (ilTiiirs and formal disWndiiig, tiovoruor Andn-w 
i«»iied the following coninilxiiioiiii, wliich gnve the rogimciit a

On the 26th of Jnne the colore of Llio Thirty -tie ventb were 
scul to iioglon, wIktc on tho 'iM of December following they 
were in common with those of the other Massnchusetts commands 
which had tterved the Union ])Iue4.-d in appropriate reoeptacle* 
ill Dorii: Hall ut the State House, whero they still renifiiii, Hilent 
yot ulorittetit witnesses to tho putriotism of the citizen soklierH of 
tlio old Bay Stiilo. They are torn and rent by bullctsand dmdly 
niisfik-s; tliey are stained with the life-blood of her Bons, bnl 
never with dishonor. 

For a few day.i the inemberK of the regiment remained at the 
camp, with freijuent exi'iir«ions to Boston mid the neighboring 
objeota of intoreat; bat on Sunday. Jnly 3, theliurtof thctn were 
paid for their services and discharged, and the Thirty-Mvcnth 
MaH:wchn««tU Regiment ceased to exist save in the deeds it had 
done iind the fraternal aBsociAtiona of itBanrviving members For 
thcfurmer no wordaof praise ne«d bespoken here; tor Iho fidlen, 
while we drop a tear, we will extend llio patriot's chJtplet.
